The  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Master,  Isaiah  A.  Wilson, 
delivered  his  Annual  Address,  and  on  motion  of  Brother 
Frank  Prince,  it  was  referred  to  a  special  committee  of 
three,  consisting  of  Brothers 
Frank  Prince,  of  Jonesboro  Lodge  No.  315, 
Theodore  L.  Eastbum,  of  Magnolia  Lodge  No.  259, 
John  R.  Goldthwaite,  of  Troy  Lodge  No.  56, 
appointed  by  the  Right  Worshipful  Deputy  Grand  Mas^ 
ter.  Brother  Palmer  J.  Pillans. 

GRAND  MASTER'S  ANNUAL  ADDRESS, 

Bbethbem  of  the  Grand  Lodge  : 

We  have  again  ipet  in  Grand  Lodge  Assembly  as  the  RepresentatiYes  of 
the  Lodges  in  this  Masonic  Jurisdiction,  to  legislate  for  the  benefit  of  our 
ancient  craft,  to  inquire  into  all  our  wants,  and  to  cheer  and  encourage 
each  other  onward  in  the  great  and  important  trusts  confided  to  us.  Ani- 
mated, then,  by  the  spirit  of  love  and  fiatemity,  and  forsaking  for  a  time 
the  cares  of  daily  avocation  and  the  comforts  of  home,  you  have  come  up 
in  a  spirit  fragrant  with  brotherly  love,  to  give  such  direction  to  united 
labors  as  will  continue  to  strengthen  the  bonds  and  increase  the  usefulness 
of  our  beloved  order.  I  bid  you  a  hearty  welcome,  and  humbly  invoke 
the  aid  of  Him,  who  presides  in  all  Ck)uncils  erected  and  devoted  to  His 
purposes,  to  direct  us  by  that  wisdom  which  never  errs. 

It  is  particularly  gratifying  to  pie  to  inform  you  that  peace  and  harmony 
prevails  throughout  our  borders,  and  while  scores  have  not  been  gathered 
beneath  our  broad  banners,  in  the  last  masonic  year,  still  we  have  increased 
in  numbers,  perhaps  as  rapidly  as  desirable 

Our  relations  with  Foreign  Grand  Bodies  are  of  the  most  friendly  and 
cordial  character.  We  have  had  no  cause  of  complaint,  nor  has  any  been 
made  against  us,  of  a  violation  of  jurisdiction. 
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The  number  of  dispensatioiis  granted  for  the  formation  of  new  Lodges, 
dnring  the  last  masonic  year,  will  be  famished  by  the  Grand  Secretary. 

Dispensations  have  been  granted  to  the  following  Lodges  to  elect  officers, 
good  and  sufficient  reasons  having  been  famished  for  their  failure  to  elect 
at  the  time  prescribed  by  the  Constitution  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  to-wit : 
Somerville  Lodge  No.  157,  Tallassee  Lodge  No.  237,  Sawyer  Lodge  No.  93, 
Opelika  Lodge  No.  395,  and  Warrior  Stand  Lodge  No.  115. 

The  following  Lodges,  to-wit:  Perryville  Lodge  No.  117,  Aberfoil  Lodge 
No.  181,  Daviston  Lodge  No.  283,  Sauta  Creek  Lodge  No.  376,  and  Opelika 
Lodge  No.  195,  having  forfeited  their  charters,  some  for  non-representa- 
tion for  two  years,  and  others  for  non-payment  of  dues  for  two  years,  and 
having  paid  all  arrearages,  applied  for  dispensations  authorizing  them  to 
resume,  and  continue  their  masonic  labors  until  this  communication  of  the 
Grand  Lodge,  which  were  granted,  and  I  would  respectfully  recommend  to 
the  Grand  Lodge  that  the  charters  of  said  Lodges  be  restored. 

I  have  refused  several  applications  to  confer  the  degrees  out  of  time.  I 
do  not  believe  there  is  scarcely  a  conceivable  occasion  when  an  emergency 
case  should  be  entertained.  The  Candidate  should  not  only  be  well  in- 
structed in  the  ritual  of  masonry,  but  should  be  taught  the  objects  of  the 
institution  in  its  moral  and  speculative  sense.  Are  we  not  recreant  to  the 
high  trusts  reposed  in  us  as  masons,  and  do  we  not  act  unjustly  towards  a 
Brother,  whenever  we  send  him  forth  into  the  world  as  a  mason,  without 
that  knowledge  necessary  for  him  to  properly  understand,  and  to  enable 
him  faithfully  to  perform  his  duties  as  such?  Masonry  has  had  much  to 
encounter  and  condemn  in  the  reproach  brought  upon  her,  not  only  from 
the  unworthy,  but  from  the  ignorant  mason.  It  is,  therefore,  a  wise  rule, 
established  in  this  jurisdiction,  which  requires  the  candidate  to  be  prcifl- 
cientj  before  he  is  permitted  to  advance,  and  it  should  be  rigidly  enforced. 
Granted  a  dispensation  to  Chester  Lodge  No.  363,  to  move  that  Lodge 
from  the  place  where  it  was  located,  to  Warrior  Station,  a  distance  of  two 
miles.     The  change  will  locate  the  Lodge  in  a  Town. 

Granted  a  dispensation  to  Jonesboro  Itodge  No.  315,  to  spread  the  ballot 
in  a  certain  case,  the  second  time,  although  more  than  one  black  tall  was 
cast  on  first  ballot  I  was  assured  the  negative  votes  were  the  result  of 
accident  or  mistake,  as  the  whole  Lodge  indorsed  the  applicant  as  being 

*'a  correct,  upright,  honest,  religious,  good  man." 
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Befosed  a  dispensation  to  Hampden  Sidney  Lodge  No.  67,  and  Marengo 
Lodge  No.  28,  to  elect  a  Wonhipful  Master  ;  holding  that  no  power  can 
lawfally  interpose,  in  the  absence  of  the  Worshipful  Blaster,  whether  that 
absence  be  occasioned  by  death,  or  remoYal  from  this  Jurisdiction,  between 
the  Senior  Warden,  and  his  right  and  duty  to  fill  the  East 

I  have  been  called  upon  many  times  to  decide  questions  of  Masonic  law 
and  usage.  Many  of  these  questions  could  have  been  answered  by  a  refer- 
ence to  the  laws  and  edicts  of  our  own  Jurisdiction,  with  which  every 
Mason  holding  the  posiUon  of  Master  and  Warden  should  be  familiar. 
Among  the  decisions  made,  I  invite  your  attention  to  the  following  :  That 
a  Brother  by  dimitting,  surrenders  certain  rights ;  among  these,  the  privi- 
lege of  referring  any  difficulty  he  may  have  with  a  Brother  Mason  to  the 
Lodge  for  adjustment  Charges  must  be  preferred  in  open  Lodge,  at  a 
regular  Communication,  by  a  Brother  in  good  standing.  Non-affiliated 
Masons  are  not  competent  to  prefer  charges. 

When  a  Brother  has  been  suspended  for  a  definite  period,  and  his  term 
of  punishment  terminated,  he  returns,  eo  instanii,  to  all  the  rights  and 
privileges  from  which  he  was  suspended,  and  is  entitled  to  his  dimit,  al- 
though an  appeal,  taken  by  him,  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  may  be  pending  ; 
provided  no  new  charges  are  preferred  against  him,  and  he  has  paid  i^  all 
arrearages  to  his  Lodge. 

A  non-CLffiliated  Mason  is  not  entitled  to  a  Masonic  burial. 

That  in  this  Jurisdiction  a  Master  Mason  in  good  standing,  and  who  is 
not  in  arrears  to  his  Lodge,  has  a  right,  unconditionally,  to  dimit,  without 
nmrigning  any  reason  or  excuse  for  so  dimitting. 

That  a  profietLe  is  not  compelled  to  petition  the  Lodge  nearest  his  resi- 
denoe  for  initiation.  But,  if  he  petitions  a  Lodge  in  whose  Jurisdiction 
he  does  not  reside,  then  Section  13  of  Article  VI,  of  the  Constitution  of 
the  Grand  Lodge  must  be  strictly  observed. 

The  members  of  a  Lodge,  whose  charter  has  been  forfeited,  must  pay 
their  dues  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  before  they  are  eligible  to  affiliation  with 
any  other  Lodge.  All  the  dues,  property,  and  effects,  of  a  Lodge  whose 
charter  is  forfeited,  escheats  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  the  members  must 
diBcharge  their  obligation  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  get  the  certificate  of  the 
Qiand  Secretary,  before  they  can  be  affiliated;  without  saoh  certificate  the 
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Lodge  to  which  they  may  apply  for  affiliation,  knows  nothing  aboat  them 
officially,  and  as  they  have  no  dimits,  they  must  set  themselves  right  by  the 
certificate  of  the  Grand  Secretary. 

That  a  petition  for  initiation,  which  has  been  referred  to  a  Committee, 
may,  after  the  report  of  said  Ck>nmiittee  has  been  received  by  the  Lodge, 
be  re-referred  to  another  Committee,  and  the  ballot  postponed,  if  the  mem- 
bers desire  farther  time  to  reflect,  and  make  up  their  opinion,  and  the  good 
of  the  Order  requires  farther  investigation  into  the  qaalifications,  charac- 
ter, and  standing  of  the  petitioner.  Bat  no  petition  for  initiation  can  be 
withdrawn,  or  otherwise  disposed  of,  bat  by  ballot,  after  it  has  been  re- 
ceived  by  the  Lodge. 

That  a  Lodge  cannot  make  any  special  assessment,  masonically  binding 
apon  its  members,  anless  so  authorized  by  its  by-laws. 

A  Brother  cannot  be  required  to  state  his  reason  for  his  vote.  This 
would  destroy  the  secrecy  of  the  ballot,  or  make  it  a  mere  farce.  If  a 
Brother  casts  a  black  ball  he  is  supposed  to  do  it  conscientiously,  and  with 
a  fall  sense  of  his  moral  accountability.  The  Lodge  has  no  control  over 
the  ballot  of  a  member,  nor  is  it  at  liberty  to  pry  into  the  question  for  the 
purpose  of  ascertaining  how  a  Brother  voted.  Therefore,  a  by-law  of  a  Lodge 
requiring  its  members  to  disclose  the  reasons  for  their  votes,  held  a  nullity 
and  cannot  be  enforced. 

A  Brother  Master  Mason,  who  stands  suspended  for  non-payment  of  dues 
at  the  time  of  his  death)  is  not  entitled  to,  and  should  not  receive,  a  Ma- 
sonic buriaL 

That  Masons  ought  not  to  turn  out  as  a  body,  and  in  Masonic  proces- 
sion, except  on  what  are  recognized  as  Masonic  occasions ;  that  the  un- 
veiling of  a  Memorial  Monument,  erected  to  the  memory  of  the  Confeder- 
ate dead,  is  not  a  Masonic  occasion,  and  has  no  connection  with,  or  rela- 
tion to,  the  Order.  The  occasion  must  be  devoted  to  the  interest  of  Ma- 
sonry. 

No  Lodge  under  this  Jurisdiction  can  pass  or  raise  a  candidate  who  has 
been  initiated  or  passed  in  a  Lodge  under  another  Jurisdiction,  without 
the  candidate  producing  a  certificate  of  good  standing,  and  dismission 
flrom  the  Lodge  in  which  he  was  initiated  or  passed,  if  said  Lodge  is  still 
in  ezistenoe.    K  not,  then  the  certificate  of  the  Qxaad  Secfetaiy  of  such 
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Jurisdiction  to  that  fact»  and  that  the  name  of  the  applicant  appears  on  the 
last  returns  made  by  said  Lodge. 

A  seal  is  to  authenticate  documents  from  the  Lodge,  and  no  one  has 
authority  to  affix  it  to  any  paper  or  document,  unless  it  be  a  document 
from  the  Lodge,  and  issued  by  its  authority.  Hence,  the  Worshipful  Mas- 
ter, answering  a  Communication  addressed  to  him  on  Lodge  matters,  has 
no  authority  to  affix  the  seal  of  the  Lodge  to  his  answer. 

.Simply  the  persistent  non-payment  of  dues  does  not  constitute,  in  this 
Jurisdiction,  a  Masonic  offense  of  sufficient  magnitude  to  authorize  expul- 
sion from  the  Lodge. 

The  testimony  of  a  profane  may  be  used  on  the  trial  of  a  Brother,  but  if 
the  witness  is  of  notorious  bad  character,  and  has  the  reputation  of  being 
a  common  liar,  a  conviction  should  not  be  had  upon  his  evidence  alone. 

A  Mason  made  in  an  army  Lodge,  may  affiliate  upon  the  certificate  of 
the  Grand  Secretary,  showing  his  name  on  the  roll  of  members  of  said 
army  Lodge* 

That  the  Worshipftil  Master  has  no  authority  to  give  the  casting  vote  in 
an  election  for  officers,  having  previously  voted. 

A  Lodge  cannot  entertain  a  petition  for  membership  un^  it  is  satisfied 
the  petitioner  is  a  Master  Mason.  This  fact  must  be  fully  established  be- 
fore any  committee  can  be  appointed  to  inquire  into  the  character  and 
standing  of  the  petitioner. 

After  a  candidate  has  been  duly  elected  to  receive  the  degrees,  he  can  be 
estopped  by  the  objection  of  a  member  of  the  Lodge,  made  either  in  open 
Lodge,  or  privately  to  the  Worshipftil  Master,  without  giving  his  reason 
for  objecting. 

That  a  Brother  belonging  to  a  Lodge  when  it  became  dormant,  does  not, 
as  a  matter  of  course,  regain  his  membership  when  the  Lodge  is  revived, 
and  if  he  wishes  to  join  another  Lodge,  he  must  obtain  from  the  Grand 
Secretary  a  certificate  of  his  Masonic  standing. 

A  conviction  of  a  Mason  by  a  court  of  the  country  does  not  authorize 
his  expulsion  by  the  Lodge,  without  a  trial  and  judgment  in  the  Lodge. 

The  candidate  must  be  whole  and  sound,  not  deformed  or  dismembered, 
and  must  be  able  to  perform  the  work  required  in  the  first  three  degrees  of 
Maaonzy.  The  OMoalties  of  war  furnish  no  excuse  for  an  infringement  of 
the  aiici«nt  Landmarks  of  Maaoniy. 
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That  lawful  iiiforxnation  of  a  Brother  being  a  Mason  is  obtained — 
1st.  From  a  personal  knowledge  that  snch  an  one  is  a  M.  M..  which 
knowledge  can  only  be  derived  from  due  trial,  and  strict  examination,  or 
haying  sat  in  a  regular  Lodge  of  M.  M.  with  him. 

2d.  From  the  oral  declaration  of  a  known  M.  M.  that  such  an  one  is  a 
M.  M.,  such  declaration  being  made  as  an  avouchment,  and  in  the  presence 
of  the  party  avouched  for ;  provided  the  avoucher  have  personal  knowledge 
that  the  one  avouched  for  is  a  M.  M. 

The  territorial  Jurisdiction  of  Subordinate  Lodges  extends  half  way  in 
every  direction  to  the  nearest  Lodge,  and  over  profiemes  who  reside  equally 
distant  from  two  Lodges,  their  Jurisdiction  is  concurrent 

A  vacancy  in  any  office  of  the  Lodge  may  be  created  by  death,  expul- 
sion, or  permanent  removal  from  the  Jurisdiction ;  and  when  a  vacancy  is 
occasioned  by  the  removal  of  an  appointed  officer,  such  vacancy  may  be 
filled,  at  any  time,  by  the  appointing  power. 

A  Lodge  may  be  opened  in  the  Master's  degree  with  seven  members,  in- 
cluding the  Tiler,  provided  he  is  a  member  of  the  Lodge,  for  the  transac- 
tion of  such  business  as  appertains  to  a  M.  M.  Lodge. 

That  Masonic  Lodges  should  not  embark  in  lottery  schemes,  nor  indorse 
or  encourage  such  enterprises  by  permitting  the  use  of  their  names  and 
influence  in  furtherance  of  such  games  of  chance  :  that  Masonry  is  a  moral 
institution,  and  "a  Mason  by  his  tenure  is  boxmd  to  obey  the  moral  Law." 

That  an  election  for  officers  at  which  there  are  present  less  than  seven 
M.  M.  is  a  nullity.    Not  lees  than  seven  can  hold  a  M.  M.  Lodge. 

Under  charges  of  unmasonic  conduct  the  specifications  should  be  defi- 
nite. Some  offenses  are  so  often  repeated  that  they  become  habitual,  and 
if  so  charged  need  not  be  so  definite  as  to  time  and  place  as  a  single  offense. 

That  under  the  Constitution  of  this  Grand  Lodge  a  Member  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Work,  having  become  unaffiliated,  does  not  thereby  forfeit  or 
vacate  his  position  as  such  Member  of  said  Committee. 

When  a  Master  Mason's  widow  marries  a  profane,  she  thereby  loses  her 
right  to  aid  and  assistance  from  the  fraternity.  By  her  intermarriage  her 
widowhood  is  metged  in  the  wife,  and  she  acquires  a  new  protector. 

Visitation  is  certainly  a  right,  yet  the  visitor's  right  must  be  subordinate 
to  the  rights  of  the  members ;  and  if  the  presence  of  the  visitor  would  mar 
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the  peace  and  harmony  of  the  memben  of  the  Lodge  pxeeent,  then  it  would 
not  only  be  the  right,  but  the  duty  of  the  Worshipfiil  Master  to  exclude  the 
visitor. 

The  removal  from  the  Lodge  by  death  or  expulsion  of  the  objector,  re- 
moves the  objection  so  fair  as  he  is  individually  concerned,  and  th^  candi- 
date is  at  liberty  to  proceed.  The  same  principle  applies  in  the  case  of 
suspension.  A  suspended  Mason  is  no  longer  affiliated  with  the  Lodge, 
and  has  nothing  whatever  to  do  with  the  business  of  the  Lodge.  Conse- 
quently his  objection  to  any  work  the  Lodge  may  -  ^  -9  in  hand,  by  his  sus- 
pension, loses  its  force  and  effect  There  is  l  ^ation  to  prefer  charges 
against  a  Brother  who  petitions  for  affiliation  or  advancemeifl  and  is  re- 
jected, as  his  Masonic  standing  is  not  affected  by  such  rejection. 

At  the  last  Communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  a  resolution  was  adopted, 
appointing  a  committee,  consisting  of  the  first  three  officers  of  Selma  Fra- 
ternal Lodge  No.  27,  to  examine  into  the  case  of  one  J.  C.  Williams,  for- 
merly a  member  of  Halo  Lodge  No.  5,  (whose  charter  had  been  forfeited,) 
who  had  been  suspended  by  said  Lodge  for  uxmiasonic  conduct,  and  report 
the  result  of  their  investigation  to  the  Grand  Master,  and  if  in  his  opinion 
injustice  had  been  done  the  said  Williams,  to  issue  his  dispensation  author- 
izing the  said  Williams  to  affiliate  with  any  Lodge  in  this  Jurisdiction  as  a 
dimitted  Mason.  From  the  report  of  the  committee,  I  ascertained  that 
Brother  Williams  had  been  summoned  to  attend  a  meeting  of  his  Lodge ; 
that  he  fiEkiled  to  obey  the  summons,  and  that  his  Lodge  proceeded  to  sus- 
pend him  without  any  trial  or  investigation.  I  held  this  action  of  said 
Lodge  a  nullity,  and  issued  my  dispensation  in  accordance  with  instmc- 
tioms  in  said  resolution. 

In  January  last  I  received  a  communication  from  G.  K  Whatly,  com- 
plaining that  he  had  been  expelled  from  North  Port  Lodge  No.  252  in  the 
month  of  October  or  November  of  last  year ;  that  he  took  an  appeal  to  the 
last  Grand  Lodge,  but  for  reasons  unknown  to  him,  said  appeal  was  not 
forwarded  as  the  law  in  such  cases  has  provided.  After  a  careful  investi- 
gation into  the  matter,  I  am  satisfied  there  was  no  intentional  dereliction 
of  duty  on  the  part  of  the  officers  of  North  Port  Lodge,  and  that  no  injus- 
tice should  be  done  the  accused,  I  directed  the  appeal  to  be  sent  up  to  this 
Qfand  CommvmeatioD. 
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On  the  first  of  June  last  an  appeal  was  made  to  me  by  the  Moet  Worship- 
ful Grand  Master  of  Masons  of  the  State  of  Looisiana  in  behalf  of  the 
brethren  living  in  the  overflowed  districts  of  that  State^  who,  with  their 
wives  and  children,  were  suffering  for  food,  clothing,  and  medicine.  HJaT- 
ing  no  p  uthority  to  draw  upon  the  Treasury  for  such  a  purpose,  I  addressed 
a  circular  to  the  subordinate  Lodges,  requesting  them  to  give  such  assis- 
tance as  they  were  able,  to  relieve  our  greatly  afflicted  and  distressed 
Brethren,  and  directed  contributions  to  be  sent  to  our  Brother,  Grand  Sec- 
retary, Daniel  Sayre.  '  knew  that  our  own  Jurisdiction  was  not  in  a  pros- 
perous condition,  but  sured  that  the  true  and  faithful  Mason  never 
suffers  aqi  fippeal  fbr  assistance  to  be  made  to  him  in  vain,  so  long  as  he 
has  anything  that  he  can  divide  with  a  suffering  Brother.  Many  of  the 
Lodges  responded  liberally  to  this  appeal,  and  the  amoxmts  contributed 
have  been  fistithfully  applied. 

The  question  of  enforcing  the  payment  of  Lodge  dues  seems  to  require 
some  legislation  at  your  hands ;  and  while  the  present  provision  of  our 
Constitution  deprives  a  Brother  of  his  membership  in  the  Lodge  for  non- 
payment of  dues,  yet,  in  many  cases,  that  provision  seems  to  be  inadequate 
to  effect  payment  from  Brethren  who  are  known  to  be  able  to  pay.  I  am 
iBatisfied  a  more  stringent  law  should  be  adopted,  so  as  to  equalize  the  bur- 
dens among  the  members,  and  when  a  Brother  refuses  to  pay,  after  a  rea^ 
sonable  time,  he  should  be  summoned  before  the  Lodge,  and  if  be  fails  to 
satisfy  the  Lodge  of  his  inability  to  pay,  and  still  refuses  to  discharge  his 
obligation  to  his  Lodge,  charges  should  be  preferred  against  him,  and  he 
should  be  expelled  from  the  rights  and  privileges  of  IVIasonry.  To  this 
end,  I  would  recommend  that  Section  24  of  Article  VI,  of  the  Constitution 
of  the  Grand  Lodge,  be  amended,  by  adding  in  substance,  that  if  afber  a 
reasonable  time  has  elapsed  after  being  suspended  for  non-payment  of  dues, 
any  Brother  shall  refuse  to  pay  on  demand,  he  shall  be  summoned  to  ap- 
pear before  the  Lodge,  to  show  cause  why  charges  should  not  be  preferred 
against  him,  and  upon  his  failure  to  attend,  and  make  full  satisfaction,  or 
to  furnish  suf&cient  excuse  therefor,  the  Lodge,  after  a  fair  investigation, 
may  expel  him  from  all  the  rights,  privileges,  and  benefits  of  Masonry. 

I  herewith  submit  for  your  consideration,  a  proposition  with  the  aocom- 

panjring  papers,  from  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Masonic  Temple  Abso- 
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elation,  to  sell  to  the  Grand  Lodge  the  proi>ertj'  of  said  Association,  for  the 
sum  of  seventy-five  thousand  dolbirs. 

This  is  an  enterprise  of  much  magnitude  and  importance  to  the  fraterr  ity 
in  this  State,  and  should  receive  at  your  hands,  a  calm,  deliberate,  and 
thorough  investigation.  I  am  persuaded  that  steps  should  be  taken  to  se- 
cure a  permanent  home  for  the  Grand  Lodge.  We  occupy  this  building  as 
tenants,  and  it  would  be  a  great  reproach  upon  the  Fraternity  of  Alabama, 
that  while  other  Jurisdictions  boost  of  their  magnificent  Masonic  Temples, 
the  Masons  of  Alabama  have  no  home  of  their  own.  Without  discussing, 
however,  the  propriety  or  feafdbility  of  the  Grand  Lodge  purchasing  this 
property,  or  suggesting  the  waj's  and  means  by  which  it  might  be  accom- 
plished, I  would  recommend  that  said  proposition,  and  the  accom|)anying 
papers,  be  referred  to  a  committee,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  report,  what 
action  the  Gmnd  Lodge  should  take  in  the  premises,  and  the  ways  and 
means  for  the  accomplishment  of  the  some,  as  their  wisdom  may  suggest 

You  will  pardon  me  for  urging  upon  you  the  importance  of  **  making 
haste  slowly,**  in  all  your  deliberations.  Legislation  too  hastily  done,  is 
infinitely  worse  than  none  at  all,  for  it  not  only  confuses  and  encumbers 
our  proceedings,  but  must,  sooner  or  later,  be  undone. 

Meeting  but  once  a  year,  your  observation  must  have  taught  you,  that 
the  wonts  of  the  croft  in  our  Jurisdiction  cannot  be  supplied,  without  hav- 
ing time  to  well-consider  the  means,  and  digest  the  plans  for  strengtheiling 
our  system  of  government  This  cannot  be  done  in  one  or  two  days.  Your 
committees  must  hove  ample  time  to  consider  the  various  subjects  dis- 
cussed and  questions  decided,  so  that  they  may  give  to  the  Grand  Lodge 
the  ripe  results  of  their  deliberations  for  its  final  action.  In  this  manner 
we  may  guard  the  ancient  landmarks  of  our  order  from  all  innovations,  and 
keep  them  as  things  sacred  confided  to  our  care,  to  be  transmitted  to  those 
who  ore  to  succeed  us,  without  s]x>t  or  blemish.  With  these  feelings  and 
sentiments  let  us  begin,  on  this  occasion,  the  work  of  legislating  for  the 
interest  of  our  beloved  Order. 

In  conclusion.  Brethren,  I  would  earnestly  ask  your  co-operation  and  as- 
sistance in  dischnrging  the  very  responsible  duties  of  my  office,  and  hum- 
bly hopu  that  in  all  we  do  we  may  keep  in  full  view  the  sactcdness  of  tho 
/        trust  confided  to  us.  LA.  WILSON,  Grand  Master.

And  then,  after  prayer  by  the  B.  W.  and  Bev.  Grand 
Chaplain,  Brother  James  K.  Hazen,  the  Grand  Lodge  was 
called  from  labor  to  refreshment  until  to-morrow  morning 
at  9  o'clock.

7b  the  M.  W.  O-rand  Lodge  of  Alabama  : 

Your  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  address  of  the  Most  Worship- 
ful Grand  Master,  beg  leave  to  report,  that  after  having  carefully  examined 
the  same,  they  recommend  that  all  portions  of  the  address  upon  masonic 
laws  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Masonic  Jurisprudence. 

Li  regard  to  the  appeal  from  the  Most  W^orshipful  Grand  Master  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  the  State  of  Louisiana,  they  commend  the  course  taken  by 
the  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Master. 

That  portion  of  the  address  in  regard  to  cases  of  appeal,  they  ask  to  be 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Suspensions,  Expulsions,  and  Appeals. 

That  portion  on  dispensations  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Dispen- 
sations. 

That  the  amendment  proixwed  by  the  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Master  to 
section  24  of  article  VI  of  the  Constitution,  in  relation  to  dues,  be  referred 
po  the  several  subordinate  lodges  in  this  jurisdiction,  for  their  ratification 
or  rejection. 

That  the  portion  of  the  address  referring  to  the  proposition  of  Siile,  or 
the  purchase  of  the  Masonic  Temple,  be  referred  to  a  special  committee  of 
one  from  each  judicial  circuit  in  this  State,  who  shall  report  on  Wednesday 
morning  at  lO  o'clock.

Brother  William  T.  Walthall,  Chairman  of  the  Commit- 
mittee  on  Foreign  Correspondence,  asked  for  further  time 
to  prepare  his  report,  until  the  Grand  Secretary  needed  it 
for  the  printer,  and  the  further  time  was  granted. 

Brother  William  Y.  Titcomb,  from  the  Committee  on 
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Suspensions,  Expulsions,  and  Appeals,  made  the  following 
report,  and  the  report  was  received  and  concurred  in : 

REPORT  ON  SUSPENSIONS,  EXPULSIONS,  AND  APPEALS. 

To  the  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Lodge  of  Alabama : 

The  Committoe  on  SaspensionB,  Expulsions,  and  Appeals,  submits  the 
following  report : 

It  has  had  under  consideration  the  cases  of  appeal  hereto  annexed,  to- 
wit, — 

1.    Case  of  Richabd  W.  Abmob. 

Appeal  of  Richard  W.  Armor  from  the  decision  of  Clintonville  Lodge 
No.  188,  said  lodge  having  indefinitely  suspended  appellant  under  the  fol- 
lowing charges  and  specifications,  to-wit :  Charge,  unmasonic  conduct ; 
specification  1st,  drunkenness;  specification  2d,  abusing  a  Master  Mason's 
wife.  The  testimony  in  this  case,  sustaining  both  specifications,  and  ex- 
hibiting an  animus  on  the  part  of  said  R.  W.  Armor  not  at  all  fitted  to 
secure  the  peace  and  harmony  of  our  order,  convinces  your  committee  that 
the  brethren  at  Clintonville  rendered  a  righteous  decision,  when  they  im- 
posed on  said  R.  W.  Armor  the  penalty  Qf  indefinite  suspension.  It  is, 
therefore,  recommended  that  the  action  of  Clintonville  Lodge  No.  188, 
indefinitely  suspending  Richard  W.  Armor  from  all  the  rights  and  benefits 
of  masonry,  be  sustained. 

2.     Case  of  Calvdt  Dee& 

Appeal  of  Calvin  Dees  from  the  decision  of  Tompkinsville  Lodge  No.  61, 
which  expelled  said  Calvin  Dees  from  the  rights  and  benefits  of  masonry 
under  the  folloi^ing  charges  and  specifications,  towit :  Charge,  gross  unma- 
sonic conduct;  specification  1st,  in  that  the  said  Calvin  Dees  did,  on  or 
about  the  loth  day  of  Decembet,  A.  D.  1872,  in  the  county  of  Choctaw, 
Alabama,  willfully  and  unlawfully  take  one  yearling,  the  property  of  one 
Irvin  Tumage,  and  appropriate  the  same  to  his  own  use. 

The  evidence  adduced  in  this  case  shows — Ist,  that  while  the  yearling 
butchered  at  the  time  specified  in  the  above  charge  by  said  Calvin  Dees 
was,  in  all  probability,  the  property  of  claimant,  Irvin  Tumage,  Dees  was 
at  that  time  the  owner  of  an  animal  quite  similar  to  the  one  claimed  by 
Tumage;  2d,  that  he  (Dees)  had  bought  said  similar  heifer  yearling  at  a 
sale  in  the  latter  part  of  1869  or  the  first  part  of  the  year  1870;  3d,  that 
said  yearling  had  Ktraye<l  ofi"  and  had  been  misKing  for  a  couKiderable  length 
of  time;  that  shortly  before  the  heifer  was  butchered.  Dees  was  informed 
by  friends  that  they  were  satisfied  they  had  found  his  yearling,  indicating 
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the  locality;  that  he  (Dees)  proceeded  thither,  and  attempted  to  drive  the 
heifer  home,  but,  fiBiiling  to  effect  that  purpose,  killed  and  butchered  it,  and  * 
carried  the  carcass,  together  with  the  hide, — which  had  still  remaining  on 
it  the  ears,  a  part  of  the  skin  of  the  head,  and  the  tail, — to  his  own  home; 
4th,  that  in  the  presence  of  Calyin  Dees  the  flesh  and  ear-marks  of  said 
yearling  were  exposed  to  the  inspection  of  two  persons  proved  to  be  un- 
friendly to  Dees;  that  the  hide  was  hung  up  with  the  ears  and  tail  still  left 
on  it,  and  that  it — the  hide^-was  afterwards  sold  to  a  party  who  discounted 
four  pounds  of  the  weight  of  said  hide  on  account  of  the  appendages  afore- 
said ;  5th,  that  claimant,  Tumage,  admitted  that  his  mark  on  said  heifer 
was  previously  in  a  mutilated  state;  further,  that  said  claimant  intimated 
that  his  own  course  would  have  been  different,  had  he  known  Dees  to  be 
the  owner  of  a  yearling  so  closely  I'esembling  his  own ;  lastly,  that  Dees 
consented  to  an  arbitration  in  the  matter  between  himself  and  Tumage,  and 
that  said  arbitration  having  resulted  in  an  award  of  payment  by  Dees  to 
Tumage  of  a  yearling  equal  in  value  to  the  one  butchered,  said  Dees  did 
pay  to  said  Tumage  the  amount  of  said  award. 

In  the  testimony  brought  to  bear  on  this  case,  embracing  fifteen  affidavits 
and  eight  examinations  of  witnesses  in  open  lodge,  your  committee  finds 
no  sufficient  reason  for  the  action  of  Tompkinsville  Lodge,  and  therefore 
recommend  that  the  decision  of  Tompkinsville  Lodge  No.  61,  expelling 
Calvin  Dees,  be  reversed. 

Before  dismissing  the  subject,  your  committee  would  fraternally  intimate 
that  the  Master  of  tompkinsville  Lodge  erred  in  allowing  the  presence,  at 
the  trial  in  question,  of  visiting  brethren  who  were  neither  witnesses  nor 
counsel.  The  f&cU  that  the  defendant  waived  the  "constitutional  prohibi- 
tion *'  in  regard  to  visitors  at  a  trial,  by  no  means  justified  our  brother,  the 
Master  of  said  lodge,  in  violating  an  express  provision  of  the  Constitution. 
The  defendant  might  waive  a  right  peculiar  to  himself,  but  a  "constitu- 
tional prohibition  "  he  could  not  waive. 

3.     Case  of  W.  H.  Robinson. 

Append  of  W.  ^.  Eobinson  from  the  decision  of  Caledonia  Lodge  No.  198, 
which  reprimanded  and  expelled  said  W.  H.  Eobinson,  on  charges  and 
specifications  as  follows:  Charge,  immoral  and  unmasonic  conduct;  specifi- 
cation 1st.  public  intoxication  ;  specification  2d,  public  intoxication ;  spe- 
cification  3d,  theft ;  specifications  4th,  5th,  and  Gth,  waived  by  consent 

The  evidence  brought  to  bear  on  this  case  is  conclusive,  as  establishing 
the  guilt  of  W.  H.  Robinson  ;  we  therefore  recommend  that  the  decision  of 
Caledonia  Lodge  No.  198,  expelling  W.  H.  Robinson  from  all  the  rights  and 
benefits  of  masonry,  be  sustained. 
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4.    Case  or  John  K  Walkeb. 

The  appeal  of  John  E.  Walker  from  the  decision  of  Walnut  Grove  Lodge 
No.  264,  expelling  said  John  E.  Walker,  is  again  before  this  committee. 
Bearing  date  Not.  22d,  1873,  this  case  has  but  recently  come  into  our  posses- 
sion. Inasmuch  as  the  last  Grand  Lodge,  in  response  to  a  petition  for  Walk- 
er's restoration,  signed  by  twenty  members  of  Walnut  Grove  Lodge,  did,  on 
a  recommendation  of  the  Committee  on  Propositions  and  Grievances,  grant 
to  said  John  K  Walker  a  new  trial,  we  would  recommend  that  no  action  be 
taken  on  this  appeal  of  date  prior  to  the  Grand  Lodgers  answer  to  the  prayer 
of  said  petitioners. 

5.    Case  of  Chablbs  W.  Hatch. 

Appeal  of  Charles  W.  Hatch  from  the  decision  of  LaFayette  Lodge  No. 
26,  which  expelled  said  Charles  W.  Hatch  upon  charges  and  specifications 
as  follows:  Charge,  gross  unmasonic  conduct ;  specification  Ist,  in  that  the 
said  Charles  W.  Hatch,  on  the  4th  day  of  January,  1871,  did  acknowledge, 
under  his  own  signature,  to  have  stolen  the  following  amounts  of  money 
belonging  to  the  money-order  funds  of  the  P.  O.  Department,  while  in 
transmission  from  the  following  post-offices  to  the  depositing  office  at  At- 
lanta, Go.:

Specification  2d,  obtaining  money  under  fiEdse  pretenses;  in  that  the  said 
Charles  W.  Hatch  did  present  a  claim  for  $59.45  to  the  commissioners  court 
of  Hale  county  in  favor  of  Brother  N.  T.  James;  that  the  same  was  allowed 
Nov.  15th,  1870;  a  warrant  issued  by  the  probate  judge;  the  amount  col- 
lected by  the  said  Charles  W.  Hatch  during  the  month  of  January,  1871, 
without  the  knowledge  or  consent  of  Brother  N.  T.  James,  and  that  he 
(Hatch)  failed  to  account  to  him  (James)  for  the  same. 

In  this  case  the  defendant  assumes  that  no  offense,  subject  to  trial  in  the 
lodge,  was  committed  by  himself  under  specification  Ist,  since  he  rests  his 
defense,  against  its  arraignment,  on  the  plea  of -*'no  jurisdiction.'*  Be- 
cause, forsooth,  he  took  this  money,  amounting  to  $1,759,  from  the  P.  O. 
Department,  and  not  from  the  lodge,  his  confession  of  said  embezzlement, 
or  robbery,  charged  in  specification  Ist,  staring  him  in  the  face,  he  claims 
that  h%  has  been  guilty  of  no  masonic  offense. 
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The  lodge  tmanimously  found  Hatch  guilty  under  specification  Ist,  not 
guilty  under  specification  2d,  and  Charles  W.  Hatch  was  expelled  by  a  vote 
of  twenty-eight  for  this  highest  ponishment  known  to  us,  and  two  against 
the  same. 

The  proofs  of  Hatch's  guilt  under  the  first  specification  are  unanswerable, 
and  there  is  ba^ly  a  doubt  of  his  criminality  under  the  second. 

We  recommend  that  the  decision  of  LaFayette  Lodge  No.  26,  expelling 
Charles  W.  Hatch  &om  all  the  rights  and  privileges  of  masonry,  be  sus- 
tained. 

6.    Case  op  8.  M.  Ainsworth. 

Memorial  of  S.  M.  Ainsworth,  praying  for  the  '*  appointment  of  a  com- 
mission of  three  W.  M.'s  to  investigate  proceedings  of  Larkinsville  Lodge 
Na  277  vs.  S.  M.  Ainsworth,  and  give  a  trial  according  to  law." 

In  answer  to  this  petition,  since  justice  to  all  parties  concerned  is  most 
likely  to  be  secured  by  such  an  investigation,  which  examination  is  Jbased 
on  a  suspicion  of  eiror  on  the  part  of  said  lodge,  your  committee  would 
recommend  that  three  Mafiters  of  nearest  lodges  be  appointed  by  the  Most 
Worshipful  Grand  Master  to  visit  Larkinsville  Lodge  and  investigate  the 
proceedings  of  said  lodge  in  Ainsworth's  case,  in  reference  to  the  legality 
of  the  same,  and  to  report,  immediately,  the  result  of  said  investigation  to 
the  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Master. 

7.     Case  of  Henry  Bunn. 

Petition  of  twenty-nine  members  of  Boliver  Lodge  No.  127,  prying  that 
a  new  trial  be  granted  to  Henry  Bunn,  who,  having  been  expelled  by  said 
lodge  under  charge  of  assault  and  battery,  has  taken  an  appeal  from  the  de- 
cision of  that  lodge. 

This  petition  sets  forth  that  Bunn's  deportment  since  said  lodge  action, 
has  been  most  exemplary.  It  is  preceded  by  the  statement  of  two  members 
of  Boliver  Lodge  that  they  voted  for  the  expulsion  of  Henry  Bunn  under 
a  misapprehension,  supposing  that  they  were  voting^or  the  suspension  of 
the  said  brother.  They  further  show  that  their  votes  were  necessary  to 
make  two-thirds  of  the  voices  taken. 

On  these  representations,  your  committee  would  recommend  that  a  new 
trial  be  granted  to  the  said  Henry  Bunn,  under  the  charges  aforesaid. 

8.     Case  of  Benjamin  T.  Kocbbouoh. 

Appeal  of  Benjamin  T.  Kimbrough  from  the  decision  of  Bockford  Lodge 
No.  137,  which  expelled  said  B.  T.  Kimbrough  for  gross  unmasonic  con- 
duct, specified  as  a  violation  of  his  masonic  obligation^ 

In  this  oaae  the  trial  appears  to  have  beeoi  had  ex  paries  and  there  is  no 
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evidence  that  defendant  received  due  notification,  or  even  any  notice  of  the 
same;  neither  do  thcHe  proceedings  show  affirmatively  that  a  majority  of 
the  members  of  said  lodge  was  present  at  said  trial. 
These  papers  are  sent  back  with  instructions  to  complete  the  transcript 

9.     Case  of  Andebson  MATtirwAM, 

Certain  papers,  purporting  to  be  a  transcript  of  proceedings  had  in  Zion 
Lodge  No.  304,  by  which  proceedings  Anderson  Markham  suffered  the  pen- 
alty of  indefinite  suspension,  have  reached  the  hands  of  your  committee  in 
such  a  mode  as  to  be  no  proper  subject  for  our  consideration.  These  p9*- 
pers  are  accompanied  by  two  bits  of  paper  claiming  to  be — one  an  appeal 
from  the  decision  of  Zion  Lodge  in  said  Markham's  case,  taken  by  the  mas- 
ter of  Charles  Baskerville  Lodge  No.  281,  and  the  other  a  notice  by  said 
Master  of  Charles  Baskerville  Lodge  to  Zion  Lodge  that  he  would  take  an 
appeal  from  said  lodge's  decision  on  Markham's  case. 

We  would  commend  to  the  master  of  Charles  Baskerville  Lodge  a  *'wise 
and  masterly  inactivity "  as  regards  taking  appeals  from  the  decisions  of 
other  lodges,  and  would  suggest  that  this  committee  can  ill  afford  to  con- 
sume time  in  the  perusal  of  papers  which  do  not  concern  it 

Your  committee  would  fraternally  ask  brethren  why  they  do  not  inform 
themselves  in  regard  to  the  manner  in  which  an  appeal  should  come  up  to 
the  Grand  Lodge. 

10.     Case  from  Younosviule  Lodge  No.  326. 

Certain  fxtpers  from  Youngsville  Lodge  No.  326,  being  destitute  of  an 
appeal,  are  not  properly  before  this  committee,  and  are  therefore  disre- 
garded. 

11.    Case  of  Nobth  Poet  Lodge  Na  252. 

Appeal  of  M.  Hendricks  from  the  decision  of  North  Port  Lodge  No.  252, 
which  expelled  G.  B.  Whatley,  is  but  now  in  the  hands  of  your  committee, 
and  is  sent  back  to  the  lodge  on  account  of  incompleteness.  The  transcript 
bears  on  its  face  no  evidence,  either  that  a  constitutional  majority  of  the 
lodge  was  present  at  said  trial,  or  even  that  a  Master  Mason's  Lodge  vfBS 
held  on  said  occasion  ;  so,  under  edict  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  the  papers  are 
returned  with  instructions  to  North  Port  Lodge  No.  252  to  supply  what  is 
wanting,  and  send  within  a  reasonable  time  said  proceedings,  full  and  com- 
plete, to  the  Grand  S<*cretarj'. 

12.     Case  of  A.  B.  Eilamd. 

Appeal  of  A.  B.  Eiland  from  the  decision  of  Tuckabatchee  Lodge  No.  96, 
which  expelled  said  Eilaud  from  the  rights  and  benefits  of  masonry  for  the 
offense  of  drunkenness. 
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The  evidence  in  this  case  proves  conclusively  one  exhibition  of  intoxica- 
tion on  the  part  of  said  A.  B.  Eiland,  bat  nothing  more .  Yonr  committee 
deems  the  punishment  heavier  than  the  offense  justified,  and  re<;ommends 
that  the  decision  of  said  lodge  be  reversed,  and  that  Tuckabatchee  Lodge 
No.  96  be  directed  to  impose  on  said  A.  B.  Eiland  a  penalty  proportional 
to  the  character  of  his  offense,  as  shown  by  the  evidence  adduced  in  this 
case.

Conclusion. 

In  conclusion,  your  committee  begs  leave  to  observe,  that  if  in  general  its 
remarks  are  burdened  with  censure  instead  of  praise,  an  excuse  may  be 
found  in  the  £eict  that  the  discharge  of  its  duties  calls  its  members  oitener 
to  a  contemplation  of  the  errors  and  follies — nay,  even  the  crimes  of  some 
among  our  brethren,  than  to  admiration  of  those  noble  virtues  which  char- 
acterize the  most  of  our  crafL  Hence,  the  Grand  Lodge  will  no  doubt  pcur- 
don,  as  emanating  from  our  stand-point,  the  observation  that  trials  for  un- 
masonic  conduct  would  be  much  more  rare  if  we  were  more  watchful  in 
guarding  our  portals;  if  we  were  more  cautious  in  recommending  candi- 
dates for  initiation  into  our  mysteries.  Negative  evidence  is  not  sufficient 
here;  there  must  be  something  positive.  Not  only  must  we  know  nothing 
against  a  petitioner,  but  also  must  we  be  well  assured  that  he  is  material 
suitable  to  become  a  component  part  of  our  mystic  edifice. 

A  bad  man,  outside  the  brotherhood,  is  powerless  to  do  us  harm;  but 
wearing  the  badge  of  a  mason,  made  one  of  us,  he  can  do  a  deal  of  injury, 
and  bring  shame  on  those  whose  confidence  he  has  abuse<l.  Beyond  a  per- 
adventure,  the  surest  way  to  prevent  an  outbreak  of  mischievous  influence 
in  our  midst,  is  to  keep  the  elements  of  mxachief  shut  out  of  doors. 

A  review  of  those  matters  which  have  engaged  the  attention  of  this  com- 
mittee for  the  last  eight  years,  presents  the  fact  that  the  number  of  appeals 
has  been  as  follows:

Making  an  aggregate  of  ninety-eight  cases  of  appeal  to  the  Grand  Lodge 
during  the  period  referred  to,  and  showing  an  average  of  only  eight  appeals 
for  the  last  three  years.    This  exhibit  may  warrant  the  committee  in  offer- 
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ing  the  Gmnd  Lodge  its  oongratnlations  that  disturbances  of  masonic  har- 
mony are  becoming  less  freqaent  than  they  formerly  were.  Happy  the  hope, 
and  happier  the  results  fondly  looked  for;  because,  when  union  of  hearts, 
entire  and  complete,  shall  spread,  like  a  sea  of  holy  oil,  from  the  center  to 
the  circumference  of  our  much  loved  order,  its  permanence  is  doubly  and 
trebly  assured.

The  appeal  for  material  aid  to  rebuild  the  Deshler  Female  Institute  at 
Toscumbia,  from  our  worthy  Past  Giand  Master,  Felix  G.  Norman,  comes 
to  us  clothed  in  elegance  and  in  sorrow.  Your  committee  have  carefully 
'  and  respectfully  considered  the  praiseworthy  regulations  which  existed  in 
that  Institution  for  the  education  of  the  daughters  of  indigent  masons,  and 
these,  connected  with  the  well-directed  enterprize  of  the  good  citizens  of 
Toscumbia,  inspire  us  with  admiration  for  the  founders  of  the  Institution ; 
while  we  deplore  the  disastrous  effects  of  the  saddening  and  destructive  tor- 
nado, we  invoke  the  assistance  by  voluntary  contributions  of  the  members 
of  this  Grand  Lodge  and  the  subordinate  lodgeSi  under  its  jurisdiction,  to 
perpetuate  the  impression  that  a  mason's  charity  is  as  extensive  as  the  blue 
Arch  of  Heaven  itself.

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REPORT  ON  MASONIC  JURISPRUDENCE. 

To  the  M.  W.  Grand  Lodge  qf  Alabama : 

The  Committee  on  Masonic  Jorispnidence  offers  the  following  as  Re- 
port No.  1: 

1.  Your  committee  is  of  the  opinion  that  it  wonld  be,  nnder  any  circnm- 
stances,  highly  inexpedient,  and  detrimental  to  the  best  interests  of  ma- 
sonry in  this  Grand  Jurisdiction,  to  concede  to  lodges  in  any  adjoining 
State  the  privilege  of  conferring  degrees  or  admitting  to  membership  citi- 
zens of  this  State.  The  Grand  Lodge  should  stand  firm  in  its  present  po- 
sition, maintaining  its  jurisdiction  over  every  portion  of  its  territory. 

2.  A  brother  on  trial  for  unmasonic  conduct,  has  the  right  to  testify  in  his 
own  behalf.     The  fact  of  his  being  on  trial  goes  to  his  credibility. 

3.  Tour  committee  are  of  the  opinion  that  it  is  violative  of  masonic  usage  to 
confer  honorary  membership  for  past  faithful  services  upon  members  of  lodges, 
thereby  exempting  **them  from  all  the  duties  and  burdens"  of  the  lodge^ 
and  entitling  **ihem  to  all  the  privileges  of  masonry." 

4.  Laid  on  the  table. 

5.  In  the  case  of  Boligee  Lodge  No.  336, — which  lodge  is  anxious  (if  it 
could  be  done  constitutionally)  to  surrender  its  charter, — your  committee 
would  recommend,  in  view  of  the  facts  stated  in  the  petition  referred  to 
this  committee,  that  the  charter  of  said  lodge  be  revoked ;  and  that  the 
charter,  jewels,  and  other  property  of  the  lodge,  be  turned  over  to  Hemdon 
Lodge  No.  125,  subject  to  the  order  of  the  Grand  Secretary  of  this  Grand 
Lodge ;  and  that  the  members  of  the  lodge,  each  of  them  being  in  good  stand- 
ing, be  authorized  to  join  other  lodges  without  presenting  dimits. 

6.  iStricken  out. 

7.  In  answer  to  certain  questions  propounded  to  your  committee  by 
Brother  Walthall,  we  hold— 

L  That  no  ballot  can  be  taken  upon  any  petition  for  initiation  before  the 
expiration  of  one  month  from  the  time  at  which  such  petition  is  presented 
to  the  lodge. 

n.  That  although  the  ballot  can  not  be  taken  before  the  expiration  of  one 
month,  yet,  under  section  8,  article  YI,  of  the  Constitution,  it  is  the  duty 
of  the  committee  to  whom  is  referred  the  petition  of  a  profieme  for  initia- 
tion, to  report  thereupon  at  the  next  regular  communication  of  their  lodge, 
unless  such  committee  are  granted  further  time  by  the  lodge. 

JIL  That  subordinate  lodges  can  not  pass  a  by-law  requiring  or  permit- 
ting committees  to  whom  are  referred  petitions  for  initiation  a  longer  time 
than  until  the  next  regular  communication. 

8.  It  is  violative  of  the  Constitution  for  a  subordinate  lodge  to  pass  a  by- 
law, suspending  or  expelling  a  brother  for  any  offense,  until  he  has  beeii 
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duly  tried  and  oonvicted  thereof  in  the  manner  and  form  prescribed  by 
law. 

9.  Tour  committee  are  of  the  opinion,  that  under  the  Constitution  this 
Grand  Lodge  has  the  power  to  increase  or  diminish  the  punishment  in- 
flicted by  a  subordinate  lodge  on  a  brother  who  has  been  tried  and  con- 
victed of  a  masonic  offense.  We  therefore  recommend  that  in  the  case  of 
Brother  A.  B.  Eiland,  the  decision  of  Tuckabatchee  Lodge  No.  96  be  and 
the  same  is  hereby  reversed,  and  that  the  punishment  be  commuted  to  three 
months  suspension. 

10.  Your  committee  are  of  the  opinion,  that  the  report  of  the  Committee 
on  Suspensions,  Expulsions,  and  Appeals,  in  the  appeal  in  the  case  of  North 
Port  Lodge  vs.  Green  B.  Whatly,  is  in  accordance  with  law,  and  should  be 
concurred  in. 

11.  Your  committee  hold  that  no  one,  unless  he  be  a  member  of  the 
lodge  tiying  a  cause,  or  a  party  to  such  cause,  can  appeal  from  the  decision 
of  a  subordinate  lodge  therein,  ^ut  in  the  case  of  A.  Markham,  we  re- 
spectfully and  fraternally  recommend  the  Grand  Lodge  to  instruct  Zion 
Lodge  No.  304  to  grant  a  rehearing.

The  undersigned,  members  of  your  Committee  on  Masonic  Jurisprudence, 
most  respectfully  dissent  from  the  report  of  the  majority  of  such  commit- 
tee, in  so  far  as  it  indorses  without  exception  the  decisions  of  the  M.  W. 
Grand  Master,  and  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  as  a  minority  report : 

We  do  most  heartily  concur  with  the  conmiittee  in  their  opinion,  except 
in  so  far  as  it  sustains  the  ruling  of  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master  upon  the  ne- 
cessity of  a  member  of  the  Committee  on  Work  being  a  member  of  the 
Grand  Lodge.    We  do  not  think  it  consistent  with  the  customs  and  usages 
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of  oar  fraternity  for  a  non-affiliated  mason  to  be  a  member  of  so  important 
a  oonmiittee,  and  wonld  therefore  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following 
resolution  as  a  sabstitnte  for  the  majority  report : 

Resolved,  That  this  Grand  Lodge  indorse  and  approve  all  the  rulings  of

pear, or  give  good  and  sufficient  reason  therefor,  then  he  (the  Master)  shall 
prefer  charges  of  unmasonic  conduct  against  such  brother,  and  after  the 
brother  has  been  cited  to  trial,  and  a  fair  trial  has  been  had,  the  lodge  may 
relieve,  suspond,  expel,  or  inflict  such  other  punishment  as  in  its  judgment 
the  case  d<}Tnand8:  and  no  brother  who  is  in  arrears  for  dues  for  two  years 
sliall  l>e  entitled  to  vote  at  the  election  for  officers  of  his  lodge,  or  upon  any 
other  business  that  may  come  before  it" 

Brother  Oliver  S.  Beers,  from  the  Committee  on  Finance, 
made  his  report,  and  the  report  was  received  and  con- 
curred in.     (See  Appendix,) 

Brother  Joseph  H.  Johnson,  from  the  Special  Committee 
to  which  was  referred  an  amendment  to  the  Constitution 
proposing  a  Grand  Lecturer  instead  of  the  Committee  on 
Work,  made  the  following  report,  and  the  report  was  re- 
ceived and  concurred  in : 
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REPORT  ON  THE  GRAND  LECTURING  SYSTEM. 

To  the  M.  ir.  Grand  Lodge  of  Alabamn : 

Your  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  proposition  to  ro  amend  the 
Constitntion  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  as  to  destroy  the  Committee  on  Work 
and  substitute  therefor  a  salaried  Grand  Lecturer,  beg  leave  to  report — 

That  the  experience  of  this  Grand  Lodge  is  averse  to  the  propriety  of 
this  course.  The  plan  of  Grand  Lecturers  was  very  fully  tried  many  years 
since,  and  because  of  the  utter  failure,  by  this  method,  of  producing  uni- 
formity of  work,  or  even  of  diffusing  light  among  the  several  remote  lodges 
of  the  jurisdiction,  the  system  of  a  Committee  on  Work,  as  now  established, 
was  devised  and  ingrafted  upon  the  Constitution.  By  this  latter  s^'stem  we 
have  seen  uniformity  produced,  and  an  intelligent  understanding  of  the 
Ritual  and  Lectures  substituted  for  ignorance  of  much  of  the  Ritual  of  the 
several  degrees.  In  view  of  this  experience,  your  committee  think  it  inad- 
visable to  take  hasty  legislation  thereon,  and  would  recommend  that  the 
further  consideration  of  the  subject  be  postponed  until  the  next  annual 
communication  of  this  Grand  Lodge. 

Your  committee,  however,  recommend  that  the  several  lodges  within  the 
jurisdiction  of  this  Grand  Lodge  give  the  subject  their  most  careful  con- 
sideration, that  they  may  be  prepared  to  vote  thereon  intelligently  at  the 
next  communication.

REPORT  ON  BY-LAWS. 

Tothe  M  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  Alabama  : 

Your  Committee  on  By-Laws  have  considered  the  matters  referred  to 
them,  and  beg  leave  to  present  the  following  report : 

1 .    Montgomery  Lodge  No.  11. 

In  Section  2  of  Article  I,  we  recommend  that  the  words  "officer  present, 
highest  in  rank  "be  stricken  out,  and  insert  in  lieu  thereof  "the  Senior 
Warden,  or  in  his  absence,  the  Junior  Warden." 
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We  refer  so  mnch  of  Section  2  of  Article  V,  to  the  M.  W.  Grand  Lodge 
for  instmctionB,  as  relates  to  the  relief  of  the  families  of  dimitted  Master 
Masons. 

2.    Black  Oax  Lodge  Na  397. 

We  recommend  that  the  6th  and  18th  Specifications,  contained  in  Section 
1  of  Article  lY,  relating  to  the  duties  of  the  Woishipfol  Master,  be  stricken 
ont ;  also,  that  the  2d  Specifications  of  Sections  2  and  3  of  Article  IV,  re* 
lating  to  the  duties  of  Senior  and  Junior  Wardens  be  stricken  out

We  recommend  that  the  following  words  **  and  every  candidate  for  appli- 
cation "  be  stricken  out  of  Section  6  of  Article  IQ. 

We  also  recommend  that  the  last  clause  of  Section  7  of  Article  HI,  be 
stricken  out  to-wit:  "And  the  approval  of  the  Grand  Lodge  for  its 
adoption." 

The  reason  for  this  recommendation  is,  that  this  Committee  thinks  it 
improper  that  the  Grand  Lodge  should  be  encumbered  with  the  minor  de-« 
tails  of  the  business  or  requirements  of  Subordinate  Lodges.

The  committee  to  whom  the  decision  of  the  former  Grand  Master,

wit :  "A  mason  having  joined  a  church,  the  laws  of  which  require  a  renun- 
ciation of  masonry,  notwithstanding  he  holds  a  dimit,  is  not  entitled  to  its 
benefits;  neither  is  the  widow  of  such  an  one  so  entitled  after  his  death," — 
have  had  the  same  under  consideration,  and  beg  leave  to  make  the  follow- 
ing report: 

Should  a  member  of  the  masonic  fraternity  attach  himself  to  any  reli- 
gious denomination,  the  rules  of  which  require  him  to  renounce  masonry, 
this  act  of  so  attaching  himself,  of  itself,  does  not  deprive  him  of  the  ben- 
efits of  masonry;  with  these  rules  masonry  has  nothing  to  do. 

The  masonic  order  does  not  require  or  demand  of  its  votaries  any  other 
religious  test  than  that  of  a  belief  in  Deity;  hence,  the  simple  act  of  unit- 
ing or  joining  such  religious  denomination  is,  of  and  within  itself,  no  vio- 
lation of  any  masonic  law.  But  should  the  member,  or  mason,  thus  join- 
ing actually  renounce  masonry,  by  thus  renouncing  masonry  he  commits  an 
offense  against  masonry,  and  for  which  he  should  be  dealt  with  by  the  lodge 
having  jurisdiction  of  the  member,  or  mason,  thus  offending.

Your  conunittee  believe  that  these  appropriations  provide  amply  for  all  nec- 
etjsary  (jxponses  of  this  Grand  Body,  and  beg  to  call  special  attention  to  the 
fad  that  after  such  libend  provision  for  ordinary  expenses,  the  comparison  of 
receipts  and  expenditures  for  the  current  year  suggests  a  probable  surplus 
in  the  Treasury  at  its  close  of  over  one  thousand  dollars.  This  surplus, 
under  existing  circumsttmces,  will  probably  increase  from  year  to  year 
until,  in  a  short  period,  another  fund  will  have  accumulated  to  vex  this 
Grand  Lodge,  as  heretofore,  with  appeals  for  distribution,  or  incentives  to 
irregular  appropriations.  The  experience  of  this  Grand  Lodge  in  years 
past  warn  uk  to  shun  the  evils  incident  to  an  accumuhiting  sur[)Ius  fimd, 
as  injurious  to  the  recipient  Grand  Lodge,  as  well  as  unjust  to  the  con- 
tributing subordinate  Lodges.  This  latter  objection  appears  with  special 
force  at  this  time;,  when  all  the  Lodges  under  this  jurisdiction  are  impov- 
erished by  pniiseworthy  efforts  to  meet  the  sacred  demands  of  charity,  in 
aiding  the  distre-ssed  and  helpless,  who,  in  these  calamitous  years,  throng 
the  iK)rtiils  of  ilasonrj'^  in  increasing  numbers,  crying  aloud  for  help. 

Assured  that  it  is  true  policy  to  claim  from  subordinate  Lodges  only  such 
contributions  as  will  provide  for  the  decent  support  and  comfortable  main- 
tenance of  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  that  its  sympathies  are  with  the  weak  and 
burdened  Lodgers  in  their  struggle  for  existence,  while  responding  to  im- 
perative home  demands  for  relief,  and  that  the  time  has  come  for  a  volun- 
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tazy,  as  well  as  practical,  declaration  of  tide  policy  and  sympathy,  we 
pectfhlly  recommend  that  the  dues  be  reduced  to  the  standard  of  actoal  ex- 
penses as  early  as  practicable 
All  of  which  is  lespectfolly  sabmitted.

Of  European,  or  other  foreign  masonic  bcxlies,  we  have  received  only 
the  proceedings  of  the  three  Grand  Lodges  meeting  in  Berlin,  and  for  these 
are  indebted  to  the  courtesy  of  our  M.  W.  Rist  Grand  blaster  Nobbib,  who 
has  kindly  placed  them  at  our  disposaL 

In  looking  over  the  vast  field  of  masonic  ir  formation  presented  by  these 
documents,  your  committee  finds  itself  subjected  to  much  difficulty  in  the 
task  of  selection  and  condenwition.  This  difficulty  is  euluiiioed  by  the  fiict 
that  the  duty  devolving  upon  us  is  new  and  unfiimiliar.  There  lies  before 
us  an  embarras  de  richtuses  of  material,  but  we  must  bespeak  your  fraternal 
indulgence  for  the  unskilled  hands  that  essay  to  prepare  for  your  attention 
such  selections  from  these  varied  stores  as  a  regard  for  reasonable  bre\ity 
will  permit 

Dt^ixirting  somewhat  from  precedent,  we  shall  first  pass  briefly  in  review 
over  the  respective  reports,  seleotiug  therefrom  such  matters  of  local  or 
miscelLmeous  interest  as  may  seem  to  require  reproduction,  and  rescr^•ing 
those  of  II  nidre  general  chunieter  tor  Hubsequent  consideration  -if  time 
and  siKice  permit.  Thia  arnmgemjut,  it  is  hoped,  will  be  lavoriblo  to  con- 
deubutiou,  as  well  as  to  cleurnoss,  by  prusuntiug  the  must  important  sub- 
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jects  under  a  normAl  arrangement,  rather  than  a  geographical  disarrange- 
ment 
Having  no  report  from  ArkansaB,  we  begin  with 

CALIFORNIA. 

The  24th  Annual  Commimioation  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  California  wa* 
held  in  Sim  FranciHco  on  the  14th  and  four  next  succeeding  days  of  Octo- 
ber, 1873.  The  proceedings  come  before  us  in  a  carefully  digested,  well 
arranged,  and  well  printed  volume  of  448  pages,  which  does  honor  to  the 
skill,  exi)erience  and  good  taste  of  the  Grand  Secretary,  the  R.  W.  Alexan- 
der Gurdon  AbeU. 

The  Annujil  Address  of  the  M.  W.  Leonidas  E.  Pratt,  Grand  Master,  is 
a  document  of  unusual  length,  but  not  a  word  longer  than  is  amply  justi- 
fied by  its  great  ability  and  the  interest  of  the  subjects  treated.  Sound  in 
principle,  dignified  in  tone,  chaste  and  sometimes  eloquent  in  stj-le,  it  is 
well  worthy  of  the  exalted  station  of  the  Chief  Officer  of  the  ^lasonic  Frater- 
nity of  that  great  and  growing  State  and  of  the  large  and  intelligent  audi- 
ence to  which  it  was  addressed. 

We  reserv^e  the  principal  portions  of  this  address  for  further  notice  in 
another  pLice.     The  following,  however,  will  bear  quotation  anywhere: 

"The  Mason  is  required  to  be  the  gentleman  at  all  times  and  at  all  places, 
and  the  common  use  of  coarse,  profane,  and  vulgar  language  is  utterly  in- 
consistent with  that  character.  So,  also,  there  is  an  ancient  tradition,  to 
which  we  have  all  listened  with  rapt  delight,  that  Masons  are  linked  to- 
gether by  an  indissoluble  bond  of  sincere  affection,  and  this  is  supple- 
mented by  the  vow  which  you  have  all  uttered— nut  to  injure  one  another 
in  person  or  (jood  iiame.  Let  me  remind  you  that  of  all  things  human, 
character  and  reputation  are  the  most  delicate  and  sensitive,  and  their  loss 
a  calamity  most  to  be  deplored.  The  light  and  flippant  way  in  which  we 
too  often,  in  a  moment  of  disappointment  or  vexation,  apply  to  our  breth- 
ren coarse  and  opprobrious  epithets,  is  an  evil  which  calls  loudly  for  cor- 
rection, and  which  we  cannot  be  too  prompt  to  abandon.  The  slanderer's 
tongue  is  more  venomous  than  the  serpent's  tooth,  and  the  wrong  he  in- 
flicte  is  of  all  the  most  incumble.  I  know  you  will  concur  in  the  views 
which  I  have  expressed;  but  something  more  is  required  of  you.  Precept 
IB  commendable,  but  examj)le,  practice,  and  discipline  must  unite  to  cor- 
rect the  eviL  The  Masonic  Fraternity  ought  to  represent  the  intelligence, 
the  influence,  the  manhood,  and  the  gentility  of  the  commonwealth,  and 
in  your  hands  lies  the  power  to  make  it  what  it  thus  ought  to  be. " 

Among  certain  cases  of  irrtguliirity  occurring  in  subordinate  Lodges,  the 

Grand  Muster  mentions  one,  in  which

and  installing'  oiiu-tiv." 

Wr  pri  -uin«'  this  wniiM  s  arrc  ly  !»<•  ronsider»'d  an  irre<;ularity  in  Alabama, 

though  usage  and  ojiiiiiou  scxm  to  be  variant  and  somewhiit  unsettled  upon 

the  subject. 
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The  invasions  of  American  jorisdiction  by  the  G^rand  Lodge  of  Ham- 
burg and  the  Grand  Orient  of  France  are  justly  censured,  and  the  action 
of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Quebec  towards  that  of  Canada  is  considered  as 
partaking  of  the  same  character.  This  latter  difficulty,  having  since  been 
happily  adjusted,  has  now  only  an  historic  interest 

The  practice  of  naming  subordinate  lodges  after  living  men  is  deprecated 
as  imprudent 

With. regard  to  a  certain  difficult  question,  the  Grand  Master  had  found 
it  necessary  to  make  a  decision  in  conflict  with  others  that  he  had  formerly 
made.  '*  And  so,"  he  remarks,  with  a  touch  of  candid  humor,  **  I  have  the 
consoling  reflection  that,  having  decided  the  question  both  ways,  I  must 
have  been  correct  in  one  case  or  the  other."  Many  of  us,  in  other  situa- 
tions, might  avail  ourselves  of  a  similar  consolation,  if  we  were  only  frank 
enough  to  do  it 

The  Address  of  Grand  Master  Pratt  concludes  with  an  eloquent  (and  as 
we  suspect  well  merited)  tribute  to  the  *'  masonic  learning  and  vast  experi- 
ence," the  *'ripe  scholarship,  rectitude  of  purpose,  and  sound,  well-bal- 
anced judgment "  of  the  Grand  Secretary. 

The  Beport  on  Foreign  Correspondence,  from  the  pen  of  Brother  William 
H.  Hill,  is  an  elaborate  document,  of  125  pages,  covering  a  vast  range  of 
subjects  and  abounding  in  interesting  information  and  valuable  suggestions. 
Alabama,  as  exhibited  in  our  proceedings  for  1872,  is  fiEiirly  and  appreciat- 
ively noticed.  Some  of  the  decisions  of  our  late  Grand  Master  Johnson 
are  quoted  with  approval,  and  others  with  some  intimation  of  dissent  or 
doubt  That  a  majority  of  the  whole  lodge  must  be  present  in  order  to  the 
validity  of  a  trial,  the  writer  thinks,  *'  if  adopted  in  California,  would  prac- 
tically defeat  all  trials,  for  it  would  be  next  to  impossible  to  keep  a  majority 
present  during  a  long  trial,  even  if  a  peremptory  summons  should  bring 
them  there  in  the  beginning. "  It  has  never  worked  any  such  inconvenience 
in  Alabama — that  we  are  aware  of — although  it  is  not  only  "Alabama  law," 
but  a  part  of  our  Constitution. 

A  valuable  compilation  of  information  relative  to  foreign  masonry  is 
given. 

We  have  marked  many  passages  in  this  document  for  farther  use,  if  prao^ 
ticable. 

The  special  reports  of  the  Committee  on  Jurisprudence  are  able,  and 
some  of  them  very  interesting.  We  may  have  occasion  to  refer  to  them 
again.

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January  was  appointed  Chairman  of  GoxnzniUee  on  Foreign  Gorreepond- 
enoe. 

COLORADO. 

The  13th  Annual  Communication  of  the  (}rand  Lodge  of  Colorado  was 
held  at  Denver  on  the  30th  September  and  Ist  October,  1873.  The  meeting 
of  this  body  was  marked  by  a  melancholy  coincidence.  The  detfth  of  the 
Bight  BeTerend  and  Right  Worshipful  George  M.  Randall,  D.  D.,  Bishop 
of  Colorado,  P.  G.  M.  of  Masons  for  Massachusetts,  and  Grand  Orator  for 
Colorado,  had  occurred  just  two  days  before.  Distinguished  honors  were 
paid  to  his  memory.  The  Grand  Lodge,  immediately  after  opening,  ad- 
journed in  order  to  escort  the  body  from  his  late  residence  to  the  church, 
and  again,  at  a  later  hour,  from  the  church  to  the  railroad  station,  fix>m 
which  it  was  to  be  taken  to  Boston  for  interment  The  R  W.  H.  P.  H. 
Bromwell,  P.  G.  M.  of  Illinois,  by  special  request  of  the  Grand  Master, 
delivered  on  the  next  day  an  eloquent  memorial  address  in  commemoration 
of  the  distinguished  brother,  which  is  published  in  the  proceedings.  We 
quote  the  following: 

■'When  the  lamp  of  life  within  him  was  burning  low,  as  the  dying  taper  by 
a  sacred  shrine,  and  the  fluttering  pulse  grew  feebler  and  fainter,  in  the 
presence  of  the  loving  angel  of  death,  the  companion  of  his  bosom  read, 
from  the  Holy  Writings,  timt  psalm  of  the  wonderful  singer  of  Israel,  whose 
golden  words  can  never  perish  among  men  or  angels, — 'How  amiable  are 
Thy  tabernacles,  0,  Jehovah  of  hosts !'  and  the  dying  man  of  God  put 
forth  his  quivering  hands  upon  the  heads  of  those  most  dear  to  him,  kneel- 
ing by  his  side,  and  uttered  this  benediction : 

*  Maj  the  blessing  of  God  the  Father,  the  love  of  the  Son,  and  the  com- 
munion of  the  Holv  Spirit  be  with  you  all — amen.' 

* 'These  were  the  last  words  on  earth  of  the  Bt  Worshipful  George  M.  Ban- 
dalL  Let  them  dwell  in  our  memories  as  the  last  gift  of  a  beloved  friend, 
and  ring  in  the  chambers  of  each  heart  as  the  music  of  a  higher  and  better 
life,  lulling  the  selfish  desires  and  passions  of  our  natures  to  charity,  and 
hannony,  and  peace." 

The  Annual  Address  of  Grand  Master  Teller  is  devoted  almost  exclu. 
dvely  to  local  subjects,  though  some  passages  of  it  and  some  acts  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  may  claim  our  attention  in  another  place. 

No  report  appears  on  Foreign  Correspondence,  but  we  observe  that  a 
oonunittee  was  appointed  for  the  following  year. 

The  number  of  initiations  during  the  year  was  123;  passed,  107;  raised, 
100.    Membership:  £.  A.,  103;  F.  C,  35;  M.  M.,  1,066:  total,  1,204. 

The  M.  W.  Webster  D.  Anthony  was  elected  Grand  Master,  and  the  R 
W.  Edward  C.  Ftirmelee  Grand  Secretary. 
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DISTRICT  OP  COLUMBIA. 

The  Report  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  District  of  Columbia  for  1873 
contains  the  proceedings  of  one  semi-annual  and  several  special  communi- 
cations held  during  the  year.  One  of  these  was  called  for  the  purpose  of 
paying  appropriate  honors  to  the  memory  of  the  R.  W.  David  C.  Skerrett, 
M.  D.,  P.  G.  M.  of  Masons  for  Pennsylvania,  who  died  in  Washington  on 
the  26th  of  January,  1873,  in  the  76th  year  of  his  age. 

The  Annual  Communication  was  held  in  Washington  on  the  12th  of  No- 
vember, 1873.  The  address  of  the  Grand  Master,  the  M  W.  C.  F.  Stans- 
bury,  is  occupied  mainly  with  local  subjects,  except  the  portion  relating  to 
mixed  funerals,  to  which  we  shall  probably  have  occasion  to  refer  in  another 
place.  The  Grand  Master  objected  to  a  personal  compliment  conferred 
upon  him  by  a  subordinate  lodge  in  taking  his  name,  on  the  general  prin- 
ciple that  it  is  unwise  to  call  a  lodge  by  the  name  of  a  living  man.  He 
says: 

'  'Monuments  and  eulogies  belong  only  to  the  dead.  Only  when  a  man  has 
sealed  his  history  in  death,  can  the  space  he  occupied  be  truly  measured, 
and  his  virtues  and  failings  fairly  weighed." 

The  principle  is  a  wise  one,  as  the  experience  of  some  of  our  State  legis- 
latures has  proved.  Some  of  them  (including  our  own)  have  found  it  expe- 
dient in  certain  cases  to  change  the  names  which  an  efPasive  and  premature 
partiality  for  political  fiftvorites  had  led  them  to  confer  too  hastily.  In  this 
case,  however,  the  Grand  Lodge  evidently  believed  there  was  no  cause  for 
apprehension  of  a  similar  result  Notwithstanding  the  Grand  Master's 
protest,  they  latiAed  the  action  of  the  subordinate  body,  and  decreed  that 
it  should  be  "Stansbury  Lodge,"  in  memorUxm  perpetuam. 

Among  other  items,  we  learn  that  the  sum  of  $1,787  60  was  contributed 
by  the  Masons  of  the  District  for  the  relief  of  their  suffering  brethren  in 
Memphis  and  Shreveport 

^  The  Report  of  the  Conmiittee  on  Foreign  Correspondence  (Brother  W. 
R.  Singleton,  Chairman,)  occupies  259  pages,  being  more  than  three-fourths 
in  extent  of  the  whole  volume.  It  is  a  vast  repertory  of  masonic  informa- 
tion, and  replete  with  vigorous  and  racy  discussion.  The  only  serious  fiftult 
that  we  note — if  we  may  be  pardoned  for  suggesting  a  fiftult  at  all  in  a  doc- 
ument so  much  to  be  commended — is  in  the  arrangement  The  views  of 
the  author  on  some  subjects — as,  for  instance^  on  that  of  the  (}anada-(^ebeo 
imbroglio,  which  is  treated  at  length,— ai^  scattered  through  so  many  de* 
tached  passages,  that  it  requires  some  time  and  trouble  to  combine  them. 
Nevertheless,  we  have  read  it  with  great  interest,  and  have  marked  many 
passages  for  further  use,  if  space  and  opportunity  permit 

Commenting  on  our  own  proceedings  in  1872,  the  committee  make  £&vor- 
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able  mention  of  the  Address  of  P«  G.  M.  Johnson,  finding  his  decisions 
*' generally  in  accordance  with  masonio  law  and  usage.*'  Our  Grand  Sec- 
retary, ako,  is  handsomely  complimented.    They  say: 

'The  amount  of  business  transacted  was  considnable,  and  we  notice  a 
Tei^  healthful  tone  in  the  method  of  procedure — a  regularity  in  the  minutes 
which  betokens  the  skill  of  the  Grand  Secretary,  Brother  Sayre.  In  none 
of  the  volumes  coming  before  us  do  we  find  superior  merits  to  the  one  now 
under  review." 

The  Beport  of  our  Correspondence  Committee  is  noticed  at  some  length. 
In  referring  to,  and  after  quoting  from,  the  sparring  that  has  occurred,  in 
recent  reports,  between  ou  rpredecessors  and  other  committees,  on  the  sub- 
ject of  State  sovereignty  and  State  subjugation,  the  writer  makes  this  ap« 
peal: 

''We  say  to  our  kind  brothers,  forbear !  Discuss  the  merits  of  any  great 
questions,  and  remember  that  it  is  only  when  arguments  are  wanting  that 
any  one  resorts  to  abuse  or  vituperative  epithets,  or  exasperating  remarks. 
Let  us  have  charity;  let  us  have  prudence;  let  us  have  fortitude;  but  above 
all,  let  us  have  justice;  and  lastly,  let  us  have  peace  1" 

All  which  is  very  good,  but  we  respectfully  submit  that  it  is  not  at  all 
applicable — at  least  as  £&r  as  the  Alabama  Committee  is  concerned.  There 
has  certainly  been  no  abuse,  nor  vituperation,  nor  any  **  exasperating  re- 
marks," from  this  side  of  the  house.  But  we  cheerfully  adopt  the  advice 
to  '* forbear."    It  is  not  always  expedient  to  push  even  truth  too  far. 

Our  brethren  of  the  District  not  only  concur  with  one  of  the  opinions 
expressed  by  our  Committee — viz.,  that  "  no  Grand  Master  has  the  right  to 
make  masons  at  sight,  unless  such  authority  be  delegated  to  him  by  the 
Constitution  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  which  he  is  the  head," — but  they  give 
an  elaborate  argument  in  support  of  it  Nevertheless,  toe,  of  the  present 
Committee,  are  not  now  prepared  either  to  endorse  or  to  contest  the  views 
of  our  predecessors  on  this  point    Let  it  lie  over  for  the  present 

A  peculiar  feature  in  this  report  is  the  notice  given  to  the  Proceedings  of 
the  Supreme  Coimcil  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Bite  for  the 
"Northern  Masonic  Jurisdiction  "  of  the  United  States. 

Betums  are  given  in  the  Appendix  from  twenty  subordinate  lodges,  but 
no  summary  of  their  individual  membership,  nor  of  the  work  done  during 
the  year. 

Th^  M.  W.  Charles  F.  Stansbury,  Grand  Master,  and  the  B.  W.  William 
A.  Yates,  Grand  Secretary,  were  both  re-elected.  Bro.  W.  B.  Singleton 
reappointed  Chairman  of  Committee  on  Correspondence. 

CONNECTICUT. 

The  86th  Annual  Commtmication  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Connectiont  was 
held  in  Hartford  on  the  18th  and  14th  of  May»  1874.    The  Annual  Address 
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of  the  Bl  W.,  Luke  A.  Lockwood,  Grand  Master,  is  one  of  great  interest, 
on  account  of  the  subjects  of  which  it  treats,  the  ability  with  which  they 
are  treated,  and  the  learning  brought  to  bear  upon  them.  Local  matters 
occupy  but  a  small  space.  The  Grand  Master's  admirable  remarks  upon 
the  qualifications  requisite  for  office  in  the  lodge,  and  his  interesting  dis- 
sertation upon  the  Philosophy  of  Masonry,  as  well  as  some  of  his  decisions, 
are  reserved  for  further  notice. 

Measures  were  adopted  for  the  establishment  of  a  Home  for  Indigent  and 
Decayed  Brethren  and  Widows — an  enterprise  most  heartily  to  be  com- 
mended. 

The  Grand  Secretary,  B.  W.  Joseph  K.  Wheeler,  is  the  Committee  on 
Correspondence,  and  presents  a  report  which  happily  combines  the  merit 
of  completeness  with  that  of  moderation  in  length.  Its  tone  and  temper 
are  also  admirable.  Speaking  of  Alabama,  he  says  that  the  decisions  of 
our  late  Grand  Master  Johnsop  (reported  in  1873)  **are  in  harmony  with 
the  general  jurisprudence  of  the  day,  except  where  local  Grand  Lodge  reg« 
ulations  may  differ."  Speaking  of  our  deceased  brother,  Knott,  he  says, 
**  Brother  Knott's  reports  have  won  for  him  the  esteem  of  the  Fraternity, 
both  at  home  and  abroad,  and  have  distinguished  him  as  an  enthusiastic 
mason,  and  one  well  versed  in  masonic  law." 

We  append  the  statistical  recapitulation  as  given  by  the  Grand  Secretary, 
in  a  form  which  seems  to  us  worthy  of  general  imitation  :

The  M  W.  William  H.  Lee  was  elected  Grand  Master,  and  the  B.  W. 
Joseph  K.  Wheeler  re-elected  Grand  Secretary,  and  reappointed  Committee 
on  Correspondence. 

DELAWABK 

Delaware  presents  us,  at  first  glance,  some  seeming  anomalies.  There 
were  f UK)  "annual  communications"  of  the  Grand  Lodge  (the  67th  and 
68th)  in  the  course  of  the  same  year — 1873 — one  held  on  the  27th  of  June, 
the  other  on  the  1st  and  2d  of  October*    This  apparent  paradox  was  OoGtf 
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simied  by  a  change  in  the  time  prescribed.  The  mnltiplication  of  anni- 
venaries  and  derangement  of  dates  resulting  from  this  process  might»  how- 
erer,  pozzle  the  masonic  antiquary  of  the  £&r  future,  and  our  brethren  of 
that  admirable  little  State  will  pardon  us  for  suggesting  that  Time  flies  fast 
enough  already  for  most  of  us,  without  crowding  two  years  into  one. 

On  the  former  of  the  two  occasions,  the  Grand  Master,  the  M.  W.  and 
Bey.  J<^m  C.  ITGabe,  D.  D.,  took  leaye  of  the  Grand  Lodge  in  an  eloquent 
Taledictory,  in  the  course  of  which  he  announced  that  his  high  offic^  would 
"in  a  few  hours  be  filled  by  some  other  worthy  brother,"  yet  we  find  him 
still  presiding  at  the  succeeding  **  annual "  communication,  as  well  as  at  a 
special  one  held  during  the  interval,  with  no  mention  in  the  minutes  of 
the  former  of  the  holding  of  an  election,  or  of  the  reason  for  which  it  was 
not  held. 

The  Grand  Master's  Address,  deliyered  at  the  67th  annual  oommtmica- 
tion,  is  interesting,  but  devoted  almost  exclusively  to  local  matters. 
Among  these  was  the  death  of  P.  G.  M  William  T.  Bead,  in  the  81st  year 
of  his  natural,  and  the  60th  of  his  masonic  age.  He  had  been  a  prominent 
citizen,  as  well  as  a  distinguished  member  of  the  Fraternity. 

The  CJommittee  on  Correspondence  asked  for  further  time  at  the  67th 
communication.  Their  report,  made  to  the  68th,  is  a  model  of  brevity, 
being  but  little  more  than  a  page  a  length.  Except  an  allusion  to  the 
Canada-Quebec  trouble,  the  following  paragraphs  contain  all  that  is  said 
in  reference  to  subjects  of  a  general  character: 

^'The  action  of  our  Grand  Lodge  has  been  severely  criticised  by  many  of 
our  sisters  in  the  matter  of  Alpha  Lodge,  of  New  Jersey,  and  the  geneially 
expressed  opinion  relative  to  it  seems  to  be  '  That  we  had  better  let  other 
Jurisdictions  attend  to  their  own  afi&irs,'  and  so  we  will,  so  long  as  they 
do  so  properly. 

«We  find  some  agitation  on  the  subject  of  *  Negro  Masons,'  but  the  gen- 
eral conclusion  seems  to  be  to  allow  the  matter  to  rest  with  the  power 
which  is  sovereign,  L  e.,  'The  ballot  of  the  subordinate  Lodge,'  confident 
that  fanaticism  cannot  enter  that  sacred  precinct.*' 

Among  the  edicts  of  our  sister  Grand  Lodge,  appended  to  the  proceed- 
ings, is  one  that  seems  somewhat  peculiar: 

"Ko  lodge  under  this  Jurisdiction  shall  1x155  or  raise  any  candidate  in  a 
Ie55  time  than  one  lunar  month,  unless  by  dispensation." 

In  this  Jurisdiction  we  do  the  business  in  an  hour  or  two.

The  M.  W.  John  P.  AUmo&d  (late  Grand  Secretary)  was  elected  Giaad 
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Master;  the  B.  W.  Wm.  a  Hayes,  Grand  Secretary;  and  Qeorge  W.  Chay- 
tor,  M.  D.,  appointed  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Correspondence. 

FLOBIDA. 

The  45th  Annual  Communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Florida  was 
held  at  Jacksonville  on  the  13th,  14th  and  16th  days  of  January,  1874. 

The  Address  of  the  Grand  Master,  M  W,  Albert  J.  Bnssell,  and  the  pro- 
ceedings in  general,  relate  mainly  to  matters  of  local  interest,  and  present 
nothing  that  seems  to  invite  special  comment  The  report  of  the  Commit- 
tee on  Foreign  Correspondence  (B.  W.  D.  C,  Dawkins,  Grand  Secretary, 
being  Chairman,)  is  verv  brief,  commenting  merely  in  general  and  fistvor- 
able  terms  upon  the  proceedings  of  other  jurisdictions.  The  following  is 
the  Committee's  estimate  of  other  laborers  in  the  same  field: 

**The  committees  on  Foreign  Correspondence  of  the  various  Grand  Juris* 
dictions  are  a  ^ueer  set  of  fellows — fellow-thinkers,  fellow-laborers,  &c — 
in  the  mediumistic  field  of  communication  between  the  sisterhood  of  Grand 
Jurisdictions;  and  it  is  sometimes  amazing,  for  a  little  xthUe^  to  behold  with 
what  ferocity  some  of  these  peculiar  fraters  discuss  some  of  the  (questions 
of  loyalty,  prudence,  and  jurisprudence,  that  run  the  rounds  in  this  trying 
ordeaL  Soverei^ty,  jurisdiction,  trials,  evidence,  right  of  visitation, 
physical  disqualifications,  and  many  kindred  subjects  and  subdivisions  of 
them  have,  as  usual,  passed  the  round  of  fraternal  criticism,  much  to  the 
edification  of  your  committee  and  the  interest  of  the  craft  at  large."

GEOBGIA. 

The  57th  Annual  Communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Georgia  was 
held  in  their  new  Hall,  at  Macon,  in  that  State,  on  the  28th,  29th  and  30th 
of  October,  1873.  The  Annual  Address  of  the  Grand  Master,  M.  W.  Sam- 
uel D.  Irvin,  is  a  very  able  and  well-written  document,  exhibiting  a  zeal 
in  behalf  of  the  principles  and  interests  of  Masonry  tempered  by  sound 
judgment  and  discretion,  and  a  devotion  to  duty,  creditable  alike  to  him- 
self and  to  the  Fraternity  of  our  sister  State.  He  congratulates  the  Grand 
Lodge  in  possessing,  for  the  first  time,  a  house  of  their  own,  at  a  compara- 
tively small  cost  The  bonds  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  by  means  of  which  the 
woik  was  done,  were  readily  taken  up,  and  indeed  might  have  been  sold 
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to  a  mach  greater  extent^  and  upon  more  fiftyorable  terms,  [they  were  sold 
at  a  discount  of  five  per  cent,  as  we  learn  from  the  report  of  the  Building 
Conmiittee,  j  but  for  the  Umited  time  allowed  the  committee  for  disposing 
of  them. 

The  decisions  reported  are  yoluminous — amounting  to  eighty-six  in  num- 
ber— and  attest  the  great  amount  of  time  and  labor  bestowed  by  the  Grand 
Master  upon  the  duties  of  his  office.  Many  of  them  are  merely  declaratory 
of  general  principles  of  Masonic  Law,  which  ought  to  be  well  understood 
by  all  lodges;  others  are  based  upon  special  provisions  of  the  Constitution 
and  laws  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Georgia,  and  would  not  be  applicable  else- 
where; but  a  few  of  them  are  of  general  interest,  and  we  shall  endeavor  to 
find  space  to  refer  to  them  hereafter. 

The  Southern  Masonic  Female  College  at  Covington  receives  a  large 
share  of  attention  from  the  Grand  Master,  who  regards  it  as  one  of  the 
most  important  objects  of  masonic  interest  in  Georgia.  From  his  history 
of  this  institution,  it  appears  that,  i^thin  seventeen  years,  the  Grand 
Lodge  had  appropriated  to  it  nearly  twenty  thousand  dollars,  chiefly  for 
the  education  of  beneficiaries.  The  *'G^rgia  Masonic  Mutual  Relief  As- 
sociation *'  is  also  highly  commended. 

Our  Most  Worshipful  Brother  closes  his  address  with  an  earnest  and  en- 
ergetic protest  against  the  great  evil  of  unnecessary  demission. 

The  Committee  on  Eetums,  after  a  tabular  statement  of  the  returns  fix>m 
the  subordinate  lodges,  say: 

*'  The  foregoing  tables  disclose  the  melancholy  fiEu;t  that  our  Institution  is 
waning  in  G^rgia.  This  evil  was  predicted  by  the  Fathers  of  our  Order, 
when  the  missionary  spirit  of  Masonry  assumed  an  enthusiasm  (bordering 
upon  fanaticism)  tlmt  demanded  a  Lodce  to  be  established  at  nearly  every 
cross-road  in  Georgia.  In  order  that  mese  Lodges  should  be  self-sustain- 
ing, members  were  admitted  without  due  precaution,  and  the  result  is.  Ma- 
sons who  know  as  little  of  our  principles  as  they  do  of  the  Koran,  and  are 
as  indifferent  to  their  obligations  as  if  they  were  written  on  water." 

Among  the  resolutions  adopted  was  one  which  seems  to  us  a  good  one — 
that  is,  a  resolution  instructing  the  Grand  Secretary  to  have  a  number  of 
diplomas  printed  for  the  use  of  widows  and  orphans  of  deceased  brethren. 

Another  act,  which  indicates  a  praiseworthy  desire  for  the  promotion  of 
masonic  literature,  was  an  appropriation  for  subscription  to  306  copies  of 
the  **  Signet  and  Journal,"  for  the  use  of  Grand  Officers  and  subordinate 
lodges. 

The  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence,  of  which  Brother  J.  Em- 
mett  Blackshear  was  Chairman,  present  a  very  lively  and  racy  report  of  the 
proceedings  of  forty-two  jurisdictions,  including  Alabama,  which  receives 
a  very  appreciative  notice,  to  which  we  may  have  further  occasion  to  refer* 
One  remarlokble  peculiarity  of  the  report  is  the  spirit  of  song,  which  man- 
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ifests  itaelf  in  occ&sioDal  gOBhes  of  original  yexse.  Highly  as  we  appie- 
date  these  effusions  of  the  Georgian  Muse,  the  example  is  one  rather  to  be 
admired  than  commended  to  general  imitation.  The  mason  is  made,  bat 
the  poet,  we  are  told,  is  5om,  and  one  trembles  to  think  of  the  fearfol  con- 
sequences,  if  some  forty-odd  Committees  on  CJorrespondence  should  resolve 
themselves  into  a  choir  of  bards  and  break  forth  in  a  general  masonic  war- 
ble. It  might  madden  the  more  prosaic  members  of  the  Fmtemity  into 
petitioning  for 

'*  A  Lodge  in  some  rast  wildemMS.** 
Here  is  one  of  the  anecdotes  with  which  our  genial  brother,  the  anthor 
of  the  report,  (who  is  a  physician,)  enlivens  its  pages.    Discussing  with 
Indiana  the  subject  of  '*  Androgynous  Masonry,"  he  says: 

"  This  reminds  ns  of  a  mistake  we  made  once  on  a  time.  Visiting  a 
house  professionally,  we  were  introduced  to  a  lady,  who,  we  were  informed, 
wished  to  see  us  privately.  So  soon  as  we  were  alone,  she  fixed  upon  us  a 
vacant  stare,  and  commenced  to  throw  her  arms  through  the  air,  as  if 
clutching  at  some  imaginaiv  object  We,  of  course,  supposed  she  was 
crazy,  and  commenced  to  ask  her  some  questions  in  relation  to  her  physi- 
cal condition,  when  we  were  informed  that  she  had  been  giving  ns  Mcuxmic 
signs.  We  laughed  heartily  at  our  mistake,  and  turned  her  over  to  the  ten- 
der mercy  of  the  Master  of  the  Lodge.'* 
• 

Thanks  to  Brother  Blackshear  for  having  so  pleasantly  called  ns  from 

labor  to  refreshment  for  a  season.

M.  W.  Samuel  D.  Irvin  re-elected  Grand  Master. 

B.  W.  J.  Emmett  Blackshear  elected  Grand  Secretary,  and  reappointed 

Chairman  of  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence. 

We  have  also  the  proceedings  of  an  Emergent  (hrnmitmcation  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Georgia,  held  on  the  4th  day  of  March,  1874,  on  a  very  novel  and 
remarkable  occasion.  The  Committee  on  Grievances,  through  some  *'  un- 
acconntable  mistake*'  at  the  Annual  Communication  in  October,  had,  in 
their  report,  recommended  a  ratification  of  what  they  seem  to  have  sup- 
posed to  be  the  recommendation  of  a  subordinate  lodge,  that  its  Junior 
Warden  should  be  expelled  for  habitual  intoxication.  The  report  was  adopt- 
ed. Meantime  the  subordinate  lodge  not  only  had  taken  no  such  action, 
but  no  (Jutrge  tohatever  had  ever  been  made  against  the  brother  thns  sum- 
marily expelled.  Nay,  so  high  was  his  standing  in  the  Lodge  that,  at  the 
annual  election  in  the  ensuing  December,  in  happy  ignorance  of  what  the 
Grand  Lodge  had  done,  they  had  elected  and  installed  him  as  Worshipftd 
Mfwiar  f    A  few  weeks  later,  however,  the  proceedings  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
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were  published,  and  these  brethren  found,  to  their  great  amazement,  tha 
their  Master  was,  and  had  been  for  some  months,  an  expelled  mason  1  The 
facts  of  the  case  being  hdd  before  the  Grand  Master,  he  promptly  convened 
the  Grand  Lodge  in  **  emergent  communication,"  as  aforesaid.  The  mat- 
ter was  investigated,  the  brother  aggrieved  was  nnanimonsly  restored  to  all 
he  rights  and  privileges  of  Freemasonry,  and  formally  reinvested  with  the 
gavel  and  jewel  of  his  office.  The  cause  of  the  extraordinary  mistake  of 
the  Committee  on  Grievances,  which  occasioned  all  the  trouble,  is  not  ex- 
plained. 

IDAHO. 

The  6th  Annual  Gommtmication  of  the  (}rand  Lodge  of  Idaho  was  held 
at  Boise  City  on  the  8th,  9th,  10th,  and  11th  December,  1873. 

The  Address  of  the  M  W.  John  Eennaly,  Gr.  Master,  deals  chiefly  with 
local  topics,  though  a  ifew  decisions  are  reported,  most  of  them  merely 
declaratory  of  well  recognised  masonic  law  and  usage.  The  following, 
however,  was  reversed  by  subsequent  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  after  an 
adverse  report  by  the  Committee  on  Jurisprudence: 

Question. — *'If  an  Entered  Apprentice  obtains  permission  to  receive  the 
remaining  degrees  elsewhere,  and  is  rejected,  is  it  necessary  for  him  to  ob- 
tain permission  of  the  Lodge  so  rejecting,  in  order  that  he  may  apply  to 
the  Lodge  he  was  entered  in,  for  the  remaining  degrees?" 

Ansioer. — '*  It  is  not  necessary.  The  right  of  conferring  them  upon  him 
reverts  to  the  Lodge  he  was  entered  in." 

Much  of  the  G.  Master's  address  and  a  large  share  of  the  attention  of  the 
G.  Lodge  were  given  to  the  consideration  of  a  resolution  adopted  at  the 
previous  communication,  prohibiting  masons  from  retailing  sp'rituous 
liquors,  under  penalty  of  trial  and  masonic  punishment  After  the  pre- 
sentation of  a  majority  and  minority  rei>ort  and  much  discussion,  the  reso- 
lution was  finally  repealed. 

£ight  subordinate  lodges  reported  17  initiated,  14  passed,  12  raised,  and 
a  membership  of  276. 

Brother  John  Kennaly  was  re-elected  Grand  Master,  and  Brother  Chas. 
Himrod  elected  Grand  Secretary,  but  near  the  close  of  the  minutes  we  find 
the  following: 

**L.  F.  Cartee  raised  a  point  of  Constitutional  law,  to-wit:  That  Bro. 
Cbas.  Himrod,  Grand  Secretary  elect,  had  not  attained  to  what  is  known 
as  Past  Master  in'  Ancient  Craft  Masonry,  he  being  at  present  Master  of 
Shoshone  Lodge,  No.  7,  and  therefore  not  eligible  to  the  office  of  Grand 
Secretary. 

"The  position  was  sustained  by  the  M  W.  Grand  Master,  who  declared 
the  office  vacant,  and  as  the  time  fixed  in  the  constitution  for  the  election 
of  (^cers  had  passed,  he  appointed  Bro.  Joseph  Pinkham  Grand  Secretary 
for  the  ensuing  Masonic  year," 
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This  appeals  to  us  to  have  been  a  very  extraordinaiy  decision.  It  is 
generally  nndeistood  that  a  "Past  Master  "  is  one  who  has  been  duly  elect- 
ed and  installed  as  an  actual  Master.  The  very  definition  of  **Pa8l  Mas- 
ter" given  by  Mackey,  in  his  "EncyclopaBdia  of  Freemasonry,"  is  "an 
honorary  degree  conferred  an  the  Master  of  a  Lodge  at  his  instalkUion  into 

Idaho  has  as  yet  no  Committee  on  Correspondence. 

ILLINOIS. 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  Illinois  held  its  Annual  Commonication — the  num- 
ber not  stated — in  the  city  of  Chicago,  on  the  7th,  8th,  and  9th  of  October, 
1873.  The  Proceedings  and  Appendix  constitute  a  very  well  printed  vol- 
ume of  442  pages. 

The  Grand  Master,  M.  W.  James  A.  Hawley,  gives  a  full  and  lucid  ao^ 
count  of  his  official  acts,  accompanied  by  tabular  statements.  He  depre- 
cates the  unnecessary  multiplication  of  new  lodges,  and  recommends  that 
further  restrictions  be  imposed  upon  the  granting  of  dispensations  for 
their  formation. 

With  regard  to  another  class  of  dispensations,  he  says,  and  in  our  opin- 
ion very  properly: 

"  In  the  matter  of  initiations,  I  have,  in  all  cases  but  three,  decUned  to 
issue  dispensations,  and  these  would  not  have  been  granted,  had  I  not  been 
first  satined  that  they  were  cases  which  fully  justified  me  in  setting  the 
law  aside.  The  power  vested  in  the  Grand  Master  to  make  Masons  at 
sight  is  one  of  the  most  important  of  his  prerogatives,  and  should  at  aJl 
times  be  exercised  with  the  utmost  caution.  But  cases  of  emergency  do 
arise  when,  to  exercise  this  power,  is,  in  my  opinion,  not  only  proper  and 
right,  but  is  one  of  the  means  whereby  the  interests  of  Masonry  are  pro- 
moted." 

In  accordance  with  a  resolution  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  at  its  previous  com- 
munication, the  Grand  Master  had  issued  a  proclamation  of  non4nter- 
course  with  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Canada. 

Of  the  thirteen  decisions  reported,  some  are  manifestly  correct,  others 
might  admit  of  dispute,  and  yet  others  are  based  upon  the  peculiar  pro- 
visions of  the  Constitution  or  laws  of  the  Grand  I/>dge  of  Illinois. 

Among  the  proceedings  we  note  a  report  of  one  Committee — that  on 
Finance — condemning  the  action  of  a  Past  Grand  Master  with  regard  to 
certain  contributions  for  the  relief  of  the  sufferers  by  the  Chicago  fire,  and 
of  another  Committee  (on  Charity,)  recommending  an  appropriation  of 
five  hundred  dollars  for  the  relief  of  the  same  Most  Worshipfol  Brother, 
who  was  in  distress.  Both  reports  were  adopted,  and,  taken  in  connection 
with  each  other,  seem  to  us  (without  any  knowledge  of  the  circumstances) 
very  creditable  to  the  dispassionate  sense  of  justice  and  true  masonic  char- 
ity of  our  Illinois  brethren. 
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Past  (}iand  Master  Dewitt  G.  Cregier  was  presented  with  a  beantiM 
Jewel,  of  ** solid  gold,  studded  with  diamonds,  and  valued  at  $1,000." 

The  Beport  on  Foreign  Correspondence,  by  Bro.  Joseph  BobbiIW^ 
Chairman  of  the  Committee,  is  an  unusually  full,  complete,  and  carefoUy 
prepared  digest  Its  great  length  (194  pages)  is  not  the  result  of  dilution 
of  substance  or  of  evasion  of  labor  by  voluminous  extracts,  but  is  owing 
to  the  conscientious  care  which  the  writer  has  bestowed  upon  his  mate- 
rials. His  views,  in  the  main,  seem  to  us  to  be  eminently  just  and  con- 
servative, as  they  are  imquestionably  intelligent,  lucid,  and  forcibly  ex- 
pressed. We  do  not  agree  with  them  all,  as  a  matter  of  course,  but  defer 
farther  discussion — especially  upon  that  part  of  them  relating  to  Alabama, 
which  receives  a  full  share  of  attention, — to  another  place. 

Appended  to  this  Eeport  is  a  very  valuable  Statistical  Table  of  the  Be- 
toms  from  48  American  Grand  Lodges,  prepared  by  the  W.  John  F.  Bur- 
rill,  D.  G.  Sec,  involving  an  amount  of  labor  and  care,  which  none  but 
those  who  have  essayed  a. similar  task  would  be  capable  of  appreciating.

The  M.  W.  James  A.  Hawley  was  re-elected  Grand  Master ;  the  B.  W. 
John  F.  Burrill  was  elected  Gr.  Sec.  ;  and  the  B.  W.  Joseph  Bobbins  (S. 
O.  W.)  reappointed  Chairman  of  Committee  on  Correspondence. 

INDIANA. 

The  Gr.  Lodge  of  Indiana  held  its  57th  Annual  Communication  in  the 
Grand  Masonic  Hall,  Indianapolis,  on  the  26th  and  27th  of  May,  1874. 
Among  the  Grand  Bepresentatives  present,  we  observe  the  name  of  the  M. 
W.  Martin  H  Bice,  (P.  G.  M.,)  representing  Alabama. 

The  Grand  Master,  M.  W.  Christian  Fetta,  in  his  Address,  speaks  of  the 
rapid  increase  of  subordinate  lodges  in  terms  implying  some  doubt  as  to 
its  being  altogether  a  subject  for  congratulation.  He  says  that  too  many 
charters  have  been  issued,  and  that  * 'about  one-sixth  of  all  the  lodges  con- 
stituted have  been  complete  failures."  On  the  other  hand,  the  increase  of 
membership  in  the  several  lodges  has  been  more  than  proportionally 
great  In  1850  there  were  112  lodges,  with  an  average  membership  of  28 
persons ;  in  1870  there  were  467  lodges,  averaging  55  members  each.  In 
the  former  year  the  number  of  affiliated  members  was  one  to  every  315  of 
the  whole  population  of  the  State ;  in  the  latter  it  was  one  member  to 
eveiy  72  of  the  whole  population. 

Other  local  topics  occupy  the  greater  part  of  the  Address,  A  few  exoep* 
tioDs  have  been  noted  for  comment  in  the  proper  place. 
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The  Giand  Lodge  having  become  ineonyeniently  large  and  nnwieldly  in 
respect  of  members,  and  continually  increasing  withal,  a  select  committee 
npon  the  subject  reported  a  proposition  for  an  amendment  of  the  Consti- 
tution, so  as  to  restrict  the  membership  to  the  actual  Grand  Officers,  Plast 
Grand  Masters  and  Deputy  Grand  Masters,  and  representatives  from  Dia- 
tiids,  **such  Districts  to  be  formed  by  grouping  together  contiguous  lodges 
having  a  total  membership  as  near  as  may  be  of  five  hundred."  This  was 
submitted  to  the  subordinate  lodges  for  consideration. 

A  loan  of  $75,000  was  authorized  for  the  improvement  and  remodelling 
of  the  Grand  Lodge  Hall  and  buildings  appertaining  to  it 

The  Committee  on  Correspondence  (Bro.  Daniel  McDonald,  Chairman,) 
give  a  compact  and  readable  review  of  thirty-nine  jurisdictions,  including 
our  own.

IOWA. 

The  * 'Annals"  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Iowa,  which  held  its  31st  Annual 
Communication  in  Des  Moines  on  the  2d,  3d,  and  4th  of  June,  1874,  is 
unique  in  several  respects  besides  its  title.  More  than  ordinary  care  is  be- 
stowed upon  the  typographical  '*make-up.  *'  It  is  adorned  with  illuminated 
initials  at  the  head  of  the  principal  divisions,  and  illustrated  with  a  por- 
trait of  Theodore  Schreiner,  Grand  Tyler,  a  biographical  sketch  of  whom 
is  also  appended. 

The  Grand  Master,  M.  W.  Joseph  Chapman,  gives  ample  evidence,  in  his 
Annual  Address  and  otherwise,  of  the  independence  of  thought,  energy  of 
action,  and  decision  of  purpose,  befitting  his  high  station  ;  but,  with  this 
exception,  the  individuality  of  which  the  Annals  are  redolent  throughout 
is  that  of  the  B.  W.  T.  a  Flarvin,  Grand  Secretary,  Fast  Grand  Master, 
Chairman  of  Committee  on  Masonic  Jurisprudence,  Librarian,  and  now 
Chairman  of  Committee  on  Correspondence,  who  is  widely  known  as  one 
of  the  most  eminent  members  of  the  Fraternity  in  America.  Indeed,  as 
Louis  XIV  said  of  France,  **L'etat,  c'est  moi,"  so  might  this  distinguished 
brother  say  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Iowa,  c*egt  moL 
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The  Grand  Master,  in  hia  Address,  speaks  of  the  rapid  increase  of  mem- 
beiBhip,  under  which  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Iowa  is  growing  into  <*gigantio 
proportions,'*  and  thednties  of  his  office  becoming  more  and  more  onerous. 

Hie  Most  Worshipful  Brother  speaks  in  energetic  terms  of  the  condition 
of  modem  masonic  jurisprudence.     We  quote  : 

''Best  assured  that  to  kw  making  there  is  no  end,  that  we  are  being 
walled  about  on  all  sides  with  modem  jurisprudence,  which,  like  a  besom 
of  destruction,  is  sweeping  over  the  body  masonic,  and  will  most  assuredly 
work  the  quietus  of  the  order,  unless  a  short  stop,  a  stone  wall  of  noble 
hearts  and  determined  wills  are  raised  against  those  who  are  interposing 
their  opinions  and  adjusting  tiiis  and  tl^t  to  suit  their  fancy,  adding  here 
a  little  and  there  a  little,  until  one  can  scarcely  determine,  without  con- 
snlting  the  statute,  his  masonic  standing  or  his  rights  in  the  order.  Let  us 
hsTe  more  of  Masonry,  and  less  of  fuss  and  feathers  about  masonic  juris- 
prudence. 

'*Two  things  are  greatly  needed  in  the  masonic  world.  First,  we  want  to 
curtail  the  law.  A  litUe  law  is  a  good  thing,  because  it  is  essential  to  a 
wise  administration  of  justice.  Second,  we  want  to  curtail  the  masonic 
lawyers,  because  Masonry  is  a  law  unto  herself,  therefore  has  little  or  no 
need  of  them.  Solon  compared  the  people  to  the  sea,  and  the  orators  and 
counsellors  to  the  winds,  for  that  the  sea  would  be  calm  and  quiet,  if  the 
winds  did  not  disturb  it     Herein  is  the  gist  of  the  whole  matter." 

He  doubts  the  right  of  any  lodge  to  expel  a  brother  for  non-payment  of 
dues,  and  pleads  with  fervor  and  eloquence  for  a  moderation  of  the  Draco- 
nian severity  of  too  many  of  our  masonic  codes  as  to  that  particular.  He 
states  that  he  has  reversed  several  decisions  of  former  Grand  Masters,  and 
has  decided  a  certain  resolution  of  the  Grand  Lodge  to  be  null  and  void, 
as  being  in  conflict  with  the  permanent  laves.  We  like  the  boldness  and 
unflinching  decision  of  purpose  with  which  the  Grand  Master  maintains 
the  magnitude  and  dignity  of  his  office  in  this  and  other  particulars — as, 
for  example,  the  ancient  and  inherent  prerogative  of  conferring  the  de- 
grees *'out  of  time,**  which  he  states  that  he  has  exercised  only  upon  **good 
and  sufficient  reasons,**  and  only  in  reference  to  the  third  degree,  except  in 
two  instances  where  it  applied  to  both  the  second  and  third  degrees. 

He  reconmiends  the  * 'Freemason,"  of  St  Louis,  to  the  craft ;  pays  a  suit- 
able tribute  to  the  memory  of  P.  D.  G.  M.  Oliver  George,  deceased  during 
the  year,  and  announces  thirty  decisions  on  questions  chiefly  arising  imder 
the  Constitution  and  laws  of  Iowa,  but  in  some  instances  involving  general 
principles.    These  we  shall  endeavor  to  notice  hereafter. 

The  B.  W.  Brother  Parvin,  who  was,  as  we  have  already  seen,  Chairman 
of  Committee  on  Jurisprudence,  submits  to  the  Grand  Master  elaborate 
opinions  upon  several  questions  referred  to  him.  That  upon  "  Non-pay- 
ment of  Dues,  considered  from  a  general  stand-point,"  is  so  forceful  and 
conclusive  in  its  reasoning  that  we  hope  to  find  room  for  the  whole,  or  at 
least  a  part  of  it»  before  this  report  is  cloeed.

In' Iowa,  the  Grand  Secretary  also  makes  a  more  extended  report  .than  is 
cnstomary  elsewhere,  and  in  this,  again,  we  have  another  interesting  docu- 
ment from  the  prolific  pen  of  Brother  Parvin,  bnt  make  room  for  only  one 
brief  extract  Describing  the  dedication  of  the  great  Masonic  Temple  in 
Philadelphia,  and  speaking  of  the  advantages  derived  from  such  opporta- 
nities  of  observing  the  usages  practised  by  other8,«he  says: 

**By  way  of  illustration,  we  may  mention  a  fact  well  known  to  *well  in- 
form^ masons,'  that  our  brethren  of  Philadelphia  do  not  work  the  degrees 
as  we  and  others  do,  but  communicate  the  lessons  of  the  second  and  third 
sections  of  the  degrees  orally,  or  in  a  declamatory  style ;  while  in  New 
York  and  many  of  the  large  cities  the  officers  are  clothed  in  costume  suited 
to  each  degree,  and  the  work  is  done  with  dramatic  efiect,  with  all  proper  sur- 
roundings to  add  to  the  interest  of  our  solemn  ceremonies." 

But  we  have  not  yet  done  with  Brother  Parvin.  The  Grand  Lodge  of 
Iowa  seems  to  have  bestowed  an  exceptional  and  most  commendable  de- 
gree of  care  and  expense  upon  its  library,  and,  as  ex  (ffido  Librarian,  the  B. 
W.  Grand  Secretary  makes  a  separate  report  thereon,  which,  amidst  its 
detail  of  mere  fiEu;ts,  is  enlivened  with  many  characteristic  obiter  dicta.  One 
of  these  we  quote,  without  fully  endorsing*  Speaking  of  certain  recent 
works,  he  says  they  "  have  done  more  to  remove  the  dust  which  Oliver  et  id 
gtnas  omne  had  cast  about  our  eyes,  respecting  the  antiquity  and  origin  of 
Freemasonry,  than  all  the  publications  of  the  past  century«  And  while  it 
is  true  that  the  *  fools  are  not  all  dead,'  it  may  now  be  safely  said  that  he 
who  teaches  that  Adam,  Seth  or  Solomon  were  '  Freemasons,'  sins  against 
light  and  knowledge,  and  ought  to  be  excluded  from  the  platform  of  in- 
struction." 

This  is  a  rather  severe  sentence  to  be  pronounced  against  those  of  us  who 
fondly  cling  to  the  £uth  that  there  is  more  truth  in  tradition  than  is 
dreamed  of  in  your  modem  philosophy.  For  our  own  part,  we  have  not 
a  word  to  say  about  Adam  and  Seth,  but  we  cannot  give  up  Solomon. 

Yet  another  report  (on  questions  of  jurisprudence)  from  the  same  un- 
tiring and  inexhaustible  pen  furnishes  some  valuable  opinions — especially 
that  which  sustains  the  right  of  an  £.  A.  or  F.  G.  to  remain  such  as  long 
as  he  pleases,  without  applying  for  advancement,  until  he  thinks  proper  to 
do  so  **  of  his  own  free  will  and  accord." 

The  report  on  Foreign  Correspondence,  by  Brother  T.  R.  Ercanbrack, 
Chairman  of  the  Committee,  reviews  the  proceedings  of  most  of  the  Ameri- 
can jurisdictions,  within  moderate  limits,  yet  with  sufficient  fullness.  Ala- 
bama is  noticed  mainly  by  extracts  from  the  Grand  Master's  Address  and 
other  documents  incorporated  in  our  proceedings  for  1873.  The  extraor- 
dinary mistake  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Georgia,  which  gave  rise  to  the 
"Emergent  Communication"  hereinbefore  mentioned,  is  sharply  censured. 
This  may  perhaps  be  just;  bat  in  some  other  instances  the  spirit  of  sarcasm 
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that  oooasionall J  ontorops  in  the  report  seems  to  us  to  be  infelioitotisly  ap- 
plied— as  for  example,  with  regard  to  the  Address  of  the  G.  M.  of  Califor- 
nia. In  Arkansas  a  "Queen  Elizabeth  Lodge"  had  been  organized,  on 
which  the  reviewer  remarks:  '*We  were  not  aware  that  England's  virgin 
queen  was  a  masonic  celebrity,  nor  that  a  lodge  couid  be  of  the  feminine 
gender.'*  And  yet  in  Iowa  we  find  lodges  called  by  the  names  of  those 
female  "masonic  celebrities,"  Faitk,  Hope,  Truths  Purity,  DevoH&n,  FbrtUude, 
ftc  These,  it  may  be  answered,  possess  only  allegorical  gender,  but  the 
same  can  hardly  be  said  of  Aurora  Lodge  and  Minnehaha  Lodge.  Nay, 
Brother  Ercanbrack  himself  appears  in  the  records  as  the  representative  of 
Anamosa  Lodge;  and,  although  we  have  no  idea  who  or  what  Anamosa  was, 
or  is,  yet  he,  she,  or  it,  as  the  case  may  be,  bears  at  least  a  very  suspicious 
terminational  mark  of  femininity.

The  M.  W.  Joseph  Chapman  and  the  B.  W.  T.  S.  Parvin  were,  respect- 
iv^y,  re-elected  Grand  Master  and  Grand  Secretary,  and  the  latter  was 
appointed  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Correspondence. 

KANSAS. 

The  18th  Annual  Communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  E^nsas  was 
held  in  Lawrence  on  the  15th,  16th  and  17th  of  October,  1873. 

The  Annual  Address  of  the  M.  W.  John  M.  Price,  G.  M.,  commemorates 
several  of  the  illustrious  dead  in  various  parts  of  America,  and  also  King 
Charles  XY.,  Grand  Master  of  Masons  for  Sweden  and  Norway.  It  touches 
several  subjects  of  general,  as  well  as  local  interest,  with  intelligence,  and 
in  some  passages  with  considerable  eloquence.  Several  decisions  are  re- 
potted: we  have  doubts  as  to  the  entire  soundness  of  some  of  them.  In 
conclusion,  he  says: 

"Let  us  see  to  it,  *that  our  Ancient  and  Honorable  Institution  shall  suffer 
no  disparagement  at  our  hands.'  Let  us  guard  it  with  vigilance  and  cir- 
cumspection. 'Built  of  blocks  purer  than  Parian  marble,  staved  with 
timbers  more  durable  than  the  cedars  of  Lebanon,  and  supported  by  pillars 
more  majestic  than  Boaz  and  Jachin,'  War  has  not  shaken  its  foundations, 
Pestilence  has  not  destroyed  its  symmetry.  Famine  has  not  impaired  its 
Wisdom,  Time  has  not  diminished  its  strength.  Age  has  not  marred  its 
beauty.  While  nations,  and  kingdoms,  and  empires,  and  thrones,  and 
dynasties,  have  arisen,  only  to  crumble  and  be  forgotten.  Masonry,  in  its 
majestic  and  triumphant  march,  has  surmounted  every  obstacle,  over- 
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tamed  all  opposition,  and  somyed  all  the  ruins  and  wrecks  of  time  and 
cbanga" 

Daring  the  session  a  Masonic  Hall,  erected  by  the  Fraternity  of  Law- 
rence, was  dedicated,  with  appropriate  ceremonies,  and  an  oration  by  the 
Orand  Orator,  Bro.  Isaac  S.  Kalloch,  all  of  which  are  described  in  glowing 
terms. 

The  liqaor  question  seems  to  have  caosed  some  trouble.  The  Oxand 
Lodge  of  Kansas  takes  the  extreme  position  of  the  prohibitionists,  and  de- 
clares the  keeping  of  a  "saloon  or  dramnshop'*  a  masonic  offence,  to  be 
punished  by  suspension,  if  not  worse. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Correspondence  is  signed  by  the  B.  W. 
John  H.  Brown,  Grand  Secretary,  as  Chairman.

KENTUCKY. 

The  74th  Annual  Communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Kentucky  was 
held  in  Louisville  on  the  2l8t,  22d,  23d  and  24th  of  October,  1873. 

The  G.  M.,  M.  W.  Edward  W.  Turner,  spoke  of  the  decease,  during  the 
year,  of  P.  G.  M.  Lewis  Landram,  to  whom  a  memorial  page  of  the  Pro- 
ceedings is  dedicated.  He  reports  several  decisions,  which  seem  to  us  to  be 
sound,  as  &r  as  they  are  based  upon  general  principles.  As  to  those  which 
depend  upon  local  laws,  edicts,  or  regulations,  we  are  incompetent  to  crit- 
icise them.  The  Masonic  Widows'  and  Orphans*  Home,  in  Louisville,  re- 
ceives a  large  share  of  attention,  and  its  claims  to  support  and  encourage- 
ment are  earnestly  presented. 

After  the  close  of  the  first  day's  proceedings,  the  members  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  were  requested  to  remain  for  a  short  time,  when  a  curtain  rose,  and 
the  children  of  the  Masonic  Widows'  and  Orphans'  Home  were  seen  "stand- 
ing in  tieiB."  Some  very  interesting  ceremonies  followed,  of  which  a  full 
account  is  given. 

The  report  on  Foreign  Correspondence  is  signed  by  the  R  W.  J.  M.  S. 
McCorkle,  Chairman,  who  is  also  Grand  Secretary,  and  who  represents  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Alabama  in  Kentucky.  It  is  compact,  comprehensive,  and 
Bensible. 
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The  statiBtics  are  very  ftill,  comprismg  a  list  of  all  the  sabordinate 
lodges,  with  the  names  of  their  members,  and  occapying  346  pages.

LOUISIANA. 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  Louisiana  held  its  92d  Annual  Communication  in 
New  Orleans  on  the  9th  and  next  sacceding  font  days  of  Febroary,  1874, 
the  M.  W.  Michel  Eloi  Girard,  Gi  M.,  presiding,  and  the  B»  W.  James  C. 
Batchelor,  M.  D.,  Grand  Secretary,  in  charge  of  the  records.  Among  the 
representatiyes  of  other  jurisdictions  in  attendance,  was  the  M.  W.  Samuel 
M.  Todd,  P.  G.  M.,  representing  Alabama. 

The  Proceedings  fill  a  very  handsomely  printed  volume  of  336  pages, 
with  an  Appendix  of  160  pages  in  addition,  and  comprising  much — ^very 
much — of  great  interest,  which  we  can  not  even  epitomise* 

The  able,  elaborate,  and  carefully  prepared  address  of  the  Grand  Master, 
among  other  subjects,  speaks  of  the  epidemic  of  the  previous  autunm  at 
Bhreveport,  to  which  thirty-three  brethren  of  the  Craft  fell  victims,  and  to 
the  relief  of  which  (as  we  learn  elsewhere)  nearly  seven  thousand  dollars 
was  contributed  by  the  various  lodges  and  other  masonic  bodies  of  Louisi- 
ana,  aa  such. 

He  commemorates  the  lives  and  services  of  two  distinguished  brethren 
deceased  during  the  previous  year — the  M.  W.  Henry  Bufos  Swasey,  P.  G. 
11,  and  at  the  time  of  his  death  Grand  Treasurer  of  all  the  legitimate  ma- 
tonic  grand  bodies  of  the  State,  and  the  R  W.  Edward  Bamett,  P.  D.  G.  M. 
and  P.  G.  Secretary.  Honorable  mention  is  also  made  of  eminent  brethren 
deceased  in  other  parts  of  the  world. 

With  regard  to  the  Grand  Orient  of  France,  he  says  : 

*Our  expectations  about  the  Grand  Orient  of  France  have  not  been  real- 
ized ;  we  had  hoped  and  believed  that  the  intelligent  and  enlightened  ma- 
sons composing  that  illustrious  body  would  have  the  manhood  to  acknow- 
ledge that  a  successful  deception  had  been  practised  upon  them,  and  would 
be  willing  to  retrace  their  steps,  and  come  oack  to  the  masonically  healthy 
and  constitutional  rule  of  action,  that  should  govern  among  Grand  Bodies 
of  equal  rights  and  dignity,  and  do  unto  the  Grand  Lodce  of  Louisiana  the 
simple  act  of  justice  to  acknowledge  her  supremacy  wimin  her  own  terri- 
tory, over  the  cxtdt^  which  is,  and  must  be,  under  her  sole  and  exclusive 
jurisdiction.  This  is  all  we  ever  demanded  and  expected ;  and  as  that 
Graiid  Orient  seems  loth  to  do  for  us  what  they  most  emphatically  reouire 
and  snforoe  for  themselves  under  liki  drcnmstanosi,  we  omi  not  but  tfaink 
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now,  and  declare,  that  we  were  miBtaken  in  the  men  :  indeed  they  show  no 
disposition  to  listen  to  reason  and  tmth,  bat  must  prefer  that  oppression 
ana  injustice  should  prevail,  as  is  evidenced  by  their  championing  now  a 
spurious  and  illegal  body  of  men  styling  themselves  the  Supreme  Council 
of  33^,  A.  A.  S.  K.,  for  the  Soverehjn  and  Independent  State  of  Louisiana, 
which  they  themselves  have  expressly  declared  spurious,  and  whose  chief, 
J.  Foulhouse,  they  have  expelled  ;  and  that  too  they  now  do  knowingly,  and 
and  in  the  fiEtce  of  the  denunciations  and  protests  of  not  only  all  the  Ainer- 
ioan  Grand  Lodges,  but  the  two  Supreme  Councils  of  33^  for  the  United 
States  of  America,  constituting  (the  only  legal  governing  bodies  of  Masons 
in  the  United  States.  Will  they  not  wake  up  to  a  sense  of  justice  ?  I,  for 
one,  begin  to  despair  of  it ;  since  they  have  thought  proper  and  just  to  issue 
a  dispensation  creating  a  lodge  in  Ma.yland ! !" 

A  "little  difficulty"  had  occurred  between  Louisiana  and  Canada,  which 
may  be  briefly  stated  thus :  Louisiana,  like  most  other  American  Grand 
Lodges,  had  recognised  Quebec,  notwithstanding  the  remonstrances  of  Can- 
ada. Canada,  soon  afterward,  effects  an  exchange  of  representatives  with 
the  Grand  Orient  of  France,  in  spite  of  the  protests  of  Louisiana  against 
the  invasion  of  her  jurisdiction  by  that  body.  "This,"  says  Louisiana, 
'*  appeared  to  us  then  as  if  it  were  intended  as  an  open  and  frank  act  of 
retaliation  against  us  for  our  recognition  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Quebec, 
and  consummated  purposely  to  aid  and  abet  the  Grand  Orient  of  France 
in  their  inimical  and  unjust  course  towards  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Louisiana." 
Louisiana,  therefore,  breaks  off  intercourse  with  Canada  and  withdraws 
her  representative.  Thereupon  Canada,  speaking  through  her  recognised 
authorities,  disavows  all  design  of  having  meant  anything  retaliatory,  or  of 
having  thought  of  giving  offence  in  the  matter.     Her  Grand  Master  says : 

"  It  appears  to  me  that  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Louisiana  has  misapprehended 
oar  action  in  this  matter.  The  Grand  Lodse  of  Canada  has  lor  the  past 
ten  years  been  in  friendly  communication  wit£  the  Grand  Orient  of  France, 
and  the  formal  exchange  of  representatives,  although  delayed,  was  made 
without  the  slightest  reference  to,  or  thought  of,  the  difficulties  which  had 
sprang  up  between  these  Grand  Bodies. 

"With  reference  to  the  point  at  issue  between  the  Grand  Lodge  of  France 
and  Louisiana,  I  must  say  that  my  sympathies  are  entirely  with  our  sister 
Grand  Lodge  of  Louisiana,  but  I  fail  to  see  that  this  Grand  Lodge  is  called 
upon  on  that  account  to  suspend  friendly  relations  with  a  sister  Grand 
Lodge." 

Her  "  Board  of  General  Purposes,"  in  a  report  adopted  by  her  Grand 
Lodge,  say: 

"  The  Board  has  also  to  regret  the  withdrawal  of  their  representative  by 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  Louisiana,  and  agrees  with  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master, 
that  it  had  arisen  from  a  misapprehension  of  our  action  in  relation  to  the 
Grand  Orient  of  France.  This  Grand  Lodge  has  never  been  influenced  in 
its  course  by  the  opinions  of  other  Grand  Lodges  on  the  difficulties  which 
have  arisen  in  the  Province  of  Quebec,  or  by  their  recognition  or  non- 
recognition  of  oar  seceding  brethren  there." 
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And  her  Committee  on  Foreign  Oorrespondence,  in  a  like  friendly  and 
conciliatory  spirit,  say: 

**  We  can  assore  oar  Lonisiana  brethren  that  we  were  not  actoated  by  the 
slightest  feeling  of  hostility  to  them,  that  no  such  feeling  was  ever  thought 
of,  and  we  are  sorry  that  tney  should  have  so  misconceived  our  action  in 
the  matter.  We  hope  that  they  will  shortly  resume  our  former  friendly 
and  fraternal  relations." 

The  M.  W.  Grand  Master  of  Louisiana  responds  very  cordially  to  this 
hope,  but  seems  to  Insist,  as  a  condition  precedent  to  the  restoration  of 
amity,  that  Canada  shall  withdraw  her  recognition  of  the  Gallioan  Grand 
Orient  This  portion  of  his  address  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  For- 
eign Correspondence,  but  it  does  not  appear  that  they  made  any  report 
upon  it 

If  we  might  venture  to  express  an  opinion  upon  this  delicate  subject,  it 
would  be  a  mere  suggestion  that  the  sensitiveness  of  our  Louisiana  brethren, 
although  very  natural,  may  have  led  them  to  go  just  a  little  too  far.  It  was 
absolutely  necessary,  in  vindication  of  a  great  principle,  that  ihey  should 
break  off  intercourse  with  the  Grand  Orient  of  France.  It  was  very  proper 
that  the  American  Grand  Bodies  should  do  the  same  thing.  It  would  have 
been  very  right,  in  our  judgment,  for  Canada  to  do  so.  But  if  Canada, 
while  avowedly  condemning  the  action  of  the  '* Grand  Orient,'*  thinks 
proper  to  let  her  condemnation  fall  short  of  an  entire  suspension  t>f  friendly 
relations  with  that  Body,  we  can  hardly  consider  thai  a  sufficient  ground  for 
sending  Canada  to  Coventry.  Masonic  non-intercourse  is  sometimes  the 
only  redress  for  masonic  wroujgs,  but  it  may  be  carried  too  far,  and  was  in 
some  danger  of  being  carried  to  a  startling  extreme  by  some  of  our  brethren 
elsewhere,  with  regard  to  this  very  Canada-Quebec  imJbrogliOt  if  that  had 
not  been  happily  settled. 

A  singular  case  had  occurred  with  regard  to  the  "Star  of  the  East,*'  a 
lodge  in  the  island  of  St  Thomas,  origii^ally  chalftered  by  the  *' Grand  Ori- 
ent of  Colon.**  This  lodge  had  been  re-chartered  by  Louisiana  in  1873, 
tmder  the  supposition  that  the  Grand  Orient  of  Colon  had  ceased  to  exist) 
or  at  least  had  ceased  actively  to  operate.  It  turned  out,  however,  that  this 
Grand  Orient  was  in  the  full  exercise  of  its  vitality,  and  our  brethren  of 
Louisiana  found,  to  their  no  small  surprise,  and  no  doubt  to  their  annoy*> 
once,  that  they  had  unwittingly  been  imitating  the  example  of  the  Grand 
Orient  of  France,  in  invading  a  foreign  jurisdiction !  Of  course,  the  action 
of  the  previous  year  was  promptly  rescinded,  when  the  facts  were  brought 
to  the  knowledge  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

The  decisions  of  the  Grand  Master  and  many  other  subjects  of  genezal 
interest  must  needs  be  deferred,  in  the  hope  of  finding  a  place  for  mention 
of  them  before  we  oondude.    En  paasami,  however,  we  quote  from  the 
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minates  the  following  isolated  action,  as  soggestiye  of  a  question  with  re- 
gard to  oar  own  action  in  the  same  case,  and  perhaps  in  some  others : 

"  Bight  Worshipfal  and  Bev.  Hy.  S.  Jacobs,  from  Committee  on  Foreign 
CSorrespondence,  sabmitted  the  following  report,  which  was,  on  motion, 
xaoeived  and  adopted : 

"  Resolved^  That  in  the  absence  of  any  definite  and  certain  information 
as  to  Uie  principles  governing  the  Grand  Orient  of  Hungary  on  the  subject 
of  the  sovereign  rights  of  Grand  Lodges  within  their  own  jurisdiction,  the 
request  made  by  said  Grand  Orient  for  official  recognition,  and  the  inter- 
change of  Grand  Representatives,  be  not  concurred  in  at  present** 

Of  the  able,  interesting,  and  elaborate  general  Report  of  the  Committee 
on  Foreign  Correspondence,  we  could  give  no  adequate  idea  within  the 
limits  left  us,  and  are  therefore  compelled  to  pass  it  by,  for  the  pres- 
ent, as  well  as  the  reports  of  the  D.  G.  Master,  Grand  Secretary,  and  Com*- 
mittee  on  Jurisprudence. 

Louisiana  has  a  Committee  on  Work,  as  we  have,  and  also  twenty  Dis- 
trict Deputy  Grand  Masters,  each  of  whom  makes  a  report  with  regard  to 
the  lodges  comprised  in  his  own  district  It  has  also  a  system  of  '*  life  *' 
membership,  as  well  as  ** honorary'*  membership,  but  we  do  not  ftdly  un- 
derstand the  nature  and  tenure  of  these. 

Initiated  during  the  year,  367;  passed,  347;  raised,  326.  Memberehip 
reported,  7,788.

MAINE. 

The  Proceedings  of  the  55th  Annual  Communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  Maine,  held  in  Portland  on  the  5th,  6th,  and  7th  of  Biay,  1874,  come  to 
us  in  a  type  which  it  is  a  joy  to  read.  The  M.  W.  David  Cargill  was  in  the 
East,  and  the  R  W.  Ira  Berry  was  Becording  Grand  Secretary.  [They 
have  also  a  "Corresponding  Grand  Secretary,"  who  is  appointed  by  the 
Grand  Master.] 

The  Grand  Master,  in  his  address,  pays  appropriate  honors  to  the  memory 
of  two  of  his  predecessors,  M.  W.  Past  Grand  Masters  Freeman  Bradford 
and  John  H.  Lynde.  Portraits  of  these  brethren  also  adorn  the  published 
Proceedings,  besides  the  usual  memorial  pages  dedicated  to  their  memory. 

Among  other  topics  of  interest,  we  observe  that  the  Grand  Master,  like 
our  own  Masonic  Chief  under  similar  circumstances,  declined  to  authorise 
a  Lodge,  as  such,  to  take  part  in  the  ceremonies  of  "Decomtion  Day,**  in 
honor  of  deoeaaed  soldieiB  of  the  late  war.    The  reasons  assigned  in  both 
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oases  coxmnend  themselves  to  the  approval  of  jadicions  brethren  every- 
where, however  much  their  inclinations  might  lead  them  to  wish  it  conld 
be  otherwise ;  and  this  concurrent  action  (without  concert  or  consultation) 
of  two  most  worshipful  brethren,  in  widely  remote  sections  of  the  Ck)nti- 
nent,  -and  with  sympathies  no  doubt  altogether  diverse  as  regards  the  great 
struggle,  is  one  instance  among  many  of  the  catholic  character  of  the 
principles  of  genuine  Masonry. 

In  accordance  with  the  same  principles  was  the  action  of  G.  M.  GargUl 
in  another  case.  The  W.  M.  of  a  Lodge  had  brought  out  his  Lodge  in 
public  parade  on  the  Fourth  of  July,  determining,  as  he  said,  to  **take  the 
consequences.'*  The  consequences  were,  that  he  was  suspended  from 
ofiEice  for  six  months — ^and  very  justly. 

More  of  the  Canada-Quebec  trouble !  Biaine  had  prohibited  masonic  in- 
tercourse with  lodges  chartered  by  Canada  within  the  territorial  jurisdic- 
tion claimed  by  Quebec .  Whereupon  Canada  issues  a  counterblast  of  non- 
intercourse  with  Maine.  We  trust  that  all  these  things  have  now  passed 
away  and  left  *'not  a  rack"  of  unpleasant  feeling  behind  them. 

The  decisions  of  the  Grand  Master  are  in  general  manifestly  sound,  with 
possibly  one  exception.  This  is  the  case  of  a  petitioner  who  was  elected  to 
receive  the  degrees,  (and  of  course  had  contributed  the  proper  fee,)  but 
failed  for  more  than  twelve  months  to  appear  and  take  them.  Afterwards 
he  sent  in  another  petition  without  the  usual  fee.  The  G.  M.  directs  that 
the  petition  shall  not  be  received,  unless  **in  form.'*  **Treat  the  petition,** 
he  sajrs,  "as  though  he  had  not  petitioned  before."  This  seems  to  us 
rather  hard  upon  the  candidate.  His  self-imposed  suspension  from  ma- 
sonic privileges  for  a  whole  year  ought  to  be  punishment  enough  for  his 
laches.  We  fail  to  see  the  propriety  of  making  him  pay  again  for  a  benefit 
that  he  has  already  paid  for  twdve  mcmJlhs  in  adxxmoe. 

An  excellent  suggestion  is  that  of  not  conferring  offices  upon  brethren 
who  are  not  regular  attendants. 

The  Beport  on  Foreign  Correspondence  is  what  might  be  expected  from 
the  great  ability,  learning,  and  experience,  which  have  made  the  name  of 
the  Chairman,  M.  W.  Josiah  H.  Drummond,  so  well  known  throughout  the 
masonic  world.  It  is  a  repertory  of  thought  and  information,  to  which  no 
mere  extract  could  do  justice.  Reserving  some  portions  of  it  for  further 
notice,  if  practicable,  we  here  merely  note  the  conclusion,  in  which  the 
committee  commend  **the  increasing  eflforts  of  the  CTaft  to  stay  the  tide  of 
intemperance  and  lawlessness  that  has  been  sweeping  over  the  land,**  the 
increase  in  the  demand  for  masonic  libraries,  the  elevation  of  the  standard 
of  qualifications  for  office,  the  greater  attention  given  to  the  published  pro- 
ceedings of  Grand  Lodges,  &c.,  &o.  They  condemn  the  disposition  to 
spend  numey  in  erecting  costly  * -temples,"  and  etpnaa  giatifloation  that 
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social  gatherings  of  the  ciaft  are  becoming  more  common,  as  tending  to 
strengthen  the  bonds  of  brotherhood.* 

The  initiations  daring  the  year  were  1,132.  Members  reported,  18,118. 
Only  6  suspensions  and  3  expulsions  are  reported.  The  nmnber  of  non- 
affiliates,  if  correctly  ascertained,  (the  piacticability  of  which  we  donljt,)  is 
nnnsoally  small,  only  258  being  reported. 

M.  W.  David  GargiU  and  R.  W.  Ira  Berry  were,  respectively,  re-elected 
G.  M.  and  G.  Sec  M.  W.  P.  G.  M.,  Josiah  H.  Drummond  (who  repre- 
sents Alabama  in  the  G.  L.)  was  also  re-appointed  Chairman  of  Committee 
on  Correspondence. 

MARYLAND. 

The  Annual  Commnnication  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Maryland  was  held 
in  Baltimore  on  the  17th,  18th  and  19th  of  November,  1873. 

The  address  of  the  G.  M.,  M  W.  John  H.  B.  Latrobe,  relates  almost  ex- 
clusively to  domestic  affidrs,  among  which  we  regret  to  notice  that  a  law- 
suit against  the  Giand  Lodge,  in  behalf  of  the  estate  of  a  deceased  P.  G.  M., 
occupies  a  prominent  place.  The  suit  is  waged  for  recoveiy  of  the  alleged 
value  of  lumber  furnished  by  the  deceased  for  the  erection  of  the  '*  Masonic 
Temple,"  and,  from  the  language  of  the  G.  M,  we  infer  that  there  is,  un- 
fortunately, some  unpleasant  feeling  among  the  Fraternity  on  account  of  it 
It  is  certainly  a  matter  much  to  be  regretted. 

The  Committee  on  Correspondence  make  a  very  brief  report,  the  greater 
part  of  which  is  devoted  to  an  account  of  the  action  of  the  Grand  Orient  of 
France  with  regard  to  Louisiana.  This,  of  course,  meets  with  the  justly 
merited  censure  bestowed  upon  it  by  other  masonic  bodies  in  America.

We  observe  that  the  J.  G.  Deacon  was  appointed  by  the  S.  G.  Warden, 


*The  Committee  make  one  mistake  in  reviewing  Alabama.    They  say : 

**The  Report  on  Correspondence  was  partially  prepared  by  Bro.  Knott  b^ 
fore  his  death,  and  was  completed  by  Bro.  Heniy  C.  Tompkins." 

Brother  Tompkins  would  be  the  last  man  to  desire  credit  for  another's 
work,  and  it  may  not  be  improper  to  state,  as  we  happen  to  know,  that 
nearly  the  whole  of  the  Report  for  1873,  was  prepared  by  Bro.  J.  J.  Del- 
champs,  P.  M.  of  Magnolia  Lodge,  No.  259,  who,  although  not  a  member 
of  the  Committee,  had  (as  we  are  informed)  contributed  no  small  share  of 
its  labor  during  the  chairmanship  of  our  late  distinguished  brother. 
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and  the  G.  Stewards  by  the  J.  G.  Warden— a  cnstom  which,  although  ona- 
Boal,  seems  not  nnreasonable. 

MASSACHUSETTS. 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  Massachusetts  held  its  140th  Annual  Gommnnication 
(so  accounted)  in  Boston  on  the  10th,  11th,  and  30th  days  of  December,  1873. 
"Oar  ancient  brethren"  of  this  venerable  body  have  good  reason  to  be 
prond,  not  only  of  their  antiquity,  but  of  the  high  tone  of  literary  taste  and 
culture  which  characterizes  their  proceedings,  and  of  the  admirable  style  in 
which  they  are  prepared  and  printed.  It  is  true,  they  have  no  committee 
on  correspondence  and  manifest  but  little  interest  in  the  affairs  of  other 
masonic  bodies,  but  we  do  not  quarrel  with  them  on  that  account,  for  they 
have  some  foundation  for  the  claim— if  they  chose  to  make  it — of  being 
considered  the  "Hub"  of  American  Freemasonry,  if  not  of  the  Masonic 
Universe. 

We  have  marked  a  striking  passage  of  the  able  and  well  written  address 
of  the  G.  M.,  M.  W.  Sereno  D.  Nickerson,  for  quotation  in  a  subsequent 
part  of  this  Report  He  gives  no  formal  decisions  upon  questions  of  ma- 
sonic usage  or  jurisprudence,  but  presents  a  business-like  statement  of  offi- 
cial acts,  and  gives  a  favorable  account  of  the  geseral  condition  of  the  Craft 
in  his  jurisdiction.  He  speaks  at  length  of  the  life,  character,  and  services 
of  the  late  Bishop  Randall,  P.  G.  M.,  who  has  already  been  spoken  of  un- 
der "Coloiado." 

A  touching  incident  occurred,  with  regard  to  the  R.  W.  Charles  W.  Moore, 
one  of  the  most  distinguished  Masons  in  the  country,  who  lay  on  his  death- 
bed while  the  Grand  Lodge  was  in  session.  He  had  been  a  member  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  continuously  for  more  than  forty  years  ;  he  had  been  one  of 
ite  bravest,  staunchest  and  most  efficient  of  the  defenders  of  the  institution 
during  the  dark  days  of  the  anti-masonic  persecution  ;  and  he  had  been  the 
founder,  and  for  many  years  the  conductor,  of  the  first  exclusively  masonic 
periodical  in  the  world.  In  consideration  of  these  eminent  services,  G.  M. 
Nickerson  proposed  that  the  Grand  Lodge  should  confer  upon  him  the  rank 
of  "Honorary  Past  Grand  Master. "  In  making  the  suggestion,  he  says  that 
there  is  probably  no  precedent  for  it  on  record  in  this  country,  but  refers 
to  the  records  to  show  that,  in  1845,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Oliver  and  Dr.  Crucefix, 
two  distinguished  English  Masons,  were  made  honorary  members,  the 
former  with  the  rank  of  P.  D.  G.  M.,  and  the  latter  with  that  of  P.  S.  G. 
Warden. 

This  proposition  of  the  G.  M.  was  at  once  carried  into  effect,  the  honor 
was  conferred  by  a  unanimous  vote,  and  P.  G.  M.  Winslow  Lewis,  M.  D., 
was  appointed  a  Committee  to  wait  on  Brother  Moore  and  communicate  to 
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him  this  aotiozL  In  his  report  of  performance  of  the  duty,  Dr.  I^wis 
says: 

«<  The  announcement  of  the  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  for  the  moment, 
reanimated  his  dying  features  and  lighted  up  his  finding  eyes.  With  grate- 
ful emotion,  he  expressed  his  benediction  to  his  brethren,  and  added  that 
this  tribute  was  worth  living  for  and  worth  dying  for.  He  expressed  his 
fall  consciousness  of  this  last  bestowment  of  the  appreciation  of  his  labors, 
and  of  the  solace  thus  administered  in  the  last  moments  of  life." 

An  election  of  grand  officers  was  held,  among  the  number  being  the  M.  W. 
Sereno  D.  Nickerson  and  the  B.  W.  Charles  H.  Titus,  respectively  re-elected 
G.  M.  and  G.  Secretary. 

The  Grand  Lodge  was  then  closed,  on  the  second  day  of  its  session,  to 
be  reopened  on  the  30th  of  December  for  installation  of  officers  and  cele- 
bration (three  days  after  date)  of  the  Feast  of  St  John  the  Evangelist  At 
this  meeting  the  installation  took  place,  with  ceremonies  of  an  impressive 
character,  which  might  perhaps  be  worthy  of  imitation  elsewhere,  as 
according  with  the  high  ritualistic  spirit  of  masonic  institutions. 

The  death  of  the  R.  W.  Bro.  C.  W.  Moore,  which  had  occurred  during 
the  interval  for  which  the  Grand  Lodge  was  closed,  was  announced,  and  a 
very  interesting  biographical  sketch  of  his  life  and  services  read  by  the 
Grand  Master. 

In  Massachusetts,  as  in  Iowa,  the  Deputy  Grand  Master  is  not  elected, 
but  appointed  by  the  Grand  Master,  according  to  original  usage. 

The  Grand  Lodge  has  a  standing  Committee  on  Charity,  and  makes  reg- 
ular appropriations  of  money  for  this  purpose.  The  committee  reported 
disbursements,  during  the  year,  for  the  relief  of  distressed  brethren,  their 
widows  and  orphans,  and  similar  purposes,  of  $1,549.33.

An  appendix  of  235  pages  is  devoted  to  biographical  sketches,  by  the  R 
W.  John  T.  Heard,  P.  G.  M.,  of  the  sixty-four  clergymen,  who  have  held 
the  office  of  Grand  Chaplain,  since  it  was  instituted,  in  the  year  1796,  with 
likenesses  of  several  of  them.    Some  of  these  sketches  are  very  interesting. 

MICHIGAN. 

Thirtieth  Annual  Communication  held  in  Detroit  on  the  27th,  28th,  and 
29th  January,  1874. 
The  proceedingB  oontain  also  the  minutes  of  a  speda)  communicatian 
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held  at  T^nmTig  on  thQ  2d  October,  1873,  for  the  pozpoge  of  laying  the  cor- 
ner stone  of  a  new  State  Capitol,  which  was  done  with  imposing  ceremo- 
nies, fifteen  hundred  Templars  and  twenty-five  hundred  other  masons 
taking  part 

The  Address  of  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master,  Bro.  Hugh  McCurdy,  (whose 
likeness  forms  a  frontispiece  to  the  proceedings,)  is  a  well  considered,  well 
arranged,  and  sensible  document,  of  more  than  the  usual  length,  and  gives 
a  very  complete  and  satisfactory  account  of  his  administration.  He  com- 
memorates the  deaths  of  F^t  Grand  Master  Francis  Darrow,  (who  fell  dead 
in  the  street  at  midnight,  while  on  his  way  to  a  railway  station,  at  the  age 
of  sixty-three,)  of  Past  Grand  Wardens  Melancthon  W.  Alfred,  M.  D.,  and 
John  Farrar.  The  last  named  had  been  a  Mason  for  fifty-eigJd  of  the  eigfUy- 
OM  yean  of  his  life. 

Ten  dispensations  for  the  formation  of  new  lodges  had  been  issued,  and 
three  for  conferring  the  degrees  within  less  than  the  usual  time.  With  re> 
gard  to  the  latter  class  of  dispensations,  the  Grand  Master  says  that  many 
others  had  been  asked  for,  but  refused.     He  remarks,  in  conclusion: 

''The  applications  for  such^dispensations  stated  that  they  were  cases  of 
emergency;  and  if  they  did  not,  I  was  sure  to  inquire,  and  when  I  ascer- 
tained that  the  person  upon  whom  the  &vor  was  to  be  conferred  had  lived 
for  years  in  the  locality  of  the  lodge,  and  was  about  going  to  Europe,  Cali- 
fornia, or  some  other  point,  and  desired  to  be  made  a  mason  before  he  left, 
it  was  promptly  denied  by  me;  and  if  he  received  any  favors,  they  were 
such  as  the  by-laws  of  the  lodge  to  which  be  appealed  granted  him,  and 
the  lodge  was  under  no  obligation  to  the  Grand  Master  for  the  exercise  of 
this  prerogative.  In  all  such  cases,  the  persons  asking  masonic  favors 
should  receive  them  just  as  fast  as  the  lodge,  under  the  constitution  and 
regulations,  can  grant  them — no  faster.*' 

Twenty  decisions  are  reported,  to  some  of  which,  as  well  as  to  some  other 
points  of  the  address,  we  shall  endeavor  to  refer  hereafter. 

Two  distinct  efforts  were  made  to  obtain  from  the  Grand  Lodge  a  recog- 
nition of  certain  clandestine  associations,  purporting  to  be  lodges  of  col-, 
ored  masons,  but  they  were  both  promptly  voted  down,  vrithout  being  even 
considered. 

The  Beport  on  Foreign  Correspondence  is  signed  by  the  R.  W.  Foster 
Pnttt,  Grand  Secretary  and  ex-K^fido  Chairman,  who  modestly  claims  only 
the  functions  of  a  reporierj  but  exhibits  the  full  qualifications  of  a  reviewer. 
His  comments  on  the  facts  of  which  he  presents  a  clear  and  concise  state- 
ment, are  always  temperate,  courteous,  and  sensible,  though  we  cannot 
concur  in  all  his  conclusions. 

Initiations  1,794.     Members  24,997. 

The  number  of  rejections  (996)  is  proportionally  greater  even  than  in 
Massachusetts,  being  more  than  55  per  cent  of  the  initiations.

MINNESOTA. 

Twenty-first  Annual  Commnnication  held  in  St  Paul  on  the  13th,  14th, 
and  15th  January,  1874. 

The  M.  W.  Charles  Griswold,  G.  M-,  in  his  address,  makes  mention  of 
the  death  of  the  R.  W.  A.  J.  Phelps,  P.  G.  Warden,  and  of  several  eminent 
brethren  in  other  jurisdictions.  He  reports  four  dispensations  granted  for 
the  formation  of  new  lodges.  As  to  applications  for  other  dispensations, 
he  says: 

**  Frequent  applications  have  been  made  for  dispensations  to  confer  the 
degrees  upon  the  physically  maimed,  and  upon  those  who  had  not  resided 
within  our  jurisdiction  the  required  length  of  time;  and  also  to  confer  all 
the  degrees  at  one  communication.  All  such  applications  have  been  uni- 
formly  refused;  the  first  class,  because  I  did  not  feel  at  hberty  to  violate  an 
ancient  landmark;  the  second,  because  I  did  not  wish  to  establish  the  pre- 
cedent of  laying  hands  suddenly  on  any  man;  and  the  third,  for  the  reason 
that,  when  men  live  for  years  in  the  vicinity  of  a  lodge  and  do  not  feel  a 
sufficient  interest  in,  or  love  for.  Masonry,  to  apply  for  the  degrees,  and 
only  become  alive  to  its  beauty  and  advantages  at  the  last  moment,  just  as 
they  are  on  the  eve  of  taking  some  journey  or  emigrating  to  some  other 
State,  they  can  hardly  be  said  to  be  uninfluenced  hj  mercenary  motives, 
and,  as  a  class,  they  are  not  such  material  as  we  wish  to  work  pito  our 
Mystic  Temple." 

Eleven  decisions  upon  questions  of  Masonic  Law  are  reported,  on  which 
we  defer  comment  for  the  present 

The  Grand  Master  devotes  considerable  space  to  a  subject  which,  thus 
&r,  we  have  not  seen  brought  forward  in  any  other  jurisdiction — the  atro- 
cious outrages  perpetrated,  or  reported  to  have  been  perpetrated,  upon  cer- 
tain Masons  and  their  families  in  Cuba.  He  says  that  these  "would  seem 
to  call  loudly  for  an  earnest  protest  from  every  true  Mason  and  every  lover 
of  humanity.'*  At  the  same  time,  he  confesses  the  inability  of  the  Frater- 
temity,  as  Masons^  to  take  any  effectual  action  in  the  matter.  Even  to 
memorialiBe  the  Government  of  this  country  on  the  subject,  he  thinks, 
would  be  ** interfering  with  political  questions,"  would  have  *'a  very  strong 
political  coloring,"  or,  in  other  words,  would  be  *' travelling  on  masonicaUy 
forbidden  grounds."  In  view  of  which  considerations,  the  sad  and  impo- 
tent conclusion  is  attained,  that,  "as  Masons,  it  would  appear  that  we  can 
do  nothing." 

With  all  respect  and  entire  deference,  we  can  not  but  dissent  in  some  de- 
gree, from  both  premises  and  conclusion.  We  can  see  nothing  "  political " 
or  unmasonic  in  bringing  the  whole  weight  and  influence  of  Masonry  to 
bear  upon  any  Government  in  behalf  of  an  object  of  mere  humanity.    Ma- 
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soniy  belongs  to  this  world,  its  membership  consists  of  human  beings,  and 
it  is  impossible  utterly  to  ignore  other  hmnan  institutions.  If  we  may  ap- 
ply to  the  "powers  that  be  "  in  the  political  world  for  the  incorporation  of 
a  grand  or  subordinate  lodge,  or  if  we  may  unite  with  them  in  laying  the 
comer  stone  of  a  public  edifice,  why  may  we  not  petition  them  in  behalf 
of  our  own  persecuted  brethren  and  their  suffering  families  in  any  part  of 
the  world,  where  their  interference  might  probably  be  available  for  relief? 
There  are  limitations  to  the  application  of  all  finite  principles,  and  we  may 
err  by  pushing  even  a  sound  masonic  principle  so  far  as  to  interfere  with 
the  counter  principle  which  checks  and  restrains  it    * 

The  concluding  portions  of  the  Grand  Master's  Address  relate  to  general 
subjects  and  are,  in  the  main,  most  admirable.  We  have  read  nothing 
better  in  the  whole  range  of  this  review,  and  wish  that  it  could  be  read  in 
every  lodge  throughout  the  land. 

We  would  gladly  give  some  specimens  of  the  racy  and  readable  report  of 
the  Committee  on  Correspondence — M.  W.  Past  Grand  blaster  A-  T.  C. 
Pierson,  Chairman — ,but  dare  not  begin,  for  where  or  when  could  we  stop? 
Nor  dare  we  say  that  we  shall  find  room  for  future  extracts,  as  enough  has 
already  been  reserved,  with  that  view,  to  fill  some  hundreds,  or  thousands, 
of  pages. 

The  truth  is,  the  farther  we  proceed  in  this  work,  the  more  we  feel  like  a 
child  gathering  sheUs  on  an  unfrequented  beach,  after  a  storm  has  heaped 
upon  it  the  strange  things  of  the  deep.  His  arms  are  soon  filled,  but  he 
finds  at  every  step  some  new  prize,  and  has  to  cast  away  part  of  the  old 
ones  to  make  room  for  it,  until  finally  he  stands  appalled  at  the  very  pro- 
fasion  of  treasures,  which  defy  his  limited  capacity  of  appropriation.

MISSISSIPPL 

Fifty-sixth  Annual  Communication  held  at  Canton  on  the  3d,  4th,  5th, 
and  6th  of  February,  1874;  M.  W.  JL  P.  Bowen,  Grand  Master,  presiding, 
and  E.  W.  J.  L.  Power  in  charge  of  the  Records. 

The  Grand  Master  opens  his  Address  with  an  appropriate  and  really  elo- 
quent admonition  upon  the  subject  of  Charity.  Among  the  subjects 
treated,  he  commends  the  Orphans*  Home  at  Lauderdale  to  the  support  of 
the  Fraternity,  expressing  the  opinion  that  it  is  better  that  it  should  remain 
on  its  present  footing,  than  to  be  transferred  to  the  control  of  the  Gmud 
Lodge.     He  reports  the  issue  of  seven  dispensations  for  new  lodges,  and  an- 
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noonceB  in  suitable  terms  the  deaths  of  Past  Grand  Master  Bichard  Cooper, 
Past  Senior  Grand  Warden  William  L.  Sharkey,  District  Deputy  Grand 
Master  John  H.  Mitchell,  and  Past  Junior  Grand  Deacon  J.  J.  Cooper. 
Judge  Sharkey,  who  died  in  Washington,  D.  C,  in  April,  1873,  was  prom- 
inent as  a  statesman  and  jurist,  as  well  as  a  Mason.  He  died  in  the  84th 
year  of  his  age,  and  it  is  mentioned  that  one  of  his  last  acts,  before  leaving 
home  for  Washington  on  professional  business,  was  to  arrange  for  the  pay- 
ment of  his  lodge  dues,  with  the  expression  of  his  desire  to  live  and  die  an 
affiliated  Mason. 

Some  interesting  decisions  on  Masonic  Law  are  given  by  the  Grand  Mas- 
ter, and  a  number  of  others  reported  by  the  Committee  on  Jurisprudence, 
including  among  them  the  questions  arising  in  the  now  celebrated  case  of 
Speighty  or  l^^nght — it  is  printed  each  way  so  often  that  we  are  at  a  loss  to 
know  which  is  the  right,  or  even  to  determine  on  which  side  is  the  pre- 
ponderance of  authority.    All  these  questions  we  pass  over  for  the  present 

The  Report  on  Foreign  Correspondence  is  terse,  clear,  and  comprehen- 
siye.  It  is  presented  under  the  signature  of  the  Chairman,  B.  W.  and  Bev. 
A.  H.  Barkley,  Past  Grand  Chaplain,  and  at  the  same  communication  elected 
Grand  Master.

MISSOUBL 

The  54th  Annual  Communication  of  the  Grand  ;Lodge  of  Mussouri  was 
held  in  St  Louis  on  the  13th,  14th,  and  15th  of  October,  1874.  The  Pro- 
ceedings haye  been  published  and  distributed  with  rare  proniptneea 

The  M.  W.  Bufus  £.  Anderson,  Grand  Master,  presided ;  the  B.  W.  G^eoige 
Frank  Gouley  being  Grand  Secretary,  Committee  on  Correspondence,  and 
representative  of  Alabama,  as  well  as  of  a  number  of  other  masonic  powers. 

The  Grand  Master's  Address  deals  with  a  great  number  of  subjects,  some 
of  them  of  general,  and  others  of  only  local  importance.  Among  the 
deaths  announced,  is  that  of  the  B.  W.  John  D.  Daggett,  Past  Grand  Seo- 
retary,  and  Past  Deputy  Grand  Master,  who  was  initiated  in  St  Louis  in 
1817,  in  a  lodge  then  working  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  Tennessee.  He  was  one  of  the  founders  (in  1821)  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  Missouri,  and  ww  the  last  surviving  member  of  that  original  body.  He 
had  breasted  the  storm  of  anti-masonry  with  unbending  firmness  and  fidel- 
ity, and  was  assiduous  in  the  performance  of  his  masonic  duties  until  the 
day  of  his  death,  which  oocnned  in  the  Slst  year  of  his  age. 
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The  M.  W.  J.  W.  a  Mitchell,  Past  Grand  Master,  Past  Grand  Secretary, 
and  author  of  "The  History  of  Freemasonry,"  and  "The  Common  Law  of 
Masonry,"  had  also  died  during  the  year,  at  the  age  of  about  73  years,  and 
is  commemorated  with  the  honors  due  to  his  character  and  services. 

The  Grand  Master  reports  thirteen  dispensations  granted  for  new  lodges, 
and  a  number  of  applications  for  others  refused.  He  deprecates  the  un- 
necessary multiplication  of  lodges,  and  (in  common  with  other  Grand  Mas- 
ters and  the  most  thoughtful  and  intelligent  members  of  the  Graft  in  gen- 
eral) deplores  and  denounces  the  alarming  increase  of  unworthy  and  indif- 
ferent members. 

The  Masonic  Female  College  at  Covington,  Georgia,  is  commended  to 
the  support  of  our  Missouri  brethren,  with  a  cordial  earnestness  which  indi . 
cates  an  unsectional  and  truly  fi:atemal  spirit,  worthy  of  special  notice  and 
oonmiendation. 

The  Grand  Master  considers  the  system  of  District  Deputy  Grand  Masters 
to  have  proved,  in  great  measure,  a  failure.  If  he  could  have  travelled 
through  the  State  in  person,  he  believes  that  he  would  have  arrested  one 
out  of  every  five  charters  in  force,  and  that  the  effect  would  have  been  ben- 
eficial to  the  Craft.  He  recommends  that  a  liberal  salary  be  attached  to  the 
office  of  Grand  Master,  (positively  declining  reelection  of  himself,)  so  as  to 
enable  the  incumbent  to  devote  his  whole  time  and  attention  to  its  impor- 
tant and  increasing  duties.  This  recommendation,  however,  met  with  an 
adverse  report  from  the  Committee  to  which  it  was  referred. 

The  Proceedings  abound  in  decisions  on  questions  of  Masonic  Law  and 
Usage.  The  Grand  Master  reports  thirty-four,  some  of  which  receive  fur- 
ther consideration  in  a  report  on  Jurisprudence,  and  the  Report  on  Foreign 
Correspondence  consists  chiefly  of  a  full  account  of  the  various  decisions 
made  throughout  the  land.  The  Conmiittee  on  Grievances  report  some  ex- 
traordinary trials  and  sentences  of  subordinate  lodges.  In  one  of  these 
the  accused  was  found  not  guiUy  of  the  sole  specification,  but  guilty  of  the 
sole  charge,  although  the  Committee  declare  that  there  was  nothing  proved 
against  him  *'that  he  had  not  a  perfect  right  to  do.'*  They  very  naturally 
pronounce  the  whole  trial  "a  grand  fEurce,**  and  declare  the  proceedings  null 
and  void. 

In  another  trial — described  by  the  Committee  as  **one  of  the  ftmniest 
eases"  they  have  met  with^K)ne  of  the  specifications  ran  thus:  "For  being 
a  regular  nuisance  in  the  Lodge;  for  all  are  conversant  with  the  fact  that, 
when  present,  he  continually  bores  the  Lodge  with  long,  windy  speeches, 
to  the  detriment  of  the  peace  and  harmony  and  prosperity  of  our  Lodge,  as 
well  as  to  the  chagrin  of  many  brethren  present"  Whereupon  they  found 
him  guilty  and  suspended  him  for  six  months.  Before  the  appeal  was  oon- 
■idered,  five  monthB  had  elapsed— a  period  which  the  Committee  thought 
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quite  long  enough  for  sospension  on  Ruch  specifications  as  the  above,  and 
recommended  the  immediate  restoration  of  the  appellant  to  his  full  masonic 
rights — including,  we  presume,  the  right  to  make  **long,  windy  speeches,** — 
a  conclusion  not  likely  to  prove  satisfactory  to  either  party. 

In  another  case,  (mentioned  by  the  Grand  Master, )  a  Mason  brought  to 
trial  for  gross  neglect  or  harsh  treatment  of  a  brother  Mason  in  his  employ, 
when  sick  and  sufiering,  was  sentenced,  (justly,  if  the  charges  were  sus- 
tained,) to  snapension  for  fifty  years — a  sentence  decidedly  admonitory  of 
patience,  as  well  as  charity. 

The  R.  W.  Grand  Secretary,  Brother  Gouley,  is  the  Committee  on  For- 
eign Correspondence — not  Ckaimi/in  merely,  but  the  whole  Committee.  He 
apologises  for  his  Report,  on  account  of  an  affection  of  his  eyesight,  which 
we  regret,  though  the  Report-  needs  no  apology.  It  consists,  as  we  have 
already  stated,  chiefly  of  a  compilation  of  the  various  questions  of  Masonic 
Law  and  decisions  thereon  during  the  previous  year.  [We  believe,  however, 
that  he  is  mistaken  as  to  the  authorship  of  the  Alabama  Report  on  Corres- 
pondence for  last  year.     See  note  on  page  102.  ] 

Brother  Gouley's  persevering  and  reiterated  efforts  to  secure  the  general 
adoption,  by  Grand  Secretaries,  of  "sub-heads"  for  their  reports  of  pro- 
ceedings, deserve,  and  we  hope  will  achieve,  success.  As  he  well  says,  in 
one  place,  "Life  is  too  short  to  waste  in  reading  every  line  just  to  find  out 
what  comes  next**

MONTANA. 

Ninth  Annual  Communication  held  at  Helena,  on  the  6th  and  next  three 
days  of  October,  1873. 

The  Proceedings  are  embellished  with  a  well  executed  likeness  of  the 
Grand  Master  presiding  thereat,  the  M.  W.  J.  R.  Boyce,  Sr.,  whose  genial 
and  benevolent  features  speak  well  for  Masonry  as  it  exists  in  that  remote 
and  rugged  Territory.  The  masonic  population  is  small,  consisting  of 
only  16  lodges  and  667  members,  but  the  proceedings  were  spirited  and 
spicey — as  might  be  inferred  from  the  duration  of  the  session. 

The  Grand  Master,  in  his  Address,  reported  three  decisions  on  matters  of 
discipline,  all  of  them  involving  questions  of  more  or  less  difiiculty  and 
delicacy,  and  the  discussion  of  which  occupied  much  of  the  time  of  the 
Grand  Lodge.  As  in  other  cases,  we  postpone  further  account  of  these  for 
for  the  present    He  denounces^  in  forcible  terms,  the  laxity  of  conduct 
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prevailing  among  some  of  the  Fraternity.  On  this  subject  he  is  both 
earnest  and  eloquent  Against  one  expreesion,  however,  and  only  one,  we 
would  enter  a  respectfol  protest  This  is,  where,  in  speaking  of  the  neces- 
sity of  administering  masonic  discipline,  he  says,  '*  we  may  no  longer  shun 
the  responsibility  of  respecting  the  opinions  of  society."  In  our  judgment 
there  is  too  much  respect,  rather  than  too  little,  in  modem  masonry,  for 
the  ** opinions  of  society."  There  is  no  lack  of  higher  motives  for  8u:tion 
in  the  direction  indicated,  and  we  think  the  opinion  of  the  world  without 
should  be  ignored  as  much  as  possible  in  the  administration  of  masonic 
law. 

A  new  Hall  was  dedicated,  and  an  address  delivered  on  the  occasion  by 
the  R.  W.  W.  F.  Sanders,  Grand  Orator. 

The  Report  on  Foreign  Correspondence  is  signed  by  the  K.  W.  Ck)melius 
Hedges,  Grand  Secretary,  (and  P.  G.  M.,)  as  Chairman  of  the  Committee. 
It  is  very  lively  and  readable,  so  that  we  are  not  surprised  to  notice  that  it 
was  not  merely  *'  received  and  ordered  printed,"  as  usual  in  such  cases,  but 
actually  read  in  the  Grand  Lodge.  The  vmter  seems  to  have  read  our 
Alabama  Proceedings  for  1872  somewhat  hastily,  as  he  makes  several  mis- 
takes with  regard  to  the  action  of  this  Grand  Lodge  upon  the  subject  of 
the  "Temple." 

Initiations  reported,  42.     Membership,  667. 

M.  W.  Solomon  Star,  (a  curiously  felicitous  name  for  a  Masonic  Dignita- 
ly,)  Grand  Master. 

B.  W.  Cornelius  Hedges,  (re-elected,)  Grand  Secretary,  and  reappointed 
Chairman  of  Committee  on  Correspondence. 

The  Proceedings  are  beautifully  printed  by  the  **Bocky  Mounted  Pub- 
hshing  Company." 

NEBRASKA. 

The  Sixteenth  Annual  Communication  was  held  at  Nebraska  City  on  the 
17th  and  18th  June,  1873. 

The  G.  M.,  M.  W.  William  £.  Hill,  reported  eight  dispensations  for  the 
fonnation  of  new  lodges,  and  four  for  the  conferring  of  degrees  "out  of  the 
nsnaltime."  Applications  for  dispensations  of  this  latter  class,  he  says, 
have  become  much  less  frequent  since  the  adoption  of  the  rule  requiring  a 
fee  for  them.  "That  is,"  (he  adds,)  " most  of  the  cases  are  not  so  emerg- 
ent when  they  cost  ten  dollars."  The  address  and  the  greater  part  of  the 
proceedings  relate  to  matters  of  detail  and  routine. 

A  public  oration  was  delivered  by  the  Grand  Orator,  W.  Luther  W.  Os- 
bom. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence,  signed  by  Brothers  B.  R.  Livingston  and 
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J.  N.  Wise,  is  a  lively  and  readable  docmnent  It  speaks  in  very  compli- 
mentary terms  of  the  Report  of  our  own  Committee  for  1872,  as  well  as  the 
Address  of  G.  M.  Johnson  for  the  same  year.  We  are  not  sure,  however, 
that  we  understand  the  criticism  on  the  decision  relative  to  the  ballot  and 
the  examination  for  proficiency  of  the  candidate  for  the  second  or  third 
degree. 

The  initiations  reported  were  263.     Membership,  1,943.

NEVADA. 

Ninth  Annual  Communication  held  at  Nevada  City  on  the  ISth  and  next 
three  days  of  November,  1873. 

The  address  of  the  G.  M.,  M.  W.  Wm.  A.  Van  Bokkelen,  is  compara- 
tively brief,  but  sensible,  pertinent,  and  judicious.  Some  of  his  decisions 
we  cannot  endorse,  but  pass  them  by  for  the  present 

The  Report  on  Foreign  Correspondence,  signed  by  Bro.  Robert  H.  Taj* 
lor.  Chairman,  fills  180  closely  printed  pages^  comprising  a  remarkably 
full,  complete,  and  carefully  prepired  review  of  the  Proceedings  of  47 
Grand  Lodges,  and  concluding  with  a  full  Digest  of  Decisions. 

We  cannot  withhold  the  expression  of  our  admiration  for  the  care,  skill, 
and  labor  bestowed  upon  this  document,  and  indeed  upon  the  whole  of  the 
business  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  as  well  as  the  preparation  of  the  Proceed- 
ings, in  that  remote,  young,  and  sparsely  populated  Territory.  It  speaks 
well  for  the  zeal  and  intelligence  of  the  Masons  of  Nevada,  which  as  yet 
contains  (or  contained  in  1873)  only  16  chartered  lodges  and  2  under  dis- 
pensation. One  hundred  and  two  initiations  were  reported,  and  a  mem- 
bership of  1,243  Master  Masons.  The  rejections  during  the  year  were  89 
— a  larger  proportion  thac  any  yet  noticed,  and  probably  a  healthy  indi" 
cation. 

The  M.  W.  Horatio  S.  Mason  was  elected  Grand  Master,  and  the  Y.  W. 
Samuel  W.  Chubbuck,  Grand  Secretary.  Bro.  R.  H.  Taylor  was  reappoint' 
ed  Chairman  of  Committee  on  Correspondence. 

NEW  BRUNSWICK. 

Ninth  Annual  Communication  held  at  St  Johns  on  the  23d,  24th,  and 
25th  of  September,  1874. 

The  address  of  the  M.  W.  John  Y.  Ellis,  Grand  Master,  although  devoted 
mainly  to  local  afllEiirs,  touches  several  questions  of  general  interest,  which 
we  reserve  for  future  notice.  He  speaks  favorably  of  the  general  condition 
of  the  Fraternity  in  the  Province,  in  respect  of  nnmbecs,  wealth,  and  ftater« 
ual  feeling. 
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Among  the  deceased  brethren,  whose  names  are  honored  with  special 
notice,  was  the  Worshipful  Brother  John  Willis,  Past  Senior  Grand  Deacon, 
who  died  on  the  8th  of  July  last,  in  the  54th  year  of  his  masonic  life. 
Initiated  in  Cincinnati,  Ohio,  he  was  Master  of  a  Lodge  there  when  La- 
fiiyette  visited  that  city  in  1824,  and  participated  m  the  festivities  attending 
his  reception.  Removing  afterwards  to  the  British  Provinces,  it  was  his 
singnlar  experience  to  preside,  at  different  periods  of  his  life,  over  lodges 
under  the  jurisdiction  of  Ohioi  England,  Ireland,  and  Scotland.  When  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  New  Brunswick  was  organized,  in  1867,  as  the  Senior  Past 
Master  present,  he  installed  the  first  Grand  Master,  and  was  made  a  perma- 
nent member,  with  the  rank  (honorary,  as  we  understand  it,)  of  Past  Senior 
Grand  Deacon.  A  monumental  page  of  the  Proceedings  is  devoted  to  his 
memory. 

New  Brunswick  has  30  subordinate  lodges,  with  a  membership  of  2,148. 
The  initiations  during  the  previous  year  were  204. 

In  this  jurisdiction,  although  the  D.  G.  M  is  elected,  the  Grand  Secre- 
tary is  appointed  by  the  G.  M.,  and  bears  the  title  "Very  Worshipful " — 
which  is  also  employed,  with  variations  in  its  application,  in  the  other 
British  Provinces,  and  in  Nebraska  and  Nevada.  Dr.  Mackey  is  therefore 
mistaken  in  speaking  of  it  (in  his  " EncyclopaBdia  ")  as  "not  now  in  use." 

The  M.  W.  John  Y.  Ellis  was  re-elected  Grand  Master,  and  the  Y.  W. 
William  F.  Bunting  reappointed  Grand  Secretary.  There  is  no  Committee 
on  Foreign  Correspondence. 

NEW  HAMPSHIBE. 

We  have  the  proceedings  of  a  semi-annual  (Donmnunication  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  New  Hampshire,  held  in  Manchester  on  St  John  the  Evangelist's 
Day,  27th  December,  1872.  The  only  action  reported  was  the  exemplifica- 
tion of  work  by  the  conferring  of  the  three  several  degrees  upon  as  many 
candidates  furnished  by  two  of  the  Manchester  lodges — all  Master  Masons 
being  invited  to  attend.  Of  course,  the  written  report  is  brief.  According 
to  ancient  usage,  a  banquet  followed. 

The  Annual  (Communication  (number  not  given)  was  held  in  Concord  on 
the  21st  of  May,  1873. 

The  address  of  the  G.  M.,  M.,W.  Nathaniel  W.  Cumner,  was  brief  and 
bnsiness-like.  He  announced  the  death  of  P.  G.  Master  Ichabod  G.  Jor- 
dan. He  had  granted  several  dispensations  to  lodges  to  appear  in  public 
on  "Decoration  Day,"  avows  his  sympathy  with  the  "object  of  the  day," 
as  one  set  apart  to  "  do  honor  to  the  memory  of  those  who  fell  martyrs  to 
the  cause  of  liberty,"  yet  expresses  the  opinion  that  it  will  be  injurious  to 
the  welfkre  and  usefulness  of  the  craft  for  lodges  to  appear  in  public  proces- 
sioDs  for  any  other  than  purely  masonic  purposes,  leaving  the  seeming  in- 
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consistency  between  theory  and  practice  unexplained.  He  favoTs  public 
installations,  however,  as  tending  to  relieve  the  iormal  routine  of  the  cere- 
mony by  introducing  a  social  element  and  promoting  mutual  acquaintance. 

The  Report  of  the  Conmiittee  on  Foreign  Correspondence,  signed  by 
Bro.  John  J.  Bell,  as  Chairman,  is  well  written  and  interesting,  but,  as  the 
Proceedings  reviewed  are  those  of  1871  and  1872,  it  is  almost  out  of  date. 
We  should  have  expected  news  a  twelve-month  later  from  our  brethren  of 
New  Hampshire,  though  the  admirable  *' make-up"  and  typographical  exe* 
cution  of  their  Proceedings  might  well  justify  even  a  longer  delay,  if  ne* 
cessary. 

Seventy-one  Lodges  report  a  membership  of  7,534,  and  341  initiations 
during  the  year.

NEW  JERSEY. 

The  eighty-seventh  Annual  Communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New 
Jersey  was  held  in  Trenton  on  the  21st  and  22d  of  January,  1875. 

The  proceedings  had  were  chiefly  in  relation  to  matters  of  routine. 

The  Grand  Master,  M.  W.  Bro.  William  K  Pine,  reports  seven  dispensa- 
tions for  conferring  degrees  *'out  of  time,"  and  three  for  the  formation  of 
new  lodges.  Of  fifteen  decisions,  the  greater  number  are  manifestly  cor- 
rect We  have  marked,  for  further  reference,  a  few  that  might  admit  of 
doubt  He  recommends  the  abolition  of  the  office  of  Grand  Lecturer — a 
recommendation  which  was  adopted  by  the  Grand  Lodge. 

The  conclusion  of  the  Grand  Master's  Address  is  so  eloquent  and  taste- 
fid,  that  we  are  strongly  tempted  to  quote  it  entire.  A  mere  extract  would 
do  it  injustice.  The  key-note  is  the  application  to  masonic  afiBsdrs  of  the 
maxim:     "Happy  the  people  whose  annals  are  few." 

The  Report  on  Correspondence,  signed  by  Bro.  Marshall  K  Smith,  is 
compendious  and  sensible. 

A  new  Constitution  and  revised  regulations  were  adopted  with  great 
unanimitv. 

Brother  Gouley  should  *'  go  for"  the  Grand  Secretary.  The  Proceedings 
are  not  only  without  *'  sub-heads,"  but  we  can  find  no  index. 

One  hundred  and  thirty-seven  lodges  return  984  members  raised  (initia- 
tions not  reported)  during  the  year,  and  a  total  of  11,342  members — being 
a  decrtiise  of  513 — perhaps  a  favorable  symptom. 

The  M.  W.  William  A.  Pembrook  was  elected  Grand  Master,  and  the  B. 
W.  Joseph  H.  Hough  re-elected  Grand  Secretary,  and  also  appointed  Chair- 
man of  Committee  on  Correspondence. 
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NEW  YORK 

The  Anmiftl  Commanication — number  not  stated — of  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  New  York  was  held  in  the  city  of  New  York  on  the  2d,  3d,  4th,  and  5th 
of  June,  1874.  This  assemblage  consisted  of  the  representatives  of  nearly 
seven  hundred  subordinate  lodges,  comprising  more  than  eighty  thousand 
members. 

The  M.  W.  Christopher  G.  Fox,  Grand  Master,  delivered  an  address,  the 
style  and  spirit  of  which  indicate  a  just  sense  of  the  magnitude  and  ree^ 
ponsibility  of  his  office  as  the  Chief  of  this  great  masonic  organization. 
It  is  plain,  practical,  comprehensive  and  lucid,  without  any  superfluous 
declamation.     Beviewing  the  past  year,  he  says: 

'*  I  am  gratified  in  being  able  to  report  a  fair  degree  of  prosperity  as 
respects  the  growth  of  the  subordinate  bodies  and  their  financial  and  ma- 
sonic standing.  The  condition  of  the  lodges  throughout  the  jurisdiction 
will  compare  favorably  with  their  standing  in  former  years,  and  harmony 
generally  prevails.  But  there  still  exists  me  usual  degree  of  confusion  and 
discord  resulting  from  the  abuse  and  mis-use  of  the  ballot,  and  the  un- 
seemly desire  for  office — constant  sources  of  trouble  and  vexation.  These 
irregularities  ar9  the  natural  results  of  the  careless  action  of  lodges  in  the 
past,  in  the  admission  of  members,  and  they  are  now  suffering  justly  per- 
haps from  the  neglect  ofprudent  and  thorough  investigation  of  the  mate- 
rial composing  them.  Tne  chief  defect  in  the  management  of  many  lodges 
is  their  anxiety  for  icorky  and  the  consequent  increase  of  members  at  the 
expense  of  almost  all  the  other  essentials  of  masonic  purpose  and  practice. 
Those  evils  ^ill  continue  to  annoy  and  embarrass  until  tne  brethren  learn 
to  appreciate  the  fact  that,  unlike  all  other  organizations.  Masonry  derives 
no  strength  from  numbers  merely ;  that  intelligence  and  virtue  are  the  only 
proper  prerequisites  for  admission  to  member^ip;  and  that  true  prosperity 
consists  in  the  cultivation  and  practice  of  the  moral  and  social  virtues,  a 
more  intimate  knowledge  of  the  history,  laws  and  customs  of  the  Crafty 
obedience  to  its  requirements,  and  a  willing  compliance  with  the  obliga- 
tions of  Masonry  in  the  spirit  of  love,  honor  and  truth." 

Among  the  notices  of  distinguished  brethren  recently  deceased  in  vari- 
ous parts  of  the  world,  we  find  the  following,  which  relates  to  a  distressing 
event  known  to  many  of  us  through  the  contemporaneous  accounts  given 
of  it  by  the  newspapers,  but  which  we  have  not  seen  officially  mentioned 
elsewhere : 

'*The  circumstances  attending  the  death  and  burial  of  R.  W.  Nathaniel 
French,  Provincial  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  England,  in  the 
Bahamas,  were  very  sad  and  painful ;  and  as  they  are  so  generally  known 
I  will  not  refer  to  tnem  at  length.  On  his  arrival  in  the  City  of  New  York 
it  appears  that  he  must  have  been  waylaid  and  drugged,  in  which  condi- 
tion ne  was  taken  to  a  hospital,  in  a  deranged  condition  of  mind,  from 
which  he  never  recovered.  After  his  death,  and  in  the  chief  City  of  this 
Great  Republic,  his  body  was  thrown  with  six  hundred  others  into  a  pit, 
where  decomposition  rendered  it  impossible  to  recognise  it,  when  sought 
for,  to  acoora  him  masonic  and  decent  buriaL    l^e  kind  offloes  of  nis 
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brethren,  in  the  investigation  of  his  death  and  bnrial,  occasioned  so  mnch 
inquiry  as  will  probably  lead  to  a  reform  in  the  practice  of  borying  the 
poor  and  unknown  dead  in  such  an  inhuman  and  dishonorable  manner.'* 

Dispensations  had  been  issued  for  the  formation  of  fifteen  new  lodges — 
eleven  of  them  being  located  in  the  cities  of  New  York  and  Brooklyn. 

With  regard  to  the  inhuman  outrages  said  to  have  been  perpetrated  in 
the  Island  of  Cuba,  by  the  Spanish  authorities  and  their  dependents,  upon 
certain  Masons,  their  widows  and  orphans,  (to  which  we  have  already  re- 
ferred in  another  place,)  Grand  Master  Fox  gives  us  information  which 
may  perhaps  throw  some  new  light  upon  the  subject  A  circular,  signed 
by  several  brethren  in  the  City  of  New  York,  had  been  issued  in  November, 
1873,  and  sent  to  all  the  lodges  in  the  State,  calling  their  attention  to  these 
alleged  atrocities,  and  urging  them  to  request  the  G.  M.  to  call  an  emergent 
communication  for  such  action  as  the  exigency  seemed  to  require.  This 
circular  was  favorably  received  by  the  majority  of  the  lodges,  more  than 
half  of  them  adopting  the  resolution  proposed,  and  requesting  the  G.  M.  to 
convoke  the  Grand  Lodge.  This  he  declined  to  do,  and  gives  the  follow- 
ing reasons  for  his  refusal : 

**  The  accoimt  of  the  reported  butcheries  and  outrages,  was  improbable 
on  its  face,  there  was  no  reliable  testimony  to  establish  its  truth,  and  it  was 
wholly  discredited.  At  the  same  time  the  people  of  this  country  were  in  a 
state  of  feverish  anxiety  at  the  prospect  of  war  ^ith  Spain,  consequent  upon 
the  treatment  to  which  the  crew  of  the  Virginius  were  subjected  on  their 
capture  in  Spanish  waters,  and  a  suspicion  was  entertained  tnat  an  attempt 
was  being  made  to  use  the  Fraternity  as  a  means  of  strengthening  the  pop- 
ular excitement  in  favor  of  the  prosecution  of  hostilities  against  Spain,  on 
the  part  of  this  country,  for  the  benefit  of  the  Cubans. 

"If  the  story  of  their  wrongs,  in  all  the  details  as  presented,  was  truei 
the  Masons  of  Cuba  and  their  families  were  entitled  to  our  sympathies  and 
our  fraternal  assistance  ;  but  the  Grand  Lodge  could  do  nothing  to  aid 
them  in  their  extremity,  by  holding  an  emergent  communication  to  con- 
sider their  condition  ;  but,  on  the  contrary,  such  a  course  would  rather  add 
to  their  misery,  if  that  were  possible,  bv  drawing  the  attention  of  their 
persecutors  to  the  fact  that  Masons  elsewhere  were  seeking  to  arouse  the 
indignation  and  turn  the  civilized  world  against  them — which  would  inev- 
itably result  to  the  disadvantage  of  those  whom  it  was  desired  to  assist 
If  it  was  designed  by  the  movement  to  use  the  Fraternity  in  shaping  the 
political  aspect  of  the  question  of  a  war  with  Spain,  it  was  equally  improper 
to  convene  the  Grand  Lodge — for  Masonry  cannot  legitimately  be  employed 
for  any  such  purpose." 

Without  any  authentic  information  as  to  the  facts,  we  have  yet  had  ex-> 
perience  enough  of  the  facility  of  manufacturing  "outrages"  for  political 
purposes,  to  justify  a  suspicion  that  the  Grand  Master  was  right 

He  reports  no  decisions  on  questions  of  Masonic  Law,  although  many 
had  been  made,  for  the  reason  that  they  were  all  based  upon  weU  estab- 
lished principlefl^  with  which  intelligent  Masons  are  supposed  to  be  fiuniliar, 
ao  that  a  reoord  of  than  would  be  unnaoeaaaxy. 
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We  qaoto  the  following  from  the  Report  of  the  Grand  Secretary,  R.  W. 
Jamee  M.  Austin : 

"And  now,  at  the  end  of  twenty-one  years*  service  an  your  Grand  Secre- 
tary, I  tmst  I  may  be  pardoned  for  calling  attention  to  the  great  and  im- 
portant changee  which  have  taken  place  during  those  years,  in  the  condition 
of  the  Fraternity  of  this  jurisdiction.  At  the  Annual  Communication  for 
1853 — the  time  when  I  was  first  honored  by  being  elected  to  this  resuonsi- 
ble  position,  the  highest  number  upon  the  roll  of  Lodges  was  No.  288. — 
Now  the  highest  number  on  our  rolls  is  No.  739.  Then  there  were  only 
233  Warranted  Lodges.     Now  there  are  683. 

'*But  a  still  greater  change  has  taken  place  in  the  membership.  Then 
the  membership  did  not  exceed,  in  the  aggregate,  more  than  twelve  thous- 
and. Now  we  have  upon  the  rolls  over  eighty  thousand  contributing  mem- 
bera** 

The  Report  on  Foreign  Correspondence,  signed  by  the  M.  W.  James  Gib- 
son (P.  G.  M.)  and  Brothers  M.  Pinner  and  Jesse  B.  Anthony/  although 
consisting  largely  of  extracts,  accompanies  them  with  a  running  comment- 
ary, which  evinces  the  learning  and  skill  of  its  authors.  That  portion  of  it 
devoted  to  European  Masonry  (prepared  by  Brother  Pinner)  is  particularly 
valuable.  We  regret  that  its  great  length  forbids  its  entire  reproduction 
in  these  pages  for  the  benefit  of  the  Craft  in  Alabama. 

The  letoms  exhibit  4,899  initiations  and  a  total  membership  of  81,803. 

The  M.  W.  Ellwood  A.  Thome,  was  ^ected  Grand  Master,  and  the  R.  W. 
James  M.  Austin,  M.  D.,  re-elected  Grand  Secretary. 

The  M.  W.  John  W.  Simons,  P.  G.  M.  and  G.  Tr.,  was  appointed  Chair- 
man of  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence. 

NORTH  CAROLINA- 

Eighty-sevenih  Annual  Communication,  held  in  Raleigh  on  the  first  four 
days  of  December,  1873.  [A  note  informs  us  that  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
North  Carolina  was  first  established  in  1771,  but  that  the  archives  were 
destroyed,  and  the  meetings  suspended  for  several  years,  during  the  Revo- 
lution. Hence  the  annual  communications  are  numbered  from  the  reor- 
ganization in  1787.] 

The  Grand  Master,  M.  W.  John  Nichols,  recommends  the  collection  of 
materials  for  the  preservation  of  tne  history  of  FreeiiiasonTy  in  North  Caro 
Una.     He  says: 

**  A  reference  to  the  proceedings  of  this  Grand  Lodge  will  show  that  the 
men  who  were  foremost  as  commanders  in  the  armies,  knd  who,  after  peaoe 
was  declared,  shaped  and  controlled  the  destinies  of  this  State,  were  men 
high  in  the  masonic  councils.  As  long  as  our  State  has  a  history,  will  the 
names  and  services  of  Samuel  Johnston,  Richard  Caswell,  William  R. 
Davie,  William  Polk,  John  Louis  Taylor,  Montibrt  Stokes,  John  Hall,  and 
othezB,  be  remembered ;  and  theee  are  the  men  who  have  shaied  ths  honon 
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of  thifl  Grand  Lodge,  and  iUnstrated  in  their  lives  the  principles  of  Free- 
masonry in  oar  midst'* 

He  reports  twelve  decisions  on  questions  of  Masonic  Law,  and  six  dispen- 
sations for  new  lodges. 

The  Rev.  Noma  P.  Reed,  D.  D.,  Past  Grand  Chaplain,  and  the  R.  W. 
Joseph  Green,  P.  J.  Grand  Warden,  who  had  died  daring  the  previous  year, 
receive  honorable  commemoration. 

Much  attention  is  given  to  St  John's  Orphan  Asylum,  at  Oxford,  into 
which  the  College  of  the  same  name  and  style  had  been  converted  in  1872. 
[Among  the  regulations  of  this  institution,  that  which  estabUshes  a  **  barber 
shop  for  girls  "  has  an  odd  look.] 

227  Lodges  report  551  initiations,  and  9,071  members — an  increase  of  271 
over  the  returns  of  the  previous  year. 

The  M.  W.  John  Nichols  and  the  R.  W.  Donald  W.  Bain,  were  re-elected, 
respectively,  G.  M.  and  G.  Secretary. 

No  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence. 

NOVA  SCOTIA. 

An  emergent  Communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Nova  Scotia  was 
held  in  Halifax  on  the  13th  day  of  January,  1874,  in  accordance  with  a 
constitutional  requirement,  in  conseiquence  of  the  death  of  the  M.  W.  Grand 
Master,  the  Hon.  Alexander  Keith,  which  had  occurred  about  a  month  be- 
fore. The  R.  W.  William  Taylor,  Deputy  Grand  Master,  presided  at  this 
communication,  but,  in  consequence  of  a  peculiar  provision  of  the  Consti- 
tution of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Nova  Scotia,  which  transfers  the  Grand  G^vel 
to  the  youngest  in  rank,  or  next  preceding.  Past  Grand  Master,  whose  ser- 
vices can  be  obtained,  on  the  occurrence  of  such  a  vacancy,  the  M.  W. 
S.  R.  Sircom,  Past  Grand  Master,  succeeded  to  the  office  for  the  remainder 
of  the  unexpired  term  of  the  deceased. 

The  Ninth  Annual  Communication  was  held  at  the  same  place  on  the  3d 
and  4th  of  June,  1874  The  M.  W\  S.  R.  Sircom  presided  as  Grand  Mas- 
ter— ^* acting  Grand  Master,"  he  is  styled  in  the  minutes,  but  we  do  not  like 
the  term.  From  the  sketch  of  the  late  Grand  Master  Keith  given  in  the 
Address,  we  learn  that  he  had  attained  the  ripe  age  of  78  years.  He  had 
been  a  Mason  for  57  years,  and  for  32  of  these  had  held  the  offices  (in  suc- 
cession) of  Provincial  Grand  Master,  District  Grand  Master,  and  Grand 
Master.  He  had  also  been  repeatedly  elected  Mayor  of  the  city  of  Halifi&x, 
and  was,  by  appointment  of  the  Queen,  a  member,  and  afterwards  Presi- 
dent, of  the  L^islative  Council  of  the  Province.  Full  honor  was  given  to 
Ids  memory. 

The  addnw  of  the  Depafy  Grand  Master  and  the  xeporti  of  the  Gxuid 
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SecietBiy  and  District  Depaty  Grand  Masters  are  onnsnally  readable  and 
interesting. 

A  revised  Constitution  was  adopted,  a  copy  of  which  is  published  with 
tlie  Proceedings.  In  running  over  it,  some  peculiarities  (or  provisions 
which  appear  novel  to  the  Alabama  Mason)  present  themselves.  The  Grand 
Officers — of  whom  there  are  many,  a  minimum  of  twenty-two  being  pre- 
scribed,— are  aU  elected,  and  miuii  be  nomiuaied  before  the  vote  is  taken. 
The  nonjinations  of  the  first  four  in  rank,  and  of  the  Grand  Treasurer  and 
Grand  Secretary,  must  be  in  writing,  and  the  ballot  is  restricted  to  the 
names  pat  in  nomination.  A  similar  procedure  is  prescribed  for  subordi- 
nate lodges. 

The  following  provision,  from  the  Chapter  relating  to  the  Grand  Master, 
aeems  to  us  very  remarkable  : 

**  If  the  Grand  Master  should  abuse  his  power,  and  render  himself  un- 
worthy of  the  obedience  of  the  Lodges,  he  shall  be  subjected  to  some  neto 
regudaiion  to  be  dicUded  by  the  occasion.*'     (The  italics  are  ours. ) 

This  is  the  first  instance  that  we  remember  to  have  seen,  of  a  formal 
adoption  o'  the  ex  post  facto  principle  in  penal  legislation. 

The  Beport  on  Foreign  Correspondence,  signed  by  Brother  George  T. 
Smithers,  Chairman,  gives  a  full  and  fair  account  of  the  proceedings  of 
forty-two  Grand  Lodges,  in  a  kindly,  courteous,  and  generally  judicious 
tone  and  temper.  We  regret,  however,  to  observe,  toward  its  conclusion, 
the  reproduction,  from  another  report,  of  an  extract  from  an  apocryphal 
document  that  figured  in  the  pages  of  a  book  written  by  an  author  of  the 
last  century,  whose  foul  fancy  and  licentious  pen  degraded  bis  brilliant 
genius  and  disgraced  his  sacred  profcHsion.  Its  expression  in  a  language 
unknown  to  the  great  mass  of  readers  is  but  a  thin  disguise  for  its  obscenity 
and  blasphemy;  and  the  fact  that  it  ^iis  falsely  attributed  to  a  source  hos- 
tile to  ^lasonry  neither  mitigates  the  original  libel,  nor  extenuates  the  bad 
taste  of  reproducing  it  Our  brother  reviewers  would  certainly  not  have 
presented  it  in  the  vernacular,  but  we  feel  boimd  to  protest  against  its  in- 
corporation, in  any  form,  in  a  masonic  document 

Sixty-two  lodges  return  3,113  members,  and  report  479  initiations  during 
the  year. 

The  M.  W.  J.  Wimbum  Laurie  was  elected  Grand  Master,  and  the  R.  W. 
Benjamin  Curren  reelected  Grand  Secretary. 

Brother  Cfreorge  T.  Smithers  was  reappointed  Chairman  of  Committee  on 
Foreign  Correspondence. 

OHIO. 

Sixty-fourth  Annual  Communication  held  in  Columbus,  on  the  2l8t,  22d, 
and  23d  of  October,  1873. 
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The  11  W.  An  H.  Battin,  Grand  Master,  reports  that  he  had  issued  bat 
one  dispensation  to  confer  the  degrees  without  waiting  the  nsnal  time,  and 
then  under  very  urgent  and  extraordinary  circumstances.  He  had  in  every 
case  refused  permission  to  lodges  to  appear  in  public  processions  on  **  Dec- 
oration Day."  Had  issued  dispensations  for  ten  new  lodges.  He  makes 
the  usual  complaint  of  the  burden  of  unnecessary  correspondence,  and 
gives  a  very  full  report  of  his  miscellaneous  official  actions. 

Past  Grand  Masters  William  B.  Thrall  and  William  Fielding,  who  had 
died  during  the  year,  at  the  respective  ages  of  75  and  77  years,  are  com- 
memorated by  the  Grand  Master,  by  memorial  pages,  and  other  tributes  of 
respect  and  affection. 

Chie  of  the  Committees,  in  a  report  adopted  by  the  Grand  Lodge,  speak- 
ing of  the  Puritans,  who  colonized  New  England,  says  they  **left  England 
that  they  might  enjoy  civil  and  religious  liberty.  They  preferred  a  wilder- 
ness infested  by  savages,  icUh  liberty^  to  the  luxuries  of  England,  infested 
by  a  bloated  State  priesthood  and  a  tyrannical  aristocracy." 

Now,  it  is  undeniably  true,  that  the  *' liberty"  of  the  ** Pilgrim  Fathers" 
was  in  one  particular  the  liberty  of  proscribing  and  persecuting  those  who 
dissented  from  them  in  matters  of  fedth;  it  is  true  that  the  Pilgrims  hurt 
the  ** savages"  much  more  than  the  savages  hurt  the  Pilgrims;  it  is  true 
that  the  '*  bloated  State  priesthood  "  referred  to  has  furnished  Freemasonry 
with  an  Oliver  and  a  Desaguliers,  and  that  many  of  the  most  illustrious  of 
our  Craft  have  been  members  of  that  same  "tyrannical  aristocracy."  Nev- 
ertheless, our  brethren  of  Ohio  might  have  indulged  in  such  trite  historical 
femfftronade  as  the  above,  to  their  hearts'  content,  without  any  objection  on 
our  part.  But  when  they  go  on,  in  the  same  document,  to  speak  of  a  strug- 
gle in  which  the  great  mass  of  their  Southern  brethren  participated,  either 
by  action  or  by  approval  and  sympathy,  as  '*  the  late  Rebellion," — it  becomes 
not  only  our  right,  but  our  duty,  to  file  a  gentle  protest  in  behalf  of  Truth 
and  Brotherly  Love — both  wounded  by  the  expression.  One  of  the  first 
lessons  that  Masons  are  taught  in  this  part  of  the  continent  is  "not  to  coun- 
tenance disloyalty  or  rebdlUm,'*  and  we  are  not  conscious  of  having  de- 
parted from  it 

The  predecessors  of  this  Committee  have  been  lectured  not  a  little  on  the 
impropriety  of  making  allusions  to  forbidden  subjects.  We  cordially  dep- 
recate any  discussion  of  such,  but  our  reserved  rights  and  our  principles  aa 
individuals  are  as  dear  to  us  as  our  brethren's  can  be  to  them;  and  when 
they  apply  to  us  that

foul,  dishonoring  word. 


Whose  wrongful  blight  so  oft  has  stained 
The  holiest  cause  that  tongue  or  sword 
Of  mortal  ever  lost  or  gained,** 
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tii0y  can  hardly  expect  of  as  a  silent  snbmission  to  the  reproach.    Not  for 
onr  own  sake  need  we  Bpeak,  but  for  that  of  Tmth  and  Charity. 

The  report  on  Foreign  Correspondence,  which  has  the  signature  of  Bro. 
John  S.  Stettinins,  Chairman,  is  modest,  unassuming,  and  kindly  in  spirit, 
coD&Ding  itself  mainly  to  facts,  and  rarely  indulging  in  comment  or  criti- 
cism.    In  his  conclusion,  the  writer  says: 

*'  The  undersigned  would  bid  a  fraternal  adieu  to  his  brethren  of  other 
Correspondence  Committees.  He  has  not  thought  it  best,  in  introducing 
each  report,  to  call  it  able  or  eloquent^  masterly  or  interesting,  but  he  has 
not  the  less  admired  and  appreciated  their  elibrt».  His  labors  have  been 
rendered  pleasant  and  instructive  by  his  intercouse  with  them.  He  has 
found  much  to  admire,  little  to  blame,  -all  earnest  and  true,  doing  to  the 
best  of  their  ability  their  allotted  duty.  Defective  as  his  report  is,  he  can 
only  say  he  has  done  his  best,  and  ask  them  to  exercise  their  charity. " 

We  regret  to  part  with  one  who  exhibits  in  his  own  work  so  genuine  a 
spirit  of  charity. 

2,023  initiations,  and  a  total  of  30,300  members,  are  reported  by  436 
lodges. 

M.  W.  Afia  H.  Battin  and  R.  W.  John  D.  Caldwell  were  re-elected,  res- 
pectively, Grand  Master  and  Grand  Secretary. 

Bro.  Caldwell  was  also  appointed  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Corres- 
pondence. 

OREGON. 

A  special  Communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Oregon  was  held  in  the 
city  of  Salem  on  the  8th  of  October,  1873,  for  the  purpose  of  laying  the 
comer-stone  of  a  new  State  Capitol.  The  M.  W.  Thomas  McF.  Patton, 
Grand  Master,,  presided,  and  conducted  the  ceremonies.  One  of  the  prin- 
cipal features  of  the  occasion  was  a  public  address  by  Past  Grand  Master 
8.  F.  Chadwick,  which  gives  an  interesting  and  really  valuable  sketch  of 
the  present  condition  and  past  history  of  the  State,  with  many  reminis- 
censes  worthy  of  preservation. 

The  24th  Annual  Communication  was  held  in  Portland  on  the  8th,  9th, 
and  10th  of  June,  1874 

The  Grand  Master  gives  a  very  cheerful  and  encouraging  account  of  the 
general  condition  of  Masonry  in  his  jurisdiction.  Among  other  causes  for 
thankfulness,  he  mentions  the  fact  that  no  death  had  occurred  among  the 
members  of  the  Grand  Lodge  during  the  previous  year. 

Two  dispensations  for  new  lodges  had  been  granted,  and  two  for  con- 
ferring the  degrees  in  loss  than  the  usual  time.  A  full  account  of  other 
official  acts  is  given. 

The  report  on  Foreign  Correspondence,  by  the  M.  W.  S.  F.  Chadwick, 
^«t  Grand  Master,  and  Chairman  of  tlie  Committee,  reviews  the  proceed- 
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ings  of  thirty  jnriBdiotions  with  ability  and  good  temper.  Our  acknowl- 
edgments  are  particularly  due  for  the  kind  and  appreciative  terms  in  which 
he  speaks  of  Alabama  and  of  our  late  Brother  Knott 

Brother  Chadwick  is  a  warm  advocate  of  '*  Androgynous  Masonry/*  but 
declares  himself  willing  to  yield  his  views  to  the  odds  against  him,  rather 
than  discuss  the  subject  further. 

The  M.  W.  J.  B.  Gongle  is  the  new  Grand  Master,  and  the  R.  W.  B.  P. 
Earhart  was  re-elected  Grand  Secretary.  Past  Grand  Master  Chadwick 
was  reappointed  Chairman  of  Committee  on  Correspondence. 

Forty-nine  lodges  return  2,071  members,  and  report  151  initiations  dar- 
ing the  year. 

PENNSYLVANIA. 

From  Pennsylvania  we  have  only  an  **  Abstract "  of  proceedings  during 
the  year  1873.     These  consisted  of 

(1.)  Quarterly  Communication  held  on  the  4th  of  June; 

(2. )  Special  Communication  held  on  26th  September,  for  the  purpose  of 
dedicating  the  new  Masonic  Temple  in  Philadelphia; 

(3. )  Quarterly  Communication,  3d  December,  at  which  the  ftunnftl  elec- 
tion of  Grand  Officers  took  place; 

(4. )  Annual  Communication,  on  the  Festival  of  St.  John  the  Evangelist, 
27th  December,  1873,  when  the  officers  elect  were  installed,  reports  of  Com- 
mittees were  made,  and  some  other  business  was  transacted. 

These  communications  were  all  held  in  Philadelphia,  the  B-  W.  Samuel 
C.  Perkins,  Grand  Master,  presiding.  [Pennsylvania,  by  the  way,  is  pecu- 
liar (among  American  Masons)  in  giving  the  title  "  Bight  Worshipful"  to 
her  Grand  Master.] 

Very  little  was  done — as  far  as  appears  from  the  records — at  the  first  of 
the  above  mentioned  Quarterly  Communications.  The  proceedings  and 
ceremonies  at  the  dedication  of  the  grand  Hall,  or  **  Temple,"  are  to  be 
published  in  a  memorial  volume.  It  is  estimated  that  fifteen  thousand 
Masons  were  present,  some  of  them  having  come  from  other  countries  ex- 
pressly for  the  purpose.  We  learn,  from  the  report  oi  the  Building  Com- 
mittee, that  the  cost  of  the  whole,  including  furniture,  gas  fixtures,  &o., 
was  $1,569,092.61. 

From  the  reports  of  the  Almoners  of  the  Grand  Lodge  Charity  Fund  and 
the  Stewards  of  the  *'  Stephen  Girard  Charity  Fund,"  we  are  happy  to  ob- 
serve that  our  Pennsylvania  brethren  distribute  their  benefactions  in  a 
really  liberal  spirit — ^not  doling  them  out  in  those  scanty  pittances  which 
do  but  mock  and  tantalize  the  needs  of  the  distressed. 

At  the  Quarterly  Communication  held  in  December,  the  R.  W.  Alfred  B. 
Potter  was  elected  Gxand  Master,  in  place  of  the  B.  W.  Samuel  C.  Pexkins,

who  declined  a  re-election,  and  the  R.  W.  John  Thomson  was  re-elected 
Grand  Secretary.  They  were  installed  at  the  Annual  Communication  held 
on  the  27th. 

The  statistics  of  subordinate  lodges  are  not  given.  We  learn,  however, 
from  'the  Valedictory  Address  of  Grand  Master  Perkins,  that  seventeen  new 
lodges  had  been  constituted  during  the  year,  of  which  nine  were  in  Phila* 
delphia,  and  that  altogether  there  were  at  that  time  353  lodges  in  the  State, 
61  of  them  being  in  Philadelphia. 

In  the  same  Address  mention  is  made  of  the  decease  of  three  Past  Grand 
Masters,  Bros.  David  C.  Skerrett,  James  Harper,  and  James  Hutchinson. 
Also  the  death  of  Bro.  Charles  Schneider,  Grand  Tyler,  of  whom  the  re- 
markable fact  is  stated,  that  the  office  had  been  filled  by  his  great-grand- 
&thor,  grandfather,  father,  and  himself,  in  succession. 

QUEBEC, 

Fourth  Annual  Communication  held  in  Montreal  on  the  24th  and  25th 
of  September,  1873. 

The  M.  W.  Grand  Master,  J.  H.  Graham,  in  his  Address,  announces  the 
recognition  of  Quebec  by  thirty-six  grand  bodies,  including  the  majority 
of  the  Grand  Lodges  in  North  America  and  some  in  Europe  and  South 
America. 

Much  of  the  Address  and  a  large  share  of  the  proceedings  are  devoted  to 
the  subject  of  the  controversy  with  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Canada,  with  re- 
gard to  which  efforts  for  an  adjustment  up  to  that  time  had  fiiiled.  As 
these  difficulties  have  since  been  happily  settled,  it  is  unnecessary  to  dwell 
upon  them. 

TheM.  W.  John  Hamilton  Graham,  LL.  D.,  and  the  R  W.  John  H. 
Isaacson,  were  respectively  re-elected  Grand  Master  and  Grand  Secretary. 

Thirty-eight  lodges  return  1,781  members,  and  report  266  initiations. 

No  report  on  Foreign  Correspondence. 

RHODE  LSLAND. 

From  Rhode  Island  we  have  a  Report  of  Proceedings  of  Special, 
8emi-Annual  and  Annual  Communications  during  the  year  ending  May 
18th,  1873,  and  another  of  those  occurring  during  the  year  ending  May 
19th,  1874— the  former  under  the  Grand  Mastership  of  the  M.  W.  Lloyd 
Morton,  the  latter  under  that  of  the  M.  W.  Nicholas  Van  Slyck.  The  R. 
W.  Edwin  Baker  was  Grand  Secretary  during  both  years.  These  Reports 
are  elegantly  printed. 

The  Proceedings  of  the  former  year  present  nothing  imperatively  requir- 
ing notice,  nnless  it  be  the  death  of  the  R.  W,  James  Salsbury,  Past  D.  G

li.,  which  occtLred  on  the  19th  day  of  June,  1872,  in  the  81st  year  of  his 
age.     A  special  Communication  was  held  for  his  foneraL 

At  the  Semi-Annnal  Ck)mmnnication  held  on  the  17th  November,  1873,  a 
Committee,  to  whom  had  been  referred  a  communication  from  Louisiana, 
relative  to  the  action  of  the  French  "  Grand  Orient "  and  subjects' con- 
nected therewith,  made  a  report  recommending  the  passage  of  a  resolution 
prohibiting  masonic  intercourse  with  members  of  the  said  Grand  Orient 
and  its  subordinates,  and  those  of  the  so-caUed  *'  Supreme  Council  of 
Louisiana  '*  and  its  subordinates.  Action  on  this  subject,  and  also  on  that 
of  the  recognition  of  the  Grand  Orients  of  Hungary  and  Egypt,  was  post- 
poned until  the  next  Annual  Communication,  but  both  appear  to  have  been 
again  deferred. 

The  84th  Annual  Communication  was  held  in  Providence  on  the  18th  of 
May,  1874 

From  the  Annual  Beport  of  the  Grand  Secretary,  we  quote  the  following 
remarkable  passage,  italicising  the  statement  that  will  seem  especially 
strange  to  an  Alabama  Mason: 

**  I  here  wish  to  call  your  attention  to  the  time  necessary  in  most  of  the 
lodges  to  receive  the  three  degrees.  Ten  years  ago  no  one  thought  of  con<* 
femng  the  second  and  third  degrees  sooner  than  four  weeks  from  the  time 
of  receiving  the  first  and  second,  and  what  was  then  the  rule  is  now  the 
exception.  Tvco  degrees  in  one  nigJd  are  as  often  given  almost  as  one^  and 
three  degrees  in  tioo  swxessive  nights  is  of  frequent  occurrence.  This  leads  to 
the  query,  can  a  man  make  suitable  proficiency  in  the  preceding  degree  in 
fifteen  minutes  ?  We  can  profitably  follow  the  laws  of  manv  junsdictions, 
who  require  that  a  satisfactory  examination  in  open  lodge  shall  furnish  the 
evidence  of  proficiency,  and  right  of  advancement" 

From  the  Grand  Master's  Address,  however,  we  find  that  ancient  usage 
is  rigidly  adhered  to  in  requiring  at  least  four  weeks  to  elapse  between  the 
reception  of  a  petition  for  initiation  and  the  baUot  thereon,  and  that  he 
had  refused  the  only  application  made  for  a  dispensation  to  shorten  that 
period.

SOUTH  CABOLINA. 

Annnftl  Communication  held  in  Charleston  on  the  9th  and  10th  of  De- 
cember, 1873. 

In  the  absence  of  the  Grand  Master,  M  W.  B.  S.  Bruns,  who  was  hin- 
dered from  attending  by  severe  illness,  the  B.  W.  Joseph  B.  Kershaw,  D. 
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6.  M.,  presided,  and  read  the  Animal  Address  of  the  absent  Grand  Master, 
which  was  brief,  but  earnest  We  quote  the  conclusion.  It  is  especially 
touching,  in  consideration  of  the  fact  that  the  writer  was  soon  after  to 
'  realise  that  experience  of  Eternity  to  which  he  was  then  looking  forward. 
As  the  testimony  of  a  dying  brother,  the  words  have  a  weight  which  noth- 
ing else  than  the  near  presence  of  Death  could  give  them.    He  says: 

"And  now  I  lay  down,  with  the  office  which  your  confidence  has  so  long 
bestowed  upon  me,  my  life's  work.  Those  of  you  who  know  me  best,  best 
know  with  what  unswerving  zeal  and  with  what  single  devotion,  from  the 
first  hour  of  my  manhood  to  this  day,  I  have  spent  and  been  spent  in  the 
service  of  Mason^.  Standing  as  I  do  upon  that  narrow  span  which  di- 
vides Time  ^m  Eternity,  I  look  back  upon  that  portion  of  the  first,  which 
I  fain  trust  will  prepare  me  for  the  latter,  and  wiuiout  any  reservatioif  can 
unfeignedly  say  that,  next  to  the  holy  precepts  of  our  Divine  Beligion,  her 
service  has  best  fitted  me  (if,  save  by  God's  mercy  alone,  man  can  be  fit- 
ted,) to  answer  with  trembling  hope  to  the  tremendous  declaration:  *  In- 
asmuch as  ye  have  done  it  unto  one  of  the  least  of  these,  my  brethren,  ye 
have  done  it  unto  me.'  My  heart's  desire  and  prayer  is,  that  our  Order 
may  grow  in  strength  and  imity,  that  our  counsels  may  be  blest  with  all 
wisdom,  our  officers  endued  with  all  knowledge  and  zeal,  and  our  craftsmen 
With  every  perfect  gift 

"  If  my  tongue  falters  when  it  would  utter  thanks  for  the  large  confidence 
and  the  distinguished  consideration  with  which  you  have  ever  honored  me, 
believe  me  that  it  is  because  the  heart  is  too  full  to  give  it  play.  The  emo- 
tions that  crowd  on  me  in  this  supreme  moment  beggar  language.  I  can 
only  stammer  out  a  heartfelt  Grod  bless  you !  and  a  solemn  Fabewell.*' 

Distinguished  mention  is  made  of  the  late  Past  Grand  Master,  James  L. 
Orr,  and  the  Junior  Grand  Warden,  James  Bimie,  both  deceased  within 
the  previous  year. 

The  Beport  on  Foreign  Ck)rre6pondence,  by  the  Grand  Secretary,  R.  W. 
B.  Bush  Campbell,  is  an  unassuming  and  business-like  paper,  giving  a  fair 
account  of  proceedings  elsewhere,  and  rarely  expressing  any  opinion  by 
way  of  comment  or  criticism.  The  conclusion  is  worthy  of  special  atten- 
tion: 

"There  comes  to  us  warning  from  several  jurisdictions,  that  unworthy 
persons  have  gained  access  to  our, mysteries,  and  we  should  be  extremely 
careful  as  to  whom  we  admit  to  our  confidence.  The  popularity  of  our  in- 
stitution has  become  its  greatest  danger.  We  must  be  very  circumspect 
how  we  receive  visitors,  and  be  careful,  above  all,  to  guard  the  portals  of 
our  Lodges  from  the  approach  of  cowans  and  evesdroppers,  and  see  to  it 
that  we  admit  none  into  our  Brotherhood  but  good  men  and  true,  who 
come  to  us  under  the  tongue  of  good  report  and  well  recommended.  Let 
our  committees  on  character  not  only  require  a  negative  good  character  in 
a  candidate,  but  let  them  further  inquire,  before  recommending  him, 
whether  he  is  such  a  person  as  would  be  an  ornament  to  and  reflect  credit 
Upon  the  Craft" 
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From  158  chartered  lodges  we  have  retams  of  6,900  members,  and  2,062 
"degrees  conferred" — meaning,  it  Ls  presumed,  the  aggregate  of  aU  of  the 
three  grades  of  degrees. 

The  M.  W.  Joseph  B.  Kershaw  was  elected  Grand  Master,  and  the  R.  W. 
B.  Bush  Campbell  re-elected  Grand  Secretary. 

TENNESSEE. 

Sixtieth  Annual  Communication  held  in  Nashville  on  the  10th  and  next 
three  days  of  November,  1873.  M.  W.  Grand  Master,  D.  R.  Grafton,  pre- 
siding; II.  W.  Grand  Secretary,  John  Frizzell,  in  charge  of  the  records. 

The  Grand  Mtister  begins  his  Annual  Address  by  referring  to  the  min- 
gle(Ffeelings  of  joy  and  sorrow  under  the  influence  of  which  the  Grand 
Lodge  had  assembled.  Joy,  because  of  the  reunion  of  friends  and  breth- 
ren. "Sorrow,  because  of  the  pestilence  that  walketh  in  darkness,  and 
the  destruction  that  wasteth  at  noonday,  which  has  visited  our  State. 
Many  a  brother  who  was  with  us  in  all  the  vigor  of  health  and  life  at  the 
last  meeting  of  this  Grand  Lodge  now  lies  cold  and  silent  in  death's  dread 
embrace;  and  from  various  i>artH  of  our  State  there  comes  to  us  a  wail  of 
sorrow  and  sadness  because  of  homes  left  desolate  and  hearts  bereaved. 
O,  how  many  hearts  to-day  are  aching  for  loved  and  lost  ones !  O,  how 
many  sad-eyed  and  sad  ^hearted  widows  and  orphans  are  bowed  down  in 
sorrow  and  anguish  of  soul,  because  God  has  taken  from  them  the  one  upon 
whom  they  had  learned  to  cling  as  the  ivy  clings  to  the  oak  ! " 

He  turns  these  thoughts  to  a  pnictical  purpose  by  making  them  the  basis 
of  an  eloquent  appeal  for  the  speedy  completion  of  the  Masonic  Orphan's 
Home  of  Tennessee. 

Much  of  the  Grand  Master's  Address  is  occupied — as  might  be  expected 
— with  the  subject  of  the  epidemic,  then  just  passed,  at  Memphis,  in  which, 
among  other  victims,  forty  masonic  brethren  laid  down  their  lives.  Of  the 
Masonic  Board  of  Relief  of  that  city,  he  says: 

"I  deem  it  my  duty  to  commend  the  brethren  of  the  Masonic  Board  of 
Relief  at  Memphis  for  their  faithful  discbarge  of  duty  in  the  cause  of  suf- 
fering humanity.  Wlien  Memphis  was  stricken  with  that  terrible  epidemic 
which  has  made  so  many  homes  desolate — when  the  inhabitants  were  flee- 
ing from  the  scourge — when  the  dead  and  dying  were  being  deserted,  and 
but  few  were  left  to  administer  to  the  wants  of  our  suffering  brethren, — the 
members  of  tliis  Boards  with  a  heroism  bom  of  the  true  spirit  of  Masonry, 
bmvely,  nobly,  stepped  into  the  breach,  and,  in  their  ministrationB  of  love 
and  mercy,  held  their  lives  not  dear  in  the  cause  of  sufiering  humanity. 
One  of  their  number,  the  deeply  lamented  Brother  Greorge  D.  Plummer, 
gave  up  his  life  in  his  devotion  to  duty.  Truly  haye  these  brethren  thus 
exemplified  the  principles  of  our  Brotherhood. " 

It  happens  that  the  writer  of  this  Report  is  able,  from  personal  knowK 
edge  and  observation,  to  verify  the  justice  of  this  tribute  to  the  Memphis 
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Board  of  Belief,  and  especially  to  the  memory  of  Brother  Plnmmer.  For 
this  one  purpose,  and  for  thL<)  one  time,  he  takes  the  liberty  of  laying  aside 
that  **  impersonality,"  properly  belonging  to  the  functions  of  a  reviewer, 
which  has  thus  far  been  rigorously  maintained.  During  those  dark  days 
of  danger  and  distress,  it  was  his  privilege  often  to  meet  the  brethren  of  the 
Masonic  Belief  Board.  It  is  true,  we  met  but  hurriedly,  as  soldiers  be- 
longing to  different  divisions  of  the  same  army  may  meet  amid  the  din  and 
dnst  and  smoke  and  strife  of  the  battle-field ;  yet  at  such  times  men  en- 
gaged in  a  common  cause  learn  to  know  and  love  each  other  better  in  a 
few  minutes  than  in  years  of  ordinary  life.  There  were  a  few  others  like- 
minded  with  Plummer,  but  they  have  happily  survived,  and,  if  perchance 
they  equalled,  yet  certainly  none  could  surpass  him  in  untiring  and  unsel- 
fish devotion  to  the  duties  which  they  had  all  bravely  and  voluntarily  as- 
samed.  The  cheerful  alacrity  with  which,  by  day  and  by  night,  he  minis- 
tered to  the  relief  of  the  suffering,  was  wonderfuL  Though  the  arrows  of 
the  Destroying  Angel  were  falling  thick  and  fast  around  him,  and  the  very 
air  that  he  breathed  was  fraught  with  impalpable  death,  there  was  ever 
Bonshine  in  his  face,  cheer  in  his  voice,  and  a  smile  on  his  lips. 

One  day — how  well  do  we  remember  it ! — in  company  with  another  active 
and  zealous  member  of  the  Masonic  Board  of  Belief — he  called  on  the 
writer  of  this  reminiscence,  bringing  with  him  a  stranger,  who  was  f&r 
from  home  and  friends,  and  had  just  been  attacked  by  the  fever.  Whisper 
ing  in  our  ear  that  this  stranger  was  a  brother  Mason,  and  commending  him 
to  special  care,  with  a  few  other  words  of  friendly  greeting  and  encourage- 
ment, he  sprang  into  his  buggy.  A  smile — a  wave  of  the  hand — and  he 
was  off  again,  on  other  errands  of  charity.  The  stranger  was  cared  for,  and 
recovered,  but,  within  a  few  days — it  seemed  scarcely  a  day — we  were 
startled  by  the  news  that  Greorge  D.  Plummer  himself  was  "down."  The 
first  opportunity  that  other  duties  would  allow  was  taken  advantage  of  to 
visit  him.  It  was  "  low  twelve"  of  a  chill  October  night,  and  the  wind 
was  whirling  the  fast-falling  leaves  through  the  deserted  streets,  as  nve 
drove  to  his  dwelling  in  a  distant  part  of  the  afflicted  city,  in  company 
with  a  ** beloved  physician,"  who  was  one  of  his  medical  attendants,  and 
ascended  the  stairway  that  led  to  his  bed-room.  But  it  was  already  too  late. 
He  had  passed  the  portals  of  consciousness.  His  nerveless  hand  could 
return  no  responsive  grasp.  The  generous,  genial,  gallant  Plummer  was 
breathing  his  last,  and  nothing  was  left  us  but  a  last  sad  look  upon  his 
xnanly  features^  before  they  were  hushed  in  the  repose  of  death. 

The  Grand  Lodge  wiU  pardon,  we  trust,  this  digression  from  the 
beaten  track  of  our  duty,  for  the  sake  of  the  memory  of  a  worthy  and  noble- 
hearted  brother. 
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The  Masonic  Belief  Board  of  Memphis,  in  their  Beport,  acknowledge  the 
receipt  of  donations  from  thirty-four  States,  (including  Tennessee,)  to  the 
amount  of  $32,926  32,  of  which  $10,227  15  were  expended  during  the 
prevalence  of  the  epidemic 

The  Beport  on  Foreign  Correspondence,  by  the  B.  W.  John  Frizssell, 
Grand  Secretary,  and  Chairman  of  the  Committee,  consists  mainly  of  a 
brief  collection  of  decisions,  many  of  them  upon  points  already  well  set- 
tled by  general  recognition. 

Betums  from  362  Lodges  give  a  total  of  19,538  Master  Masons.  There 
were  1,326  initiations  during  the  year. 

Grand  Master  Grafton,  in  closing  his  Annual  Address,  had,  in  touching 
phrase,  announced  his  intended  removal  to  another  State.     He  said : 

**And  now,  brethren,  I  have  to  say  that  saddest  of  all  words,  Fareicdl! — 
Before  another  meeting  of  the  Grand  Lodge  1  will  have  removed  to  another 
State,  but  be  assured  I  shall  bear  with  me  to  my  distant  home  a  grateful 
remembrance  of  your  many  acts  of  kindness,  and  as  each  year  rolls  round  I 
shall  look  back  with  tear-dimmed  eyes  to  the  Annual  Communications  of  this 
Grand  Lodge.  In  imagination  I  shall  see  you  gather  around  this  altar — see 
the  smile  of  welcome  on  your  lips,  aud  again  f^^l  the  warm,  loving,  trustful 
grasp  of  your  hands  ;  and,  in  my  old  age,  as  my  feet  go  trembling  to  the 
grave,  my  greatest  pnde  will  be  to  gather  my  grandchildren  around  me  and 
tell  them  I  was  once  Grand  Master  of  ^lasons  of  Tennessee. 

"Brethren  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  Farewell !" 

The  M.  W.  James  D.  Bichardson,  was  elected  to  succeed  him,  and  the 
B.  W.  John  D.  Fnzzell  was  re-elected  Grand  Secretary. 

TEXA>S. 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  Texas  was  opened,  for  the  thirty-eighth  time,  in 
Houston,  on  Wednesday,  3d  of  June,  1874,  continuing  in  session  until  the 
evening  of  Monday,  the  8th — a  loDger  period  than  is  usiially  devoted  to  the 
too  hurried  communications  of  most  of  our  Grand  Assemblages. 

The  Grand  Master,  M.  W.  James  F.  Miller,  gives  a  favorable  picture  of 
the  prosperity  and  harmony  of  his  Jurisdiction,  though  he  deprecates  the 
tendency  to  an  undue  multiplication  of  the  number  of  subordinate  lodges, 
and  also  to  the  increase  of  their  membership  without  sufficient  regard  to 
the  quality  of  the  material  admitted.  He  rightly  urges  that  positive  merU — 
not  the  mere  absence  of  serious  objection — should  be  required  as  a  quaUii- 
cation  for  admission  to  the  privileges  of  Masonry.  The  man  who  has 
merely  done  no  particular  harm  to  anybody,  he  says,  is  almost  as  unfit  to 
be  made  a  Mason  as  the  positively  bad  man;  " for  a  bad  man  may  be  re- 
formed, but  these  negatives  are  unimpressible,  either  for  good  or  ilL" 

While  lamenting  the  lack  of  interest  in  some  lodges,  he  opposes  the  sng- 
gestion  of  oompulsory  measures  to  secure  attendance,  and  intimates  that  a 
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better  remedy  might  be  foxmd  in  the  selection  of  men  of  higher  qualifica- 
tions for  filling  the  offices  of  the  Lodge. 

He  reports  nineteen  dispensations  for  new  lodges,  and  forty-two  decia- 
iona 

The  death  of  onr  late  brother,  Bichard  F.  Knott,  who  was  the  Bepre- 
BentatiTe  of  Texas  near  this  Grand  Lodge,  is  mentioned  in  terms  of  respect 
and  regret,  and  the  appointment  of  Bra  N.  D.  Cross,  as  his  sncceasor,  is 
announced. 

The  R  W.  T.  R  Bonner,  Deputy  Grand  Master,  also  makes  an  interest* 
ing  report,  from  the  form  and  manner  of  which  it  wonld  seem  that,  in 
Texas,  this  officer  acts  independently  of  the  Grand  Master.  It  is  addressed 
to  the  Grand  Lodge;  the  Grand  Master  is  never  once  mentioned  in  it;  an 
important  case  of  discipline  is  detailed  in  ftdl,  and  an  appeal  from  the  de- 
oision  thereon  of  the  Depnty  Grand  Muster  is  brought  directly  before  the 
Grand  Lodge;  and  the  language  throughout  would  seem  to  indicate  the 
action  of  an  independent  authority,  responsible  only  to  the  Grand  Lodge. 

The  report  on  Correspondence  is  signed  by  Bro.  K  H.  Gushing,  Chaii^ 
man  of  Committee. 

The  M.  W.  Thomas  R  Bonner  was  elected  Grand  Master,  and  the  R  W. 
Geo.  H.  Bringhuist  re-elected  Grand  Secretary. 

Bro.  Marcus  F.  Mott  is  Chairman  of  Committee  on  Correspondence. 

Number  of  Master  Masons  reported,  16,516. 

Initiations  during  the  year,  1,280. 

From  a  list  of  the  original  members  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Texas — or* 
ganized  in  1838 — we  observe  that  not  one,  of  the  twenty-seven,  survives. 
Among  the  number  occur  the  names  of  Anson  Jones  (first  Grand  Master), 
Sam  Houston,  and  Thomas  J.  Busk — all  celebrated  in  the  early  history  of 
Texas. 

UTAH. 

The  second  Annual  Communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Utah — 
the  youngest  of  the  Masonic  Sisterhood— if  Bro.  Ercanbrack,  of  Iowa,  will 
pardon  the  gender  of  that  expression— was  held  in  Salt  Lake  City  on  the 
11th  and  12th  of  November,  1873 — ^four  chartered  lodges  and  one  under 
dispensation  being  represented. 

The  Grand  Master,  M.  W.  Beuben  H.  Bobertson,  is  vehemently  opposed  to 
'*gift  concerts"  and  the  like.  Toward  to  the  conclusion  of  his  Address, 
he  makes  some  remarks,  which  touch  cautiously,  though  not  obscurelyi 
upon  questions  coxmected  with  the  "peculiar  institutions  '*  of  Utah.  We 
quote: 

"Some  of  our  sister  Grand  Lodges  seem  at  a  loss  to  undantand  lu. 
9 
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One  smiles  at  our  diminntiye  proportions,  while  another  wonders  why  the 
head  of  the  Chnreh  is  not  at  the  head  of  the  Masonic  Fraternity  in  Utah« 
To  such  we  say:  In  onr  lodge-room  we  know  no  creed  either  in  politics  or 
religion.  The  aniyersalit^  of  Masonry  is  such  that  we  cannot,  if  we  so 
desired.  And  yet  we  distinguish  here,  as  Masons  do  elsewhere,  between 
law-abiding  and  law-defying  citizens  ;  and  we  shut  oar  lodge  doors  against 
those  persons  who  have— and  I  believe  would  again — prostitute  M^nry 
for  the  building  up  of  priestly  rule  and  power.  Neither  do  we  want,  nor 
do  we  intend,  to  have  the  history  of  Masonry  in  Nauvoo  repeated  in  Utah. 
We  must  allow  no  discordant  element  to  enter  our  lodges.  It  would  dis- 
turb the  peace  and  harmony  that  prevails  amon^  the  ciafL 

*'  Brothers,  let  us,  with  zeal  and  fidelity,  contmue  this  good  work,  neither 
turning  to  the  right  nor  to  the  left,  and  I  assure  you  that  *  that  Order  of 
Brotherhood  which  teaches  man  to  do  justly,  love  mercy,  and  walk  humbly 
before  his  God,'  will  live  and  continue  to  increase  in  power.  Its  quiet  and 
loving  influence  wiU  penetrate  the  remotest  parts  of  our  Territory,  and  be 
felt  in  every  hamlet  of  our  beautiful  valleys;  and  it  will  do  much  to  correct 
the  wrongs  now  existing,  and  to  redeem  our  fair  Territory  &om  the  curse 
of  polygamy  and  its  concomitant  evils." 

The  Grand  Secretary,  R  W.  Christopher  Diehl,  reports  the  recognition 
of  Utah  by  thirty  Grand  Lodges,  but  makes  mention  of  inattention  or  neg- 
lect in  various  quarters,  including  Alabama.     He  says: 

"In  the  Grand  Lodges  of  Oregon,  Nevada  and  Vermont,  the  matter  of 
our  existence  was  mentioned,  but  no  definite  action  taken.  Montana  and 
South  Carolina  are  doubtful;  the  Grand  Secretaries  of  these  Grand  Lodges 
give  under  the  list  of  *  Grand  Lodges  in  correspondence  with  the  Grand 

Lodge  of ,'  'Utah.*     Can  this  be  called  official  recognition?    I 

doubt  it  There  is  also  a  doubt  about  the  official  recognition  of  Utah  in 
Michigan.  In  Alabama,  Canada,  Idaho,  and  New  Hiumpshire,  Utah  was 
altogether  forgotten.  Also  in  Iowa;  but  the  Grand  Secretary  of  that  Grand 
Lodge  has  shown  Utah  so  many  flEivors  and  courtesies  ever  since  her  Grand 
Lodge  was  organized,  that  we  may  consider  ourselves  *all  right'  in  that 
august  body.  The  Grand  Lodges  of  Delaware,  Maryland,  Georgia,  and 
North  Carolina,  have  been  too  silent  to  suit  me.  I  never  heard  of  these 
Grand  Bodies  either  by  letter,  nor  have  I  ever  been  favored  with  a  pam- 
phlet of  their  proceedings." 

So  fiEur  as  Alabama  is  concerned,  we  are  quite  sure  that  no  wilful  dis- 
respect or  discouitesy  was  intended  by  the  f&ilure,  but  presume  it  was  a 
mere  oversight,  which  our  brethren  of  Utah  will  pardon,  we  trust,  in  con- 
sideration of  the  distance  and  the  rareness  of  our  facilities  for  personal  in- 
tercourse with  them. 

Brother  Diehl  is  also  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Cotres- 
pondence,  but  only  a  small  portion — ^the  introductory  part — of  his  Beport 
is  published,  the  printing  of  the  remainder  having  been  dispensed  with 
from  considerations  of  economy.  This  is  much  to  be  regretted,  in  view  of 
what  the  author  tells  us  of  the  weaiy  and  sleepless  nights  that  its  prepana- 
tion  cost  him — a  complaint  in  which  we  can  fully  sympathise  with  him. 
The  following  passage  is  quaint  and  cnrioiiis,  and  worthy  of  quotation  as 
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illnstratiTe  of  the  effects  of  that  singular  misapplication  of  the  first  person 
plural,  which  is  not  nncommon  with  our  reviewing  committees.  It  maJces 
wild  work  of  "impersonality,"  when  carried  to  the  fall  extent  to  which onr 
Bight  Worshipftd  Brother  of  Utah  employs  it: 

"And  now  only  a  few  words  to  onr  colleagnes  of  sister  Grand  Lodges, 
as  a  salutatory.  We  are  a  (German  by  birth,  an  American  citizen  by  a£>p- 
tion,  and  a  Freemason  from  choice.  The  language  of  our  fatherland  is  onr 
fftvorite.  The  Enfflish  language  we  have  learnt  because  we  had  to,  to 
earn  a  livelihood,  but  not  in  school,  not  in  college,  only  in  the  common 
walks  of  life.  In  writing  our  re|)ort  we  have  not  used  fifteen  thousand 
words,  as  Shakespeare  luis  done  in  writing  his  works,  nor  eight  thousand, 
as  Milton  used  for  his.  We  have  used  plain  English,  our  time  was  too 
short  to  hunt  up  words  not  used  everv  day.  We  oSen  had  to  think  a  sen- 
tence in  our  native  tongue,  and  translate  it  into  English,  and  for  this  rei^ 
son  we  must  have  a  Weoster  and  an  Adler  on  our  table  when  we  write. 
We  are  a  laboring  man,  and  have  to  toil  during  the  day  to  support  onr 
fataiily,  and  the  only  time  we  have  to  read,  stud v,  and  write  Masonry,  is  at 
night  and  Sundays.  Nevertheless  we  have  lovea  the  work,  because  we  love 
and  esteem  Freemasonry.  We  have  but  little  commended.  We  are  onl^ 
five  years  a  Mason,  and  *  green'  in  the  business.  Our  Grand  Lodge  Li- 
brary, and  other  facilities  to  make  comments,  are  too  limited.  We  have, 
however,  not  feared  to  defend  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Utah,  whenever  we 
found  it  proper  to  do  so,  because  it  is  the  duty  of  every  man  to  protect  his 
home.  Considering  all  this,  will  you  lend  a  willing  brother  a  helping 
hand,  or  will  you  make  him  disappear  from  the  face  of  the  earth  ?  We  will 
await  your  bidlets  like  a  brave  warrior !  May  they  be  just,  may  they  be 
charitable !  May  you  all,  in  passing  your  criticism,  be  true  Masons,  and 
may  our  next  Grand  Master  appoint  some  one  more  competent  to  wield  the 
pen  of  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence  than  we 
nave  been.'* 

Initiations  reported,  69. 
Members  (Master  Masons),  306. 
The  M.  W.  Louis  Cohn  was  elected  Grand  Master. 
The  R  W.  Christopher  Diehl  was  re-elected  Grand  Secretary  and  reap- 
pointed Chairman  of  Committee  on  Correspondence. 

VEBMONT. 

Aniiiiftl  Grand  Communication  held  in  Burlington  on  the  11th  and  12th 
of  June,  1873. 

We  greatly  regret  the  lack  of  space  that  hinders  us  from  giving  lazge  ex- 
tracts from  the  well  written,  sensible,  and  tastofol  Address  of  the  Grand 
Master,  M.  W.  Park  Davis,  which  is  one  of  the  very  best,  although  among 
the  least  pretentious,  of  all  that  have  yet  fiEdlen  under  our  observation* 
Br\gf  extracts  would  fail  to  do  it  justice .  We  quote,  however,  what  he  sajs 
under  the  head  of  ''Foreign  Grand  Bodies  and  Correspondence  " ; 

"  Our  relations  with  the  other  Grand  Bodies  with  which  we  continue  frft* 
temal  correspondence,  are  most  harmonious  and  friendly.    The  system  of 
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interchange  of  Grand  Lodge  Ptooeedings  and  of  publishing  the  Beports  of 
the  Committees  on  Foreign  Correspondence,  is  doing  much  good  in  bring- 
ing Grand  Lodges  into  closer  intimacy.  It  serves  as  a  sort  of  balance- 
wheel  to  regulate  the  movements  of  aU,  so  that  they  work  in  substantial 
harmony  as  one  Grand  System,  differing  only  in  some  local  and  unimpor- 
tant particulars.  By  a  friendly  criticism  of  erroxs  through  these  reports, 
each  is  enabled  to  view  its  own  faults,  as  others  see  them,  and  thus,  in 
many  instances,  a  correction  of  them  is  effected.  And  by  gathering  up  the 
gems  of  truth  that  sparkle  in  each,  and  presenting  and  dirtributing  tnem, 
a  feast  of  good  things  \a  furnished  which  can  be  partaken  of  by  alL  These 
Beports  of  the  Committees  of  Foreign  Correspondence  are  invaluable 
sources  of  masonic  information,  and  should  be  road  in  aU  the  lodges,  and 
I  earnestly  recommend  to  all  the  Masters  to  cause  it  to  be  done,  as  soon  aa 
is  convenient  after  the  printed  proceedings  are  received.  I  am  aware  that 
this  duty  is  seldom,  if  ever,  performed,  and  I  regret  that  such  is  the  case. 
I  hope  in  future  it  will  not  be  neglected.*' 

Among  the  official  acts  reported,  is  one  which  illustrates  the  difflculties 
of  travel  in  the  Green  Mountain  State.  A  District  Deputy  Grand  Master 
had  been  authorised  to  constitute  a  new  lodge  and  dedicate  its  halL  The 
ceremonies  were  to  take  place  in  the  month  of  December.  The  distance  to 
be  travelled  by  the  R  W.  District  Deputy  Grand  Master  was  only  fifteen 
miles,  but  the  weather  was  bad  and  the  snow  deep.  It  took  him  all  day  to 
accomplish  the  journey.  '  *  On  the  way  he  purchased  a  spade — a  gloomy  em** 
blem  of  our  order— to  dig  his  road  through  the  drifts.  This  implement  he 
put  to  operative  use  for  four  hours,  when  he  was  compelled  to  desist,  and, 
with  the  Grand  Lodge  regalia  swung  upon  his  back,  made  the  remainder  of 
his  journey — five  miles — on  foot "  One  may  readily  endorse  the  commend- 
ation bestowed  by  the  Grand  Master  upon  his  '*  fortitude  and  perBever-< 


anoe.** 


Our  appreciation  of  the  general  style  and  spirit  of  Grand  Master  Dayis's 
Address  is  not  to  be  understood  as  implying  ftdl  concurrence  in  all  his 
opiniona  Especially  as  regards  the  action  of  Vermont  im  the  case  of  Qoe- 
bec  and  Canada,  which  he  zealously  defends,  we  think  there  is  room  fat 
grave  doubt — ^but  all  that  is  happily  past 

The  Beport  on  Foreign  Correspondence,  which  bears  the  signature  of  the 
R  W.  Henry  Clark,  Grand  Secretary,  as  Chairman  of  the  Committee,  ia 
another  admirable  document,  some  passages  of  which  we  have  marked  tot 
insertion  elsewhere. 

One  hundred  subordinate  lodges  return  10,447  members,  and  report  406 
initiations  during  the  year. 

The  Proceedings— like  those  of  all  the  other  New  England  Grand  Lodges 
— are  remarkably  well  printed ;  and  in  every  respect,  except  the  absence  of 
an  index,  are  eminently  satisfiebctory  to  a  reviewer. 

The  Bl  W.  Park  Davis,  Grand  Master,  and  the  B.  W.  Henry  Claris,  Grand 
Saoietaiy,  were  both  reelected,  and  the  latter  wbb  reappointed  Ghaimmn  of

VIRGINIA. 

Anntial  GomniTmication  held  in  Bichmond  on  the  8th,  9th,  and  10th  of 
December,  1873. 

The  Address  of  the  M.  W.  R  E.  Withers,  Grand  Master,  is  brief;  terse, 
and  business-like;  and  his  decisions,  so  fiEur  as  they  are  based  on  general 
principles,  appear  to  ns  to  be,  with  perhaps  one  or  two  exceptions,  emi- 
nently JQst  and  proper. 

He  pays  a  tribnte  to  P.  G.  M.  Leyi  L.  Stevenson,  who  died  in  Angnst 
previoos,  having  been  a  member  of  the  Grand  Lodge  for  fifty-three  years. 

Five  dispensations  for  new  lodges  had  been  issned,  but  all  applications 
for  dispensations  to  shorten  the  time  for  consideration  of  petitions  and 
conferring  of  degrees  had  been  refused^  from  reasons  of  expediency. 

In  a  special  report  with  regard  to  a  proposed  republication  of  the  Pro- 
ceedings of  the  Grand  Lodge  from  its  organization  in  1777,  the  B.  W.  John 
Dove,  Grand  Secretary,  claims  to  have  proved,  from  authentic  records,  that 
Virginia  is  entitled  to  the  honor  of  having  first  established  Masonry  in 
America.  The  verification  of  this  claim,  in  his  forthcoming  publication, 
will  be  awaited  with  much  interest — especially  by  those  of  us  who  are  bound 
to  the  Old  Dominion  by  the  bonds  of  nativity  and  filial  devotion. 

The  Beport  on  Foreign  Correspondence,  from  the  pen  of  Brother  B.  R. 
Wellford,  jr..  Chairman  of  the  Committee,  is  in  its  original  passages  marked 
by  that  ability  which  the  high  reputation  of  its  author  would  lead  us  to 
look  for,  and  in  its  selections  by  a  judicious  discrimination  as  to  the  quality 
of  the  material  to  be  employed.  We  reproduce  a  tribute  incidentally 
paid  to  the  venerable  Grand  Secretary.  Speaking  of  an  interesting  inci- 
dent that  had  occurred  in  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Michigan,  the  writer  pro- 

*(  If  any  one  of  our  Michgan  brethren  should  chance  to  visit  us,  we  can 
promise  him  a  no  less  gratincatioiL  Even  before  he  recovers  from  the  em- 
oarrassment  of  introduction  and  assumes  his  seat,  his  attention  will  be  ar- 
rested by  the  presence  of  a  venerable  brother  sitting  at  his  desk  upon  the 
left  of  Uie  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Master.  Our  visiting  brother  will  ask 
his  neighbor  the  name  of  that  venerable  brother,  and  the  prompt  reply  will 
be  fraught  with  all  the  pride  and  affection  with  which  an  honest  manhood 
ever  turns  to  an  honored  ancestry.  That  venerable  man  is  John  Dove, 
whose  name,  household  word  as  it  is  among  as  Masons  of  Virginia,  is  known 
and  honored  by  the  Fraternity  in  all  the  liuid.  There  still  continue  with  ub 
some  other  venerable  brethren,  who  sat  with  him  in  Bichmond  Lodge  Na 
10,  when  John  MarBhall  welcomed  La  Fayette,  on  his  American  tour,  these 
48  years  aco.  For  more  than  58  years,  day  in  and  night  out,  the  recordsof 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  Virginia  attest  his  ever  punctual  presence.  Grand 
Secretary  of  the  Grand  Chapter  for  54  years,  of  the  Grand  Encampment  for 
31  years,  and  of  the  Grand  Lodge  for  38  vears,  he  is  now  the  oldest  living 
Qnmd  Secretary  in  tiie  world.    I^r  moretnanhalf  acentory,  inalifewbiob 
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profeeeional  engagements  haye  rendered  always  conspicnoos,  he  has  illnstratr 
ed  the  high  charActer  of  the  Christian  Mason,  enforcing  by  precept  and  exam- 
ple the  pore  morality  of  onr  Order.  How  feur  his  learning  and  his  wisdom 
naye  availed  in  the  deliberations  of  our  Grand  Bodies,  and  in  the  control  of 
their  subordinates,  no  pen  or  tongoe  can  ^itihfully  narrate.  Suffice  it  that 
the  ccmfidenoe  and  esteem  of  the  Graft,  through  these  many  years,  has  been 
80  maintained  as  to  ripen  in  the  mellowness  of  age  into  filial  affection  and 
yeneiation." 

No  report  of  degrees  conferred  is  giyen.  A  total  membership  of  8,507  is 
returned  by  177  lodges,  besides  which  29  lodges  fail  to  make  any  returns. 

The  M.  W.  W.  H.  Lambert  was  elected  Grand  Master,  and  the  W.  John 
Doye  reelected  Grand  Secretary. 

The  R  W.  B.  R  Wellford,  jr..  Junior  Grand  Warden,  was  reappointed 
Chaizman  of  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence. 

WASHINGTON  TERBITOBY. 

Sixteenth  Annual  Communication  held  at  Olympia,  3d-6th  Septem* 
ber,  1873.  M.  W.  Granville  0.  Haller,  G.  M. ;  R  W.  Thomas  M.  Beed, 
Grand  Secretary. 

The  Grand  Master's  Address  givep  a  very  foil  account  of  his  official  acts 
and  of  the  local  afGEiirs  of  his  jurisdiction,  and  concludes  with  some  gen- 
eral thoughts,  which  are  justly  conceived  and  felicitously  expressed.  He 
recommends  the  recognition  of  Quebec,  but  on  this  subject  the  Committee 
on  Jurisprudence,  to  whom  the  question  was  referred,  made  an  adverse 
report^  sustaining  the  position  of  Canada,  which  was  adopted  by  the  Grand 
Lodge. 

The  Beport  on  Correspondence,  signed  by  the  R  W.  Thomas  M.  Beed, 
(Gr.  Sec'y,)  as  Chairman  of  the  Committee,  happily  combines  brevity  with 
comprehensiveness.  In  several  places,  it  discusses  the  Canada-Quebec 
difficulty,  supporting  the  Canadian  side  of  the  question  with  much  ability, 
though  with  moderation  and  good  temper. 

Sixteen  subordinate  lodges  return  a  membership  of  608  Master  Masons, 
and  report  71  initiations. 

David  C.  H.  Bothschild  was  elected  M.  W.  Grand  Master,  ai^d  Thomas 
Milbume  Beed  re-elected  R  W.  Grand  Secretary. 

WESTVIBGINIA 

Ninth  Aimual  Communication  held  in  Wheeling,  17th  and  18th  Novem- 
ber, 1873.  M.  W.  Thomas  H.  Logan,  G.  M.  ;  R  W.  Odell  a  Long,  Grand 
Secretary. 

The  Grand  Master  speaks  with  much  emotion  of  the  death  of  the  R  W. 
William  P.  Wilson,  Grand  Treasurer,  whose  obsequies  (in  the  July  pr&- 
yious)  had  hma  boDorsd  by  a  qpedal  omnmnnioation  of  tha  Grand  Lodge, 
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He  reports  the  issae  of  dispeiifiations  for  eight  new  lodges,  besides  other 
official  acts,  and  concludes  with  some  excellent  counsels  to  the  CrafL 

The  Report  on  Correspondence,  signed  by  the  R.  W.  0.  S.  Long,  (Grand 
Secretary,)  for  the  Committee,  reviews  the  proceedings  of  only  eight  Amer- 
ican jurisdictions — Alabama  not  being  of  the  number, — but  gives  laxge  ex- 
tracts relative  to  European  Masonry. 

The  returns  from  sixty  lodges  give  a  membership  of  2,963,  and  show  338 
initiations  during  the  year. 

Brothers  Thoe.  H.  Logan  and  0.  S.  Long  were  re-elected  Grand  Master 
And.  Gzand  Secretary. 

WISCONSIN. 

The  thirtieth  Annual  Communication  of  the  G^and  Lodge  of  Wisconsin 
was  held  in  Milwaukee  on  the  9th,  10th,  and  11th  of  June,  1874.  M.  W. 
R  D.  Pulford,  Grand  Master;  R  W.  Geo.  E.  Hoskinson,  Grand  Secretary. 

Although  alphabetically  the  last  of  American  Grand  Lodges,  it  is  perhaps 
the  first — certainly  not  second  to  any — in  the  typographical  elegance  and 
beauty  with  which  its  proceedings  are  reported. 

The  Address  of  the  Grand  Master  is  admirably  brief  and  concise.  Dis- 
pensations for  six  new  lodges  are  reported.  As  to  decisions,  it  is  stated 
that  most  of  them  had  been  rendered  before,  for  which  reason  it  was  unne- 
cessary to  repeat  them.  With  regard  to  physical  disqualifications,  ques- 
tions had  been  referred  from  several  different  lodges,  upon  which  the 
Grand  Master  says : 

**In  each  case  I  could  only  reply  in  conformity  with  the  Ancient  Const!*- 
tutions,  which  we  have  promised  to  maintain  and  support,  and  I  know  of 
no  middle  ground." 

The  Grand  Secretary,  on  behalf  of  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Corres- 
pondence, makes  a  comprehensive  review  of  American  Freemasonry, 
tersely  discussirg  many  interesting  questions  in  its  progress,  and  repro- 
duces the  valuable  exhibit  of  European  Masonry  from  the  New  Yo^k  Re- 
port— an  example  which  we  would  that  our  limits  were  such  as  to  permit 
us  to  follow. 

Initiations  during  the  year,  668. 

Whole  number  of  Muster  Masons,  9,760. 

Brother  J.  P.  C.  Cottrill  was  elected  M.  W.  Grand  Master,  and  Bro.  Geo. 
£.  Hoskinson  re-elected  R  W.  Grand  Secretary. 

Bro.  George  D.  Wilbur  was  appointed  Committee  (of  one)  on  Foreign 
Correspondence. 

CANADA. 
Since  this  Report  was  begun,  the  proceedings  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
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CSmada  have  been  leceiyed,  too  late  for  review  in  loco,  bat  in  time  for  a 
hasty  snpplemeutary  notice. 

Tbe  nineteenth  Annual  Commnnication  was  held  in  Toronto,  Ontario, 
on  the  8th  and  9th  of  July,  1874,  the  M.  W.  William  M.  Wilson,  Grand 
Master,  **on  the  throne, *"  and  the  E.  W.  Thoe.  R  Harris  in  charge  of  the 
records. 

The  Grand  Master  begins  his  Address  by  an  announcement  of  the  final 
settlement  of  the  difficulties  so  long  pending  with  Quebec  This  announce- 
ment is  made  with  much  grace  and  good  feeling,  and  concludes  as  follows : 

*frhe  truly  Masonic  spirit  and  feeling  which  existed  and  was  evinced  on 
both  sides,  enabled  our  orethren  to  overcome  all  obstacles,  and  eventually 
led  to  a  union,  which  I  hope  will  prove  perpetuaL  We  shall  part  from  our 
brethren  of  Quebec  with  unfeigned  regret ;  we  will  miss  their  *fami1iar 
fetces*  and  pleasant  voices  at  our  annual  meetings,  but  they  carry  with  them 
our  best  wishes  and  heartfelt  prayers  for  their  happiness  and  prosperity. 
The  link  that  bound  us  in  the  chain  of  bro^erly  love  remains  unbroken, 
and  we  shall  still  continue  working  together  for  the  promotion  of  the  great 
cause  which  lies  near  all  our  hearts.  The  change  aoout  to  take  place  is, 
after  all,  only  a  change  of  jurisdiction,  and  can  make  but  a  very  slight 
change  in  our  fraternal  relations. 

*<The  intelligence  that  the  Quebec  difficulties  were  on  the  eve  of  arrange* 
ment  was  promptly  followed  by  edicte  from  the  Grand  Lodges  of  Vermont 
and  Illinois,  revoking  their  former  edicts  of  non-intercourse  with  this 
Grand  Lodge.  These  were  met  in  a  fraternal  Gpirit  by  me,  as  your  repre- 
sentative, and  all  bars  to  the  resumption  of  fraternal  relations  have  uius 
been  removed.** 

Dispensations  had  been  granted  for  the  formation  of  nineteen  new 
lodges — a  number  which  seems  indicative  of  unusually  rapid  growth. 

A  man  *k)f  doubtful  character^*  had  petitioned  a  lodge  in  New  Jersey  and 
been  rejected.  He  went  to  Canada,  and  some  time  afterward  returned  to 
New  Jersey,  a  Master  Mason  and  member  of  a  Canadian  lodge.  The  Grand 
Master  says : 

*Trom  this,  and  other  incidents  of  a  similar  nature  which  have  ccmie  to 
my  knowledge,  I  would  earnestly  exhort  the  Masters  and  officers  of  Lodges 
to  be  more  prudent  and  careful  in  their  inc^uiries  as  to  the  character  of 
those  who  seek  admission  to  our  Order,  and  it  has  occurred  to  me  that  per- 
haps it  would  be  prudent  to  add  a  clause  to  the  usual  petition,  to  the  effect 
that  the  applicant  had  not  been  rejected  by  any  other  ix>dge  within  the  last 
twelve  months.  The  obiect  of  this  addition  would  be,  that,  if  it  was  after- 
wards ascertained  that  the  statement  was  untrue,  the  offender  might  be  ex- 
pelled. ** 

The  fitct  that  such  a  recommendation  should  be  necessary,  indicates  a 
laxity,  or  irregularity  of  usage,  which  ought  to  be  corrected,  if  possible,  by 
the  establishment  of  some  uniform  rule  among  the  various  Masonic  Juris- 
Why  shodUd  not  the  i^yBtem  of  interoommnnication  by  means  of 
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*Kjriand  Bei^resentatiYeB"  be  made  available  for  snch  ends,  instead  of  re- 
maining a  mere  formality  ? 
Speaking  of  eminent  brethren  recently  deceased,  the  Grand  Master  says: 

<•  I  may  also  refer  to  the  death  of  Earl  Dalhonsie,  P.  G.  M.  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Scotland,  which  was  announced  by  cable  yesterday/' 

Thereby  hangs  a  question-  Why  "  Grand  Master  o^  Ihe  Grand  Lodge  ?  " 
We  observe  this  form  of  expression  employed  by  our  brethren  of  other 
British  Provinces,  as  well  as  of  several  of  the  United  States;  yet  the  office 
is  that  of  "  Grand  Master  of  Masons j'*  for  Scotland,  or  Canada,  or  Alabama, 
as  the  case  may  be.  His  functions  are  certainly  not  confined  to  the  presi- 
dency of  the  Grand  Lodge.  IhaJt^  indeed,  belongs  to  him  ex^fficioj  but  it 
constitutes  only  a  part — perhaps  not  the  most  important  part — of  his  du- 
ties, powers,  and  prerogatives. 

The  Report  on  Ck)rreepondence,  signed  by  Henry  Robertson,  Chairman 
of  Committee,  is  a  fJEiir  and  comprehensive  compilation,  accompanied  by 
occasional  temperate  and  courteous  criticism. 

The  returns  from  276  lodges  show  a  total  of  14,530  members,  md  report 
1,830  initiations. 

The  M.  W.  Wm.  M.  Wilson  and  the  R.  W.  Thomas  B.  Harris  were  re- 
elected Grand  Master  and  Grand  Secretary,  respectively,  but  we  regret  to 
l^am,  from  a  note  to  the  Proceedings,  that  Bro.  Harris  died  on  the  21st  of 
August,  before  they  were  published.  His  place  has  been  filled,  pro  tenut 
ty  the  appointment  of  Bra  J.  J.  Mason. 

GERMANY. 

We  had  hoped  to  be  able  to  furnish  at  least  an  outline  sketch  of  the 
present  condition  of  European  Masonry,  but  must  reluctantly  pretermit 
the  task — at  least  for  the  present  We  can  only  give  a  few  notes  from  the 
proceedings  of  one  of  the  German  Grand  Lodges,  for  which  acknowledg- 
ment has  already  been  made  of  the  courtesy  of  our  M.  W.  Past  Ghnnd 
Master  Norris,  and  for  a  translation  of  some  portions  of  which  we  are  in- 
debted to  the  kindness  of  a  brother,  who  is  not  a  member  of  the  Coxnmit- 

tee. 

There  are  eight  Grand  Lodges  in  Germany,  the  limits  of  whose  respec- 
tive jurisdictions  do  not  seem  to  be  territorially  defined,  inasmuch  as  three 
of  them  meet  in  Berlin.  The  others  are  held  at  Dresden,  Hamburg,  Frank- 
fort-on-the-Main,  Darmstadt,  and  Baireuth.  These  have  all  recently  united 
in  a  general  Grand  Lodge  League,  represented  by  a  "Grand  Lodge  Diet," 
which  meets  annually  at  one  of  the  seats  of  the  constituent  bodies,  taken 
in  rotation. 

Our  notes  are  from  the  Proceedings  of  the  *'  Grand  Lodge,  Royal  York 
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of  Friendship,**  at  Berlin,  held  at  Bereial  times  daring  the  years  1873  and 
1874. 

The  name,  residence,  date  of  birth,  occupation  or  station  in  life,  and 
date  of  reception  of  each  of  the  three  degrees,  of  the  members  of  the  four 
Berlin  lodges,  are  all  given  in  detaiL  From  an  inspection  of  these,  it  may 
be  observed  that  the  instances  are  very  rare  in  which  any  two  degrees  were 
received  in  the  same  year,  and  in  no  case  that  meets  our  eye  were  aU  ihrte 
taken  in  one  year.  In  one  we  observe  an  interval  of  dghUm,  and  in  an- 
other of  mndeen  years,  between  the  first  and  third  degrees.  Something  of 
this  cantion  and  conservatism  might  perhaps  be  imitated,  with  advantage, 
among  ourselves,  as  might  the  greater  care  shown  by  European  Masons  in 
the  selection  of  candidates  for  initiation.  This  care  is  evinced  by  the  fiict 
that  the  whole  membership  of  all  the  lodges  in  Germany  recognised  by  the 
Grand  Lodge,  on  the  1st  of  May,  1873,  was  only  8,762— not  so  many  as  we 
have  in  Alabama  alone  ! 

In  the  list  of  foreign  Grand  Lodges  appended  to  the  Proceedings,  we 
notice  those  of  New  York,  Louisiana,  Texas,  Connecticut,  California,  Illi- 
nois, Tennessee,  Iowa,  Nebraska,  and  British  Columbia.  The  omission  of 
others  in  America  is  probably  attributed  to  &ilure  to  receive  our  published 
Proceedings. 

A  motion  was  made,  at  one  of  the  communications,  to  amen^  the  ritaal, 
so  as  to  adapt  it  to  the  raising  of  candidates  not  professing  the  Christian 
Faith.  This  was  referred  to  the  **Inner  Orient,**  with  a  request  to  report 
as  soon  as  possible.  On  a  subsequent  occasion  we  find  a  report  made  of 
the  action  of  the  subordinate  lodges  on  the  question  of  the  admission  of 
Hebrews,  from  which  it  appears  that  there  was  a  majority  of  seven  lodges 
in  favor  of  it — the  smaller  towns  voting  for,  the  larger  cities  a^atiut  it 
Final  action  on  this  question  was  postponed. 

A  declaration  was  made  that  difference  of  race  or  color  (they  do  not  add 
'*  or  previous  oondUion  **)  is  no  obstacle  to  recognition  of  a  Grand  or  Subor-i 
dinate  Lodge,  if  in  other  respects  regularly  constituted.  In  accordance 
with  this  ruling,  recognition  seems  to  have  been  claimed  for  a  certain  dan-i 
destine  or  pretended  organization,  claiming  to  be  a  "Grand  Lodge,**  in 
Michigan,  though  we  are  ULable  to  determine  what  disposition  was  finally 
made  of  the  matter. 

The  question  was  discussed,  whether  ** Odd-Fellows**  should  be  eligible 
to  be  made  Masons.  Final  action  postponed,  but  in  the  meantime  no  Odd- 
Fellow  to  be  initiated. 

A  subordinate  lodge  having  inquired  whether  two  candidates  can  be  ad^ 
mitted  at  the  same  time,  it  was  ruled  that  they  may  be  so  admitted,  oi\ 
the  following  oonditioQs: 
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L  A  strict  oomplianee  with  a  ceitain  portion  of  the  Masonic  Code.  (We 
have  no  means  of  ascertaining  to  what  this  refers.) 

2.  The  lodge  must  have  two  ** black  rooms,'*  arranged  as  the  masonic 
mle  requires,  so  that  the  preparation  and  introduction  of  the  two  candi- 
dates may  take  place  at  one  and  the  same  time. 

We  give  the  above  merely  as  specimens,  and  with  some  doubt  as  to  the 
propriety  of  quoting  from  these  documents  at  all.  However  admirable 
German  Masonry  may  be,  and  however  worthy  of  imitation  in  some  of  its 
features,  yet,  inasmuch  as  the  **  Grand  Lodge  League  "  includes  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Hamburg,  the  action  of  which  was  so  grievously  offensive  to  just 
and  regular  Freemasonry  in  America,  it  becomes  a  grave  question  whether 
masonic  intercourse  can  be  consistently  maintained  with  any  of  these 
bodies.  We  respectfully  recommend  it  to  the  consideration  of  this  Most 
Worshipful  Grand  Lodge,  meantime  availing  ourselves  of  its  post  silenoe 
on  the  subject,  so  fe^  as  to  continue  to  speak  of  our  German  brethren  as 
brethren,  although  we  cannot  but  regard  them — at  least  those  of  Hamburg 
erring  brethren. 


We  have  now  completed  what  was  intended  to  be  only  the  introductory 
part  of  this  Bepori  But  so  little  room  remains  for  the  accomplishment  of 
the  original  design,  that  it  must  needs  be  greatly  curtailed.  We  can  but 
briefly  notice  a  few  subjects  that  seem  most  urgently  to  demand  attention. 


WHAT  THEY  SAY  OF  ALABAMA. 

Some  remarks  upon  our  own  proceedings  have  already  been  cited  in  the 
earlier  pages  of  the  preceding  review,  but  most  of  them  were  laid  by.  Li 
general,  the  decisions  and  other  official  statements  of  our  Grand  Master, 
and  sometimes  the  more  salient  points  of  the  reports  of  our  various  Com- 
mittees, have  been  briefly  stated,  with  little  or  no  comment  or  criticism, 
beyond  ^n  occasional  expression  of  agreement  or  dissent  There  are  ex- 
ceptions, however. 

"CAIililNO  OFF." 

The  decision  of  our  late  M  W.  Grand  Master  Johnson,  reported  in  1872, 
"that  the  W.  M.  of  a  lodge  has  no  right  to  call  the  lodge  from  labor  to  re* 
freshment  for  several  days,  while  a  motion,  which  has  been  seconded,  is 
pending,*^  is  considered  questionable  by  the  Georgia  Committee  on  Corres- 
pondence, not  in  accordance  with  the  practice  in  Georgia,  and  contrary  to 
the  opinions  of  '*  distinguished  brethren  of  other  States." 
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The  Aeio  Tork  Committee  (of  1873)  take  iceae  also  with  the  same  roling. 
They  say: 

"This  is  contrary  to  all  the  teachings  we  haye  heard,  and  is  so  prodoo- 
tive  of  evil  that  we  must  protest  agaii^  its  general  adoption.  The  W.  M. 
is  to  role  and  govern  ms  lodge;  he  is  to  direct  its  work;  not  only  the 
manner  of  working,  but  the  time  when  labor  shall  commence  and  when 
cease.  The  Craft  are  called  from  labor  by  his  direction,  and  the  gavel  at 
his  installation  is  placed  in  his  hand  with  specific  direction  as  to  his  power, 
plainly  implying  the  right  to  do  what  is  denied  to  him  h^  the  decision 
above  made.  I^t  us  stote  a  case  of  actoal  occurrence  in  this  jurisdiction, 
and  it  will  illustrate  the  error  of  the  decision.  A  lodge  had  beian  regolazly 
opened,  a  resolution  offered  and  seconded,  which  caiised  an  angry  and  ex- 
dtinff  discussion,  and  produced  a  tumult  which  the  W.  M.  was  wholly 
unable  to  repress,  and  being  unable  to  procure  masonic  order  and  decorum 
by  the  ordinary  ase  of  the  gavel,  he  finally,  having  exhausted  all  other 
means,  called  the  lodge  from  ktbor  for  one  we^;  and  his  action  was  ftilly 
sustained  on  appeal*' 

BXAIONATIOM    AND   BALLOT. 

At  the  same  session  of  our  Grand  Lodge,  it  will  be  remembered  that  the 
Grand  Master  reported  a  decision  with  regard  to  the  necessity  of  having  a 
candidate  undergo  an  examination  as  to  his  proficiency,  before  the  haUot 
on  his  petition  for  advancement,  which  he  declared  was  not  in  accordance 
with  his  own  views,  but  in  obedience  to  a  prior  ruling  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 
Grand  Master  Johnson  gave  his  own  opinion  as  follows: 

**  It  seems  to  me  that  the  vote  for  advancement  has  nothing  to  do  with 
proficiency.  If  the  brother  is  elected  to  receive  the  Degree  at  the  regular 
communication,  and  a  time  set  for  conferring  the  Degree,  and  the  brother 
comes  forward,  and  after  undergoing  an  examination,  if  it  be  satisfEu^ry, 
pass  him  or  raise  him;  if  not,  tell  hmi  to  qualify  himself  and  come  forward 
a  second  time." 

On  this,  the  Georgia  Committee  say: 

"The  Grand  Master's  views  are  in  accordance  with  the  practice  of  our 
jurisdiction.  If  the  ballot  is  on  character  alone,  then  the  Grand  Master  is 
clearly  right  We  confess,  however,  that  we  have  never  been  able  to  see 
the  necessity  for  a  ballot  on  character  in  each  degree.  The  applicant  peti« 
tions,  not  for  the  K  *.  A.  * .  degree,  but  for  "  The  Mysteries  cf  PreemasonnL'* 
and  is  declared  worthy  to  receive  them  by  the  first  ballot,  otherwise  ne 
could  not  have  that  portion  of  the  mysteries  appertaining  to  the  first  de- 
gree. We  take  it  that,  by  the  mysteries  of  Masonry,  are  meant  the  mys- 
teries of  Symbolic  Masonry,  which,  of  course,  embrace  the  three  degrees. 
An  E. '.  A.  *.  is  a  brother,  and  if  he  is  worthy  of  that  degree,  he  is  worthy 
to  receive  the  remaining  degrees.  If  he  is  unworthy,  let  charges  be  pre- 
ferred against  him.  Let  a  unanimous  vote  be  required  to  clear  him  of 
those  dirges,  if  you  please,  but  do  not  permit  him  to  be  stabbed  in  the 
dark  by  a  secret  ballot  and  cast  out,  without  giving  him  an  opportunity  of 
vindicating  himself,  But  these  are  only  our  individual  views;  the  law  of 
the  Grand  Lodge  is  against  us,  and  to  it  we  bow  8QbiiiiHdve]y. 
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It  may  be  noted,  in  relation  to  this  subject,  that  the  views  of  Past  Giand 
Haster  Johnson  and  of  the  Georgia  Committee  are  sustained  by  the  usage 
in  those  jmisdictions,  (we  are  unable  to  say  how  many,  but  certainly 
wne,)  in  which  but  one  ballot  is  held  for  all  the  three  degrees. 

The  Ndfmska  Committee  quote  the  whole  passage  relative  to  the  subject, 
and  then  add: 

**We  had  no  idea  that  the  brethren  of  Alabama  were  such  an  impatient 
80L  Ther  should  go  back  to  first  principles,  and  learn  to  subdue  their 
passions. 

A  very  oracular,  but  not  very  perspicuous  pronouncement  We  do  not 
perceive  its  pertinence  to  the  question  under  consideration. 

ASn-MASONIO  SECTS,    AC. 

Hie  decision  that  a  Mason,  who  unites  himself  with  an  anti-masonio 
church  or  sect,  thereby  forfeits  his  masonic  rights  and  privileges,  is 
heartily  endorsed  by  the  Oalifomia  Committee,  but  questioned  by  others. 
As  this  decision  has  been  overruled  by  the  action  of  our  Grand  Lodge  at 
its  present  session,  it  is  hardly  necessary  to  quote  what  has  been  said  upon 
it»  further  than  the  following  remark  from  the  able  Report  of  the  Illinois 
Gommittee,  (S.  W.  Bro.  Bobbins,  Chairman,)  which,  as  it  seems  to  us, 
mnteUgUacu: 


«' 


If  one  cannot,  as  we  all  agree,  by  any  formal  renunciation  release  him- 
self from  his  obligations  to  the  Fraternity,  we  fiftil  to  see  how  such  an  act 
can  release  the  Fntemity  from  its  corresponding  obligations  towards  him, 
until,  by^  the  judgment  of  his  peers,  a  sentence  of  suspension  or  expulsion 
places  him  without  its  pale." 

WHO  MAT  FBESIDS,  AC 

The  same  Committee  objects  to  Bro.  Johnson's  ruUng,  that  no  Past  Mas- 
ter can  preside  in  a  lodge,  unless  it  be  one  belonging  to  this  Jurisdiction, 
presuming  it  to  be  ** founded  on  a  local  regulation."  We  are  not  aware  of 
any  such,  unless  that  provision  of  our  Constitution,  (Art  YL,  Sec  24,) 
^oh  prohibits  any  Mason  not  [at  the  time]  a  member  of  the  Jurisdiction 
from  presiding  or  lecturing  in  a  lodge,  can  be  so  construed. 

OCIOOEMABIAinSM,  AC. 

Another  decision,  announced  at  the  same  time — viz.,  that  "an  applicant 
eighty-four  years  old  ought  not  to  be  made  a  Mason  *' — ^has  attracted  con- 
siderable attention,  and  called  forth  not  a  little  comment  [As  these  criti- 
asms  are  made  in  all  cases  by  the  (Dommittees  on  Foreign  Correspondence, 
we  shall,  for  brevity's  sake,  give  merely  the  name  of  the  Jurisdiction.] 
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Cal^omia  says : 

* 'Probably  the  Grand  Master  is  right,  or  at  least  discreet,  in  this  decision. 
But  then  what  is  it  that  good  old  Dr.  Watts  says — 

*And  while  the  lamp  holds  out  to  bum,'  etc,  etc.  ?  " 

Georgia  demurs,  as  follows : 

**The  applicant  must  be  a  ^perfect  youths'  so  says  the  ancient  charge,  and 
to  it  rigid  constructionists  say  we  must  conform.  We  do  not  concur,  how- 
ever, in  this  decision.  We  do  not  think  the  candidate  should  be  debarred 
on  account  of  age,  if,  in  every  other  respect,  qualified." 

lUinois  has  the  following : 

**We  wonder  whether  the  first  decision  wouldn't  have  rankled  in  Thomas 
Parr's  breast  at  about  his  152nd  year,  had  it  been  applied  to  him  at  the  age 
of  84  ?  His  wife,  whom  he  married  when  he  was  a  youth  of  120,  might, 
however,  have  commended  it  as  tending  to  keep  him  at  home  of  evenings. 
So  of  this  Alabama  gentleman,  should  he  prove  to  be  another  Henry  Jen- 
kins. Looking  back  through  eighty-five  added  years,  wouldn't  he  think  it 
a  queer  institution  which  cut  him  off  from  its  benefits  on  the  score  of  age, 
just  OS  he  had  escaped  from  adolescence  ? 

<«We  have  instanced  these  two  cases  of  extreme  longevity  to  indicate  that 
this  question  is  not  one  which  should,  in  this  form,  oe  passed  upon  by  a 
Grand  Master.  The  landmarks  have  fixed  the  qualifications  of  candidates 
as  well  in  respect  of  age  as  in  other  matters,  and  at  any  period  between 
non-age  and  dotage  the  Lodge  alone  is  the  judge  of  their  fitnesa  The 
Grand  Master  cannot  authorise  the  Lodge  to  accept  less  than  the  landmarks 
require  ;  he  cannot  rightfully  compel  it  to  demand  more. 

Minnesota  simply  expresses  approval  of  the  decision;  but  New  Jersey 
comments  as  follows : 

**  Perhaps  so.  Such  a  person  loould  be  rather  an  old  customer  to  be  sa- 
luted as  *  the  youngest  K  A.,'  and  yet,  if  properly  qualified  and  able  to  do 
the  work  of  a  Ma^n,  why  exclude  him  ?  He  would  be  rather  a  curiosity 
among  the  Craft,  and  we  should  say  *  better  late  than  never.' " 

WITHDBAWAL  OF  PETITION. 

The  Illinois  Committee  devotes  more  space  than  any  other  to  its  review 
of  our  proceedings.  With  regard  to  the  ruling  of  Grand  Master  Johnson* 
that  **  if  a  candidate  can  not  legally  be  made  a  Mason,  or  if  he  is  physically 
disqualified,  the  petition  may  be  withdrawn  without  a  ballot,"  we  quote  the 
following: 

**  It  will  be  noticed  that  the  third  decision  is  in  conflict  with  the  letter  of 
our  law  in  Illinois,  which  declares  that  '  no  subordinate  lodge  shall  be  per- 
mitted to  return  a  petition  which  has  been  presented  and  referred,  for  mem- 
bership or  initiation,  without  first  balloting  for  the  candidate. '  In  so  fitr 
as  Grand  Master  Johnson  makes  a  distinction  between  ineligibility  and  un- 
fitness, we  think  he  is  clearly  right,  aiid  that  our  law  should  be  so  modified

in  its  phiBseology  as  not  to  be  a  stumbling  block  in  the  vrhj  of  Masters, 
preventing  them,  possibly,  from  doing  what  it  is  clearly  their  duty  to  do; 
that  is,  to  stop  farther  proceedings  at  any  moment  when  it  is  discovered 
that  the  candidate  is  ineligible,  and  that  the  lodge  had,  therefore,  no  right 
to  receive  his  petition." 

BESrOBATlOM. 

• 

There  was  yet  another  decision  reported  at  the  same  communication,  in 
which  the  Grand  Master  ruled  in  obedience  to  what  he  considered  the  rul- 
ing of  the  Grand  Lodge  on  a  former  occasion,  and  contrary  to  his  own 
judgment  This  was  with  regard  to  restoration  from  suspension.  The 
Grand  Master's  argument  on  that  occasion,  in  opposition  to  his  own  en- 
forced ruling,  was  clear  and  (as  it  seems  to  us)  unanswerable.  It  is  sus^ 
tained  by  the  highly  intelligent  Committee  of  Louisiana,  which  says  : 

"As  we  understand  the  question, — a  Mason  is  suspended,  after  due  trial 
by  his  lodge,  by  the  required  two-thirds  vote.  Subsequentiy  this  punish- 
ment is  reversed  by  the  lodge  in  which  he  had  been  convicted,  by  the  like 
two-thirds  vote.  This,  according  to  the  preceding  decisions,  does  not  re- 
store him  to  his  former  Masonic  status,  but  merely  to  *the  rights  and  priv^ 
ileges  of  Masonry'  generally;  whilst  to  regain  his  membersnip,  he  has  to 
be  subjected  to  an  additional  ballot,  which  must  be  unanimously  clear,  as 
though  he  were  an  unaffiliated  Mason.  Grand  Master  Johnson  believes 
this  ruling  to  be  erroneous,  and  this  opinion  we  share.  The  arguments 
which  he  adduces,  extracted,  in  substance,  from  Look's  Masoruc  Trials,  pp. 
105-^7-8,  cover  the  whole  ground,  and  are,  to  our  mind,  quite  conclusive. 
We  hold  it  as  both  reasonalue  and  just,  that  '  when  sentence  of  suspension 
for  a  fixed  and  determinate  period  is  passed  against  a  Mason,  he  is,  upon 
the  termination  of  that  period,  instanUy  restored  to  all  those  rights  and  priv- 
ileges from  which  he  stood  suspended,  without  any  further  action,  either  on 
his  own  part  or  the  part  of  the  lodge  wherein  the  sentence  was  passed  ;  but 
Inr  mere  operation  of  law  the  termination  of  the  sentence  is  the  termination 
of  the  suspension;  and  the  punishment  being  expressly  limited  by  the  tri- 
bunal inflicting  it,  that  punishment  can  not  be  continued,  nor  an^  depriva- 
tion of  masonic  rights  extended,  beyond  the  present  limits.  This  restora- 
tion is  both  to  the  rights  of  Masonry  and  the  rights  of  membership;  for 
suspension  is  not  a  total  destruction,  but  a  temporary  interruption  of  ma^ 
some  riffhts.'  Admitting  this,  we  contend  that  it  is  equally  good  masonic 
law,  ana  only  in  logical  connection  with  this  undeniable  proposition,  that 
*the  lodge  may  restore  from  indefinUe  suspension  in  the  same  manner  and 
for  the  same  causes  as  in  the  case  of  definite  suspension,  and  with  Wee  effect* 
In  ur  jurisdiction  it  was  formerly  law,  that  the  Grand  Lod^e  alone  could 
restore  from  indefinite  suspension  and  expulsion;  but  it  has  since  delegated 
to  the  subordinate  lodges  the  right  to  annul  the  formet  sentence,  and  re- 
stote  the  brother  to  his  previous  masonic  standing,  requiring  only  the  like 
vote  by  which  the  sentence  was  inflicted,  whilst  it  still  properly  refuses  the 
privilege  to  a  subordinate  body  to  restore  an  expelled  Mason." 

DUES  DUBING  SUSPENSION. 

The  action  of  oar  Grand  Lodge  in  one  partioiilar  seems  to  have  met  with 
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almost  nnanimoas  dissent    This  is  in  relation  to  the  following  resolntion, 
adopted  in  1872: 

**  Resolved,  That  no  brother  who  has  been  suspended  for  non-payment  of 
daes,  shall  be  reinstated  until  he  pays  all  daes  which  haye  aocmed  during 
his  suspension^  as  well  as  those  for  which  he  was  suspended." 

Of  the  many  criticisms,  we  select  what  is  said  by  Kentucky,  as  a  fitir  pre' 
sentation  of  the  other  side  of  the  question: 

**  We  look  upon  this  measure  as  a  very  arbitrary  and  unjust  one.  By  his 
suspension,  the  party  is  debarred  from  all  his  rights  and  priyileges  as  a 
Mason  ;  he  can  not  visit  a  lodge,  because  he  is  unable,  or  has  neglected,  to 
pay  his  dues,  and  yet  he  is  to  be  charged  with^  and,  before  he  can  be  rein- 
stated, is  made  to  pay  for^  privileges  which  are  denied  hiuL  There  is  no 
miid  pro  quo  in  this.  His  punishment  is  for  fiftiling  to  pay  the  lodge  certain 
ahekels,  and  to  be  restored,  he  must  pay,  not  only  them,  but  other  shekels 
in  addition.  We  think  the  rule  in  our  Grand  Lodge  is  right,  that  payment 
of  the  amount  due  at  the  time  of  suspension  of  itself  restores  the  party  to 
his  former  right&" 

Minnesota  b&jb: 

**The  law  makes  sumension  just  as  much  Masonic  death  as  expulsion* 
because  you  say,  *  not  hold  Masonic  intercourse  with  *  *  *  *  or  one 
under  sentence  of  suspension  or  expulsion.*  We  hold  that  with  equal  pro- 
priety dues  could  be  required  of  one  restored  for  the  whole  period  during 
whicn  he  remained  expeUed. 

**  Somehow  the  word  consistency  has  either  a  different  signification  from 
that  which  was  given  it  in  our  younger  days,  or  the  idea  is  ignored,  or  we 
are  getting  very  obtuse." 

There  is  some  force  in  what  is  thus  urged  by  our  respected  brethren,  but 
we  would  beg  leave  to  call  their  attention  to  the  feust  that  the  resolution  of 
our  Grand  Lodge  applies  merely  to  the  case  of  suspension  for  non-paymefrU 
of  dues.  It  does  not  apply  to  any  case  of  intx)iunlary  suspension,  but  to 
that  which  is  wifful  and  contumacious,  or  else  the  effect  of  culpable  negli- 
gence— for  it  is  not  to  be  presumed  that,  in  any  case  of  inabQUy  to  pay,  the 
lodge  would  hesitate  to  remit  the  dues.  The  Biason  who  wishes  to  be  re- 
lieved from  payment  of  dues  has,  under  our  laws,  the  privilege  of  demand- 
ing a  demit  If  he  has  respect  enough  for  his  lodge  to  do  so,  he  is  lawfully 
released  from  payment,  but  he  can  be  restored  to  memberahip  only  by  a 
unanimous  vote,  on  his  subsequent  application  for  affiliation.  On  the  other 
hand,  the  Mason  who,  defiantly,  or  from  indifference,  permits  himself  to 
be  suspended  for  non-payment,  may  at  any  time  reinstate  himself  in  full 
membership  by  mere  payment  of  his  accumulated  dues.  This  is  a  privi- 
lege, not  enjoyed  by  the  demitted  Mason,  for  which  it  is  but  reasonable  that 
he  should  be  required  to  pay  some  equivalent  Such  was  the  ground  a^* 
6umed4n  the  discussion  of  the  question  before  our  Grand  Lodge,  and,  as  it 
seemstousiiteansoareelybeeomndered  **arbita»]y,** ''oxgust^*' or  **ino(m> 
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Bistent"  The  qnestion  is  one  attended  with  some  difficulties,  and  may  be 
susceptible  of  doubt  or  difference  of  opinion,  but  let  it  be  fiurly  stated  and 
fully  understood. 

We  may  add  that,  although  the  word  **BUspiended  "  is  used  in  our  Consti- 
tution, it  may  reasonably  be  doubted,  and  is  doubted  by  many,  whether 
the  suspension  implied  is  masonic  suspension  proper,  as  understood  by  our 
Minnesota  brethren.  **  Dropped  from  the  roll "  would  perhaps  have  better 
ezpreBsed  the  true  intent  and  meaning  of  the  framers  of  the  Constitution. 

MISCELLANEOUS. 

« 

Montana  commends  the  Report  of  our  Committee  on  Appeals  and  the  ac- 
tion thereon  in  the  case  of  a  lodge  which  had  imposed  a  very  inadequate 
punishment  for  an  atrocious  masonic  crime.  Our  Bocky  Mountain  brethren 
are  somewhat  mistaken,  however,  in  stating  the  terms  and  conditions  on 
which  our  Gh»nd  Lodge  Hall  is  occupied. 

Nebraska  says,  of  the  Report  of  our  predecessors  for  1872 : 

"The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence  is  from  the 
&cile  pen  of  Bro.  R.  F.  Knott; — covers  one  hundred  pages  of  the  closest 
kind  of  printing,  and  is  one  of  the  ablest  in  our  list  We  cannot  refrain, 
however,  from  again  entering  our  protest  against  the  style  of  printing 
quoted  and  original  matter  in  the  same  type.  It  is  a  bore  to  every  review- 
er, and  is  only  exceeded  by  our  brethren  of  Arkansas  sending  us  uncut 
pages." 

In  this  *' protest'*  we  heartily  concur.  The  evil  may  be  a  *'bore"  to  the 
reader,  but  it  must  be  a  torture  to  the  author.  It  is  &r  worse  than  the 
« uncut  pages"  from  Arkansas.  That  is  a  trifling  annoyance,  susceptible 
of  easy  removal,  but  the  other  is  irremediable. 

Vermont — speaking  through  her  Grand  Secretary,  who  is  Chairman  of 
the  Committee, — highly  compliments  the  Address  of  Grand  Master  John- 
son (for  1872),  and  copies  in  full  that  part  of  it  which  relates  to  restoration 
from  suspension,  (already  above  discussed,)  prefacing  it  thus: 

"As  the  manner,  methods,  and  effects  of  restoration  are  not  fully  under- 
stood in  our  jurisdiction,  the  views  of  Grand  Master  Johnson  so  intelli- 
ffentiy  stated  are  given  for  the  information  and  enlightenment  of  Vermont 
Ibsons,  which,  rally  studied,  will  save  our  own  Grand  Master  scores  of 
useless  questions." 

THE  GLASS  CASE. 

Ck)ming  now  to  the  proceedings  of  our  last  Annual  Communication, 
(1873,)  notices  of  which  have  been  only  partially  received,  we  find  the  case 
which  has  attracted  most  attention  thus  stated  by  the  Maine  Committee: 

««A  member  of  a  legislative  body  in  *  pairing'  with  another,  pledged 
10 
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his  masonic  word  to  obserre  good  faith  in  the  matter.  He  violated  his 
pledge,  was  indefinitely  suspended  by  his  lodge,  but  the  decision  was  set 
aside  by  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  he  was  expelled.  The  only  addition  that 
oonld  be  desired,  is,  that  the  Grand  Lodge  should  censure  ihe  other  party 
for  interchanging  masonic  pledges  in  such  a  case." 

Oregon,  through  Past  Grand  Master  Ghadwick,  remarking  on  the  same 
case,  says:    "  We  like  the  way  things  are  done  down  in  Alabama." 

Lhdiana  seems  to  go  still  fSuther,  though  we  are  not  quite  sure  that  we 
fully  apprehend  the  drift  of  the  remarks  of  the  Committee: 

**  Taking  one  view  of  this  case,  the  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge  was  cor- 
rect Any  Mason  who  is  so  ignorant  of  what  Masonir  is  as  to  pledge  his 
*  masonic  word '  in  a  political  matter,  ought  to  be  ezpefied,  whether  he  vio- 
lates his  word  or  not  Masonry  was  never  intended  to  be  used  for  *  politi- 
cal or  pecuniary  purposes.*  Politics  is  politics;  business  is  business;  Ma- 
sonry IS  Masonry.  We  have  too  much  pledging  of  masonic  fiaith;  too  much 
communicating  *on  the  square,*  and  too  much  mixing  Masonry  with 
everything  but  Masonry.  We  are  wandering  too  far  from  the  straight  and 
narrow  path  marked  out  by  the  fathers  who  have  gone  before  us.  We  must 
get  back  to  first  principles;  we  must  shorten  our  cords  and  straighten  our 
stakes,  and  turn  our  attention  to  Masonry  as  it  was  originally  intended  it 
should  be,  and  leave  politics,  religion  and  business,  and  all  the  entangling 
alliances  of  the  world,  the  flesh,  and  the  devil,  to  take  care  of  themselves. 

Xew  York  is  outspoken  in  condemnation  of  our  action  in  the  case,  as 
follows: 

"This  action  can  only  be  justified  on  the  ground  of  the  violation  of  his 
masonic  pledge  by  the  accused, — but  if  that  is  allowed,  ordinarily,  we  shall 
soon  see  the  msciplinary  power  of  lodges  applied  to  all  kinds  of  business 
transactions,  on  the  pretence  that  a  Biason  pledged  his  masonic  word,  or 
obligation,  or  duty,  for  the  performance  or  some  engagement  of  a  pecu-' 
niary  nature.  This  mixing  of  business,  or  politics,  or  senatorial  log-roll- 
ing, with  Masonry,  we  protest  against  in  all  its  Protean  forms.  We  see 
nothing  but  evil  to  arise  from  the  connection." 

We  would  respectfully  suggest  to  our  brethren,  both  of  New  York  and 
Indiana,  that  perhaps  it  is  they  who  are  "mixing  up"  things.  It  is  cer- 
tainly true  that  matters  of  business  and  politics,  in  the  ordinary  accepta- 
tion of  those  terms,  should  not  be  introduced  into  Masonry,  and  we  believe 
they  never  are.  It  may  also  be  true  that  Masonry,  as  such,  should  not  be 
mingled  with  matters  of  trade  and  party  politics,  nor  do  We  believe  that  it 
is,  to  any  appreciable  extent  But,  if  the  principles  of  Masonry  are  not  to 
be  applied  to  the  ordinary  afEairs  of  life,  then'  are  they  merely  a  delusion 
and  a  sham.  If  they  are  to  govern  only  within  the  doors  of  the  lodge,  then 
they  are  vainer  and  more  worthless  than  the  religion  which  is  worn  only  on 
Sunday  and  laid  aside  on  Monday. 

The  reaction  against  the  abuse  of  Masonry,  in  thrusting  it  forward  on 
■lighl'and  familiar  occasions,  has  created  a  supersensitiveDfiSB,  as  we  think. 
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in  this  regard,  which  is  too  prevalent,  especially  among  the  moie  intelli- 
gent and  cnitiyated  members  of  the  Fraternity.  It  may  be  bad  taste  in  a 
tradesman  to  monnt  the  square  and  compasses  over  his  shop-door^  and 
worse  than  bad  taste  in  a  politician  to  manipulate  his  masonic  attainments 
for  the  promotion  of  personal  ambition,  but  there  is  a  limitation  on  the 
Other  side.  According  to  our  ti^ditions.  Masonry,  in  its  origin,  was  intl- 
ttiately  associated  with  the  business  of  life  in  one  particular  department  of 
industry,  and  the  object  of  Speculative  Masonry  is  to  give  its  benign  prin- 
ciples a  wider  an4  more  catholic  extension.  Again:  one  of  the  earliest  les- 
sons that  we  all  were  taught,  as  masons^  was  e, poUlicalleBaon — **notto 
countenance  disloyalty  or  rebellion,  but  patiently  to  submit  to  legal  au- 
thority,'* &c.,  &c.  Our  brethren  would  hardly  hold  that  this  lesson  was  to 
be  in  force  only  in  the  lodge ! 

As  well  might  it  be  contended  that  a  mason  is  not  amenable  to  masonic 
censure,  if  he  should  cheat)  wrong,  or  defraud  his  brother  in  ordinary,  <nB^ 
side  matters  of  business.  Nay,  it  might  with  even  more  plausibility,  be 
argued  that,  inasmuch  as  women  never  enter  a  lodge,  therefore  our  masonic 
principles  have  nothing  to  do  with  the  relations  of  husband  and  wife, 
fftther  and  daughter,  brother  and  sister,  or  with  the  conduct  of  man  to- 
ward woman  in  any  respect;  and  one  of  the  fiiireet  and  most  precious 
jewels  in  the  coronet  of  Freemasonry  would  be  torn  from  her  brow. 

'* Politics  is  politics;  business  is  business;  masonry  is  masonry" — as  our 
Bight  Worshipful  Brother,  of  Indiana,  justly  observes.  But  then.  Truth 
is  truth  and  Justice  is  justice;  yet  Truth  and  Justice  are  both  elementary 
masonic  principles,  and  if  they  are  not  applicable,  as  such,  to  matters  of 
business,  nor  of  politics,  nor  anything  else  outside  of  the  esoteric  mysteries 
of  Masonry,  they  are  mere  souls  without  bodies. 

The  pledging  of  masonic  fidth,  upon  the  particular  occasion  referred  to, 
may  have  been  indiscreet  and  in  bad  taste — ^perhaps  it  was — ^we  are  not  sure 
upon  that  point,  and  have  not  felt  called  upon  to  form  an  opinion, — ^but  the 
vvolaUon  of  that  £Etith,  once  pledged,  was  certainly  a  gross  masonic  crime, 
and  we  maintain  that  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Alabama  was  altogether  tight  in 
recognising  it  as  such  and  inflicting  the  only  adequate  punishment 


BECOGNrnON  OF  FOBEIGN  GBAND  BODIEa 

BBAZIL. 

The  recognition,  by  our  Grand  Lodge,  of  the  Grand  Orient  of  Brazil, 
**yalley  of  Lavradio,"  in  1872,  and  of  the  Grand  Orient,  or  Grand  Lodge, 
of  Hungary,  in  1873,  has  not  escaped  criticism.  Speaking  of  the  former 
ease,  the  JStaols  Cknmnittee  aay,  in  their  notioe  of  Alabama: 
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'*  The  Grand  Lodge  endoised  the  action  of  the  Grand  Master  in  the  in- 
terchange of  representatives,  and  ordered  an  en^ossed  copjr  of  its  resolu- 
tions on  the  subject  forwarded  to  its  Grand  Hepresentauve  at  Bio,  the 
*  niostrioas '  Brother  Senor  Pedro  Antonio  Gomez. 

**From  his  title,  which  is  nnknown  to  Ancient  Craft  Masonry,  we  pr&- 
fiame  the  representative  thus  accredited  to  the  Grand  Orient  of  Brazil  is  a 
Mason  only  by  virtue  of  his  connection  with  a  rite  of  which  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Alabama  has,  and  can  have,  no  official  knowledge.  Speaking  for 
ourselves  alone,  we  think  the  time  has  fully  come  when  the  claims  of  ncm" 
inaUy  masonic  bodies  should  be  carefully  scrutinised  by  Grand  Lodges, 
before  according  to  them  the  recognition  due  only  to  those  which  are  ma- 
sonic in  fact  as  well  as  name.  Perhaps  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Alabama  has 
done  this  in  the  present  instance.  It  is  a  sovereign  and  independent  body, 
and  may  do  as  seems  to  it  best,  but  we  trust  that  the  Grand  lx)dge  of  Hu- 
nois  will  steer  clear  of  all  entangling  alliances  with  bodies  as  to  whose 
position  within  the  pale  of  legitimate  Masonry  there  may  be  the  slightest 
question." 

As  this  is  necessarily  an  interesting  question  to  us,  we  copy,  for  the  bet- 
ter understanding  of  it,  the  following  account  of  the  present  condition  of 

Masonry  in  Brazil  from  the  valuable  Beport  of  the  Louisicma  Commit' 
tee  : 

**The  congratulations  of  the  Masonic  world  that  the  dissensions  prevail- 
ing amongst  the  Fraternity  in  this  country  [Brazil]  had  entirely  been 
healed  by  the  amicable  fusion  of  the  two  Grand  Orients,  seem  to  have  been 
premature.  Again  have  they  broken  out,  and  with  undiminished  viru- 
lence; and  we  h&\e  the  sad  spectacle  anew  presented  to  us  of  strife  and 
division,  threatening  the  general  good  and  wel&re  of  our  institution  and 
the  progress  of  the  noble  teachings  and  purposes  which  we  claim  for  it 
The  union  of  the  two  Grand  Bodies,  which  took  place  a  year  ago,  has  been 
raptured;  and  we  have  the  two  opponents  once  more  seeking  recognition, 
each  as  the  legitimate  Grand  Orient  of  Brazil 

'*  We  are  disposed  to  keep  aloof  from  both^  and  give  masonic  recognition 
to  neiUier.  We  have  had  enough  trouble  with  *  Grand  Orients; '  and,  as  a 
matter  of  wise  precaution,  added  to  the  uncertainty  which  exists  as  to  the 
legitimate  claims  of  either, — despite  the  quasi  endorsation  of  the  Lavradios, 
by  R  W.  Bro.  Albert  Pike, — we  most  emphatically  recommend  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Louisiana  to  refuse  recognising  either  body,  under  the  circum- 
stances. No  good  can  possibly  arise  to  us  from  interfering  in  these  intes- 
tine quarrels,  and  we  perceive  much  danger  to  ensue  from  being  embroiled 
in  such  unseemly  partisanship. 

**The  cause  of  tne  disturbed  condition  of  the  3Iasonic  Order  in  Brazil 
may  be  traced  originally  to  political  parties  attempting  to  control  the  elec- 
tion of  tiie  Supreme  Grand  Master  of  Masonry  in  that  country.  The  Vis- 
count de  Rio  franco,  present  Prime  Minister  of  Brazil,  was  elected  as  such 
in  preference  to  Saldanha  Marinho,  formerly  Minister  of  State,  a  celebrated 
lawyer  and  the  head  of  the  Liberal  party.  A  split  ensued,  and  another 
Grand  Orient  was  established,  known  as  the  *  Benedictinos,'  on  account  of 
the  Lodge  being  located  on  a  street  of  that  name,  while  the  other  Grand 
Orient  is  known  as  the  *  Lavradio,'  likewise  on  account  of  the  name  of  the 
street  on  which  it  is  located.  The  different  lodges  of  the  country  then 
divided  their  aUegianoe^  some  iidhwing  to  the  La^zadio,  whik  othm  ao* 
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knowledged  the  BenedictinoB;  and  (his  state  of  af^rs  will  continue,  appa* 

xently,  for  some  time,  as  political  feeling  in  that  country  mns  high. 

•  •  •  •  •  *  •  •  •  • 

*<As  to  recognising  one  or  the  other  of  the  two  Grand  Orients,  as  the 
one  most  deserving  of  respect,  it  is  of  course  a  farce,  as  their  publications 
will  show  that  each  one  has  committed,  and  continues  to  commit,  all  man- 
ner of  masonic  irregularities." 

Some  farther  light  may  be  thrown  upon  the  subject  by  a  reference  to  the 
action  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Jfoine.  This  body,  in  1872,  formally  recog- 
nised the  "Grand  Orient  of  Brazil,  Valley  of  Lavradio."  In  1873,  how- 
ever, the  Committee  on  Foreign  Ck)rre8pondence— of  which  our  own  dis- 
tinguished Representative,  Past  Grand  Master  Drummond,  is  Chairman — 
made  a  special  report  upon  the  subject,  from  which  we  quote  the  fol- 
lowing: 

"At  the  last  Annual  Communication,  the  'Grand  Orient  of  Brazil,  Val- 
ley of  Lavradio,'  was  recognised  as  the  supreme  Masonic  authority  in  that 
Empire. 

"There  was  then  existing  another  body  claiming  to  be  the  regular  Grand 
Body  in  that  country,  but  whose  claims  had  been  almost  universally  de- 
cided to  be  without  foundation. 

"But  on  May  29,  1872,  these  two  bodies  formed  a  union  under  the  name 
of  the  United  Grand  Orient  of  Brazil.  From  that  date  to  the  fourth  day 
of  September  following,  all  was  apparently  harmonious,  and  all  former 
feuds  buried. 

"  On  that  day,  however,  in  consequence  of  a  dispute  in  relation  to  the 
election  of  Grand  Master,  a  portion  of  the  body  seceded  ^nd  set  itself  up 
as  the  regular  Grand  Orient,  taking  the  name  of  *  The  Grand  Orient  of 
Brazil,  Vs3ley  of  Lavradio,'  the  same  name  which  was  borne  by  the  body 
we  recognised  last  year. 

"We  have  received  a  large  number  of  documents  from  both  bodies,  and 
after  a  full  examination  we  find  that  the  Lavradio  Body  has  no  pretence  cf 
regylarity. 

"We  should  either  withdraw  our  recognition  entirely,  or  confine  it  to 
the  '  United  Grand  Orient,'  as  the  assumption  by  the  present  irregular  body 
of  the  name  of  the  former  regular  body  has  already  misled  many  Grand 
Lodges." 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  Maine  concurred  in  this  Report,  and  adopted  the 
following  resolution: 

"  Besdved^  That  this  Grand  Lodge  cannot  recognise  the  so-called  *  Grand 
Orient  of  Brazil,  Valley  of  Lavradio,'  as  existing  since  the  fourth  of  Sep- 
tember last,  but  holds  that  the  *  United  Grand  Orient,'  of  which  Bro.  Ma- 
rinho  is  Grand  Master,  and  Bro.  Amaral  Grand  Secretary,  is  the  regular 
masonic  authority  in  the  Empire  of  Brazil." 

In  their  recent  Report  for  the  present  year,  1874,  the  same  Committee 
say  that,  while  still  holding  that  their  action  of  last  year,  in  refusing  to 
recognise  the  Lavradio  Grand  Orient,  was  right,  they  are  now  inclined  to 
to  think  that  neUher  of  the  two  claimants  ought  to  be  recognised,  adding 
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the  remark,  that  they  are  *'  aboat  ready  to  refose  recognition  to  any  Grand 
Orient  connected  with  a  Supreme  Council,  and  vice  verm.** 

The  same  subject  was  under  consideration  in  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Xevo 
Jersey  in  1873.  The  Committee  on  Jurisprudence,  to  which  it  was  re- 
ferred, made  a  special  report  upon  the  subject,  looking  at  the  subject  in  a 
different  light  from  that  in  which  it  was  viewed  in  Louisiana,  but  arriving 
at  substantially  the  same  conclusions.  In  this  Beport,  which  was  adopted 
by  the  Grand  Lodge,  they  say: 

**That  they  have  ascertained  that  the  Grand  Orient  of  Brazil  is  organr 
ized  under  what  is  known  as  the  *  Ancient  and  Accepted'  or  *  Scotch '  Rite, 
the  Bitual  of  which  is  composed  of  a  large  number  of  degrees  which  are 
not  recognised  by  this  Grand  Lodge,  and  with  t^e  secrets  of  which  only  a 
meagre  minority  of  this  Society  is  feoniliar.  If  any  exchange  of  Grand 
Bepresentatives  with  the  Grand  Orient  of  Brazil  were  agreed  to,  the  selec- 
tion of  the  Grand  Bepresentative  from  New  Jersey  would  necessarily  be 
restricted  to  the  very  few  members  of  this  Grand  Lodge  who  are  fJEmiiliar 
with  the  *  Scotch '  Bite,  and  who  could  gain  admission  to  the  Grand  Orient 
of  Brazil  when  in  session. 

**  Your  Committee  are  of  opinion  that  it  would  be  dero^tory  to  the  dig- 
nity of  this  Grand  Lodge  to  exchange  Bepresentatives  with  any  organiza- 
tion claiming  to  be  Masonic,  from  whose  communications  any  member  of 
this  Grrand  Lodge  would  be  excluded. 

**  Your  Committee  therefore  report  that  it  is  not  expedient  for  this  Grand 
Lodge  to  comply  with  the  request  of  the  Grand  Orient  of  Brazil" 

Similar  conclusions  appear  to  have  been  attained  in  New  York,  New 
Brunswick,  Vermont,  and  perhaps  elsewhere — in  some  cases  for  the  reasons 
just  stated  by  New  Jersey;  in  others,  for  those  above  quoted  from  the  Lou- 
isiana Beport 

Canada,  (hlifomia,  Mississippi,  Nova  ScoHa,  and  the  District  cf  Ooiumbia 
seem,  either  directly  or  inferentially,  to  have  recognised  one  or  the  other 
of  the  Brazilian  Grand  Bodies,  though  no  evidence  appears  in  the  recorda 
that  a  careful  investigation  was  made,  preliminary  to  action,  by  any  of 
them. 

For  our  own  part,  if  the  question  were  not  already  settled,  in  a  measure, 
by  the  action  of  this  Grand  Lodge  in  1872,  we  should  be  at  a  loss  to  form 
an  intelligent  opinion  as  to  the  rival  claims  of  the  Benedidinos  and  the 
Lavradios,  The  recent  schism  appears  to  have  turned  mainly  upon  the 
election  of  Grand  Master  after  the  union.  Three  such  elections — or  at- 
tempts to  elect — were  held  in  1872.  The  first  was  a  fEiilure,  Senor  Marinho 
receiving  182  votes,  the  Viscount  of  Bio  Branco  181,  with  5  scattering. 
The  subsequent  elections  would  seem  to  have  been  held  by  each  division 
separately,  Marinho  being  almost  unanimously  elected  by  the  Benedidinos, 
and  the  Viscount  of  Bio  Branco  by  the  Lavradios — ^both  claiming  regur 
larity.    Dr.  Amara),  however,  who  was,  before  the  short-lived  union,  a  dia- 
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txDgiiiflhed  member  and  Grand  Secretaiy  of  the  Grand  Body  then  bearing 
the  name  of  lAvradio,  has,  since  the  separation,  adhered  to  the  Benedictir 
noSy  maintains  their  claims  to  regularity,  and  edits  their  official  joumaL 

However  nnfortonate  these  divisions,  and  whichever  party  may  be  in  the 
right,  or  the  wrong,  we,  of  Alabama,  have  peculiar  reasons  for  kindly  in- 
terest in  the  afiGurs  of  our  Brazilian  brethren.  They  have  given  us  the  best 
evidence — and  we  know  not  whether  it  comes  from  one  side,  or  the  other, 
or  from  both  sides, — of  possessing  the  true  masonic  spirit  Without  folly 
endorsing  the  doctrine  that 

**He  can't  be  wrong  whose  life  is  in  the  right," 

we  may  yet  be  slow  to  pronounce  any  in  the  wrong  in  minor  matters, 
whose  conduct  in  more  essential  ones  can  be  so  nobly  right. 

HTTNGABT, 

With  regard  to  Hungary ^  Alabama  seems  to  stand  alone.  Nor  are  we  sure 
nokat  Masonic  Authority  in  that  kingdom  has  obtained  our  recognition. 
On  page  10  of  our  proceedings  for  last  year,  (1873,)  we  find  the  following 
statement,  made  by  the  Grand  Master  in  his  Annual  Address — ^the  italics 
being  ours: 

"Brother  Louis  Amnzi,  M.  D.,  of  Pesth,  has  been  appointed  representa- 
tive of  this  Grand  Lodge  near  the  Orayid  Lodge  of  Hungary;  and  Brother 
Joel  White,  of  this  cit^,  has  been  appointed  as  the  representative  of  that 
Grand  Lodge,  near  this." 

On  i)age  24,  however,  it  appears  that  the  Grand  Secretary  announced 
**  that  he  had  received  a  commission  for  Brother  Joel  White,  as  the  repre- 
sentative of  the  Orand  Orient  of  Hungary  at  Pesth." 

Now,  it  appears,  from  all  the  sources  of  information  at  our  command, 
that  the  Orand  Lodge  and  the  Orand  Orient  of  Hungary  are  two  distinct 
bodies,  both  seated  at  Pesth.  With  which  of  these  are  we  in  communica- 
tion ?  At  the  moment  of  writing  we  have  no  opportunity  of  consulting 
either  our  Right  Worshipful  Grand  Secretary  or  the  Brother  who  represents 
Hungarian  Masonry,  and  must  leave  the  question  unanswered,  though  it 
may  be  a  very  pertinent  and  important  one. 

The  Orand  Lodge  of  Hungary,  working  in  the  three  symbolic  degrees,  is 
we  presume,  the  only  body  with  which  we  could  consistently  hold  masonic 
intercommunication.  The  Orand  Orient  appears  to  be  an  offshoot  from  the 
French  Grand  Orient,  of  comparatively  recent  origin,  and  working  in  the 
f*Ancient  and  Accepted"  rituaL 

The  New  York  Report,  speaking  of  these  two  bodies,  says  : 

**The  irritation  which  has  heretofore  existed  between  the  two  Hungarian 
Q]und  bodies,  seems  to  have  been  allayed.    An  agreement  was  entered  into 
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between  them,  of  which  the  following  are  the  principal  featnies :  to  induce 
the  Hungarian  Qovemment  not  to  pennit  the  formation  of  Ma6onic  Lodges, 
except  throogh  the  two  Grand  Booies  of  the  Fatherland  ;  to  act  unitedly 
against  the  establishment  of  Lodges  by  foreign  Masonic  Grand  Orients  ; 
not  to  recognise  Lodges  chartered  by  the  latter  ;  to  take  the  necessary  steps 
to  compel  the  irreguLur  Lodges  existing  in  Hungary,  either  to  affiliate  with 
one  of  the  Grand  Lodges,  or  to  be  considered  clandestine." 

The  Qramd  OrierU  of  Hungary,  since  its  organization,  has  issued  a  circu- 
lar, drawn  up  in  a  most  Mendly  and  fraternal  style  and  spirit,  applying  for 
recognition  and  proposing  an  exchange  of  representatiyes  with  the  various 
jurisdictions  to  which  it  is  sent  The  Louisiana  Committee,  while  copying 
this  document,  ^^respectfully  and  earnestly  recommend  that  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Louisiana  take  no  action  in  the  premises.*' 

The  Committee  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Utah,  whose  Chairman,  the  R  W. 
Bro.  Diehl,  seems  to  be  well  informed  upon  the  subject,  make  a  special 
report  thereon,  in  which  they  reach  the  following  conclusion : 

**The  Grand  Orient  of  Hungary  being  organized  under  the  *Ancient  and 
Accepted'  or  ^Scotch*  Rite,  with  the  Kitual  of  which  only  a  few  of  the 
members  of  this  Grand  Bod^  are  familiar,  and  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Utah 
knowing  and  working  onlj  m  the  three  first,  or  symbolic  degrees,  should 
not  exchange  representatives  with  a  body  to  which  not  every  one  of  her 
members  could  gain  admission  when  in  session.** 

They,  therefore,  recommend  a  resolution,  which  was  adopted,  <*that  it  is 
not  expedient  for  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Utah  to  comply  with  the  request  of 
the  Grand  Orient  of  Hungary.** 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  New  Bronswick,  in  conformity  with  a  suggestion  of 
the  Grand  Master  and  the  report  of  a  Special  Committee,  determined  that 
**the  application  of  the  Grand  Orients  of  Brazil,  of  Egypt,  and  Hungary, 
for  recognition*'  should  not  be  complied  with  for  the  present 

One  hardly  needs  regret  the  caution  of  our  brethren  in  this  matter,  if  the 
spirit  of  the  Hungarian  Grand  Orient  is  fairly  represented  by  its  official 
journal,  the  Eaynal,  in  the  following  extraordinary  extract,  for  which  we 
are  indebted  to  the  M,  W.  Bra  Chadwick,  of  Oregon — ^we  being  answerable 
for  the  italics : 

'*Also  the  history  of  the  American  Freemasonry,  or  rather  that  of  the 
United  States,  offers  remarkable  proofs  of  the  success  of  their  work,  put 
into  practice.  It  is  known  that  our  trans-Atlantic  brethren  have  not  only 
assisted  in  abolishing  slavery^  but  have  also  taken  a  prominent  pirt  in  the 
sphere  of  education  and  instruction,  and  have  called  many  a  numane  in- 
stitution into  existence.  These  great  results,  which  Freemasoniy  in  America 
can  boast  of,  we  are  inclined  to  attribute  to  the  circumstanee  that  the  rela- 
tionship between  the  Fraternity  and  the  outside  world  had  been  reformed 
in  the  spirit  of  justified  dtUms  of  publicity.  In  America,  Freemasonry  vxirks 
in  sight  cf  everj^oc^,  efdermg  Muy  toith  the  pubHc,  keeping  none  of  its  reeom 
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hitioiiB  secret,  vnd  jwbHdyttppealing  to  the  prcfane  for  support  of  the  reali- 
sation of  its  purposes,  llius  it  is  known  to  all  by  its  doings,  and  its  infla- 
ence  is  steadily  increasing." 


DRINKING  AND  DEALING  IN  SPIKITS. 

The  Liqnor  Question  has  given  and  continues  to  give  much  trouble,  and 
the  great  mischiefs  resulting  from  intemperance  have  led,  in  some  cases,  to 
ft  resort  to  measures  for  its  repression,  which  can  scarcely  be  approved  by 
ft  temperate  and  sober  judgment  In  Indiana^  a  law  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
prohibits  the  conferring  of  any  of  the  degrees  of  li^Iasonry  upon  any  one 
engaged  in  the  manu&cture  or  sale  of  '"intoxicating  liquors  to  be  used  as  a 
beverage,"  and  under  this  the  Grand  Master  recently  decided  that  the 
Superintendent  of  a  brewery  was  ineligible.  The  Committee  on  Jurispru- 
dence, to  whom  this  decision  was  referred,  rather  evaded  the  responsibility 
of  giving  a  direct  opinion.  They  say  they  "would  prefer  not  being  called 
upon  to  defend,  nor  do  they  wish  to  attack  it,"  but  they  si^iificantly  add : 

"How  far  the  laborer  who  is  engaged  at  his  daily  toils,  or  the  husband* 
man  who  plants  and  raises  hops,  barley,  com,  rye,  etc.,  is  a  party  to  the 
crime  of  manufacturing  intoxicating  drinks,  is  rather  too  metaphysical  and 
fine  spun  to  be  distinctiy  visible  to  the  naked  eye. " 

In  North  CardinOj  a  brother  was  expelled  by  a  subordinate  Lodge  for 
selling  intoxicating  liquors  by  the  quart  to  all  who  were  able  to  pay  for 
theuL  "  [Whether  the  ability  of  the  purchaser  to  pay  for  them  was  consid- 
ered an  aggravation  of  the  offence,  or  not,  does  not  appear.]  The  expelled 
member  confessed  his  fault  and  promised  to  discontinue  the  traffic,  where- 
upon the  Lodge  applied  for  his  restoration.  The  Committee  on  Suspen- 
sions and  Appeals  recommended  his  restoration,  but  the  Grand  Lodge  post- 
poned action  on  the  subject. 

In  Oonnedicut  the  Grand  Master  very  properly  condemns  and  declares 
void  a  resolution  passed  by  a  subordinate  Lodge,  "that  no  Brother  shall  be 
buried  with  masonic  honors  who  uses  intoxicating  liquors." 

The  Grand  Master  of  Kansas^  in  his  Annual  Address,  has  the  following  : 

"In  1870,  Grand  Master  Brown  decided  that  it  was  a  masonic  offence  for 
a  Master  ^lason  to  keep  a  dram-shop,  or  to  sell  intoxicating  liquors  as  a 
beverage.  The  Grand  Lodge  approved  and  confirmed  the  decision.  I 
have  held,  in  numerous  cases  submitted  to  me,  that  the  above  decision  was 
the  settled  jurisprudence  of  this  Grand  Jurisdiction  on  that  subject ;  and 
have  further  held,  that  if  it  was  a  masonic  offence  for  a  Master  Mason  to 
keep  a  dram-shop,  for  which  he  should  be  suspended  or  expelled,  then,  for 
the  same  reason,  a  keeper  of  a  dram-shop  was  not  a  suitable  candidate  for 
the  Degrees." 
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And  the  Committee  on  Gorreepondence  of  the  same  Jurisdiction  com- 
ment in  the  following  jaunty  strain  upon  the  decision  of  our  Grand 
Master,  in  1872,  that  *  there  is  no  law  absolutely  prohibiting  subordinate 
lodges  in  this  State  from  initiating  an  applicant  engaged  in  the  sale  of  alco- 
holic drinks  by  retail,"  accompanied  by  another  decision,  *that  habitual 
intemperance  is  unmasonic"    They  say  : 

**That  kind  of  law  may  do  for  our  brethren  in  Old  Alabama,*  but  it 
won't  do  for  us.  It  does  seem  in  these  latter  days  that  the  order  of  things 
has  greatly  changed,  so  that  the  way  to  get  into  a  Lodge  of  Masons  is  made 
easy,  and  to  stay  in  is  exceedingly  precarious.  The  good  brethren  of  Ala- 
bama may  think  this  consistent  and  in  conformity  with  the  teachings  of 
Meisonry,  and  it  may  be  so,  as  they  received  it,  but  most  certainly  not  so 
with  us.  As  for  ourselves,  we  are  most  decidedly  in  £Etvor  of  laws  that  will 
keep  out  the  seller  and  punish  him  who  wilfully  indulges  in  the  excessive 
use  of  'alcoholic  drinks. '  We  have  never  yet  recognised  the  seller,  espe- 
cially when  not  a  Mason,  and  ignore  the  claims  of  a  poor  unfortunate 
brother  upon  us  for  sympathy.'* 

We  confess  ourselves  at  a  loss  to  understand  exactly  what  is  meant  by 
that  last  sentence,  nor  have  we  any  idea  from  what  source  our  Kansas 
brethren  may  have  derived  the  masonic  teaching  that  "absolutely  pro- 
hibits" either  the  temperate  use,  or  the  **selling  by  retail,"  of  alcoholic 
drinks,  as  per  se  masonic  offences,  unless  it  be  of  a  very  modem  date.  The 
masonic  authorities,  from  which  we,  of  'Old  Alabama,"  derive  our  teach- 
ings, instruct  us  that  Temperance  is  one  of  the  cardinal  virtues,  but  at 
the  same  time  they  inform  us  that,  in  the  early  days  of  the  <<Bevival"  of 
Masonry,  lodges  had  so  little  horror  for  the  retailing  of  liquors,  that  th^y 
almost  invariably  held  their  meetings  in  tatxms.  The  four  Lodges  that  or- 
ganized the  Grand  Lodge  of  England,  (the  mother  of  us  all,)  more  than  a 
hundred  and  fifty  years  ago,  held  their  communications,  respectively,  at 
the  'Ooose  and  Gridiron  Ak-House,"  the  *Orown  Ale-House, "  the  "Apple- 
Tree  Tavern,"  and  the  'Summer  and  Grape  Tavern" — names  not  at  all  sig- 
nificant of  Total  Abstinence  or  "Prohibition."  Even  in  staid  and  sober 
Boston,  we  read  that,  about  a  hundred  years  ago,  the  Masons  were  wont  ta 
celebrate  their  festivals  in  a  room  of  the  'Oreen  Dragon  Tavern." 

It  is  true  that  what  is  lawful  is  not  always  expedient,  and  that  circum- 
stances may  render  things,  which  are  innocent  at  one  time,  very  mischiev- 
ous at  another.  The  frightftd  evils  of  intemperance  in  our  day  have  led 
many  excellent  and  sensible  men  to  look  to  entire  abstinence  as  the  only 
effectual  remedy.  This  is  not  the  place  to  discuss  the  merits  of  that  ques- 
tion, but  the  theory  is  at  the  least  entirely  legitimate,  and  he  who  practises 
it  is  deserving  of  all  the  honor  due  to  any  sort  of  self-denial  incurred  for  a 
beneficent  purpose.  The  attempt  to  errfcrce  it  upon  others,  by  either  civil  or 
Masonic  penalties,  is  quite  another  question. 
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As  to  the  business  of  selling  alcoholic  drinks,  whether  by  wholesale  or  re- 
tail,— there  is  no  difference  in  principle  between  the  two, — until  it  can  be 
clearly  established  that  the  use  of  them,  in  any  form,  and  to  any  extent, 
however  limited,  is  positively  criminal,  it  is  hard  to  understand  the  justice 
or  propriety  of  subjecting  it  to  penal  prohibition.  As  far  as  Masonry  is 
concerned,  a  discreet  silence  in  legislation,  a  judicious  use  of  the  black- 
ball, and  a  prompt  and  rigorous  enforcement  of  discipline  for  intemper- 
ance, are  the  only  valid  and  legitimate  safeguards. 

These  views  are  not  peculiar  to  "old  Alabama.*'  The  Grand  Master  of 
young  (but  vigorous)  Minnesota,  regarding  the  subject  from  the  standpoint 
of  personal  abstinence,  says: 

"We  have  all  subscribed  to  Temperance  as  one  of  the  'cardinal  virtues,' 
as  *a  virtue  which  should  be  the  constant  practice  of  every  Mason.'  It  is 
not  my  purpose  here  to  put  upon  this  what  many  among  us  might  deem  a 
forced  construction.  Masons  difler,  and  they  differ  honestly,  in  their  in- 
terpretations of  temperance,  up  to  a  certain  point;  and  yet  whether,  with 
myself,  you  conclude  that  it  should  mean  total  abstinence  from  all  that  can 
intoxicate,  or  whether  you  take  a  different  view,  yet  all  must  admit  that  it 
constitutes  a  total  prohibition  of  drunkenness,  and  that  no  drunkard  can 
he  a  good  Mason." 

And  the  Grand  Master  of  California  has  sopae  excellent  remarks  upon  the 
same  subject,  from  which  we  quote  a  few  passages: 

"Habitual  intemperance  is  a  masonic  crime.  •  It  is  the  most  difficult  of 
all  evils  to  deal  with,  because,  while  most  incurable,  it  is  aluo  the  most 
fashionable  and  best  tolerated  in  good  society.  Moreover,  those  who  are 
its  victims  are  the  very  last  to  be  convinced  of  their  tnie  condition  and 
danger.  No  man  is  willing  to  believe  himself  either  a  drunkard  or  in  dan- 
ger of  becoming  one.  Kemonstrance  and  admonition,  however  gently  ad- 
ministered, are  too  frequently  resented  as  impertinent  and  insulting.  It  is 
often  extremely  difficult,  too,  to  draw  the  line  between  the  moderate  drinker 
who  maintains  the  ground  of  common  respectability,  and  him  who  has 
passed  a  few  steps  over  the  margin  and  become  a  proper  subject  lor  your 
oiscipline.  These  are  some  of  the  difficulties  which  encompass  thin  insin- 
uating, yet  in  the  aggregate,  most  terrible  and  destructive  of  all  vices. 
That  my  brethren  are  fully  awake  to  the  riecessity  of  more  vigorous  treat- 
ment ol  the  evil,  and  that  in  their  efforts  to  do  so  they  have  encountered 
all  these  obstacles,  is  abundantly  manifested  by  the  tact  that  from  eveiy 
portion  of  the  State  letters  have  poured  in  upon  me,  lamenting  the  evil, 
imploring  my  counsel  how  to  proceed,  and,  above  all,  demanding  to  know 
what  degree  of  intemperance  renders  a  Mason  a  lit  subject  for  masonic  dis- 
cipline. I  might  perhaps  answer  in  general  terms,  that,  whenever  the  con- 
duct of  a  brother  is  sucn  as  to  suggest  this  incjuiry,  it  may  be  si\fely  as- 
Bumed  that  he  has  reached  that  stage  where  discipline  ought  to  begin.  No 
precise  rule  could  be  set  up  to  cover  all  cases,  except  the  rule  of  total  ab 
Btinence,  and  that,  as  I  have  already  suggested,  we  have  not  the  capacity 
to  enforce.  I  have  not  yet  yet  set  up  such  standard  for  myself,  though  I 
am  tree  to  confess  that  I  have  sometimes  wished  I  had,  if  for  no  other  rea- 
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son  than  for  the  sake  of  the  good  sach  example  might  possibly  bring  to 
some  poor  mortal  still  weaker  than  myself. 

"  In  some  of  our  sister  States  regulations  have  been  adopted,  which  in- 
hibit the  initiation  of  any  man  who  manufiEictnres,  distils,  or  deals  in  any 
intoxicating  drinks.  I  refer  to  these  regolations,  not  as  approving  them, 
but  only  as  illnstratiye  of  the  earnestness  with  which  the  (question  is  being 
elsewhere  considered.  I  am  not  yet  prepared  to  snbscnbe  to  snch  ordi- 
nances. I  do  not  believe  that  they  are  eitner  just,  practicable,  advisable, 
or  masonic.  To  proscribe  men  by  classes  is  to  place  them  on  the  same 
footing,  to  ignore  their  individual  merits,  and  punish  the  best  for  the 
wrongs  committed  by  tbe  worst  Let  each  petitioner,  as  he  presents  him- 
self, stand  or  fedl  upon  his  own  personal  worth  and  manhood,  and  let  ns 
issue  no  mandate  which  implies  unwillingness  to  trust  our  brethren  in  the 
selection  of  their  associates,  or  which  pronounces  a  judgment  of  condem- 
nation before  a  hearing  has  been  had." 

We  cannot  dismiss  the  subject  without  quoting  an  eminently  righteous 
decision  of  the  Grand  Blaster  of  Georgia,  directly  adverse  to  that  wretched 
fallacy,  prevalent  at  this  day  and  in  this  country,  which  regards  drunken- 
ness as  a  mitigation,  instead  of  an  aggravation,  of  other  offences.    He  says: 

"  Visiting  the  Grand  Lodge  while  under  suspension  is  a  masonic  offence, 
for  which  expulsion  may  be  inflicted,  because  such  admission  was  gain^ 
under  false  pretences,  particularly  when  the  uisUor  voas  in  a  state  of  irUoadoa- 
Hon.'' 


LOTTERIES  AND  "GUT  CONCERTa

Somewhat  akin,  perhaps,  to  the  preceding  subject,  is  the  question  which 
has  been  agitated  in  various  quarters,  relative  to  lotteries,  and  the  like. 
One  Grand  Lodge — that  of  Ntbraska — has  adopted  the  following  resolu- 
tions: 

*'  Besdtjed,  l^l  That  this  Grand  Lodge  views  with  abhorrence  any  attempt 
on  the  part  of  Lodges  or  members  of  Lodges  to  give  the  aid  of  liasonry, 
in  organized  or  inddvidual  form,  to  any  lottery  or  gift  enterprise  whatso- 
ever; and  the  purchase^  sak,  or  drawing  of  lottery  tickets  is  unmasonic,  de- 
serving reproof  and  discipline. 

*'  Resolved,  2d.  That  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors  as  a  beverage  is  a  gross 
violation  of  masonic  obligatioii,  and  should  in  all  cases  subject  the  o&id- 
er  to  reprimand;  and,  if  persisted  in,  to  expulsion  horn  the  Fraternity. 

In  Nova  SootUi,  the  following  preamble  and  resolution  were  adopted: 

<*  Whereas,  It  has  come  to  the  knowledge  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  through 
the  report  of  the  Dist  Dep.  Grand  Master  for  No.  2,  that  there  is  in  con- 
nection with  a  Lodge  under  this  jurisdiction  a  gift  enterprise,  and  such  an 
enterprise  being  contrary  to  the  spirit  of  Masonry,  therefore 

Ruolved,  That  this  Grand  Lodge  condemns  such  enterpriseB  as  not  cal-

cnlated  to  adyance  the  interests  of  the  Graft,  and  contrary  to  the  spirit  of 
Masonry." 

The  Grand  Master  of  Virginia  reports  that  he  had  given  permission  to 
the  Masonic  Belief  Association  of  Norfolk  to  issne  tickets  for  a  *'gift  con- 
cert*' in  behalf  of  the  completion  of  their  "Masonic  Temple,"  but  with 
"strong  doubts  of  its  propriety,"  and  under  the  conviction  that  such  a 
measure  afforded  the  only  prospect  of  relief  from  "  ruinous  pecuniaiy  loss 
to  the  Fraternity  of  that  city."  He  says  his  action  is  sustained  by  prece- 
dent^  but  protests  against  its  being  used  hereafter  as  a  cumulative  prece- 
dent 

With  regard  to  this  same  enterprise,  the  Grand  liaster  of  Utah  declaims 
as  follows: 

"I  have  before  me  a  circular  entitled  'Grand  Gift  Concert!  10,000 
prizes !  $250,000  in  currency  to  be  given  away  ! '  for  the  benefit  of  the  Ma- 
sonic Belief  Association  of  Norfolk,  Virginia.  It  is  said  that  the  proceeds 
of  this  enterprise  will  be  used  for  the  purpose  of  procuring  funos  neces- 
sary for  the  completion  of  the  Masonic  Temple  at  that  place.  '  Tis  true, 
and  pity  'tis,  'tis  true.'  In  the  language  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Nebraska, 
'We  view  with  abhorrence  auy  attempt  on  the  part  of  Lodges  or  members 
of  Lodges  to  give  the  aid  of  Masonry,  in  an  organized  or  unorganized  form, 
to  any  lottery  or  gift  enterprise  whatever." 

"It  is  a  'modem  innovation'  upon  our  Order,  and  subversive  of  the 
great  principles  we  seek  to  inculcate.  Let  Masons  everywhere  frown  upon 
any  attempt  to  soil  its  fair  name.  Our  Order  is  too  old  to  '  take  chances.' 
I  regret  that  our  Brothers  of  Norfolk  resorted  to  such  a  scheme.  I  fear 
they  '  give  away  *  too  much  '  currency.* " 

We  are  not  so  sure  about  its  being  a  "modem  innovation."  While  we 
have  not  a  word  to  say  in  defence  of  lotteries,  yet  our  conservative  instincts 
and  love  of  "  old  landmarks  "  lead  us  to  prefer  that  legislation  and  author- 
ity should  be  very  reticent  with  regard  to  all  matters,  the  wrongfidness  of 
which  is  doubtful,  infertotial,  or  contingent  upon  particular  circumstances. 
On  the  other  hand,  the  plea  of  necessity,  urged  by  the  Virginia  Grand  Mas- 
ter, seems  to  us  to  be  altogether  untenable  and  insufficient,  if  the  thing  it- 
8^  is  positively  torong.  We  should  greatly  prefer  to  see  the  question  put 
upon  its  true  ground — that  it  is  one  for  the  individual  conscience  to  deter- 
mine— not  for  masonic  legislation.  There  is  enough  of  positive  crime, 
positive  sin,  positive  wrong,  within  the  limits  of  the  plain  prohibitions  of 
the  Decalogue,  the  Sermon  on  the  Mount,  and  the  Masonic  Charges,  to  oc- 
cupy all  our  energies  in  fighting  against  them,  without  wasting  them  on 
doubtful  controversies  about  constructive  crimes.  When  drunkenness,  pro- 
fanity, impurity,  falsehood,  slander,  envy,  and  the  like,  shall  have  been 
subdued,  then  we  may,  perhaps  with  more  propriety,  turn  our  attention  to 
the  considezation  of  questioDA  of  "  minor  morals." 
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HONORARY  MEMBERSHIP. 

As  this  enbject  is  one  which  has  been  brought  before  our  own  Grand 
Lodge  for  consideration,  it  may  be  interesting  to  notice  what  is  thoaght  or 
said  of  it  elsewhere. 

The  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence  of  Vermont  say: 

"  The  subject  of  EmerUus  membership,  or  honorary  membership,  is  at- 
tracting wide  attention.  The  arguments  are  conflicting,  and  we  confess  our- 
selves not  prepared  to  express  an  opinion,  and  hope  tlmt  more  light  may  be 
shed  upon  it  Certainly,  when  in  the  prime  and  vigor  of  life,  when  h(»lth 
is  good  and  business  prosperous,  the  payment  of  annual  dues  is  scarcely 
felt  aiid  never  burdensome;  but  as  age  advances  and  the  tottering  step  gives 
unmistakable  evidence  of  the  decay  of  the  vital  powers;  when  business  is 
no  longer  remunerative,  because  we  are  no  longer  able  to  perform  it,  this 
annual  tax  becomes  a  burden.  The  brother  of  three-score  years  and  ten 
can  seldom  visit  the  lodge;  his  decayed  limbs  require  nursing  at  home, 
having  exhausted  themselves  in  the  heat  and  burthen  of  the  masonic  daysy 
but  the  inexorable  call,  as  potent  as  that  of  the  highwayman,  says :  Your 
annual  dues  or  your  masonic  life.  While  there  are  many  good  reasons  for 
the  Emeritus  system,  yet  it  is  fraught  with  danger." 

In  the  Constitution  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Notxi  Scotia — Chapter  XIV, 
Section  38, — we  find  the  following  provision: 

"A  brother  who  may  have  rendered  any  service  to  the  Craft  in  general, 
or  to  any  ]xirticular  lodge,  may,  by  a  vote  of  the  lodge,  be  elected  an  hon-^ 
omr^'  member  thereof.  The  lodge  must  include  honorary  members  in  its 
returns  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  is  liable  to  pav  to  the  Grand  Lodge  similar 
dues  or  such  honorary  members  as  are  payable  for  ordinary  members,  but 
no  such  honorary  member,  as  such,  can  be  a  member  of  the  Grand  Lodga" 

In  Missouri,  the  Committee  on  Jurisprudence,  in  support  of  a  decision 
rendered  by  the  Grand  Master,  say: 

*'  'Honorarjr  membership^  has  no  recognition  in  pur  usage,  nor  a  place 
in  our  masonic  vocabulary." 

In  another  case  the  Grand  Master  decides — and  the  Committee  sustain 
him— that  a  lodge  can  not  remii  the  dues  of  a  member  until  they  have  aa- 
crued,  and  that  a  vote  to  remit  them,  in  advance,  is  null  and  void. 

the  Grand  Master  of  Michigan  also  decides  both  these  qaestions  in  the 
negative. 

In  lUinoiSi  on  the  other  hand,  the  Grand  Master  makes  the  following 
rulings,  which  are  sustained  by  the  Committee  on  Jurispmdenee,  and 
adopted  by  the  Grand  Lodge: 

**That  in  absence  of  any  local  law  on  the  subject,  lodges  can,  by  their 
by-laws,  authorise  the  election  of  Master  Masons  m  good  standing  to  hon- 
omry  membership  therein.  • 

**  ^fhat  honorary  members  of  a  lodge  are  entitled,  by  their  election  thereto, 
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to  all  the  rights  and  privileges  guaranteed  to  them  bj  the  by-laws  of  the  lodge, 
not  inconsistent  with  the  general  regulations  of  Masonry." 

Louisiana  has  both  ''honorary'*  and  "life"  membership,  but  we  aie  not 
infonned  as  to  the  distinctive  terms  and  conditions  of  either. 


MIXED  FUNERALS,  JOINT  OC50UPANCY  OF  LODGES,  &C. 

Various  circumstances  have  recently  led  to  a  very  general  examination  of 
fhe  question  of  the  propriety  of  participating  with  other  organizations  in 
faneral  ceremonies,  public  processions,  the  ownership  or  occupancy  of 
lodge-rooms,  &c. 

In  February,  1873,  a  difficulty  arose  in  the  District  of  Columbia,  with 
regard  to  the  funeral  of  a  deceased  brother,  who  was  also  a  member  of  the 
Order  of  Odd  Fellows.  The  Master  of  the  Lodge  to  which  the  deceased  be- 
longed, of  course  assumed  entire  control  of  the  arrangements,  and  in  the 
exercise  of  his  authority  declined  to  allow  any  portion  of  the  pall-bearers 
to  be  ftimished  by  the  Odd  Fellows.  This  led  to  some  irritation,  and  a  cor- 
renspondence  ensued  between  a  Ck)mmittee  of  Odd  Fellows  on  the  one  side, 
and  the  Grand  Master  of  Masons  for  the  District  on  the  other,  conducted, 
as  the  latter  states,  with  "moderation  and  good  feeling  "  by  the  Committee. 
In  order  to  gain  all  the  light  upon  the  subject  that  was  available.  Grand  Master 
Stansbory  addressed  a  circular  to  all  the  Grand  Masters  in  the  United  States, 
asking  information  as  to  the  usage  in  their  respective  jurisdictions.  We 
quote  his  own  words  as  to  what  followed : 

"I  have  received  replies  from  twenty-seven  grand  jurisdictions,  and  they 
are,  almost  without  exception,  uniform  in  declaring  that  there  exists  no 
regulation  or  agreement  on  the  subject;  that  the  Masonic  Fraternity  always 
assumes  exclusive  control  where  it  takes  any  part  in  the  burial  of  a  brother, 
and  performs  its  ceremony  last  where  other  associations  participate  at  all 
in  the  funeral  rites.  The  Masonic  Fraternity  never  attends  a  funeral  except 
when  the  deceased,  or  his  friends  on  his  behalf^  have  expressed  a  desire  for 
masonic  burial ;  and  that  wish  is  taken  as  the  en)res8ion  of  a  preference 
that  the  rites  should  be  under  their  control.  And  that  control  can  not  be 
divided  with  any  other  body,  because  no  person  not  a  Mason  can  assist  in 
•the  performance  of  masonic  work;  and  it  is  only  for  the  performance  of 
masonic  work  tnat  the  Craft  is  ever  permitted  to  apnear  in  public.  Hiese 
are,  in  brief^  the  views  of  the  Grand  Masters  who  have  responded  to  my 
inquiries. 

"Anxious  to  show  every  courtesy  to  a  great  and  useftd  society,  I  recom-' 
mend  that  the  whole  of  the  papers  in  relation  to  this  matter  be  referred  to 
a  special  committee  for  examination  and  report  Leaving  the  matter  wholly 
to  the  judgment  of  the  Masters  of  the  Lodges,  does  not  seem  to  have  fully  met 
the  requirements  of  the  case,  and  often  places  a  Master  in  an  embarrassing 
position,  in  which  he  is  liable  to  the  accusation  of  discourtesy,  if  he  car^ 
ries  out  what  he  oonsoientiously  believes  to  be  ^his  masonic  duty.    The 
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adoption  of  a  strict  and  nniform  role  appears  to  me  to  be  the  best  method 
of  avoiding  painful  and  inappropriate  discussions  on  these  mournful  occa- 
sions; and  I  confess  that  I  incline  to  a  more  rigid  enforcement  of  the  ex- 
clusiveuess  of  our  Fraternity. 

'*We  shall  do  no  injury  and  offer  no  discourtesy  to  other  societies  by  this 
course.  They  are  free  to  adopt  a  similar  principle  for  the  government  of 
their  own  arrangements,  and  in  so  doing  will  never  meet  with  opposition 
or  jealousy  from  us.  Seeking  no  publicity,  avoiding  parade  and  show,  as 
utterly  opposed  to  the  principles  of  our  institution,  we  are  never  desirous 
of  forcing  our  attention  or  honors  upon  any.  They  must  be  sought  before 
they  will  be  bestowed,  and  no  stranger  hand  should  be  permitted  to  assist 
in  their  bestowaL" 

The  recommendation  of  reference  to  a  Special  Committee  was  complied 
with.  Their  Report — which  was  adopted — states  the  merits  of  the  case  so 
clearly  and  forcibly,  that  we  copy  the  greater  pert  of  it : 

'* Whenever  a  Lodge  of  Masons  performs  any  public  duty,  such  for  in- 
stance as  laying  a  comer-stone,  or  burying  the  dead,  that  duty  constitutes 
a  part  of  its  masonic  labor.  A  lodge  must  always  be,  according  to  our 
rules,  in  one  of  three  conditions.  It  must  be  at  labor,  at  refreshment,  ot 
dosed.  Now,  it  will  be  admitted  that  a  lodge,  when  performing  the  solemn, 
duty  of  laying  the  comer-stone  of  a  public  ediifice,  or  the  more  sacred  and 
mournful  one  of  burying  the  dead,  cannot  be  at  refreshment  Neither  can 
it,  when  about  to  perform  that  duty,  be  closed.  A  lodge,  when  closed, 
ceases  for  the  time  to  be  a  lodge.  Its  functions,  as  an  organisation,  are 
suspended.  As  soon  as  the  lodge  is  closed  the  brethren  are  dispersed.  If 
thev  meet  together  afterwards  to  attend  a  funeral,  it  is  as  private  citizens 
and  friends  of  the  deceased,  not  as  Masons.  So  meeting,  they  have  no 
right  to  display  the  aprons,  jewels,  and  other  insignia  of  the  Fraternity,  and 
the  Master  and  Wardens  have  no  official  control  over  them.  It  is,  then, 
evident  that  when  a  lodge  buries  a  deceased  brother,  it  is  not  as  a  closed 
lodge.     Such  an  act  would  be  an  anomaly. 

"It  is,  then,  evident,  that  when  a  lodge  appears  in  public,  when  the 
members  congregate  together  under  the  regulations  of  the  Fraternity  to  per- 
form any  duty  tmit  our  rules  prescribe,  and  to  perform  that  duty  with  the 
forms  of  masonic  law  and  regulation,  the  Master  governing  the  Craft  and 
carrying  those  forms  out  as  the  regulations  direct,  whatever  that  duty  may 
be,  it  is  nothing  more  nor  less  tha^  masonic  labor. 

*'In  burying  the  dead,  a  masonic  lodge  is,  therefore,  at  labor.  But  in 
that  labor  none  but  Masons  in  good  standing  can  be  permitted  to  assist 
We  have,  under  our  laws,  no  option.  However  much  we  may  desire  to  pay 
resx)ect  to  our  fellow-citizens,  or  to  be  courteous  to  other  associations,  oor^ 
respect  and  courtesy  cannot  extend  beyond  a  certain  limit,  as  none  bat 
Masons  can  assist  in  the  performance  of  masonic  labor.  This  rule  is  tm- 
perative. 

*'>Vhether  another  association  shall  be  permitted  to  unite  with  us  in  the 
funeral  services  of  a  deceased  brother,  conducted  according  to  masonic 
forms,  is  not  a  question  of  courtesy  at  alL  It  is  the  question  whether  we 
can  permit  a  non-masonic  association  to  unite  with  us  in  the  performance 
of  masonic  labor.  Put  in  this  form,  we  suppose  no  Mason  would,  for  a 
moment,  hesitate  to  answer  in  the  negative.  * 
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They  condade  with  the  following  resolutioD,  which  was  adopted  by  the 
Grand  Lodge,  as  a  standing  regulation  : 

"Resolved,  That  in  the  burial  of  a  deceased  Brother  by  a  Masonic  Lodge, 
or  in  the  performance  of  other  Masonic  labor  in  public,  the  control  by  me 
Lodge  must  be  absolute,  and  that,  while  the  Lodge  is  exercising  that  con- 
trol, no  non-masonic  organization  shall  be  permitted  to  2)articipate." 

This  action  seems  to  have  met  the  general  approval  and  concurrence  of 
the  Fraternity,  so  far  as  yet  heard  from.  The  only  exceptions  that  we  have 
observed  thus  far — if  they  can  be  considered  exceptions — are  the  Grand 
Lodges  of  Virginia  and  Mississippi  In  Virginia,  it  appears  that  a  resolu- 
tion had  been  adopted  at  a  former  communication,  *^q)€aUng  the  law  pro- 
hibiting persons  other  than  Masons  from  acting  as  pall-bearers  at  masonic 
fanerals'*— a  resolution  which  the  Grand  Master  regards  as  a  departure 
from  the  true  principles  of  Masonic  Law.  In  Mississippi  the  subject  was 
touched  very  tenderly  by  the  Grand  Master,  and  a  direct  answer  seems  to 
have  been  avoided  by  the  Committee  to  which  it  was  referred.  They  re- 
port (in  substance)  that  their  relations  with  the  Odd-Fellows  have  been 
•*aniformly  pleasant  and  courteous,"  and  that  "there  is  no  present  necessity 
for  the  adoption  of  a  regulation  upon  the  subject" — an  answer  eminently 
unsatisfiEtctory  to  a  man  in  pursuit  of  a  principle. 

The  Grand  Master  of  Gonnedicid  goes,  perhaps,  even  beyond  the  other 
authorities  above  cited,  in  deciding  that  *'a  Lodge  of  Masons,  as  such, 
should  never  attend  a  funeral,  unless  they  are  permitted  to  perform  the 
masonic  burial  services." 

In  regard  to  joint  ownership  or  occupancy  of  halls,  we  find  a  general — 
though  not  absolutely  universal — consensus  of  decisions  and  other  expres- 
sions against  it 

The  Grand  Master  of  Canada  having  brought  the  subject  before  his 
Grand  Lodge,  it  was  referred  (with  other  matters)  to  the  * 'Board  of  Gen* 
eial  Purposes,"  who  express  themselves  thereon  as  follows  : 

''The  Board  cordially  endorse  the  views  of  the  Grand  Master  as  to  the 
impropriety  of  allowing  other  societies  to  take  part  in  the  conduct  of  ma- 
Bonic  mnemls,  and  also  as  to  lodge-rooms  to  be  used  jointly  with  oUier 
societies,  or  for  other  than  masonic  purposes." 

The  Grand  Master  of  Georgia  rules  thus  : 

"When  a  building  is  dedicated  and  set  apart  to  the  uses  and  purposes  of 
Fre^dasonry,  it  is  not  proper  to  let  it  out  for  the  use  and  occupation  of 
any  other  secret  society." 

The  Grand  Master  of  New  York  says  : 

"The  rapid  increase  of  ephemeral  societies  during  the  past  few  years  has 
ocoasioned  a  demand  in  many  localities  for  the  use  of  masonic  apeortmenta

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for  their  meetings.  Daring  the  iiast  year,  frequent  applications  were  made 
in  behalf  of  lodges  for  permission  to  rent  their  rooms  to  other  associa- 
tions ;  and,  while  not  refasing  permission,  except  in  cases  where  lodge 
rooms  had  been  solemnly  dedicated,  I  coold  only  reply  Uiat  the  Grand 
Lodge  had  no  regulation  on  the  subject,  probably  for  the  reason  that  it  con- 
templated no  such  employment  for  masonic  apartments,  and  that  a  lodge 
ought  to  have  a  sufficient  degree  of  pride  in  its  connection  with  our  an- 
cient and  honored  Fraternity  to  refuse,  for  the  sake  of  the  few  dollars  it 
would  gain,  to  allow  the  use  of  its  rooms  for  any  but  Masonic  purposes." 

The  Grand  Master  of  Missouri  decides  that 

*'It  is  impolitic  for  a  lodge  to  allow  any  other  or^nization  to  occupy  a 
hall  in  common  with  itself,  and  Wegai  to  become  joint-owners  or  occupants 
with  any  other  than  exclusiyely  moral  or  benevolent  associations.  Copart- 
nerships ^dth  political  or  secular  societies  must  not  be  tolerated." 

This  appears  to  us  to  be  somewhat  obscure  or  ambiguous,  but  another 
decision  from  the  same  source,  and  on  a  subject  akin  to  the  former,  is  posi- 
tive and  definite  enough : 

"It  is  contrary  to  masonic  policy,  as  well  as  law,  to  allow  a  lodge  of 
Grangers  to  unite  with  a  masonic  lodge  and  participate  in  the  exercises  of 
the  24th  of  June.  The  brother  who  would  propose  such  a  thing  may  be 
honest,  but  he  is  certainly  ignorant  of  the  first  principles  of  Masonry." 

Iowa  and  Kansas  furnish  the  only  exceptions,  that  we  have  observed,  to 
the  general  tenor  of  authority  upon  the  subject^  unless  it  is  in  the  toieration 
of  joint-occupancy  reluctantly  accorded  in  our  own  Jurisdiction. 

In  Kansas,  the  Grand  Master  says: 

**  It  is  not  improper  for  a  lodge  of  Masons  to  unite  with  a  lodge  of  Odd 
Fellows,  on  terms  mutually  satisfactory,  in  building  a  Hall  to  be  by  them 
owned  and  occupied  jointly." 

Iowa — speaking  through  her  Grand  Master — makes  a  distinction,  as 
thus: 

'*  The  Grand  Lodge  permits  the  joint  ownership  and  occupancy  with 
other  societies  of  the  Hall  and  certain  property,  (as  the  carpet  on  the  floor,) 
but  it  will  not  permit  the  joint  use  of  the  *  working  paraphernalia  of  the 
lodge.'" 

The  most  thorough  examination  of  the  question  that  we  have  met  with 
comes  from  Texas,  where  the  following  resolution  was  adopted  in  June, 
1873: 

"  Besoluedj  That  lodges  are  hereby  prohibited  from  renting  or  otherwise 
permitting  the  use  of  ueir  halls  for  any  purpose  other  than  masonic;  pro- 
xjUkd,  that,  when  all  the  membeiK  concur,  then  their  halls  may  be  rented 
for  religious  purposes,  or  to  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows,  or  to 
temperance  organizations." 
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Much  troable  seems  to  have  ensued  upon  the  adoption  of  this  resolution 
— or  rather,  of  the  exceptions  which  it  allowed  in  case  of  the  *•  Odd-Fel- 
lows'' and  ''temperance  organizations."  Among  the  decisions  of  the 
Grand  Master  reported  at  the  next  Annual  Communication  (1874),  we  find 
the  following : 

"  13.  That  resolution  No.  65  [that  above  quoted]  forbids  the  renting  of 
lodge-rooms  to  the  Grangers;  and  whether  a  lodge-room  has  or  has  not 
been  dedicated  in  accordance  with  ancient  usage,  cannot  affect  the  ques- 
tion.*' 

"27.  That  when  a  hall  is  owned  and  used  jointly  by  the  Masons  and  L 
0.  O.  F.,  it  is  a  legal  question  whether  or  not  the  I.  O.  O.  F.  could  rent  the 
hall  to  the  Patrons  of  Husbandry;  that  such  joint  ownership  is  not  advisa- 
ble, and  one  Order  should  sell  out  to  the  other." 

From  the  Beport  of  the  Deputy  Grand  Master,  it  seems,  too,  that  a  diffi- 
culty had  arisen  in  one  Lodge,  ("Mount  Enterprise,  No.  60,")  in  conse- 
quence of  an  objection  made  by  one  member  to  the  use  of  their  hall  by  a 
"Temperance  Council."  The  Deputy  Grand  Master  decided,  of  course, 
that«  under  the  resolution,  unanimous  consent  was  necessary,  and  that  one 
objection  was  valid.  "The  dbuncil "  (he  adds)  " has  been  excluded,  har- 
mony has  been  restored,  and  peace  reigns  in  Mount  Enterprise." 

Finally,  the  whole  question  was  definitely  settled  by  the  Committee  on 
Masonic  Jurisprudence,  whose  judicious  Report  on  the  subject  was 
adopted.     The  material  parts  of  it  we  subjoin: 

"Communications  embracing  resolutions,  inquiries,  petitions,  and  re- 
monstrances, from  a  number  of  lodges  have  been  referred  to  your  Commit- 
tee on  Masonic  Jurisprudence,  presenting  questions  as  to  the  propriety  of 
subordinate  lodges  to  permit  'Grangers'  to  meet  in  their  lodge-rooms. 
After  careful  consideration,  and  such  research  and  investigation  as  is  open 
to  your  Committee,  we  are  of  opinion  that  the  interests  of  Masonry  will  be 
beet  protected  and  promoted  by  avoiding  all  '  entangling  alliances. ' 

"While  we  are  r^uly  to  concede  all  that  is  claimed  for  other  societies, 
including  the  'Patrons  of  Husbandry,'  'Grangers,*  or  whatever  may  be  the 
proper  designation  of  the  organization,  (of  whose  principles  and  purposes, 
by  Uie  way,  your  Committee  are  uninformed,)  still  we  believe  that,  from 
time  immemorial,  it  has  been  the  almost  unvarying  custom,  with  here  and 
there  a  departure  perhaps,  to  make  Masonry  not  only  exclusive  and  pecu- 
liar to  itself  in  its  ritualistic  ceremonies,  but  in  its  places  of  meeting,  pro^ 
cessions,  and  many  other  matters  known  onl^  to  its  members.  We  have 
high  masonic  authority  for  believing  and  saying  that  the  better  opinion  is, 
that  a  lodge-room  should  not  be  used  for  any  omer  than  masonic  purposes, 
and  that  the  joint  occupancy  of  a  room  by  Masons  and  other  societies  is 
generally  disapproved  oy  our  best  informed  masonic  writers. 

"With  the  utmost  possible  respect  for  the  masonic  intelligence,  (though 
in  error,  as  we  believe,)  that  presented  and  adopted  the  resolution  that  ap- 
pears on  page  238  of  the  printed  Proceedings  of  this  Grand  Lodge  for  18'/B, 
g  d  with  the  express  avowal  of  our  lack  of  intention,  by  any  word  herein 
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contained,  to  reflect  apon  the  principles  and  purposes  of  any  other  benev- 
olent institation,  order,  or  society,  your  Committee  submit  the  resolution 
hereto  appended: 

"  Resdvedy  That  the  proviso  in  Resolution  numbered  65a,  on  page  238 
of  the  printed  Proceedings  of  1873,  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  be  and  tne  same 
is  hereby  rescinded;  provided,  that  existing  contracts  between  religious 
societies,  temperance  organizations,  and  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd 
Fellows,  shall  not  be  affected  hereby." 


THE  EXCLUSIVENESS  OF  FKEEMASONBY. 

As  closely  connected  with  the  subjects  above  considered,  and  also  as  an 
ofEset  to  the  rather  doubtful  compliment  to  American  Masonry  on  the 
ground  of  its  relations  with  the  public,  quoted  on  a  preceding  page  from  the 
official  organ  of  the  Grand  Orient  of  Hungary,  we  append  some  outspoken 
and  striking  remarks  of  the  Grand  Master  of  Massachusetts  Masons: 

**I  have  endeavored"  (says  he)  *'to  check,  as  far  as  lay  in  my  power,  the 
too  prevailing  inclination  for  public  masonic  ceremonies  and  oisplayB,  and 
for  publishing  to  the  world  reports  of  masonic  elections  and  proceedings. 
I  fear  that  in  too  many  instances  such  parades  and  publications  are  prompted 
principally  by  a  desire  on  the  part  of  the  brethren  who  are  made  conspicu- 
ous, to  glorify  themselves  before  the  public  and  thus  contribute  to  their  own 
social,  political,  or  pecunia^  advancement  I  believe  it  to  be  for  the  inter- 
est of  tne  Institution  to  avoid  publicibr  as  far  as  possible.  Its  mpid  growtili 
and  great  popularity  since  the  revived  have  led  to  the  formation  of  an  in- 
numerable host  of  secret  societies,  many  of  which  have  copied  our  regalia, 
our  form  of  government,  and  even  mimicked  our  ritual  and  ceremonies. 

"It  is  certainly  highly  unbecoming  and  improper  for  any  Mason  to  en- 
courage or  promote  the  adoption  by  any  other  organization  of  the  pecu- 
liarities of  Masonry.     They  ^ould  be  considered  sacred. 

"The  effect  of  these  imitations  is  to  lead  the  uninitiated  to  regard  these 
associations  as  on  an  equalitv  with  our  Institution,  perhaps  conceding  the 
latter  to  be  a  little  older  ana  more  respectable.  Some  of  these  organiza- 
tions undoubtedly  have  worthy  objects  in  view,  but  they  follow  Masonry  at 
a  long  interval  They  are  modem,  local,  and  short-lived,  while  Freema- 
sonry is  ancient,  universal,  and  immortal. 

"In  this  connection  I  can  not  refrain  from  condemning  in  the  strongest 
terms  the  transmitting  of  masonic  notices  upon  postal  cards  and  in  unsealed 
envelopes,  the  advertising  of  lodge  meetings  in  the  public  prints,  and  espe- 
cially of  the  work  to  be  done  at  such  meetings.  Such  practices  are  totally 
at  variance  with  the  time-honored  usages  and  customs  of  the  Fraternity, 
and  can  only  tend  to  that  &miliarity  wnich  breeds  contempt 

"Nothing  will  more  surelv  maintain  the  dignity  and  high  importance  of 
Masonry  Hmn  a  return  to  tne  good  old  practices  of  the  fathers:  to  guard 
with  j^ous  care  the  work  of  the  lodge  and  evervthing  connected  with  it ; 
to  keep  and  conceal  it  from  the  profane,  absolutely,  and  to  communicate  it 
only  to  those  of  the  Craft  entitled  to  know  it,  and  to  them  only  under  proper 
circumstances  and  with  the  most  careful  restrictions;  to  avoid  appearing  in 
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pablic  as  Masons,  except  apon  strictly  masonic  occasions,  and  those  of  the 
highest' ^ ^*       ''     »  '        •■  •   •

the 

ard,  and  the  return  may  be  difficult;  but  I  am  convinced  that,  t£e  closer 

we  confine  masonic  affairs  to  masonic  breasts,  the  better  it  will  be  for  the 

Fraternity  and  its  reputation." 


"COLORED  MASONRY." 

We  had  not  intended  to  say  anything  upon  this  subject,  but  it  would 
scarcely  be  proper  to  pass  it  by  without  at  least  a  brief  notice  of  the  cur- 
rent of  masonic  opinion  and  masonic  action,  so  far  as  they  have  been  mani- 
fested, upon  a  question,  to  which  political  and  other  extraneous  causes  have 
given  an  interest  that  might  not  otherwise  have  invested  them. 

The  readers  of  the  Report  of  our  predecessors  for  last  year  will  have  been 
folly  informed  as  to  the  circumstances  relative  to  "Alpha  Lodge,  No.  116," 
of  New  Jersey — given  in  detail  in  that  portion  of  the  Report  pertaining  to 
Mississippi.  The  action  of  the  Grand  Orient  of  France  in  relation  to  Ma- 
Boniy  in  Louisiana  is  &^  too  well  known  to  require  a  rehearsal.  These 
two  events  have  been  the  chief  causes  that  have  led  to  the  recent  agitation 
of  the  subject  of  Masonry  in  its  relations  to  diversity  of  race. 

Other  questions,  however,  entirely  different,  and  only  accidentally  in- 
volved, have  been  mingled  and  confounded  with  this  "race  question,"  in 
such  wise  as  to  occasion  much  confusion  and  misapprehension.  Such  are 
the  questions  of  free  birth,  of  exclusive  Grand  Lodge  jurisdiction,  of  ths 
nature  of  "clandestine"  Masonry,  and  (in  the  case  of  Alpha  Lodge,  New 
Jersey,)  of  the  effect  of  fraud  and  deceit  in  obtaining  recognition,  upon  the 
regularity  and  legitimacy  of  a  particular  lodge  and  of  the  degrees  conferred 
by  it     All  these  should  be  carefully  distinguished. 

In  the  New  Jersey  case,  we  do  not  find  that  any  further  action  has  been 
taken  by  the  Grand  Lodge.  "  Alpha  Lodge,  No.  116,"  appears  regularly  in 
the  roll  of  subordinate  lodges,  with  a  membership  of  twenty-one  Master 
Masons,  of  whom  eight  had  been  affiliated,  and  two  raised,  in  the  course  of 
the  year  1873. 

With  regard  to  the  othej:  matter,  there  has  been,  as  far  as  we  can  ascer- 
tain, no  decided  progress  toward  a  solution.  Indeed,  the  discussions  of 
the  question  in  the  Grand  Orient  of  France  have  given  occasion  to  the 
enunciation  of  principles,  which  must  be  somewhat  startling  to  American 
Masons,  apart  from  any  considerations  of  race  or  color.  For  instance,  in 
a  Report  submitted  to  the  "  Council  of  the  Order  " — a  sort  of  Executive 
Committee  of  the  Grand  Orient — the  following  sentence  is  quoted  from  an 
official  paper  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Louisiana: 
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"Every  indiTidoal  initiated  most  possess  the  necessary  physical  ^uoti/Sco- 
tums  and  be  ^ ^free-bom-** 

The  words  italicised  appear  to  elicit  unqualified  condemnation,  and  even 
surprise,  from  the  author  of  the  Grand-Oriental  Beport  He  is  amazed 
that  a  Masonic  Body,  in  this  enlightened  age,  should  blame  the  so-called 
"  Supreme  Council  of  Louisiana,"  not  only  for  admitting  negroes  to  mem- 
bership, but  for  "  receiving  the  halt  and  maimed."    He  adds — italics  ours: 

"Hence,  it  is  certain  that  the  reform  attempted  by  this  Masonic  Body, 
^^t^  according  to  sxtperanrmaied  prejudices,  but  praiseworthy  in  our  opin- 
ion, nas  made  a  deep  impression  on  the  minds,  and,  necessarily,  caused  a 
great  influence  upon  the  decisions,  of  the  Masonic  Grand  Bodies  of  the 
United  States." 

A  few  expressions,  from  distinguished  authorities,  in  connection  with 

this  subject,  may  serve  to  show  the  prevailing  tendency  of  masonic  opinion: 

Grand  Master  Pratt,  of  California,  says,  in  his  Annual  Address  for  1873 1 

"A  misapprehension  seems  to  hiave  prevailed  to  a  considerable  extent  as 
to  the  status  of  colored  Masons  and  their  right  to  visit  The  question  has 
been  several  times  presented  to  me,  and,  as  it  is  likely  to  occur  more  fre- 
quently hereafter  until  the  matter  is  fully  understood,  I  think  it  advisable 
once  for  all  to  have  it  settled  in  this  jurisdiction.  I  have  invariably  an- 
swered that  the  color  of  the  skin  is  a  consideration  to  be  entirely  disre- 
garded. It  is  surprising  that,  with  the  general  intelligence  of  the  Frater- 
nity in  this  State,  there  should  be  any  occasion  to  reiterate  the  fundamen- 
tal doctrine  that  Masoury  recognises  no  such  distinction.  It  is  simply  a 
question  of  regularity  and  standing,  and  whether  the  skin  be  black,  red,  ox 
ydlow,  the  applicant  to  visit  is  to  be  tried  by  those  tests,  and  those  only, 
which  are  applied  to  his  white  brethren.  In  one  case  the  Master  of  a  lodge 
informed  me  that  one  of  his  subordinate  officers,  whom  he  highly  esteem- 
ed, had  declared  that  he  could  not|  sit  in  the  lodge  with  a  black  man,  and 
that  if  the  visitor  was  admitted  he  himself  must  retire.  To  this  I  replied 
that,  although  it  was  the  duty  of  a  Master  to  preserve,  if  possible,  the  hfo*- 
mony  of  his  own  lodge,  yet  he  also  owed  a  Masonic  duty  to  members  of 
other  lodges  than  his  own;  that  they  had  some  rights  entitled  to  recogni- 
tion, and  that  he  did  not  owe  to  the  members  of  his  own  lodge  any  such 
special  duty  as  called  upon  him  to  regard  an  absurd  or  unmasonic  objec- 
tion to  a  visitor;  and  that,  if  I  were  Master,  and  a  member  of  my  lodce 
based  his  objection  on  the  sole  ground  of  the  color  of  the  visitor,  I  should 
disregard  such  objection  and  let  the  over-sensitive  and  offended  member 
retire  if  he  chose  to  do  so.  If,  however,  a  member  should  object  without 
assigning  any  reason,  that  would  present  another  Question,  upon  which  I 
expressed  my  opinions  one  year  ago,  and  they  need  not  be  here  repeated. 
A  colored  Mason  sat  in  this  Grand  Lodge  from  day  to  day  at  its  last  Com- 
munication, and  I  have  yet  to  learn  that  any  body's  manhood  has  been  seri- 
ously impaired  thereby.  I  have  but  little  patience  with  that  Masonrv 
which  adopts  any  other  tests  than  those  of  regularity,  character,  manhood 
and  intelligence ;  and  it  is  time  that  there  was  an  end  of  this  child's  babble 
about  colored  Masons." 

The  Deputy  Grand  Master  for  Louisiana,  in  1873,  made  the  following  ret 
port  of  a  decision  rendered  in  the  absence  of  the  Grand  Master: 
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**  In  answer  to  a  communication  from  a  brother  in  San  Francisco,  a  mem- 
ber of  a  lodge  in  this  jurisdiction,  stating  that  upon  visiting  a  regular 
lodge  in  that  city  he  had  there  met  a  man  of  color,  said  to  have  been  reg- 
ularly made  in  a  lodge  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
England,  and  who  was  received  as  such  by  the  lodge  in  San  Francisco, 
and  asking  whether  he  was  right  in  leaving  the  lodge  and  refasing  to  sit 
with  such  brother,  and  asking  whether  our  Grand  Lodge  recognised  lodges 
receiving  such  visitors.  I  replied  that  our  Grand  Loqo^e  did  recognise  all 
regular  lodges  holding  in  San  Francisco  under  charters  from  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  California,  and  that  all  regular  lodges  were  the  proper  judges  of 
whom  they  should  admit  as  visiting  orethren,  and  that,  when  such  brethren 
were  so  received  by  such  a  lodge,  they  must  be  presumed  to  be  regularly 
made  Masons,  and  no  visitor  had  the  right  to  object  to  sitting  with  any 
brother  whom  the  lodge  chose  to  admit.'* 

Grand  Master  Ellis,  of  New  Brunswick,  in  his  Annual  Address,  delivered 
in  September  last,  (1874,)  says: 

**  Informal  application  has  been  made  to  me  twice  during  the  year  to  as- 
certain whether  or  not  I  would  consent  to  the  erection  in  this  city  of  a 
lodge  composed  exclusively  of  men  of  color.  There  are  resident  here  col- 
ored men  who  have  been  made  in  a  regular  lodge  in  the  ci^  of  Halifax. 
There  are  others  claiming  to  have  been  made  StSsons  in  the  united  States 
under  an  authority  not  known  to,  or  recognised,  by  this  Grand  Lod^ 
Of  course  a  warrant  could  only  issue  to  regumr  Masons  duly  affiliated  with 
some  lodge  upon  our  registry.  But  I  have  explained  to  the  gentlemen  who 
have  spoken  to  me  upon  the  subject,  that  I  do  not  think  it  advisable  to  es- 
tablish lodges  composed  of  men  of  any  particular  sect,  color,  opinion,  or 
nationality,  as  such;  it  is  to  unite  men  of  all  kinds  on  the  broad  principle 
of  human  brotherhood,  that  the  Masonic  institution  exists.  To  establish 
such  a  lodge  would  simply  be  to  create  a  distinction  where  now  there  is 
none.  I  tnist  and  believe  that  the  doors  of  our  lodges  are  open  to  all 
good  men  without  respect  to  color." 

The  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Michigan  has  already  been  alluded  to, 
but  a  more  particular  account  of  it  will  be  interesting  to  the  readers  of  this 
Beport  We  quote  from  the  Proceedings  of  the  first  day  of  the  session — 
27th  January,  1874: 

"  W.  Brother  L.  T.  Griffin,  having  asked  and  obtained  leave,  presented 
a  petition  from  persons  styling  themselves  Masons,  and  a  Committee  of  the 
»jfc  W.  Oand  Ix)dge  of  FHe  and  Accepted  Ancient  York  MasonStfor  ihe  State 
of  Michigan,  hdding  authority  from  the  M.  W.  National  Qrand  Lodge  of  the 
fjnited  ataies  of  America^*  aakmg  for  masonic  recognition  by  this  Grand 
Lodge. 

*<Brother  Griffin  having  stated  the  nature  and  purport  of  this  memorial 
from  colored  Masons — so  called — offered  the  following: 

^'RescAvedj  That  the  petition  herewith  presented  be  referred  to  a  special 
committee  cf  five,  with  instructions  to  investigate  the  subject-matter  therein 
contained  in  such  manner  as  they  may  deem  advisable,  and  report  to  this 
Grand  Lodge  at  its  next  Annnal  Communication,  what  measures,  if  any, 
can  be  expediently  devised  to  place  under  the  jurisdiction  of  this  Mofit 
Worshipful  Grand  Lodge  the  so-called  colored  Masons  of  the  State,  now 
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or^ianized  into  lodges,  and  thereby  secnie  to  them  the  benefit  of  its  fellow- 
ship and  affiliation. 

"On  motion,  the  petition  was  received,  and,  with  the  resolution  of  refer- 
ence, was  laid  upon  the  table. 

"A  motion  to  reconsider  the  action  of  Grand  Lodge,  by  which  the  fore- 
going petition  and  resolution  were  laid  upon  the  table,  was  made  and 
lost" 

At  the  eyening  session  of  the  same  day,  occurred  the  following : 


<*  W.  Brother  M.  M.  Atwood  presented  a  petition  of  persons  claiming  to 
be  Masons  (colored),  and  moved  that  it  be  referred  to  a  special  committee 
of  five  for  examination  and  report 

**0n  motion,  the  petition  was  received,  and  the  petition,  together  with 
the  motion  to  refer,  was  laid  upon  the  table. 

*'  A  motion  to  reconsider  was  made  and  lost" 

On  the  next  day,  28th,  the  subject  was  finally  disposed  of,  as  follows: 

<*  M.  W.  Brother  Henry  Chamberlain  presented  the  following  preamble 
and  resolutions,  and  moved  their  adoption : 

**  Whereas,  petitions  or  requests  have  been  presented  to  this  Grand  Lodge, 
from  persons  who  represent  themselves  to  be  Freemasons,  and  members  of 
lodges  claiming  to  hold  charters  under  a  Grand  Lodge  of  Ancient  Fi«e  and 
Accepted  Masons  of  the  York  Rite — colored — of  the  State  of  Michigan;  and 
whereas,  this  Grand  Lodge  has  taken  no  action  upon  said  petitions  or  re- 
quests, except  to  respectfully  receive  them;  therefore, 

**Besolv€aj  That  tnis  Grand  Lodge,  having  for  over  thirty  years  exercised 
an  exclusive  and  lawful  jurisdiction  over  the  several  deerees  of  Ancient  Craft 
Masonry  within  and  throughout  this  State,  all  so-caUed  lodges  existing  or 
pretending  to  exist  within  this  State,  not  acknowledging  allegiance  to  this 
Grand  Lodge,  and  not  working  under  its  charter  or  dispensation,  are  dan- 
destine,  no  matter  from  what  source  they  may  have  derived  their  pretended 
authority,  and  can  not  be  in  any  manner  masonically  recognised  by  this 
Chnmd  Lodge. 

**  Resolved,  That  this  Grand  Lodge  does  not  dictate,  and  has  not,  any 
time,  undertaken  to  dictate  to  its  constituent  lodges,  what  shall  be  the  color 
of  their  members,  or  of  their  masonic  material 

*'  Resolved,  That  all  persons  having  the  qualifications  required  by  our 
ancient  regulations,  who  desire  to  be  made  Masons,  are  referred  to  the  con- 
stituent ledges  of  this  Grand  Jurisdiction,  with  the  assurance,  that  aU  who 
have  such  qualifications,  and  can  pass  the  scrutiny  of  the  bcdlot,  will  be 
received  witnout  question. 

**  Adopted  by  a  unanimous  vote.*' 

We  might  add  indefinitely  to  these  extracts,  but  enough  has  been  cited, 
we  think,  to  warrant  the  following  conclusions: 

1.  It  is  not  to  be  expected — even  if.it  were  desirable — that  any  discrimi- 
nation as  to  race  or  color  will  be  made  the  subject  of  masonic  legislation, 
or  recognised  in  masonic  jurisprudence. 

%  At  the  same  time,  the  question  is  not  likely  to  occasion  any  trouble  in 
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Alabama.  The  exclnBiye  and  unquestioned  supremacy  of  this  Grand 
Lodge,  the  unanimity  required  in  the  ballot,  the  ** right  of  objection,"  and 
the  n^intenance  of  the  ancient  masonic  principles  with  regard  to  dandes- 
tine  masonry  and  freedom  of  birthy  are  ample  Hafeguards,  even  if  there  were 
any  ground  for  apprehension  of  unpleasant  complications.        * 


IN  CONCLUSION. 

Here  we  must  absolutely,  though  reluctantly,  stop  short,  lest  this  Report 
should  be  extended  beyond  all  reasonable  and  readable  bounds.  In  so 
doing,  we  leave  untouched  a  number  of  important  and  interesting  subjects, 
which  have  recently  occupied  the  attention  of  the  Fraternity,  and  for  a  re- 
view of  which  the  materials  had  been  prepared.  A  multitude  of  extracts, 
which  had  been  marked  for  insertion,  must  be  laid  aside.  The  necessity 
for  pretermitting  the  digest  of  miscellaTieoua  decisions^  with  which  we  had 
hoped  to  conclude,  is  especially  regretted. 

Imperfectly  as  it  is  done,  the  work  of  examining,  comparing,  condens- 
ing, arranging,  reviewing,  and  selecting  from,  some  fifty  volumes  of  >Ia- 
sonic  **  Proceedings,"  has  been  arduous  to  a  degree  beyond  the  conception 
of  those  who^ve  never  tried  it.  It  has  been  performed  under  many  diffi- 
culties, and  has  occupied  many  a  midnight  hour  of  days  necessarily  de- 
voted to  other  duties.  Yet,  if  a  laborious,  it  has  not  the  less  been  a  con- 
genial and  delightful  task.  Speaking  from  the  stand-point  of  some  expe- 
rience in  what  is  called  criticism,  as  understood  in  modem  journalism,  we 
can  truly  say  that  the  publications  which  it  has  been  our  duty  to  examine 
have  possessed  such  merit  and  value  as  richly  to  repay  the  time  and  labor 
bestowed  upon  them.  We  have  been  really  surprised,  as  well  as  gratified, 
by  the  ability,  learning,  dignity,  and  elevated  moral  tone,  which  in  general 
characterise  the  Addresses  and  Reports  of  the  Grand  Masters  and  other 
Grand  Officers.  The  same  remark  applies  to  the  majority  of  the  papers 
proceeding  from  the  various  Committees  on  Correspondence,  Jurispru- 
dence, Grievances,  &c.  It  is  true,  there  are,  as  might  be  expected,  some 
exceptions  in  certain  particulars.  We  might  perhaps  have  pointed  out, 
had  we  been  so  minded,  occasional  instances  of  egotism  or  flippancy,  bad 
grammar  or  bad  taste — rarely,  or  never,  of  bad  temper.  But  we  liave  not 
thought  it  necessary  to  be  on  the  look-out  for  blemishes.  It  has  been  more 
agreeable,  and,  as  we  trust,  will  prove  more  satisfactory  to  those  in  whose 
service  this  duty  is  rendered,  to  commend  when  commendation  was  hon- 
estly possible,  and  to  be  silent,  rather  than  censorious,  in  other  cases,  ex- 
cept in  those  wherein  we  have  felt  bound  frankly  and  fraternally  to  dissent 
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from  OUT  oontempoiaries.  If,  in  so  doing,  we  have  committed  any  error, 
or  done  any  injustice,  it  has  been  unwittingly  done,  and  we  shall  hope  to 
have  opportunity  to  correct  it

At  the  close  of  another  Masonic  year  \v«'  liave  apiin  convened  in 
Grand  Lodj^e,  to  deliherate  ui>on  tlie  present  condition  and  futnre 
prospects  of  the  fraternity  in  this  jurisdiction,  and  to  sum  up  the 
results  of  a  year's  hibor  ;  to  s<»e  wherein  important  <luties  incich'ut  to 
oursystem  of  benevoh'nce,  have  !>ecn  omitted,  and  to  provide  !»y  wist* 
and  prudent  legishition  for  the  diversilicd  ami  increasinj^  labors  of 
the  year  to  come. 

Speaking  to  you  in  the  t'ullness  of  emotion  which  swells  my  own 
l>osom»  let  me  invite  your  attention  to  that  inlinite  source  of  mercy 
and  goodness,  to  whom  gratitude  tor  all  that  has  blessed  and  prosperetl 
our  Order  during  the  year  that  has  passed,  as  well  as  trust  and  hopo 
in  the  time  t^>  come,  should  constitute  so  large  a  part  of  the  happiness 
which  this  occasion  is  calculated  t^)  inspire. 

It  is  with  peculiar  pleasure  that  I  am  enabled  to  realize  the  j)eriod 
ofa  happy  and  fraternal  re-union,  and  that  I  can  report  to  you  that 
the  c«use  of  Masonry  luis  prospered  in  pea<'e  and  unity  in  (uir  juris- 
diction. But  while  we  nuiy  congratulate  ourselves  upon  the  present 
prosperity  of  our  Order  an<l  its  hopes  in  the  future,  still  the  voice  of 
sorrow  and  mouroing  must  mingle  with  our  joyous  congratulations. 
Since  our  bust  meeting,  the  dark  Angel  of  Death  has  again  sprearl  his 
wings  over  us,  and  luis  left  desolate  homes  and  sorrowing  hearts  to 
mark  his  visitation.  Among  his  victims  was  one  mobt  honored  and 
beloved  by  our  Order,  and  most  distinguished  and  respected  among 
his  fellow  men.  On  the  11th  day  of  January,  1H7.'»,  Past  <  irand  Master 
Robert  11.  Krvin,  departed  this  life  calmly  and  sweetly  at  his  home 
in  Wih'ox  county.  For  mauv  vears  our  deceased  Brother  devote<l 
himself  to  the  interests  of  Masonry  ;  its  advancement  and  honor.  lie 
w}is  ever  at  the  post  of  duty  with  a  willing  heart,  a  strong  arm,  and  a 
skillful  hand.  His  devotion  to  the  Mystic  Art,  his  experience  in  its 
arcana,  and  his  earnest  activity  in  ditfusing  its  light,  made  him  for 
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years  one*  of  its  principal  supports  in  tliiH  juriHcliction,  while  his  genial 
nature,  his  amiable  disposition,  and  virtuous  walk,  endeareil  him 
to  all  jfoo<i  men.  He  was  a  Mason,  worthy  of  a  Masons  reward. 
How  myst<*rious,  that  tleath  shouhl  have  selected  him  for  a  vietiui,  in 
the  vigor  of  manhood,  in  the  strength  of  life,  and  in  the  midst  of  Uh 
a<!tive  and  useful  duties.  I  feel  I  am  privileged  to  tender  the  deep 
sympathy  and  condolence  of  this  Cirand  Lodge  to  his  greatly  bereave<l 
family  and  friends,  and  to  expn^ss  the  hope  that  when  his  work  was 
called  to  pass  the  test  of  an  unerring  Square,  it  was  found  true  and 
trusty,  and  that  our  lamente*!  lirother  has  lelt  his  sphere  here  to 
-oc<Mipy  a  higher  an<i  more  glorious  sphere  in  the  ( '(»l(»stial  Lodge. 
Th(»  long  connection  of  our  Brother  with  this  <;rand  Lodg<*,  tho 
responsible  and  exalted  position  he  lllled  with  so  much  credit  to  him- 
self, and  h<)nor  to  the  fraternity,  renders  it  proper  that  this  Grand 
Lodge  shouhl  express  its  sense  of  this  sad  bereavement. 

Nothing  relating  to  tlu'  <lomestic  interest  within  yoiir  jurisdiction 
has  oc«'urred  during  the  past  year  of  sulllcient  importance  to  be 
Dresented  prominentiv  to  your  .onsideration.  No  subie<'t  haw  been 
brouglit  to  my  knowledge  rcfpiiring  spei-ial  legislation,  and  I  con- 
gratulate the  (fraud  Lodge  upon  the  fact,  that  no  vi'xingor  harrassing 
(luostions  will  probably  <listurb  your  deliberations. 

Few  Dispensations  have  \)vv.i\  granted  (or  the  fornuilion  of  Lodges. 
The  number  will  be  furnished  to  you  in  the  n»port  of  the  firanil 
8e<-retarv. 

<irante<l  the  following  Dispensutions,  to-wil :  To  Howanl  Lodge  No. 
iy\\  to  elect  a  Junior  Warden,  the  tirst  election  bring  illegal  and  tho 
party  ineligible;  to  Meridian  Sun  Ijodge  No.  HS,  to  el<M*t  a  Senior 
Warden,  the  incumbent  having  died;  to  Opeiika  Ijodge  No.  H»r>,  to 
elect  a  Master,  the  person  electcMl  l>eing  ineligible;  to  Mount  Moriah 
Ijodge  No.  .V),  to  elect  a  Master,  the  Master  elected  having  refused  to 
Jiccept  the  ol1ic(»  and  be  installed. 

Also,  the  following  Lodges  to  elect  ol1i<'ers,  having  failed  to  elect  ait 
the  time  prescribed  by  the  Constitution,  to-wit :  Bradford  Lodge  No. 
138,  Orion  Lodge  No.  177,  and  W^iverly  Lodge  No.  120. 

(Jranted  Dispensation  to  IJlack  Oak  Lodge  No.  :M»7,  to  move  that 
I^dge  trom  the  place  where  it  was  located  to  lOlrod's  Mills,  a  distance 
«)f  two  and  a  half  miles.  Also,  to  rettusville  Lodge  No.  li07,  to  move 
that  Lodge  to  Elknumt,  a  distance  of  four  miles.  The  change  will 
locate  this  Ijodge  in  a  town. 

Tho  charter  of  (Greening  Lodge  No.  o^,  being  destroyed  by  fire,  I 
issued  a  Disi)ensat ion  authorizing  said  (ireening  Lodge  to  continue  its 
Masonic  labors  until  this  communication  of  the  (irand  Lodge.  I 
would  recommend  that  a  new  charter  be  issued  to  said  T^)dge,  free  c)f 
4'harge. 
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The  followiiij^  Ixxlgos,  to-wit:  Farrar  Ijodge  No.  8,  Ploasant  Sito 
Txxlge  No.  36-1,  siinl  Marengo  Lodge  No.  28,  having  forfeited  their 
charters,  the  latter  for  non-representation,  and  the  two  former  for 
non-payment  of  dues  for  two  years,  and  having  paid  all  arrearages, 
applied  for  l)isp(»nsations  authorizing  them  to  resume  and  eontinue 
their  Masonic  labors  until  this  eommunication  of  the  <iraud  lv<jdge, 
which  was  granted;  and  I  would  respectfully  recommend  that  tho 
charters  of  said  Lodg(»s  he  restoretl. 

As  is  matle  mv  duty  by  an  edict  of  this  (Irand  Lodge,  1  herewith 
submit  for  your  ai>proval  or  rejetttion  a  synopsis  of  most  of  the  decis- 
ions ma<le  by  me  during  the  year,  premising  that  many  of  the  cpies- 
tions  presented  involve  familiar  principlivs  of  Mjisoni(^  law,  while 
otliers  liavc  been  more  dillicult  of  solution. 

There  is  no  ruleor  etli<:tof  this  (irand  Lodge  re([niringa  subordinate 
Jjodge  to  defer  aolion  against  a  member  bec'ajiso  a  prosecution  may  be 
pending  against  him  in  tlu?  civil  courts.  Whenever  charges  are  pre- 
ferred against  a  Hrolher,  the  liOdge  must  proceed  to  hear  the  ciise 
under  the  rules  prescribed,  without  reference  to  any  juttiou  or  pro- 
ireedings  which  may  be  had  in  the  courts  of  the  country. 

Restoration  of  a  Brother  who  has  been  indetiuitely  suspen<led  may 
bo  had  on  petition,  and  by  a  two-third  vote  of  the  Lo<lge.  This 
restores  to  all  the  rights  ami  privileges  of  Masonry  except  Lodge 
membershii)  ;  but  liOtlgc*  membership  can  only  be  had  upon  petition 
and  by  a  unanimous  vote,  which  petition  must  take  the  usual  course 
of  applications  for  alliliation. 

A  Lodge  witlibi  whose  jurisdiction  a  Mason  resides,  <'an  try  liini 
for  any  oiTence  <M»mmitled  within  its  jurisiliction,  notwithstanding 
tho  fact  that  tlu^  I^cxlge  to  which  ho  belongs  granted  him  a  dimit 
8ubso((uent  to  the  commission  of  the  olfence. 

It  only  re<iuires  a  majority  vote  of  a  Lodge,  provided  the  constitu- 
tional number  are  i)resent,  to  convict  a  brother  upon  trial.  The  two- 
thinl  vote  is  re(|uire<l  in  the  jtssessment  of  certain  punishments  only, 

A  woman  who  has  been  divorcetl  Irom  her  husband  is  not  a  <roni- 
petent  witness  against  him  in  a  Masonic  tribunal,  as  to  matters  or 
things  whit-h  transpired  during  coverture,  but  would  be  competent 
as  to  matters  oci-uring  subseciuently  t(»  the  divorce. 

The  written  testimony  used  in  a  court  of  law  or  chancery,  cannot  bo 

ft  ft*    ' 

used  as  evidence   in  a   Masonic  trial,  except   by  tlu^  consent  of  tho- 
parties  theret(». 

A  jmlgmentofa  court  of  1  iw,  or  a  decree  in  chancery,  may  be  intro- 
duced in  a  Mjisonic  trial,  simply  for  the  purpose  of  showing  that  sucli. 
ju<lgment  or  decree  ha<l  been  rendered. 

Simply  the  preferring  of  charg»?s  by  tho  Master  of  a  Ijodge,  doo** 
not  disqualify  him  from  presidin^f,  but  if  he  actively  engages  in  aniL 
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Cim<liurt«  tho  proHccutiotif  tlu*  Scniior  \VanU»n    pn'sidinjj:,  liestiould 
retire  with  tho  a<KMisc(l  wlion  tlH»  vote  is  bi'ln^jj  (akon. 

An  oiij<.»(^ti<m  on  tlio  part  of  a  UKMnlxT  ol'  tlui  Lodj^o  to  an  unaflUiate<l 
brother  appt*arinj?  in  the  I^odgo;iM  <'ouns(>l  for  tho  prosecution,  should 
not  Ih)  entertained  on  tlie  j^ronnd  tliat  no  visitors  can  ]>o  admitted 
during  tho  trial.  Tho  prosecjitor,  ;is  well  as  tlio  aeensod,  hjis  aright 
to  Im^  repr(»sonted  !)y  <M>uns('l,  provided  such  eonns(»l  is  a  Master  Miison 
in  good  standhig. 

That  citizens  of  this  State,  wlm  have  hccn  iniproi»erly  niadt)  Mjisons 
in  another  Jurisdiction,  must  Ij<i  /nuifrtl^  and  pay  the  regular  toon 
prosi'ribed  In' our  constitution,  Ix'foro  they  can  Ik^  admitted  to  moni- 
i)orship  in  any  sultru'dinate  liodgc  in  this  jurisdictitm. 

That  neitlier  of  IJKHirst  thrcM^  oiliccrs  of  a  subordinate  I^txigo  can 
dindt  during  tli(»  teri!i  of  his  ollice. 

No  petition  for  initiation  can  l>e  withdrawn,  or  otherwise  di>i)osed 
of,  iMit  !>y  ballot,  after  it  lias  l)ecn  received  by  llu^  liodge.  An  unfa- 
V()ra)»le  report  does  not  superccdt?  the  neri'ssity  «»f  a  ballot. 

A  Dispensation  is  not  necessary  to  authori/ea  Lodge t^)  till  a  vacancy 
occiU^ioncd  by  the  permanent  rtMuoval  of  a  Secretary  from  llui  juris- 
diction. AVhenever  a  vacancy  occurs  in  any  of  th(;  ollices  of  a  liodgo. 
except  lh(?  lirst  three*  su<-h  vacam^v  mav  bo  tilleii  at  anv  time  bv  the 
liOdgc,  in  tho  mode  and  manner  i)rescribe<i  by  its  by-laws. 

Duos  do  not  umrumnlato  against  ]i  memb«»r  who  has  !>een  suspendc<l 
for  unmasonic  conduct,  during  the  tinn»  of  su<'h  suspension. 

A  subonlinato  Lo<lge  has  no  power  or  authority  to  try  a  Mastt*r  for 
any  oiru-ial  misconduct,  however  illegal  an<l  unauthorized  such 
conduct  may  have  be(Mi,  neither  while  he  is  Mast<«r,  ntir  aflijr  his  term 
of  ollico  oxiiires. 

Dueling  is  an  ofl\'nse  againM  tlu'  moral  law,  Jis  revealed  in  th(> 
*' (iroat  Light,"  it  is  therofbre,  a  Mstsonic  oHense,  antl  for  wliich  a 
brother  is  amenable  to  such  liisciprwu*  as  the  L<»dge  may  see  propter 
to  intlict,  oven  to  (»X[»ulsion  from  the  Order. 

A  candidate  roject<'d  in  a  LodgcMU  one  jurisdiction,  and  subsequently 
nuulo  a  Mason  in  another  jurisdiction  without  the  consent  of  tho 
li^xlge  wln'rciin  rejected,  is  an  illeually  made  Mason. 

The  ballot  should  be  stri<alv  secret.  A  brother  violatt's  tin?  secrecy 
of  tho  ballot  by  stating  how  he  vote<l,  and  should  not  be  permitted  to 
give  his  nnisons  for  so  doing. 

While  visitation  is  i-ort^iinly  a  right,  it  is  subordinate  to  tho  rights 
of  the  members,  but  tho  objo<'tion  is  only  in  for<*o  while  the  nuMubor 
is  present.  No  member  eim  enter  a  permanent  objection  and  thus 
prevent  a  brother  from  visiting  the  Lodge  when  tho  objector  is 
absent. 

The  burden  of  proof  in  all  Masonic  trials,  is  upon  the  Lodge.     The* 
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guilt  of  the  aofusoil  is  not  to  be  presumed,  hut  must  l>e  estai»lisliO(l  by 
competent  and  satisfactory  evidence,  before  a  eonvietion  can   be  had. 

The  action  of  the  (irand  Lodf?e  in  reversinj?  a  sentence  of  a  subor- 
dinate TiOdt^e,  suspending  or  expellinj;  a  brotlier,  and  restoring?  him 
to  the  rights  and  privileges  of  Masonry,  does  not  restore  liim  to  mem- 
bership in  tlie  l^Mlge.  His  status  istliat  of  an  unafhliated  Mason,  and 
to  become  a  member  f)f  tiie  Lodge  h(^  must  make  appli<*aiion  like 
any  other  unattiliated  Mason. 

To  authr)rize  the  trial  of  a  brotlier  for  an  otfense  committed  l>efon' 
lie  was  made  a  Mason,  it  must  I>e  for  an  offense  involving  moral 
turpitude  of  which  th(*  Lodge  had  no  notice  at  the  time  the  degrees 
were  (conferred,  and  could  not  have  ascertained  by  reasonable  dili- 
gence and  proper  en<|uiry. 

Every  subordinate  l^xlge  has  the  right  to  try  its  own  members,  antl 
I  know  of  no  authoritv  conlerred  bv  the  Constitution  and  laws  in 
this  jurisdiction,  which  wouhl  authorize  the  (irand  Lodge  while  in 
session,  or  the  <  Jrand  Master  in  vacation,  to  order  a  change  of  venue 
In  a  masotiic  trial. 

A  Mason's  family  can  hav(;  no  Masonic  privileges,  except  through 
the  Mason  himself.  Therefore,  when  a  Mason  dies,  Ix.Mug  at  the  time 
under  suspension  for  nonpayment  of  dues,  his  family  <*annot  after  his 
death,  pay  up  his  dues,  and  thereby  restore  themselves  to  such  Ma- 
>*onic  privileges  as  they  wouhl  have  been  entithMl  to,  if  he  had  <lied  in 
good  standing  in  the  Lodge. 

No  brother,  if  i)resent,  can  be  ex<-us<»d  from  voting  upon  the  recep- 
tion of  a  candidate.  And  any  brother  persisting  in  a  refusal  to  vote  in 
such  a  ease,  renders  himself  liable,  and  charges  should  be  preferred 
for  a  violation  of  his  obligaticui. 

The  voluntarv  c<»iifession  nuide  before  trial  mav  1m^  introduced  as 
evidence  against  the  accused  on  trial  for  a  Masonic  oflt'ense. 

When  tlu»re  ix  su<'h  near  relati<m,  by  blood  or  marriage,  to  any 
member  of  the  Lodge,  by  a  person  accused  of  a  Masonic  ofTense,  as 
would  likely  bias  his  verdict,  su<'h  member  should  not  be  permitted 
to  sit  on  trial  of  the  case  and  wluni  the  vole  is  being  taken,  shouhl 
retire  from  the  Lodge. 

A  Mason  should  not  be  prejudged,  nor  subjected  to  any  punish- 
ment until  he  has  been  found  guilty.  Therefore,  a  i)rother  may  visit 
and  take  part  in  the proceedingsof  his  I^odge though  "undercharges," 
until  a  trial  and  convi<'tion  is  had. 

An  Entered  Apprentice  is  not  entitled  to  a  dimit,  but  in  case  of  his 
removal  from  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Lodge  in  which  he  was  initiated, 
the  liodge  imiy  furnish  him  a  <*ertificate,  setting  forth  the  fact  of  his 
initiation. 

The  status  of  a  non-afliliated  Mason  who  has  :ipplie<l  to  a  T^odgeand 
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l»e<»n  rcjw'tCMl,  is  t\w  saiiit»  it  was  )H»fon*  he  inatlo  tlio  application.     He 
may  apply  npiin  aH  hooii  as  ho  wishes  and  whencvor  he  (U^sireH. 

In  Foi)ruarv  hist,  I  received  a  coniniunication  I'roni  the  Socretarv  of 
Troy  Ixxlj^e,  No.  ;V),  <*(>verin>?  a  resolution,  unanimously  atiopted  by 
s;iid  Lod^o,  retpK^stin^  m<'  to  ap)M>int  some  suital>le  brother,  residing 
outside  the  limits  of  Pike  county,  to  preside  at  and  during;  the  invoH- 
ti^ation  of  certain  char^i^s,  which  were  th<'n  pending  apiinst  iirother 
A.  L.  <iraves  in  said  Lodj^e.  The  res<dution  was  under  the  seal  of 
the  Lod^e,  and  i)roj)erly  attested  by  its  Secretary.  In  compliance 
with  the  refpiest,  I  appoint(>d  our  H.  \V.  tirand  Secretary,  iSrother 
Daniel  Sayn*.  Brother  Sayre's  )il><h  attainments  in  Mas<»nic  jurispru- 
dence eminently  fitted  him  to  discharf^e  the  duties  of  tiiis  up)>oint- 
ment,  and  it  all'ords  me  ph^aun*  to  state  that  he  »'hccrfully  ac<*epted 
tlie  responsibilities  <>f  this  delicate  trust  and  pn.-sidcd  during  said 
trial. 

In  o>)edience  Jo  a  resolution  of  tlie  last  sessi<)n  of  this  ^iraud  Jjodge, 
providing  for  tlie  appointment  of  a  commission  of  t,lii'ee  Masters  of 
1/odj^es,  to  visit  I-,arkinsville  Lod^e  No.  '271,  and  invc'siigate  the  pro- 
<"eedinjrs  in  said  Lodj^c  in  the  case  of  S.  M.  Ainswortli,  in  reference  to 
the  lepilily  of  said  proc<»cdin>rs,  I  appointed  Hn^thicn  Kd.  Winston, 
W.  M.,  Sauta  Creek  Lodj^e  No.  :\H\ ;  W.  J.  Fletcher,  W.  M.,  Taint 
Kock  Lo<lj^e  No.  27  4,  and  (ireeii  I).  Campbell,  W.  M.,  Scottslmro' 
liodge  No.  :iol»,  as  said  commission.  These  lirethren,  composing  this 
conimissioi),  met  at  Larkiiisville  hodge  No.  277,  Octolxjr  14,  ls7r>,  and, 
after  a  thorough  investigation  of  the  pnM-eedings  of  said  Lodge,  report 
them  *' legal  and  (M>rnM't  in  every  resptM't,"  which  report  is  h(»rewith 
submitted  for  such  action  on  your  jiart  as  you  may  d(»em   necessary. 

A  vacancy  having  }>een  (K'casioned  in  the  Committee  on  Work,  by 
the  resignation  of  K.  W.  I*.  1>.  (J.  Mast(jr,  lirother  Snm  Thompson, 
1  appointed  our  Worthy  lb-other,  Thomas  1*.  Hrewer,  of  Mobile,  to 
till  the  vacancv. 

During  the  y(»ar  T  have  been  oMicially  notitied  of  (he  appointment 
as  representative  of  tlu*  (iraiid  Lodge  of  New  York,  near  that  of  Ala- 
bama, of  our  Worthy  lirother,  JI.  C.  Tompkins  ;  also,  of  the  appoint- 
ment of  our  W^)rthy  Brother,  Kdmunds  Mason,  as  the  re])resentative 
of  the  <Trand  Lodge  of  Kansas  near  this  <rrand  I^odge.  And  to  rocip- 
roc4itc  this  courtesy,  I  ajipointed  Brother  Thomas  J.  Anderson  as  the 
representative  of  this  (irand  Lodge  near  that  of  Kansjis.  The  creden- 
tials of  Brethren  Tompkins  and  M^isoii  are  in  the  hands  of  the  Grand 
Secretary,  and  I  doubt  not  that  it  M'ill  be  the  pleasure  of  the  (irand 
liOdgc  to  receive  these  lirethren  with  appropriate  ceremonies. 

The  Grand  Ijodge  of  Dakota  Territory,  as  will  appear  from  the 
ac<H)m))anying  document,  asks  an  early  and  fraternal  recognition  by 
this  Grand  LodtfC.  I  have  not  had  Kufti<;ient  time  to  thoroughly  inves- 
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gate  its  cliiiins  U>  recognition  as  a  regularly  orjL?anizod  Orand  Body, 
4ind  tliat  we  may  not  act  hastily  in  a  matter  of  ho  much  importance,  I 
would  recommend  that  it  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Foreign 
Correspondent'C,  to  report  as  early  as  practicable. 

In  this  connection,  I  would  call  the  attention  of  the  Grand  I^ulge  to 
the  fact  that  alth(>ugh  the  (Irand  I.odg<?  of  Utah  has  l>een  organized 
lor  several  years,  its  separate  <'xisten<*e  as  an  independent  (^rand 
Body  has  never  been  (»lhcially  rec<)gnize<i  by  this  (irand  liOdg<».  In  a 
number  of  <irand  Jurisdictions  this  has  been  <U>nc,  but  the  Brethren 
of  Utah  complain  that  others.  an<l  Alabama  among  them,  have  never 
even  mentioned  the  fa<-t  of  the  existence  of  su<h  a  <<rand  I^odv.  I  am 
Itorsuaded  there  has  been  no  intentional  discourtesy  in  the  failure  of 
this  (»rand  Lodge,  heretofore,  to  recognize  olliiially  the  (irand  Ivodg<» 
of  Utah,  and  to  the  end  that  detinite  a<'ti<ni  may  be  taken,  I  would 
recommend  that  this  matter  be  also  referred  to  tlu-  Committee  on 
Foreign  Corn^spondencc. 

A  fraternal  invitation  was  received  from  the  Most  Worshipful 
(jri»nd  Master  of  New  York,  Fllwood  K.  Th<»riie,  to  the  ele<*tivc  <irand 
Otlicers  of  lhi-<  Grand  Lodg«s  to  be  pres<Mit  on  the  occasion  of  the  ded- 
ication of  the  new  Masonic  I  Jail,  June  -,  l.s7.>,  but  whi<*h,  I  regret,  was 
out  of  my  power  t()  accept,  owing  to  s«>rious  siekness  in  my  family. 

The  (juestion  of  so  amen<ling  our  Constitution  as  to  destroy  the 
Committee  on  Work  and  substitut<'  therefor  a  salaried  Grand  Lectur(»r 
will  come  before  you  at  this  .s(>ssion  for  your  linal  action.  The  great 
importance  of  the  end  souirht  to  be  attained,  demands  our  most  seri- 
ous and  careful  consideration.  The  power  which  Mas(»nry  p<»ssesses, 
derived  from  its  universality,  ref|uires  that  eiforts  should  be  made 
and  <'ontinued  to  secure  uniformity  in  the  work. 

This  unity  makes  (he  world  a  Mason's  home,  and  rising  high  above 
geographical  divisions  and  lh(»  obstacles  of  language  and  religion, 
.secures  him  protection  an«l  repose  wherever  fate  or  fortune  may 
direct  his  sK^ps.  But  how  is  this  to  be  attained?  By  salaried  (irand 
I^ecturers?  1  think  not.  This  system  has  been  fairly  tested  in  this 
jurisdiction,  and  the  labor  and  sacrilice  bestowtnl  uj)on  it  have,  in  ni>' 
opinion,  only  served  to  demonstrate  its  utter  impracticability.  Re- 
jection and  exj»erience  have  ccmvineed  me  that  of  all  the  plans  pro- 
posed in  this  jurisdiction,  lo  secure  unifi)rniity  in  the  work,  the  sys- 
tem of  a  Committee  (»n  Work  as  nr)w  established,  is  the  very  best. 
By  it  we  have  seen  unity  produced,  antl  an  intelligent  understanding 
of  the  Ritual  and  Lectures  established,  for  ignorance  of  much  of  the 
Ritual  of  the  several  degrees.  Under  this  system,  the  Committee  on 
Work  are  re(|uired  to  meet  before  each  session  of  the  < irand  Lodge, 
and  perfect  themselves  in  the  wc»rk,an<l  in  open  IiOdg<%  at  each  Grand 
Communication,    to  give  the   work   and    lectures  of  the   tirst   three

TiCvin  Culver,  and  sister  of  Dr.  K.  V.  Culver,  l)oth  of 
whom  were  Master  Masons,  in  violation  r»f  his  duty  as  a  Mason,  and 
to  the  scandal  and  disgrace  of  ilw.  Masoiii<r  I'Vaternilv. 

The  testiujony  in  this  case  cstahlishcvs  the  following  facts,  to-wit: — 

1.  That  Amos  Jj.  (irav<'s.  the  dcf(>ndant,  was  at  the  time  of  his 
alleged  otience,  a  Master  Msison  residing  within  the  Jurisdiction  of 
Troy  Tjodge,  N«).  oO. 

2.  That  he,  (iraves,  at  the  time  nl'  his  intermarriage  with  Mrs.  Ann 
A.  Za<'hry,  had  a  living  wife  who  was  in  a  destitute  condition,  and 
from  whom  he  had  not  been  divorced  bv  th<'  laws  of  anv  State, 

•\.  That  he,  Kraves,  became  as  early  as  the  year  IH7U,  or  tirst  part  of 
1H71,  cognizant  of  the  fact  tiiat  his  wife  was  alive,  yet  oj>ened  no  cor- 
respondence with  her,  but  continued  to  live  with  his  new  consort ; 
further,  that  in  tlM»  Fall  of  IS72,  Mary  A.  (Jraves,  his  said  wife,  paid 
him  a  se<'ret  visit  in  Troy,  and  that,  though  fully  ap[»risod  that  the 
woman,  whom  he  had  solemnly  vow(m1  at  the  marriage  altar,  to  love, 
cherish,  and  protect,  was  dragging  along  a  painful  existence  in  abject 
|K)verty,  evr'u  then  h<'  adhered  to  his  n«'w  wife  and  continued  so  to  do 
some  six  or  sev<Mi  nj<»nths  tlMU'caller.  Again,  that  he  still  lives  with 
siiid  Mrs.  Ann  A.  Zachry. 

4.  That  def(»ndant  made  no  elVort--his  own  admission — after  the 
close  of  the  war  to  learn  whether  or  not  his  wife  was  living;  a. so,  that 
on  being  asked  by  croimsel  why  he  continued  to  live  with  Mrs. 
ZjU'hry,  after  he  learned  that  his  lirst  wif«i  wjis  not  dead,  he  said  it 
was  ** right  hard  for  him  to  give  any  reason  satisfa<*tory  to  himself."' 
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.'».  That  (l("fo!ulaiit,  in  open  TiOrlj^e,  admitted  his  pri'sent  wife,  Mrs. 
Zarhry,  to  bo  a  Msistor  Msison's  (hiii^litcr,  aiida  Mantcr  Mason*HsiRtor. 

H.  That,  to  abandonment  of  Mary  A.  (iravos,  his  wifo,  dofendant 
added  foul  aspersions  upon  licr  "iiarat'lor ;  furtlior  Ihat  he  signally 
faile<l  in  his  att«Mnpt  to  i)Ia«'i<en  hor  ^ood  name. 

The  Tiod^e,  after  a  protrartiMl  and  full  investigation  of  the  matter, 
found  tlie  detendant  guilty,  as  b«*fon»  stated,  under  the  charges  and 
speeilications,  but  wouhl  not  impose  on  him  even  a  reprimand. 

In   tlie  opinion   of  your  eommittf'e  said  <let*endant  ouglit  to  have 
MufT^rcd  the   higiiest  penalty  known  to   Masonry.     In   our  opinion 
Troy  Ijodge  has   b(»on  grossly  derelict    in  duty.     It    is  fr(?sh    in   the 
memory  of  all  that  the  (Jrand  liodgchas  repcit«^dly  found  it  iu>eessary 
to  censure  subordinate  Lodges  for  failure  to  inllici  adequate  punish- 
ment on  oIlV'ndcTs  against  Masonic  law,  thfrcfore  our  brethren  of 
Troy,  fully  informed  of  the  past,  possessing  all  the  advantages  of  an 
enlightened  cnmmunity,  and  ap|)arently  braving  tiuj  veniict  of  the 
Fraternity  at  large,  are  with«)Ut  excuse.     While  we  deeply  sympathize 
with  those  brethren  in  said  Lodi^c,  who  n«»bly  sto  nl  up  for  the  right, 
we  are  nevertlieless  forceil  to  the  c  juelnsjon  that  sharp  mivisures  are 
essential  lor  the  correction  of  so  great  djsrcganl  of  Masonic  duty,  as 
is,  in  this  <ase,  manifest. 

We  therefore  recommeml  that  Aujos  L.  (Jraves  be  expelled  from 
all  the  rights  and  benetits  of  Masonry,  and  further 

livHoh'cti,  That  Troy  f^odge  No.  .V>,  ni  the  opinion  of  this  firand 
l^»dge,  wiis  dc^relict  in  duty,  in  failing  to  m»'te  out  Brother  A.  L.  (iravos 
the  [>unishment  tlue  to  the  gravity  of  the  ollense  against  Masonic  law 
and  morals,  proved  against  him  in  th<*  j>roceedings  certiti(Ml  to  this 
(IraTui  Body,  as  the  result  of  its  nw-ent  trial  of  ilw  otlentling  Jirother, 
and  deserves  the  special  jiu<l  severe  reprimand  of  the  <irand  Lodge 
tor  such  failure  of  duty.

In  conclusion,  vour  Committee  respcctt'ullv  suiuuits  the  renuirk 
that,  were  there  no  necessily  for  Masonic  discipline,  great  would  bf» 
the  iov  shared  by  us  all,  still  inasmuch  as  the  millennium  has  not  vet 
sj)read  its  blissful  inlluence,  like  a  '*  tidal  wave  wide  as  the  sea,  over 
all  the  earth,  offences  will  come,  and  must  be  met.  Kqually,  while 
on  the  one  hand,  we  should,  when  trying  a  brother,  have  regard  to 
the  motto,  "  J*ut  yourself  in  his  jilace,**  on  the  other  we  should  not 
forget  that,  every  time  a  Masonic  olfense  is  winked  at,  or  disregarded 
a  terrible  blow  is  struck  at  the  nuissive  supjjorts  of  our  fraternitj'. 

In  view  of  some  matt^Ts  which  hav<»  come  under  our  observation, 
it  can  hardly  be  deemed  improper  to  aflirni  that  eonlidenee  in  the 
assnred  proteeti<m  which  Masonry  gives  to  the  gentler  sex,  forms  a 
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Palladiiiin  in  onrniulst:  remove  this  iinaixo,  and  our  iH-rmaneni'o  is 

gone.    Without  this  devotion  to  purity,  what  is  hoe<nne  of  our   niis- 

44ion!    Indeed,  have  we  any  mission?    Tlien  let  it  not  i»e  charged  tiiat 

unduo  severity  is  used  )»y  tlie  (Jrainl  Lfxlj^e  toward  otteridi^rs  ji^rainsi 

MjiHonielaw.    If,  to  put  or  keep,  knowingly,  a  pieeo  of  nttton  tindxT

poses upon  us. 

With  regard  to  I)\Kor\,  in  the  absen<'e  (»f  any  document  authenti- 
cated by  seal  and  written  si;xuature  -having  receive<l  only  an  unsealed 
and  printed  account  of  the  organization  of  a  <irand  Lod;re,  -  we  would 
respectfully  recommen<l  a  posi]»ouement  of  action  inilil  tin'  lu'cessary 
information  is  re<-eived. 

The  print(;d  i)roceedinjr'*  of  what  j)urport  to  be  the  newly  or;;anizetl 
jurisdictions  of  Wyomincj  and  the  Iniuan  'ri:m:rroKii:s,  have  al>o 
l>een  hiid  betbre  us  by  the  K.  ^^'.  (iran<l  Secretary,  in  ac<'onlance  with 
a  resolution  of  tin*  (irand  Jiodj^e.  With  the  erception  of  a  s<»al 
stflmped  upon  the  cov<'r  of  one  of  thesc^  jiamphlets,  the  same;  dilll- 
eulties  stand  in  the  w  ay  of  formal  recoi^nition  as  in  the  case  of  Dakota. 
We  therelbre  res]M»ctfully  rc<*ommend  a  postponement  of  action  until 
due  authentication  of  th(»  (.xi^lence  arul  le;j^itiuuiey  of  these  (trand 
Or;ranizatious  be  obtained.

With  rej^ard  to  the  (irand  Orient  of  Hungary,  (which  seems  to  Jiave 
been  the  IJody  intended  by  our  fornu'r  action  on  the  subject,)  the 
Annual  Ileport  of  tlds  Conunittee  to  the  (irand  Annual  ronimunica- 
tion  for  bS74  lias  already  brought  to  your  attention  the  following  facts. 

1.  Tliat  the  (iratid  Orient  of  Hungary  is  a  Jlody  working  under  a 
ritual  not  recognized  bj-this  (irand  Lodge,  and  probal)ly  understood 
by  very  few,  if  any,  of  our  members ;  and  that  it  is  probable  the  great 
majority  of  us  would  be  utterly  unable  to  obtain  admission  to  the 
('ommuin<*ations  of  tlu*  Orand  Orient  ot  Hungary  or  any  of  its 
subordinates. 

2.  That  the  aforesaid  <  Irand  Orient  of  Hungary  appears,  from  the 
J)est  information  thau  we  can  obtain,  to  be  a  recent  oftshootof  theOrand 
Orient  of  France,  from  which  Masonic  inten*ourse  lias  been  with- 
drawn by  nearly  all  the  American  iirand  Ilodies,  on  account  of  its 
Mchismatical  recognition  and  encouragement  of  <*ertain  clandestine 
organizations  in  this  ccuintry. 

3.  That,  so  far  as  we  can  ascertain,  this  Orand  ]iOdg(>  is  the  only 
regular  Masonic  15t)dy  in  North  America  Ihat  has  extended  recogni- 
tion to  the  aforesaid  Grand  Orient  of  Hungary. 

Under  these  circumstances,  your  Committee  cannot  but  conclude 
that  the  former  action  of  this  Orand  Lodge  was  somewhat  precipitate, 
and  recommend  its  reoonsi<leration. 

With  regard  to  the  (irand  Orient  o!  Brazil,  Valley  of  I^vradio, 
although  tlie  lirst  of  the  consiilerations  stated  alK)ve,  as  applying  to 
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Hungary,  would  i)robably  apply  with  equal  power  iu  this  case,  yet  as 
it  is  somewhat  comi)lioated  by  other  considerations,  w!ii(*h  it  would 
perhaps  be  tedious  to  set  forth  in  detail,  and  aa  we  would  prefer  to 
have  opportunity  for  further  examination  of  the  subject,  we  respect- 
fully recommend  its  postponement  to  the  next  (irand  Communication. 
We  have  the  honor,  therefore,  to  recommend  the  adoption  of  the 
following  resolutions : ' 

1.  "  i?r.«*o^v'//.  That  the  recognition  of  the  M.  W.  <jlrand  Orient  of 
Hungary,  adopted  by  this  (irand  Lodge  in  1S7:1,  is  horel/y  withdrawn,

Tin;  M.  W.  <Jran«l  f.odg*'  of  Arkansas  etimnnmeed  its  :)(»ih  Annual 
<'<Hnmunicali»>n,  at  fJttle  Koek,  on  Monday,  October  121  h,  A.  1).  1874, 
an<l  ])assing  a  resolution  to  j>ostf)one  "all  gen'eral  business  of  the 
<irand  Iiodg«'"  until  tli<'  following  Monday,  was  closed,  and  reasseni- 
ble<l  Oi'tober  liHli,  pn'sent  the  (Jrand  (JIVumts  and  th<'  repn'sentatives 
of  niiK^ty-live  Subordinate  Fiodges. 

M.  W.  (I rand  Master,  O.  A.  l>ann«'lly,  <lelivered  an  earnest  and 
interesting  ««hlress  from  whi<*li  we  extract  the  following  portions  as 
of  general  intrresi  t»»  the  Craft : 


Another  >liort  \  car  has  pass<<i,  :in<l  is  buried  in  tin*  gra\e  <»f  by- 
gone y<'ars.  Short  as  it  has  been,  it  has  been  an  eventful  one.  l>eath, 
with  hi>8  s<-ytlic,  has  laid  waste,  and  mown  down  many  of  our  brethren  : 
Some  of  whom  have  not  been*.  an«l  could  not  be,  honored  with  even  a 
stone  t(»  mark  the  burial  spot,  much  less  with  such  a  magniticont 
monument  of  marble,  as  was  enu-ted  by  King  Solomon  in  honi)r  of 
«h'part<'tl  worth,  in  honor  of  tlu*  principal  An'hitect  of  that  beautiful 
tcmph*  on  Mt.  Moriah.  Hut  it  is  a  consolation,  that  th<iugh  no  stone, 
nor  sprig  of  Aca<"ia,  marks  llu'  resting  place  of  a  brother,  if  his  trust 
was  unshaken  in  Jlim  by  whose  omnific  fiat  the  fair  fabric  of  the» 
I'liiverse  si>rang  into  existence,  and  by  whom  all  things  are  uplu'ld, 
h<»  has  bec^n  ejilied  from  labor  to  his  n^ward,  and  become  an  inhabi- 
tant of  that  t<Mnple  n<>t  ma«le  with  hands,  eternal  in  the  Heavens. 

We  should  esteem  it  a  privilege,  to  (hulicato  and  devote  a  lime  in 
mingling  our  sympathies  with  those  who  have  been  alTlicted,  and 
pour  into  their  hearts  the  balm  of  consolation,  and  as  far  as  possible 
relieve  their  distress<»s;  for,  as  Uiught  in  our  lu^loved  institution,  to 
relieve  the  <listressed  is  a  duty  incumbent  on  all  tneii,  to  sympathis(f 
with  them  in  their  misfortunes,  to  eompassionato  their  niis(»ries,  and 
to  n.»ston?  peace  to  their  troubled  minds,  is  the  aim  wo  have  in  view. 
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The  M.  W.  (initid  MastiT  vimUh  otIi«'r  jurlsdiriioiis,  and  ours  anions; 
them,  and  thus  discxmrst^s  of  them  : 

"In  the  months  of  April  and  May  last,  it  waH  my  ^ixxl  fortnntt  to 
viKit  Tonnossoo,  Mississijipi,  Ahibama  and  Kcntncky,  wherr*  I  mot 
very  many  intelligent  Masons,  am<»nK  whom  I  enjoyed  much  pleas- 
nro ;  but  inon?  oartienlarly  in  the  In^autiful  eity  of  l^ouisville,  when* 
T  viKited  the  3fasonie  Widows'  and  Or])han8'  Home.  My  heart 
swelled  with  emotions  of  love  toward  the  Masons  of  Kentueky  for 
their  Ma«<mie  charity  to  the  families  of  (»nr  J5rethren  who  have  been 
called  from  lalH)rM  to' rewards.  Introduced  as  the  (iran<l  Master  of 
Mrhous  in  the  State  of  Arkansas,  and  requested  to  address  them,  it 
j^ave  me  ple.'tsure  to  <ron;^ratulate  them  on  their  participation  in  the 
iu»ble  charities  of  our  Brethren  ;  and  1  was  rejoi<'ed  to  ho  able  to  say, 
that  while  the  Masons  <»f  Kentucky  were  d(»in'^  more  for  the  support 
of  the  willows  and  orphans  than  any  (»ther  State,  perhai>s,  Arkansas 
was  doin^  more  than  any  other  iii  educating  the  orphans  of  our 
Brethren,  thereby  enabling  them  to  brea»*t  the  riigped  path  of  lift*, 
and  aid  in  the  supp(»rt  of  widows,  hel|)lesH  orphans  an<l  innocent 
maidens.  .May  the  ^rand  enterprise  of  our  Brethren  ot  Kentucky 
receive  th<»  :ipj)robation  of  the  (irand  Artitlcer  of  the  Univcrrse.  am*! 
may  He  bo  no  less  mindful  of  our  beloved  St.  John's  College,  that 
has*  already  sent  (»ut  youn^  in<Mi,  wfui,  I  trust,  will  be  ornaments  to 
the  Instil  lUion." 

St.  John's  ('olIej;e,' above  referred  to,  is  an  in.stitutiiin  of  great 
interest  to  the  Crrand  Lodge  of  Arkansas,  sls  indee<l  it  should  be,  for 
it  is  a  n<»ble  ellort  in  behalf  of  etluration,  suggested  by  charity  and 
fostercil  by  a  Jurisdiction,  which  though  apparently  poor  in  worldly 
goods,  seems  determined  to  deserve  success  by  self  sacrifice  and  i>er- 
Hintent  <'florts.  (Jo  on.  Brothers,  in  a  work  so  charitable  to  yourselves 
and  to  Masrmry,  and  may  the  troubles  which  now  cloud  your  pros- 
|>ects  be  spt-cdily  removed,  and  your  Institution  i>laced  l)eyond  the 
reach  of  adversity.  We  quotr  in  full  the  report  of  the  Committee  on 
ICducation,  in  reference  U*  this  enter[»rise.  Would  that  the  Grand 
Ixidge  rei)ort,s  from  other  jurisilictions  <'alh;d  for  similar  noticn*. 
But  St.  John's  College*  seems  u*  be  f/tr  onfi/  <;ir<)rt  in  that  direction  (at 
Icjtst  trr  have  observed  no  other  relerenee^  to  collegiate  institutions 
under  Ma-^oni**  control  and  patronage.) 

Tlu?  Connnitlee  on  Kducation  made  th<'  lollowing  rcjiort : 

Your  Coimnittec?  <iTi  Kducatiou  report  as  lbll»>ws,  viz: 

First— That  it  is  the  sense*  of  your  C<»mmitte(*  that  this  grand  Ixnly 
is  so  fully  eoinniitted  to  the  edu<*atioiial  seheim;  by  it  inaugurated  in 
1S~)0,  that  pride,  duty,  and  interest  alike  demand  that  it  continue  to 
exert  <*very  means;  to  exhaust,  if  need  b<».  every  resoun-e  to  carry 
it  through  to  a  successful  issue,  and  place  it  u|>on  a  basis  so  lirni  tliat 
neither  tinu*  nor  misfortune  can  destroy  it.  Jt  seems  to  us  that  wi* 
have  but  one  courses  b<?Iore  us,  and  that  is  to  a<lvan<'(.';  to  go  forward. 
If  walls  of  diniiculties  and  embarrassments  confront  us,  batter  them 
down.  L<*t  the  watchword  of  rescue*  i)a*<s  along  the  lin<*s — forward, 
march  !

Seeoiid— We  (iiul  ilw  iiniiiwial  uonditioii  oi'  the  Colloj^o  unffattcrin^ 
— a  debt  of  :?4srs.IG  ere  itod  fur  iiuprovements  and  repairs,  two  yearn 
31^0,  still,  unpaid,  and  no  money  on  hand  for  the  payment  of  the  pro- 
lessors.  Tlie  incidental  expenses  have  been  fortunately  met  by  our 
skillful  tinaneial  agent,  through  advance  payments  made  upon  lots 
sold.  With  a  properly  worth  8111>,1U0  87,  reinforced  with  the  surplus 
revenue  arising  from  nearly  lioO  Lodges,  it  is  not  [)robablo  that  any 
-%'ery  extreme  measures  will  have  to  be  adopted  to  avert  bankruptcy. 
'TJie  reduction  in  the  number  <»f  |>rofessors  and  of  the  salaries  of  those 
retained,  coupled  with  other  retrenchments,  has  reduced  the  expen- 
ses over  three  thousand  dollars.  This  exhibit  of  the  inauguration  of 
41  system  of  econon»y  is  gratifying,  and  if  steadily  pursued  must  lead 
to  substantial  results.  The  endowment  fuu<l,  amounting  to  34.'(,(XM), 
is  still  intact,  and  no  such  extreme  exigency  exists  as  to  inspire  a 
iear  that  it  will  have  to  be  disturbed. 

Third — Kxpcrieujc  t<?aches  that  no  institution  of  learning  uf)on  the 
-^•ollegiate  basis  can  succcetl  without  (Midowment.  This  <»ur  college^ 
needs  ;  this  it  must  have,  if  we  d(;sire  it  to  occ^upy  a  position  eoe(|ual 
with  the  colleges  elsewhere  in  indepeiuience,  elliciency  and  prosper- 
ity. The  i'oiumittee,  in  common  with  all  Masons,  feel  that  there  is 
ill  this  matter  of  education  more  than  a  [)r(»sent  interest.  Thv.  unborn 
millions  it  may  be,  in  the  ages  yet  to  ])e,  will  reap  a  harvest  from  the 
Jittle  seed  here  planted  that  will  redound  to  our  glory,  and  may  on 
(he  last  great  day  be  instrumcnlal  in  [)la<"ing  u|>on  our  brow-*  the'dia- 
•4lem  of  light  au<l  immortality.

<I.  M.  Dannelly,  unmasks  in  reference  U*  (/t'csfitm^: 

*•  During  the  year.  1  have  received  about  live  hundred  letters  j>er- 
laining  to  my  olhce  ;  most  of  which  were  (juestions  of  "Masonic  law 
and  usage,  all  of  which  wen^  aiiswere<l;  many,  however,  by  reference 
to  past  decisions  of  this  (jrand  Lodge.  I  would  mo^t  res[)ectfulJy 
recommcMid  Brethren  to  supply  themselves  with  our  Krlicts,  and 
thus  save  themselves  and  the  Irrand  >rast(?r  a  great  deal  of  writing  ;" 

thus  showing  that  the  IJrethren  in  Arkansas  are  akin  to  those  in 
other  jurisdictii>ns,  an<l  are  mon?  ready  to  a.sL  <iuestions  than  to  fferk 
knowledge  by  study  of  the  Edicts  and  Landmarks. 

lie  reports  twenty-tiv<»  of  these  decisions  to  the  Grand  T^odge,  and 
-we  quote  ///  7>ffW  from  the  report  of  th(»  Committee  <>n  Masonic  Law 
auid  Usages,  the  dissents  of  that  C<»mmittee  from  his  decision,  and 
adopted  bytlie(irand  Lodge,  vi/..:^ 

Decision  numbere<l  two  is  in  these  words: 

"Neither  the  (irand  Master,  Deputy  (irand  Master,  nor  District 
•(  Jrand  Mjister,  should  accept  the  olhce  of  Worshipful  Master  or  War- 
<len,  as  there  might  be  a  conllict  in  olllces." 

Tiie  Committee  think  that  the  Grand  Master  should  decline  to  a<'cept 
any  oflice  in  a  Subordinate  Lodge  during  liis  ollicial  term.  Hut  we 
see  no  necessity  of  extending  the  rule  to  his  Deputy,  or  the  District 
Deputies.  Acting  Masters  are  frequently,  for  good  reasons,  appointe<l 
to  these  otTices;  and  if  a  ISrother,  after  his  appointment  as  D(»puty. 
H'annot  a<*cef>t  the  olVi-o  of  Master  or  Warden  of  a  Lo<lg(»,  the  holding 
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orKuch  (»Oico  iiiight  \n*  regarded  as  a  diH(|uuliru^ilion  tor  appoiiitinont 
:is  Deputy,  and  we  know  of  no  law  recroj^nizing  snr'li  dis<|uaIiti«*ntion. 
If  a  Lodge  tliinks  proper  to  elect  a  Deputy  its  Warden  or  Master,  an<i 
ho  finds  that  it  will  not  interfere  with  hisduties  as  Deputy,  we  see  no 
very  jj^ood  reason  why  he  might  not  acrept  the  ot!lre.  In  the  ahsi^nre 
of  absolute  rules  of  law,  it  is  safer  not  to  extend  rules  of  distjualitica- 
tion  by  mere  de<'isions. 

Dceision  nuinl^ered  four  is  as  follows  : 

**A  Hrr>ther  reje<'te<l  for  the  seoon<l  or  third  degree  of  Masonry,  may 
renew  his  application  at  every  subsequent  stat<'d  meeting  of  the 
r^dgo,  and  whenever  any  moral  okbJcM'tion  exists  to  his  talking  a 
liigher  degree,  the  objeetions  shouhl  be  presen*\ed  in  the  t'orm  of 
charges,  and  their  trutli  tested  by  an  impartial  trial ;  more  particularly 
if  the  candidate  is  elected  to  take  the  <legree,  it  is  due  the  Lodge  jis 
well  asthecandidate,  that  the  nature  of  the  objeetions  be  mak(?  known, 
and  be  investigated  l)y  the  liodge.  To  this  tlie  Lodge,  as  well  as  the 
candidate,  is  undoubtedly  entitled  on  all  th(»  j»rin<*iples  of  cfjuity. 
Unless  the  objections  are  made  known  thorc  can  be  no  investigation, 
and  the  degree  shouM  be  conferred." 

The  committee  are  of  the  opinion  that  this  <l«'cision  requires  modifi- 
cation. 

Xr)  douV)t  but  that  wliere  a  candidate  is  bla<ke<l,  on  an  aj)i)Ii»-ation 
for  the  second  or  thinl  (h'grec,  he  inay  renew  his  application  at  any 
subsequent  n'gular  meeting.     This  is  well  s'ettled. 

The  brother  who  gives  a  negative  vote  is  not  bound  to  make  known 
to  the  Lfxlge  that  he  cast  tlit;  vote,  or  to  disclos(>  his  reasons  for  it. 
The  sticrecy  of  th(»  ballot  is  sa<*r(Ml,  and  n«)  violation  of  it  can  be  ex- 
peet<'d  in  any  mode.  There  is  a  general  obligation  on  a  Brother  who 
casts  a  black  ball  against  a  canrlidate  for  advan<-em«'nt,  on  account  of 
unmasotiic  conduct,  to  prefc^r  charges  against  him,  and  giv<»  him  an 
opportunity  of  answering  them  on  a  trial  l)(*lbre  the  Lodge,  liut  this 
is  an  obligation  resting  merely  in  his  own  cc)uscien<*e,  and  which  th(^ 
Lotlge  can  never  enforce,  as  he  is  under  no  o)>ligation  to  <liscios<»  to 
the  Lodgt*  the  fact  that  he  cast  the  bla<-k  ball. 

If  after  the  caiKlidate  is  eh'ctcd,  a  brother  objects  to  his  receiving 
th<*  degree,  it  is  but  fair  and  just  to  the  <'andidate,  as  well  as  to  the 
Ijodge,  that  he  siiould  mak<'  known  the  groun<ls  of  objection,  uuless 
he  has  stnue  good  reason  for  withhohUug  tljem.  Dut  he  has  the  right,. 
froin  smh  prudential  motiv«^s  as  he  may  deem  sullicicnt,  to  d(M'lin<?  to 
disclose  the  groun<ls  of  his  obje«'tion,  and  the  Lodge  cannrit  confer  the 
degree  until  liis  objection  is  with<lrawn.  Nr)  man  <'an  be  a  Mason,  or 
advauced,  against  tiie  objection  of  a  nH'ml)er  of  the  Lodge.  The  har- 
Hiony  and  good  IV'llowship  of  the  Masonic  family  must  be  preserved. 

Decision  numbered  fourteen  is  ju<  follows: 

**  A  Master  of  the  Lodgt>  cannot  prefer  charges  against  a  member, 
or  a  brrither  in  its  jurisdiction,  an<l  j)resi<l<^  in  the  trial.  The  name  of 
the  accusing  Hrotln'r  must  b»»  attachtul  to  the  charg(>s  to  make  them 
valid,  but  withheld  by  the  Master." 

This  decision  r(»(iuires  <iualitication. 

Where  charges  preferred  by  the  Master  are  in  no  way  personal  to 
himself,  but  relate  simply  to  unmasonic  <'on<luct  of  the  ac«-used,  in 
which  h(»  has  no  p(?rsomil  interest,  there  is  no  good  reason  why  he 
should  not  preside  at  the  trial,  and  no  hiw  to  prevent.  If  the  charges 
involve  matters  personal  to  himself,  deli<'acy  won  hi  require  him  to 
ilecline  to  presifh*  at  the  trial  of  the  a<'cused. 
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Docis.ioii  iniiiiberrd  «*iji:lit  is  ns  follows: 

QuiHtioiu — **  Is  it  tMinipoti'iJt  Tor  a  Sultordiiiuti'  Loilgo  to  try  t)iio  of 
the  Grand  OtlW-ors  of  tlio  <jri'and  I^odj^ti? 

Ans}!'*'!', — **Notas  a(irand  OHWmt;  )»ut  ovrrv  Mason  rosidin^  within 
thojnrisdiction  of  a  Siihordlnatti  Loil^c  is  snbJtM*t  to  disi'iplinc  as  the- 
law' din'cts." 

This  tkM'ision  is  too  hroad.  A  l^od^t'  <'nnnot  try  its  ^fastor,  tho 
Grand  Master,  his  Dt-pnty,  a  District  Dcpntj-,  a  Grand  Warden,  and 
nerliaps  otlior  ohM-ted  <>faiHl  Oflirt-rs,  diirini;  their  oiHcial  tonn«» 
Whotlnu*  a  Lodjre  can  try  any  Grand  Ollircr  wo  iummI  not  decide,  an 
the  (juestion  is  not  before  ns.  The  <iran<l  I^odji^e  can  try  its  own 
of!h?ers,  as  well  as  the  Masters  of  Lo<lps. 

The  pnx'eedin^s  of  tlu'  (irand  r^od;<e  of  Arkansas,  ^ive  evi<l(Mice  of 
wisdom,  Htrenj4;th  and  /eal,  and  the  interests  of  the  <'raft  are  evidently 
looked  after  with  unwaverin^i-ari'.  V»'e  partronipany  with  ArkanHan 
reluctantly,  for  the  reason,  (if  there  were  nont*  other  that  we  resjMJet 
those;  who  toil  and  suHer  in  the  cause  of  education  as  thi?so  ISrethreii 
are  doin^,  and  t<Mider  them  our  sympathy,  while  we  hope  speedily  to 
rejoice  with  them  in  their  ultimate  triumi>h.  >ray  St.  .bdin's  (V>llcff(^ 
iK'conie  a  shininji;  li^ht,  to  bearon  otJM'r  Gran<l  l^od^^es  on  the  road  U> 
duty  and  to  fame!

Having  from  our  Mason ie  youth  upward,  lisU'iicd  Avith  poenliar 
iiit45reHt  to  the  marvels  of  labor,  trials  and  triumphs  of  the  Pioneers 
who  planted  MiiHonry  on  the  **  J*aeiru'  Slof  »e,*'  as  rehearsed  by  return- 
ing Brethren,  Moni(^  of  whom  had  relinquished  tht^  ef»ntest  with 
fiirtunein  (California  and  sought  more  eoiiiirenial  pursuits  in  the  older 
Wtates,  while  others  eamc  to  gratify  longings  for  the  old  homestead 
and  revel  awhile  among  the  scenes  endeared  bv  earlv  re<;oUeetiims,

ntirer  of  **  California  Mjfroury.**  In  opening  this  annual  report  we 
wondered  if,  happily,  it  would  reheai-se  this  history,  Jis  well  as  treat 
of  current  events  ;  and  we  confess  to  a  glad  surprise  in  discovering 
that  the  («rand  Master's  aihlress  was  just  what  we  desired  in  this 
respect. 

We  <juotc  freely  from  it  (even  at  tlK*  risk  <»f  having  to  curtail  and 
eliminate  other  matter)  for  the  purp<»se  of  placing  on  record  in  our 
proceedings  the  history  of  a  IJody  which  has,  in  an  eminent  degre<*, 
illu8tnited  the  orf/anizhif/  and  (fowrtinuf  enicien<*y  of  our  Institution 
as  well  as  the  wis(»  ennobling  and  conservative  princijdes  of  Ma- 
Honry. 

Hrethren  oP  California  we  greet  you  with  hearty  thanks,  for  this 
not>lc  reord.  For  the  servi<'e,  vea  honor  !  vou  have  doiK*  the  **  craft" 
in  thus  exemi>lifying  the  power  and  principltrs  of  Masonry— you 
iiave  founded  in  *' Wisdom,"  varied  in  "Strength,"  and  endorsed 
with  **  I5eauty,"  your  Masonii*  editice,  so  that  the  wise,  and  good  of 
the  Fraternity  in  all  ages  shall  call  you  bbrssed,  for  a  work  so  quietly, 
no  quieklv,  so  "  well  done  !** 

On  the  seventeenth  day  of  Ajuil,  A.  L.  ."V-s.-jO,  the  delegates  of  three 
chartered  IjO<lges,  and  oi'  two  Loilges  acting  under  dispensation,  as- 
Hembled  in  Conventi<ui  in  the  city  of  Sa<'ranufnto,  for  the  nurpose  of 
<wtab]islnng  and  constituting  this*<Jrand  Lodge  of  Free  ana  A<'ceple<l 
Mas<»ns.  They  selected  the  M.  W.  <'liarles  (iiiman.  Past  (irand  Mjtn- 
ter  of  Maryland — a  brother  of  great  Masonic  learning,  with  unusual 
experience— to  preside  over  their  deliberations,  which  lasted  three 
days,  resulting  in  the  adoption  of  a  Coiistituti.'U  and  the  organizing  of 
the  (Irand  liOdge  of  what  was  then  really  the  g(»rm  of  this  State,  ante- 
dating several  months  our  a<lmissiou  inio  the  rnion. 

Manv  of  the  brethren  wiuj  participated  in  the  inauguration  of  this 
.auspicious  I'prM'h  are  still  alive  and  ardent  in  their  eiforts  to  advaiui* 
the  interests  of  the  Fraternity,  meeting  with  us  here  at  our  Annual 
<*ommunications,  and  hauling  counsel  to  those  who  are  laboring  t<» 
I)crj>eiuate  the  early  etVorts  they  made  to  propagate  t ho  principles  of 
<mr  bn»therhood  in  this  the  m(»st  extreme  western  Aineri«*an  Masonic 
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juriscliotion  of  the  <lsiy.  Tlicy  alono  <'au  1  ruth  fully  |M)rtniy  to  your 
mindn  tlio  inipresHioii  of  theirs  when,  with  rotroHpwtivo  eye,  they 
roeur  to  the  puriod  in  whi«'h  Masonry  was  plantc<l  hy  theui  on  the 
l*a<'ilU^  shore.  Now  they  behold  the  Order  in  vijrorous  growth;  like 
some  of  our  nionar<-hs  of  the  forest,  its  roots  (irmly  rivited  to  the  8oil, 
\tH  broad  limbs  spreatl  over  the  area  of  this  ^reat  State,  under  tbo 
i>nin('hes  of  which  thosi;  who  Nue(M>ed  us  will  delight  to  bask  unci 
linger. 

Who  can  traee  the  elleet  had  on  the  eosmopolitan  multitudo  that 
fille<l  this  seaport,  the  larger  towns,  and  more  espe«'ially  tlu»  mincH, 
by  the  iiiterehanjz;e  of  thon^ht,  the  impression  of  rej^ularity  and  order, 
nindo  on  tlu^  ineonjxrnons  mass  l)y  the  pioneer  members  of  our  Frater- 
nity throufjrhout  th<,»  Slate?    So  <'alm,  so  modest  of  her  powers,  and  w> 
jjaeifyiujur  has  been  tlie  intluenee  of  Slasonrv,  that  seareely  any  ro<"0|5- 
nition  has  been  awarded  h<?r  as  one  of  tlu'  eminent  levi'rs  in   regu- 
lating t\w  tout?  of  soriety  in  this  State.     Tin*  moreobs<Tvant  ]>ortion  of 
our  eilizens  n'adilv  a<-<*i»r«l  sueh  anint1uene(>to  her  unobtrusiv(>lesMoiiH 
—not  by  att<Mnptin^  to  sway  the  passions  or  preju<liees  of  the  day,  liv 
parti(;i|>atin^  in  political  or  local  (>xcitem(>nts,  from  whii-i)  the  lancr- 
nuirks  an<l  onr  rules  and  regulations  dt>bar  us-  -but  by  gently  impart- 
ing, through  her  many  cliildren,  the  broad  priiu^iplesof  our  Fraternity  • 
— Justice  and  Charity;  a  ri^jorous  attention  to  the  rights  of  all,  the 
continu(Ml  d(;votiou  and  appIi<*ation  of  tinu',  labor,  and  private  iiiter- 
<»sls    to    the    common    jzood ;    slu^   rej^ulatiMl— educat<*d    in    part — the 
present    e<|uilil)rium    of   so<-icty ;     im)>uiu^    the    cultivation    of  the. 
humanities  in  tlu^  discordant  iileas  of  the  individual  mass(>s,  makin|$ 
them  more  am<Mial>Ie  i)y  the  solt(niii^  intliuiices  of  courtesy,  kind- 
ness au<l  Ibrbearauce.     No  other  country  in  <»ur  knowledjre  has  ever 
existed  where  tlu^  same  latitude*  of  action,  the  sauu;  temptations  to  in- 
dulge in  all  the  frt.'edom  of  ha))its,  the  same  c'xuberant  enjoyments, 
the  full  assertion  by  all  of  their  suppos(>d  numifohl  rights,  have  8(> 
complet^^ly  i>revail<Ml  as   in   this  Jurisdiction.     J  low   essential,  then, 
that  some  humanizing  restraint  should  be  exerted  through  the  lesHonK 
of  our  Onler,  inculcating  obedience  to  <*stablished  authority,  respcet 
for  the  laws,  and  th<*  readiness  in  obeying,  an<l  assistam-e— rendered 
at   an  early  perioil  by  our  brethren  -in  maintaining  the  forms  and 
ussiges  common  to  the  old«»r  States. 

Wc  are  assemble*!  on  this  day,  for  the  ])uri)oso  of  holding  the 
twenty-tilth  Annual  Communication  of  the<iran(l  l^xlge  of  California, 
the  silver  wedding  of  the  Craft.smen  of  the  Oe<*i<lent,  by  the  ble88iiig» 
an<l  overseeing?  ean»  of  our  Supreme  (iraiul  Master, '  to  whom  our 
devout  thanks  should  be  Ibrever  <'xteud<»d  in  gratitude  for  his  mcreies 
in  permitting  so  many  of  us  to  again  congregate  for  the  general  pur- 
jM>ses  of  the  Fraternity.

A  quarter  of  a  (century  has  ela][>se<l  sin<>(>  this  <jrand  liodge  of  Free 
and  Aeeepted  Masons  was  organized,  and  it  behooves  us  to  present  to 
the  brethren  of  other  Jurisdictions,  as  well  as  our  own,  a  summary  of 
our  workings  during'the  period  of  our  existence;  that  we  nuiy  eom- 
pare  with  the  labors  of  the  Mitsonic  (irand  Bodies  of  the  older  States, 
jwccrtaining  wherein  wo  diller,  giving  opportunities  for  improvement 
or  change,  if  it  eomi)orts  with  the  views  of  the  members  here  assem- 
bled. We  should  also  take  full  cM^gnizanee  in  considering  and  digest- 
ing our  own  acts,  for  the  guidance  of  those  who  shall  succeed  us  in  the 
routine  management  of  this  (irand  Lodge. 
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As  before  referred  to,  this  Grand  Body  was  <-on8titutcd  by  three 
<?harterod  Lodges.    The  number  of  TiOdRe's  lias  increased,  as  sliown  on 
our  register  for  the  present  year,  in  the  aggregate,  to  two  hundred  and 
thirty  chartered  Lodges,  with  seven  worlcing  under  dispensation.  Of 
this  numi>er,  one  Jiundred  an<l  ninety-one  of  the  cliarterecl  T^odges  re- 
main in  active  lal)or.    Tliirty-nine  have  dissevered  tlieir  connection 
in  various  ways,  twenty-six  liuving  surrendered  their<'hartcrs,  most  of 
them,  from  tlie  fact  of  their  being  located  in  the  unstable  towns  of  the 
milling   localities  having  an    ei>hemcral   existence,   (»wing   to  tiieir 
prosperity  (h'pending  on   the   niifU's  of  the  s(»vend  district-^,  whfch, 
when  worlvcd  out,  were  abandoned  by  the  entire  i>oj)ulation.     I  have 
known  many  of  tiieiu,  with  Inir.dreds  of  vigorous,  hard3'  miners  con- 
-ji^regat^'darounti  tiie  '^digginirs,"  where  now,  not  a  tra<M' of  the  villagcM 
vJBLfi  1)0  found.     By  reference  to  our  published  proce<*dings  you  will 
find  that  many  ot  the  Lodges  s<»  unfortmfately  located  were,  in  their 
<lay  of  power,  among  our  most   prosperous   Lodir'vs -performing  all 
their  fnuctioual  duties.  <lefniving  their  full  <|iiota  of  expense,  erectiim 
tine  halN,  and  dispensing  charity  with  a  lilieral  hand  wherever  an<i 
whenever  rctpiired.    'I'wo  of  the  T,(Klires,    heing    locate*!    in   (>reg<»n. 
retiretl  from  this  jurisdietion  on  the  l.")th  of  Sept<'nihcr.  A.  f..  "hS.")!,  at 
which  time  tlie<irand  Lodge  of  said    Slate    was   estal»lislie<l.     Light 
Lodges   in   the  Stat<'  of  Nevada,  hohling   <liarlei*s   from   this   (irand 
L(Klge.  terminate(l  their  existence  with  this  jurisdiction  l»y  assemhling 
their  <lelegates  in  conv<'ntion  on  the  hitli  of  .January,  A.  L.  .")S<m,  and 
organizing  a  <iraiid  Lodire  for  that  State. 

Our  relative  numbers,  in  I^oilgcs  an«!  membership,  are  shown  by 
«*oniparison  <»f  the  respective  years  of  |s">0  and  JS74.  At  the  close  <»f 
the  Semi-Anuual  <';»mniuni(  ation,  held  Novi-mhcr  J^^,  1**.V),  we  ha<l  on 
the  rost<'r  eleven  fi  nitres,  with  a  roll  of  two  hundred  and  fifty-eight 
niemhers.  We  now  have  one  hundn'd  and  nin<'ty-<'iirht  L'Ml;j:es,  with 
■a  meml)  "rship  of  al>out  eleven  thou*»and. 

A  wide  expau*»e  of  cituntry  h;i^  been  tli<^  recipient  of  the  >ras()nic 
"ndvaniag<*s  ac. 'ruing  from  the  instituting  of  tin*  <irand  Lodge  of  Cali- 
fornia, ii-i  we  h:ive  granted  disin^nsitions  to  form  L xbzes  in  Arizona, 
rhile,  tie*  S  uidwich  Nbinds,  ()re:;on,  a!id  Nr^vada.  I'rom  among  its 
memb^'rs,  the  (iraud  ("liapt^T  of  ll')yal  Art-li  M  is  ms  was  c  )nstituu'd 
<»n  th^*  sixth  of  M  ly,  A.  I.  liWl,  now  numbering  ibrly-six  subordi- 
nate Chapters,  with  a  membM-ship  of  two  thousand  two  hundred  and 
•sixty-eiglit :  a  (iran<l  Council  of  Koyal  and  S<dect  Masters  was  organ- 
IzedOn  the  twenty-sixth  of  June,  A.  l)ep.  JSJ  >,  having  n<»w  subje<a  to 
Its  control  eleven  Councils,  with  liv<'  Jiundn-d  and  eighty-six  mem- 
bers ;  whilst  on  the  tenth  of  August,  A.  o.  740,  the  <iran(rC(unmand- 
<»ry  of  Kniijhts  Templars  first  Asscinble<l  in  C(»nclave,  having  at  pres- 
<Mit  on  its  ntster  ten  subordinate  Commanderies,  withan  array  of  liv<^ 
liundred  and  lifty-six  st  ihvart  Kniirhts  in  readiness  to  respond  to  their 
vows  as  warriors  and  |)eniteiu  pilirrims.  Oidy  those  who  were  so- 
journing or  residents,  ami  interested  in  tlif  c  uin'ries  named,  can  (b;- 
tail  the  beneficial  innuences  incidcMit  to  the  formation  of  estalilished 
T^odges,  wherein  the  brethren  of  the  invstic  tie  couhl  <'ongregalo  ft)r 
fraternal  gn'eting'S,  conversation,  and  Masonic  labors.

The  peculiar  disadvautaxes  under  whi(di  this  Grand  Holy  labored 
for  manv  years  co-incident  with  the  exigencies  occurring  during  the 
progress  liiade  in  forming  society  frr)m  the  crude  elements  assenibbul 
<n\  this  coa^'t,  frotn.  and  to  si)me  extent,  j)rior  to  the  disc  )very  o  1  i?old. 
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tho  length  of  timo,  and  difllculty  mot,  in  the  irrofj^ular  (x>inmunicuition 
with  our  sister  States  during  the  first  decade  of  our  existence,  extend- 
ing  even  to  the  second  as  a  <  irand  J^odge,  or  us  residents  of  tids  State ; 
all  contriliuted  t'»wards  tlic  necessity  for  large  revenues,  to  enable  us 
to  com  pi  V  with  our  legitimate  wants.  There  were  also  a  large  number 
of  experienced,  far-seeing  brothers  who,  from  an  early  day,  were  de 
termined  that  this  (jrand  Lodge  should  seeuresueh  a  Vank  that  none 
of  our  sister  <^iran<l  liodges  could  ref(»r  to  it  but  with  «entiment8  of 
honest  pri<le ;  that  their  teaehings,  rclle<'ting  as  w«'  did,  tlu^  views  of 
every  ^Jrand  Lodge  in  th(»  Tnion,  fornunl  from  a  more  <-osmopolitan 
and  hiore  incongruous  assemblage  <»f  members,  than  ever  residtMl  in 
any  oth(;r  State,  sliould  favorably  coni|>are  »\  ith  those  older  parent 
Jurisdictions  in  all  the  minuti:i*  wliirh  p(>rtains  to  compute  excellence 
an<l  should  l»e  excelled  l»y  none. 

The  results  (if  all  the  labors  of  our  beloved  Fraternity  during  our 
<*xistence  as  a  <«rand  no<ly,  emanating  direct  fn»m  us,  without  refer- 
ence to  the  multitu<linous  profuse  charitii>s  of  the  su)>oidinates  of  this 
jurisdiction,  are,  not  <lesiring  to  make  an  invidious  comparison,  un- 
surpassi'd  by  any  other  in  tlu'  I'nion.  We  have  cordially  respoiid<Ml 
with  the  kintlesi  lirotherly  feeling  to  ev<*ry  national.  State,  and  local 
appeal.  Our  contributions  have  ])een  acknowle(lg(»d  in  the  most  ex-' 
pressive  manner  by  the  asso<Mations  creates!  to  perpetuate  the  name 
and  i>erinanently  preserve  th<' hist  nvsting-placeof  tho  revered  **Father 
of  his  ccninlry  ; "  by  tlu'  gratitu(h>  of  thousands  of  maimed  soldiers, 
from  th(»  North  and  South,  in  the  hospitals  of  Washington,  for  assist- 
ance to  their  chaplain  ;  by  the  fraternal  thanks  of  the  distressed  breth- 
ren of  burnt  Columbia,  the  once  proud  capital  <'ity  ;  by  the  njcssage 
from  M.  W.  D.  ('.  Cregier,  (Jrand  Master  of  Illin<*)is,  *Mtod  bless  our 
4'alifornia  IJretbren;"  and  still  later,  that  of  M.  W.  M.  K.  <iirard, 
Krand  Master  of  Louisiana,  "Thanks  be  to  (Jod,  thanks  be  to  (Jod, 
through  our  own  brethren,  we  are  now  reli<'v<Ml." 

In  this  connci'tion,  it  would  be  grossly  unjust  to  refrain  fnun  men- 
tioningthe  pione<'r  charitable  enterprise  of  ilui  Pacilic  :  the  eslablish- 
nient  in  the  midst  of  unusual  ravages  of  j)estil<Mu-e,  tire,  and  Hood,  of 
the  Masonic  Hospital  at  Sa<-ramcnto.  'fhe  generosUy  with  which 
tens  of  thousands  of  dollars  were  contribute<l  by  a  comparatively  few 
Masons,  proved  the  disinterestedness  of  their  acts.  \N  hen,  twenty- 
two  years  ago,  I  tirst  visited  that  <*ity,  a  Mason  now  living  informeil 
me  with  Just  pride  that  the  only  <|U(»rv  ma<le  was,  "  Was  he  sulfcr- 
ing?*  for  no  sick  or  destitute  brother  wouhl  be  permitted  to  com- 
plain, or  die  in  their  midst  un<'ar(Ml  for.  One  of  the  physicians  to  the 
hospital  relatc^d  to  me  in  after  years  that,  to  his  personal  knowledge, 
over  one  hundred  thousand  dollars  was  contributed  by  the  Fraternity 
of  this  State,  an<l  expended  in  less  than  one  year,  in  alVording  relief 
to  all  applicants  ;  thus  strif'tly  obeying  th<?  injunction,  **  Fvery  hu- 
man being  has  a  claim  on  yoiir  kind  otli<'es.  Do  good  unto  all.  Hec- 
ommenil  it  more  espi'cially  to  the  household  of  the  faithful.  "

Brother  Samuel  C  Denson,  Grand  ( )rator,  tlelivered  a  very  eloquent 
and  thoughtful  addr<»ss,  from  which  we  cjuote  the  foHowing  as  perti- 
nent to  the  "  pre:-eding  historical  "  clii>pings  from  the  address  of  H, 
M.   Titus,  and  regret  that  we  cannot  for  want  of  space  appropriate 
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more  of  the  thought  so  adniimbly   presontoil   and   ciironHMl   in   Ihis 
able  oration :

"From  the  Avintlows  of  tliis  Grand  Tjo<ljr<'  ilali  wo  look  to-«lay,  witK 
pride  an«l  admiration,  upon  a  vMy  jjjrand  and  lj(>autifu],  teominjj:  with 
life  and  reverberating  with  a  thousan<lin<iustries— the  i*entreof  alarj^e 
and  <'onstantly  increasing":  population — tlie  only  city  in  tlie  world  pre- 
sentinji:  the  ccftnpactness  of  a[)parent  anti<piity  and  at  the  same  timcv 
embellished  with  tlie  symmetrical  beauty  of  modern  architecture^ 
Upon  these  crowded  thoroughfares  the  Kuropean,  the  Saxon,  the 
< -elt,  the  Asiatic,  and  the  tawny  sons  of  tlu^  isl(»s  of  the*  o<'ean,  meet 
upon  a  common  level  of  cin  il  and  religious  llln'rty,  each  intent  upon 
working  out  for  Jiimself  the  solemn  problems  of  life. 

A  few  short  years  ago  the  site  of  this  s|>lendid  city  was*  a  waste  of 
shifting;  sands.     For  untold  ages   ha<l  th(^  stars  of  heav(»n  kept  silent 
watch  by  tht*  unpeopled  portidsof  the  sea,  wJiile   non(^   but  ships  of 
mist  rode  at   anchor  in   this  beautiful   j^ort.     It   was  long  alter  the 
intrepid  ('olumbus  discovered   and  presented  a.  lunv   world  to   the 
(^ueen  of  Castile  that  the  first  eivili/ifd  man  stood  upon  the  mount- 
ains' summit,  and  gazed  in  rapturous  wonder  upon  the  pla<'i<l  waters, 
of  the  Pacilic  Ocean,  and   later  still,   when  the    I'nglish  <*orsair  and- 
•Spanish   buccaneer  dropptul  anchor  in  San  I'rancisco  bay :  while  far 
up  in  the  nineteenth   <"entury  this  bright  laud  of  the  vine  and  the  tig, 
the  shining  metal  an<l  the  gohlcu   harvest,  was  so  little  known  that 
even  the  greatt»st  of  Anu>rii*au  statcsnu^n  chara<'teri/<'d  it  as  a  land  lit 
only  for  the  habitation  of  reptiles  and  beasts  of  i»r<\v.    The  votary  oC 
an 'oc(!ult  science   looked    to  the   crucible  of  th(»  alchemist  lor  gold  ~ 
while,  w  iser  and  more  <*ourageous,  the  California  pioneer  sought  and 
found  it  in  the   mountain's  gorge  in  the  land  of  the  sunset.    Scan-ely 
a  (|uarter  of  a  century  has  elapsed  sin<-e  this  fair  State  was  an   unex- 
plored waste,  and  now  no  land   beneath  the  sun  is  better  known  for 
its  wondcuful  productions,  or  for  the  enterprise  and  iulelligeuce  of  its 
people. 

To  the  accomplishment' of  these  sphMidid  results  Masonry  has  <*on- 
tributed  in  no  suuill  degree.  Full  well  do  we  know  that  a  lirm  reli- 
ance on  the  iMiiversalitv  and  realitv  of  Masonic  charitv  movcnl  manv 
of  cmr  bravest,  wist^st,  and  noblest  j)ioueers  to  endure  the  hardshij)s 
and  perils  incident  to  their  immigration  au<l  conquest  of  a  remote^ 
aiul  mysterious  land.  Amid  all  the  excitements  and  distresses,  all 
the  moral  and  i)olitical  revolutions  caused  by  the  ]>ouriug  in  of  a 
cosmo))olitan  population,  Masonry  was  neither  forgotten  nor  neg- 
Uu'ted,  but  <"onstantly  raised  its  kind  and  i)leadiug  voice  in  solemiv 
admonition,  a»'.d  undoubtedly  exerted  a  mighty  inlbu'uce  in  mould- 
ing the  destini'is  of  and  giving  character  to  the  State. 

The  beu«;licent   work  of  the;  past  indicates   that  we  have  before  us^ 
opixr'tunities  involving  high  duties  and  presenting  a  lield  for  unpre- 
<rcuented  achievements;  while  the  past  history  of  our  society  formu- 
lates this  distinct  i>roposition— 77/c  ifcuiu.s  o/  ^f^^sonrl/  is  j}ro(lt(cfiVt 
and  con^Hcrvatirc  of  rrjtubliran  in.stitntiink.s. 

The  present  condition  of  ^Fasonry  in  Califorui*.  is  iudij^ated  by  the 
following  extracts  from  this  Ueport.  The  (irand  Master  sa3's  in  ref- 
erence to  its  harmony : 

**  I  shall  improve  the  occasion  to  report  to  your  Hody  the,  to  me^ 
very  gratifying  announc^ement  that  during  the  past  Masonic  year.

^ion  ainoii}^  tlH'  (.'raftsmen  in  this  <*ntirc  jurisdiction  hronp^hl  to  my 
attention,  ncct'SHitatinu:  any  rofcrcnoe  or  int«»rf<'ron<:o,  or  tln^  lojrislii- 
tivo  action  of  liiis  <i rand  I^odjro  in  any  respect,  cither  pertaining  t-«> 
intlividiial  inonibcrs,  oilicors,  or  acts  of  the  Lo<lf?es  in  their  suh(»rdi- 
nato  i'apacity  with  whi<'h  I  liave  been  connected  as  your  exiM'Utive 
oflicer.  lean  only  attribute  such  an  exemplifi<'ation  of  one  of  our 
Itnulin^  prin<'ipl{;s— Brotherly  Love— to  the  r<M*o^nition  !)yali  our 
members  tliat,  Ijy  its  cxer<*is(Mhiily  enjoined  on  ea<'li,  we  learn  our

])lored  waste,  and  now  no  land    beneath  tlie  sun  i<  better  known  for 
its  wondtM'ful  prodmaions,  or  for  the  enterprise  and  intelligence  of  Us 
people. 

To  the  accomplishnu^nfof  these  splendid  results  ^Tasonry  has  <'on- 
tributed  in  no  small  degree.  Full  well  do  w<»  know  that  a  firm  reli- 
ance on  the  universality  and  reality  of  Masoni<*  charity  nn.>ved  many 
of  our  bravest,  wisest,  an«l  noblest  pioneers  to  endure  the  hardships 
and  perils  incident  to  their  immigration  and  conquest  of  a  remote 
and  mysterious  land.  Amid  all  the  excitements  and  distresses,  all 
the  moral  and  ]>olitical  revolutions  caused  ))y  the  ])ouring  in  of  a 
cosmopoliUm  population.  Masonry  wjis  neither  forgotten  nor  neg- 
lected, but  constantly  raised  its  kind  and  ]>b^ading  voice  in  solemn 
mlmonition,  a>:d  undoubt(Mlly  (>xerted  a  mighty  inlluen<'e  in  mould- 
ing the  destinies  of  and  giving  <-haracter  to  tfie  State. 

The  beiu'licent  work  <»f  the  past  indicates  that  w(»  have  l)e fore  us 
opr)o**tunities  involving  high  duties  and  presenting  a  lield  for  unpre- 
ceclented  achievements;  while  the  past  history  of  our  society  formu- 
lates this  distiiK't  i)roposition— TA*'  //o/Zim  o)'  JMostmn/  i'm  j/roilncfin- 
ttrttl  ctntfivrratirc  of  rvpuhlican  i/tsfifntiou.H, 

The  present  condition  of  Masonry  in  Californi.i  is  indicated  by  the 
following  extracts  from  this  Iteport.  The  (iranti  blaster  says  in  ref- 
erence to  its  harmony : 

**  I  shall  improve  the  o«'casion  to  report  to  your  I^mIv  the,  to  me,, 
very  gratifying  announcement  that  during  the  past  Vhisonie  year. 
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aside  from  the  cases  moniioned,  there  has  l)ceii  no  discord  or  confu- 
r-iion  anion jj  thf!  ('raftsmen  in  this  entire  jurisdiction  bronj;lit  tr)  my 
att<mtion,  necessitating  any  reference  or  interference,  or  tlie  iejrisla- 
tive  action  of  tliis  (Jrand  Lodge  in  any  respectt,  either  pertaining  to 
individual  members,  ollicers,  or  acts  of  tlie  Lodges  in  tlieir  subordi- 
nate capa<'ity  with  wliich  I  liave  l^een  connected  as  your  executive 
oflicer.  lean  only  attrii)ute  suc^h  an  exc^ruplification  of  one  of  our 
lesuling  i)rin<'iples — Hrotherly  Love— to  tlie  rcu'ognition  by  all  our 
members  tliat,  by  its  cxercisci  daily  enjoined  on  each,  we  learn  our 
mutual  depeiuleiic<>  on  every  brotlier,  and  our  hearts  arc;  expanded  to 
our  respective  conditions— the  g(^neral  communion  of  humau  nature 
— th(»  universal  links  of  society,  tliat  cenuMit  every  moral  and  social 
virtue.'' 

The  (.ira:id  Secretary  reports  from  his  department: 

**It  luis  now  become  much  more  tlian  **a  thrice  t/)ld  tale"  to  record 
that  no  lodge  was  in  arrears  lor  dues  at  the  close  of  this  liust  fiscal  year. 
The  reports  of  the  Lodges  for  the  current  year  have  ail  been  received, 
and  it  is  agaiti  a  source  of  pleasure  to  the  undersigned  to  commend 
the  increasing  im])rovemcni  in  their  correctness  and  in  the  general 
promptitude  with  whicli  the  dues  have  been  transmitted." 

And  the  (irand  Tr("asurer  annoutu-es  an  unappropriated  balauc(>  in

Brother  William  A.  January,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on 
Foreign  Corres])<)udence,  presented  his  report — his  tirstiis  In?  nnnarks, 
with  expressions  of  diHidenr*e— justly  complimentary  to  IJrotlKM*  \V. 
ir.  Hill,  his  immediate^  predecessor,  whose  well-<*arned  reputation  in 
this  field  of  Masonic  labor,  as  well  as  for  general  information  on  tlie 
principles,  laws,  and  usages  of  the  Craft,  had  made  him  famous  as  a 
wise  an  I  accomplished  corresi)ondent. 

We  regret  the  abseiu'e  of  Brother  Hill,  ])ut  none  the  less  lu^artily 
wel(!ome  Brother  January,  whoscj  report  is  too  iiit<»n?sting  and  credit- 
able a  production  to  rcHpiire  or  warrant  his  appeal  to  charity  for  its 
vindication. 

This  report  reviews  with  care,  and  in  a  style  <l(;c'idedly  creditable  to 
its  author,  th(!  proceedings  of  forty-five  (irand  Lodges.  The  Report 
of  the  r>:Jrd  Annual  Communication,  1873,  of  Alabama,  is  bricMy  but 
satisfactorily  noticed.  Brother  January  objects  to  the  publication  of 
the  names  of  mc^mbers  **  suspended  for  non-payment  of  dues,"  as  un- 
<*haritableand  unjust.  AVe  dissent  from  the  objection,  and  would  ask 
the  Brother  to  rememl>er  that  under  our  system  no  BrotluM-  is  sus- 
pended for  such  cause,  who  will  show  his  inal)ility  to  pay  dues  and 
l)ecome  thus  entitled  to  "  remission;"  it  is  therel'ore  presumable  that 
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all  snspon««i<»ns  of  tlio  khul,  in  iliis  Jiiri.s<li<'ti<ni,  rcprescMit  vn^^oa  of  uii- 
iiiasonic  foiniin'l,  ami  the  IJrethrcii  slioiild  hiioir  f/ir  itii'tiiihrs.

**  Jirothor  Harris  was  <lovoto  1  to  tho  intorosts  of  tho  (Jrand  liodj^), 
and  thoro  can  l»o  no  manner  of  doubt  that  ho  woro  himsolf  out  in  its 
sorvico. 

He  was  mainly  instrumental  in  ostablishin;^  this  (irand  fiodgo,  and 
it  was  his  groat  i)rivilogo  as  well  ns  his  just  priilo,  that  hi*  had  «loiie 
more  than  any  other  oiu*  to  contribute  to  its  present  prosperous  and 
truly  honorable  |)osition.  At  tho  convention  of  dol(?gates  assombled 
at  ilamilton,  in  ls.V),  prior  to  the  formation  of  this  (irand  J^odge, 
Itrothor  Harris  was  appointed  Secri'tarv,and  at  the  following  cronven- 
tion  when  tho  (Jrand  T/>dge.was  fornu^d,  ho  was  ohH-tod  to  the  ol!i<fe  of 
(rraud  Secrt^tary,  which  j)osition  he  conlinuod  to  hold  with  but  a  brief 
interruption  down  to  tho  timo  of  his  death,  which  occurred  on  Tues- 
<lay»  the  ixth  dny  of  August  last,  at  his  rosi(len<-o  in  ifamilton.  Ho 
died  peacefiUly,  after  a  brief  illness,  borne  alike  with  fortitude  and 
resignation. 

Ifo  hohl  many  imi>ortaut  j>ositions  in  FnuMuisonry  during  the 
whole  timo  that  ho  was  (irand  Sccrotarv,  and  on  manv  occasions  he 
roc(»ivod  warm  arkuowloiIgiMuout'^  of  his  serN  ico>  to  Masonry  from 
tho  Craft  at  large,  from  firaufl  J^odg^^  and  i)rivalo  FiOdgos  a^^  well  as 
from  other  Masonic  bodies.

**'rhis  b'ing  tlio  Ihs!  instanc?  in  the  history  of  our  (irand 
F.orlge  that  the  (irand  Master  has  been  cdh-d  by  tiie  Supremo  Archi- 
tect of  th<'  I'uiverse  to  lay  aside  his  gavel,  we  were  ov(  rwholuHMl  with 
unuttorabU'  grief,  and  this  gr«'at  b;M-eavemout  threw  us  into  confu- 
sion.    Our  Heail  and  Chieftain  had  fallen. 

It  has  biMMi  well  wrill«'U  of  him,  that  "The  ('raft  has  lost  one  of  its 
brightest  ornaments  in  Ontario,  and  the  fraternity  a  shining  light, 
whoso  large  exi)erieii<<>,  sound  judgment  and  just  decisions,  coni- 
moncled  him  as  a  >rasoni<'  authority  ot'  the  hiijhest  order.  His  servi- 
ces to  Masonry  have  been  irnat  ami  are  fully  ajipreciatod,  though 
they  can  novj'r  bo  ailo(|uatolv  rewarded,  for  no  mm  could  have  done 
more  to  ad van«*e  its  interests.  J[e  was  among  the  lirst  to  ai«l  in  tho 
establishment  of  tin*  (iraiul  Ijodgo  of  Canada,  and  so  highly  wen.*  his 
services  at  that  time  n-irardoil,  that  lu?  was  <*hosen  the  tirst  occupant  of 
tho  <iriental  <'hair,  wliieh  he  held  uninterruptedly  for  st»voral  years. 
In  isiiti,  ho  was  permittoil  to  retire,  and  chosen  again  in  \X'M,  holding 
the  [losition  for  two  years,  when  ho  only  reliiupiished  it  on  ac<*ount  of 
accoptanee  of  ollice  under  the  (io\(*rnm(Mil.  l''lvo  years  later  ho  was 
again  olo<'tod  to  the  jjo'^itioii.  and  <•  )ulinu<Ml  to  hold  it  up  t  >  Hk?  time 
of  his  death." 
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>I.  AV.  Ili'o.  Wilson  was  most  irulofatijcabk^  in  proinotin";  the  <*aiiso 
of  FrcMMnasonrv.  Mo  shrank  from  no  tst^k  calling  Tor  crtort  on  liis* 
j>art,  but  cliccrtnlly  undertook  tlr»  most  arduous  labor,  and  acroptod 
the  most  cxactinjj:  rails  upon  his  time  and  his  strcnmli,  in  forwardinj; 
the  cause  he  had  so  truly  at  licart.  Brilliant  in  l\w  <lis<-harji:e  of  Jiis 
duties,  untiriujj;  in  his  zeal  and  enerjj^y,  possessiui?  thos(»  (pialities 
whieli  attract  an<l  ciiarni  (lie  minds  of  men,  it  is  impossible  to  meas- 
ure the  si'rvire  lie  has  rendere<l  to  th(^  Cralt  in  Canada. 

}lo  promoted  our  int(Mest  throughout  lUo  I'liiled  States,  an<l  won 
forour(Jrand  r.od«r(Mhe  hi*?h  j)osition  whidi  it  (tccupies  in  the  <'sti- 
ination  of  the  (irand  T^od^es  throujjhout  the  world,  lie  introdueed 
into  the  workinj? of  our  system  any  improvements  which  he  found 
cxiKtin^:  in  the  other  <ilrand  JJodies  visited  by  iiim.  He  examined 
into  tlic  working?  of  our  suliordinate  Lodjj:es,  and  eontributed  largely 
to  their  instruction,  and  in  a  j^reat  measure  he  eontrolle<l  for  ^ood  the 
eauHO  of  our  (irand  I>odge.  He  at  all  times  furthered  the  i>roseeution 
of  j?ood  works  amonjrst  his  ])rethren,  and  incuh-ated  the  practice  of 
our  pr«)fession  and  tenets. 

In  yi.  W.  J5ro.  AVilson  were  embodied  those  attributes  symlxdized 
by  the  three  famous  [)illars  of  the  ancient  temi>le.  His  Masonic  wis- 
dom was  jireat.  The  strength  of  liis  de<"isions  was  conceded  by  all, 
and  the  ])eauty  of  his  Masonic  and  Christian  walk  won  the  admiration 
of  his  brethn'u.  His  exertions  were  larj^(ily  crowned  with  su^mm'ss, 
and  his  untiring  elforts  were  admired  and  appreciated  by  his  breth- 
ren, who  coijtinu'.'d  to  shower  upon  him  the  hijrhest  honors  that  they 
could  bestow  ;  and  whilst  the  records  <>f  our  (Jrand  l^)d<re  abound 
witli  the  wr»rks  of  his  hands,  they  also  bear  testimony  to  the  estima- 
tion in  whi<h  M.  W.  IJro.  Wilson  was  always  hehl  by  his  brethren. 
Full  of  Masonic  honors,  he  left  this  earthly  scene."

a  Grand  l^odjxe  in  that  sparsely  settled  county,  and  as  they  are  the 
best  judues  of  their  <>wn  position,  advise?  that  the  (irand  l^odge  of 
Canada  do  a<*c< )rd  t<»  the  new  (irand  Lod^ii?  the  ri^ht  aske*l  for  and 
exteuil  to  tluMudue  recognition.' 

Trulv  a  weak  sister  has  thus  been  ushered  into  life! 
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May  «lio  j?i*o\v  in  strcnjjfth  ami  be  ailoriuMl  with  tlic  j:;:ra<'cs  of  truo 
MiiHoiiii;  excclleiieo,  is  our  earnest  wiah  in  her  beluiil'^one />•«/•  \h  that 
the  l)irtli  wjis  prenialure,  and  her  I'liture  health,  vi>ir<»'  ii»<l  usefulneHH, 
will  prolmhly  depend  jxnjatly  njion  jndi('ions  nurhinju:,  et<*.  It  wan 
not  wise,  we  opine,  to  leave  the  jjfonerous  food  furnished  by  mother 
f'anada  for  thc!  "  r(Midens(«d  milk"  of  frontier  independence.  Jiut  aM 
is  sometimes  said  in  similar  eases,  **it  may  be  all  for  the  best;"  and 
we  bej^  pardon  for  obtriidinvc  tlH'se  doubts  of  (uir  little  sisters  right  to 
a  separate  (estate,  and  eajjaeity  for  government.

We  confess  to  a  jnur/tmif  for  sui'h  en<piiries  and  researches  as  this 
addn.'ss.  In  juirsuin^  them  no  dili^rent  and  thoughtful  student  of  our 
fiiu'rnri'  i-an  fail  to  he  both  inlj'rested  and  rewarded,  for  the  traditions, 
history,  as  well  as  the  lon;r  i»uried,  but  now  <*onstantly  exhumed, 
relics  and  trophies  of  our  race,  proclaim  with  uniti'd  voice,  and  un- 
errinji:  certainty  tin'  remote  ori^rin  of  this  nv  like  associations  of  men 
banded  top^ther  by  kindred  ties,  j>rotccted  by  secn*sy  from  intrusion 
from  without,  rpiietly  pursuinjr  their  scan-h  for  li;rht,  till  the  kiiowl- 
vi\^v  which  alike  indi<'ates  tlu'  origin  !»imI  destiny  of  num  is  attained, 
and  <iod  and  Immoitalitv  are  revealeil  ! 

AV<'  are  not  of  those  who  assi;:u  to  *"  s/trrtifntirr"  a  sci-ondary  pla<"(» 
or  ori^jin  in  Mas<ini<'  history.  To  us  it  a|)pcars  a'^  th«'  /turriif  rather 
than  the  nj^'sf,rintf  of  o/n'rti(ui'  Mifsnn,if,  the  lalttu*  Immuj^  the  body  or 
external  ;rarb,  protectintr  spicnhtfirr — its  .so/// — its  h'/r :  as  wtdl  »ts  pre- 
servin^rthe  precious  p(>arls  of  truth  dis<'o\  ered  l»y  f</n'rn/(tfirr  researches 
an«l  treiLsure«l  by  devout  minds  as  <»f  priceU'ss  worth  !  IJut  to  tin* 
address  of  Brother  IJromwell : 


'•  At  whatc'ver  time  the  particulai:  si»ciety  now  .called  Fre<'  .Masons 
was  or^ani/ed  as  to  its  peculiar  wf>rk  and  landmarks,  it  s(?(mus  certain 
that  its  ])rtncipal  features  have  (>\isted  in  all  lands,  and  in  all  a<j:es,  so 
that  nothing  more  ancient  or  widely  spread  is  to  he  tbund  amon^ 
human  instilutiops  existin-i:  or  extinct. 

Whether  our  in^ititution  mav  In*  c<msidcred  as  a  <lec<'ndant  from  anv 
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one  of  tlie  iKi'*c  Mystoin-*,  or  has  l)Peii  oollecloJ  or  (filiated  from  .several 
of  them,  or  was  a  I'ontemponiry  institution  wiiicli  alone  has  survivtMl 
tiie  eontiiet.s  and  ehanjjfes  of  the  ajres,  who  is  a]>le  to  (h»<-hire?  Yet  to 
eaeli  and  to  all  of  thorn  it  seems  to  have  Ix^en  somewhat  related. 

If  the  sun  risinjr  in  the  Kast  'Ho  open  and  govern  the? day"  is  asitr- 
nitieant  lesson  in  theopeninj?  of  the  F^cMl^e,  we  s<»i?  the  same  symln)!- 
isni  in  the  p>lden  emblem  blazoned  above  the  hijxh  altar  in  tlieKa.st  of 
the  most  holy  plaee;  in  the  temples  dedicated  to  th(?  worsfiip  of  Mon- 
t4'zuma;  and  in  the  morning  worship  of  the  wise  m<;n  of  the  East  on 
the  hills  of  Persia. 

If  the  parallel  lines  and  point  within  a  <'ircle  teacii  in  the  Loiljre 
the  eonrse  of  the  sun  between  the  lines  of  the  troj>i<'s  in  his  apparent 
<'irelo  in  the  lieavens,  and  in  a  higher  sens<'  the  lines  of  charity  an«i 
truth  ))etween  which  only  W(»  can  possibly  a<lvance  to  reach  andstaiul 
ui)on  the  centre;  the  unhewn  pillars  of  the  Druids  worn  with  the 
storms  of  ages,  still  mark  upon  the  ])lains  the  figures  of  the  same 
Hublime  lessons;  though  empires  hav(i  risen  and  <lisappeared  aljout 
them  since  the  hands  that  reared  them  were  dust  of  the  valiies.'* 

If  the  <*ireumambulation  of  tli(»  craftsman  fr)llows  the  course  of  the 
heavenly  )>odies,  the  ancient  zodiat*  of  Denderah  still  bears  witness 
that  it  was  so  among  the  Egyptian  mysti<*s  before^  the  Pharaohs 
swayed  the  sceptre  of  the  Nile. 

If  the  square  and  compasses— that  is  the  right  angle<1  and  equilater- 
al triangles,  Avhich  they  contain— are  two  of  the  great  lights  of  the? 
Lo(ige  to-day,  so  tlu^y  were  the  geonietrie  symbols  of  matter  with  its 
laws  and  science  thereof,  and  of  the  lirst  gr<;at  cause  with  its  charac- 
ter and  worship,  among  the  artists  and  architects  ot  Elephantine  and 
Babylonian  temples.  If  the  Looge  to-day  is  oj)ened  on  the  mountain 
of  Moriah,  in  like  manner  th<;  temi)les  and  groves  of  IJaal,  Odin, 
Aum,  and  Jupiter  skmxI,  as  that  of  Jehovah,  on  the  summits  of  the 
hills. 

If  the  lion,  the  ox,  the  man,  and  the  eagle  are  blazoned  on  the  ban- 
jiers  of  the  Iloyal  arch,  and  togc-ther  <'onstitute  the  cherubi*-  standard 
of  ancient  <-raft  m:isonry,  we  lind  them  among  the  twelve  signs  of  the 
zodiac,  and  set  forth  in  the  blessing  of  the  twelve  tribes  of  Ja<'ob,  and 
sculptured  <M)mbined  in  the  winged  bulls  of  Nineveh,  more  ancient 
than  the  cherubs  of  the  mosjii**  tabernacle. 

In  like  manner  the  master's  gavel  is  the  great  hammer  of  Thor,  the 
"slaughter  wt^apon"  of  E/ekiels  vision,  and  the;  thunder  boll  4)f  Ju- 
piter. 

The  j>roblem  of  l*vthagoras  is  still  an  indispensabl<»  liirure  on  th«* 
mjister's  carpet,  and  is  to-day  the  key  to  MaM)ni<*  sciem-e  as  it  was 
when  it  first  b  »rc  the  inscription,  "Tin'  Priots  «)f  Kis  send  this  to 
King  SohMuon." 

But  tim(»  will  not  p(>rmit  the  pur>iiit  i^f  these  matters  further  in 
j>articulars.  Li»t  it  sulliee  to  say  that  the  forms  oi  tin?  craft  are  repre- 
sentations of  tlu>  universe  and  its  forms  and  inoijons.  as  much  so  a** 
the  tabernach>  of  Moses,  an<l  the  gn'at  temple  of  Jeru'^alem  with  their 
furniture,  vest ment*^  and  ceremonies,  and  these  e<»nstitute  the  art  of 
Masonry;  but  the  s<'ienc«»  at'  Masonry  is  the  knowledge  of  the  imi- 
versal  order  of  thinurs,  visible  and  invisible  — th<»  corres]>ondence  \n*- 
tween  all  tiiat  which  is  external,  and  th«'  mon?  subliuK*  truths  of 
j>hilosoj)hy  and  n'liiiion,  whi(  h  are  internal  and  inino>.t.  as  ilie  c<>r- 
respond*!!'* ;   b'tween   the  ground    lloor  whieh   is  external,  anrl  the 
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luiildlo  cliambcr  which  is  intonitil,  and  the  lluly  of  Holies,  whi  Ji  is 
inmost. 

There  is,  however,  one  tliin;^  eoiinected  with  the  >[iisonie  Lodge 
whi(;ii  is  jiiid  has  been  a  very  part  of  its  furniture,  as  far  ))a(^k  as  it** 
history  can  l)e  Ira.-ed,  and  l)y  means  of  wliieh  it  ditfers,  ho  far  as  we 
<'an  h^iirn,  from  all  tlie  systems  of  symbolic  i)hiloso])hy  or  womhip 
which  have  (»xisted  in  the  worhl. 

And  this  is  the  first  j?reat  li^ht  which  appears  not  only  imbedded 
In  the  very  center  of  its  systiMu  to-day,  so  tliat  it  could  not  possibly 
b*?  removed  \vith'»ut  unliinjj:inv:  and  'destroying:  the  whole  iabric  of 
the  thre;^  d coerces :  but  from  the  phn*e  it  hohls,  and  the  manner  in 
which  it  is  treated  tlirouijrhout,  and  the  utter  impossil)ility  of  ]>rovid- 
iiiir  any  substitute  in  <*ise  of  its  removal,  must  of  necessity  have  been 
present  and  inc  »rp'>rat(Ml  as  the  «'enter-pie(re  and  k(»y-stt)ne  of  the 
work  at  the  b!';;innin.z. 

ir-irni  )ny,  without  whi<rli  all  (oil  is  worse  than  useless.  That  whieli 
is  in  harmony  is  m^isonic;  ii  conforms  to  thi<  divine  plan  which  is 
ever  c:irried  out  by  brinj^injij  order  from  chaos.  JIarmony,  by  which 
the  sun  governs  the  day  and  tiu»  nuK>n  tlie  night ;  by  whicji  creation 
<*omes  fortli  in  its  infinite  stages  of  progress  from  that  formless  an<l 
void  calletl  in  the  first  (JrcMt  Liglit  the  fu/tn  hohn. 

And  light,  tliat  marvelous  thing  called  light!  What  would  1)0  the 
world  without  light  !  The  earth  a  corpse  tloating  in  the  silent  aby44, 
without  iuiialtitaut,  without  production  —silent,  lifeless,  void. 

And  as  to  mrui,  without  the  inncu-  light,  what  better  would  bo  his 
soul  or  mind?  Couhl  anything  Ix?  mon?  purposeless,  wortidess  or 
useless  ? 

It  is  beirause  tiu»  sun,  which  is  by  its  light  and  heat  the  soul  of  tlio 
material  world,  <'orresponds  to  the  divine  j)resence  with  its  lovo  and 
Avisdom  ;  that  the  ti'rm  light  and  no  otiier  can  express  divine,  angelic 
or  human  intellectual  communi(*ation. 

Jlenci',  tlie  I)eity  is  compared  to  the  sun,  as  thc»  most  adetpuitc  cx- 
j»ressi«)n  of  his  character  and  attributes  as  well  as  his  j>reseu<'e,  as  in 
these  words:  *' Tlu*  I'ather  of  Lights,  with  whom  is  no  parallax  or 
shadow  of  variance.'' 

The  search  for  liirht  is  that  which  h  is  occupie<l  the  masonic  or  phil- 
nsoi)hic  stuilents  of  all  time.  Ami  what  is  light  when  it  is  obtained? 
Is  It  not  ae,«t)rding  to  its  degrees  either  knowhulge,  intelligence  or 
wisdon\? 

Hut  how  can  these,  whi<'h  are  internal,  company  with  solar  light, 
which  is  regarded  as  extiMual?  L'?t  us  see?  Tin*  truth  is,  as  wi*  will 
(ind  nf)on  examiualion,  they  ])erleetly  correspond  for  all  light  is  in- 
ternal. 

The  cf>mmon  idi'a  is  (hat  the  solar  liirht  is  (»v<'rvwh(»re  around  us 
without,  like  a  sea  of  l)riglitness,  lilliug  all  spai*e ;  but  the  truth  Is 
that  all  light  is  in  l)i"eyo,  atid  no  wh(!re  else,  Just  as  all  sound  is  in 
the  ear. 

The  hearing  is  in  the  ear,  and  tliat  is  where  the  sound  is  altliough  it 
seems  to  bo  at  a  distance  —the  h(*aring  does  not  go  out  of  the  ear  t<> 
lind  the  sound,  biit  (he  sound,  which  is  nothing  but  a  motion,  enters 
the  ear  and  elfe«ts  its  nerves,  and  it  is  that  atfeclion  of  the  nerves  in 
the  ear  whii-h  we  call  sound. 

So  with  light,  the  sigjit  does  not  go  out  of  the  eye  to  the  object  but 
the  light,  which  is  another  and  more  subtle  motion  enters  the  eye,  and 
alU'cts  its  nerves  and  creat(vs  a  pi«*tur(;  there,  and  this  is  <*alled  vision. 
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The  Ilp^Iit  and  the  wmiid  jiro  in  tlio  eye  anil  ear  ;  tlic  real  hearing  ami 
sight  are  in  tlie  mind  its-jU',  and  so  aro  wholl>j  internal. 

It  is  the  siinie  >vith  knowledge,  inteiligeiij'e  and  wisdom,  all  of 
"whieh  are  railed  light,  they  enter  the  intellect,  the  eye  of  th<'  miml, 
ami  form  themselves  there  by  attei.'ting  it,  and  it  is  the  same  mind 
whicrli  perceives  and  undersuinds  in  the  one  case  as  in  the  other. 

These  eonsidc^rations  serve  to  show  the  similarity  between  physi«*al 
and  intellectual  things,  and  eonHe«|uenlly  the  perfection  and  trnthful- 
ne«H  of  the  symbolism  of  Miisj)ury,  which  is  in  accordance  with  the 
order  of  nature  an<l  is  in  fa<.'t  more  accurate  an«l  reliable  than  any 
human  rciLsoniugs  without  symbolic  demonstration  can  possibly  be.

Lodge,  asked  for  the  V.  ('.  tV  M.  M.  degrees  in  <'<>nne<*- 
ti<'Ut.  The  W.  M.  (;f  the  Lo<lge  a|)plied  to  the  (irand  ^Faster  for  a  dis- 
pensation to  confer  them,  which  was  granted,  but  the  work  was  stop- 
ped by  a  member  who  objectcrd  to  it  as  ccMitrarv  to  Masoni**  law  and 
nsugo  (needlessly,  however,  si)eaking  (lisresjuMtlully  <d'  the  M.  \V. 
Grand  Master's  rulings  in  the  <'asc. )  Thereupi)n  the  <iran<l  Miister 
eallo<l  an  **  Emergent  Lodge"  (in  the  same  Lodge  room  refusing  the 
eall  of  the  objector  for  a  ballot),  and  proceedetl  to  '*pass  "  antl  **  raise  '♦ 
the  a[)[>lieant  obJe<-ted  to,  and  finally  gave  him  a  certificate  that  he  was 
a  **  non-alliliated  Mason  in  good  standing."  Is  this  fiuvU  work  as  we 
are  anthori/ed  to  rec.(*ive?  The  rommitle<»  to  whom  that  portion  of 
the  report  was  reternid,  decided  th(;  ^juestion  thus: 

**  As  to  the  action  of  the  Graml  Mnster  in  summoning  an  emergent 
TiOdge  at  Xew  Britain  the  second  (lay  ot'.fanuary,  l>»7o,  and  conterring 
t  lie  degrees  of  **  I'\dlow  ('rati  "  an<l  "MastiM*  .Mason''  upon  Ilrother 
Foster  N.  Gunnison,  who  ha<l  received  the  de;rree  of  '*  Eiit(*red  Ap- 
prentice ■'  in  McCandless  i^o^lge  No.  :i'.H>,  Pittsburgh,  Pennsylvania, 
and  had  ol)tained  from  said  Lodge  a  (limit,  as  an  *'  Knter(Ml  Aj)pren- 
lice,"  and  had  i)r(.'sented  tlu?  dimit  twice  to  Harmony  Lo(fge  for 
afliliation,  and  the  remaining  degrees,  which  was  twice  rejected  by 
said  TiOdge,  and  while  we  believe  that  a  matter  ofjustice  was  done  to 
JJrother  (runnison,  your  committee  would  rec()mmeud  the  passage  of 
the  following  res(diition  : 

liemth^'i}^  Thataii  exercise  of  tlie(Jrand  Master's  prerogative  in  such 
cjvses  is  not  in  harmony  with  Masonic  lawand  |urisprn(lenc(%  and  that 
such  a  precedent  should  not  be  sanctioned  by  this  <irand  Lodge. 

And  in  reft^rence  to  K.  A.  dimit  as  follows: 

RvHolrvil^  That  this  (naud  Lodg(»  approve  ami  concur  in  the  sev(M'al 
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(IciMslons  of  the  ^[.  W.  (irand  MtisU^r  as  ro|K>rttMl  in  his  add/eHS  ;  ox- 
<*opt  that  an  E.  A.  is  <fntitl(?d  to  a  fortihcato  ot*  relcaso  of  jurisdirtioii, 
and  go(Kl  standing,  and  nr>t  to  a  dim  it. 

And  tho  Grand  Lodge  <ronc*nrrc'd  i»y  adoptiiu:  tUo  n»s<)lniioii*<. 

lender  head  of  **  JlelijriouH  f[nesti<)ns,*'  he  says  : 

"The  relitjfious  qnc^^tion  is  soinetinies  intrc»du('(Ml  into  >ras<Miry  to 
that  extent  that  neitJier  the  laws  or  spirit  of  the  institntion  will  war- 
rant. J  have  known  of  cases  where  the  applicant  lias  been  rejected 
l)e<^uusedie  wjis  a  Jew,  and  others  npon  the  plea  that  they  were  inti- 
dels,  l»ecanse  not  nienihers  of  an  (>rtliod<>x  Church.  Kvery  man 
knows  his  religious  l)elief  better  than  any  other  man  can,  and  whih* 
a  candidate  expresses  his  l>elief  in  Deity  wc  have  no  right  to  ask  any 
further  ciuestions.  All  other  tests  must  he  excluded  if  we  are  to 
nnite  in  bonds  of  brotherhood  the  ditferent  se<*ts  and  religions  of  the 
world.  AVe  kn(»w  that  men  cannot  he  made  to  think  alike  while  they 
ditTer  phrentdogically,  temperamentally  and  educationally.  History 
is  full  of  failures,  by  gibbet,  stake,  rack,  thumbscrew  and  other  pow- 
erful agencies,  to  make  men  think  alike.  It  is  (jften  said  by  somo 
zealous  brother  that  Masonry  is  a  good  enough  r(;ligion,  while  others 
as  Htoutly  deny  that  it  is  any  religion  at  all,  and  <'laim  that  tho  church 
i8  the  panac(Mi' for  all  Innnan  ills.  It  seems  to  me  that  in  su(*h  csises 
Brethren  are  overstepping  the  line,  an<l  assuming  authority  where 
they  have  n(me.  Let  us  be  careful  how  we  sit  in  judgnuMit  in  any 
matter  where  the  individual  conscicn<*(»  alone  must  decide.*' 

We  (piote  a  portion  of  his  remarks  under  the  head  of  **  qualifica- 
tions and  morals :" 

**  I  am  not  a  grumbler  or  scold,  but  I  confess  that  when  I  see  a  Ma- 
Honie  Jewel,  an  inr-h  or  more  in  diameter,  prominently  disphiyed 
upon  th(M-oat  lappel  by  r)nt»  who  is  dealing  out  tfie  ^'maddtMiing 
1h)w1"  which  <lethrones  r(*ason  and  destroys  manhood,  meanwhile 
]»onring  forth  a  volume  of  ribaldry,  <ibsceiuty  and  pr<>fanity,  I  am 
deeply  stirred.  It  is  a  sa«l  fa«*t  that  wv  have  far  too  many  in  our  lodg- 
es who,  by  licentiousness,  drunk(Miness,  gambling,  terrible  profanity 
and  loos('  living,  an?  every  <lay  bringing  disgrace  upon  our  gooil 
name.  The  evil  of  intenip«'ran«-e— the  greatest  of  the  day— has  car- 
ried to  the  grav<'  some  we  once  <*onsidere<l  our  noblest  and  best,  and 
t<»-day  numbers  anions  its  victims  one  who  has  wielded  this  gjivel  as 
Grand  Master.  I  would  that  all  were,  like  mys(»h\  total  abstainers, 
but  do  n(»t  expect  it  ;  but  we  have  a  riju:ht  to  expt.'ct  a  decent  regard 
Un'  common  morality.  No  institution  tca<'hesa  severer  morality,  and 
the  name  ot*  Mason  should  be  syuonymous  with  |iure  and  lolly  man- 
hood. iSrethren,  many  of  you  are  Masters  of  Lcwlgcs,  and  on  yon 
rests  a  great  n*sponsibiIity  in  this  matter.  I  well  know  that  it  is  an 
unpleasant  duty,  and  re(|uin's  moral  courage;  but  surely,  if  yon 
could  storm  a  battery  or  face  a  blazing  cannon,  as  I  know  some  of 
yon  hav(^  done,  you  can  jiiuster  <M>urau:e  enough  to  whisper  good 
counsi'l  into  the  esirot  your  lirother,  admonish  and  advise  hiui,  and 
if  that  is  of  no  avail,  bring  it  bet*or(^  the  Lodge,  and  if  a  reformation 
cainiot  be  eilected,  use  the*  utmost  power  <»!'  tlie  law.  It  is  better  that 
a  diseased  or  mutilated  limb  be  removed,  than  that  the  whole  Ixxly 
should  sulfer.  TIh-  Gran<l  Lodire  should  sustain  all  ri'jjht  action  for 
Nuch  a  purpose. 
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ITo  is  in  favor  its  a  iiiattiT  (»!*  *'i'<>iirU»sy  "  f>f  uniting  with  othor  or- 
gaiii/iitioiiH  at  the  funeral  of  a  Mitsoii— and  speaks  of  arrogance,  ete., 
as  (li(*tatin^  a  refusal  to  so  unite— woulil  he  extend  eourtesy  on  other 
o<*easi()ns,  and  invite  non-Masoni<'  visitors  into  a  I^o<lg(?  at  labor? 
The  only  ol»ie<'tion  ever  raised  to  sucli  union,  arises  from  the  fa<-t 
that  in  tht^fnn<'ral  srrvicM*  th<'  Lo«l;r<'  is  at  work,  and  no  " i)ro fa n e"  ra^t 
participate  in  tliat  work. 

"Courtesy,"  M.  W.  Brother  wv  opine  must  n«it  ov('rri<le  oh/n/dtiou. 
It  is  not  *' i)uttin;<  on  airs,"  to  insist  uj)on  cxrhisivo  (.MHitrol  of  the 
boily  at  a  Afiisonic  finu>ral,  but  simply  an  imp<Mativ(Mlufy  ;  4)tJu'r- 
Avise  all  proper  eourti'sy  is  shown  to  fri«'n(ls  and  soi'ictios. 

\Vt)  (piote  tlw  followin;r  from  <-losin;r  remarks  wliidi  ^ives  u.>  an 
indication  of  the  cliaiaeterisiies  of  the  Ibethren  in  <'onneeli<'ut  as 
well  as  of  tJK*  M.  W.  H.  M.  i»raeti«'al: 

**'r!!us,  Hretliren,  I  have  sjuiken  of  mAtlers  as  they  are  with  us  to- 
day. 1  hav(»  said  nothing  of  ritualism,  symbolism,  or  mystical  lej^- 
endary  lore,  others  <*an  sp<'ak  (if  these  with  j;:lowin^  ton^utMind 
eloijuent  lanv:uay:<',  to  your  pleasure  . 'Will  profit.  In  the  years  1  have 
bci'U  a  Mas«>n  I  have  mingled  much  with  the  craft  in  this  State,  have 
visite«l  nK)r«>  than  Ibrly  of  the  Lo<ltres,  liave  met  with  the  «'ratt  in  their 
shoi)s,  their  honu's,  and  th<?  vari(r<l  walks  of  life,  and  you  will  panlon 
the  seeming  ejjjotism  when  1  say  I  know  somelliiuir  <M'  their  wants, 
feelinj;s,  auil  wishes.  I  know  that  the  vast  majority  have  a  hi}j;h  ap- 
preciation of  Masonry,  and  willinj^ly  nuike  many  sa<-rilices  to  sustain 
it.  It  is  of  litth>  use  to  tell  of  our  antifpiity,  aiul  ^o  porin^r  over  musty 
records  and  mouhly  documents  to  prov(^  it,  or  to  ]>oast  that  we  are 
like  a  hill  of  potatoc^s,  with  the  best  part  un<hM-  urrouml.  If  we  rise  to 
the  height  af  our  j)rivih*^es,  and  ju'ov*'  by  our  liv<»s  that  wi^  an'  better 
men  for  heinj^  Masons,  rest  assured  the  uorld  will  jriv<?  due  credit  to 
the  institution  we  love." 

And  yet  he  thus  sj)eaks  of  tln'  linances  of  many  Lod;rcs  who  have 
failed  to  y>/'t/'7/c<'  economy.  We  <juolo  for  the  ben  tit  of  sonu*  in  this 
Jurisdi<'tion  who  are  det<  rmined  to  '*  tit  <uit  "  handsomelv  : 

*'  Many  are  in  straitened  circuslames,  and  (piite  a  larjro  number  are 
numerically  weak,  and  some  are  now  payiuir  the  penalty  I'or,  and 
bitterly  lamenting,  their  exlrava'^ancti  in  years  j)ast.  St)me  are  heav- 
ily Imrdened  by  lar«re  halls  and  costly  furniture,  by  whi<-h  their 
treasury  has  been  seriously  depU«ted,  and  the  l.odires  are  not  able  to 
rend(T  that  assistanct;  to  their  sirk  and  needy  Ilr(?thr(Mi  which  has 
been  so  fn'ely  promised,  and  is  often  in  these  times  sorely  needed. 
As  a  natural  result  of  this  extravaj^ance  has  conu',  in  many  erases, 
heavy  dues,  a*iS(»ssuuMits,  taxes,  refusals  to  pay;  then  notilications, 
trials,  striking:  from  tlu?  rolls,  and  often  illej^ally  don<^  ihavinj^had  no 
notice,)  and  a  general  leelintr  of  inharmony  and  dissatisfaction  in  tho 
Lodges  so  situated.'' 

We  are  not  surprised  thus  to  tlnd  that  "the  Mjisoni*'  Trust  an<l 
nr)ine  Fund"  of  (.'onnecticut  is  languishinjj:  for  want  of  (contributions, 
while  old  and  iiuligent  Masons  seeking  the  home  have  no  assistance 
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from  tlie  Grand  Lodgo  as  aiithripatod.  Be  warned  in  Alabama  aud 
let  UH  determine  that  **  Relief  of  the  needy  slmll  be  the  **  privileirod 
<jnostions,*'  in  appropriations  of  funds.

Lodge  <»f  Delaware  was  held  at  the  City  of  Wilmington,  on  the  7tli 
and  Stl»  da vs  (»f  October,  A.  D.  1S74. 

Prc'ient— M.  W.  Jno.  P.  Allmond,  <irand  Master,  and  associate 
<"irand  (>(li"(?rs,  with  the  representativosof  a  Coiisiitntional  number  of 
Snbin'dinate  Lodges. 

Tho  address  of  tlic  M.  W.  <irand  Master  is  }»rief  and  conlinetl  to 
t  )inc-s  of  local  interests  maitdy.  He  thnssi>eaks  «»f  tlie  condition  of 
Mason  rv. 

Till'  condition  of  Masonry  in  this  .lurisdiction  is  harmonious  and 
prosperous.  From  all  the  information  1  hav<'  been  able  to  obtain,  I 
i»erK've  the  same  conditi<^»n  of  tinng**  prevaiN  throughout  the  civilized 
world. 

His  derisions  are  nine  in  number,  but  rehite  to  ijueslions  that  are 
either  nt»t  generally  interesting  or  not  generally  discu>»ed  as  **open** 
ones. 

lie  <|U<»tes  from  the  a«ldress  of  <irantl  Master  <iarrctt,  of  Missouri, 
sonu*  excelb'ut  remarks  on  th<'  ballot,  of  which  we  repro«luce  the  fol- 
lowing, as  useful  everywhere  : 

*'Som(*  i>lain  words  oti  what  may  be  t<'rmed  "the  abusc-s  of  the 
secret  ballot  *'  are  nee<led.  N(>  Mason  of  anv  experience  will  <lenv 
that  these  abuses  exist  ;  scarcely  any  one  l»ul  \\:\s  known  sonu»  palpa- 
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hlo  iiiHtan«*e  of  wron^  perpetrato<l  throu^j^h  the  ballot-bax.  A  sacrod 
right  to  the  many,  has  apparently  jriven  a  few  the  rijfht  to  do  wrong, 
AvTiioh  admits  of  no  redress.    To  remove  the  wrong  would  l)e  to  root 


there  are  those  in  tlie  Order  who  are  so  far  from  heirrg  Masons  as  to 
seize  on  the  ballot-hox  as  an  instrnment  ot  vengeam-e. 

'*  Humiliating  as  this  admission  is,  it  is  nevertheless  an  honest  con- 
fession, safer  to  nuik(>  than  to  withhohl,  for  it  may  be  the  beginning 
of  reixMitaiH-e  and  reform.  Tlie  evil  is  not  wide-spread,  nor  is  it  eon- 
lagious,  but  it  roots  itself  like  a  raneer  in  the  body  of  a  Lodge  where 
it  exists,  and  slowly  l)Ut  sun'ly  wastes  it  away.  JSome  of  our  T^odges 
are  now  sutVering  from  it,  and  from  the  higliest  enjoyment  of  health, 
l>eace  and  nrosju'rity.  thfV  have  been  plunged  intotli(>  depths  of  weak- 
ness and  (lespond(!ncy ;  their  energy  and 'activity  an»  lost,  and  thev 
lie  torpid  and  languishing,  as  it  were  pulseless,*oii  the  bed  of  death. 

**A11  this,  simply  because  oiu*  member,  perhaps,  has  been  ilisap- 
poinied  in  his  :is]>irations  for  otlic(» ;  annoyed  by  the  rejection  of  the 
petition  of  a  personal  friend  or  rcdative;  or  because  some  ac<*use<l 
brother  was  not  expelled,  ^^^rlr(»tful  of  the  high  power  he  wields  for 
good  or  evil  ;  oblivious  of  his  duties  as  a  Mason,  and,  even  forsw«?aring 
Ids  honor  as  a  man,  he  resorts  to  the  r(»veng(»  of  th<'  ballot-box,  and 
hides  himself  l)ehiud  its  uu<iuestionable  right  aiul  inviolabl(>  s<M-reev. 
Ife  strikes  at  the  vitals  of  Masonie  fellowship,  and  from  that  monu'iit 
the  Lodge  is  dead. 

TIk*  "<;r;in<l  Orient  of  Fran<e*'  is  thus  rebuked  for  its  arrogant 
assuuij)tion  of  j»ower  in  invading  tin.'  Jurisdietion  of  Louisiana,  viz.. 

Jitsoh'iil.  That  the  (irand  Lodirc  of  De'iaware,  hereby  <-(»ases  to 
re<*oirniz«'  the  (irand  Orient  ot  Kran('(>,  aiul  ]>r()hil)its  all  intercourse 
with  that  body. 

A  resolution  passed  after  froe  and  full  dis<-ussion,  some  l-reihren 
jin^'criing  remonsiance  to  a  d<>claration  of  non-intercourse,  and  on 
that  pfMut,  (as  far  as  we  can  s(»e)  alone,  they  diflVu'ed. 

The  pnM'cedings  are  published  iu  a  neat  pamp!d<*t  of  is-;  pages,  of 
which  the  report  on 

rouKioN  cr»Kni:si»oNi>i:N<i;, 

from  th(»  |)en  of,  and  prcscMitcd  by  Hrother  Oeo.  W.  (haytor,  Chair- 
man, oc«'Ui)ics  114  pages.  It  "  presents  a  review  of  the  transsietions  of 
«.">:i)  fifty-two  (irand  Hcxlies,"'  in  which  the  pnx'eedings  of  our  Orand 
r^ulge  of  1S7:» —**.■);'. rd  Annual  ('ommuiu<'ation,"  is  >>riclly  noti(re<l. 
Brother  ( 'haytor  has  evid(Mdly  conne<l  the  proceeilings  of  most  of  the 
Communications  reviewed,  with  care,  and  in  the  nuun  criticises  justlv 
and  appropriately  the  doings  of  Brethren  in  other  Jurisdictions  ;  cull- 
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•ing  and  roproduc-ing  many  jjcrnif*  of  thought  from  their  records. 
Sometinuts,  liowovor,  his  remarks  arc  not  unexi-eptionalde  in  style, 
espechdly  when  illustrated  by  ligiires  borrowed  from  i\w  jiri.r  rhiff — 
afl  under  the  head  of  Wisconsin. 

Under  **  Ijouisiana"  he  quotes  (fhihorately  from  that  i)orlion  «)f  the 
proceedinj?s  relating  to  tiie  **  <.irantl  Orient  of  France,"  ami  from  those 
of  the  <'jirand  Lo<lge  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  an  admiralde  deliver- 
ance on  the  (iu(»stion  of  **  mixed  funerals/'  in  which  the  i)roblcm  is 
Holved  by  the  inexorable  logic  of  Masouic  custom.  J^odgcs  are  at 
work  wlu'U  burying  the  dead,  and  wh«)  but  Masons  can  j)articipate  in 
our  ** labor?"  This  question  has  never  agitated  our  Lodges  in  Ala- 
bama, but  seeujs  to  ex<'ito  discussion  in  othiT  State**,  and  in  some 
cases,  elicits  opinions  (juite  unmasonic  to  our  mind.  The  <lecision  in 
Delaware,  indorsing  that  of  the  District  of  (Ndumliia  tnjit'nt.st  mixe^l 
funerals  is  wise.

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I  nirtV  not  doclinc  to  notic*'  an  ovont  of  interest  and  iiiiportanco  to 
the  (.'raft  cverywliere,  and  whi<*h  ha**  caused  niiiversal  iiiortifieation 
and  regret  aniOn^  the  Fraternity.  I  refer  to  the  defection  of  the  Mar- 
i|uis  of  Hipon,  late  (>rand  Master  of  Masons  ot  Knghmd,  from  our 
ranks,  and  his  <'onversion  to  the  Koinish  faitii. 

The  announcement  i>y  the  Marrjuis  of  his  resignation  of  the  high 
Masonic  olllc-e  ^vhirh  lie  held,  was  nia<le  in  tlie  <trand  Ivodge  <if  Eng- 
hmd,  at  a  special  meeting  held  SepttMnl>er  li,  ami  was  rec(Mv<»d  with 
dismay  and  sorrow,  hut  with  a  dignity  and  reserve;  which  reflect  the- 
highest  h«»nor  upon  that  l)ody.  There  was  no  (|uestioning  of  the  mo- 
tives whii'li  imjx'lled  to  an  .act  so  unexpected  and  unpre<'edcnted. 

The  past  servircs  and  established  character  of  the  <«rand  Master 
wore  regarded  as  a  sulli<*i<Mit  guarantee  tluit  the  reasons  upon  wliich 
he  acted  uMist  have  hcen  r.ot  only  <*ogent  but  imperative,  in  Ins  own 
estimation,  and  nothing  but  respectful  and  atVcctionate  n^grct  was 
manifested  in  the  proccM'diugs  by  wirwh  his  resignation  was acccpU.Ml. 

1  cniilcss  that  r  was  charmed  with  this  (exhibition  of  gentl<>nuinly 
forbearanc*'  and  scli-control,  uiuler  <*in-umstan<!es  wliich,  >  icwed  in 
(heir  true  relations  and  consctpKMices,  might  not  unnaturally  have 
led  to  the  expression  of  indignation  and  reproach.  Those  sentiments 
were  arouscil  in  the  hearts  (»f  many  Masons  of  our  (►wn  .Jurisdiction 
when  the  urdia])py  tidings  were  rtM-eived,  and  some  were  disfiosed  to 
regret  the  honors  with  which  our  <rrand  Lodge  lia<l  re«"eivetl  the 
Marquis  <luring  his  s(»journ  in  <^ur  .)urisdi<'tion.  1  <lo  not  share  in 
this  ieeling.  The  honors  wv.  {mUX  wen?  rendered  to  tlu?  <irand  Master 
of  Mason^N  of  liUglaml,  not  to  the  in<Iividual  who  hapitened  to  hold 
the  ollice.  Our  declared  purpf)SM  was  to  express  our  fraternal  feeling 
for  our  bn.'thren  of  (ireat  IW'itain  by  the  reireption  given  to  their 
Chief  ( Mlieer,  and  no  subsequc'iit  a<'t  of  his  can  <'hange  that  motive, 
or  alter  the  «haraeter  of  the  aets  wiiieh  sprung  from  it.  Nt)r  <lo  J  rc- 
ganl  the  mere  fa<'t  of  his  change  of  faith,  di^eply  as  I  regret  it,  us  call- 
ing for  the  (^\pre^sioil  of  indignation  toward  the  Marquis  of  Hipon 
as  an  individual.  This  change  may  have  lM»en  the  natural  n»\-oll  of 
an  unea>y  mind  from  the  ojijiosite  s(;t  of  errors  in  whi<'h  he  had  been 
br(Mi,  and  which  had  at  length  become  intoleraltle.  The  unluqqiy 
victim  of  a  too  stringi'Ut  orthodoxy  may  mak<<  his  escape  by  omi  of 
two  roads  :  that  of  latitudinarian  rationalism  on  {\w,  one  Jiand,  or  a 
blind  submission  to  authoritv  on  the  other;  and  f  can  sutlicitMitlv 
enter  into  his  feeling  to  see  how,  to  the  temjiesi-tossed  soul,  the  latter 
might  be  the  more  attractive  <»f  the  two. 

I  have  no  apprehension  that  this  evi?nt  will  have  any  injurious  ef- 
fect U|)on  our  Kratcrnity.  It  is  too  firmly  grounded  inthe  {)rinciples 
and  n(HMls  of  human  natun;  to  be  shaken  bv  the  defection  of  anv  one 
man,  however  high  his  Masonic  position  or  so<'ial  rank.  As  luaween 
ihe  Fraternity  and  the  late  (irand  Mastr»r  of  lOngland,  I  should  regard 
lln:  latter  as  the  mon?  prr>j>er  object  t»f  <'ondoIence  and  commiseration. 

The  M.  W.  <  Jrand  Master  seems  to  have  <i<>cid<><l  one  important  case 
during  the  year,  which  though  correctly  de<'ided  by  him,  as  we  think, 
calletl  forth  two  long  and  able  reports,  majority  and  minority,  from 
the  Committee  on  Jurisprudence,  to  whom  it  was  refer re<l ;  and  the 
ai'tion  of  the  Grand  Lo«lge  thereon  r<;ro'«c*/  the  <  Jrand  Master's  de- 
cision.    We  quote  the<iraml  ^raster's  m»rrative  of  the  t*nKe  in  part,. 
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and  his  decision,  ixs  also  the  crone] iisioii  of  the  majority  report  a<loptctl 
bythoTinuid  iKKl^e.  Ab.stra<rt  from  the  M.  W.  C*ran<l  Mastor's  ro- 
port : 

LIMITATION  OF  ORTKCTION. 

A  (rase  of  somo  intorost  )iii8  arisen  l)et\voen  two  of  tin;  CMin.Hlituont 
Lodges  of  thiM  JuriHdietion,  and  h:is  jriven  rise  to  sonw.  eoinmont.   As 
it  is  .likely  to  como  in  some  shape  hiM'ore  you  for  your  Judgment,  I 
deem  it  proper  to  Htato  the  farts  as  they  liaVe  hcren 'presented  to  me, 
and  i^ivo  the  grounds  of  my  aetion  u])on  tliem. 

More  than  tiv(!  years  aj?o  Mr.  P.  made  ap]>lieation  to  T^ebanon  Lodjf(» 
for  the  degrees  of  Masonry,  and  in  February,  ls<i!>,  the  (tomuiitt(*e  Ut 
which  hi8  petition  had  been  referred  made  a  favorabli'  report,  and  ho 
wan  elected  to  receive  the  degrees,  hefore  \\v.  could  reeeive  the  First 
Degree  an  objection  was  mad<',  and  the  Lodge  returned  tlui  fee  \vhi<'h 
accompanied  the  petition.  On  the  listli  of  Oi-tob-jr,  ls7.l,  >rr.  r.  peti- 
tioned Stan*<bury  Jjodge  for  tlie  degrees;

T  have  reflected  carefully  on  the  case  of  Mr.  I*.,  submitted  to  me  l)y 
vou.  1  understand  the  facts  to  be  tlu^se:  Mr.  I',  applied,  in  iMil),  to 
IjCbanon  liOdge  for  the  degrees,  wjls  ballot(Ml  for  and  elected  to  re 
<*eive  the  First  Degree,  but  objection  having  bi'ou  entered  by  a  mem- 
l>er  of  the  Ijodge,  he  did  not  receive  the  degree,  but  the  J^xlge  re- 
turned the  fee  which  accompanied  the  petition. 

He  has  now  applied  to  your  Ijodge  for  the  degrees,  and,  upon  i»:- 
<|uiry  of  I^ebanon  Lod^e,  you  are  inf()rme(l  that  there  is  no  record  of 
the  name  of  the  object<ir,  and,  therefore,  no  means  of  ascertaining 
whether  he  is  still  a  member  of  the  liOdge,  or,  since  tin?  objection  was 
made,  has  died  or  dimitted.  The  sam(}  letter  frou'  Lebanon  I^>dge  in- 
forms you  that  another  member  of  that  Lodg<;  olyects  to  Mr.  1*.  being 
made  a  Mason.  Under  these  circumstancos  I  am  lerjuested  to  advise 
you  what  ex)urse  to  i>ursue. 

In  reply,  I  decide: 

1.  That  as  Mr.  P.  is  not  now  a  petitioner  to  Lebanon  Lodge,  he  is 
not  now  open  to  objeittion  in  that  Lodge. 

ii.  That  if  Mr.  P.  had  been  rcjr.rf/'d  in  Lehanon  Ijodge,  and  liis  fee 
returned,  he  would  have  been  at  liberty  to  apply  to  any  oth(?r  I^nlge 
for  the  degrees,  and  any  Lodgt;  would  have  been  at  liberty  to  reireive 
and  act  upon  liis  petition,  proviiled  it  was  aci'ouipanied  by  the  rec- 
ommendation of  seven  members  of  Lebanon,  incln<iing  the  first  thrcH^ 
oflicers  of  the  liOdge. 

3.  While  the  obje<rtion  stood  against  Mr.  P.  in  (jcbanon  l^)dge  J 
should  regard  him  as  in  the  position  of  a  rejected  applicant,  and  re- 
(juire  the  same  course  to  be  pursued  as  in  the  cas(?  of  a  rejecteil  appli- 

4.  But  if  no  re(M>rd  is  kept  of  the  name  <»r  the  obJ(M*tor,  the  objection 
cannot  stand  forever  against  the  applit'ant.  Our  <irancl  Ix>dge  reso- 
lution (contemplates  the  lapse  of  an  objection  by  the  cessation  of  the 
membership  of  the  objector  in  the  Lodge,  and  it  is  a  <'lear  inference 
that  the  Lodge  is  bound  to  keep  a  record  of  the  name  of  theobje<aing 
Brother,  in  order  that  if,  by  his  dimission,  the  objection  slioula  fall.

The  only  question  remaining  is  whether  an  obie«'tion  the  nature  of 
which  is  not  known,  nor  the  objector,  is  to  stand  forever  in  the  way 
of  a  profane  desirous  of  joining  the  Fratcjrnily,  and,  if  not  forever, 
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then  what  is  tlic  roa^^onuhlo  limit  of  tinio  aflor  which  such  arf  un- 
known and  unlalhorod  o)>joctioii  Hh«»iihl  horonie  inopcralivo  uh  a  bar 
to  the  reception  of  the  dejjfrees? 

1  think  this  (inesti'>n  is  one  fairly  within  the  discretion  of  tho  (irund 
Master,  upon  <M)nsideration  of  (he  <*ircunistnnces  of  <^ach  «*ase,  Hih 
function  here  is  judi<'ia].  Jle  is  to  decide,  under  th<*  hi^h  o1)H^atioiiM 
which  rest  u))on  liiui,  to  do  impartial  Justice*  to  all  parties  before  liiin, 
what  in  Jiis  jud^uu'nt  is  a  n'asonable  tiuie  for  an  anonymous  and  un- 
explained  objeciion  to  so  far  sjkmmI  its  force  as  to  allow  a  new  inquiry 
into  the  character  of  a  candid'-ite  for  Masonry.  1  dc<'i<led  that  tlvo 
yf*ars  was  n  reasonable  time,  and  that  Mr.  1*.  mi^ht  ai;ain  ask  tho 
Fraternity  to  in(|uir(.'  wlielher  or  not  he  was  a  tit  ixMson  to  1m^  a<lniit- 
ted  into  its  ranks. 

As  to  the  (picstion  of  pn»j>eriy  in  the  candidate,  the  rcinrn  of  the 
fee  to  an  (»hM-tcd  candidal(i  was  a  deliberate^  relin(|uishmcnt  of  it  by 
the  Lodjrc. 

IW  tfie  very  next  <lay,  the  ol>je«'tion  had  been  witlulrawn,  Mr.  P. 
could  only  hav**  <rome  tiefore  that  liod^e,  its  beibrcs  any  other  I^oxlge, 
t)Va  new  jietition  and  fee,  just  as  any  other  i>rofane  woiild  have  to  do. 
J  tad  the  l^odp:e  jriven  him  a  sinj^le  decree*,  or  Ix^^^uu  to  give  him  oi.c, 
the  <*ase  woul<l  liave  bc<*n  «|uit(!  <litf<?reut.  U  would  then  Jiave  fallen 
within  the  ancient  prohibitioji  in  refenMice  to  linishing  the  work 
begun  by  another.  lUil  no  work  had  been  begun  upon  this  applicant. 
Jlo  had  iiever  eut<M*<Ml  the  >rasonic  Lodge  or  «*ome  umler  the  handn  of 
the  workman.  The  mere  insjicction  of  a  rough  ashler  to  sec*  wlietlier 
it  is  lit  to  have  work  <M)mmenee<l  upon  it  or  not,  is  nothing  more  than 
an  t*xamination  :  it  is  not  w<»rk.  The  ashler  h<'re  was  inspected  and 
J )assed  by  without  hammer  or  chisel  being  uplifte<l,  or  a  workmun'tf 
uuirk  impressed  upor.  it. 

The  majority  report  says  in  the  same  case  (the  fact  of  the  return  of 
the  iintiation  fee  being  admitted)  that 

From  the  nu>ment  of  his  election  to  re<*cive  the  K,  A.  I>egree,  Mr. 
P.  came  tnider  the  jurisdiction  of  lii'banon,  and  so  <*ontinued,  and 
shonhl  have  always  continiKHi.  The  interposition  and  accej>taneo  of 
tho  objection  was  an  exercise  of  that  jurisdiction.  No  otiier  IjCMlgo 
Jiad  a  right  to  invade  that  jurisdi<'tion  ;  and  if  the  candidate  evc^r  wuh 
to  receive  the  <legree,  it  must  have  bet'u  in  Lebanon  l^)dgo,  or  in 
yMjmc  other  Lodge  by  its  <*onsent,  ollifaally  signified.  Slansbury 
I^>dgo,  therelbre,  was  wrong  in  conferring  tho  degn»e  on  an  (dei'totl 
candi<late  of  litdmnon  i^xlj^e  ;  but  its  error  is  excusable,  inasmuch  a.s 
it  acted  under  a  decision  of  the  (irand  M:uster.

The  minority  deliverance  is  a  long  and  able  review  of  the  ea80  by 
Hro.  J.  Daniels,  and  Mu.sftn'fhs  thc^  M.  W.  a.  M.  in  iiis  decision,  which 
was  certainly  not  offensive  to  Masonic  law  as  w(*  nnderstaiufit,  and 
418  <*crtainly^//.v^  as  regards  the  rights  of  the  applitnmt. 

The  following  report  of  the  *M'ommittee  on  Jurispruden<*o'*  was 
ordered  postponed  to  the  May  Communication,  (IJro.  Mackey,  Chair- 
man, in  niinoritj',  favoring  a  second  trial,)  vi'/. : 
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The  following  rosolution  wjis  referred  to  your  Coinmittee  on  Juris- 
prudence at  the  last  Senii-Annual  Communication  : 

BcHolvnl^  That  whenever  a  Brother  has  been  tried  and  convicted 
and  expelled,  the  l^dgo  shall  try  him  a  second  time,  if  at  any  time  it 
Hhali  appear  that  newly-discovered  evideni*e  would  work  an  ac- 
quittal. 

A  majority  of  your  committee  not  beinj^  able  to  agree  with  the  views 
ol  the  eminent  chairman  in  regard  to  this  resolution,  bog  leave  to 
nubmit  the  following  iis  their  report : 

The  undersigned  cannot  give  their  ass<*nt  to  the  second  trial  of  a 
Brother  for  the  same  oifcnse,  whether  he  b(M*onvi«'ted  «>r  ac«|U!tted, 
for  the  rejison  that  if  you  open  the  iloor  for  second  trials  in  Masonic 
Tjodges  for  the  same  offense,  no  matter  on  what  pretext,  tliereis  no 
place  where  you  can  stoj). 

If  the  iUoth<*r  luis  been  wrongfully  <'onvi<-tcd,  and  it  ran  be  made 
to  appear  beyond  a  (piestion,  it  is  within  the  province  and  power  of 
the  Grand  Lodge  to  exer<*ise  the  same  ch'mcncy  towanls  the  inJuri^d 
party  that  the  Executive  of  a  State  or  of  the  I'nltcd  States  might  do 
under  the  same  «'ircuinstanc<»s,  thus  affording  tin*  injured  party  am- 
ple relief  without  the  intervention  of  n  trial,  with  all  tlie  vexations 
and  un<*ertainties  n<vessiirily  incident  thereto. 

A  majority  of  your  <'ommittee  therefore  recommend  that  the  reso- 
lution   lie  not  adopted.

And  we  quote  with  approval  a  portion  of  his  remarks  on  that  subje«'t 

**  A  last  appeal  is  now  presented  to  the  <'ntire  nation  to  wipe  out 
this  disgrace  by  i'ompleting  th<.'  monument  by  the  hundredth  birth- 
day of  our  indei>endencc.  Our  Fraternity  has  bc«'n  properlv  included 
in  the  api)eal,  be<'ause  ours  is  an  institution  wlii<h  fully  n^cognizesthe 
obligations  of  patriotism,  and,  more  a])propriat<'ly  still,  becsiusc,  tts  a 
MaiKon,  the  name  of  Wjishington  sheds  lu^tc^r  upon  our  Society.  It 
was  his  singuhir  fortune  to  add  dignity  and  gr:nn!eur  to  everythintr 
which  rci'cived  the  sanction  of  hisapproval.  We  «m>uI<1  never  <"onscnt 
to  yield  our  share  as  Masons  in  his  name  und  fame,  nor  entrust  exclu- 
sively to  unfraternal  hands  the  completion  of  a  grand  national  trib- 
ute iii  his  honor.  Our  Brotherhood  laid  the  foun<lations  of  the  pile 
with  the  same  g:ivel  and  trowel  which  he  wielded  in  layinjr  the  corner- 
stone of  the  National  Capital.  Our  <iran<l  MaMer,  <-loi*he<l  in  thes:mie 
insignia  which  he  on<-e  wore,  i)erfbrme<I  the  impressive  service.  It 
would  be  r>ur  appropriate  and  graci'lul  task  to  lay  the  <'ap-stone  with 
the  saime  Masonic  implements,  made  sa<-red  by  his  um«. 

I  cannot  agree  with  those  who  s<»e  in  such  an  employment  of  our 
resources  a  diversion  of  them  from  tht»ir  pro])er  use.  The  glory  of 
Masonry  should  ever  be  the  peculiar  object  of  our  care.  Her  great 
names  are  a  prop<"r  part  of  lM*r  glory,  aiul  her  history  in  the  past  is 
one  great  source  of  her  power  for  good  in  the  present  and  the  future. 
What  we  speml  for  that  is  not  money  thrown  away,  but  seed  sown, 
out  of  which  plenty  and  blessing  shall  grow,  and  multiply  our  means 
of  caring  for  the  widow  and  the  orphan,  and  relieving  the  wants  of 
the  distressed.     Let  nr>  sucif  p<x)r  and   narrow  s<'ruples  deter  us  fnmi 
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Kivii))^,  cMmstantly  and  lihenilly,  to  this  work,  till  the  finishod  shafl 
Mtiall  pierce  tho  upper  sky,  and  tbrever  bear  aloft,  for  the  udmiration 
of  tho  natir/ns,  the  Hpotle>w  name  of  Washin<iton," 

The  address  rloscs  with  an  olofpient  farewell,  a  re-election  beiivg 
declined. 

The  proceedinj^s  jjmerally  indii-ate  a  prosperous  and  well  governed 
organization.  A  very  marked  feature,  is  the  Ijusiness  relationM  of  tho 
(i.  li.  to  the  Subordinate  Lodjres,  presented  in  the  full  report  made 
by  the  K.  W.  (Jrand  TreasunT  of  the  Receipts  and  DisbursemontM  of 
OiU'h  Lod^e.  Would  not  sucli  a  plan  work  usefully  in  Alabama,  an<l 
elsewhere?

This  is  ail  able  report  from  the  pen  of  l$ro.  Win.  U.  Singleton, 
Chairman,  reviewinjx  the  proceedings  of  forty-eight  (irand  Hodies. 
IJro.  Singleton,  has  by  full  extracts  from  tlie  doings  anddelivcranecM 
of  other  organizations  given  his  own  Grand  Lodge  ample  means  of 
Judging  th(»  work  and  knowing  the  opinions  of  other  Bodies,  and 
therein  we  think  has  correctly  appnM*iat<*d  the  true  character  of  thoBO 
reports.  lie  has  (levote<l  Iil2  pages  to  Ids  review,  an<l  yet  it  is  none 
too  long,  to  our  taste;  indeed  we  think  it  a  model  report,  creditable  to 
his  Masonic  and  literary  repntation. 

Tho  proceedings  of  Alulianui — .^iilrd  Annual  Communication — for 
1H7:J,  are  reviewed  at  some  length,  though  his  r[Uotations  and  romarkK 
relate  mainly  to  some  questions  at  issue  between  himself  and  our 
Chairman  of  Foreign  Correspoiulence.  The  controversy  clo.Hes  witli 
his  pleiisant  rejoinder,  Alabama  having  th(J  benefit  therein  of  a  Adl 
re-statement  of  the  views  expressed  by  her  Committee.

The  address  of  the  M.  W.  (Jran<l  M:istor  is  short,  and  <lov<»ti*d  mainlv 
to  1o<*hI  business;  we  qufite  thit  foUowin^  however,  to  sliow,  ttiat  in 
the  faithful  diseharjj^e  of  r.od«re  dnti<vs  the  JirethnMi  of  that  'Juris- 
diction liave  entitled  thenisclvrs  to  the  thanlvs  of  the  Vratrrniti/  fi)r 
ilUiHtratinp:  at  the  same  time  and  by  that  mi'ans  tiie  **  tt^nets  of  our 
profession. 

I  have  1>een  niueh  plea>e<l  in  tin*  eontemphition  of  the  peeuliar 
eharaeter  of  tlie  Masoni<*  work  in  this  Jurisdicti<ni  and  particuhirly  S4i 
during  the  past  eight  or  ten  years,  during  whieh  time  seetional  strife, 
|»oliti(*al  asperity  and  hatreil,  an<l  th<' bitterness  (»f  soul,  growing  out 
of  a  fratricidal  war  has  run  so  higli  as  to  tlir^'aten  to  disrupt  socrielv. 
Many  of  our  I^odges,  situato<Iin  the  midst  of  <*ominunities  that  nuiy  fx* 
truly  Miiid  to  be  <'Osmopolite,  containing  citizens  ever  going  an<l  re- 
turning from  every  State  in  our  broad  I'nion.and  indeed  from  almost 
every  eountry,  iiave  hehl  <nit  to  view  tin*  2)h>asing  fact  tluit  Masonry 
furnishes  a  platform  upon  whieh  men  of  every  politi<'al  and  religious 
creed  and  faith,  trusting  in  Mod  ;  of  whatever  Slate  or  nation  may  and 
do  meet  and  strike  hands  in  the  extMuplifieation  of  universal  brother* 
hood  in  the  family  of  man,  and  in  theaeknowledgment  of  the  <*ommon 
fatherhood  of  <iod. 

In  nnuiy,  very  many  instan<'es  where  brethren  from  afar  off  juris- 
dictions, stricken  by  fell  disease,  hearing  of  th<i  life-giving,  health- 
restoring  qualities  of  our  beautiful  sunny  elimate,  have  left  fond  ones 
and  the  endearments  of  home  and  er>me  hither  ;  alas  !  nianv  of  them 
too  late,  and  tinding  tliemst^lves  sinking  in  the  struggle,  have  called 
for  their  stranger  bn^thren  ;  then  I  hav<*  seen  rpiietly  an<l  unostenta- 
tiously <liN]>layed  the  beautiful  influences  of  our  frat<*rnity  upon  the 
huimin  lu'art.'  1  have  seen  our  brethren  minister  to  th<'se  atlli<'ted 
ones  through  th(>  days  and  weeks  of  a  lingering  and  painful  illiu>ss, 
smooth  their  pillows,  pour  into  their  hearts  tii(>  c.onsohttion  of  fraternal 
love,  rec<*ive  their  last  wonls  and  wishes  for  safe  and  speedy  transmis- 
sion to  lovi'd  ones  far  away  at  home,and  th(Mi,in  mournful  i)r(}c<>ssioii, 
move  away  to  the  silent  cities  of  our  loved  <lea<l,  and  with  our  sublime 
Ktu'v ice  give  them  dei'cnt  sepulture  ;  llnis  performing  work  that  will 
Hurely  pass  inspe<-tion  by  the  unerring  square.  No  <|ue!#tion  :  Where 
are  you  from?  What  are  your  political  stmtiments?  IJut  re<M»gnizing 
the  Vraternal  tie — <loing  a  brother's  work.  Thus  have  manv  of  our 
lodges  been  engage<l,  realizing  the  truth,  *'  it  is  nn)re  blesseil  to  give 
than  to  re<'cive.''  Indeed,  all  <»ver  the  juris<li<'tion  the?  JiOtlges  are 
doing  a  good  work,  cultivating  brotherly  love,  holding  up  to  ea<'h 
other  the  truth  that  moral  re<'titude  is  the  chiefessential  to  the  Ma.soni<; 
character.  I'lider  such  cir<'umstiin<'cs  may  I  not  <*ongratulate  you, 
brethren,  upon  this  occ-asion,  antl  «'xpress  the  earnest  liope  that  our 
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craft  lYiJiv  1)0  found  always  thus  onj^aged,  producing  work  th«»  good 
cflfocts  of  which  may  he  lelt  for  tlic  ages  to  come. 

He  advises  aid  to  tlie  **  Wasiiinoton  Monumknt,'*  tlms: 

I  earne^'tlv  commend  this  mattertovour  consideration.  Our  revered  • 
and  lov(»d  Wasliington  wjis  not  only  the  Father  and  defender  of  his 
country,  our  own  proud  land,  but  helield  a  conspicuous  an<l  important 
relation  to  the  Fraternity.  He  had  much  to  do  with  regulating  the 
affairs  separating  the  Lodges  in  the  Colonies  from  the  control  of  the 
Moth(>r  Grand  Ixxlge  of  Knglan<l,  and  establishing  jurisdictional 
sovereigns  in  America.  Let  us  do  all  we  can  in  assisting  to  irompleto 
th(;  monument  to  his  memorv. 

Tho  only  serious  route  nticn  was  thus  happily  adjuhtcd,  viz.: 

'*  I'pon  my  visit  to  the  J-iodge  I  fouu4  that  the  trouble  had  assumed 
much  larger  proportions  than  I  had  conceived  of,  but  after  carefully 
presenting  my  views,  making  a  strong  appeal  to  tho  brothers  to  make 
a  sacrilice  upon  our  common  altai'  of  their  personal  feelings,  the  spirit 
i.f  Msisonry  prevailed,  and  the  whole  I^dgo  were  ma<le  to  rejoi<te  at 
the  complete  healing  of  the  matter." 

One  decision  only  is  of  sulKcient  general  interest  to  require  nr>ti(;e, 
and  we  (piote  it,  giving  our  assent  however  to  the  objections  of  the 
Committee  on  .Jurisprudence,  who  say  they  consi<ler  "the  <l;mit  only 
as  a  matter  of  evidence  to  prove  and  ctertify  the  action  of  the.  Lod(/c/ 
The  yi,  W.  Orand  Master  rules  as  follows: 

Que.stioit. — A  brother  applies  for  a  dimit  in  open  Lodge  ;  it  is  granted, 
he  having  ]>aid  all  dues,  and  no  other  charges  appearing  on  the  Ijooks; 
but  the  Secretary  <l<)es  not  make  it  out,  nor  does  the  brother  ask  for  it, 
and  goes  on  in  attendance  upon  tho  Ijodge,  and  participates  in  its 
work,  and  alter  the  lapse  of  several  months  the  <|uestion  arises.  Is  he 
a  member? 

Ansivr.r. — Tho  actual  written,  signed  and  delivered  dimit,  with  the 
seal  of  th(?  Lodge  atlixe<l,  alone  severs  the  connection  of  the  brother 
with  the  Lodge.  The  action  of  tho  I^)dge,  alone,  does  n4)t;  therefore 
the  brother  is  still  a  member  of  the  JA)dge. 

The  pr<jce(Mlings  an^  not  voluminous — the  duties  of  tin;  iirand  Lodge 
.'ippear  to  have  b(?cn  performe<I  with  industry  and  zeal  resulting  in 
the  quick  dl«|)at<h  of  business. 

KOJIKKJX  COKUKseoNDKNCK. 

The  rej>ort  of  this  Committee  is  very  brief,  and  allu<Ies  only  in 
general  terms  to  other  (Irand  liodies.  We  quote  the  apology  of  Uro. 
I>.  C.  Dawkins,  C.  C.  F.  (.'.  for  its  brevity,  and  the  only  other  para- 
graph which  seems  worthy  of  reproduction  herein,  as  a  spe<Mmen  of  a 
report  barely  lilling  three  pager.  «)f  the  published  proceedings : 

So*  far  as  we  have  examined  the  proceedings  of  our  sister  Cirand 
liodges,  the  many  valuable  Masonic  periodicals  with  which  wo  are 
cou)[dimented.  aiid  all  the  sources  of  Masonic  information  from  the 
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Craft  thn>UKlioiit  tlio  world,  it  in  evident  that  the  progreHM  and  pros- 
perity of  Masonry,  every wnere,  keeps  even  pai-e  with  our  reprcwen- 
tation  of  last  yc^ar.  No'sij^ns  of  deray  an-  anywhere  visible,  but  its 
inareh  si»ems  to  be  onward  as  time  moves  on,  and  its  banner  of  exeel- 
lenee  and  purity  waves  higher  and  brighter  in  the  soft  and  refreshing 
bree7X»s  of  cmlni'atter  calm,  whirh  succeed  the  tempest  and  storm.  The 
number  of  Masons  and  IiO<ljfes  throughout  the  civilized  world  are  an- 
nually incrctasinjr.  New  Orand  Jjodjres  are  forming  where  they  have 
not  heretofore  existcnl.  Old  ones  do  not  decay,  but  move  on  as' in  the 
rigor  of  youth,  and  strength  of  manhcMxl,  and  many  of  the  Grand 
Ijodges  oi'our  own  great  countrv,  are,  in  consccjuenceof  rapid  growth, 
forced  to  the  nc'cessity  of  building  J  lulls  and  Temples  of  immense 
magnitud(^  for  tlu^  ac(U)mmodation  of  their  component  members.

A  faithful  worker,   *'a  grwHl  nuin  and  a  true  Mason."     We  :{uote  a 
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portion  of  his  remarks  commendatory  of  the  Southern  Female  Ck)l- 
legc  at  Covington,  the  reputation  of  whicli  has  already  extended  to- 
other Jurisdictions,  ils  follows : 

On  the  24th  and  25th  of  .Tune  I  attended  the  Commencement  exer- 
cises of  our  soutliorn  Masonic  Female  College,  at  Covington,  Georgia. 
Tlie  Executive  Committoc  and  Board  ol  Trustees  will  doubtless  have 
.something  to  say  to  you  about  tliat  institution.  You  will  also  have 
present  with  you  and  hear  from  its  worthy  president;  but  I  cannot 
refrain  from  V**G^**i"r?  "pon  your  consideVation  the  claims  of  that 
College.  It  is  your  child,  aiid  it  is  a  fall  grown  chihl.  All  it  now 
wants  is  your  p'atnmHgo.  If  you  have  daughters  to  educate,  send 
them  there,  and  you  will  got  more  than  your  money's  worth.  A  bet- 
ter graduating  class  never  went  forth  from  any  Female  College  than 
was  sent  out  by  us  at  the  last  Commencement.  If  any  of  you  are 
skeptical  as  to  what  is  being  accomplished,  and  that,  too,  without 
mu<*h  means  and  with  no  endowment,  </o  antl  ace!  Attend  the  next 
Commencement,  in  .Tune,  lS7r>,  and  if  you  do  not  come  away  a  thor- 
ough convert,  well  pleased  with  the  course  of  instruction  and  with 
the  proficiency  of  **  onr  f/irLs^''  then  you  may  draw  upon  me  for  your 
expenses,  and'  your  drafts  will  be  duly  honored.  If  you  have  daugh- 
ters to  educate,  .spiul  thcin  there:  that  is  all  that  is  iiow  recpiired.  T 
prove  my  faitli  by  my  works  by  sending  my  own  dear  daughter 
there.  I  want  to  see  her  with  a  diplom.a  from  that  institution,  and  I 
intend  she  shall  have  it.  I  will  prize  it  more  than  a  parchment  of  the 
kind  from  any  other  institutioit  of  female  learning  in  all  the  land. 
I  have  two  more  girls,  and  if  I  live  and  they  live,  I  Jiope  and  expect 
that  they  will  also  graduate  at  the  SountKRX  Fkmai.k  CoT.LKciK.

It  is  with  pride  and  self-gratification  that  I  can  point  the  Ma- 
sons of  Georgia  and  of  the  I'nitcd  States  to  an  institution  like  that  at 
Covington,  with  a  corps  of  professors  second  to  none  in  ability  and 
earnest  devotion  to  duty,  where  all  the  safeguards,  provided  by  our 
institution,  are  thrownaround  their  daughters;  where  not  only  the 
president  of  the  College  and  all  of  the  heads  of  the  various  depart- 
ments feel  their  responsibility,  but  where  each  Mason  in  the  village 
and  its  vicinity  feels,  also,  that  they  have  an  interest  in  the  daughters 
of  their  brethren  sent  there  to  educate;  there  is  a  constant  guard 
thrown  around  them,  and  a  hundred  swords  would  leap  from  their 
scabbards  in  Covington  to-day  to  protect  and  preserve  the  honor  and 
purity  of  any  Master  Mason's* daughter  sent  there  to  be  educated. 

Brethren,  "send  us  your  daughters  ;  that  is  all  wc  ask.  You  may 
send  them  **  rough  Ashlers,'' but  they  will  be  returned  to  you  as 
"perfect  Ashlers,''  fitted  for  a  place  in  any  part  of  life's  great  build- 
ing. As  thisis,  in  all  probabilitv,  the  last  time  I  shall  address  you 
from  this  seat,  I  pray  you  give  heed  to  what  I  say,  and  do  not  forget 
the  claims  this  institution  and  your  own  daughters  have  upon  you. 

He  speaks  feelingly  of  the  immense  labor  of  the  (irand  Master's 
office,  and  begs  mercy  from  those  who,  neglecting  to  read  tlie  edicts 
of  the  Grand  Lodge,  the  literature  and  ancient  constitutions  of  the 
Fraternity,  burden  the  (f.  M.  "with  questions  of  Masonic  law  which 
have  been  decided  time  and  again,  and  which  are  so  well  settled  that 
there  can  be  doubt  to  the  contrarv." 
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HiH  dci'isions  an  reported  are  not  nninerous  but  indu-at*;  a  elear 
judgment.  Wo  quote  two  of  them  as  relating  to  sul>j«H't«<  of  ^^enenil 
inquiry : 

**  Xo  prayer  should  be  offered  in  a  Masonic  Lodj^e  l)Ut  such  jis  (»very 
brother  can,  eonHistently  with  his  religious  convictions,  rtNspond  to 
with  a  hearty  **.So  moteit  N*!"  Tlie  Masonic  institution  is  not  a  re- 
ligious institution,  but  it  has  l)een  appropriately  termed  the  hmul- 
WttiVi  of  n^ligion.  Its  fundamental  law  requires  of  every  one  who 
knocks  at  its  door^  for  admissitm  to  expressly  dei'lare  his  belief  in 
CfOd,  Jail,  Jehovah,  the  mighty  one  who  inhabiteth  eternity,  by  what- 
ever name  Ife  may  be  called,  and  nothing  else. 

As  to  Masonic"  burials,  1  hold  that  in  this  ceremony  our  Fra- 
ternity cann<»t  fraterniiz<»  with  any  oiher.  When  a  Masonic  L<Klgo 
takes  charge  of  the  Iwdy  of  a  dece:ised  brother*  at  the  t/ravf  if  nvt.f  an 
a  lAjdgt'f  and  performs  ceremonies  whoso  true  meaning  is  only  known 
to  Masons.  Within  the  lines,  on  approaching  the  grave,  no' one  but 
Masons  should  pass.  Under  the  crossed  rods  no  one  but  Masons 
should  go.  The  l)ody  of  the  dea«l  has  the  post  of  honor,  and  hhould 
pass  tirst,  but  ttie  bnrthren  should  clos(>  in  immcdiatelyafter  it,  to  the 
exclusion  of  all  ©ntsiders.  Kven  the  family  of  the  dc4«cased  is  not 
entitled  to  the  honor  of  such  an  escort.  It  is  right  and  proper  for  a 
Iiodgo  to  take  charge  of  the  reu'ains  at  the  house  of  the  deceased  and 
l)ear  them  to  the  church,  mos<iue,  or  Jewish  synagogue,  and  then 
isurrender  them  up  for  the  purpose  of  having  such  religious  rites 
|>erformed  as  arc  agreeable  to  th«»  fiimily  of  the  deceased,  or  in  accor- 
(iance  with  the  wishes  of  the  brother  previous  to  his  death.  I$ut  the 
religious  exercises  shouhl  end  there.  On  arriving  at  the  grave,  no 
other  ceremony  should  be  jn'miilted.  Within  the  «Mrcle  at  the  grave 
no  one  should  be  allowed  ex«*ept  the  mystic  brotherhood,  and  only 
such  as  are  properly  clothed  an<l  appear  as  Mjusons.'* 

And  add  in  reftjrence  to  this,  the  partial  dissent  of  the  'M'onimit- 
tcc  on  Masonit?  Jurisprudence,''  viz: 

We  recognize*  as  wholesome  doctrine  the  principle  enunciate<],  that 
there  can  be  no  iVatt^rnization  at  Masonic  burials;  but  on  this  ]>oint 
wo  submit,  as  sonn<l  Masonii*  usage,  the  fact,  *'  there  can  be  no  more 
improj^riety  in  the  l^»dge's  attending  the  religious  servicf»s  at  the 
grave  than"  at  the  house  or  the  church.''  And  we  cannot  give  our 
sanction  to  th(j  rule  which  would  exclude  the  family  of  deeeaseel 
from  within  the  circle  at  the  foot  of  the  grave,  and  thus'hurerato  more 
intensely  their  alrea<ly  wounded  hearts.  Such  a  course,  we  think, 
would  tVnd  ellectually  to  abolish  our  impressive^  ami  interesting 
burial  servi<*e. 

In  reference  to  the  evils  of  <limissi(>n  he  is  thus  explirit : 

I  wish,  above  all  things,  that  this(fran<l  Lodge  should  put  itself 
up<m  the  record  in  such  a  manner  :ls  cannot  be  mistaken  in  reference 
to  dimission  from  our  I^odges.  I  wish  the  .stntns  of  unaHiliated  Ma- 
twms  in  this  jurisdiction  to  be  detined.  As  our  law  now  stands  wo  are 
in  a  **  muddle.'*  'I  still  adhere  to  my  opinions,  as  expresse<l  in  my 
report  as  Chairman  of  C'ommittee  cm  Mstsonic  .Jurisprudence,  in  l«7i, 
ami  as  expressed  in  my  athlress  of  last  year,  on  the  "evils  of  dimis- 
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Hioii."  This  is  a  vexrd  (jiiesliou,  and  it  must  hv  settled.  It  is  f^iviiig 
much  troll  1)1  o  throughout  our  Juris<liciion.  Some  l>rothn*ii  (»t' cuii- 
nenco,  who  write  up  Foroign  <'orrosi>ondonro  in  other  jurisdirtionH, 
have  talven  issue  witli  nie  upou  opinions  as  expressed  last  year  upon 
this  suhject.  J  eannot  belic^ve  tliat  tliev  l(>arned  Masonry  as  I  learned 
it.  1  (^luiraetcri/«ed  as  a  heresy  the  opinion  *'  tliat,  as  a  ntan  ironies  into 
our  institution  of  liis  own  t'rei^  will  and  aeeord^  mo  he  should  he  al- 
lowed to  go  out  of  Jus  own  free  will  and  a«'<'ord,  <'lse  he  is  not  a  /n'c 
»tau;and  if  Mxsonry  n*fnses  this  privil<»ge,  it  thereby  restriets  the 
lree<loin  of  the  individual  and  !nak<fs  him  in  oiw  sens«»  a  slave.''  I 
call  it  a  heresy  stilly  as  I  have  read  no  argument  showing  thecrontrary. 

I  ro-it4^rate  ami  re-aflirm  my  remarks  of  last  year  upon  this  (Hies- 
t ion,  and  hope  that  all  who  take  JHsue  with  me  wdl  show  some 
reuMon  to  the  eontrary.  Thus  far.  no  reason  has  Ixren  shown.  We 
have  simply  th<7  diss(M)t  of  eminent  hrethriMi  to  tlxr  position  f  as- 
sumed.

riie  i»roeeedings  indicate  general  harmony,  an<l  IIm^  l>usiness  trans- 
a<*ted  was  important  as  well  jls  varied.  Wv.  note  the  labors  of  the 
•*Committc?e  on  Orievanres  "  as  iturrmiH^  who  report  upon  J'orii/-thrcr 
rrMCiV  Huhmitted  to  them,  and  we  exLra-t  the  following  indi<'ation8  of 
the  eondition  of  the  Craft  from  the  report  of  th<*  '*fommitt(»e  on  (len- 
onil  Welfare  "  viz  : 


After  having  viewed  th(^  urnunid  whirh  it  is  the  dutv  of  the  eoin- 
mittee  to  take  (M>gnizam'e  of.  we  are  constrained  to  <-ome  to  the  eon- 
elusion  that  Masonry  has  not  advanced  sin<M'  our  last  (Jrand  f'ommu- 
niciation  as  we  would  have  desired.  It  is  a  lamentable  fact  that  the 
very  thing  that  inak(!)s  a  man  a  Masmi,  his  oath  or  obligation,  is  en- 
tirely lost  sight  of  by  a  very  lartre  pcutirm  of  the  Frat(^rnity;  ami,  as 

a  general  thing,  they  construt' it  to  suit  tiieir  own  c<mvenience,  and 
to  better  their  nwii  interests  and  to  advance  their  own   seltish  and 

personal  ends,  l.^ntila  Mason  reganls  liis  obligation  in  a  more  sa- 
ered  light — until  he  subordinaKs  ev<rytliin^  appertaining  to  self  to 
the  good  of  th(?  Craft,  Masonry  will  m*ver  e\«^rcis(»  that  controlling 
an<l  moral  inlluenc(>  in  tlur  world  for  which  it  was  intended,  ami 
which  our  anci<Mit  bn^thren  l>rought  to  so  high  and  pcrfe<'t  a  stmidard 
in  the  earlv  davs  of  its  historv. 

Your  Commiltt^e  have  had  undi'r  eonsideration  the;  larg<*  indebted- 
nesM  of  this  (iran<l  Lodge,  and  tlie  absolute  necessity  there  is  for  a 
rigid  n;treneliment  in  the  <;xpendilures  of  tiiis  tJrand  Body;  to  this 
end  we  would  n»spectfully  recommend  thjit  the  funds  belonging  to 
the  Hjime  be>  husbamhMl  with  thrMitmost  <'are,  and  that  no  expenditure 
or  disbursements  should  lie  made  unless  calle<l  for  by  the  absolute 
neeessities  and  exigemies  of  tlu^  Cralt. 


The  G.  L.  of  (ieorgia  owes  a  bonded  debt  of  §:;i,.S08  (H)  incurred  in 
Imilding  a  "Masonic  Temple,"'  but  its  income  is  over  ^1s,(j(M)  (M),  and 
from  thiH,managed  as  above  suggested,! hey  can  easily  provide  through 
the  sinking  fund  establishe<l. 
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DISPENSATIONS 

Granted  for  throe  now  Lodges.

Bro.  J.  Emmet  Blackshoar's  report  under  this  head  is  able  and 
characteristic.  He  reviews  appropriately  and  justly  the  proceedings 
of  thirty-nine  Cuand  Lodj?es,  including  that  of  Alabama  for  1S7:J, 
giving  them  full  space.  He  quotes  V,  (J.  M.  Johnson's  decision  on 
atniiation,  and  comments  upon  it. 

A  dimit  is  not  sufllcient  evidence  that  a  man  is  a  Mason.  A  petit  h>n 
for  alHliation  can  be  recoive<l  before  tlie  apidicant  is  examined— the 
applicimt  nuist  have  a  voucher,  or  be  examined,  before  he  can  sit  in 
the  Ijodge.    (Alabama.) 

We  require  an  apjdicant  for  attiliation  to  be  vouched  f<ir  by  t\v«i 
members  of  the  I^dge,  as  being  not  only  a  man  of  good  character,  but 
a  wort/ii/  Matiter  Maaon,  Under  tlie  ruling  of  the  Grand  Master,  a 
Loage  miffht  elect  a  profane  to  membership,  which  would  place  it,  we 
think,  in  rather  an  unpleasant  predicament. 

W'e  require  a  months  delay  from  receipt  of  a  petition  for  affiliation, 
with  usual  formula  of  a  report  from  a  Committee,  (.is  well  as  recom- 
mendation of  two  members  to  the  petition)  before  the  ballot :  so  that 
a  **  profane ''  could  not  poatiibly  l.>e  elected  a  mem})er.  The  Ala)>ama 
decision  related  only  to  the  incipient  step,  hut  we  confess  is ol>scurely 
stated  in  that  resi)ect. 

Bro.  Blackshear's  report  is  exceedingly  interesting,  espe<*ially  on 
the  topics  claiming  his  spe<*ial  attention,  or  involving  subjects  of 
discussion  imd  legislation  in  (teorgia ;  which  are  also  of  genend 
interest.  We  thank  him  for  some  very  pleasant  and  profitable  read- 
ing, and  quote  from  his  "<'onclusion,''  the  following: 

From  the  mass  of  matter  we  have  had  before  us,  we  have  selecte<I 
such  portions  as  we  supposed  would  be  most  liklely  to  interest  the 
Craft  hi  our  immediate  jurisdiction  ;  and  we  feel  assured  that  breth- 
ren who  will  take  the  trouble  to  read  carefully  the  foregoing  pages, 
Mill  find  therein  much  food  for  protitable  reflection.  We  have  given 
promineiU'C  to  such  subjects  as  have  been  agitated  in  our  own  Juris- 
diction, among  which  are,  **  Non-afllliation,"  "The  non-payment  of 
liodge  Dues,*'  **  Mixed  Funerals,'*  **  The  Form  of  Prayer  to  be  used 
in  I/odgcs,"  "Wine-bibbing  and  Dram-shop  Keeping,''*  "The  renting 
of  Lodge  Halls  to  other  Secret  Sm*ieties."  etc.  On  these  subjects  we 
have  given  the  substance  of  what  we  have  found,  both  jiro  and  con,

We  have  proi'eedings  of  the  (.'Mth)  thirty-fourth  annual  Communi- 
cation of  the  M,  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  the  State  of  Illinois,  held  at  Chi- 
cago, October  fUh,  7th  and  8tli,  A.  I).  1874,  presented  ina large  and  well 
arranged  volume  of  some  450  pages,  eonUiining  an  immense  mass  of 
interesting  and  valuable  information,  much  of  it  too  of  general  as 
well  a«  loeal  ap[)lication.  Wo  approach  the  task  of  reviewing  it  with 
extreme  diffldenee,  impressed  with  a  consciousness  of  our  inability  to 
do  justice  to  the  subject. 
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The  aiiniml  address  of  M.  W.  (i,  Miister,  James  A.  Ilawley,  is  an 
able  and  coini>rclicnHivo  review  of  the  past  history  of  tiio  Grand  Lodgfe, 
and  of  current  events  under  his  administration. 

Wo  quote  from  it  a**  fallows : 

Standing  this  morning  surroumh'd  hy  thi'  reprt?sentaUves  of  nearly 
seven  hundred  Ijodges,!  am  I'onsirained  totake  an"tn>speetive  glanci* 
at  the  history  of  this  <irand  L'>diro  since  iis  first  organization,  at  Jack- 
Monville,  on  the '-ioth  day  4>f  January,  Is |M,  at  Avhicfi  time  there  were 
])rescnt  thirte(?n  Masons,  including  eight  representatives  from  the  six 
Ijodges  that  assisted  in  its  org.mi/.itioii,  and  then  to  its  first  annurd 
communication  held  at  the  same  plaee  on  the  lioth  day  of  Octtd^er  fol- 
lowing, when  there  were  present  the  representatives  of  ft)ur  Lodges, 
whose  eomhined  membership  numbered  ninety-seven,  and  at  which 
tinuithe  whole  number  of  Masons  owing  allegiance  to  its  authority 
were  estimated  to  be  about  ouo  hundred  and  twentv-seven. 

"Would  time  ])ermit,  this  retro<peetion  might  be  <*:>ntinued  from 
year  to  year  until  the  present  annual  communicati(»n,  when  we  lind 
that  there  are  six  hiinilred  and  eighty  Lxlges,  witfi  a  membership  of 
more  than  thirty-live  thou'iand  Mas:iiis  maintaining  fealty  to  this 
Hunu.'  <Jrand  L  idgc? — hut  tinn  forhids. 

Of  thf»se  who  were  present  and  assisieil  in  its  organi/^ition,  M.  W. 
Uro.  Dills  is  the  onlv  one  who  is  with  us  to-dav:  and  while  we  arc 
«dieered  by  his  presence  an«l  that  of  M.  W.  Itrethren  J/Usk  and  Lave- 
\\\  who  have  also  been  active  parti-ipants  in  the  labors  of  this  <>nuid 
Loilge  during  the  average  period  of  mans  life,  we  miss  the  familliar 
faces  and  conlial  Inuul  grasps  of  ma/iy  who  were  wont  to  meet  with 
us,  and  who  we  know  have  met  with  lis  here  lor  the  last  tiling 

Their  absence  I'asts  a  shad<jw  over  our  otherwise  joyous  meeting, 
and  reminds  us  that  we  too  an*  mortal  and  will  soon  be  ealled  to  give 
an  acM-ount  of  our  Stewardship.  Wliile  we  lament  their  loss  and  Iww 
with  submissive  NN  ill  to  the  ilecrees  of  our  Supreme  <  fraud  Master, 
let  us  not  forget  that  thus  far  lie  has  crowned  (Mir  Mas<inic  labors 
with  great  sm-cess,  nor  bec<»mc  inseiisihle  to  His  contiiiued  gmnlness 
ami  mercy  in  sparing  so  many  of  us  to  labor  *'  a  time  longer,"  but  let 
us  rather  gratelully  imjirove  the  <ipportunity  still  atVorded  us  to  draw 
tighter  the  cords  of  brotherly  love  wliieh  bind  iisiogether,  and  strive 
in  acUfpt  such  measures  as  will  <'on(hn'c  to  th<'  conlinue<l  y*ro.«f//cr#7»/ of 
Masonry,  not  only  in  this  <trand  Jurisdieiion,  but  throughout  the 
world. 

While  the  prist  year  has  been  one  <»f  i:encral  pea<'e  and  prosperity 
among  tlie  Craft  in  this  Stat<',  ]dHgues,  iiestilence  and  famine  have 
spread  tln'ir  darkened  wings  over  oiIkm-  portions  of  our  Udoved 
eoiintry,  <-arryiiig  into  many  a  brother's  home  sorrow  and  death  ;  and 
disasters  of  the  most  appalling  nature  liav<»  followed  each  other  iu 
<{Ui<'k  siiceession,  filling  the  whole  land  witii  terror  and  lamentation. 

He  then  refers  with  comiiK'iidation  to  the  generous  contributionH 
forwardiMl  for  the  bcnelit  of  sull'ering  Ibethrcn  in  T.<»uisiana  amount- 
ing to?lV'»71  liiL 

The  M.  W.  (irand  Master  refers  to  two  calls  for  laying 
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of  public  hiiildiii^fs— j>no  for  tin?  now  City  Hall  in  (rulerm,  tlio  other 
that  of  the  new  (-iistoin  House  mid  Post  Oilice  in  (-hicajfo.  The  latter 
ceremony  Hepins  to  have  excite.l  envious  erinitnents  (why  we  are  at  n 
loss  to  conceive)  and  lie  thus  alludes  to  it  : 

It  was  an  occasion  of  universal  interest,  not  only  to  the  Craft  of  this 
and  adjoinin<;  States,  hut  also  to  the  public  at  larj^e,  especially  to  tlu^ 
c'itizens  <»f  Chicajro,  which  was  made  numifest  hy  their  preseneo  in 
numbers  unsurpaN>.ed  by  any  similar  event  of  our  time.  In  view  of 
the  natif>nal  character  of  the  bnildin;^,  the  magnitude,  and  eomplcte- 
iiess  of  the  arran^(>ments  (m  the  i)art  of  the  I'nited  States  othcials,  ;im 
wtdl  as  tin?  Craft  of  thisi-iiy,  1  nniy  be  pardoneil  for  a<lverting  to  the 
event  somewhat  more  fully  than  is  <'ust<>mary  in  an  ofllcial  report. 
KsiHH'ially  is  this  proper,  sinee  the  opportunity  was  seized  upon  by 
the  enemies  of  Freemasonry,  ami,  to  a  jjreat  extent,  by  the  itross  of 


monies  befc»rethe  public,  unless  especially  invitiMl  to  jIo  so;  but,  not- 
withstanding this  well-known  characteristi<*  of  our  society,  the  mis- 
representations were  carrie<l  to  sncli  an  extent  that  nniny,'even  of  tlie 
(-ratt,  were  UmI  to  believe  that  the  dignity  and  honor  of  our  ancient 
Institution  had  been,  or  would  bt»,  compromised  by  yieldin^r  to  the 
importunitiitsof  a  few  fanatical  bijrots  who  may  be  well-informed  on 
other  subjects,  but  whose  ignorance  and  misconception  of  the  designs 
and  claims  of  Freemasonry  is  entithul  to  pity;  yet,  in  the?  fa(te  of  this, 
they  have  theelVrontery  t»)  assume?  the*  role  of  the  three?  men  of  Ilooley 
street,  and  r(»[)resent  themselves  as  *' we,  iho  people,"  l)y  anticipating 
the  occasion  by  a  year  to  display  their  venom,  by  forwarding  to  th(» 
authorities  at  Washington  remonstrances  airainst  the  Masons  b(>in>; 
l»ermitted  to  perform  tliesecereukonies.  Noiwithstandinji^  this  action, 
the  National  (fovcrinnent,  throuj^h  its  proper  olllcers,  withtmt  amy 
sidicitation  on  the  part  of  tlu?  Masonic  fraternity,  formally  invited  tin? 
<jinin<I  MasUir  of  Masons  in  this  Stale  to  lay  the  corner-stone  of  this 
national  edifice,  thereby  recognizing  the  antiejuity  of  our  Masonic 
Institution,  perpetuating  the  customs  perUiinin^  thereto,  and  acknowl- 
edging the  appropriateness  of  its  ceremonies.  This  invitation  was 
ae<rei>ted  in  tlu?  same  courteous  spirit  in  which  it  was  jriven,  and  1 
desire  to  hear  testimony  to  the  fact  that  the  Masonic  fraternity, 
throu;rii<)iit  the  entire?  all'air,  we're  tre»ate'el  with  the  utmost  cenisidera- 
tie)n  anel  respect  by  the  re'[)resentatives  e)f  the  Natiemal  (iovernment, 
and  that  tlie?y  diel  he)t,  at  any  time  or  iti  any  manner,  interfere  with  e>r 
Keek  to  make  any  e*hanji:e'  in  the*  cereme)nie»s  e>f  theM)e'e*asie>n  as  prepareel 
by  M.  W.  liro.  (Ye^^ier,  who  re|>resented  the  (irand  Master  in  arrnn|c- 
inj^  the  same.  Xeitlu'r  was  this  pre>j5ramme  thus  prepared  edmnged  m 
any  particular,  e'xerejjt  so  far  as  to  invite  that  distinguisheel  j^entleman 
jiud  jurist,  Ile)n.  llenry  W.  Ble)elgett,  Judge  of  the  United  States 
C'ourt,  to  represent  the  S'atie)nal  (Je)vernment,  anel  take  suedi  part  in 
the  ceremonies  as  the  <irand  Master  assigned,  and  originally  intended 
Mbouid  have  been  performed  by  the  President  of  the  United  States. 

Of  the  **  Standard  Work,'"  he  sp<?aks  of  a  series  of  m(?etings,  held  at 
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promineut  points,  where  the  coIlei'te<l  representatives  of  Jjodges  were 
instructed  by  the  Grand  lecturers  "  in  the  work  and  lectures  estab- 
Iishe<l  by  the  Grand  LodRe,"  which  seem  to  have  been  well  attended, 
and  pnxluctive  of  satisfactory  results.     He  says 

OIK    RKLATIONS 

With  other  Grand  Jjodj^es  remain  uiichan^t'd,  and  are  of  the  most 
pleasant  and  fraternal  character. 

He  speaks  feelingly  of  the  lamented  <lcad  of  that  JuristUction,  of 
whom  ho  mentions  M.  W,  Thomas  J.  Turner,  P.  G.  M.,  who  ditnl 
April  4.  1J<74,  and  R.  W.  Wilson  Hoag,  1).  1).  G.  M.,  died  Fel^ruary  1J», 
1874,  and  alludes  appropriately  to  the  aniioun<'cmcnts  of  similar 
l>ereavements  from  other  (jrand  I^odj^es. 

<'oloradr),  Maine  and  Massa<-husetts  im*ludcd. 

His  decisions  (ri'portct!)  ;ire  not  numerous,  bciujr  six  only,  the  lirst 
of  which,  viz.: 

That  a  l)rothor  is  restored  to  membership  in  a  Lodire  when  the 
ilecision  suspending  or  expeinii«r  him  is  reversed  or  set  aside  by  the 
Gnuid  I^mI^c. 

We  <|Uotc  in  conlliet  with  Alabama  (hM-isions  and  rules— we  hold 
that  the  reversal  of  a  I^xlg«»  sentence  of  i\ijnii.siijn,  does  not  restore  to 
IxKlgo  membership,  but  only  to  Masonic  rights  a.s  an  unalliliated. 

The  Committi.'c  Oil  Appeals  and  Grievanecs  tronsidered  twenty-eight 
esiscs — a  very  mrxlerate  do<'ket  for  so  large  a  Jnrisdiction. 

The  revenues  and  financial  eondilion  of  the  <iran(l  Lodg<'  appear  to 
be  satisfactory.  The  Grand  Treasurer  rciiorting  a  good  working 
balance  on  hand  of  ?'.»,i;2!K<»:5.

Ill  the  spring  of  ls(»:i,  a  transport  la<lei\  witli  fonfederaic^  [)risoners, 
hound,  we  bi'lii'vo,  ior  ]to<;k    Island,  stoppcnl  at  (^nincy  und  landed 
the  b.xly  of  one  of  ilieir  nnnilx'r,  .John  II.   Horn,  of  Hnnts\ill(%  Ala- 
bama,  who   had   died   on   tlu^   i)assage  up  from  Tairo.     He  had  been 
wounded  and  raptured  at  Island  No.  in.  Keelinir  that  he  was  mortally 
hurt,  to  the  post  surgcM>n  at  Cairo  lio  had  made  himself  known,  and 
asked  that  In^  ndght  reieivt?  a  Masonie  burial.     This  request  thcj  post 
surgeon  made  known  to  the  surgeon  in  charge  on  the  transport,  also 
.'I  MsLson,  and  he,  on  huuling  the  br)dy  here,  sought  out  a  brother  and 
nnide   known   the   wishes  of  tlie  d(M-eased.     It  was  election  day,  and 
the  Master  of  tile   lodge    having  jurisdit-iton,   Hodley   liodge    No.    1, 
being  one  ot  th(»  judges  of  eleetion,  eould  not  give  tlie  matt4>r  his  per- 
sonal supervision,  nor  «*ould  he  h'ave  liis  p(»st  i4)lind  his  ollieers.    Im- 
mediate inl<M'ment  being  a  necessity,   \w  re<piest<Ml  several  Masons 
whom  he  saw  near  tiie  polls  to  siM-ure  a  coirin,  take  the  body  to  Wootl- 
land  ceniet(.iry,  and  bury  it.     lie  was  accordingly  buried  in  that  por- 
tion of  the  ground  set  apart  for  the  soldiers,  an<l  by  Masons,  but  not 
with  Masonic  rites.     No  sooner  had  the  facts  IxM'ome  known  than  the 
craftsnuMi  began  to  murmur  loudly.     The  Mast(*r  of  tli<»  Lodge  having 
Jurisdiction,  whose  heart  was  in  the  right  place,  but  who  did  not  like 
to  taketht;  responsibility  in  the  then  excited  slate  of  popular  feeling, 
or  of  ordering  so  e\c(»ptional  a  ])roceeding  as  a  reint<?rm(Mit,  calletl  a 
meeting  of  his  lodge  and  invited  the  members  of  all  the  other  liodges 
to  be  present  for  i'rtui  ct)uns(»l.     The  meeting  was  the  largv-ist  Miisonie 
deliberative  gathering  ever  held  up  to   that  time  in   ilie  city.     After 
full  discussion,  a  resolution  was  unanimously  pjussed  declaring  that 
the  members  of  Hoc  I  ley  Lodge  No.   1  recognized  the  binding  force  of 
all   their  obligations,   and    would   stan<l   by  them,  and  ordering  the 
remains  to  be  reinterred  with  Masonic  ccnilnonies.     On  the  following 
day  liodlev  Lodge,  with  a  large  number  of  visitors  from  the  other 
lodges  In  th(^  eity,  marched  to  th(>  cemetery,   raised    the  body,  and 
buried  it  in  the  iot  ownetl  by  the  Fraternity,  and  with  all  the  nonors 
of  Masonry. 

Later,  ^^  hen  it  became    po<sil)lc  to  do  sf»,  (he  T/nlge  communieated 
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to  hiH  frioiids  in  AlnUhnia  the  record  of  tiic  death  and  burial  of  tlu? 
docojisod  hrotlior.  Wo  presume,  however,  that  they  were  not  in- 
formed  tliat  ho  had  l>oen  twice  buried. 

Wc  copy  it  to  preserve  in  our  Arcliives  a  very  intcrostin^r  memorial 
of  Masonic  Hrotherliooil,  and  for  its  intrinsic  value,  too. 

Ilo  compliments  tlie  work  of  Hrothcr  Tit(M>mb,  Chairman  of  the 
Committee  on  Appeals,  but  does  not  admire  the  ll(»rid  rhetoric  of  his 
concluding  Hcntences,  which  he  calls  a  "lurid  specimen  of  buncomb." 
llather  severo,  Drother  Robbins,  on  one  who  admittedly  presents  good 
work  for  inspection,  and  errs,  if  at  all,  in  uri^imr,  a  little  tl;ruratively 
to  bo  Hure,  the  full  discharge  of  duty. 

lie  alludes  to  our  respected  <lea<l,  especially  Hro.  Knott,  late  Chair- 
luan  of  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence,  in  terms  of  kindly 
appreciation,  for  which  wc  thank  him. 

Wo  would  gladly  linger  awhile  longer  over  thi"^  report,  and  quote 
]K>rtionH  noted,  in  passing,  as  especially  deserving  of  consideration, 
but  time  and  Kpa(*e  warn  us  to  desist.

INDIANA. 

The  M.  W.  (trand  Lodge  of  Indiana  hehl  two  <'ommutucations  in 
lS7r>,  which  are  in<*luded  in  the  proceedings  under  consideration.  The 
lirst,  a  special,  was  convened  on  the  24tli  of  May,  '*  f«ir  the  purpose  of 
laying  the  ef>rner  stone  of  the  New  (irand  Masonic  Temple,''  in  Indi- 
anapolis, and  the  se(;ond  was  the  .'Vsth  annual  communii^ation,  lield 
May  the  25th,  M.  W.  (irand  Master  Lucien  A.  Foote  i>residing,  prcw- 
ent,  with  (irand  Officers,  Past -Grand  Officers,  the  rei)re8entative»  of 
47.1  {out  of  480,)  subordinate  Lodges.    Truly  a  grand  assemblage. 

The  "cx)rnor-stone*'  cerenionies  were  <»onducted  in  admirable  taste, 
and  in  ample  ft)rin,  in  the  presence  of  a  multitude  who  thronged  an<l 
blockaded  the  streets. 
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Wc  qiioto  from  ji  very  ul»lo  oration,  deli vored  on  this  Ofcusioii  by 
W.  Urotlior  Jiio.  CnivcMi,  Mayor  of  Indianapolis,  tlio  lollowing  ro- 
nmrks  in  rof^rcnco  to  some  of  tho  ohjcM-tions  to  Masonry  and  in  illus- 
tration of  its  I'haractor,  viz  : 

It  is  char^red  that  Masonry  i«4  positively  an   irrrlivcions  institution. 
So-«'allod  rc'Iijfions  arc  many.     Masonry  Is  ono.    Somo  n'li^ions  hav«» 
inanyjfods.     Masons  holicvc?  in   one  <Jod,  whom  tlioy  r(»vorence  unci 
love.*    l<eliy:ion,  so-calh'd,  has  fausc'<l  tears  to  How ,  lias  made  widows 
and  orphans,  imprison(Ml  dislx'licvi'rs,  tortured'  them  at  tho  rack  an<l 
burned  tliem  at  the  stake,  <M)nsnmed  <*ities,  desolate  I  lands  and  blot- 
ted out  nations.     Masonry  has  no  armies,  no  arsenals,  no  ma^raxinos. 
or  imi)letnents  of  war  or  death,  no  tiajr  of  desolation,  no  watehword 
of  Inite.     Masonry  is  the  world's  j«:reat  peaee-maker.    If  all  men  were 
Masons,  nations  would  learn  war  no  iju)re.  Masonry  never  eonsunied 
a  city,  never  desolate<l  a  llehl  or  a  hearth-stone.    It  employs  no  ra<^kH, 
ehaiiis  or  fa<j:p)ts:  lu'ver  burned  a  disbeliever    at  the  stake,  never 
made  a  widow  or  an  orphan,  never  shed  a  drop  of  blood,  never  cauHe<i 
a  heart  to  break  or  a  single  tear  to  flow.     Its  hosts  are  those  of  pc»aoe  ; 
its  arms  good  deeds.    Its  banner  is  love,  and  its  wat<rhword  peaeo  and 
<;ood  will  on  earth.    Jt  Inis  existed  for  a^es,  conui  down  through  wars 
and  revolutions,  passed  through  ages  of  darkness,  living  on  after  na- 
tions Iiad  nasseil  away,  growing  stronger  with  eiu'h  sueeoeding  age. 
Time  has  but  strengtfiened  the  foundations  of  our  temple,  and  oduiMl 
new  glories  to  its  eope-stone.      Kvery  rising  sun  but  lends  a  brighter 
halo  to  its  spires.    It  is  not  easy  to  eom prebend  that  it  will  not  always 
exist.    It  exists  now  wherever  eivilixation  is  found,  and  even  Imrbii- 
rous  people  nH'ogni/.e  its  fraternal  band,  and  it  will  eonttnue,  and  the 
golden  ehain  will  lengthen  until  a  baiul  of  brothers  will  elasp  hands 
around  the  worhl.    Another  obj(K*tion  to  Masonry  is  that  it  is  a  seeret 
order,  possessing  s(»erets  or  mysteries  carefully  preserved  from  all  ex- 
cept initiates.    Some  urge  that  if  the  order  is *not  good  it  should  not 
<ixist,  and  if  it  is  good,  that  which  is  good  should  not  be  coniH^alod, 
but  proclaimed  from  the  house-top  to  all  the  world,  that  all  might  en- 
jov  tluf  bitnotit  of  these  important  truths,  and  when  this  hits  l>eon 
sa^d  it  seems  to  be  supposed  that  two  horns  of^a  dilemma  have  been 
presented,  one  of  which  must  be  taken.     If  we  adopt  this,  as  unqual- 
ified, where  will  it  lead  us?    Mystery  is  not  of  itself  wrong,  for  the 
world  is  full  of  it.      We  are  born  ignorant,  and  must  be  tauglit.      All 
truths  nnist  be  learned,  and  they  are  not  acquired  simply  by  the  tell- 
ing, and  there  are  worse  and  better  methods  of  tea(*hing.*  The  higher, 
greater,  grander  the  truth,  the  more  careful  should  be  the  teaehing, 
and  all  Masons  will  agree  that  the  beauties  and  truths  of  Masonry  e4in 
l»e  best  and  most  impressively  taught,  indeed,  only  taught  and  acte<l 
upon,  as  we  teach  them.

Masonry  is  a  fraternity,  an  organization  extending  throughout  the 
glol>e.  Such  an  organization  could  not  bo  maintained,  were  all  its 
workings  known  to  everybody.  Church  and  State  have  th(»ir  secrets, 
armies  their  se(rr(»t  councils  «)f  war,  their  signs  and  countersigns  U* 
know  friend  from  foe.  Families  have  their  privacty.  Physician  and 
patient,  priest  and  penitent,  coimselor  an<l  clitjnt  have  their  (confiden- 
tial communications,  which,  even  should  they  be  criminal,  the  law 
holds  sacred.  Truths,  secrets',  wond(«rs  and  mysteries,  dr»ep  and  pro- 
found, lie  all  around  us. 
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"  HookM  are  lUlcd  with  Loaruin^  in  your  librarioH  at  home,  ami  yet 
you  send  your  children  to  loam  their  contents  to  some  school,  so'nio 
orjranized  system  and  ])lace  of  instruction. 

**<»rcat  truths  and  mysteries  oi'  usefulness  are  not  Icarne<I  or  made 
practicable  l>y  merely  puhlishinf?  them.  The  j^reatest  of  all  myster- 
ies can  only  in*  solved  in  death.  The  eye  must  close  on  the  lilm  of 
di8solution  before  it  <'an  behold  the  mystery  of  eternal  life.  The  as- 
tmnomer  who  measures  and  weijrhs  the  stars,  and  looks  upon  them 
with  his  ^lass  from  afar,  can  only  go  to  them  throu<ch  the  cohi,  shud- 
dering portals  of  the  tomi).  The  angol's  wing  must  plume  itself  from 
the  grave.  Who  can  understand  the  mystery  ofgond  and  evil?  Wfiy 
an  ail-powerful,  an  all-wise,  and  an  all-good  <;od  t)crmits  evil  anil 
wrong  to  exist;  why  the  wi<'ke<l  tlourisli  ami  th(*  good  sutler;  why 
the  thief  is  ]>ermiited  to  rob  honest  industry;  why  the  inno^-ent  so 
ollen  sutler  for  the  guilty  ;  why  devilish  malice  is  prrmittcd  t<»  strike 
down  even  its  benefactor;  why  i,s  base  ingratitude  so  <»ftcii  the  only 
return  for  kindness  done  ;  v.hy  some  are  born  kings  and  sr>mr»  beg- 
garH  ;  some  to  crowns  of  gold  and  prerious  stones  and  some  to  crowns 
t>f  thorns,  and  often,  so  far  as  we  can  know,  without  fault  or  mer;t  of 
their  own?  Yet  who  can  doubt  that  all  this  mys!(?ry  is  wise  in  its 
jmrpose  as  tlu'  wisdom  of  the  Omnipotent?  Droptwt)  little  see<ls  into 
the  earth  and  iUv  one  becomes  a  mighty  oak  and  I'e  other  but  a 
bla«le  of  gra'^s.  How  mysterious  that  these  little  seeds  ilraw  from  the 
Hjinie  earth,  the  same  air,  the  same  sunshine,  and  the  same  skies,  such 
tvonderful  ditVeren<-es.  Why  or  whence  the  beauteous  j'olor  upon  the 
plumage  of  birds?  Why  does  one  herb  draw  fnniitln^  same  snil  bread 
for  man,  and  another  growing  by  itssi<le  protluces  <leadly  poisim? 

**  If,  then,  :i  single  grain  of  sand — a  drc)j)  of  water— is  a  mystery  so 
])rofound  and  untaihomable,  balUing  human  wisdom,  what  are  oceans, 
(•ontinrnts,  worlds,  stars,  suns,  the  u ni vers(»,  iiod,  the  <)ninii>ot<Mit? 
What  a  mystery  is  lif(»,  ilie  union  of  soul  and  body,  the  aetion  <>f  tht» 
human  mind,  and  what  a  mysltTy  is  deatii.  Deaih  in  the  jihysical 
world  is  a  renewal  of  life;  decay  is  nature  sei/ing  upon  dead,  useless 
nuitter  to  remould  it  into  new  lorms  of  life  and  beauty.  Y<  s,  what  a 
wruiderful  mystery  is  death.  All  fwir  to  die.  The  meartesi*  insgcrt 
will  tight  tiereely  for  lif(»,  and  yet  dfath  eannot  be  an  evil.  The  inev- 
itable cannot  be  an  evil.  The<iod  that  made  tlu>  universiMnade  us. 
Meisallwive  and  all  good  and  he  has  appointed  to  all  one(;  to  die. 
The  great  of  all  tim«*s  have  died ;  the  good,  tin*  wise,  the  learned  have 
dicfl ;  the  mighty  warrior,  tiie  wise  ruler,  the  worhl's  great  bencfac- 
t<u*«  have  <iied  :  the  stalwart  youth,  tli(^  lair  younir  brid<^  with  the  or- 
ange blossoms  yet  shining  in  iier  hair,  the  ]>ure  1-ab(>  but  a  span  long, 
the  good  old  mother  with  h<>r  sweet  white  hair  and  wrnikkMl  but  lov- 
ing hand.  All  these  have  tlii'd  and  been  buried  away  lV<»m  tlu^  sight 
of  loving  ey<'S  and  breaking  hearts.  Death  eann«»i  be  an  <'vil  or  they 
would  not  liave  died. 

**'J'he  good  must  be  immortal.  Tlu.' king  from  his  throne  and  the 
iK'ggar  from  his  poverty  all  have  gone  down  to  the  tomb,  and  in  a 
few  years  we  too  must  sleep  witli  them.  And  then  how  mysterious 
the  hope  of  future  existeuj-e— that  the  tomb  is  but  tin?  (>ortal  to  a 
Idgher  an<l  bett«'r  life  Is  strong  in  all.  Kvttn  where  llw  light  of  reve- 
lation has  never  shone,  this  belief  is  found.  The  wild  Indian  goes 
smiling  to  the  stake,  not  doubting  that  he  shall  ent(*r  at  once  to  the 
happy  hunting  grounds.  Wecannc>t  lu'lievt?  that  existenee  ends  with 
this  fife.     It  ea!uu)t  be  that  wronged  and  sulfering  virtue  falls  into 
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the  j^rave  to  sleop  forovor  iiiiavonKod  ;  that  the  \vr<>ii;i:-(loor  horeHleops 
aM  quiet  as  the  wronged.  Kveti  the  heathen  reaKoii  that  an  <v(h1  ih  juMt 
there  must  >>p  a  future  existence,  (tod  has  implanted  witliin  uh  4ho 
Iiope  and  lon^in^  for  immortality  :  yet,  what  that  future  in,  \»  vcilc<l 
])y  a  shroud  whirli  only  d<'ath  can  lilt. 

***  The>?rain  of  dust,  tlu^  drop  of  water  are  indestructibh'.  Our  phvH- 
ieal  frames  are  coinpose<l  of  water  ami  dust.  Man's  thoughts  are  <'tod- 
like.  The  works  of  his  hands,  or  his  ufMiius,  are  immortal  and  im- 
perishahle.  Can  it  be  that  every  atom  of  his  physical  frame,  the  works 
of  his  hands,  of  his  jrenius,  are  immortal  and  imlestnu'tible,  while  ho 
himself,  his  >;enius,  his  mind,  his  intc^llect,  that  whi<'h  is  nearest  (iod, 
is  indeed  (lod-like,  is  all  in  all  in  the  wide  universe  that  is  mortal 
and  destructible?  (*an  it  be  that  the  sculptured  marble  ima^c  lives, 
and  the  hand  that  carved  it  dies?  The  temple  reared  to  the  skies, 
«lefyin;r  the  storms  of  <M'nturies,  and  the  ^j^cniusthat  planned  it  blotted 
out  fon.'ver?  The  errand  thouj^ht,  the  (lod-like  conce[»tion,  lives  on 
forever,  an  external  inspiration.  Tlie  mind  that  <*ouceivedit  has  ceased 
to  be;  the  leemintr  brain  turni'd  to  dust,  thiit  dust  imperishable,  and 
the  intellect  that  animatetl  it  passed  int^)  nothinj^ness. 

The  Mason  Ix-Iievi-s  in  a  future  existence,  and  when  a  brother  dies 
we  say  a  brother  has  fallen  !  has  talleti !  has  fallen  !  Hut  we  know  he 
will  rise  airain  !  rise  a«rain  !  rise  njrain  !  That,  j^lorious  and  immortal, 
we  shall  meet  a;;ain  in  the  <ieathlessh(^reatter,  and  to^f^ther  tread  with 
winjr(»d  feet  the  palace  of  the  skies.  Ves,  the  world  is  full  of  mystery. 
All  around  us  lie  ^rand  truths,  a  little  <»f  whi<*h  we  may  slowly  learn 
with  imnuMise  laljor  and  patient  thoujrht.  Many  thin;rs  are  beyond 
human  ken.  The  deepest,  protoiHul<»st  thinkt*r--the  most  unwearied 
t^iiler  in  the  deej)est  mines  of  mystery — j'omes  back  with  small  frag- 
ments of  disi'overy,  luit  tlndin,!i^  ')penin;;s  t(»  yet  deeper  mysteries  far 
beyond. 

Masonry  has  its  ^fran<^  mysteries  of  brotherly  love,  relief  and  truth. 

A  stran<rer  brother  in  a  strange  land,  iiruorant  of  its  lanucua^e,  and 

ainon;?  enemies,  yet  a  sium,  a  whispered   word,  an«l   in  tlu*  stranjrer 

the  enemy  recoirni/(vs  a  i>rother;  the  hand  uplifted  to  strike  is  rea<*h- 

ed  out  to  clasp.     When  this  tcmi)le  is  tinisiuMl,  men  of  every  relijL?ious 

sect,  of  every  political  party,  from  every  land,  beamed  and  unlearned, 

|>ot<*ntate  and    peasant,  can    meet  and  clasp   hands  around  its  altar. 

This  is  our  mystery.     In  what  other  temple  can  this   1m»  done?     Y<' 

i'ncMuies  of  Masonry,  can  it  bi^  done  in  yours?   What  other  institution 

possesses  such  ^rand  <'Osm»»poliian  ;riinMpb*s  of  toleration  as  these? 

What  other   can    Impe   Ut  acconiplish  it  ?     Masonry  does.     Standing: 

here  to-day,  si<le  by  side,  clothed  in  the  simph*  whitc^  apron,  arc  men 

of  Rreat  diversities  <»f  opinion,  for  which  opinions  they  would  lijijht 

and  die.     Yet  they  an^  brethren,  with  no  thought  but    kindness  and 

good  will,  ready,  ready  to  aid  and  assist.     Masonry  has  its  mysteries, 

l>ut  in  that  irreat  day  when  all  that  liaveev<'r  lived  shall  j;ather around 

the  jj^reat  white  throne  for  Judarment,  Masonry  will  not  tear  that  the 

Archanjjjel  of  (iod  shall  proclaim  its  mysteries  to  that  assembled  host 

of  imtfiortals.     Then  lay  th(^  conu'r-stone  ;  lay  it  deep,  stronjr,  broad 

and  sure— a  tittinj;  corner  for  a  j;ran<l  tempb?  »>f  ]>ea<'e.  " 

The  address  of  M.  W.  (J.  M.  Foote,  is  uuunlv  devoted  to  the  busi- 
iiess  routine  of  his  otlice,  which  is  Ju<li«*iously  and  systematically 
reviewcjd  under  appropriate  *' headings."  lie  too  complains  of  need- 
loss  <iuestions  and  lette;*  writing,  as  f(>llows: 
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I  Iiud  no  idfji  that  the  bn.-thrfii  were  so  ^i\eii  to  letter  wrilinj;  until 
<H)unniiinientionH  Itetrun  to  i>oiir  in  >)y  every  mail,  some  uskin^  ques- 
tioDH,  Krnne  stating  Ihc  preat  wron^  that  had  been  clone  the  writer  l»y 
some  brother  or  his  liodf^o,  some  lor  advice,  and  some  of  eeniplaints 
of  my  aetions  or  that  of  the  <irand  1-odjre. 

I  have  endeavored  to  answer  all  these  promptly,  l»nt  may  have 
iieKle<-te<l  or  overlook<'d  some,  as  during  a  |>art  of  the  year  I  waK  nna- 
Idc  to  sit  and  write  at  a  <lesk,  and  at  surh  limes  my  eorrespondenee 
was  u  tank.  In  all  kindness  I  wonid  say  that  many  of  these  letters 
need  not  have  been  written  if  the  Kides  and  Herniations  had  l>een 
examined,  as  there  eould  have  been  no  ditl'erenee  ot'  opinion  or  mis- 
conHtruction  of  the  law  in  at  h'ast  one  half  th(^  qnestions  asked. 

Ah  we  will  have  at  this  tim<' a  revised  code  of  Jtnles  and  Hejrula- 
tions  Hulunitte<l  to  ns,  and  will  Jiave  sueh  a  numl»er  printed  that  all 
IxkIk^h  nuiy  !)«  supiilied,  I  would,  for  the  benelit  of  my  suei-essors, 
roHi)eetfully  suggest  that  before  asking  the  opinion  of  tiie  (Jrand  Mas- 
ter, the  law  be  examined  and  sec  if  your  (juestioii  is  not  answeretl 
there;  it  will  probably  save  you  and' the  <irand  Master  a  great  deal  of 
unneeessary  eorrespondenee. 

Would  also  reeommend  that  all  (juestions  as  far  as  possible  be  pro- 
|N>unded  by  the  "NV.  M.  or  Secretary  iind<*r  tlie  seal  of  the  Lodge,  so 
that  the  (irand  Master  may  know  the  Masonic  stan<ling  of  tiie  parties. 

Would  also  kindly  suggest  that  brethren  who  are  personally 
unknown  to  the  Grand  Master  should  not  fe<'l  ort'end«*d  if  they  receive 
a  somewhat  short  answer  when  they  ask  such  cjuestions  as  some  I 
liave  received  during  the  year— ijuestions  by  mail  as  to  the  esoteric 
work  from  p:irti<'s  that  were  not  known  to  m<*  as  Mason^^.  <'omment 
is  unne<'essau*v. 

His  decisions,  as  reportetl,  are  not  numerous,  and  <lo  not  involve 
questions  generally  uiooted  ;  except,  possibly,  the  following,  viz.: 

liro.  P.,  a  nr>n-aniliated  Mitster  Mitson,  applied  for  meml>ership  in 
Mystic  Tie  I^odge  No.  .'>!»s,  an«l  >vas  rejected.  A  few  months  afterwards 
he"  pn^sented  his  petition  for  membership  to  Ancient  I^mdmark 
liOdge  No.  :ni».     Coidd  they  receive  it? 

My  construction  of  our  rides  was  that  l?ro.  1*.  had  made  his  choice 
ofalxMlgeon  his  tirst  appli(*ation,  and  that  Lo<lg(^  still  had  jurisdi(*- 
tion. 

li(N>ne  r^»djre  No.  J»,  conferred  the  JO.  A.  Degree  on  IJro.  F.  He  was 
rejected  on  application  for  tin'  !•'.  C,  when  Boone  ]<odg(«  No. «j,  granted 
Hro.  F.  the  right  and  privilege  to  petition  Center  T.oilno  No. :»;{,  for  the 
remaining  degrees,  and  granted  that  Lodge  iurisdiction  to  confer  th(^ 
remaining  two.  J  decided  that  Center  Ixxlge  <*ould  not  re<*eive  tin* 
application,  at  least  until  the  obJiM'tion  was  removed  in  Ho«>ne  I^^dge. 

Which  were  not  approved  by  the  rummittee  on  Masonic  ,Jurisj»ru- 
denee,  its  api»ears  from  the  subjoined  extract  from  tiieir  re}  ort : 

'\.  Your  Committee  can  not,  however,  concur  with  the  :\L  W.  (irand 
Master  on  the  subject  of  atliliation. 

We  can  not  hold  that  a  Master  Mason,  on  being  reje<»terl  upon  ap- 
pli(>ation  for  membei>hip  in  a  Lodge  is  thereby  placed  under  any  ad- 
<litional  disability,  nor  is  his  right  to  apply  for  iiiemlxTship  in  another 
I/Klge  restrictcil  in  the  hrast.  Cfjon  such  rejei'tion  his  certilicate  of 
<limit,  whi<h  it  is  necessary  for  him  to  file  with   his  petition,  is  re- 
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turne<1,  whoii  Jiis  riulit  to  apply  for  iiiotiib(Tslii]>  in  any  I^>di$c  that 
will  r<»oeivc  liin  petition  is  i^nnplotc. 

4.  Nor  can  your  (*oinniitttje  fully  concur  with  tlic  M.  W.  Grand 
Master  in  tlic  ri^iit  of  a  Lodj^o  to  waive  its  jurisdiction  in  favor  of 
another  I^)d^je  ujKin  applimtion  for  advan«*einent  to  another  degree. 
\Ve  think  a  1/od^e,  ])y  a  unanimous  ballot,  has  the  right  to  waive  its 
jurisdi(ttion  in  favor  of  anotlior  r»dge  on  any  a(>plication  for  ail  van  ce- 
ment to  another  <lcgrcc,  when  ju^ked  for  by  ilie  applicant. 

The  business  of  t)ie  ronuuunication  was  important  and  seems  to 
have  iK'Cn  very  satisfju-torily  nttcrnI(Ml  to.  Its  financial  ('i)n<Iition  is 
good,  as  appears  from  the  folh)wing: 

In  this  connection  the  Trustees  respe<-tfully  ask  to  suggest  that  be- 
<*ause  r)f  the  valuable  permanent  improvements  made  and  in  process 
of  making  in  the  immediate  vicinity  of  the  now  unimproved  i>ortion 
of  the  ground  owned  by  the  <trand  T^odge,  the  value  fully  Jive  fold,  ho 
that  the  portion  of  it  estimated  at  one  hundred  dollars  per  front  foot 
seven  years  ago,  is  now  estimated  by  competent  judges  at  live  hundred 
dollars  per  front  foot,  which  goes  to  show  that  in  that  ground  the 
<  fraud  Ijodgejiossesseswhat  may  even  now  1m»  made  a  valuable  soun-e 
of  revenue,  and  wlii<»h  in  the  course  of  a  very  few  years,  with  the  <*on- 
t43mplated  income  from  th(^  new  Temple  now  in  process  of  erection, 
will  yield  at  least  a  sutlicient  income  to  defray  all  the  expenses  of  the 
<irand  Lodge,  and  thus  relieve  the  subordinates  from  the  payment  of 
any  and  all  annual  dues  to  the  <irand  Lodge. 

We  note  the  presence  aiul  Jictive  participation  in  its  proceedings  of 
P.  (».  M,  Ilarv.ey  <j.  llazelrigg,  who  is  endt'ared  to  many  of  the 
brethren  of  Alabama  hy  pleasant  personal  Jtssoeiation,  jis  well  as 
generally  apprci'iate<l  for  his  Masonic  re<'ord.

The  Convt^ition  beinir  c(»mposed  rif  representatives  fnun  Mus- 
cogee, Doaksville  and  Ca<ido  Lodges,  then  nn<ler  the  juri«<di<-tion  <»f 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  Arkansa>. 

The  (Jrand  Lodire  was  t>rgani/.e«l,  a  Constitnlion  adopteiL  and 

Dro.  <J.  >r<'IMierson  ehN-ted  M.  W.  <irand  Master,  the  ele<-tion  pro- 
vidint^  Ass<»ciate  (irand  <Mhcers,  viz.:  Deiuity  <iran«l  ^L^ster,  Grand 
Lecturer,  ^iran<l  Orator.  <irand  Wanlen,  <irand  Treasurer,  Cirand 
Secretary.     Dro.  R.  P.  Jones  being  chosen  as  J{.  W.  <irand  Secretary. 

The  M.  W.  <irand  Lodg<*  thus  organized  appears  to  have  hehl  a 
Commnni<iation  at  Caddo,  on  the  7tli  of  October,  at  whicl\  a  resolution

The  proceedinjrs  ar(?  presented  in  a  iiandsonie  volume  of  well- 
arran^red  and  well-printeil  matter.  It  is  a  fine  specimen  of  ornamental 
printin*^,  and  is  adorned  l)y  four  ])eautiful  enj^ravings  accompanying 
as  many  l>ioirraphical  sketches,  part  of  an  extended  series  evidently, 
intenfled  to  record  the  merits  and  bio^rraphy  of  OlUcers  and  P.  G. 
Ollicors,  and  thus  illustrate  too  the  history  of  the  (irand  Jjodjre.  AVe 
like  the  idea  as  well  as  the  execution  of  the  work.  lUit  this  is  only  a 
rei>etition  of  j)raises  freely  hestow(Ml  u\nm  R.  W.  (i.  S.  Parvin,  (the 
auth<»r  ,  and  !»etter  expressed  too,  l>y  others  ;  ^o  we  desist  and  adopt 
their  encomiums. 

The  annual  address  of  M.  W.  (J.  M.  Chapman  is  devoted  alm<»st 
<'ntirely  to  l<»cal  matters,  which  he  treats  of  with  commen(la])le  frank- 
ness and  brevity.  lie  ndes  **  dancing  in  Lodge  rooms  "  ina<lmissable, 
and  refers  to  a  *' little  unpleasantness''  resulting  tlujrefrom,  which 
however  was  amica)>ly  adjusted.  The  Du])uque  Lodges  yielding  in 
deference  to  tiic  < irand  Mast<*r,  who  wiis  compt^lled  to  enforce  a  reso- 
lution of  the  Grand  T^odge  (of  ls."»S),  prohibiting  the  practice  alluded  to. 

llefers  w  ith  appropriate  expressions  of  sympathy  to  the  d(^ad  of  Ins 
own  and  sister  jurisdiction^. 

AVe  quote  his  remarks,  in  part,  in  rcferen<'e  to  the  illustrious  dead 
of  other  Jurisdictions,  viz.: 

AVitli  the  large  number  of  Amcrii-an  <«ratul  Lodges,  now  even  half 
a  liuu<lre<l,  it  cannot  longer  be  expected  that  even  tiu'  naming,  much 
h'ss  a  sket<'h  howev(?r  brief,  <'an  be  given  in  an  address  like?  this,  of 
ihc*  (leccas(^  of  those  who  have  jiassed  the  Chair  of  the  (irand  Kast. 

The  Craft  in  many  Jurisdii'tions  have  during  the  past  y(?ar,  been 
called  to  mourn  the  loss  of  many  who  have  <«arne<l  honors  at  home, 
and  several  who  have  made  themselves  a  name  beyond  the  bounds  of 
their  own  Grand  Lodge. 

Ilrethren  who  have  served  their  fellows  long  and  faitlifully  here, 
and  now  gone  to  meet  the  reward  of  well  spent  lives  in  the  Lorige 
above. 

We  are  justilM'd  in  making  an  exception  to  this  rule  however. 
There  is  one  who  by  the  length  of  service,  a  life  time,  l>y  lh(^  zeal 
(with  knowledge,)  with  which  he  consecrated  that  life,  and  his  labors 
to  promote  the  general  good  of  the  Institution,  which  ever  had  a  place 
very  near  his  heart.  One  who  needs  no  other  eulogj'  than  to  point 
the  youthful  student  of  Masonry  to  what  he  has  achiovcd.  No  more 
nee<l  be  written  than  to  name  Charles  Whitloek  Moore,  for  his  works 
survive  and  nermeate  evcrv  band  of  brothers  wherever  assembled.

Heclioil  after  a  brief  illnesH  in  his  native  city,  (Boston),  Decenilior  12, 
1874,  having  upon  liis  dcatii  bed  been  complimented  with  the  title  of 
llonory  Pawt  (irand  Master  of  the  oldest  Grand  Jjoiiirc  in  the  country. 
•*  An  honor  worth  living  for,  worth  dying  for,'*  as  he  expressed  to  his 
life  loufr  friend  the  venerable  Winslow  Lewis.  In  lovely  Auburn 
they  laid  him,  and  the  tears  of  many  brothers  will  moisten  the  Aca4*ia 
which  blooiiis  upon  his  grave. 

His  decisions  are  not  numerous  but  involve  inijmnant  qaestions. 
which  arc  answered  properly,  we  think  ;  wo  quote  as  a  specimen  and 
as  of  genenil  interest,  viz: 

QUKKV  No.  1. — We  received  petition,  elected  to  lirst  degree,  the 
(■andidato  removea  from  our  jurisdiction.  The  Lodge  within  whos(> 
jurisdictifm  the  candidate  resides,  asks  permission  to  confer  first  de- 
gree. Wo  grant  the  re<iuest,  at  the  same  time  requesting  them  to 
report  to  this  I^o<lgc.  They  fail  to  do  fo.  •  We  afterwards  learn  that 
they  ballotted  for,  and  confered  second  degree.  ILive  they  any  right 
to  ^o  so? 

AxswKK— Xo  sir.— It  was  your  material,  and  having  crmfered  the 
degree,  their  commission  expired.  They  should  certify  to  tiaving 
confered  the  tirst  degree,  at  your  request,  and  elected  and  confere<l 
second  degree  under  misapprehension,  pay  you  the  fee,  and  remand 
the  candidate  to  your  jurisdiction. 

Bro.  I'arvin,  li.  W.  G.  Secretary,  makes  several  reports  all  of  which 
are  interesting  and  instructive,  but  there  is  evidence,  in  the  matter 
involved  in  some  of  these  reports,  of  a  disposition  on  the  part  of  the 
Grand  I^)dge  to  force  too  much  upon  the  Grand  Secretary,  and  wc 
note  he  very  properly-  protests  against  the  **  judicial  work  "  assigne<l 
him. 

The  reports  of  Committees  and  proceedings  g<?nerally  are  well 
considered  antl  creditable  to  the  Grand  Ixnlge. 

We  note  one  incident  of  unusual  character  and  quote  it  for  its  MugH- 
tnrity^  etc.  Bro.  (irand  Secretary  ought  to  have  boon  susUiined  in  his 
point  of  onli-r : 

TAST    MASTEli's    LOlXiK. 

Past  < irand  Mast(?r  Hartso<*k  presente<l  a  report  iis  the  presiding 
orticer  of  a  **  Convocation  of  Past  Masters.'' 

Brother  Grand  Secretary  raised  the  point  of  order  that  this  Grand 
I/odge  has  no  control  over  a  Convocation  of  Past  Masters,  or  of  its 
proceedings,  and  that  any  report  from  such  isout  of  order,  and  assigns 
the  following  grounds : 

1.  Th«;  Grand  I^>dgo  is  composed  of  meml>ers  of,  and  is  opened 
only  in,  the  third  dcirree,  an«l  a  large  portion  of  the  membership  is 
wholly  ignorant  of  the  so-called  Tith  or  **  Past  Master's  I>egree.** 

2.  There  is  no  law  of  the  (irand  I^)dge  providing  for  the  calling  of 
a  "Convocation  of  Past  Masters,*'  any  three  of  whom  liave  an  inher- 
ent right  to  meet  and  f|ualify  any  Master  <7(W  for  installation,  inde- 
pendctit  of  the  action  of  the  (Irand  Lodge. 
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3.  That  it'  Brother  llartstM'k  calhMl  and  presithnl  ovor  such  a  <.\>nvo- 
(tiition  ut  tho  rcquoMt  of  (Sniiid  MiiHtor  Chapiiian.  he  Hhould  havo  re- 
ported the  roHuIt  ot  hiH  action  to  tiim,  as  is,  and  alwayn  has  1>con,  the 
rano  of  all  lirothers  (*oninnKHioned  by  a  (irand  MaMtor  to  act  in  Hpeciul 
cases;  an<l  then,  if  there  be  any  matter  deHerviii^j:  the  consideration  of 
the  (irand  I^)dge,  the  (JrandMaNter  may  report  the  name  to  it  for 
action. 

The  Grand  Master  decided  that  Brother  Ilartsock  havinfj:  l>een  re- 
rmested  by  the  (irand  Master  to  take  cliar^c  of  a  **  (Convocation  of 
rast  Masters/'  ho  should,  «>f  eourso,  make  his  report  to  him— but,  att 
he  utatett  "Past  (fraud  Master  Chapman  desired  tlH»  rcjKirt  rea<l,** 
therefore,  Brotlier  Ilartsock  is  in  order,  and  the  report  may  1k»  read. 

To  the  ^fost  Woysh'ju/ui  (ivmai  M>'.Mter  <t/  foira  : 

The  undersij^ned  having  been  requested  by  (irand  Master  Chapman 
to  hold  **  a  ('on vocation  and  open  a  Lod^o  of  Past  Masters,''  and  to 
«*onfer  the  I)e>?ree  of  I'ast  Master  upon  a  num))er  of  Brothers  who 
liavo  been  elerted  to  serve  as  Masters  in  their  several  I^odges  the  en- 
suing y^H**,  would  respectfully  report: 

That  Jio  has  discharged  that  <luty.  That  on  the  evening  of  Juno  2, 
1875,  Jie,  together  with  some  two  hundred,  assem1)ied  in  the  Manonie 
Hall,  and  opened  a  **  I^odgo  of  Pjist  Masters,"  and  conferred  the  De- 
gree of  Past  Master  upon  some  twenty-three  Masters  elect,  aecordiug 
to  the  usages  of  the  Order,  except  BnJtIier  Isaac  Wilcox,  of  ^ft.

His  work  is  eertainly  well  done,  l»ut  we  opine  is  in  style  and  methoil 
rather  suited  to  lirother  Cummings'  genius  than  susceptible  of  general 
adoption  among  reporters.  We  admire  it  for  its  **  singular  form  and 
beauty,"  but  cannot  undertake  the  "haziirdnus  enterprise*'  of  ind- 
tating,  ft»r  it  requires  wit,  wisdom  an<l  discernment  in  larger  prop(»r- 
tions  than  we  possess  to  warrant  the  attempt.

KANSAS. 

We  have  the  pr()ce<*din«^H  of  a  s])ecial  eommunicatiou  of  tlu»  M.  W. 
(J.  Lodge  of  Kansas  convened  at  Leavenworth,  Kebuary  12,  1874, 
together  with  thos(i  of  the  isth  animal  communi(*ation  held  at  the 
same  plaeo  October  inth,  1S74,  M.  W.  (i.  Master  Owen  A.  Hassett,  pre- 
siding. 

The  first  communication  was  an  interesting  ceremonial oeejision — 
the  dedication  of  Kr(?eniasons  Hall,  at  Leavenworth,  at  whicrh  (i.  M. 
Hassett,  <lelivered  a  very  appropriate  and  elo<|uent  address  from 
which  we  <'xtnict  some  thoughts  which  sj)e<Maiiy  attract  our  attention 
and  admiration: 

At  the  entrance  within  the  porch  ar<'  set  up  tw<i  pillars  with  chapi- 
ters on  tiieir  tops  surmounted  by  globes  n'prcsenting  the  l.'ni verse. 
That  celebrated  philosopher,  l*VTiiA(iOUAs,  richly  imbued  with  the 
wisdom  of  the  Last  regarded  numbers  as  of  divine  origin  and  the 
arclietypc  of  all  things,  and  their  mystical  meaning  has i)een  through 
iiim  i>reserved  and  transmitted  to  us  with  the  Masonic  system  ;  from 
Ills  school  of  philosophy  and  science*  we  learn  that  geonietri<*ally  the 
monad  is  a  point,  the  duad  a  line,  tlio  triad  a  surface,  and  the  tetrad  a 
solid  ;  and  that  syniboli<'ally  the  monatl  rei)resents  Divinity,  the  duad 
is  the  imago  of  matter,  the  triad  is  the  emblem  of  ideal  form,  and  the 
tetrad  being  the  multij)lo  of  the  duad  is  the  intensitication  of  niatter ; 
aiso  that  the  ({uaternion  of  celestial  numbers,  on(»,  three,  live  and 
Heven,  joined  to  that  of  the  terrestrial  numbers,  two,  four,  six  and 
eight,  compose  the   number  thirty-six,   which   is  the  symbol  of  the 
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Univei-so.  Thus,  through  that  ominent  gconictriciun  have  wo  receiv- 
ed the  rule  wherchy  tho  true  proportions  of  those  prand  pillars  may  bo 
deteriniiiod ;  l)y  npplyinp:  this  rule  wo  find  their  diarnotor  is  to  their 
hei^^ht  us  four  is  t'»  thirty-six,  (torrespomlinir  to  thsit  beautiful  order  in 
arehitei'ture,  the  Ionic;  then,  takin<i^  as  a  base,  four,  the  symbol  of 
intensifii'd  matter,  they  bearalofl  thej^lobes  represcntinijthe  L'niverw* 
to  the  full  heiprht  of  thirtv-six,  or  as  described  in  II.  C'hron.,  thirtv- 
live. 

Knterinj;  tho  Temple  we  stand  upr»n  the  mosaic  pavement,  tlu* 
beautiful  fhiorin};  of  a  M^i-^on's  I/xl^e,  varieil  and  <*l»ofiueredas  man's 
life,  it  reminds  him  of  the  devious  anrl  unknown  way  over  wliieh  ho 
wan<lenfd  wluni  in  a  st:ite  of  mental  darknt'^s,  of  the  beautiful  an«l 
instructive  lessons  from  which  he  h'arned  to  regulnt*^  the  highest 
powers  of  his  nature  by  that  noblest  of  all  his  senses,  (.'onscienee,  and 
of  the  subliineand  imi>ortant  fruths  which  by  the  aid  of  mysterious 
»yml>ols  and  alh^<;orical  representations  revealed  to  him  the*  wisdom 
and  power  and  jjflory  of  his  Creator.  Here  our  an<'ient  Brethren  while 
laboring  together  as  operative  masons,  assemblcMl  every  evening  to 
receive  instructions,  relating  to  their  work  for  the  following  day,  and 
when  the  designs  laid  down  by  the  master-builder  on  his  trestle-board 
were  fully  explained  to  them,  they  were  assnretl  that  if  they  faithfully 
pcrlornu'd  their  tasks,  when  their'labors  were  <Mided,  that  each  should 
hero  receive  his  merited  reward.  Asagrouufl-tiior  for  tho  speculative 
mason's  workshop  it  is  peculiarlv  appropriate,  for  with  every  step  he 
is  inspired  with  new  thoughts,  and  new  truths  are  presented  for  his 
investigation;  in  the  beauty  of  its  design  he  sees  the  mind  prepared 
for  the  re<*eption  of  useful* knowledge;  in  the  regularity  of  its  con- 
Htruction  he  sees  the  development  i>f  the  intelledual  faculties,  as  re- 
floated by  tlie  ingenious  artist  and  the  accomplished  scholar ;  and  in 
the  durability  of  its  materials  he  sees  the  perpetuity  of  an  institution 
which  unites  in  mystic  union  the  sele<^ted  few  who*  are  traveling  the 
wav  which  leads  t  >  dutv  and  to  Him  who  gives  to  dutv  its  reward. 

Above  us  is  a  representation  of  the  clouded  canopy,  the  symlx>lic 
covering  of  that  Universal  I^odge  wliosi»  vast  (>xtent  surpasses  human 
^comprehension.

When  it  was  proposed  to  erect  a  Temple  in  ancient  Rome  to  be  ded- 
icat(;d  to  Virtue  and  Honor,  tho  beautiful  idea  was  conceived  of  erect- 
ing two  Temples,  and  tht;y  were  so  situated  that  the  only  entrance  to 
the  Temple  of  Honor  was  throutrh  that  dedi<^ated  to  ATrtue;  thus  we 
have  the  sublime  moral  that  **tlie  road  to  Honor  lies  only  in  the  path 
of  Virtue."  When  we  enter  a  Mason's  Lodge  an<l  look  lipon  its  syni- 
1k)1s,  the  memories  of  th<»  past  remind  us  that  when  we  stood  as  nov- 
itiates before  its  altar.  Virtue  wjis  depicted  in  bright  colors  and 
impressed  on  our  minds  by  instructive  lectures;  it  is  therefore  fitting 
that  r)ur  temples  should  be  dedicat(?d  to  Virtue,  for  it  is  one  of  our 
chief  objects  to  inspire  every  one  with  Honor,  that  most  manly  and 
dignifieil  sentiment  of  the  soul  by  whi(*h  the  actions  of  good  men  are 
regulated.  Freemasonry  then  is*  an  entrance  to  the  Temple  of  Honor, 
through  which  numy  have  passed,  guided  by  the  landmarks  set  up 
along  the  way  by  the  foun<lers  of  our  Society.  He  who  has  entered 
into  that  Temple*  wli«)  has  attained  that  exaltiul  position,  will  not  con- 
tent himself  with  a  literal  dis<'harge  of  his  duty,  but  will  give  when 
he  might  with  propriety  refuse,  and  forgive  when  he  might  with  ju»- 
li<*e  resent ;  he  will  notenvv  his  neighbor,  nor  In^lieve  the  tale  of  a

slanderer,  and  yot  it  irt  not  intended  horo  to  SHHumo  an  inimutablo 
standard  of  morality,  for  man's  moral  oonscionHnOMs  will  vary  awor- 
ding  to  hiH  mental  and  moral  culture,  ho  may  have  higher  or  lower 
ideaaof  duty  acconlin^  Jis  an  enli^^htened  or  an  unenlightened  con - 
Heienee  establishes  a  relatively  higlH.'r  or  lower  Htandard;  as  wo  be- 
lieve that  one  human  eonreption  <»f  duty  may  bo  »iearer  perfe<!t  than 
another,  though  n< me  can  attain  al)sohit(^  perfeetion,  or  f4ay  that  his 
own  oonseience  has  attained  its  full  meiLsure  of  eniiyrhteimient,  8o 
while  human  nature  is  <M>mpl<^\  in  its(>lf  and  susccptiblt*  of  vapous 
relations  and  various  duties  arising  (ml  of  those  relatitms,  it  is  not  to 
l)0  expected  that  all  human  virtue  can  be  re(luce<l  to asin}^h> attribute, 
or  be  capable  of  an  intelligent  expression  in  one  simple  for- 
mula. 

The  business  of  the  rejii^ular  Communication  was  ample  for  the  time 
allotted  to  such  work  and  dispatched  with  evident  industry  and  In- 
tel lij^ence. 

The  annual  addn-ss  of  Crrand  M:ister  Hassett  is  able,  thoughtful  and 
<;omprehensive.  We  <iuoto  some  of  lii«  deliverances  on  topics  of 
j^eneral  inti»n»st,  viz.:

Priiiciph^  never  change:  they  are  as  immutable  and  histin^;  as  the 
natural  laws  whic^h  govern  the  universe;  but  in  their  application  t<i 
the  necessities  of  the  iiuman  race  there  must  be  progression,  for  as 
man  attains  intellectual  growth  and  development  he  is  inspired  with 
now  ideas,  and  it  may  l>e  necessary  for  him  to  coin  new  words  an<l 
phrases  for  their  utt<*ran<»e;  so  with  every  new  <liscovery  in  science,  a 
new  name  must  be  added  to  its  nomenclature  ;  therefore,  to  keep  pace 
with  progress  in  Masonry,  additional  regulations  will  bo  required ; 
take  heed  therefore  that  your  action  is  not  hasty  and  il  lad  vised. 

KXPKRIMKNTAL   Li:(»lSLATION. 

Kmplriiral  and  excessive  legislation  should  be  avoided  ;  it  is,  there- 
fore, proper  that  you  should  be  <*autioned  to  sedately  and  maturely 
<ronsider  all  propositions  for  the  establishment  of  rules  to  meet  special 
eases;  for  it  frequently  happens  that  a  law  designed  to  eradicate  an 
evil  may  induce  greater  collateral  evils,  and  it  more  frequently  occurs 
that  an  attempt  to  declare  the  law  uuikes  that  uncertain  whitrh  was 
l>efore  definite  and  well  understood.  As  our  Society  advantres  to  its 
IMJrfeetion  nnde^r  the  fostering  care  of  an  enlightefuMl  rcjison,  law- 
making will  be  restricted  to  fewer  subjects,  and  be  more  general  in 
its  character. 

MASONIC   FUKKDOM. 

Ithasbeen  well  said  that**  that  nation  is  best  governed  whose  inliabi- 
tjints  feel  least  the  restrainta  of  government."  This  remark  is  eriually 
applicable  to  every  organized  society,  and  no  better  exempliticatioii 
of  its  truth  <;an  be  found  than  is  exhibited  in  the  government  of  the 
Hwiety  of  Freemasons.  It  is  the  crowning  glory  of  our  institution 
that  all,  from  the  candidate  for  its  mysteries  to  him  who  has  attained 
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its  hifftieHt  honors,  keeping  in  vie\%''  the  fiiith  pr«)fesscd  in  the  portals 
of  onr  Temple,  may  exercise  their  own  free  will  in  all  matters  of 
eonseience. 

Of  the  **  Work,''  which  is  comimsed  of  four  custodians,  the  M.  W^ 
(irand  Master  included,  and  c^-q/WWo  (.'hair man,  assisted  hy  rif/htrea 
(18)  Assistant  Lecturers,  he  says : 

It  is  now  seven  years  since  your  jxilicy  on  the  subject  of  Work  was 
ilefinitely  settled.  What  is  known  :vs  the  Wel)l)-Prcston  system  has 
l)een  so  favor^.biv  received  that  its  advo<rates  have  silenced  Ij^noranoe, 
overcome  Preju(lice,  and  vau<iuished  Hi^fotry,  its  three  most  formida- 
ble adversaries,  and  it  stands  to-day  unrivaled  and  without  a  peer. 
Much  has  l)een  written  and  more  said  on  the  subji^ct  ol  the  l)est 
method  of  disseminatinj;  the  Work  of  instructinj^:  I^odjres.  An  expe- 
rien<*e  of  more  than  seven  years  in  develo])inj^  and  buildiiifr  np  the 
present  syst<'m  olVers  no  new  sujurj^estions  and  a<lvances  no  new 
theories  for  your  adoption,  but  rather  a<lvisos  nn  a<lherence  to  tlfp 
present  plan"  until  by  a  thorouj^h  trial  it  shall  ])rove  a  suc<'ess  or  l)0 
pronounci'd  a  failure.  That  the  Custodians  <'oncu;*  in  these  views,  is 
not  only  a  roi-ommondation  ot  the  ])reseui  arraujirement,  but  is  an 
admoniiion  to  you  to  dolilxiratc  with  more  than  ordinary  <'are  l>efore 
makiu'^  any  <*huutfes,  if  any  are  proposed.  In  a  coinmunication 
received  froui  thorn,  the  Custodians  say,  '*Then'  is  no  doubt  but  the 
very  best  pla!i  for  disseminatini^  the  Work  has  been  devised  and  the 
course  ])ursue<l  in  reirard  to  the  appointment  of  Assistant  Lecturers 
will  undoubtetlly  prove  succ(?ssful." 

He  ditVers  from  the  precedent  of  his  own  <;rand  I^od^e  and  the 
rulin<^  in  tiiat  lichalf  of  other  (irand  liodier.,  and  thinks  that  a  Lrnlgo 
can,  as  an  iniieri'Ut  ri^rht,  j^rant  a  new  trial,  and  as  this  is  a  mooted 
(juestion,  we  quote  his  enunciation  of  the  opinion,  viz.: 

Your  attention  is  here  calleil  to  an  approved  opinifui  i  numbered  ."i, 
series  of  lN7*»y,  that  '*  A  I ^od;re  cannot  ^rant  a  brother  a  new  trial." 
Under  what  law  this  opinion  was  ^iven,  or  from  what  course  o( 
re;isonin^  it  is  a  lojri<'al  se<|Uence,  is  not  shown,  for  no  arj^ument  ap- 
pears in  the  context,  and  the  cases  under  observation  j;ive  no  reasons 
for  denying  it,  ami  as  a  mere  statement  of  th<?  ]M'oposition  primn  fnciv 
<*arries  with  it  tiie  convi<'tion  that  the  ri«:ht  exists,  ilir»  argument  of 
him  who  d«'nies  it  is  awaited  with  some  curiosity.  Shall  we  not 
remove  i-very  barrier  v.hi«'h  tends  to  restrirt  the  tribunals  of  our 
Society  in  the  exercise  of  their  lawful  prerogatives?  Shall  we  not 
o|>en  every  avenue  to  ihat  cardinal  virtue,  Jusiic»»,  whii*h  i)resides  in 
ihe  tribunals  i»f  our  Society  an<l  sets  up  in  lh<'  h(\irts  of  our  triors  the 
stan<lard  of  riirht?  Keujcmber  that  in  ourTeinpb'  Mercy  stands  ever 
pleading  for  the  unfortunate. 

He  refers  feelinj^ly  and  appropriately  to  the  deaths  oHyi,  W.  Jno,  F. 
llyland,  P.  O.  M.  of  Missouri ;  M.  W.  <;eo.  M.  Kandall,  V.  <;.  M.  of 
Massachusetts,  and  I*.  K.  Bishop  of  Wyoming:  and  Xew  Mexico;  M. 
W.  Henry  H.  Swazy,  P.  (i.  M.  of  L<Miisiana  ;  M.  W.  Alexander  Keith, 
P.  «.  M.  of  Nova  Scotia:  and  M.  W.  Robert  S.  UruuM,  p.  <;.  M.  of 
South  Carolina. 
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His  opinionM  or  (lc<'isinnK  arc  nineteen  in  nuinljor,  and  very  jndi- 
eiou8  in  onr  opinion,  except  Xo.  H  wo  do  not  itpprove,  and  was  ob- 
jected to  hy  the  Committee  <in  JnriKj)ruden<»e,  and  the  o1)jc(*tion  wum 
suKtaineil  by  the  (irand  I^uljre,  viz.: 

**  S.  Wlien  charges  have  l)Ocn  presented  against  a  l)rother,  and  he 
has  Ijeen  tried  and  aniuitted  l)y  liis  I^xlge,  no  further  mrtion  can  be 
taken  in  that  case.  It  cannot  1)0  appealed  for  review  Iwforc  tlie  (irand 
Ijodge,  for  there  is  no  one  aggrieve<I." 

Your  Coniinittt»o  are  of  o[)inion  tliat  the  <'om])lainantf  or  any  other 
nieml>er  of  the  Lodge,  can  anpeai  from  tlie  action  of  the  lAKlgo  in 
ticquiting  the  accused.  If  a  brother  has  been  placed  on  trial  for  a 
grave  Masonic  offense,  and  the  <*harges  have  been  clearly  proven,  but, 
by  mistake  in  applying  the  law,  or  through  jmrtiality  of  the  I/<Hlge, 
the  accused  has  been  a<*qnitted,  we  think  the  Lodge,  every  member  of 
it,  and  the  whole  Masonic^  fniteruity  has  Imhmi  **aggrieve<l,"  and  the 
case  should  **  be  api)ealed  for  review  before*  the  Grand  liodge,'-  where 
the  law  can  K»e  properly  enunciated,  and  if  necessary  the  Subordinate* 
Ijodge  comi>elled  to  c(>rrcct  its  errors  so  that  Justice  may  be  done. 
This  view  of  thcMpiestion  se<'nis  to  b<»  in  harmony  with  decision  No. 
l«i,  of  the  current  year.

The  M.  W.  <  Jraiid  I.od^<»  held  its  (7')thi  scventy-lirth  annual  iM>ni- 
ninnif'ation  at  Louisville  <'oninieneinj^  on  the  *JOlh  <»!'  Oetober,  A.  1». 
l."<74,  M.  W.  IJro.  Thus..].  Tiekett,  (irand  Master  presiding. 

The  ]»roeecdin,2:s  as  publislied  furnish  a  hirjre  roint>aetly  printed 
volunio  (inchidinj?  appendix^  of  .VW  paures-a  mass  of  matter  that 
may  well  **^ive  um  pause"  in  dei'idinir  upon  that  whirli  is  most 
worthy  of  n<>tiee  in  the  limited  spa<'e  allotted  to  i-acJi  <irand  I^>d^e  in 
our  neeessarilv  restricted  noti<'es. 

The  <irand  Master's  annual  address  is  sh«»rt  but  very  readable  and 
instrurtive.  W(?  selert  for  quotation  two  <«xtrai'ts.  one  historic-al,  tin* 
other  relating  to  a  charity  conducted  by  that  <;ran<l  Hody,  heretofore, 
with  niarked  success  and  <'redit,  as  follows  : 

Brethren  of  the  <irand  Lodjjje:  Fifty-four  years  a^j^o  Henry  Clay 
was  (irand  Master  of  Mtisons  of  Kentucky,  and  this  <iran<l  IJody, 
with  those  of  Ohio  and  Tcnnessr^e,  were  the  only  («rand  I^odjres  of 
anv  note  in  the  Mississippi  Valley,  and  I  am  (piile  sun*  they  were  tin* 
onlv  ones.  If  the  < irand  l.odjre  of  Kentucky  was  then  a  stalwart 
body,  amontf  similar  ones  upon  this  contiiu»nt,  what  may  b(>  said  of 
her  now  with  her  live  hundred  and  fifty  L<Kl;res,  and  benevolent  pro- 
vision, lier  material  .strcn^^th,  and  the  numerous  and  mighty  (irand 
Ix>dj;es  which  skirt  the  shore  and  lie  aion<^  the  tributaries  of  our 
great  river? 

(irasp  tlu^  fact  that  the  <irand  Lodge  of  Kcntui'ky  sinre  that  time 
sent  one?  of  lier  (iranil  Mast<»rs  to  l»e  the  first  < irand  >faster  of  the 
present  (irand  TiOdge  of  Illinr>is;  that  seventeen  (irand  Orients  be- 
sides our  own,  strong  and  imposing,  gra*-"  the  valley  of  the  Missis- 
sippi, with  more  than  4,">(M)  Iy>dges,  and  considerably  more  than 
±2;VMH»  members.  Ctmtrasting  the  i)r<'sent  with  the  ]»ast,  the  future  is 
to  us  a  sealed  book.  It  seems  like  assuming  the  attributes  of  l»eityto 
oven  foreshadow  our  cr>ming  destiny. 

My  brethren,  notwithstanding  this  glorious  picture,  one  of  which 
we  may  well  be  proud,  another  year  has  vanished,  and,  with  the 
myriads  gone  before,  thousands  of  the  men,  women'and  children  of 
Kentucky,  embracing  many  of  our  oroer,  have  closed  the  brK>k  «)f 
nature  and  passed  from  mortal  ken. 

**Our  fathei*s!  where  are  they?"  Who  tliat  stootl  upon  the  floor  of 
this  (irand  Lodic<*  when   the   illustrious   Clay    pr(>sided,  stands   here 
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tt)-(lay  !  Not  one.  Ainonir  these  sad  memories  and  i)rolitable  refle<'- 
lionsj  one  faet,  full  of  hope  and  joy,  overbalan<*os  all  our  sadness  and 
crrief.  Men  are  born,  and  for  a  few  brief  years  aet  well  their  part,  as 
i  trust  you  are  doin«jf  to-day,  and  then  die.  lint  their  successors  step 
at  onceinto  their  places,  as  we  fill  those  of  our  fathers,  and  the  affairs 
of  life  nu)ve  on  in  the  order  of  Providence  as  if  none  were  l>orn  and 
none  died. 

And,  although  our  fathers  are  jrone.  Masonry  lives.  "The  attentive 
ear  receives  the  sound  from  the  instructive  tongue,  and  the  mysteries 
of  Freenuisonry  are  still  safely  lodged  in  the  repository  of  faithful 
breasts."  When  w<'  and  generations  of  our  successors  are  gone,  it 
will  be  still  true,  and  the  heart  of  the  widow  sings  for  joy,  and  the 
or[)han  will  be  clothed,  fed  and  educated,  the  anxieties  and  troubles 
of  th(»usands  of  brethren  \\  ill  be  motlitied  or  removed  for  centuries 
upon  centuries  to  come!  As  long  as  time  shall  last  Masonry  will 
survive.

During  ujy  olUcial  time  I  have  labor- 
e<l  with  '*  frcdom,  fervency,  and  zeal  "  for  its  financial  sue<*ess.  In 
March  last  I  issued  a  <'ircular  to  all  I^odges  in  the  State,  urging  them 
to  give  St.  .Fohn's  Day  to  raising  funds  IVir  this  blessed  charity,  l>y 
festivals,  fairs,  picnics  or  any  nu»ans  most  suitable  ai.d  convenient  to 
themselves,  ^^'hiIe  my  appeal  was  responded  to  in  a  spirit  of  free- 
handed liberality  by  «[Uite  a  inimber  of  Lodges,  I  regret  that  too  many 
were  heedless  f»f  the  call  in  help  the  widow  and  the  orphan,  and  the 
aggregate  amount  received  fell  far  below  our  just  expectation.  Wluit 
may  be  the  present  conditi(jn  of  th(»  institution,  financially,  I  do  not 
know,  not  having  had  an  t)pportunity  to  converse  with  the  directors 
f)f  the  board  since  I  commenced  the  preparation  of  my  annual  address; 
but,  brethren  of  tluMirand  Lodge,  this  I  do  know,  that  our  honor  as 
Kentucky  Masons  is  ]>ledge<l  to  the  support  of  that  institution.  On 
ace  uint  of  »»ur  liberality  towards  the  "  Home"  in  the  past, our  praise 
isHound(Ml  in  all  lands,  and  «nen  in  the  far  Kast.  across  the  broad  At- 
lanti<'.  the  brethren  iK)int  to  the  <Jrand  I^)dge  of  Keutuckv  and  sav:

The  Grand  Treasurer's  report  is  a  very  full  and  interesting  one. 
Receipts  for  the  year,  *:$9,r):Jl».9J».  Expenditures,  ^5.->,x1l>.49.  Balance 
on  hand,  ^\,i<'J7.bO,  The  resources  of  the  <irand  Lod^e,  incln<ling  the 
above  balance,  are  stated  at  fl(^^<,777..■i(),  and  he  explains  how  this 
handsome  sum  was  obtained,  thus: 

The  large  amount  now  belonging  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  in  the  hands 
of  the  (jirand  Treasurer,  has  been  increased  from  year  to  year  simply 
by  taking  care  of  the  surplus,  and  investing  thesame  securely,  and 
then  n»-investing  its  earnings  every  six  months.  The  larger  propor- 
tion, probably,  of  this  hundred  an<t  odd  thousand  dollars  is  from  the 
dividends  received  upon  its  investments. 

Thus  by  a  little  self-denial,  aided  by  the  i)rudouce,  thrift  and  in- 
tegrity of  its  (;nuid  Treasurer,  the  M.  W.  (irand  I^odge  of  Kentucky 
was  enabled  at  the  Communication  now  under  review,  to  increase  the 
endowment  of  the  "  Miisonic  Widows'  and  Orphans  IJonie,'*  of  Ken- 
tucky by  the  magnificent  gift  of  ;?78,50(),  and  became  entitled  to  nmk 
<irst  in  de(?ds  of  lK?nevolence  among  the  fraternity  of  America.  At 
the  risk  of  having  to  slight  other  portions  of  these  ]>rocecdings,  aiul  to 
bring  this  subject  to  the  attention  of  our  <>rand  Lodge  in  connection 
with  the  a(*i*umulation  of  the  fund,  we  quote.  Just  here,  a  portion  of 
the  exceeilingly  interesting  proceedings  attending  the  reception  of 
the  orphans  by  the  M.  W.  (irand  Lodge.

Grand  Mjistcr  T.  J.  Piclvett  responded  as  follows: 

In  behalf  of  the  (Jrand  Tjodge  of  Kentucky,  I  welcome  you  to  our 
hall  to-day.  The  picture  you  present  is  more' welcome  than  any  words 
you  c^n  say.  It  tells  of  niany  graves  of  Masons  that  are  scattered 
here  and  there,  whoso  dear  children  are  here,  tiie  wards  of  our  bene- 
volent fraternity.

I'jist  tjrand  Mjister  Tilden  related  the  following  incident: 

Some  twelve  month  ago  Land  Mark  Lodge  applied  for  the  admission 
of  Mrs.  Woodridge  and  her  little  children.  The  home  seemed  full  to 
its  capacity  to  accommodate.  We  replied  that  we  would  receive  the 
children,  but  had  no  accommodations  for  the  widow.  Landmark 
Lodge  replied  that  the  moth<*r  was  very  unwilling  to  be  separated 
from  her  children,  and  begged  the  admission  of  the  mother,  stating 
that*she  was  in  the  last  stage  of  consunii)tion  and  ought  to  be  per- 
mitted to  die  with  her  cliihlren  around  her.  We  held  a  meeting  sub- 
serpiently,  and  resolved  to  receive  the  widow,  but  received  a  telegram 
afterwards,  stating  that  at  the  verv  moment  wo  were  deliberating  the 
matter,  the  spirit  of  Mrs.  Woodridge  passed  to  a  better  land.  In  her 
dying  moments  she  bc(|ueathed  us  the  four  children  you  see  weeping 
before  you.  It  is  a  most  precious  trejtsure  of  her  love,  and  I  ask 
you  whether  you  will  ever  sutfer  tlu'in  to  want  for  prr>tection  and 
education.     (A  cry  of /<<>,  no,  went  up  like  repeated  clans  of  thunder.) 

These  children  will  yet  grow  up  to  be  useful  ineml)ers  of  society 
and  living  monuments  of  the  worth  of  the  Mascmic  Order. 

Urotlier  Henderson  last  year  on  a  similar  oc<'asion,  alluded  to  an 
incident  in  the  history  of  the  First  Napoleon,  when  on  a  State  occa- 
sion the  widows  and  orphans  of  his  Old  (iruard  were  pn^scnted,  ami 
rising  from  his  III) i>erial  seat  he  des<'<»nded,  and  stretcliing  his  royal 
hands  over  the  survivors  of  his  <iuard,  he  exclaimed:  '*These  are  the 
i'hildren  of  the  Kmpirc.''  Again  In;  reminded  the  fratemity  that 
these  were  the  chihlren  r)f  Masonry. 

While  Hrother  Tilden  was  speaking  the  little  group  of  four  orphan 
<*hildren  stood  overwhelmed  with  grief  in  the  [)reseiu'e  of  the  <irand 
Ijodge,  nnd  there  was  not  a  dry  eye  in  the  liouse. 

A  recitation  was  given  by  thirty-four  childnMi  :  *' W<?  meet  on  the 
level  and  part  on  the  srjuare."  A  large  representation  of  a  level  and 
square,  surmounted  by  tlu?  symbolic  G,  de<rorated  with  llowers, 
occupied  the  center  of  the  stage.*  Two  boys  at  the  top  of  the  elevated 
seats  held  forth  several  collars  of  the  Graiid  Lodge  Orti«'f»rs  with  the 
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jewelH  attiu'hoil.  The  chiMron  were  urranged  in  two  culuiiins.  Hank- 
ing the  stage,  the  whole  presenting  a  most  beautiful  faOh'aii,  Eai'h 
one  presented  a  letter  with  an  oral  motto,  all  making  when  eoniliine<l 
on  the  symbols  the  sentenee:  *'  We  mi.'et  on  the  level  an<l  part  on  the 
H<iuare."*  A  most  clo<iuent  thing  wa*»  when  one  of  the  little  Wooil- 
ritigo  orphans  stepped  out  to  speak  and  burst  into  a  rtood  of  tean*;  the 
memory  of  mother  and  father  in  the  tomb,  breaking  up  the  fountains 
of  his  tender  and  bereaved  lieart  and  choking  all  ntti^rance.  lie 
e<)iild  i»ot  speak  with  tongue  smd  lip,  but  his  tearful  eyes,  wet  cheeks 
and  heaving  breast  made  U[>  an  oration  far  more  effective  than  t-ould 
Ik?  organ izeil  in  words. 

We  find  in  the  proceedings  a  lew  intimations  of  disagreeable,  if  not 
Jarring  incidents.  The  action  of  Lexington  No.  1,  in  reference  to 
<irand  liodge  lights  in  the  **  Orand  Hall  |>roperty,"  et<\.  but  generally 
peace  and  harmony  prevailed.  ^lay  Heaven's  ri<'hest  blessings 
<le8C'end  upon  and  continue  with  the  <>rand  Lodge  of  Kentucky  for 
her  noble  deeds  ;  done  in  behalf  of  the  tn'r^fi/  and  hrlj>b'ns  :  yet  nnlo- 
lent  of  g<M)d  to  >[asonrv  here  and  everv where.

Jle 
maintains  his  vit^ws  res(dutely  however,  and  has  produceil  a  very 
comprehensive  and  able  reiH)rt.

Tho  M.  W.  <iraiul  Lodf^c  of  T^ouisiana  mot  in  sp(M'ial  ('(Miiiiiunica- 
tion  on  Sunday  the  lioth  of  SeptemlKT,  ls74  to  attend  the  funeral  ob- 
sequies of  tlieir  *'  late  M.  W.  JJro.  an<l  I*.  <i.  M.  William  Martin  Per- 
kins/* and  in  conjunction  with  the  (irand  ''ommandery  of  Knight 
Templars,  consigned  to  the  tomb  with  fitting  honors,  and  in  sjulness 
of  heart  the  l»ody  of  one  of  their  best  and  truest— a  Mason  of  spotless 
rharacter  and  well  earned  fame ! 

A  second  special  was  convened  loth  of  January,  lK7r>,  to  pay  a  last 
tribute  of  respect  to  the  remains  of  their  late  Rrother  and  K.  W.  (trand 
Trettsurer,  William  Stephen  Pike.  On  both  occasions  the  K.W.I). 
a,  M.  John<f.  Flemin^j.presided  as  acting  a.  M. 

On  the  yth  of  February,  A.  \K  1875,  the  annual  communic^Uiou  eon- 
vened,  and  was  opened  in  auiple  form  by  Uro.  Mi-hel  Kloi  <iirard, 
M.  W'.  O.  M.  <  irand  otliccrs  at  their  posts  and  a  fair  attenden<*e  of  V. 
<  J.  oflicors  and  representatives  of  subordinate  rA)dj?e8. 

M.  W.  <«.  M.  <iirard,  delivered  a  lengthy  and  well  considered  ad- 
dress reviewin^^  the  occurrences  of  the  year  in  their  relation  to  local 
interests,  but  frecjuently  treating  of  j^eneral  topics  in  a  manner  both 
interesting  an<l  instructive. 

His  allusions  to  the  *' death  roll,"  are  fedinj,?  ar.d  approj)riate.     He 
is  graphic  and  elo<juent  on   the  <  irand  Temi>lar  rr-uiii<tn  of  1x74,  an 
episode  in  the  History  of  Masonry  entitled  to  commemoration,  we 
think,  even  in  <i.   L.  proceedings.     Xon  payment  of  du(?s  an<l  non- 
aflUiation  are  censured  ;  in  reference  to  the  latter  he  very  justly  rec- 
ommends the  a/>o/<7/oyi  <//  mllfiatlini  fceM^  aiul  re<'ommends  that  non- 
alUliates  bo  allowed  to  i)otition  the  Lodg(»s  of  their  choice  regardless 
of  location  (within  the  Jurisdiction).  Under  the  head  of  **  Va<*aneios— 
Klections,"  he  thus  speaks  of  tin;  status  of  W.  M.,  S.  W.,  A'  J.  W.  in  a 
Lodge,  and  their  correlation  to  the  government  an«l  work  thereof,  and 
opposes  the  idea  of  th<'  inevitable  sticj-ession  of  the  S.  W.  to  the  W. 
M's.  station  vacated  by  death  or  otherwise?  -as  claimed  t^)  be  legitimate 
in  some  jurisdictions.     Conclndiiig  thus— we  (juot<*,  witliout  <'oncur- 
ring  in  his  views  : 
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Boaidos,  I  tliink  tliat  whenever  a  TjO<l^t»  is  <l<»prive«l  of  its  WorHlii|>- 
ful  Master,  or  a  Warden  by  death  or  otherwise,  there  is  a  iieee«8ity 
lor  an  election  to  till  the  vacancy;  th<?  Lodjk^e  sliould  have  all  of  its 
three  j)rincipal  olllcers;  tliey  are  necessary,  the  (inind  Ijodjre  hits 
often  dedareil  that  they  virtually  constitute  the  Tjodire,  witliout  the 
presence  of  one  at  least  of  whom  the  I^)d^e  cannot  l>e  opened  or  any 
work  <lone.  Our  Constitution  requires  them;  two  Ward|L»ns  alone 
would  not  ho  what  the  Constitution  re<|uires,  and  a  Warden  is  not  an 
fullv  qualifiotl  to  preside  over  and  «rovern  a  liod^e  of  Masons,  as  an 
instiilled  W.  M. 

I  must  also  add  that  in  my  judgment  it  is  a  very  serious  error  to 
pretend  that  there  should  he  no  eh'ction  for  W.  M.*l)e<'aus<»  the  S.  W. 
neeeassirily  Kucc(H?ds  to  the  chair  until  the  next  stated  time  of  election. 
That  is  not  the  law,  the  An<'ient  Charj?i»s  contain  no  such  principle 
enunciated  or  even  implied,  and  it  has  never  been  of  any  other  or 
higher  legitimate  authority  than  a  mere  j^eneral  n^^ulation  of  the 
(inuid  T^od^e  of  England,  liable  like  any  other  by-law,  to  be  repealtNl 
or  amended  and,  as  has  l)een  declared  by  this  (jrand  I^>dfre  in  187^1 
having  never  had  authority  of  law  in  Louisiana. 

This  error  has  grown  out  of  the  wrongful  atrt  <>f  some  of  the  Amer- 
ican (» rand  T^ulges  who  re^-eived  their  Masonry  from  Kngland,  and 
accepted  as  true  the  law  that  was  given  them,  and  which  was  the  spu- 
rir>us  c<mstitutions  of  that  illegal  and  rebellious  (irantl  Lodge  in  Eng- 
land, self  styled  "ancients"  composed  of  Masons,  Dermott  amouK 
them,  who  liad  revolted  against  the  legitimate  (irand  Lodge  of  Eng- 
land, whose  true  Constitutions  and  Charges  have  be<»n  <'ompiled  by 
Anderson,  and  whi<*h  l>t»rinott  altered  to  suit  his  purpos(»s,  and  thasi* 
of  his  (irand  I^xlgc. 

We  <|Uote  also  his  remarks  as  to  the 

<'ONlHTI<»N  OKTlIKCUArT  IN   hol' I.sl  AN  A. 

Throughout  our  entire  jurisdiction,  notwithstan<Iing  the  calamities 
that  liave  befallen  us,  and  the  general  prostration  of  business,  f)ur  Imj- 
loved  Order  is  in  a  i)roMperr)us  con<lition  ;  although  there  has  not  been 
as  much  work  done  as  in  other  years,  I  believe  it  is  even  in  a  much 
bett(?r  (;on<lition  than  for  y<'ars  oast.  'Tis  true  our  numbers  may 
have  been  lessened,  but  that  loss  has  be<*n  a  real  gain.  A  numlier  (»f 
<lronesonly  have  been  stricken  from  our  hives,  a  numberof  loiterers 
have  been  taught  that  th<'y  could  no  longer  cat  our  bread  in  idleness 
and  Im?  welcome.  A  new  vigor  nas  been  thereby  instilled  in  the  IkhIv 
of  Masonry  in  Louisiana,  and  much  lessof  its  strength  will  be  wasted 
«)n  ])ad  material  that  has  now  become  useless  rubbish.  From  the  re- 
ports of  \^»ur  (V>nimittee  on  Work,  through  JX.  W.  I5ro.  J.  C.  Gonly, 
who  has  visited  every  part  of  the  State,  an<l  of  1).  1>.  (i.  M's'.  tidings 
<*ome,  corroborative  i»f  this  statement,  and  commendatory  of  our  ex- 
periment in  I>istrict  Lodges  of  Instruction.  Doubtless  the  districting 
can  and  should  be  changed  in  some  lo<-alities  to  facilitate  the  largest 
number  possible  to  attend  the  meetings — and  r)ne  annual  meeting 
w(»uld  be  sutlicient  in  districts  out  of  tlu'  city  of  N<'W  Orleans. 

And  there  our  space  compels  us  to  "rest,"  in  spit<'  of  our  desire  to 
give  further  extracts  from  this  w<'ll-con*4idered  a(hlress. 

We  note  amonu:  the  aetiv(»  committee-men   the  names  of  1*.  (i.  M. 
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Todd  and  Fklt.ows  who  always  have  been  and  will  be  always  at  the 
post  of  duty.    Wo  greet  thcni  as  old  and  Vfilued  friends. 

The  business  of  the  Cirand  Lodge,  though  heavy,  was  promptly  ex- 
pedited and  harmoniously  concluded. 

We  note  the  report  of  the  Deputy  (»rand  Master  and  those  also  of 
the  D.  D.  G.  Ms.  (fourteen  in  number), add  alike  interest  and  volume 
to  these  proceedings. 

DKCISIONS. 

The  M.  W.  (rrand  Master  reports  ten  in  all  from  which  we  select 
the  following  as  of  interest  in  this  and  other  jurisdictions,  viz: 

Under  the  law  of  the  Grand  Lodge  that  it  is  improper  to  allow  any 
secret  association  not  Mjvsonic,  to  hold  meeiings  in  a  lodge  room,*! 
have  refused  to  allow  any  lodge  room  to  l)0  used  for  meetings  of  Gran- 
gers or  Patrons  of  Husbandry,  limiting  the  prohibition  to  the  rooms 
used  for  Mjisonic  purposes.  I  do  not  believe  any  good  can  result  to 
our  Craft  from  throwing  open  our  lodge  rooms  to  profanes. 

FORKIOX   (H)URKSI»ONDENCK. 

This  report  is  an  elaborate  and  interesting  one  and  is  signed  by  the 
Committee,  viz:  Bros.  Wm.  R,  Whitaker,  George  H.  Braughn  and 
llene  Laflbn  de  Ladebat,  who  certainly  have  entitled  themselves  to 
too  much  credit  for  this  well  digested  review,  to  need  the  apology 
with  which  they  <'lose  their  report  and  which  we  quote,  as  follows  : 

We  apologize  to  the  Grand  Lodge  fir  the  length  of  this  report.  We 
undertook  the  work  so  late  in  the  year  that  we  were  compelled  tD  put 
our  copy  in  the  hands  of  the  i)rinter,  without  that  revision  which 
would  have  resulted  in  a  very  <*onsiderable  (rutting  down.  If  wo  have 
<'ommented  freely  upon  tlu;  opinions  ot  our  brothers,  we  have  done 
so  honestly,  not  dogmatically,  nnd  with  a  full  consciousness  of  our 
own  fallibility.  Our  labor  has  been  a  plea.sant  one,  and  the  critical 
study  we  have  given  to  the  year's  Mascmic  Pnx'eedings,  has  caused 
\\*i  to  appreciate  more  thoroughly  than  ever  the  Wisdom,  Strength 
and  Beauty  of  the  Masonic  Institution. 

They  review  the  doings  of  fifty-four  (irand  Bodies  and  thus  liavo 
had  a  more  than  usually  extensive  iield  to  survey. 

The  ])rocee(lings  of  our  Graiul  Lodge  for  187^3— fitty-t hi rd  annual 
connnunication — are  reviewed  in  rr^r/t-vo— alluding  feelingly  and 
sympathetically  to  the  <leath  of  Bro.  Kichard  V\  Knott,  lale  Chairman 
of  Committee  on  Foreign  Corrt^spondence,  an<l  quoting  approvingly 
portions  of  his  last  report. 

We  quote  the  following  in  referen<'e  to  IIun<^»auv,  and  ask  is  it  not 
liarsh  or  illiberal  thus  to  treat  an  overture  for  fraternal  intercourse 
made  in  evident  good  faith  and  amity.    They  say  on  this  topic 

In  our  la^t  annual  report  we  j)ul>liHh(»d  the  petition  of  the  Grand 
Orient  of  Hungary  to  our  Grand  Lodge,  praying  for  recognition.  We 
then  r<»comniended  that  the  petition  be  denied,  be<'aiiso  the  Grand 
Orient  of  Hlmgary  is  the  ollspring  of  that  of  Frau<*e.     Since  then  K. 
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W.  Bro.  Bal<'heloi%  (iniml  Secretary,  h«aM  referred  to  ii»  a  <*oinniimicn> 
tion  from  B.  Ktlward  (iottlioil,  in  wliirh  the  latter  states  that  he  Avai« 
received  with  ^jreat  eordiality  in  IIunjj;ary  hy  the  MaHons  he  came  in 
contaet  with;  that  he  was  elected  **Correspon<lent  and  Grand  Repre- 
sentative" of  the  Grand  Orient  of  Ilnnjjary ;  that  the  constitution  ot* 
this  body  contains  the  following,  as  article  4").  **  The  (inmd  Orient  of 
Hungary  estaV)lishes  no  lod^e  in  foreign  countries  in  which  a  Grand 
Masonic  power  alreatly  exists.  The  (i,  O.  of  II.  does  not  recognize 
lodges  in  Hungary  established  bv  foreign  authority.''  (Bro.  Gott- 
heill's  Translation— Committee. )  lie  states  further,  thot  the  following 
Grand  Bodies  have  recognized  the  G.  ().  of  H.  **The  (Jrand  Orients 
of  France  and  Itidy ;  the  Grand  Ijodges  of  England,  Utah  and  Ala- 
bama, and,  lastly,  the  Supremo  Council  of  the  Southern  .Jurisdiction 
of  the  United  States  of  Americfi."  (As  to  I'tah,  Bro.  (iottheil  is  in 
error— Committee. ) 

On  this  presentation,  Bro.  Gottheil  asks  that  we  reconsider  our  ad- 
verse conclusion,  and  recommend  the  recognition  of  the  (i.  O.  of  H. 

We  have  carefully  <*onsidered  the  ])oints  presented  by  Bro.  Gott- 
heil in  connection  with  our  former  action,  and  we  adhereto  the  same. 
While  we  approve  of  article  45,  in  its  constitution,  we  cannot  lose 
sight  of  the  fm-t,  that  the  Grand  Orient  of  Hungary  emanated  from  a 
body  that  has  assumed  a  hostile  attitude  towarils  the  (irand  I^odge  of 
Ijouisiana,  and  that  in  the  future,  the  a<*tion  and  course  of  tlie  daugh- 
ter must,  necessarily,  be  more  or  less  imbued  V)y  the  prejudices  of  the 
mother. 

We  confess  to  a  very  strong  symj)athy  for  struggling  Hungary  and 
full  faith  in  the  intelligence  and  masonichonor  of  our  Brethren.  They 
will  follow  the  guidance  of  truth  and  justice  even  against  the  lead  of 
France,  or  else  we  overrate  Hungarian  character  and  intelligence. 
We  (juote  also  from  this  report  the  following  information  on  this  sub- 
ject ac<'redited  by  them  to  the  **  New  York  Report,"  viz: 

**  The  irritation  which  has  lieretofore  existed  between  the  two  Hun- 
garian <irand  Bo<lies,  seems  to  have  been  allaye<l.  An  agreement  was 
entered  into  between  them,  of  which  the  iollowing  are  the  principal 
features.  To  induce  the  Hungarian  (iovernment  not  to  permit  the 
formation  of  Masonic  Lodges,  <^x(rept  through  the  two  (xrand  lk)dies 
of  the  Fatherland  ;  to  act  unitedly  against  the  establishment  of  lodges 
by  foreign  Masonic  (J rand  Orients  not  t<»  recognize  lodges  ^'bartered 
by  the  latter;  to  take  the  ne<*essary  steps  to  <*ompel  the  iiregular 
lodges  existing  in  Hungary,  either  to  atliliate  with  one  of  tlie  Grand 
Ix)dges,  or  to  b(?  considered  clandestine. 

The  Gran<l  Lodge  of  Hungary  wjis  re<*ognized  by  the  (irand  Lodge 
T/<»ague  of  <;rerinany. 

But,  while  Mjisonry  is  tolerated  in  Hungary,  an  integral  part  of  Aus- 
tria, it  is  still  under  ban  in  other  i)artsr»f  tliat  Kmpire.  In  vain  have  the 
Masons  of  Vienna  labored  for  a  repeal  of  the  law  against  secret  socie- 
ties. After  miurh  labor  and  many  refusals  they  llnally  obtained  per- 
mission to  establish  the  **  non-political  "  society  Jlmnanitafi^  without 
being  subjected  to  the  surveillance  of  the  police.  Its  purport  is,  to 
collect  the  Masonic  material,  which  is  known  to  dwell  in  Vienna.  Ol 
<'ourse,  lodges  cannot  be  formed,  nor  initiations  thought  of.  Under 
these  circumstances,  it  was  resolved  to  establish  a  lodge  at  Xeudorfel, 
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about  80  inilcH  from  Vii'iina,  on  Ilungariun  soil,  and  und<'r  tlio  pro- 
tection of  the  (Irand  Lod^c  of  Hungary.  The  lo<lgc  is  rapidly  in- 
creasing, an<l  many  of  the  brethren,  who  live  at  Vienna,  attend  its 
meetings  at  a  oouHiderablc  expense  of  time  and  money."

MAINE. 

The  pro<'eedings  of  the  M.  W.  (irand  Lodge  of  Maine  at  its  (.Kith) 
Fifty-sixth  Annual  Communication,  held  at  I'ortland,  May  4tb,  A. 
1>.,  187r),  are  before  us.  They  are  published  in  a  large  volume  of  well 
arranged  matter. 

M.  W.  Bro.  David  Cargill  opene<l  the  M.  W.  (>rand  Lodge  in  ample 
form.  His  annual  address  is  a  full  and  careful  review  of  incidents  of 
the  year  o<*curring  within  his  own  jurisdiction,  and  is  confined  to 
them  mainly. 

He  announces  feelingly  the  deaths  of  M.  W.  Past  (irand  Master 
Timothy  Chase,  (>th  March,  lS7r>,  and  of  K.  W.  1).  I),  (irand  Master 
Samuel  S.  Collier,  14th  September,  1S74,  two  Brethren  of  note  and 
highly  esteemed  leaders. 

He  expresses  judicious  and  well  considered  opinions  on  the  <iues- 
tions  presented  to  him  for  decision,  and  modestly  says  of  his  labors 
mot  light,  we  think,)  "I  have  thus  reported  to  you  in  brief  some  of 
my  lalx)rs  for  the  piust  year.  Imperfect  as  it  is,  my  record  is  before 
vou.'' 

• 

The  business  of  the  (irand  Lodge  seems  to  have  been  dispatched 
with  celerity  and  satisfaction,  in  which,  doubtless,  the  admirable  re- 
ports of  the  olTicei*s,  those  of  the  I).  1).  (irand  Masters  especially, 
<*ontribute  no  little.  We  note  these  reports,  as  an  interesting  and 
leiiding  feature  of  the  i)roceedingM.  The  system  of  1).  Dei)uties  is  of 
undoubted  value  when  all  work  and  report  as  did  those  of  Maine. 

We  note  one  disagre(.^able  occurrence  resulting  in  the  prompt  ex- 
pulsion of  the  offending  W.  J/.,  by  the  (>rand  Lt)dge.  Theoll'ense  is 
not  stated  but  it  looks  as  if  it  might  hav(»  l>eeu  the  **  physical  mani- 
lesUitions"  of  ** spirits,"  the  *'  Uyc"  ones  we  mean. 

FOHKHiN  roIlKKSrONDKNCK. 

The  report  of  Hro.  .losiah  II.  Drummond  wo  review  with  <lilhdence, 
yet  read  with  infinite  pleasure  and  instruction.  We  have  long  been 
familiar  with  his  views— they  are  "opinions  as  is  oi)inions  "  and 
have  been  accustomed  to  give  heed  to  his  masonic  tea<*liings.  He  may 
not  know  it,  an<l  we  make  confession  that  there  is  one,  at  least,  **way 
<lown  in  Alabama"  who  has  marked  his  Masonic  nircer  and  has  been 
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guided  in  doubtful  inomentH  by  hm  miiHOiiie  light  and  experience. 
Haying  this,  we  need  hardly  add  that  his  deliverances  in  the  report 
under  consideration  have  claimed  our  thoughtful  attention,  nor  ucimI 
we  atld  our  endorsement  of  th^  views  expressed  therein. 

The  proceedings  of  Alabama  for  1S74  are  reviewed,  and  the  addn^ss 
and  reports  of  Committees  are  quote<l  from  freely. 

We  quote  Bro.  Drummond's  views  on  tlie  opinions  oxpressea  by 
M.  W.  Hro.  (iirard  of  Louisiana,  in  reference  to  t!ie  su<*cession  of  the 
8.  W.  in  case  of  death  or  removal  by  the  W.  M.,  having  given 
under  **Ix)uisiana,'' the  conclusions  of  liro.  Oirard  on  that  subjeirt, 
(not  quotiTig  however,  all  of  the  opinion  coinbatted  in  the  remarks  of 
Brother  Drummond,  but  whi<'h  arc  sufliciently  presented  in  this  ab- 
stract,) viz.:

**The  whole  of  this  spurious  law  of  an  illegal  (irand  I^)dge,  was  the 
law  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  M&Hsachusetts  and  others,  and  was  pub- 
lished as  such  by  authority,  as  far  back  as  ITi'S,  in  Massachusetts. 
'Tis  from  these  sources,  that  the  false  light  has  come  to  us. 

**  Now  we  have  in  Louisiana  no  general  regulation  or  by-law  on  this 
subje<'t ;  the  general  regulations  (»f  the  Gnind  Ix>dge  of  lilngland  have 
no  authority  here,  and  as  I  neither  wr>uld  nor  could  be  governed  by 
the  Derniott  interpolations,  I  followed  the  only  law  in  force  in  Ijouis- 
iana,  the  AmMent  Charges,  and  my  understanding  of  them  as  herein 
expressed,  and  accepted  the  resignation  of  tlie  W.  >L  of  Louisiana 
Relief  Lodge,  and  or<lered  an  ele(!Hon  for  W.  M. 

•*  This  is  a  proper  subject  for  your  a<*tion,  and  it  were  well  that  ytm 
adopt  some  by-law  for  the  future,  and  determine  wheiher  the  old 
usage  as  ex  pressed  in  the  regulation  of  172<»,  that  of  181'»,  or  the  Dermott 
law  shall  have  force  in  Louisiana." 

No  one  objects  to  the  (inrnd  I^>dgc  of  Louisiana's  adopting  what 
regulation  it  pleases  in  regard  to  this  matter  ;  but  wc  do  object  to  the 
charge  that  the  practice  prevailing  in  other  (irand  Lodges  had  **a 
false  and  wicked  origin,"  and  to  the  statcmcntM  of  the  M.  \\\  Brother 
concerning  the  other  Ameri<'an  Grand  Lodires,  and  especially  that  in 
relation  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Massachusetts.  This  is  the  u»ore  in- 
<*omprehensible  by  us,  for  the  reason  that  the  Grand  Lodge  of  l>ouis- 
iana  witM  formed  by  five  **  tinrirnt'^  ItKlires,  ^-hartered  by  the  Gnind 
Ijodges  (*'an<'ient  ")  of  Pennsylvania  and  South  <'ar(»lina*,  whi<*h  were 
governed  by  the  **  Ahiman  He/.<Mi  "  of  ]>(>rniott.  If  the  **  Dermott 
Constitutions,"  therefore,  are  *♦  a  false  li;rht,*'  it  dul  nut  mm*?  to  I^uis- 
iana  from  the  (irand  L>dge  of  Massa<>husetts.  In  \'t'<\  (littcen  years 
before  the  publication  in  MassariuisettN, )  the  firand  Lodge  of  Penn- 
sylvania oublished  an  '*Aliiman  Hezon,"  as  the  law  of  that  (irantl 
Lodge,  founded  upon  Dermott's,  and  gave  the  law  upon  this  pi)rnt  as 
follows  :  **The  Senior  Warden  succeeds  to  all  the  duties  of  the  Master 
and  fills  the  chair  when  he  is  absent.  Or,  if  the  Master  goes  abroad 
(m  business,  resigns,  (limits,  or  is  deposed,  the  Senior  Warden  sluill 
forthwith  till  his  place  till  the  next  stated  time  of  election.  And  al- 
though it  was  formerly  held,  that  in  such  cases  the  Master's  authority 
ouglit  to  revert  to  the  last  Past  Master  who  is  present,  yet  it  is  now 
the  settled  rule  that  the  authority  devolves  ujmmi  the  Senior  Warden, 
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and  in  hin  aljHcnce  upon  tli(»  Junior  Warden/'  ThiK  continued  to  l>o 
the  law  of  the  (irand  Lodge  or  PenuHylvania  until  long  after  the  Grand 
IxHlgc  of  LouiHiana  wan  formed,  and,  therefore,  until  that  time,  the 
lodf/rjt  chartered  fii/  her  in  Loaitsimm  were  f/orcrned  ffi/  it.  And  in  the 
**  Ahiman  Rozon,"  purporting  to  liave  iSoen  adopted  fn/  the  Grand 
lAxIffe  uf  Litnisiana  on  March  27,  1813,  the  law  in  stated  in  preci»cly 
the  Ranio  words  given  in  the  first  two  sentences  wo  have  quoted  from 
the  Pennsylvania  Ahiman  Ue/x>n.  We  repeat,  this  "false  light*'  did 
not  come  from  Massa<'husctts. 

But  is  it  **afals(i  light?"  Did  it  h:ive  *'a  false  and  wicked  origin?** 
Was  Dermott  its  author?  It  is  undoubtedly  true  that  up  to  172:i  the 
authority  of  a  Mjister,  in  rjise  of  a  va<'an<'y,  was  held  to  revert  to  the 
last  Master  present.  \\\\i  on  Nov.  li.'),  \1'1'\  it  was  agreed  **That  if  a 
Maat<M' of  a  partitnilar  r^odge  is  deposed  or  (limits,  ihe  Senior  War- 
<len  shall  forthwith  hll  the  Master's  chair  till  the  next  time  of  *'choo8- 
ing."  This  is  found  in  tht^  second  edition  of- 1  Mr/r/v<r///*^<^)nstitution8, 
published  before  the  **  illegal  and  rebellious  (JrancI  Lmlge'*  had  an 
existenrc.  hermott  published  his  work  in  17.'>(l,  an<l  a  se<'ond  edition 
in  17*>4  ;  tlie  former  we  have  not  before  us,  but  in  the  latt(^r,  the  very 
words  in  And(^rson  are  copied  in  part.  In  the  lifth  edition  of  Ander- 
son's Constitutions,  publish(>d  in  1782  under  the  san<'tion  of  the  old 
< fraud  Ijodge,  the  rule  is  stated  in  these  words:  •*  If  the  Mjister  of  a 
particular  I^odge  should  die,  resign  or  be  deposed,  the  Senior  Warden 
shall  lorthwith  till  the  Master's  chair  till  the  next  time  of  election." 
Xhi«  rule,  therefore,  (for  many  years  in  force  in  I^misiana,)  was  a 
regulation  of  the  original  (*rand  I^)dge,  did  not  originato  with  the 
**  illegal ''  Grand  Lodge,  and  was  no  interpolation  of  Dermott's. 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  Mass^ichusetts  was  formed  in  171>2,  by  the  union 
of  two  Gran<l  I^idges,  one  formed  by  the  authority  of  the  original 
<trand  liOdge  of  England,  and  the  other  by  the  authority  of  the  (irand 
liOdge  of  Scotland.  The  **  illegal  and  rebellious  Grand  I»dgo  "  hatl 
no  part  or  lot  in  the  matter.  It  is  true  that  the  Grand  I^dge  of 
Scotland  recognized  tudh  the  Knglish  (irand  Lodges,  and  that  the 
"Ancient"  Masons  in  Mitssachusetts  hailed  under  the  Scottish 
<yrand  l^xlge.  But  at  the  union  in  171>2,  the  method  of  work  of  the 
*'St.  Jolin's  Grand  i^odge "  wjis  re(*ommeude<l  to  existing  Lodges, 
and  enjoined  upon  all  new  Lodges.  This  shows  that  the  new  (irand 
rx)dge  inclined  to  the  so-called  *' l^Iodern '' rather  than  to  the  "An- 
cient" system.  A  JJook  of  Constitutions  was  published  in  1793,  in 
which  the  old  charges  are  copied,  almost  word  for  word,  from  the 
fifth  edition  of  An<lerson.  And  the  Constitutions  of  17!»8,  which, 
according  to  our  M.  W.  Brother,  are  "  th<^  spurious  law  of  an  illegal 
Grand  Lodge,"  were  compiled  from  various  sources.  They  contain 
internal  evidencre  that  their  author  had  consulted  Anderson,  Der- 
mott, Preston  and  the  Pennr.vlvania  Ahiman  Uezon  ;  and  a  <'nreful 
comparison  with  the  lifth  edition  of  Anderson,  fails  to  disclose  any 
IK>int  in  whi<*h  the  two  an?  in  conllict.  We  apprehend  that  if  «».*/ 
(irand  I^odge  has  (^vt^r  b(?en  governed  by  "  the  spurious  law  of  an 
illegal  (irand  T-«odgc,*'  it  is  the  (irand  Lodge  of  Louisiana  rather  than 
MoJt.Ha  ch  u.HcttA, 

Brother  Drummond  discusses  with  marked  ability  many  fjuestions  of 

interest  in  the  jurisdiction  and  we  would  gladly  rei)roduco  his  views,  as 

for  instance  on  the  real  status  of  an  "  expelled  "  when  the  action  of  the 

l/0<lge  expelling  is  reviseil   by  the  (irand  Loilge,  on  an  appeal,  and 
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other  topij***,  Imt  wo  lack  space  an<l  rchurtaiitly  (lcsi>*t  from  further 
quotations.

MARYJ.ANI>. 

NVe  have  l>efon?  us  th(»  proceedin^r^  of  the  annual  connnunicjuionof 
the  M.  W.  <i.  I.od^e  of  Maryhmd,  held  at  Baltimore,  November  l«'»th 
and  17th,  A.  1>.  1.^7">,  in  a  pamphlet  of  very  modest  proportion  com- 
pared with. those  from  other  Grand  Hodies.  It  is  neither  pretentious 
in  size  or  execution — though  phunly  printed  it  gives  with  metliodand 
«dearness  the  nee<led  information  as  to  the  doinjrs  of  the  session. 

The  (irand  I/odge  was  opened  in  ample  form  by  M.  W.  f  J.  M.  John 
H.  Latndje,  who  delivered  a  short  but  <'0!nprehensive  annual  ad- 
«lreHs. 

He  alludes  to  subjects  which  are  mainly  of  local  si«rnillcan<*e,  and 
interest,  on<"  of  which  however,  the  refusal  of  one  Lodire  to  ^ive  tin* 
rer|uisite  constitutionarre(*oinmeudation  for  the  tbrmation  of  a  new 
Lodjre  in  its  vicinity,  assunu^s  a  serious  jtsptM-t  if  we  mayjudji^c  from  the 
earnestness  with  which  the  M.  W.  discussos  the  (piestion  involvinj?the 
power  of  the  H.  M.  tosusp<»nd  in  emerjrencios<'onstitutionalediets.  He 
presents  tbe  twf>  subjects  in  close  <-onnection,  and  wc  suppose  he  has 
liad  to  deal  with  a  Lodge  so  ileficieut  in  magnanimity  ius  to  disregsinl 
the  rights  and  interests  of  neigldi<»ring  Brethren,  which  sometimes 
happens  (?ven  in  Masonry. 

We  quote  his  views  as  to  the  "  <iran«l  Masters  prerogative,"  as  fol- 
lows : 

The  occasion  IS  not  inopnnrtune  for  the  cirand  Master  to  express, 
here,  his  opinion  in  regard  to  what  he  has  already  called  his  Supreme 
Prerogrative— his  power  to  override  a  constitutional    ])rovision,     l»a- 


o 
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ting  as  Masonry  does  lonjf  anterior  to  tlie  adoption  of  written  limits 
to  supreme  authority,  and  finding  tlie  authority  of  its  Grand  Mat^ters 
in  an  unwritten  law' essentially  traditional,  and  known  as  the  Ancient 
I^nd  Marks,  all  constitutional  forms,  when  w  hat  we  now  call  consti- 
tutions came  into  use,  necessarily  received  their  validity  and  binding 
force  from  the  power  of  those  who  adopted  them  ;  and  these  being 
the  subordinate,  of  the  order,  to  permit  them  to  be  absolute  in  their 
legislation  would  be  to  admit  the  authru-ity  of  the  inferior  to  impose 
laws  upon  the  superior.  Fully  ret^ognized  as  this  view  is  in  the  sub- 
ordinate Lodges,  to  say  that  the  (»rand  Lodge  and  the  (irand  >raster 
being  the  creature  of'thn  subordinates  could  exercise  no  authority 
that  the  subordinates  di<l  not  in  terms  grant,  would  be  to  take  from 
the  <irand  Lodge  its  dignity  and  make  it  the  servant  in  place  of  being 
the  master.  To  carry  the  rule  of  the  subordinate  Lodge  wliich  makes 
the  Master  supreme  and  without  having  his  decisions  impeached 
there,  into  the  (fraud  I^)dfirc  is,  as  api>ears  to  your  Grand  >rastcr,  the 
only  safe  rule,  consistent  with  the  spirit  of  the  ^fasonic  Order  and 
with  the  An<"ient  I>and  Marks. 

And  in  the  judgment  of  the  (irand  Muster,  this  view  of  his  ]>ower 
is  practically  the  best  and  the  wisest.  There  are  few  human  laws  tliat 
may  not  be 'made  at  times  to  operate  injustice— and  carefully  consid- 
ered even  as  every  article  of  our  Constitution  has  been,  it  caii  still  be 
understooil  that  it  may  be  made  to  work  injury  to  the  Order,  if  tliere 
is  no  paramount  authority. 

The  business  of  the  session  was  neither  large  or  intricate  and  was 
speedily  dispatched.  The  reports  on  finance  indicate  a  healthy  pro- 
gress in  the  liquidation  of  debts  heretofore  troublesome,  and  we  see 
in  the  figures  footing  the  annual  income  ample  means,  if  economi- 
<'ally  used,  to  remove  all  such  obstacles  to  prosperity  and  indepen- 
dence.

This  report  is  signed  by  15ro.  John  M.  Carter,  and  Lawrence  Sang- 
ston,  and  reviews  briefly  the  i)roccedings  of  forty-one  o rand  bod- 
ies, including  those  of  Alabama  for  1S7:J.  ? 

The  fact  that  no  one  on  behalf  of  our  own  <»raiid  I^odge  appears 
among  the  list  of  representatives  near  this  Grand  Jk>dy,  nor  luis  a 
successor  been  yet  appointed  to  fill  the  vacancy  caused  by  the  death 
of  our  late  P.  G.  >L  Coates,  who  was  its  Kepresentative  in  our  juris- 
diction, we  reproduce  as  worthy  of  attention,  and  recommend  pro])er 
a<"tion  in  the  matter. 

The  report  is  an  intelligent  condensation  of  the  proceedings  review- 
ed, and  is  thus  likely  to  claim  the  perusal  of  more  readers  than  tin* 
more  elaborate  productions  of  other  committees.

MASSACIIU.SETTS. 

The  proceedings  of  tlio  M.  W.  Grand  Ix>dge  of  ^fassuehusetts  at 
the  quarterly  cn^mmunication,  September  J»tli,  IKTrl.  The  annual  com- 
munication December  Mh,  1874,  and  of  tlie  **  quarterly/'  January  l>th, 
also  two  specials  held  severally,  June  17,  and  July  :Jd,  1S7,>,  all  held 
in  the  city  of  Boston. 

These  proceedings  illustrating  the  doings  of  that  **  Ancient  and 
Honorable  Institution,"  guided  by  her  des<-endcnts;  Brethren  re<'Og- 
ni7^  in  all  Jurisdictions  as  well  fitted  by  character  and  intelligence  to 
sustain  the  well  earned  fame  of  the  venerable  (irand  I^dge  of  Mas- 
sachusetts; we  approach  with  equal  pleasure  and  caution.  Pleased 
to  cull  from  the  well  printed  records  the  information  wc  seek,  and 
cautious  how  wo  heed  the  lessons  and  example  of  a  Cirand  liodv  so 
recently  celebrating  its  {\4lf<t)  one  huiulred  and  fort j/'JirM  aniversari/. 
The  *' quarterly  "  of  9th  September  was  a  communication  devoted 
mainly  to  internal  affairs.  Jurisprudence,  iVc,  thus  operating  as  we 
judge  in  the  design  of  these  convocations,  to  relieve  the  annual  meet- 
ings of  burdensome  details,  and  give  more  speedy  redress  to  wrongs, 
grievances,  etc. 

The  annual  communicati<m  f>f  Det^ember  IHli,  was  an  occasion  of 
general  interest  and  labor.  M.  W.  G.  !M.  Sereno  Dwight  Nickerson 
presided,  and  delivered  a  very  able  address  reviewing  the  events  of 
the  year  his  labors,  its  finances,  etc.  Of  the  many  annual  addresses 
submitted  to  us,  wc  give  precedence  to  this  for  metho<l,  clearness  and 
precision  in  treating  of  and  suggesting  subjects  for  deIil)eratioii. 

Two  characteristics  of  Masonry  attract  our  attention  at  all  times, 
and  claim  nearly  equal  respect.  Its  history  and  its  charity,  and  wc 
are  apt  to  quote  deliverances  involving  those  topics.  <r.  M.  Nicker- 
son is  compelletl  to  favor  appropriations  to  rc^produce  histor- 
ical rc<M>rds  in  opposition  to  the  views  of  others  who  claim 
the  funds  as  dedicated  to  relief,  and  thus  expnMM*s  his  views,  (which 
likewise  ass<'rt  the  fact  of  history  as  to  the  nrii/in  <>/  Mnsonrif  Pn  th»M 
fonntrf/),  viz.: 

**The  last  objection  of  the  Committee  is  that  whi<'h  declares  that  our 
funds  are  sa<'redly  dedicated  to  the  poor  and  indigent.  To  this  pro- 
position  I    beg  to  dissent   most  emphatically.     Having  already  ex- 
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prewted  my  viewK  an  to  th**  iiaturo  and  obJcotH  of  our  InHtitution,  I 
will  only  ohservo  hero,  that  tlioui^h  it  is  bonrvolent  in  its  intiuiiionH, 
and  soolcH  to  insure  m<»rality  anions  itn  nion)lN>rH,  itH  Iiigli  object  or 
diHtinguishin^  cliaractoristii'  is  to  fiiltivato  tlie  Nociai  virtuosi  and 
)»rinjr  niankiii<l  tojjctiior  in  tlie  l)onds  of  l)n»tli(>rliood.  Kverythin>f 
that  will  tond  to  incroaso  its  scx'ial  condition  should  \h^  in:ulo  Hiilwor- 
vient  to  tliat  vml.  If,  tii(»n»fon.»  tlic  oponiny:  of  tho  pa>(('s  of  our  paHt, 
and  prosentin^f  tiio  virtues  tIi(>r(>on  n»cordcd,  as  ('\aui[>les  to  our 
Hretliron  of  to-day  au<i  tiK'ir  su<*tM»ssors,  will  coutributo  to  that  <*<$uicn- 
tiition  which  will  unite  thcni  *  into  oni^  sacred  band,  or  society  of 
friends  and  nn>thers/  any  means  tluit  w(»  <'an  connuand,  to  eiree't  an 
oWect  so  desirable,  will  not  be  n)isaj)plied/' 

The  ar^runient  of  Hrother  ]|(>ard  seems  conclusiv(>;  l»ul  no  action 
wan  tiiken  i>y  the  <irand  FiOdjre.  Proiiably  its  [loverty,  r»ut  not  its 
wiU,  (Ti>nsente*l  to  adhere  to  the  previous  con<'lusion.  Ibit  our  Hnan- 
<*ial  condition  is  gradually  jjrowlnjjf  stronjjjer.  Wo  no  lony:er  netMl  to 
f(K»l  any  anxiety  as  to  the  payment  of  principal  or  interest  of  our  debt, 
antl  the  time  is  rapidly  aj)pfoachinK  when  W(<  may  feel  warranted  in 
ap[>ropriatin};  such  sums  as  may  b(>  n(>cessary  for  iMir])os<>s  le^itini- 
atelv  requirin^JT  the  <'are  and  attention  of  the  (irand  l^)d^e  and  not  im- 
nieiliately  <'onnected  with  its  pressing  necessities  and  liabilities*. 
Prominent  amon^  these  obJ(»cts  is,  in  my  judgment,  the  maintenance 
of  the  claim  of  M:tssachus<'tts  lo  havtrbeen  the  fountain  head  from 
which  spranjr  lh<»  Masonry  of  this  country,  after  the  rti-or^aiuxation 
in  Kn^iund  in  1717.  This  claim  has  recently  b<H»n  attacked  from 
various  quarters ;  in  sjnue  <*ases  by  young  Brethren  whom  a  **  little 
knowledge"  has  le<l  l«>  hasty  an<i  unwarranted  conclusions,  and  in 
other  cases  by  some  who  are  from  inclination,  habit  and  very  nature 
unl>elievers  aiid  destructives,  ellectual  answi'r  to  these  assailants,  and 
the  only  nvv.  with  our  digiuty,  is  the  [U'oduction  of  such  evi<lence. 

He  thus  rectu'ds  theevidencesof  prosperity  within  his  Jurisdiction  ; 


condition.     Th(»  study  of  tlw  ritual   luis  been  prosecuted  with  greatly 
increjised   zeal  and   industry.     Visits   have   b(»t»n   exchanged    by  the 


(dlicers  and  most  a<*live  members  mu<-h  more  generally  aiul  fre- 
<iuently  than  heretofore.  As  a  natural  result  generous  emulation  has 
been  aroused  and  a  marked  improvenu'nt  in  the  work  has  followed. 

The  report  of  the  Auditing  Committee  shows  a  n<'t  indebtednesH  of 
^2I»S,.554.51  (for  the  Masonic  T<'mple  we  pn'sunuM,  but  it  does  not  seem 
lo  cause  uneasiness,  being  pr(»tected  by  a  large  incr)m(*  from  rents,  etc.

The  siM'cial  ot'  July  :Jd,  ls7.'>,  was  c()nven(Ml  *'  t*>r  the  ]>nrposeof  eoni- 
niemoratin;;  th(>  centennial  cclehration  of  that  day.  when  our  illus 
triouH  Hrother  <M»n.  <»eor;re  NNasiiin^t^m,  under  tin'  old   Kim  at  C'am- 
liridjrc  assumed  the  command  of  Ihc  <'n|(tnial  I'orces,*'  another  ^reat 
evi'Ut  worthily  celehrated  ! 

We  quote  a  lew  of  th(?  historical  relcienccs  found  in  the  speeeli  of 
M.  W.  <i.  M.  lOvcrett.  madt?  in  response  to  tln^  toast  Ihe  <Jrand  Lod^u 
of  Massa<'husetts,  viz: 

The  Society  of  Freemasonry  feels  a  d<"cp  interest  in  everything? 
relating  to  the  nu'mory  of  Washinirton,  Ibr  lie  in  his  lifiMime  was  a 
friencl  and  patron  of  our  Society,  and  one  of  its  most  honored  and 
rc^vered  nuMnhers.  The  vear  after  he  was  horn  Fr(»(Mnasonrv  was  es- 
tahlished  at  ISoston  hy  th(?  Warrant  of  Viscount  Montajjue,  then 
(■rami  Master  of  lOn^land. 

Henj:unin  I'Vanklin,  then  residim;  at  IMnhidelpliia,  derived  his 
jW»wiTs  to  estahlish  the  So<'iety  in  I'ennsylvania,  from  Hoston,  ami 
Iweanie  <  Jrano  Master  of  that  State.  In  17^2,  at  Fr(Hh»ricksl>urjr,  Vir- 
ginia, (ieorj^e  Washinjj:ton,  as  the  rec(»rd  now  in  existen«'(?  attests,  wjim 
initiated  into  the  Fraternity  in  a  Loil^e  organized  hy  the  warrant  of 
Thonuis  OxnanI,  of  Hoston.  I*n»vincial  (Jrand  Master. 

In  tliose  early  davs  of  the  Society's  exist(MU'e  in  America,  it  hud 
won  the  respei't  and   rei^ard  of  all  j^ood  <-iiizens.     Governor  Heleher 
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was  one  of  its  prom  incut  and  inlluential  members,  and  both  here  and 
in  the  province  ot*  Xow  Jersey  exhibited  publicly  his  attachment  to 
the  Fraternity. 

We  cannot  attempt  in  this  personal  sketcli  of  Mr.  Ilandolph  to  give 
a  i)ortraitnre  of  the  events  of  those  times,  or  of  the  influences  that 
produced  them,— snflice  it  to  say,  that  there  is  an  unwritten  history 
of  the  silent  influences  of  Masonry  in  i)rodacinjjr  the  politi(!al  associ- 
ations of  that  period.  The  mighty  Jirotherhootl  of  Masonry,  ever 
the  friend  of  freedom,  wjis  omnipotent  for  good." 

Here  in  Massachusetts  many  of  the  leading  spirits  of  the  Revolu- 
tion, such  as  Warren  and  Revere,  were  presiding  over  our  (Jrantl 
Ijodge.  The  history  of  the  meetings  at  the  (ireen  Dragon  Tavern, 
and  the  inlluen<'e  oV  this  So<Mety  in  bringing  about  and  shaping  the 
Revolution,  liave  yet  to  be  written.  But  tliat  this  influence  wiis  strong 
and  controlling,  is  beyond  all  cjuestion.  How  much  Franklin  ac- 
(•omplished  through  the  Fraternity  of  France,  in  the  Lodges  in  which 
ho  received  many  an  ovation,  tlu;  world  does  not  know. 

After  Washingtcm  became  a  member  of  the  An<'ient  and  Honora- 
ble Society  of  Freemasonry,  lie  continued  until  his  death  to  be  its 
firm  and  devoted  i'riend.  The  doings  of  the  Society  have  not  been 
open  to  the  public  gaze,  yet  it  is  a  fa<'t  worth  considering,  that  during 
all  the  eventful  life  of  Washington  he  was  surrounded  by  members  of 
this  Fraternity.  Nearly  all  the  <ieneral  Oflicers  of  the  J^evolution 
were  Masons^  This  was  c<|ually  true  of  the  members  of  the  tirst 
(Congress.  Nearly  all  of  the  signers  of  the  I)e<'laration  of  Iu<le|>en- 
dence  were  actives  members  of  our  Society  ;  an<l  the  President  of  the 
first  Continental  Congress  was  (irand  Master  of  Masons  in  Vir- 
ginia. 

MICHr(iAN. 

We  have  a  ropy  of  the  published  proreedingf.  of  the  M.  W.  <irand 
Lodge  of  Michigan,  which  assembled  in  annual  communication  at 
Detroit,  on  Tuesday,  the  2»Uh  of  .January,  A.  1).  is?.'),  and  which  M. 
W.  (i.  M.  William  I^.  Webber,  presided,  all  (J rand  Oflicers  present, 
and  a  constitutional  (juorum  of  I^odges  represented. 

The  annual  address  of  M.  W.  G.  M.  Webber,  is  long  an<l  reviews 
with  al)ility  the  transactions  (tf  the  year,  sugg(»sts  many  topics  for 
consideration  and  treats  with  frankness  and  intelligence  several  ques- 
tions of  general  interest,  lie  reports  decisions  in  **extenso,*'  on 
twenty  "questions,"  mainly  however  of  local signilican«*c  and  utility; 
but  answered  with  fulness  of  explanation  as  well  as  j-orr<'ctness  quite 
characteristic  and  cf)mmenda))le. 

We  (juotc  a  portion  of  his  remarks  on 

NON-AKFIM  ATION. 

IIr)\v  to  enforre  affiliation  seems  to  be  a  question  which  is  now  at- 
trat'ting  much  attention  throughout  the  different  Grand  Jurisdictions. 
From  tlie  remarks  of  some  on  this  subject,  one  might  suppose  that 
the  prin<*i[)le  object  of  the  <'reation  of  Lo<lges  was  to  eolle<*t  dues, 
in  one  State  they  have  provided  that  unless  all  non-afriIiate<l  Mjisons 
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within  (heir  Jurisdiction,  witlnii  throo  months  aflor  notirr,  tronncot 
themsi'lvcH  witii  souie  Lod^o,  tho  subordinate  l^od^eslnill  i*xpol  them 
from  ail  tlie  rijjchts  and  ^>rivilrj^('s  of  >rasonry,  and  others  have  gone 
nearly  as  far  in  tliis  dirortion.  They  should  ^f)  a  little  fartlior  to  i»e 
eonsistont,  and  rrtfm'rr  Lfsd^os  to  recoivo  theui  on  a]>pli<'ation.  But 
to  be  Mitsotn<*,  they  should  coase  this  warfan*  against  non-atliliated 
Masons.  Masonry  existed  before  Locijres,  and  Lod^e  <lues  were  not 
thouf]:ht  of  until  a*  recent  period  of  our  history;  and  T  thinlv  it  is  l)ut 
proper  to  say  that  this  <'rusade  a><ainst  non-alViliated  Masons 
IS  an  innovation  in  the  iM)dy  of  Masonry.  Non-alliliation  is  an  evil, 
l)ut  it  is  one  that  cann(»t  be*correct<'d  by  force. 

I  agree  entirely  that  **ev«?ry  Mason  ouj^jlit  to  be  a  member  of  a 
T-fOdge.''  This  is  declared  as  a  duty  resting  upon  him.  In  iheexenrise 
of  that  charity  towanl  our  Ilrethren,  which  we  jirofess,  J  think  we 
are  bound  to  assume  that  every  Mason  will  be  a  member  of  a  Lodge 
unless  he  has  a  ^ood  re:isou  tor  not  being.  Let  us  !iold  non-atliliated 
Masons  strictly  to  their  duty,  and  ref|uire  of  them  an  observan<*e  of 
the  moral  law,  and  in  case  of  their  failure  in  this  regard,  tr(>at  them 
ais  members  of  liOtlges  in  a  like  cas«'  should  be  treaie<l,  with  disci- 
pline, even  to  the  extent  of  expulsion,  if  it  ln'  nectvssarv  to  purge  the 
I'raft. 

lie  cautions  judi<'iously  and  forcibly  againsi  the  u>e  of  im])roper 
material  f(»r  Initiates,  and  also  the  dis<'Ussion  of  or  disputes 
on  religious  <(uestions.  Ib^  states  the  Nfasonic  Creed  to  be  Faith, 
Hope  and  Charity — its  |>rolession.  Brotherly  Love,  Relief  and 
Truth;  its  principles,  Temperance,  J^'ortitude,  l*ru<h?n<*e  and  Justice, 
and  thus  all  in<iuiries  may  be  answered  and  '-outroversy  as  to  religion 
avoided  in  our  intercourse  with  others. 

We  quote  a  reconnnendation  from  the  Committee  on  .Juris])rudenee, 
which  suggests  an  improvement  in  the  reports  of  Subordinate  Lotlges, 
which  we  heart il\'  approve,  viz.: 

Again,  the  Ctrand  Lixlge  has,  under  certain  cir«  uujstances,  a 
revcrxionarif  i ntert'}<f  in  all  theesUite,  real  and  personal,  !ield  and  owned 
l»y  its  constituent  Lodges;  it  is,  therefore,  proper  that  this  (irand 
liody  should  l>e  advised  as  ofi«»n,  at  least,  as  once  ji  year,  of  the  pre(*ise 
tinan(*ial  situation  and  condition  of  its  several  constituent  JiOdges. 

The  proceedings  indicate  a  busy,  but  harmonious  session,  mh  well 
as  the  general  prosperity  of  the  Craft. 

i>isi»f:n>ations 

For  the   formation   of  seven   new    liOdges   were  granted  during  the 
vear. 
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The  appendix  presents  a  very  interesting  report  un<lcr  this  head, 
from  the  able  pen  of  K.  W.  Brother  Foster  Fratt,  Grand  Secretary  and 
c'j-'Ojficio  Chairman,  who  reviews  with  nnirked  skill  the  proceedings 
4)f  forty-seven  Grand  Boilies. 
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ThoHO  of  Alab:;niu  for  l^S,  receives  fratornal  aiul  afvc»ptablc  iiotice. 
We  quote  his  ohjectioiiH  to  one  of  P,  (t.  M.  Johnsoirs  rulinirs,  viz.: 

Ilavinj;  roi)ortotl  his  rrfusal  to  graiic  a  nisponsation  to  roiifer 
degrees  without  the  usual  dehiy,  ho  adds:  **  Tfie  (J rand  Mtt^lrrhaM  no 
right  to  i».Kne  auch  a  Disprjisatinn.-'  Kroni  1721  down  to  datt?  this 
power  has  lioen  exercised,  and  our  best  Masonit*  Jurists  have  aj^reed 
that  the  (Irand  Master  has  the  *' right "  to  exen-ise  it;  but  whether 
the  ri^ht  lias  always  been  wiselff  used,  is  (juite  another  matter.  On 
goml  ji:rounds,  and  lor  many  reasons,  this  right  may  and  should  be 
maintained ;  but  all  will  agree,  that  it  should  be  exert.'ised  only  in  the 
inter*'^(f<  of  MaMonri/  and  not  for  th<»  accommodati<m  .of  indiridualM 
suddenly  smitten,  not  by  the  beauties  <if  Masiuiry,  but  with  the  i<lea 
that  they  <*an  turn  it  to  aeeount. 

And  are  eomj)cllod  to  assent  to  the  general  principles  enunciated  by 
the  reviewer.  It  is  a  very  readable  report,  but  we  cannot  spare  more 
8pae(t  to  it  than  is  recpiisite  t(»  reproduce  his  dosing  remarks,  whi<'h 
are  alike  intelligent  and  appropriate,  as  follows  : 

That  the  world  is  beginning  to  feel  a  real  respect  for  Masonry,  ami 
that  it  is  increasing  in  intluem^e  and  moral  power  are  doubly  dmion- 
Htrated  bv  the  increase  and  character  of  its  vmiuirs.  and  bvthe  in<'rease 
and  character  of  its  frinnln.  Jf  now,  we  simultaneously  and  undevi- 
utingly  kect) 

"Our  iove  for  these- -our  peace  wiili  IIhim*;" 

and  if  we  prove  to  the  worbl  that  MiLsonry  is  morality- -a  morality 
that  i^  proiitable  to  all  and  hurtful  to  none-  by  lirst  demon.stratiiig 
that  the  individual  Mason  is  always  a  tolerant,  peaceable,  honorable, 
and  usiMul  man,  meddling  with  no  man's  business,  politics,  or  religion, 
but  humbly  and  sincen*ly  striving  to  perform  a  manly  fluty  to  Ood, 
his  neighbor  and  himself— then,  in<le**<l,  we  shall  have  dune  well- 
well  for  ourselves,  well  f<ir  Masonry,  and  well  for  the  wt>rld.  For  i>y 
a  beautiful  provision  of  the  law  of  morals,  he  who  does  his  individual 
duty  to  the  highest  degree,  not  only  reeeives  in  himself,  but  confers 
on  all  others  tlie  highest  benefit  in  his  power  to  bestow  :  and  thus  it 
will  be  with  each  of  us— tlie  same  MVort  that  ])urifies  our  personal 
ehara<*ter  an<l  lile  will  help  to  teach  the  world —evr-ii  the  enemies  of 
Masonrv— if  not  to  know  as  we  know,  at  least

I'AST  (JUANI)  MASTMK    AliKllKI*    KLISUAAMKS. 

The  first  (irand  Mjistor  of  the  (iran<l  Lodge  of  MinneKt)ta  -a  Miisou 
good  and  tru(j — honored  and  useful  in  life— lamented  and  n'V(»red  in 
death.  He  gives  an  interesting  report  of  the  work  for  the  year,  says 
**  wo  are  able  to  speak  of  a  Masoni<^  year  of  more  than  usual  prosper- 
ity^" »  »  »  *»  tii(>  pecuniary  <*ondition  of  our  Lodges  as  a  \\  hole  has 
improved,  and  while  unusual  riirr:  has  hoen  t»xercised  in  the  sckM-tion 
or  material  for  our  Mysti<*  Temple,  tlu?  numbers  of  our  Lodges  and 
members  have  greatly  augmented." 

His  "  Decisions  "  areipiite  numerous  but  lo<ral  in  tl]cir  application, 
for  the  most  part. 

He  is  justly  sev(}re  in  <lcn()un<'ing  the  practit-e  <)f  *' hurrying  the 
work,"  and  we  ({uotu  a  brief  extract  as  a  spe<Mmen  ol  liis  ahle  and 
pertinent  remarks  on  that  sul>ject,  viz: 

When  the  students  of  our  institutions  of  l(»arning^ar(;  permitted  in 
their  studies  to  hecome  surface  skimmers,  the  re'sult  is  thr(^e-foid. 
Ist.  Their  knowIcMlge  of  the  books  studied  will  always  be  very  <le- 
fectiveand  superficial;  for  in  al't^^r  years,  in  the  great  majority  of 
cases,  they  will  neither  have  the  time  or  disposition  to  review.  iM. 
The  tendency  is  to  make  them  in  all  time  tocomesuperticial  in  every- 
thing; and  8d.  Upon  the  1)asis  that  wo  feel  little  interest  in  thai  of 
which  we  have  little  knowledge,  they  will  never  enter  with  sulliclent 
zeal  into  any  life  plan  to  make  of  it  a  real  suceess.  These  same  rules 
and  result^s  hold  good  in  Masonrv,  or  in  any  other  institution  wh(?re 
there  is  something  important  to  he  learne<l*.     Kach  <legree  of  Masonry 
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is  frnuglU  with  v:ihisil)Io  lessons.  Kiu-h  and  all  of  thoin  should  1m» 
thoroii^jchly  loarncd  ;  and  whenever  the  Masonie  student  is  rushed  and 
crowded  through  them  so  hastily  that  he  has  not  even  time  to  eateh 
their  merest  outlines,  a  i>ositive  injury  has  l>e(Mi  done  both  to  himsell' 
and  the  Fraternity.  He  lK?eomes  a  superheial  Mason  ;  and  I'eelinfz 
no  int<»rest  in  that  ol*  whieh  he  has  no  knowledge,  he  treats  the  whole 
matter  with  indifterenee,  ileprives  himself  of  a  ^reat  amount  of  mor- 
al and  intellectual  good,  and  instead  of  being  an  t?arnest,  eflieient 
worker,  becomes  a  heavy  burden  to  be  borne.  The  spirit  of  hurry 
and  Imstle  is  pervading  our  Lodges  more  and  more.  Kverything  must 
be  rushed  through  on  the  **  double  «|uick.'*  The  deirrees  are  conferred 
upon  several  in  one  evening  ;  in  oruer  to  save  time,  the  lecturesare 
abbreviated;  and  in  so  doing  the  best,  m(>st  in*<tructive  and  interesiinu: 
portions  are  invariably  left  out.  In  one  of  our  older  Lodges,  whi<-h 
»hall  here  be  nameless,  upon  a  certain  evening  I  took  the  **  lOast  *'  and 
conferred  the  Msister  >rason*s  d<'gree,  giving  the  work  and  lectures  in' 
full.  At  the  <'lose  an  aged  brother  graspe«l  me  enthusiastically  by  the 
hand,  exclaiming,  **  Why,  that  was  beautiful ;  that  was  grand.  I  havi*

T-iOdge  ever  since  it  was  organized,  but  I  never  saw  anything  like  that 
iKjfore;'*  and  yet,  from  lirst  to  last,  I  conformed  strictly  to  the  ritual, 
ami  much  that  I  gave  them  was  monitorial.  I  did  not  find  it  very 
ditVicult  to  get  an  idea  of  the  manner  in  which  that  I-.odge  had  l»oen 
<loing  its  work  ;  and  from  what  I  have  s«»en,  both  before  and  since,  I 
fear  that,  in  their  style  of  working,  they  have  altogether  too  many 
parallels  among  their  sister  li(Mlges.  IJut  tliis  state  of  alfairs  is  not 
'  peculiar  to  this  .Jurisdiction.  Kroni  personal  observation  and  infor- 
nuition  I  am  convinced  that  the  evil  is  wide-spread,  and  that  Minne- 
sota Masonrv  com»»ares  verv  favoral)Iv  with  that  of  aiHV  otluM-  State.

Ill  coiuiiioiitinK  ujioii  (ho  condition  of  the  Ti04l<co.s  thn)iit;h  this  jiiris- 
diction,  I  Hhouhi  ^k.^  doli^htod  to  do  so  in  nnoijnivoral  tornin,  an  t(» 
their  moral  and  matorial  prospority,  and  ho  cIono  this  addross,  hut  I 
cannot  iaitlifnlly  discharge  my  trust  without  an  allusion  to  tlio 
HVinptoms  of  disease  which  may,  without  due  care,  become*  iiKTur- 
able,  and  not  only  imperii  the  existence  id'  individual  liodges,  hut 
through  them  atlect  tlie  whole  body  of  the  Trait. 

The  present  hot-bed  production  of  Masons  is  showing  its  conse- 
quences in  the  bickerings  and  dissensions  to  some  extent  so  preva- 
lent, the  elc<Mioneering  for  ollicc,  thedisgust  Inanifested  by  unsue'eesH- 
fiil  aspirants  for  oflico,  and  th(^  formation  of  cli(|iie8  to  promote  the 
interests  of  their  n*sp<Mrtivecandi<iat<'s;  the  displeasure  shown  openly 
by  friends  of  a  i>t»titioner  because  some  one  or  more  members  dareU 
to  exercise  their  undoubted  right  to  ri'Ject  a  petitioner,  no  matter  how 
estimable  his  character  might  Ik>  in  the  opinion  of  all  his  acquaint- 
ances; the  suspicions  si-rutiny  to  ascertain,  in  violation  of  all  law, 
who  the  rash  ollender  may  be.  and  worse  still,  a  determination  to 
make  reprisals  by  stc'adily  black-balling  i?very  petition  afterwards 
presented,  and  in  som(>  cases  comi)romisiiig  with  obJe<*tors  )>y  mutual 
agreement**  to  vote  for  my  man  if  I  will  vote  for  yours.  A<hl  to 
these  the  <d(?ction  of  otru-ers  un(|ualified  for  their  positions,  and  their 
alH)rtive  attempts  to  coiWer  degre(»s,  the  meanings  of  whi<'h  are  unin- 
telligible alike  to  teacher  and  pupil,  and  whicli  the  candidate  can  be, 
thertifore,  safely  de]>onded  uiM>n  ih'v<t  to  reveal  to  others,  and  for  the 
fCK'H  paid  by  him  he  does  not  h^arn  enough  to  be  able  to  visit  any  other 
liitdge.  And  should  ignoraii<*u  lead  to  the  violation  of  moral  and 
Masonic  law.  the  fault  is  mutual  on  both  sides. 

As  an  indication  of  moral  status,  note  the  numerous  trials  con- 
stantly oc<'Urring  in  T.odges  for  gross  un-Masonic  conduct.  Though 
they  may  justify  the  belief  that  members  are  determined  to  enfon'O 
discipline,  there  an*  many  other  cases  which  should  be  brought  to 
trial,  but  for  want  of  sulticiciit  direct  evidence*,  from  a  partisan  spirit 
among  inembers,  or  the  prominence  of  station  or  [)opularity  ot  the 
supposed  otfemler,  or  the  ten)  great  elasti<'ity  of  the  mantl(>  ot  charity, 
they  are  not  uuilertaken.  It  is  nut  often  that  discipline  is  m;cessary 
upon  those  who  have  been  m<'mb<»rs  for  many  years,  but  it  is  upon 
those  who  have  be<'n  swept  in,  as  it  were,  with  a  drag-net,  during  the 
pjwst  few  years— somt?  of  whom  liaveacquinMl  a  foothidd,  for  c<infusion 
amongst  us,  that  it  is  not  ea»*y  to  dislodge.

From  my  standpoint  I  \  iew  Masonry  in  its  principles  its  symbols 
and  allegoric  character,  as  one  thing;  as  managed  in  its  institutional 
character,  as  another.  The  tirst,  being 'ba^od  uj)on  etcirnal  truths,  is 
reeogniz<*d  and  respected  throughout  the  <-ivili/,ed  world;  the  other 
depends  for  such  re<rogiiition  upon  tlu^  laws,  character,  ability  and 
zeal  of  Its  members.  As  a  nu>ans  towards  this  (;nd  and  tli{»  succt»ss  of 
our  institution  in  this  two-fold  natur(>,  no  better  form  of  organization 
than  ours,  of  Lodges,  <'t<'.,  can  be  found  ;  and,  like  delicate  machinery, 
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if  properly  adjuHted,  it  will  show  the  intlnencc  of  its  workings  by  the 
moral  iuiprovoniont  of  its  inouibers,  aii<i  tiieir  oxaiirples  amongst 
those  witii  whom  they  dn'ell.  If  dirt  and  trash  are  allowed  to  oomo 
into  this  machinery,  or  btwl  material  introducfd  for  its  appliance,  the 
machinery  will  l>ecome  deranged,  jarring  and  discord  ensue,  and  tlic 
motive  power,  liowever  pure  itself,  he  useless  until  the  machinery  is 
cleanseci  of  the  destructive  matter  that  had  accumulated  therein.

L<?t 
not  the  material  Temple*  b(»  less  grand,  or  less  wortlry  of  our  ancient 
I'raft ;  but  let  the  moral.Temple  rise  as  well,  even  though  like  that  on 
Moriah,  no  sound  of  axe  or  of  hammer  be  heard  iu  the  buildmg 
thereof.     As  Hrotlu'r  Duganne  has  liru'ly  written  :

We  are  embarrassed  in  atlemptinj?  a  review  of  the  proceed ingH  of 
this  important  meeting— so  full  of  matt(>rs  of  inten^st  an«l  instruction 
— for  we  lack  both  space  and  ability  for  thcj  duty. 

The  (irand  Mast(?r*s  address  is  a  very  able  one  and  j^ives  evidonce 
alike  of  the  ability  of  that  oHicer  and  of  the  ma^^nitude  of  the  work 
ho  was  (>alled  ujion  to  administer. 

Th<!  followinj?  <*xtract  will  answc»r  a  cpiery  suj^ji''este<l  to  our  mind  in 
reference  to  the  fuml  known  as  the  '*  Hall  and  Asylum  Kunrl,*'  viz: 
wliy  spend  a  viiffnni  or  more  on  the  Jlafi  and  devote  nothing  for  the 
Ani/him  /  Whether  it  was  wise  to  i)osti)one  the  charity  ublipition  till 
tho  Hall  shoiilcl  provide  the  income  necessary  to  meet  that  demand  Ih 
another  y^rac/tV^^  question  in  the  same  direction;  but,  perhapH,  not 
pertinent  here.  Let  us  hoju?  that  the  result  will  atteHt  the  wisdom  of 
our  New  Y'ork  lirethren.  We  <juote  as  follows.  **<>***  (The 
italit'H  are  ours.) 

It  is,  p(?rhaps,  the  most  j^ratifyin^  portion  of  my  prosent  task,  to  in- 
form you  that  the  construction  account  is  now  Closed  ;  tliat  on  the 
morrow  the  an'hit(»ct  will  surrender  the  tools  with  which  he  was  in- 
trufited  at  the  laying  of  the  (?orner-stone,  and  that  hen<^eforth  the  only 
money  that  will  be  expended  on  the  building  will  be  for  necessary  ro- 
pairs  and  improvements. 

Every  possible  portion  of  the  building  that  can  ))e  made  available 
is  prepared  for  renting,  and  very  nearly  all  the  space  is  now  occupied 
and  producing  income.  Tlie  n'>om  in  which  we  are  asHembled  yielda 
on  a  lejise  for  a  term  of  years,  an  average  rental  of  two  thousand  two 
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hiiudrod  dollars  for  its  occupancy  on  Sundays,  and  a  very  considera- 
ble sum  further  for  its  frequent  use  for  lectures,  concerts,  anil  other 
entertainments  of  i)roper  character. 

Another  portion  of  the  building:  is  rented  for  seven  thousond  live 
hundred  <lollars,  to  an  inc()ri>orated  company,  whose  permanent  occu- 
pancy is  su))stantiany  j;uarantee<l  by  their  having  already  expended 
a  very  larj^e  sum,  in  titling  their  j)remises  for  use  as  a  Safe  I)eposit- 
Company. 

Other  i)arts  of  the  ])uililinjr  are  rented  for  various  Imsiness  purpo- 
ses, while  the  Lodge,  C'ommandery  and  other  rooms  j>ertaining,  have 
tenants  for  nearly  every  night — all  these  producing  a  very  large  in- 
creasing inconu',  the  major  part  of  which  will  be  applied  to  the  liqui- 
dation of  our  dei)l,  therel)y  Ar/AYr>//>///  (HI  tin-  tiiiH'  irh*'n  (he  nvvinitnla- 
lion  of  tin'  fiiiiil  /or  ttn  osi//nui  s/ntU  hnrr  hrot  hcj/nu. 

i  trust  that  1  may  be  pardoned  a  seeming  egotism  in  alluding  to  my 
own  labors  in  behalf  of  the  building  and  its  i)urposes,  for  it  appears 
only  just  to  myseli*  that  I  should  say,  that  since  1  have  b<»en  <'onnected 
with  the  15oar<l  of  Trustees,  1  have  given  every  hour  that  I  could 
spare  from  my  dajly  business  and  a  large  i>ortion  of  every  night  to 
overseeing  the  work,  scrutinizing  the  contra<-ts,  and  in  i^\(.*ry  possible 
way,  promoting  a  thorough,  ellicient  and  economical  completion  of 
the  structure.  And  while  I  thus  speak  of  my  own  labors,  do  not,  I 
pray  you,  brethren,  think  f«»r  a  moment,  I  am  immindful  or  unap- 
pre<*iative  of  the  enbris  and  licroii*  sa<'ri(ices  that  have  been  required 
of  you,  and  which  you  ha\  e  so  generously  made,  to  (liable  your  ser- 
vants to  carry  out  the  work  to  completion. 

It  is  because  I  know  and  api)reciate  what  you  have  already  done, 
that  I  contidently  appeal  to  you,  to  make  one  more  great  etVort  to 
relieve  ourselves  s|)eedily  of  the  incubus  of  de])t.  Ctni  trr  unt  drvisr 
Home  hiffHts  n/  rai.siiiff  it  sn ni  .srjj'n'ii'iit  to  fver  onr.schws^  sn  f/ntf  irithin 
u  I'vdKoiHthI >/  sli'n't  j^erio'l,  irr  in<ti/  srr  rollinii  ttp  f/fnrion.s/i/  hrj'nn'  nur 
4\i/r.s^  f/ir  fund  vhirli  Mffsrms  /tnrr  so  hntij  anil  .vo  rttfirrli/  foo/.rif  /ornuwd 
to^  to  sfi'urc  n  htunc  nmf  rrtrc't  for  thr  tiisfrrs.scif  irithms  ftinl  nrjihoujs 
of  trorf/ii/  Mnsdr  3/'/.NO/f.v  /  I  appeal  to  you,  br<»thren,  to  lay  this 
thought  lo  heart,  an<l  to  adopt  such  action  at  this  most  inemorabh^ 
session,  as  will  enable  you  to  return  to  your  homes  an<i  present  to 
your  bi(»thr(Mi,  awaiting  your  report  of  our  pr<»''ec<liiigs,  some  feasi- 
ble plan  for  an  assiuilt  upon  the  sum  of  our  indebtedness. 

Most  earni'stlv  do  I  beseech  von,  brethren,  to  wcarv  not  in  well-<lo- 
ing,  but  ratlHM'  let  the  triumph  of  this  hour  be  to  you  the  incentive  to 
still  great«*r  devotion,  to  morc^  united  action,  to  a  mi»re  unalterable 
deteriniuati<»ii,  that  the  property  we  are  about  to  dedicate  to  the  most 
sacred  of  obj(.'cts  shall  at  the  earliest  possible  moment  be  releiised 
from  its  debt,  to  the  end  that  its  entire  revenue  mav  be  d(»voted  to  the 
ere<*tion  of  our  asylum. 

Thus  resolviny:  and  thus  acting,  the  spirits  of  the  fouiulers  of  the 
"Hall  and  Asylum  I'und  '  will  look  down  fr<»m  (luir  haven  of  rest 
with  blessintrs  on  their  lips,  and  He,  the  Supreme  Architect,  wlio 
t'ured  for  and  le<l  the  young  ravens,  will  see  the  widowed  and  or- 
phaned hearts  made  happy  aiul  content  through  your  bonelicence,  and 
will  cause  His  fac(?  to  shine  upon  vou  an<l  bless  vou. 

The  decisions  of  M.  W.  (trand  Master  Thorne  are  very  numerous, 
(W  in  all)  as  well  as  important  and  judicious.     We  quote  a  p()rti')n  of

Whether  a  caiKlidato  in  Huch  **a  hale  man,  koiiik],  not 
deformed  or  dismeml>erod/*  as  the  landmarks  of  Masonry  proserilx) 
to  be  elij^ible  materhtl  for  the  tcinplo,  is  a  riuestion  that  must  be  settled 
by  the  conscientious  Judj^ment  of  tii«»  Master,  and*each  brother  of  the 
Ixxlge.  If  the  Master  of  a  Tx^dj;e  is  nt)t  satisfied  after  thoroughly  and 
Kcrnpulously  considerinj::  the  matter,  tiiat  the  candidate  is  sn<'li  a  man, 
it  will  1m>  his  dutv  to  reject  him. 

CAK  That  it  is  entirely  injproper,  ex<'ept  by  Avav  of  appeal,  for  a 
brother  of  a  I/wljre  to  criticise  the  artitin  of  his  Master,  or  to  seek  to 
obtain  from  higher  authority  a  reversal  of  a  Master's  action,  without 
fpving  noti«*e  to  the  Master  «if  his  intention  so  to  do,  and  either  fur- 
nishing the  Master  with  a  copy  of  his  communication  to  the  reviewing 
oflieer,  or«sending  the  (piestions,  i'oncerning  which  he  seeks  an 
opinirm,  through  the  hands  of  the  Master  ;  in  this  way  giving  him 
notice  ttiat  his  ruling  is  called  in  (piestion. 

(\\,  That  tliere  is  iu>  hiw  of  Masonry,  or  reason  for  a  law,  which  will 
prevent  a  Lr>dge  Irom  reconsidering  an  actit»n  imi>roi>erly  ar  un- 
jidvisedly  taken.  The  right  to  re«-onsi<ler  a  motion,  however,  must 
depend  on  its  miture  and  the  farts  of  the  case. 

«V2.  That  the  refusal  to  donate  to  a  brother  his  dues  on  on«*  octrasion, 
will  not'prevent  the  hotly  Irom  granting  the  same  relief  at  another 
and  subsequent  time.  A  r&solutiou  donating  money  to  a  brother  to 
pay  his  dues,  having  been  aclopted  r»y  a  Ltjdge,  can  not  be  sui)se- 
»|uenlly  reconsidered  and  negatived. 

(»3.  That  an  «»nicer  of  a  Lodge,  against  whom  charg<'s  are'preferred, 
continu(>s  Ut  hold  his  ofiice,  until,  after  due  Masonic  trial,  a  penalty 
has  been  deforced  ;  and  it  will  ilcpend  on  th<'  duration  of  the  penalty, 
whether  he  may  at  any  time  resume  his  oflicial  fuutions.  It  is  in  tfic 
power  of  the  <Irand  Master,  if,  on  a  presentati<^n  of  <*harges,  he  shall 
deem  it  a<lvisable  for  the  inti'resls  of  the  <'ratt,  tosusjicml  su«-h  otiicer, 
until  the  issiu>s  shall  have  been  determined.

His  Royal  Highness  seemed  much  gratified  and  bowed  his  acknowl- 
edgments as  often  as  the  clieering  was  taken  up.    The  Duke  of  Con- 
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naught  stood  all  this  thiio  almost  motionless,  Imt  apparently  nvueh 
Ktrnek  with  the  impressive  scene.

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"The  I/.irl  of  Carnarvon— *  Your  lloyal  ni«?hne>s  and  Most  Wor- 
shipful <irand  Mjister  : — It  has  b(*en,  from  lime  immemorial,  the  <mis- 
tom  when  any  Master  of  tin*  Craft  was  placed  in  this  chair  to  remind 
him  of  the  duties  that  he  then  un<lertook.  and  althouirh  it  is  unneces- 
sary that  I  sliould  lemind  your  Uoyal  llitrhness,  who  is  so  conver- 
sant with  all  the  affairs  of  the  Craft,  of  thosr»  duties,  it  is  riirht  that 
that  old  and  time-honored  custom  should  not  absolutely  disap- 
pear, and  therefore  it  is  my  duty  to  address  to  you  a  few  words  on 
this  ocf-asion.  Sir,  your  Koyal  liiglnu'ss  knows  well  that  Freema- 
sonry jjossesses  n»any  titles  to  respect,  even  in  the  eyes  of  the  outer 
world.  It  has,  first  of  all.  a  jrreat  anti(juity — and  antiquity  ascending 
into  the  sphere,  I  may  say,  of  Immemorial  tradition.  S<M'ondly,  it  is 
known  and  practised  in  everv  countrv,  in  everv  clime,  and  in  everv 
race  of  civilized  men,  and  lastly,  in  this  «-ountry,  above  all,  it  has  as- 
sociated itself  with  human  sympathies  and  charitable  institutions. 
[(.'he<'rs. ]  l^et  me  say  further,  tlial  while  in  these  modern  times  it 
has  <*Iianir(»d  its  chara:*ter  in  s.)nie  resjMs'ts,  it  has  lost  nothini?  whi<*h 
can  claim  the  respect  of  men. 

***  F<»rmerly,  throuirh  the  dim  p<'riods  r»f  the  middle  aires,  it  c;»rved 
its  records  up«in  the  public  buildiUL^s  i>f  Kun»pe,  ui»on  the  tracery  of 
the  cathr'dral  windows  and  the  <irnamcntati(in  of  palace^:.  Now,  as  I 
have  said,  it  is  cnntent  t  /  devote  itst  If  to  w»»rks  of  sympathy  and 
i-fiarity,  and  in  them  it  tin<ls  its  highest  praise  and  rewanl.  l^*t  mc 
<lraw  one  fnrtlK'r  distinction— no  one  will  say  that  it  is  an  invidious 
one.  In  sf>nn'  other  countries  it.  has  lu'cn  unfortunately  the  lot  of 
Freemasonry  t«»  find  itself  allied  with  fa<'tion  and  intrijxue— with  what 
1  may  call  the  darker  side  of  jxilitics.  In  Kn^land  it  has  l)een  siirnally 
the  reverse.  The  < 'raft  here  has  allied  itself  with  social  onh^r,  with 
the  ureat  institutions  of  the  country,  an<l  alK>ve  all,  with  Monarchy, 
the  crowninu:  institntion  of  all.  Your  U^jyal  lliirhness  is  not  the  first, 
but  many  of  your  illustrious  family  have  sat  in  that  <*hair.  By  IIk* 
lustre  ol  your  irreat  nam<'  antl  position  you  will  reflect  honor  ui)on  * 
the  Craft  t')-day  ;  but  it  is  also  som(>thin^.  Sir,  to  l»e  at  the  head  of 
siK'h  a  b<  dv  as  this  vast  ass<'mblv  now  reiiresents ;  for  I  nniv  trulv 
sav  that  never  before,  in  the  whole  historv  of  Freemasonrv.  has  such 
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aOrancl  L<Mlfr(^  Ik'Oii  <*oiivri)(>(l  us  tliut  on  wliirh  iii y  (»y(M  rost  at  thin 
momoiit.  And  tlioro  is  this  InrtlHT  and  iniu;r  view"  Io'Ik*  taken— that, 
far  HH  my  eyo  <'an  i*arry  mo  ovit  thoso  serriod  ranks  of  whito  and 
and  l)lui\  of*p>M  and  purple,  I  n'<'o;;ni/.e  in  thoni  men  who  have  nol- 
oinnly  undertaken  obligations  ot'wtirth  and  mondity,  mvn  who  Imve 
undertaken  thi;  <luties  ol  eitiz«"ns  and  the  loyalty  of  suhjeets;  Sir,  I 
am  but  expressing,  tlK>ni;li  \ery  frehly,  th(»  feeliiifrs  and  the  aspira- 
tions of  this  jrreait  assseni  I  »ly  when  I  say  that  I  trust  that  the  <*onnee- 
tion  of  your  Koyal  IFijrhiiess  with  the  Cralt  may  he  lasting,  and  that 
you  may  never  Sir,  have  oeea^ion  lor  one  monieut's  rej^n»t  or  anxiety 
when  vou  look  hark  upon  the  ev<'nls  of  to-dav.' 

"His  Koyal  Ilij^imess,  on  rising;  to  respond  was  reeeived  with  en- 
thusiastie  ai>[)lause,  said  :

Mitst4'r  for  the  exfcssively  kind  words  which  ho  has  just  spok<'n,  and 
to  you  brethren,  for  the  cordial  reception  which  you  have  y:iv(Mi  to 
them.  It  has  Immmi  your  unanimous  wish,  bn'thren,  that  I  should  o(>- 
<'Upy  the  chair  in  which  you  have  this  day  iustalleil  uu^  as  your  (irand 
Master.  It  is  dillicult  for  me  t«)  hud  words  adc<|uat(>ly  to  ex|)ress  my 
lioop  thanks  for  the  honor  which  has  already  been  bestowed  upon  me 
— an  honor  whicli  has  alreadv  been  bestowed  on  several  members  of 
my  family,  my  predei-cssors -and,  brethren,  in  whose  foot^^tcps  it  will 
always  l»e  my  most  ardent  and  sincere  wish  to  walk  ;  and  by  (iocPs 
lielpto  fuimi  the  duties  of  that  hi'rh  oHicf?  to  which  I  have])een  called 
to-day  in  the  same  way  that  my  illustriuus  predecessors  fulfilled 
thcuK  The  I'm  <;rand  Alasl<»r  has  told  you,  bn'thren,  and  I  feel  <*on- 
vinee<l  that  it  is  so,  that  such  an  asscnibjai^e  of  (irand  Lodj^e  has 
never  Ixumi  known,  and  when  I  look  n»inul  this  vast  and  spacious 
Hall,  and  see  those  who  have  come  from  the  Xorth  auul  tlu'  South, 
from  the  Kast  and  the  West,  to  be  present  on  this  auspicious  oc<*asion, 
it  is,  r  trust,  an  omen  of  iroorl.  Tlie  various  public  duties  w  Inch,  in 
my  fH>sition,  I  have  to  perform  will  not  enable  me,  so  fre(pUMitly  tis  I 
could  wish,  to  attend  to  uiv  manv  duties  connect(»d  with  theCraft. 
lint  vou,  brethren,  mav  rest  assured  that  I  shall  do  mv  utmost  to 
maintain  the  Ciafl  now  in  its  present  prosjKM'ity.  and  to  do  my  duty 
l>v  it  and   mv  dutv   bv  vou  on   <'verv  possible  occasion.     It    would,

brethr«Mi,  I  fecjl  sure,  be  useh»ss  for  m<',  at  a  moment  like  this,  to  re- 
capitulate anything;  whii'h  has  been  so  ably  told  you  by.  the  Pro 
<»raiul  Master  relative*  to  I"'r<MMiiasonry.  lOvcry  Kuy:lishman  knows 
that  the  two  wjitchwords  of  the  Craft  art*  *  loyalty  '  and  charity.'  As 
lon^  as  those  ar(»  our  watchwonls,  and  as  lony:  as  Frt^emasonry  ke(»ps 
itself  from  bi-in^  mixed  up  with  politics,  so  lonjj:  will,  I  am  sure,  this 
^rrcat  and  ancient  <  >rd<'r  flourish,  and  its  beni<>:n  influences  will  lend 
to  maintain  the  intet^rity  of  this  ^reat  empire.  I  fhank  you  once 
more,  brethren,  for  your  cordial  reception  of  me  to-day,  and  esjiecial- 
ly  those  who  have  come  such  immense*  distam-es  to  welcome  moon 
this  occasion.     I  assure  you  I  shall  nc^ver  fori^et  to-day.'

Hro.  Simons  include:''  tli<»  i>roceodin«^s  of  our  (Jrand  Lod^^e  for  1S74 
in  his  report,  and  reviews  them  at  some  length. 

He  remarks  upon  a  portion  of  (i.  M.  Wilson's  address,  thus  : 
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**  We  are  jrlad  to  nolo  that  lie  ha<l  refuMinl  (1isp<«nsationH  to  confer 
clegreeH  out  of  time,  on  the  correct  theory  that  we  oiij^ht  not  to  send 
out  untiniHhed  work.  HedidgrantadinpenHation  to  a  Ijod^o  to  spread 
the  ballot  a  second  time,  atthoufjch  more  than  one  bla<>k  hall  wils  cast 
on  the  first  ballot,  being  assured  that  the  negative  ballots  wore  cast  by 
mistake,  the  whole  lodge  endorsing  the  candidate  as  "correct,  up- 
right, honest,"  etc.,  etc. 

To  this  proceeding  we  take  ex»?eption,  liecause  it  violates  a  principle 
everywhere  recognized  as  one  of  tlie  safeguards  of  the  institution— 
the  absolute  •.ecresy  of  the  ballot.  If  there  had  not  been  some  inquiry 
it  could  not  have  )>een  known  that  the  black  balls  were  cast  by  mis- 
take. If  iuiiuiry  was  permitted,  then  in  that  I^dge  the  ballof  is  not 
secret,  an<l  its  members  will  be  <*hary  of  using  the  black  ball.  Again, 
it  is  well  settled  that  a  negative  ballot  on  a  petition  for  initiation  (smnot 
lie  reconsidered  until  after  the  time  provicfed  in  the  constitution  has 
elapsed,  and,  if  no  pcrimi  l>e  tixed  in  the  (constitution,  then  on  general 
principles,  not  sooner  than  will  l>e  re<iuired  to  present  a  new  |>etition 
and  go  through  all  the  forms  dr  novo^  hence  wln'tlu'r  there  were  one 
black  ball  or  twenty,  whether  they  were  deimsiteil  liy  design  or  by 
misUike,  the  effect  is  the  same  ;  the  declaration  of  the  ))atIot  rcjerts 
the  i>etition,  and  we  <*halleiige  the  validity  of  a  dispensation  which 
undertakes  to  interfere  with  it. 

In  this  connection,  we  take  occasion  to  suggest  tliat  a  similar  mrcur- 
ronce  may  l»eavoide<l  in  J.he  future,  if,  liefore  declaring  the  state  of 
the  ballot,  the  Master  forthwith  order  another,  with  a  spec'ial  view  to 
corre(;t  any  possible  mistake  in  the  tirst." 

He  commends  Hro.  Walthall's  rcjwrt  on  F.  C.  Jis  **  very  excellent" 
and  gives  this  advice : 

Our  Hro.  appears  to  l>e  in  some  doul>t  as  to  the  reeognition  <»f  the 
Grand  Orients  of  Brazil,  Hungary  ami  Kgvpt.  We  fraternally  ativise 
him  to  give  himself  the  bcnetit  of  the  doubt  by  letting  them  alone,  at 
least  for  the  present. 

The  concluding  remarks  of  tlie  Committee  «>n  nppeals  are  eonipli- 
niented  f»y  aommcndatory  notiee  and  (luoted.

R.  W.  P.  (t.  Secretary  Alexander  . I.  Laurence,  over  .m  years  a  Ma- 
son.    All  men  of  note  in  trivil,  as  well  as  Masonic  Hie. 

He  presents  the  following  liberal  offer  from  **the  Hingham  Srhool," 
an  institution  fouiuled  bv  a  Mason  in  17H.'i  and  preeminent  incharac- 
ter,  viz: 

*' We  shall  i)ropoM<  as  heret(»fore  io  f/irr  tuition  to  any  (►rphan  of  a

If  then?  are  any  promising  young  men  in 
your  Juristlietion  or  in  your  knowledge,  who  might  be  benelitted  by 
our  olVer  to ///rr  tuition,  it  would  be  an  aet  of  kindness  to  aerjuaiiit 
suci)  young  men  with  an  otVcr  made  to  the  same  ext(^nt  by  no  other 
school  in  tlie  South." 

He  savsof  the  Masonic  Orphan's  Asvlum  mulerconlrol  ofthedrand 
I^dge,  and  sui>porting  l."iO  Orphnns  : 

I  feel  it  almost  unneressary  to  urge  upon  this  (Jrand  Lodge  the  im- 
portanee  of  extending  its  bountiful  charity  to  the  destitute  little  ones 
in  every  section  of  our  beloved  commonwealth.  Surely  in  this  age  it 
is  not  nc<!esHary  that  our  pcoj>le  should  be  taught  what  duty  and  char- 
ity denumd  in  regard  to  the  bereaved  and  smitten  children  of  our 
Ktate.  Surely,  where  the  Hible,  that  "great  light  in  Masonry,''  is 
recognized  as  the  word  of  Uod,  and  where  His  ambassadors  are  from 
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day  to  day  iipholdinp:  His  truth,  proclaim  in  j;  His  will  and  otTerinj? 
Ireely  His  mercy  to  the  famishing  children  ot  men,  it  cannot  he  nec- 
essary to  remind  our  people  of  the  ^reat  fact  that  the  hij^hest  praise 
and  ihost  distinj^uished  characteristics  of  Masonry  are  its  vast  puhlic 
<»harities  that  have  been  originated  for  the  prompt,  certain  and  gratu- 
itous relief  of  all  kinds  and  degrees  of  sufferers.  What  pagan  phil- 
osophy never  taught,  and  pagan,  enterprise  has  never  accomplished, 
has  been  originated  and  developed  by  the  simple  and  pure  principles 
which  animate  and  <M)ntrol  and  energize  the  faithful  and  devoted  |)at- 
rous  of  our  ancient  and  honorable  <  »nler.  Almshouses  and  Asylums, 
and  other  forms  of  relief  for  the  suffering  and  distressed  and  destitute, 
are  peculiar  to  our  Order,  and  when  Masons  fail  to  illustrate  in  their 
lives  the  beauties  of  beuevolen<'e  and  oeneticcnce,  they  are  false  to 
<iod,  to  themselves,  to  the  ancient  Order,  and  tr)  hunumity,  and 
**  thwart  theone  great  end  ot  liringing  relief  to  every  s[)ecies  of  dis- 
tress." 
As  Alexander  Pope  says  : 


«( 


All  mankind's  I'onccru  is  Charity,"" 


and  all  our  i>eople,  whether  they  be  of  our  order  or  not,  arc  concerned 
in  the  mainti'uauce  of  this  great  principle  of  pure  Masonry;  and  no 
effort  shouhl  b(»  span^l  to  increase  tlu'  interest  of  the  people  in  this 
benevolent  work.  We  should  not  rest  >atisli(»d  with  mere  support  for 
the  Asylum,  but  should  exert  all  our  energies  to  place  it  upon  a  i>er- 
Tnanent  basis,  and  open  still  wider  its  am[>le  doors  to  the  poor  and 
destitute  <-liil(Iren  of  North  Carolina.  If  all  will  unite  and  work  in 
harmony,  *' setting  endeavor  in  coutiuous  motion,"  then  I  feel  that  a 
great  and  glorious  wt>rk  will  1k'  done  for  the  orphans  of  the  St^ite. 

*'  As  many  several  ways  meet  in  one  town. 
As  many  fresh  streams  run  in  one  s(di*-sea : 
As  many  lines  close  in  the  dial's  centre  r 
So  many  a  thousand  a^'tions  once  a  foot. 
Kiid  in  on*'  pur|»ovc,  and  b(*  well  borne 
Without   der<Mt.*" 

He  is  a  favoretl  man  who  ha"<  "genius  for  Charity,"  antl  who  all  his 
life  long  has  j-onstantly  in<ln.ired  in  the  great  luxury  of  doinir  g(H>ti. 
On  the  other  hand  lie  has  betMi  a  blunderer  an<l  a  failure  who  has 
not  found  out  that  *' Charitv  is  th(»  si-opc  tjftiods  <-ommantls,"  and 
that  it  is  a  debt  he  owi»s  once  and  eternally.  Says  a  gifted  Knglisliman, 
and  We  may  well  heed  him  :  **  It"  there  Ik-  a  pleasure  on  earth  which 
angels  cannot  enjoy,  an<l  whit-h  they  might  almost  envy  ma!i  the  ]m)s- 
sessiou  of,  //  /.v  ttn'  iKtui'i'  of  irliriiiiif  (li.s/ rrss —\i'  there  beapain  whii'h 
devils  uiight  pity  man  for  endurin^i:,  it  is  the  death-bed  retleciion  that 
W(j  have  possessed  tin*  p.'>wcr  of  <loiiig  go<id,  but  have  jibnsed  and 
perverted  it  to  purposes  of  ili,"'  or  have  allo;rf»i|),»r  neglected  or  ignt>r- 
ed  it. 

The  report  of  the  11.  W.  <;rantl  Secretary  is  a  very  comprehensive 
one,  and  so  also  is  that  of  the  1{.  W.  <irand  Treasurer,  lM)thof  them 
treating  in  d(»tail  of  matters  only  casually  alluded  to  by  the  <irand 
Master.     We  gather  from  these  rep  >rts.  atid  the  gener.il   proceedings 
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that  the  (vrand  I^Mlge  and  its  subodinatoM,  arc  no1)ly  roHpondiriK  to  the 
call  of  duty,  oven'oiiiinK  ohstiurles  in  the  way  of  projirress,  and  thuH 
already  bleHsrd  witli  poare  and  Iiariii;>ny,  desorvo  and  will  assuredly 
obtain  prospority.

Wo  have  tin*  proi-etMlinj^s  of  tlie  M.  W.  (irand  liodge  of  Ohio  at  its 
Annual  Communieation  held  at  roIuml)Us,  (>.,  Oelober  IJHli,  A.  D.* 
1875,  l.teing  its  «)<ith  anniversary,  rnrseni,  M.  W.  <S.  M.  Asa  II.  Itattin, 
and  a  larjre  representation  of  e«»nstitnent  mem  hers. 

The  annual  address  of  the  M.  W.  (Jraml  Master  is  an  able  and  full 
review  of  the  year's  <loinji:s,  and  alludes  appropriiitely  to  the  grave 
c|ueMtions  demanding  eonsideration  in  that  Jurisdieti(ni,  some  of  them, 
that  of  Negro  Mjisonry  or  Colored  Masonry  as  it  is  generally  called), 
for  instance,  of  vital  ami  absorbing  interest  to  the  Craft  everywhere. 

lie  is  oj)i>osed  to  the  <%)nstitutional  i)rovision  of  that  (»rand  TiOdge 
authorizing  the  <trantl  Master  to  make  Mason's  at  sight,  and  re<'om- 
mends  its  repeal,  closing  his  suggestion  by  these  forcilde  remarks, 
viz.; 

Ijodges  have  kept  pace  with  civilization  in  our  beautiful  and  enter- 
prising State.  As  the  wilderness  has  given  way  to  the  hardy  sons  of 
toil,  the  altars  of  our  Lfxlges  have  been  ere(?ted,  and  the  forests  illum- 
inated by   Mas'>nic    light.     The  wilderness  has    passed  away;    the 
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I-.cKli;e  altar  can  he  found  in  any  portion  of  our  Coninion wealth  ;  and 
he  wht)  seeks  for  lijrht  <Mn  obtain  it  from  a  re^rulurly  constituted 
IiOdu:c,  in  accordance  with  law,  without  the  intervention  of  a  <irand 
Master.  Tlie  reason  for  the  provision  has  passed  away.  To  retain  it 
in  our  Constitution  is  to  <-»nrer  upon  the<irand  Master  a  dangerous 
power,  with  which  no  man  should  he  unnc  'essarily  invested.  Why 
HJiail  you  clotiie  the  <irand  Master  with  authority  to  make  Mjisons  at 
siujht,  while  you  impose  upon  our  subordinate  Lxli^es  cerlair.  rules 
from  wliich  they  do  not  deviate?  And  wliere  is  th!.»  limit  to  this 
i>owcr?  None  whatever.  1  am  not  aw.ire  that  this  prer.»Lrat.ive  has 
been  exercised  by  any  <Irand  Master  in  our  Jnrisdiction  to  the  detri- 
ment of  liie  ('rail;  but  in  other  jurisdictions -iu  one,  at  least— it  has 
been  exercised  in  makinir  a  Mason  at  si^rlit  of  a  man  who  had  l>een 
rejected  in  a  subordinate  I.odjre!  You  will  say  that  such  a -tion  on 
the  part  of  a  (Jrand  Master  would  be  in  bad  ta>ite,  at  least.  True;  but 
who  is  to  determine  the  «|Ualilications  of  a  cau<]idate  for  the  honor  of 
Ix'iuLC  msHfe  at  si;4:ht?  No  one  but  the  <irand  Master.  I  regard  this 
preroirative  as  a  (iany:erous  piwer.  It  i>  et)ntrary  to  the  spirit  of  our 
lej^islation,  and  I  urire  ujion  the  (irand  and  Subordinate  Lodges  of 
<Hiio  the  propriety  and  nei-essity  <d'its  rejjeal. 

The  subject  of  Mas<mic  funerals  enga;res  his  attention,  not  only  as 
one  t)f  general  discussion  in  other  jurisdictions,  but  also  because  of 
an  **  uni)leasant  "  occurrence,  eomplaine*!  of  by  the  K.  K.  <irand  Com- 
mander (>f  Knight  Templars  of  Ohio,  growing  out  of  the  enforcement 
of  an  Kdii't  of  the  M.  W.  <irand  Lodge,  jls  (piuted  below,  viz.: 

4.  *'  It  is  un-Masoni<'  for  any  I^>dge  of  Masons  to  attend  the  funeral 
of  a  bn>ther  when  the  same  is  not  under  the  control  of,  and  conduele<i 
by,  a  Lodije  of  Master  M:Lsons.  ^  -  ^^  When  the  words  *  Masonry' 
and  *  Masonic'  are  used  by  the  (irand  Lodge,  such  words  refer  to,  and 
are  nnd<'rstood  to  mean  aod  include  onlv,  the  degrees  of  K.  A.,  F.  C, 
M.  M.,  and  the  oflicial  degree  of  P.  M."  ^ 

This  was  complained  of  by  the  Temi)larsjts  **olfensive,  discourteous 
and  un-Masonic"  and  the  offensive  edict  was  so  far  modiiied  '*  as  to 
remove  all  cause  of  complaint,"  viz.: 

That  no  Lodge  un<ler  this  jurisiliction  shall  parti<'ipate  in  the  funeral 
of  a  brother  unless  the  same  be  under  the  exclusive  control  of  a 
lA)dge  of  Master  Masons,  or  one  of  the  Masonic  organ iziit ions  which 
recognize  the  degree  of  K.  A.,  F.  C,  and  M.  M.,  and  nuike  the  posses- 
sion of  said  degree  a  i)re-re(|uisit<*  to  admission  into  such  organiza- 
tions, and  that,  wln'ti  more  than  one  Masonic  organization  attends  the 
funeral  of  a  de<'ejised  brother,  but  one  funeral  service  shall  Ikj  per- 
formed, but  that  in  case  the  funeral  servi<*e  be  under  the  <*ontrol  of 
the  Knights  Templar,  and  their  funeral  service  be  performed,  nothing 
herein  <*ontained  shall  be  construed  to  prevent  the  Master  Msisons 
present  from  depositing  in  the  grave  the  emblem  of  immortality  and 
explaining  its  significance  ac<'ording  to  our  ritual. 

The  M.  W.  discusses  with  ability  the  topi«'s,  "  union   with   other 
nocieties,"  disxipproving,  as  a  general  thing,  *'joint  occupancy"  of  halts 
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by  Masonn  and  Koriotios  not  Masonic,  tho  "  celolirfttlun  of  tho  Con- 
tonnial/'  "rv>/or<?r/ Cinunl  liOdgo  of  Ohio,''  et<\,  and  tlius  concludes, 
viz.: 

Brethren,  anotht^r  ycjir  has  closed.  To  in(^  it  Ii:n  Ijcmi  a  year  of 
labor,  yet  pleasant  in  my  int(»rcourso  and  assr)(?iatii>ns  wltli  tho  Fra- 
ternity. I  con^ratuhite  you  that  tlio  Order  in  our  jurisdiction  is  in  a 
iioiirisliintr  conditi<ui.  i*eace  and  harmony  prevail  amonj;  our 
JjodjjcH.  Maytliis  tcmi)cr  and  (iisposition  lonj?  continu**.  May  har- 
mony be  continually  preserved;  may  no  disc  »rdanl  note  grato 
harsiily  upon  our  ears;  may  Temperatice,  Fortitude,  Frudcncp,  and 
Justi<*e  l)e  api)rcciatcd  an*!  practi<'cd  ;  may  Faith,  lloi)0,  and  Charity 
mature  their  fruits  in  ahundan<'e  ;  may  Hrotherly  Ii')ve,  Uclicf,  anil 
Truth  exist  in  reality,  and  not  merely  in  name  ;  may  the  \visd«)in  of 
tho  East,  the  strenj^th  of  the  West,  and  beauty  of  the  S'>uth  unitt» 
tiieir  eneriries  to  maintain,  suppf)rl,  and  ad<»rn  our  mvstic  temple, 
that  tlie  honor,  jrlory,  and  nrputationof  our  noblo  Order  may  he  firmly 
established,  "and  the  worhi  at  large  <'o»>vinced  of  its  good  etViM'ts.*' 
May  we  so  prove  <Mir  lives  by  the  s(|uar(?  of  virtue  and  the  plumhline 
of  rectitude  and  truth  that,  when  we  have  linished  our  Journey  upon 
tlie  level  of  time,  the  (irand  Master  of  heaven  may  |»nui()unc(»  lis  **just 
and  upright  Masotis."  As  th(^  a«*aeia  which  bloomed  at  the  head  of 
his  grave  indicated  the  spot  where  ono  of  earth's  most  illustrious 
artisans  was  buried,  so  may  virtue  witli  its  ever-bloomim?  loveliness 
designate  us  as  Free  and  Accepted  Masons.  With  the  Trowel  spread 
liberally  the  cement  of  brotherly  love  and  kindness;  cinMimscribod 
by  the  compasse's,  nniy  we  ponder  well  every  action,  that,  when  our 
sands  of  life  are  well' nigh  run  out,  and  our  dissolution  draws  nigh, 
when  the  cold  winds  of  (i(;ath  come  sighing  around  us,  and  his  <;hilly 
dews  begin  to  glisten  upon  our  foreheads,  we  may  welconu*  with  joy 
the  sound  of  the  gavel  of  death,  to  <*all  us  from  oiir  labors  to  everlast- 
ing refreshment  in  tho  paradise  of  Ood. 

The  procee<lings,  apart  from  the  usual  routine  business,  are  mainly 
devoted  to  the  discussiofi  and  effort  to  elucidate  the  real  status  of 
(Mlored  Mntionr}/  in  Ohio  and  the  United  States,  which  proceedings 
being  extracted  from  the  regular  minutes,  and  printed  s(»parately 
form  quite  a  sizealde  pamphlet. 

This  question  was  discusscMl  before  the  (Irand  Lodge  in  1«74,  and 
action  thereon  postfrntied,  so  that  in  187.')  we  should  have  had  the  most 
definite  and  reliable  presentation  of  facts  in  relation  to  it.  Wo  have 
read  with  care  that  portion  of  the  proceedings,  and  rise  from  their 
perusal  with  feelings  of  r(»gret  and  disai>pointment.  Much  is  said 
al>out  the  Brotherhood  of  Man— of  the  universality  or  (cosmopolitan 
principles  and  usages  of  the  *'  Craft," — many  exccvdingli/  intcrvHtiny 
and  instructive  historical  documents  are  collated,  including  a  few 
deliverances  from  colored  Masons,  some  of  which,  had  they  emanated 
from  white  men,  would  have  been  denounced  as  impertinent— v/(ic  O. 
M.  Boyd' a  Comments  on  tho  (J rand  Lodge  of  New  York.  But  of  the 
rca^— tho  only  tangible  question  to  be  solved  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Ohio,  what  is  said?    What  recommended?    No  ono  has  raised  the 
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queKtion  as  to  the  right  of  Nogroes,(or  asthcy  are  called  <M^)lored  men) 
to  be  made  Masons  in  regular  I^odgcs.  No  (juestion  of  race  or  folor 
is  involved  in  the  petition  prosenttnl  to  the  (irand  Lodge  of  Ohio ; 
but  they  wore  simply  asked  to  recognise  the  cnloral  I^xlges  existing 
in  that  State,  and  take  them  under  its  care  and  protection.  Were  they 
regular  Lodges  com[)osed  of  rtgufarbf  ron.stitofrti  Mjisons  ?  If  so  why 
not  grant  the  i>etition,  and  i)roniptly  adopt  tlioni.  If  clftwh'Minr 
Loilgcs  composed  of  **  rianthstinrlii  made  Masons,"  was  it  not  her 
duty  to  proclaim  the  fact  and  refuse*  the  petition?  We  think  the  (^rand 
IxHlgc  avoided  the  rtw/ question  by  entertaining  the  report  of  the 
Special  Committee,  who  recommended  the  following  resolution,  a 
7ttrt.v<"  denial  of  the  prayer  of  tlic  petitioners  and  evincing  an  unwil- 
ingness  to  meet  the  colored  brethren  on  terms  of  iu/iuiftrt/  or  vuiitu, 
as  we  construe  them,  viz: 

Tlie  (piestion  of  the  recognition  of  thcs(»  C.)lorcd  I'-reemasiuis  has 
long  been  before  this  (irand  Ikxly,  and  your  committee  feel  that  its 
importance  is  pressing  upon  us,  and  demanding  promi)t,  serious, 
and  <lecided  a<*tion. 

Your  Committee,  therefore,  offer  for  adojition  the  following  reso- 
lution : 

Jlr.soh't'tl^  15y  tiie  *' rJrand  Lodire  of  tlie  Most  Ancient  and  llonor- 
a])le  Fraternity  of  Free  and  Ac<*epted  Masons  of  the  State  of  Ohio,'" 
that  this  < irand  l>ody  will  recognize  the  so-called  Cirand  Lodge  of 
Colored  Free  Masons  of  the  State  of  Ohio  as  a  legitimate  and  indepen- 
dent (irand  Lodge,  on  condition  that  the  so-<alle4l  Colored  (^rand 
L<Klge  shall  change  its  constitutional  title,  so  that  it  shall  read  as  fol- 
lows :  T/ir  A/rirniL  (trmid  I^tnhji',  of  J'^rrr  mitl  Arrrpft/l  MitsnnJt  o/  tftr 
tSlnttf'f  Ohi(t.''  And  iftiiesaid  so-railed  Colored  (iraiul  I^txlge  shall 
a<*cepl  the  recognition  and  make  the  suggested  rhange  in  its  consti- 
tutional title,  then,  and  in  that  case,  upon  sjiiil  action  being  reported 
to  the  M.  W.  (irand  Master  of  this  (irand  Lodge,  under  the  seal  of 
said  IJody,  then  the  ^L  W.  (irand  Master  is  herel>y  authorized  and  in- 
structed to  issue  his  proclamation  to  the  Subordinates  to  this  (irand 
liOdiJCe  and  to  the  <irand  Lodges  thr<jughout  the  world,  with  whii-h  we 
are  in  fraternal  correspondem-e.  recotjnizingthe  said  so-called  Coloretl 
(irand  Lodge  as  an  Indepemlent  < irand  Lodge  in  the  State  of  Ohio, 
under  the  title  of  *' 7'Ao  Ajriv*in  (tnnni  Linh/t  ttj  Fnc  d/id  Am^ptnt 
MfLsous  (>/  the  'S'ffltc  (1/  Ohin."

If  tho  colored  Ijodges 
of  Ohio  are  **  true  and  perfect"  tnko  charge  of  them  and  introduce 
them  to  the  ^L1soIli(^  world  as  your  true  and  legitimate  children,  if 
they  are  not  so,  proclaim  the  fact  and  let  thes*?  claimants  of  Miisonic 
rights  be  known  aiul  recognized  as  iinpo-stnrs.

John  J>.  (.'aldwell,  (or  at  least  that  portion  whieli 
is  included  in  tin*  i)rinted  proceedings  for  is?.'),)  is  a  vttry  interesting 
document,  and  we  have  conne<l  the  gems-histori<%  collect^^d  by  this 
diligent  studtait  of  Masonii*  lore  with  pleasure  and  profit  and  an;  tempt- 
(hI  to  appropriate  some  of  tlie  results  of  his  labors,  but  are  forbidden 
to  tlo  so  lest  we  exceed  the  space  allotted  to  us. 

IJro.  Caldwell,  has  in  the  report  before  us,  eontitK'd  himself  to  toj)- 
ics,  most  of  tiiem  lIis(oric;d,  rather  to  a  review  of  liie  pro(re<?dings  of 
other  (Jrand  l^xlies  in  X\\o  usual  form  of  su<'ii  rejjorts,  and  wi^half  in- 
cline to  the  opinion  tiiat  we  have  only  re«*eive:l  a  fraction  of  his  report, 
enough  however  to  assure  us  of  its  exe(?llen"<'e  and  eau^e  a  cra\  ing  for 
more.

The  annu:il  address  of  the  M.  W.  (rrand  Master  i.s  a  brief  but  coui- 
prehonsive  review  of  the  years  doings. 

He  is  (»pposed  to  **  the  printini?  and  publishitiu:  the  proceedings  of  a 
LfOdge,  or  any  part  thorcjof,"  and  says  ; 

I  can  MOO  no  good  roison  why  the  outside  worM  should  lie  made 
acquainted  with  any  part  of  our  work  ;  it  is  an  innovation  of  recent 
years,  and  a  violation  of  the  rules,  regulations  and  edicts  of  the  Grand 
Lodge,  which  ovtfry  one  admitted  to  the  rites  and  privileges  of  Ma- 
Honry,  in  a  duly  constituted  and  lawfully  warranted  Lodge,  has  vol- 
untarily bound  hitnsclf  to  obey. 

lias  held  nine  "Grand  Lodges  of  Instruction,"  "also  visited  and 
exempli  tied  the  work  in  seven  I^odges,"  and  **  visited  twenty-clglit 
city  Ijodges,"  useful  work.  lie  refers  appropriately  to  the  lo.sses 
8ustaine<l  by  the  Fraternity  in  the  deaths  of  the  late 

M.  W.  P.  <i.  M.  Samuel  H.  Perkins,  and 

M.  W.  P.  (S.  M.  John  M.  Head, 
Whoso  virtues  are  celebrated  and  their  absence  lamenteil  in  separate 
memorial  pamphlets  issued  by  the  M.  W.  G.  Lodge,  tlie  receipt  of 
which  we  beg  to  acknowledge,  with  th<»  expression  of  sympathy  with 
the  Hrcthren  of  Pennsylvania,  and  universally  in  the  loss  of  Crafts- 
men s<»  eminent  as  Masons  and  citizens. 

lie  refers  to  the  report  of  the  Finan<*c  Committee  (which  we  do  not 
see  but  presume  it  records  a  lack  of  funds)  and  enjoins  ei'ononiy  and 
savs : 

The  (irand  L<Mlge,  and  through  it  every  member  «)f  the  Fraternity, 
should  take  a  pride  in  maintaining  the'good  faith  and  credit  of  the 
Craft,  and  to  enable  the  (rrand  Ivxlge  to  meet  the  pecuniary  obliga- 
tions arising  from  the  ereetion  of  our  magnificent  Temple,  prompt 
payment  of  rents  and  dues  from  Subordinate  Ijodges  are  alM^olutely 
necessary— a  little  self-denial  of  the  social  element  in  our  organiza- 
tian  will  enable  each  Ij<)dge  to  do  so,  and  relieve  the  Grand  Officers  of 
much   anxiety   in   the   ilnancial   departments  of  this  Grand  I^odge. 
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Wo  note  in  tho  proceodin^cf*  »"  uppoal  from  a  decision  of  u  W.  M,  in 
tlic  matter  of  his  riilini;,  that  a  n*solution  conllictin;;  witli  tlic  (consti- 
tution of-  tho  (irand  I.odjre  was  out  of  order.  The  JJrollier  appcalmg 
claimed  that  tlio  nilin;;  was  uujutrliitnn  iitnrif. 

Tiie  appeal  was  dismissed  vcr^'  i)r<»pcrly,  sc*}  extract  fromtlie  report 
of  the  Committee,  as  follows  : 

The  ordinary  rides  of  order  f  »r  th"  |>tirpose  of  (ioverninjr  the  pro- 
eee(iinjcs  arc  ai'i-cptccl,  oidy  whc.i  tiny  arc  in  liMrinoiiy  witii  the  In^hor 
re;5uiations,  and  as  our  (iraml  Ij  )d;i:c  is  the  source  ol  all  autliority, 
where  it  has  spoken,  any  attcini>t  to  contradict  or  «>pp«)S(<  its  edietM 
mns^t  l>o  promptly  j)tit  down  hy  the  Master  of  the  Sul> ordinate 
Ijodpje. 

Tlie  procecMlinji:s  j;en<.'rally  indicate  liariuony,  prosperity  and  un 
earnest  desire  to  fullill  the  demands  of  charity,  the  needy  heinj?  eared 
for  in  t!ie  present,  whih*  accumulations  wisely  lostered  ^ive  assurance 
of  ample  "  relief"  in  the  futurt?.

Brother  K.  (.'oppee  Miti'hell,  (*hairman,  pnwents  the  report  on  cor- 
respondence and  in  it  reviews  with  al)ility  and  marked  Fraternal 
consideration  the  prot'cedin^s  of  forty-seyen  (irand  IJodies,  including 
those  of  Alabama  l\)r  the  Annual  Communii-ation  of  ls7;i  which  re- 
ceives due  notice.  He  exccj>tM  to  the  decision  of  I*,  (i.  M.  Johnson, 
that  tlie  Grand  Master  has  no  rij^ht  to  mak<»  a  Mason  *'  at  ^i|;ht/*  and 
believes  that  sucli  power  (exists  as  a  prero;<ative  of  th<*  (J rand  Miuster 
<'onfered  by  the  landmarks;  but  it  is  evid(?nt  that  he  docs  not  approve 
of  its  exercise,  except  under  very  extraordinary  cieu instances.  We 
believe  that  any  such  power  derived  from  ancient  usajre,  is  not  one  of 
the  **  Ijandnuirks  *  i'ssential  to  the  intrtfriti/  of  the  institution,  and 
was  wisely  <h*nied  to  the  <Jraml  Master  in*  the  constitution  of  the 
iirand  Lodjije  ol  Alabama.  IJn^.  Mitchell's  n^port  is  conservative, 
pciving  a  fair  view  of  ihe  doinj^s  of  the  several  (irauil  Lodges  reviewed 
and  avoiding  as  a  fj;en<M'al  rule  all  critical  remarks.  11(>  lias  done  hU 
work  faithful Iv  and  well.

pute. The  other  held  in  the  city  of  Montreal,  on  the  2ord  and  24th  of 
September,  was  the  regular  Annual  Communication  (the  fifth)  and 
devoted  to  general  .business,  >r.  W.  (irand  Master  J.  11.  Ciraham, 
prcHiding. 

The  annual  address  of  tlu?  >r.  W.  (Jrand  Master  is  an  exceedingly 
interesting  an<l  valuable  production,  especially  so  in  the  portions  re- 
lating to  his  *'  visit  to  England  ;"  *'  the  late  Duke  of  Kent,"  Provincial 
Grand  Mast<?r  of  Masonry  in  Lower  Canada,  in  ITini,  together  with 
other  and  valuable  historical  reminiscences  elicited  at  or  suggested  by 
hiH  visit  to  the  mother  Gran<l  Liodge. 

He  thus  announces  the  reconciliation  with  **  Canada  :  "

the  Craft  througiiout  the  entire  Province,  and  will  be  a  cause  of  un- 
usual rejoicing  throughout  the  Masotiie  world. 

All  thanks  arc  due  to  the  able  !ind  i)rn(lent  IJrethren  in  both  the 
(irand  Lodges  of  Canada  and  (Quebec, — who  ollicially  or  otherwise 
have  so  earnestly  and  elliciently  labored  to  bring  about  this  most 
desirable  etid.  May  they  hnig  live  to  see  the  blessed  fruits  of  their 
good  work.  May  on*'  and  ail  put  out  of  sight  antl  out  (►f  mind  all  pa.st 
ditVercMK'Cs ;  and  each  strivi»  t(»  excel  in  that  noblest  of  emulation  of 
who  <*an  best  work  ami  best  agree,  so  that  our  symbolic  temple  may 
be  erected,  harmoniously  and  *iuc<-e>sfully  and  in  the  perfection  of 
beauty,  to  th<'  honor  and  glory  of  the  (Jreat  Archite<t  of  the  Cniverse.

Are  wo  b(»ttcr  men,  better  husl)ands,  fathers,  brothers,  better  citizens 
t*'.nn  one  yeir  aji:o?  If  tiot,  is  Ma«<()nry  what  it  ou^ht  to  be  and  what 
its  theory  teaches?  Masonry  is  projrressiv(\  not  only  as  a  sci<}nce, 
but  as  ixtuul  Masons  \\  i^  sliouid  projrress  morally,  in  our  daily  walks 
throuirii  life,  ncjirer  an<l  nearer  unto  tlui  perfe»:l  end.  It  will  n«»t  be

.'*.  Thisiirand  r^idii*"  freely  eoncedes  lo  I/)f|;res  in  Statt's  adjoining 
ours  the  privilege  of  rcfcivin;?  an<l  iniliatin,u^  citizens  of 'rcnnessei*, 
whose  n'>idences  shall  be  nearer  such  Lodire  than  to  any  Lodirt?  in 
Tennc'^sci' :  jii'ovidc  1  sUi-h  Lotlj^es  are  i-hartered  by  a  (Irand  Ijod^e 
with  which  w»r  are  in  e()rrespond<'nce  ;  [)rovitIed,  also,  th<»  same  privi- 
lej^es  are  extended  to  th(»  Lod'jfcs  of  this  Slate  by  said  JurisdicMion. 

0.  Subordinate  I^oiIp:cs  shall  have  penal  jurisdietion  over  non-allili- 
ated  Masons  residin;r  or  temporarily  siijourniu'i:  in  their  jurisdiction, 
and  <»ver  nu'mlx-rs  of  other  Loiljics  n-sidin^j:  therein. 

7.  liod!<<'s  shall  not  make  a  Mason  «»r  a  man  who  has  nut  resided 
within  their  Jurisdiction  two  years,  uidi'ss  he  iirodm-e  a  <'ertiti<'ate  of 
^oo<l  <'haract<>r  from  the  I^odire  nearest  his  former  place  of  r<!siclence  ; 
and  th(^  Lodt^e  ^ivint;  su<'h  <*ertiticate,  if  the  vote  is  not  unanimous, 
shall  ^ive  the  number  of  vot(>s  for  and  a;;ainst  the  applicant;  nor 
Hhall  tliey  make  a  Mas<»n  of  a  man  who  is  physically  or  nuMitally  in- 
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capable  of  earning  a  liveliliood,  and  of  receiving  and  imparting  the 
ritual  of  Masonry. 

8.  In  the  al»sen<*e  of  the  Master  of  a  Lodge,  the  duties  of  the  Chair 
shall  devolve  upon  the  Senior  Warden  ;  in  his  alwenee,  upon  the  Ju- 
nior Warden  ;  in  liis  absence,  the  oldest  Past  Master  present.  If  none 
of  the  oflicers  n<»r  any  Past  Master  i)e  present,  tlie  members,  according 
to  seniority,  may  fill  the  chair,  and  have  all  the  rights  of  a  regularly 
installed  Master. 

J».  Ijodges  may  issue  to  the  widtiws  and  orphans  of  <leceased  mem- 
bers who  were  in  good  standing,  cortitirat^'s,  with  tlie  seal  of  the 
I^iodge  attached. 

IS.  No  Lodge  hereafter  <'reated,  cither  by  Dispensation  or  Charter, 
shall  bear  the  name  of  any  living  person. 

44.  That  the  habit  of  drnnkenne^**,  unfortunately  indulged  in  by  too 
many  Masons,  is  at  variance  with  the  tenets  and  teachimrs  of  our  Or- 
der, well  eab-ulated  to  brinir  it  into  disrepute,  and  should  not  Ik*  tol- 
erated among  the  members  of  any -Hubordinate  Lodge  :  and  tfiat  sus- 
pension for  minor  olTenses,  and  expulsion  for  a  <*ontirmcd  habit  of 
drunkenness.  l>e  invarial>Iy  ado[)ted. 

45.  That  we  liohl  the  disgusting  and  uumasonie  habit  of  profanity  in 
great  contempt, and  that  it  is  the  duty  of  the  presiding  ollicer,  on  projK^r 
tx'casions,  to  aduionish  his  Ix)dire,  wirfi  deliberate  calmness  and  firm- 
ness, and  endeavor  by  his  influene(»  to  produce  a  general  Masonie 
c.'>ndemnation  of  that  odious  custom.  And  for  a  i>ersistent  habit  of 
profane  swearing,  it  is  recommended  thai  suspension  or  expulsion  Im» 
invariably  a<lopted. 

40.  That  the  despicable  ha))it  of  tattlinir  and  slan<lering  is  unworthy 
anv  man  or  Mason  ;  and  that  in  everv  case  of  well-attesttvl  slander  the 
calumniator  be  immediately  expellc(l  from  all  the  benelits  of  Ma- 
sonry. 

47.'That  this  (trand  I^odire  considers  the  practice  of  gambling  as  de- 
cidedly umasonic  and  unbecouiing  in  Masons,  and,  \n  the  o|>inion  of 
this  <Jran<l  Lodge,  should  not  be  tolerated  by  any  subordinate  I^MJge.

Tho  proooediii^s  of  th(^  thirty-ninth  (;$i)th),  unnual  foniiniinieation 
of  tho  M.  W.  (irand  Ijodjxo  of  Texas,  convened  at  Ifou-ston,  A.  D., 
187'),  came  to  us  in  a  volume  of  IVJO  pa^es,  abounding  in  matter  of  ma- 
sonic interest,  ])ut  lackinjij  in  typographical  neatness  and  finish.  It 
deserved  a  more  careful  if  not  competent,  printer,  for  we  have  exam- 
ined few  if  any  **proccedings  "  that  <-laim  more  merit  for  their  intrin- 
sic worth  and  interest. 

The  annual  address  of  M.  W.  (irand  Mjistcr  Thomas  K.  IJonner  is 
long,  and  discusses  with  mark(Hl  ability,  as  well  as  particularity,  the 
subjects  claiming  Iiis  attention  during  tho  year  as  Urand  ^faster,  and 
we  admire  this  methotl  of  reviewing  the  reports  of  1).  D.  (i.  Masters, 
and  thns  prosentiirg  a  condcns«'d  view  of  the  important  details  crol- 
lecte<l  in  all  portions  of  tho  Jurisdiction  by  those  oflicers. 

The  <Irand  Master  rcjoi<'es  over  the  increase  of  the  *'C'raft'*  and  of 
population  in  Texas— indeed,  it  is  a  great  and  growing  ^^Frafrmiti/^'* 
and  >Sf'ttr.     We  quote  the  following  from  his  ''exordium,"  viz: 

Thirty-nine  years  ago  our  (Jrand  Lodge  was  organized  in  whit  was 
tlien,  comparatively,  a  wilderness.  Now',  wfi  have  nearly  four  luin- 
dred  Lodges,  with  about  twenty  thousand  members.  The  wilderness 
and  the  solitary  place  have  been  made  glad  l)y  the  advance  of  civili- 
zfition,  and  our  vast  territory,  which  lately  slept  in  the  rci)ose  of  na- 
ture, has  been  made  to  rejoice  anil  blossom  as  the  rose. 

We  have  a  State  and  (irand  Lodge  of  whicli  we  may  well  be  proud. 
Immigrants  are  pouring  into  Texas  by  thousands,  and  our  territory 
is  being  ra|)idly  peopled  with  an  active  and  industrious  population. 
It  is  estimated  that  we  now  have  one  and  a  ijuarter  millions  of  inliab- 
itants,  and  the  cry  is  still  they  <M>me.  There  is  room  and  rich  land  for 
milli(ms  more,  and  we  arc  ever  ready  to  receive  and  welcome  ail  good 
people  with  open  arms. 

Masonry  has  kept  pace  with  the  increasing  i)opulation.  lieside  the 
large  incre.ise  of  initiates,  our  nuuibers  are  l)oing  i'ontinually  aug- 
mented by  Masons  from  the  older  States  of  the  l.'nion.  .lutlgiug  from 
the  facts  elicited  by  an  extensive  correspondence  with  the  Lodges  in 
all  parts  of  the  State,  and  by  the  reports  of  our  District  Deputies,  it 
affords  me  great  pleasure  to  say,  that,  with  bore  and  there  an  excep- 
tion, unity,  iiarmony,  peace,  and  a  fair  degree  of  prosperity  prevails 
in  our  Lodges.  Masonry,  in  Texas,  has  establislicd  for  itself  a  high 
standard  of  morality,  and  justly  commands  tho  rcjspect  of  our  citi- 
zens. liCt  us  keep  this  standard  high,  live  agreeably  to  our  profes- 
sions, enforce  a  )ust  discipline,  giuird  against  every  de[>arture  from 
establishe<l  rules,  and  extend  protection  and  charity  to  such  as  are 
entitled  to  it,  and  our  beloved  Order  will  continue  to  grow  more  and 
more  tirmly  estal)lished  in  the  affections  of  the  people.  I^et  every  in- 
dividual Mason  so  demean  himself,  in  public  and  in  private,  that,  in 
every  relation  in  life,  the  knowledge  that  he  is  a  Mason  will  inspire 
<*onfidence  in  his  integrity. 

He  reports  the  suspension  by  his  order  of  the  W.  >L  of  *' Little 
River  Acadcmv   Ii<>dy:e  "  because  he ''denied  the  authenlij-itv  of  tho 
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Bible."  u  novel  offjane  in  oar  exparien  o  oT  in  nonn*  mis  Icm  "iui'ir^ 
and  wo  confess  to  a  desire  to  know  more  of  tlio  ease  than  is  coininu- 
nicatoil. 
IIo  does  not  favor  afliliation  fees  and  says  : 

A  Mason  shonid  not  be  reqniretl  to  pay  a  fee  to  Ijoconie  a  eontribu- 
tinjjf  rnemlxT  of  u  Lodge.  If  we  condemn  the  practice  of  non-allilia- 
tion,  weshonlil  not  re'juire  payment  of  money  from  those  wlio  allili- 
atc.  Your  attention  was  called  to  this  subject  by  my  predecessor,  l)ut 
no  action  was  taken  in  n'ptrd  to  it.  I  sujrirest  tliat  you  pass  a  resolu- 
tion to  prohibit  the  collection  of  an  alliliation  fee,  and  thus  settle  the 
question  throuj^hout  our  jurisdiction. 

He  reminds  thcdrand  I/>dge  in  words  of  j^lowing  euloijy  of  the 
great  loss  sustained  in  the  death  of 

I'AST  (IKANl)  MASTKU  IMITKK  W.  <JKAV, 

which  oc.'urred  October  .'kl,  1S74— allutles  to  his  eminence  a-s  a  iurist 
and  lej^islator,  and  thus  records  his  Masonic  merits  and  labors: 

As  a  Miisoii,  our  beloved  brother  was  without  a  peer  in  T«'x:is — he 
was  the  Master  workman.  The  great  legal  ability  whicli  he  displayed 
as  a  lawyer  and  a  Judi;e,  wa*  brought  into  retpiisition  in  his  services 
in  tlie  Grand  J»ilge  of  Texas.  Jle  was  the  autlior  of  our  present  Con- 
stitution, and  his  clear  and  vigorous  mind  has  lelt  its  impress  upon 
Masonic  Jurispruden<*c  in  Texas. 

We  are  attra<*ted  in  perusing  the  proceedings  «)f  the  <  I  rand  Lodge 
of  Texas  to  the  ability  of  the  reports  from  the  several  committees. 
Tlie  work  performed  by  the  committees  (»n  grievanrps  an<l  appeals 
was  especially  arduous,  important  and  thorough,  sukI  wc  highly  ap- 
preciate the  bencticial  ellect  of  the  publication,  */»f/ r«'if/f/i;/,  of  such 
intelligcMit  and  exhaustive  deliverances  on  r.ubjects  intimately  asso- 
ciated with  the  work  of  the  lodgr*  aiul  tlic  oft-rerurring  wants  and 
difficulties  of  the  Craft  in  *'  everv  dav  life.''

*su(rcessor  the  encouraging  counsels  so  freely,  and  without  denial,  ex- 
tended to  me  by  all  my  Hrethren— a  generous  co-operation  with  me 
which  has  materially  contributed  to  lessen  labors  and  responsibilities, 
and  smoothed  the  pathway  of  ofticial  life.

He;  rei)n)ves  with  deeision,  and  commends  with  propriety  the  faults 
or  virtues  of  the  Craft  as  they  alterual«'ly  dematid  his  eonsidera- 
tion. 

He  is  stronj^ly  in  faviu'  of  providinjj  for  eharity  esdls  in  advaiu*e, 
aiul  as  this  is  one  of  our  weaknesses  u)r  virtues,  whieli?)  we  (piote  u 
brief  utteran<*e  on  that  subjeet  as  a  speeinuui  of  his  style,  and  illus- 
trative of  his  priiH'iples  as  w<*ll,  vi/: 

It  is  all  very  well  to  pre:u*h  eharity  t<»  our  eamlidates  ;  all  very  well 
to  show  the  world  that  th(>  main  round  in  the  Masonie  huhler  is  named 
eharity;  but  pra<'tirally,  eharity  does  not  eonsist  of  hi^h-ttown 
speeeh(»s.  It  is  of  more  solid  substance.  Merely  unfuriinjj:  our  ban- 
ner to  the  breeze,  with  the  empty  wonl  **  «-harity  "  emblazoned  there- 
oiif  will  not  sustain  our  <'laim  that  wr  are  a  eharitabl(>  institution. 
We  must  demonstrate  by  j»ractical  acts  that  we  practice  what  we 
preach. 

These  are  ilw  reasons  why  I  want  Lod^jes  to  aceumulate  funds.  We 
should  always  be  prepared  for  any  emer;j:encv  to  alleviate  <listress, 
and  it  can  oidy  bi^  doiu*  l)y  the  economical  mana^enient  nf  Lody;(> 
funds,  and  the  i'oll(»ciiun  of  du<'s  from  \\w  members.  The  latter 
should  be  rigidly  enforce<i  to  the  full  extent  of  the  law,  <?xcept  when 
it  is  known  ll»(»  i5r')lher  is  destitute.  Aiiy  Loil«re  that  has  been  sev- 
eral years  in  existence,  with  a  respertable  nu  inbershi[),  and  has  ho 
niismanapMl  its  linancial  alVairs  that  it  cainiol,  at  a  moment's  notice, 
assist  the  n<'edy  when  an  emerjicncy  arises,  fails  in  its  mission,  and  is 
unworthy  to  occupy  a  place  in  any  jurisdiction  amon^  the  Sist<'rho(»d 
of  Lodj^es.  ItscharK'r  should  b(»  revoked  and  its  members  scattered 
amonj^  other  Lodircs  that  are  l)eltor  able  to  tea<-h  tliem  the  true  lessons 
of  Masonic  princi[)les. 

He  is  empjijitically  a  *' lilue  Lorl^re  Mason,"  and  while  not  disap- 
provin;^  of  attention  to  the  *'  lli'Tlntr"  tlejrrees  on  the  part  of  old  and 
experien<*(Ml  ('raftsmen,  d<»i)recat(?s  with  <'arnestness  and  force  the 
pra<'tiee  of  luriujj:  younj;  Masons  into  Chapters  and  (■onimanderics,  to 
tho  detriment  of  tin;  Lodm' and  of  the  Masonic  as])irant  to  decrees, 
not  earneil  by  prolicictncy  in  the  symbolic  work. 
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lie  ro^^rels  tlio  provaleiioo  of  *'  iion-adiliation/'  but  odviRCS  the 
Lodges  to  euro  the  evil  l)y  inukiii.?  IjKlj^e  inomborHhip  desirable. 

lie  denounces  <lriiiikoniu?sM,  ^;iiiibliuK,  and  other  vices,  iu  strong 
terms. 

K.  W.  llro.  (Uiristopher  Diohl  lilN  with  marked  ability  the  dimeult 
post  of  (irand  Secretary — a  faithful,  laborious  and  intclii^eiit  olHcer— 
ns  his  reports  abundantly  attest.  Jle  is  also  (irand  Tjibrarian,  zealously 
Hcekini^  to  (Collect  books  and  eni'oura;;c  the  pursuit  of  knowledf^e,  and 
superadded  to  all  this  he  is  charged  with  the

lie  thus  alludes  1)  the   prosperous  eondilioii   of  the  Craft,  while 
warning;  of  evils  to  l>e  remediejl :

Brethren,  it  is  with  nliMsure  that  1  renew  tlie  eongratulations  for 
our  prosperity,  whicfi  1  liave  announced  from  this  phiNjou  the  former 
occasions  in  wnich  I  have  addressed  you.  Never  wuh  tlie  Craft  more 
liarmonious  and  prosperous  than  now.  If  our  growth  lias  been  less 
rapid  than  at  some  time  in  the  past,  it  has  been  a  building  up  of  better 
material.  The  work  that  has  boiMi  presented  luis  un<lergone  closer 
inspection  and  if  unshapen  it  has  oftener  been  rejeeUnl.  I  have 
watched  with  deep  interest— I  may  say  solicitude— the  workings  of 
Masonry  in  this  Jurisdiction  during  th<^  three  years  I  have  been  at  itn 
head.  In  the  retrospect  of  that  time  I  tind  much  to  commend,  much 
to  be  thankful  for,  but  little  to  censure  or  regret. 

Some  evils,  however,  exist.  If  they  did  not  we  should  be  in  the 
enjoyment  of  the  high  ideal  of  Masonry— that  of  moral  perfection, 
which  we  arc*  taught  belongs  to  Him  who  is  Kuler  over  all. 

I  am  able  to  speak  of  only  two  evils  which  have  any  general  preva- 
lence. The  first  is  of  a  negative  character  but  none'the  less  an  evil. 
Ii  is  that  of  indiHerenee  or  inactivity — a  sort  of  lukewarmnesstowanl 
Masonry  which  characterizes  so  many  of  our  brethren.  These  pro- 
fess to  think  well  of  Masonry — they  speak  well  of  it.  Some  of  this 
class  occasionally  attend  Lodge  meetings  and  i)ay  their  dues  ;  others 
do  not  even  do  this.  They  «lo  not  realize  that  ^lasonry  is  atiy  benefit 
to  them  ;  th(\v  receive  n'>  benetits  to  realize.  They  <lo  not  put  them- 
selves in  position  t<»  receive  any.  It  is  only  those  who  are  willing  to 
go  out  of  their  way  and  on  foot  to  suc(?or  the  needy  ;  or  to  bend  the 
knees  in  supplication  for  a  brother's  welfare;  whose  breast  heaves 
with  feelings  of  benc'volence  ;  who  are  ready  to  stretch  forth  tlie  hand 
in  8upf)ort  of  the  falling;  and  whose  mouth  whispers  good  counsel  to 
thecjrring;  and  whose  ear  is  oj^en  to  the*  cry  of  the  distressed,  that* 
are  in  j)osition  to  receive  and  realize  the  benetits  of  Masonry. 

The  other  evil  of  which  I  woidd  speak  is  a  spirit  of  intolerance— a 
disposition  not  to  submit  to  the  regulations  of  Mjisonry.

The  remedy  for  all  this  can  be  found,  if  sought,  in  Masonic^  teach- 
ings cfunplete  and  etVectual.  A  sj)irit  of  intolerance  and  a  true  Ma- 
sonic spirit  cannot,  both  exist  in  the  same  breast  at  the  same  time. 
The  one  whi«*h  gains  the  mastery  will  drive  (»ut  the  other.  Let  us  then 
iw  Masons  give  to  the  gentle  subduing  spirit  of  Masonry  supremacy 
in  our  hearts  that  it  may  subdue  our  passions  and  keep  us  within  duo 
bounds. 

Brethren,  three  years  ago  by  your  sufTrages,  you  conferred  U|>on 
me  the  high  htmor  of  placing'  in  my  hands  the  gavel  of  the  Grand 
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Master.  By  two  Kii<rcoM<ivc  ro-olectioiiK  with  a  vote  of  Hubstantial 
unflmiiiity  you  have  continued  it  in  my  haiuls.  By  this  tiattering 
choice  yoli  have  honored  nie  niudi  beyond  what  I  have  deserved. 
No  oflk'ial  ()osition  iii'the  p:iftot*  the  i>eople  of  tlio  State  eouhl  ho  grat- 
ify my  ambiti^m  or  be  considered  by  me  so  great  an  honc)r.  And  yet 
how  poorly  I  have  merited  it.  Of  my  shortconiingA  I  am  fully  aware. 
Young  in  years,  deficient  in  experience— witli  l)Ut  little  knowledge  of 
matters  pertaining  to  so  important  a  trust,  I  entered  up4»n  itsdiHcharge 
with  many  misgivings.  Ah  duties  arose  I  met  and  disharged  them  as 
iKMJt  I  could,  w'ith  an  anxious  solicitude  to  insure  your  approval. 
The  unaminity  of  my  re-ciections  I  interpret  as  such  approval.  For 
this  as  well  as  the  honor  of  tlie  position,  and  especially  for  your  kind 
support  and  Fraternal  good  will  which  has  ai<led  me  so  much,  I  am 
deeply  grateful  and  tender  my  sin«'cre,  hearty  thanks. 

The  time  has  now  (*ome  when  I  should  retire  trom  the  position.    J 
do  it  with  a  feeling  of  reluctan«*e  as  well  as  relief,  for  their  is  real 

idcasure  in  performing  the  duties  the  ollice  imposes,  solid  saiisfaetiou 
II  the  enjoyment  of  its  honors.  I  take  from  the  chair  only  pleasing 
recollections.  I  have  none  but  the  kindest  feelings  t€)ward  all  my 
brethren.  I  am  not  aware  of  aught  else  towards  myself.  The  perio<l 
of  my  ofllcial  connection  with  the  <i rand  rx)dge  is  *the  green  si>ot  in 
my  inemory  that  will  ever  Ih»  cherished — that  time  cannot  obliter- 
ate.

Th<»  annual  <-ommuni«-alion  of  the  M.  W.  (irand  Lodgt;  of  the   State 

of  Virginia,  f<»r  A.  J>.,  1^74,  was  held  at  Biclniiond,  December  the  Ulh, 

\ryth  an<l  null,  thi*  proceedings  of  w  hich  arc  pn'scnted  in  a  large  an«l 

well  arrang<'d  pamphlet  of  407  paces.     We  liml  little  in  the  proeee<l- 

nf  LFcneral  interest  to  the  Crall   in  other  Jurisdictions,  attention 
II gs  •••  t^ 
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(except  in  the  report  f.n  foreign  cc»rro»i.ondonce],  l}eing  confined 
mainly  to  local  matters. 

The  Grand  Lodge  was  opened  in  *'  ample  form  "  by  M.  W.  <irand 
Master,  William  IT.  Tjambert,  whoso  aiiininl  address  ih  a  comprehen- 
sive and  interesting  review  of  local  ocf,urrenc(>s  during  the  year  and 
of  foreign  relations  as  well. 

Ho  thus  alludes  to  the  death  oi'  tlie  ^f.  W.  the  (irand  Master  of 
Ma«<jns  in  Ireland,  and  to  a  n«>lal)lc  charartoristic^  €)f  Virginia,  that 
venerable  mother  of  States,  statesmen,  and  of  Mitsons,  viz  : 

From  over  the  great  waters  we  have  re(»eived  ofllcial  intelligcnoo  <»f 
the  death,  on  the  tenth  of  (h'tober,  of  His  (irace  the  Duke  of  Leices- 
ter, the  venerable  and  belove<l  f«rand  Master  of  the  (Irand  I/cnlge  of 
Ireland,  in  the  eijfhty- third  year  of  his  age.  For  a  period  of  sixty-one? 
years,  witliout  interruption,'  he  exercised  the  fun'»tions  of  his  high 
office :  an  event  unprecedented  in  the  annals  of  Masonry.  The  circu- 
lar conveying  the  intelligence  of  his  death  <*!oses  thus :  **  Wo  feel  sis- 
pured  of  the  sympathy  of  our  lirethren  of  the  (jJrand  TjO<lgo  of  A'ir- 
ginia.  There  is  one  distinguishing  <rhara<rtfristic  of  this  <  jrand  Tjodgc* 
of  Virginia,  and  T  say  it  with  pride,  the  reverence  and  deep  love 
which  she  beai*s  to  those  of  her  aged  lirethren  who  have  borne  the 
boat  and  burden  f)f  the  day,  and  witli  their  harness  on  are  patiently 
awaiting  the  Master's  suuiuions.  Aged  brethren,  you  know  not  with 
what  anxious  eyes  we  arc  regarding  you;  liow  our  hearts  are  glad- 
dened by  your  presence,  and  the  ac-hin??  void  which  will  l>e  <jreated 
when  you  leave  us."  Yes,  Brethren  of  the  (irand  Ijodgo  of  In;land, 
the  sympathetic  heart  of  Virginia  beats  in  unis<m  with  your  own  in 
the  loss  of  your  bclov(;d  Cirand  Master,  and  we  trust  and  belieye  that 
the  memories  of  his  buig  and  well  spent  lifo  in  your  behalf  will  ever 
be  cherished  bj'  you  with  grateful  hearts." 

Our  relations  with  our  sister  (Jrand  .Jurisdictions  still  continue  of 
the  most  harmonious  nature,  and  since  the  adjustment  of  the  un- 
happy difTlcuUies  between  Canada  and  Quebec,  all  germs  of  dissc^n- 
sion  have  been  remove<i,  dark  and  lowering  clouds  disperstMl,  and 
throughout  the  broad  expanso  of  the  Western  (*ontincnt  universul 
peace  prevails. 

He  speaks  of  the  demand  for  new  lodges  '•  notwithstanding  the 
large  number  of  chartered  lodges  in  the  Stiite  "  and  thus  discourjig(?s 
tho  increase  (he  also  advises  an  increase  of  fcK»s  for  dispensations),  viz  : 

I  feel  that  we  are  multiplying  the  number 'of  Ix)dges  too  rapidly; 
that  whilst  in  our  cities,towns  an<l  growing  villages,  the  older  Lodges 
have  a  healthy  increase  in  numbers  and  material  rosoun.*es,  many  of 
the  country  Lodges  seem  to  drag  along  a  i)re<;arious  existence,  with 
no  life  and  vigor.  This  should  not  be  so;  there  is  a  radical  defect 
somewhere.  I  have  always  maintained  that  a  Lodge,  with  intelli- 
gent oftlcers,  skilled  in  the  Ritual— who  arc  punctual  in  their  attend- 
ance— whose  sessions  are  not  protracted  into  the  small  hours  of  the 
morning — whose  resources  are  not  squandered— whose  Junior  War- 
den exercises  a  vigilant  eye  over  the  C'raft  whilst  at  refreshment — 
whose  Lodge  room  is  comfortably  furnished  and  rendered  attractive, 
will  always  succeed  ;  its  numbers  will  incrrcasc  ;  its  etVorts  for  the  pro- 
motion of  the  sublime  tenets  of  our  Order  will  be  crowne<l  with  suc- 

J3 
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COHS.    Finally,  it  becomen  the  prido  of  our  wives  and  daughters,  and 
of  the  entire  comnnunity  in  which  it  is  located. 

We  close  our  extracts  from  tliis  addro^^s  l>y  one  which  we  espetiially 
commend  to  tlio  attention  of  Alabama  Miisons.  How  long  will  it  be 
ere  we  demonstrate  our  roL^ard  for  the  widow  and  tlie  orphan  by  well 
considered  and  efhfient  provision  for  their  '*  Relief?  " 

During  the  past  year  tlie  Brethren  of  tliis  <'ity,  actuated  by  those 
Bublime  principles  of  bonovobmcc*  whicli  have  ever  characjterized 
them,  and  with  hearts  overllowing  with  synipathy  and  kindness 
towards  those,  tlie  alleviation  of  whose  distresses  sliould  be  the  espe- 
cial care  of  every  Mason  ajid  L  >dire  of  M  isons.  have  tak<^n  the  initia- 
tory steps  towards  the  estal)lishmcnt  of  a  *'  Mssonic  Widows'  and 
Orphans'  Ifome,"  to  be  loc  itod  in  the  city  of  Kichm«)nd.  Preliminary 
meetings  of  committees  from  tlie  various  Masonic  organizations  have 
been  held,  and  plans  matured  and  devised  which  seem  feasible  for  the 
successful  accomplishment  of  this  noble  enterprise.  In  many  ol  our 
sister  Grand  Jurisdictions,  associations  exist  for  the  relief  of  the  wid- 
«)ws  and  orphans  of  Masons,  and  generally  they  are  under  the  foster- 
ing care  and  protection  of  the  (irand  Lodge.  Those  having  the  matter 
in  charge  will  no  doubt  present  their  plans  and  views  to  you  for  your 
consideration,  and  I  would  especially  urge  this  Grand  Body  to  render 
every  assistance  in  its  power  f<>r  the  advancement  of  this  praiseworthy 
effort. 

We  note  that  a  reprint  of  the  proceedings  of  the  M.  W.  Grand 
Lodge  of  Virginia  from  1777  is  offered  for  sale,  as  completed,  the  first 
volume  being  announced  as  ready  for  delivery.  No  Grand  Lodge  in 
America  should  fail  to  secure  this  valuable  history,  if,  as  we  suppose, 
il  is  offered  to  all  who  desire  to  purchase.

FOREIGN   CORRK'tPONDKNCK. 

The  report  on  correspondence  is  from  the  pen  of  B.  R.  Wellford, 
Jr.,  for  the  committee,  and  is  characteristically  able  and  complete. 
He  reviews  the  doings  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Alabama  for  1873, 
together  with  the  proceedings  of  forty -six  (46),  other  American 
Grand  Bodies  giving  fraternal  and  considerate  attention  to  each.  We 
have  read  with  special  pleasure  and  profit  his  remarks  on  the  question 
**of  mixed  funerals,"  elicited  in  reference  to  the  deliverances  of  the 
M.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  the  District  of  Columbia.  He  is  opposed  to 
the  exclusive  pretensions  of  the  dogma  that  such  ceremonial  Is  in 
any  general  sense,  **  Lodge  work^''  and  can  only  be  participated  in  by 
Masons.  We,  in  Alabama,  preserve  the  true  control  of  the  Lodge  at 
funerals,  while  yet  avoiding  all  oft'ensive  or  exceptional  exclusiveness. 
We  insist  upon  the  paramount  control  of  the  Body;  but  at  the  same

timo  provido  r^r  all  ooro monies  desired  by  thocoiiiinunity,  the  friends 
or  rolaliDiis  of  the  decreased.  No  serious  objection  lia-s  ever,  to  our 
knowledp^e,  bt»en  iir«;ed  a.i?:iinst  our  rule  of  *' priority,"  and,  essoc- 
tiuUy,  eouii)Iete  control  of  the  eiironionios,  use  honor  with  judgment 
and  a  due  rejrard  tf)  the  proprieties  of  the  occasion.  IJro.  Willt'ord's 
remarks  interest  us,  and  are  worthy  of  attention.  Wo  (juote  a  por- 
tion, viz  : 

If  or;^.iniz*iti)ns  b(.»  exclude  1,  iudividuuN,  if  i)rofanes,  must  also  bo 
exeludisl.  It  is  a«<-*\iincd,  as  a  premise,  ih:ii  the  burial  of  a  lirother  is 
Masonic  lab  >r,  and  that  in  su>*li  lab:)r  none  but  Masons  in  ^.>i)d  stand- 
ing; c:i!i  bi»  permitted  to  a-^sist.  If  this  b:'  iiuiiltMl  only  lo  the  rites 
around  the  opiMi  jrravc,  while  such  rit<*s  arc  bcini^  formed,  none*  ean 
ef)ntr«>vert  it,  or  ever  have  <':>[itrov<.»ricrl  it.  IJuL  the  obvious  intent  Ih 
to  c')V(M' all  the  funeral  ccremonic-*,  from  the  house  to  the  jrrave  ;  tho 
fiOd^jfc  is  to  claim  n:>t  merely  i^recciicin'e  in  the  j>ro<*essioii,  hut,  to  the 
exclusion  of  profane-i  and  other  Onlcrs,  the  desi^rnation  of  j)all- 
bearers;and  wIkmi,  on  approaching  the  >?rave,  the  ranks  are  opened 
for  th(»  heal se,  as  soon  as  that  passtjs  the  Ijodj^e  is  to  close  behind  in 
inverse  ordc^r,  leaving  in  i!ie  rear  the  clergy,  the  mourning  family,  an 
well  as  all  others  foUowin;^  the  corpse,  until  the  body  is  deposited  in 
the  grave  and  all  the  Masonic^  labjr  so  complete  as  lo  permit  the  re- 
tirement of  the  \y){\'^i\  Then,  and  not  until  then,  according  to  the 
prineiple  asserted,  ean  the  approach  of  widow,  daughter,  mother, 
HiHter,  infant  son,  father  or  brotner,  or  Christian  minister,  if  either  be 
a  profane,  be  permitted,  or  if  permitted,  only  permitted  »im  MasouH. 

Suppose  that  the  i*rt?sident  of  the  l-nited  States  should  die  in  oftiee 
as  a  member  of  a  f/xlge  in  the  District!,  and  before  his  death  express 
a  wish  to  be  buried  with  Masonic  rites.  Would  it  l/e  practieablo  to 
gratify  his  wish,  consistently  with  this  decision  of  the  (jrand  I^odge 
of  the"  District  of  Columbia?  (Un  we  imagine  that  the  Congress  of 
the  United  States,  if  in  session,  or  if  not,  that  his  constitutional  sucv 
cessor,  aiul  his  Cabinet  advisers,  would  consent  for  one  moment  to 
the  idea  that  the  right  of  the  United  States  Senate  and  Ifouse  of  Rep- 
resentatives, and  of  his  Cabinet,  as  organizations,  or  of  the  Diplomatic 
Corps,  who,  as  representatives  of  frienol^'  powers,  would  desire  to 
participate  in  the  sad  ceremonies  of  a  i>oonle's  grief,  should  lie 
entirely  subordinate  to  the  orders  of  the  Worshipful  Master  of  a 
Masonic  Lodge  in  the  District? 

The  I'rince  of  Wales  is  the  (irand  Master  of  Mjisons  in  England.  If 
he  should  die  to-morrow,  and  before  death  ask  to  be  buried  with  Ma- 
sonic rites,  can  our  Knglish  Brethren  refuse  his  request,  unless  their 
demand  to  subordinate  all  the  ceremonies  to  their  control  be  con- 
ceded ? 

Has  any  man  ever  imagined  that  when  Solomon,  King  of  Israel,  our 
first  Most  Excellent  (Jrand  Mast(»r,  wjis  gathered  to  his  Fathers,  that 
the  Workmen  of  the  Temple  were  the  only  privileged  mourners 
around  his  grave,  and  that  the  high  dignitaries  of  the  Jewish  ('hureh, 
the  <diihlren  of  his  own  loins,  who  were  not  operative  Mjlsous,  (and  at 
that  time  there  were  no  speculative  Masons,)  and  the  sovereigns  or 
representatives  of  sovereigns  of  other  States,  who,  like  tlio  Queen  of 
Sheba,  might  have  hastened  to  tender  their  homage,  were  compelled 
to  stand  afar  oft'  as  cowans  and  eaves<lropper.s! 

We  have  in  our  mind's  eve  some  Jirothron  whose  connection  with 
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• 

the  Fraternity  rellei'ts  nt>  leMH  honor  upon  uh  than  it  doeM  upon  them, 
and  who  would  doubtlew*  dosire  to  iiave  tlioir  lK>dioH  coniri'itted  to 
motlier  earth  under  our  corenionies.  Hut  thoy  liavo  iiAsociationH  of  a 
civil  and  protosHional  clianu'tor,  and  aro  ko  proniinontly  identified 
witli  other  orpinizations  that  such  dosire  could  not  lu*  ^fatitied  with 
common  decency  if  those  asHociatioiiH  wore  to  he  suhordinato  to  the 
control  of  a  Masonic  Tjod^e. 

8upi)ose  an  excellent  Masonic  Hrotlier  should  die  in  olllct*  oh  the 
Fresiuing  Othcer  of  the  Odd  Fellows  of  his  State.  Can  wo  de<'ently 
elaim  that  the  (.>dd  Fiillows  should  surrender  to  us  control  of  his  fu- 
neral rites?  CJertainly  not.  Hut  if  we  cannot,  why  should  we  refuse 
to  his  remains  the  dyiuj?  rc(|ucst  of  an  esteemed  and  lamented 
Brother?  No  response  <'an  he  given  whi<'li  docs  not  begin  and  end 
with  the  false  premise  that  our  participation  in  the  eereuKHiies  is  Ma- 
Honie  work  in  which  no  pr(»fane  ciui  participate. 

If  it  h(»  Masonic  work,  in  any  sense,  which  wouhl  Justifv  these  ex- 
treme pretensions,  the  bo«ly  should  he  interred  ei'her  upon  the  sum- 
rait  of  high  hills,  or  in  the  depression  of  low  valleys,  where  the 
approach  of  cowans  and  eavestlroppers  miglit  be  readily  observe*!, 
and  tlu' ceremonies  suspended  if  need  be  until  the  Tiler  eould  warn 
all  such  to  remove  beyond  the  range  of  sight  and  somid. 

Where  Masonic  iMnlies  consent  to  appear  as  such  in  i)ublic  places, 
where  tin*  public  eye  may  see  and  the  public  ear  may  near,  the  verj* 
act  necesssirily  involves  a  waiver  of  all  right  to  insist  up«»n  the  sanc- 
tity and  the  ex«*lusiveness  of  tlm  1/^tlge  Room.  They  must  content 
themselves  then  with  limitations  which  public  law  and  a  due  regan! 
to  the  rights  of  the  great  public  iis  such  or  any  portion  of  tlie  public, 
especially  in  interest,  may  impose,  and  those  limitations,  %\ith  impar- 
tial fon-e',  must  control  tmrs  erjually  with  olht?r  organizations.

TheM.  W.  <Jrand  L«M!geof  "the  State  of  West  Virginia  held  its 
tenth  annual  c(>nmmuni*'ation  in  the  city  of  Wheeling,  dunmenciug 
Tuesday  the  10th  day  <)f  November,  A.  1).  ls74.  I'resent,  M.  W.iinmd 
Master  Thomas  II.  Logan,  the  <;rand  oHicers,  a  large  number  of  visi- 
ting Brethren,  and  the  Hrpresentatives  of  sixty  of  the  sixty-three 
Chartered  Lodg<»s  in  that  Jurisdi(>tion. 

The  achlress  of  the  M.  W.  (irand  Mast(»r  is  an  elnfiuent  and  verv 
able  production,  treating  with  etjual  caiulor  and  force,  of  the  local  and 
general  condition  and  <*haracteristics  of  tlH»  Craft,  and  we  shall  quote 
freely  from  its  very  interesting  deliverances  on  b(»th  topics. 

He  deprecates  the  use  of  the  ball<»t  to  gratify  feelings  «>f  spite  or  re- 
taliation in  cases  of  petitions  for  initiation  or  advancement  and  savs: 
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While  on  tlio  <|iieHtion  of  the  ballot,  let  mo  way  thatitM  proper  use  is 
one  of  the  mont  Haored  and  important  duties  of  the  Craft.sman.  It  was 
intended  to  he  tJie  ^iiardistii  of  the  purity  and  harmiMiy  of  tlie  Ijodgo. 
It  tries*  not  only  the  reputation  of  the  ('iindidato,  but  it  also  tries  tlie 
motive  of  him  who  rasts  it.  Will  such  motive  in  all  eases  bear  tH>m- 
plaeently  the  scrutiny  nl'  tliejutli^ment  and  ofa^ood  eonsciouce?  If, 
when  we  take  the  ballot  into'our  liiii^t^rs,  we  will  (.'xamine  ourselveH 
«?arefully  as  well  as  the  chsiracier  of  the  (Candidate,  we  will  not  materi- 
ally err  in  the  discliar«;o  of  the  important  duty. 

Il3  rcir  »mmiMrN  pr.»visi')Ti  for  *'  a  permanent  <>du<;ational  fund  "  an 
well  as  pres^'iit  **  ai)f)ropriations  ft>r  educational  purposes/'  witli  ref- 
<?reneo  to  apian,  su;x:;eH'.cd  by  (»tlicrs  to  the  <irand  Jjodge,  <if  aiding 
through  tin?  l'niver>ity  of  West  Virginia,  the  sons  of  Msisons needing 
HUch  itssistanr*'. 

Speakimrof  tlu»  "sudden  stop"  of  applications  tor  dispensations  to 
form  new  Jinl^rcs,  a  marked  I'eaMire  of  the  year,  he  says: 

J'\>r  nearly  ten  years  our  attention  has  b(?endin*cted<'hie<ly  to  increase 
in  numerical  strenj^th.  Now  wv  have  opp(»rtunity  to  look  more  <:losely 
U)  the  discipline  of  our  institution.  In  its  prudent  and  faithful  appli- 
«*ation  we  are  to  develop  its  highest  value  and  honor.  We  may  now 
do  our  work  more  deliberately.  Som<?  Lodjjjes  hav(*  been  overworked. 
The  desire  of  condidates  to  be  hurried  throujrh,  and  the  undue  /.eal  of 
olUeors  to  accomplish  a  lar^e  amount  of  work  in  a  short  time  has  been 
the  eiiuse  of  injury,  both  to  the  candidates  and  to  the  Lodf;e«  It  is 
better  for  all  c<)ncerned  that  the  work  should  be  done  d«!liberately,  in- 
telligently and  within  reasonable  hours. 

lUii  work  in  the  ritual   is  not  the  only  business  of  a  lods^e.     Some 
brethren  seem  to  think  that  when  then*  an;  no  dejrrees  to  be  conferred 
it  is  not  important  that  they  should  attend,  and  now  and  then  w(^  hear 
of  Lodges  l)ein^  opened  and  ijnmediat<'ly  cIoscmI  again,  when   it  was 
ascertained  that  no  candidates  were  in  wai;ing.     Wt;  are  tronvinced 
that  l)y  proper  ellbrt  on  the  part  of  the  oHlcers  of  the  fiOdgesuchmeet- 
ings  <*ould  l)e  made  attractiv(?  and  prolilablc?.     Free  Masi^nry  teaches 
a  pure  and  exalted  Uioraiiiy,  illustratc<l  by  signili<'ant  syukbols,  and 
enforced  by  an  elo(|Ui'nt  ritual,     its  treasures  are  not  by  any  m  cans 
exhausted  in  the  mere  perfunctory  work  ot  the  ritual,     however  sul- 
vaneed  our  rank  in   Masonry,  we  are  still  rough    ashlers,  and    our 
progress  towards  perfection  <*an  only  be  se<'ured  by  the  i)atient  a  nd 
persevering  ai^plicition   in  our  daily  life  of  the  tcMjets  and  cardinal 
virtues  of  our  j)rofcssion.    The  Lodge  mec^ting  atlords  not  only  an 
ojiportnnity  to  study  thc^se  principle's,  but  also  to  ext»n»plify  them  . 
For  instance,  Friendship,  or,  as  we  call  it,  *'  Ilrotherly  love," 

"  Is  no  plant  of  hasty  growth, 
Though  planted  in  Fsteem's  deej),  tixed   soil. 
The  grailual  culture  of  kind  intercourse 
Must  bring  it  to  perfection." 

Shakespeare  must  havr?  had  in   mincl  what  I   would  call  a  model 
Lodge  when  he  wrote,

Wnose  blood  and  judgment  are  so  well  commingled 
That  they  are  not  a  pi[)e  for  Fortune's  linger 
To  sound  what  stop  she  please,    (iive  me  tliat  man 
That  is  not  passion's  slave,  antl  I  will  wear  him 
In  my  heart's  core ;  ave,  in  mv  heart  of  hearts, 
As  I  do  thee.'* 

The  growth  of  true  friendship  is  only  one  of  the  objects  which  we 
Reek  in  the  Lodge.  We  are  to  devise  plans  for  the  relief  of  the  desti- 
tute and  unfortunate.  Truth  is  to  be  inquired  after,  and  the  whole 
train  of  cardinal  virtues  beckon  us  to  their  fellowsJiii»  and  following. 

Of  Masonry  in  its  conservative  and  peaceful,  as  well  as  cosmopo- 
litan characteristics,  he  speaks  in  eloquent  and  just  commendation, 
—  this  topic  being  suggested  by  the  reunion  at  the  dedication  of  the 
Masonic  Temple  in  Philadelphia,  and  the  pleasant  incidents  attending 
it.  We  quote  a  portion  of  his  closing  remarks  illustrative  of  the  sub- 
ject and  enforcing  the  duties  and  obligations  of  Masons,  viz: 

Free  Masonry  finds  in  its  history  no  con(iuering  Alexander  or  Han- 
nibal;  no  commanding  hero  or  statesman.  In  the  midst  of  tumults 
and  revolutions  in  which  nations  have  been  born  or  destroyed  it  has 
mainttiined  the  repose  of  conscious  strength  and  rectitude  of  purpose. 
Never  approving  the  wrong  or  hindering  the  right,  it  neglects  no 
opportunity  to  appease  the  passions  of  men  and  to  as.suage'the  bitter- 
ness of  controversy.  Like  the  little  builders  of  the  t'ca,  which  during 
the  ages  silently  pursue  their  labors,  neither  frightened  by  the  storm 
or  beguiled  by*  the  sunshine  above  them,  persevering  until  by  their 
toil  continents  are  extended  and  islands  appear  as  gems  in  the  ocean  ; 
BO  Free  Masonry  silently  and  unostentatiously,  underneath  the  cur- 
rents of  human  passion,  patiently  and  perseveringly  i)ursues  its 
labors  in  ]>ehalf  of  humanity. 

Have  we  not  a  right  then  to  claim  that  wit!i  such  a  re(M»rd  it  is  en- 
titled to  the  honorable  position  which  it  occupies?  Is  it  not  clear  that 
there  must  be  something  in  it  which  in  all  these  years  has  met  a  want 
of  society  not  otherwise  supplie<l,  and  in  supplying  which  it  has 
secured  the  confidence  and  support  of  good  men  everywhere. 

In  further  encouragement  of  your  puri)oses  and  labors,  we  refer 
you  to  the  princij>les  of  Free  Masonry.  'I'ime  will  not  permit  any 
discussion  of  these  in  detail,  l)ut  we  may  say  in  general  terms  that 
they  appeal  constantly  and  tlirectly  to  man's  noblest  impulses;  and 
as  constantly  rebuke  his  tendencies  to  s(»llishness.  In  no  step  of  his 
advancetnent  does  he  tind  a  suggestion  nuK'li  less  a  recognition  of  an 
unworthy  motive.  At  the  threshold  he  is  to  declare  that  with  no 
mercenary  motives,  with  a  desire  for  knowledge  and  with  a  sincere 
wish  of  being  serviceable  to  his  fellow  creatures,  he  voluntarily  olVers 
himself  as  a  candidate  for  the  niyst(rries  of  Masonry. 

There  is  nothing  in  its  principles  or  ritual  to  feed  a  pride  of  birth,  the 
pDmp  of  royalty,  the  power  of  wraith,  or  tae  lire  of  a  sellish  ambi- 
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lion.  Upon  On  tcssniated  mvoinoiit  the  kin^j:  and  the  pciiKant  aro 
equalK;  ho  the  learned  and  the  unk?arncd,  the  rich  and  the  poor,  and 
all  alike  are  free. 

Thus  it  iH  that  itn  niomherMhip  has  in  all  times  conHiHteil  larjjely  of 
thoHe  who  have  sought  its  mysteries  not  for  selfish  purposes,  but  to 
ciualify  themselves  more  fully  for  virtuous,  living  and  benevolent 
deeds. 

"While  Free  Masonry  thus  sele<rts  its  represr'ntatives  it  do<»s  not  ab- 
solve them  from  tlieir  full  r(\sp()nsii)ility  as  members  of  s^xnety.  On 
the  contrary  tlie  discipline  of  the  Lod^e  qualifies- them  the  more  com- 
pletely for  the  exhibition  of  a  liberal  charity  and  a  far  reaching^ 
nympathy. 

Reference  has  already  been  made  to  the  fa<,*t  that  Free  Masonry 
presents  in  its  history  i)Ut  littleof  the  extraordinary  personal  intlnencb 
of  what  the  world  C4ills  heroes.  This  teachers  very  forcibly  the  value 
of  the  chara<*ter  of  the  avera^jje  Mason.  Uur  work  is  to  be  accom- 
plished, not  by  tlie  intluence  of  jrreat  leaders  rising  un  now  and  then 
and  inspiring  the  multitude  with  a  t'empr>rary  enthusiasm  by  tho 
magnetism  of  their  genius,  but  by  the  steadier  and,  in  the  end,inoro 
powerful  intluen<*e  of  tfie  <»ntire  body  of  Masonic  character.  This 
character  is  the  sum  or  the  average  of  the  character  of  the  members 
comprising  a  I^dge  or  IjCKlges  in  a  district  or  country.  How  import- 
ant, then,  tho  question  which  presents  it>ielf  to  each  one  of  ust  In 
what  way  does  my  life  and  l)e!iring  atFect  my  charact^'r  as  a  Mason, 
and  the  character  of  my  Lodge?  Do  I  contribute  to  its  influence  for 
good  or  is  my  life  an  obstruction  an<l  my  name  a  reproach?  These 
considerations  arc  more  impf)rtant  now  than  ever  before.  As  civili- 
sation increases  there  is  an  increased  demand  for  men  of  energy,  self- 
control  and  integrity.  It  seems  to  be  more  diflicult  now  to  be  true 
and  generous  than-in  former  times.  Life  has  fjen*er  temptAtions.  Wo 
have  seen  men  with  established  reputations  for  intelligence  and 
moral  strength  fall  before  the  demoti  of  temptation,  and  then  bo 
swept  away  from  honorable  position,  aye,  from  the  very  horns  of  tho 
altar,  to  disgrace  and  ruin.

Tho  M.  W.  Cirand  Lodge  of  Wisconsin  met  in  Annual  Communica- 
tion in  Milwaukee,  Tuesday,  June  8th,  A.  D.  1875,  as  we  are  informed 
by  the  neatly  printed  volume  of  proceedinjjs  and  statistics  before  us. 
Present,  M.  W.  (Jrand  Master  Jedd  P.  C.  Cottrill,  whose  annual  ad- 
dre,H»  is  lonj?  and  interesting^,  confined  mainly,  however,  to  matters  of 
local  interest. 

Under  the  head  of  "  Necrolojjy  for  the  Year,"  he  alludes  appropri- 
ately t<»  the  deaths  of 

P.  O.  Master  Henry  S.  IJ-.iird, 

U.  W.  (Jrand  Marshal  S.  A.  Ferrin,  and  of 

P.  U.  W.  Grand  Chaplain  Uohort  Lanj^ley. 

Speaks  of  annoyance  from  book  i)eddlars,  who  ven<l  also,  as  a  means 
of  introduction,  "side  <lef?rees,"  called  "adoptive  Masonry,**  which 
nuisance  he  very  ellectually  abated. 

He  is  oppi>sed  to  the  recognition  of  the  Grand  Orient  of  Ifungary, 
and  the  (Jrand  Lodge  approved,  resolving  that  tliey  **  refuse  to  recog- 
nize the  so-called  Grand  Orient  of  Hungary." 

Under  the  head  of  *'  (ieneral  Condition  ol  the  Craft,"  he  savs  : 

1  take  great  pleasure  in  announcing  the  general  prosperity  and  har- 
mony tliat  pervades  the  ( 'raft  of  this  Jurisdiction.  Some  few  questional 
— yvt  but  a  &^w — have  arisen  among  the  Lfxlges  during  the  year.  All 
hi»ve  been  readily  adjusted  that  have  been  brought  to  my  notice,  upon 
a  mere  statement  to  them  of  the  law  governing  the  cases,  and  every 
decision  made  by  me  has  been  at  once,  so  far  as  I  know  cheerfully 
ac(|uie«ced  in.  There  has  been  no  case  of  real  difficulty,  either 
l>etween  any  of  the  Ijodges,  or  between  the  brethren  in  any  Lodge,  so 
far  as  I  know,  or  have  been  advised. 

I  am  th(»refore  able  to  say  tliat  Masonry  in  Wisconsin  is  thoroughly 
harmonious  ;  that  it  is  (|uietly  and  surely  fulfilling  its  high  mission  of 
charity  and  benevolence— of  brotherly  love,  relief  and  truth. 

We  quote  two  of  his  ilecisions  as  variant  from  the  general  custom 
and  opinions,  as  we  undcrst4ind  them,  viz.: 

1.  A  Tiodge  in  this  Jurisdi(*tion  cannot  re(|uest  a  Lodge  in  Colorado 
(or  elsewhere)  to  confer  for  it  the  K.  A.  degree  upon  one  of  its  elected 
candidarcs  who  h;is  removd  there. 

•J.  One  Ti<»dge  <*aTinot  <'onf'cr  degrees  tt.s  a  v^attcr  of  fnvor  to  another, 
upon  the  material  of  the  latter.

We  ({Uoto  some  of  his  roinurkHaMiiitorcstiiig  to  Alabaniiaiis,  ospeciallj 
hi»  well  iiioritod  coniplinieiit  to  K.  W.  IJro.  Sayro,  and  the  just  recog- 
nition of  Bro.  Waltliall's  merits  asi  a  (S)rrctipontlent^  (if  we  may  use 
the  term  as  moaninj^  his  skill  and  surrcss  in  reporting  on  Foreign 
Correspondence. ) 

The  pro<reedings  of  this  <irand  Lodge,  neatly  and  carefully  printed, 
give  us  a  favorable  opinion  of  the  condition  of  Masonry  in  that  JuriH- 
dietion,  as  well  as  of  the  ability  of  those  whose  spe<*ial  duty  it  i«  to 
look  afU*r  the  best  i^iterests  sf  the  Craft  and  guard  against  innovatiouH. 
The  work  of  the  (irand  Secretary  is  especially  well  done. 

The  addn^ss  of  the  <Jran<l  Master,  who  was*re-ele<*ted,  is  a  straiglit- 
forward  business  document,  without  any  straining  after  rhetorical] 
effect  or  attfunpt  at  line  writing.  lie  calls  attention  to  important  mat- 
terH  and  ref(?rs  to  his  decisions  of  Masonic  law,  in  language  that  admitH 
of  no  doubt  as  to  !iis  meaning.  Although  he  has  rendered  a  great 
number  of  dfM'isions,  it  must  be  a  matter  of  Just  pride  tr>  him  that  all 
these  with  one  exception,  were*  sustained  both  by  the  Committee  on 
Jurisprudence  and  the  <frand  Lodge.  In  this  cast^  he  decided  tliat 
under  their  constitution,  a  member  of  the  C(»mmittee  on  Work,  be- 
coming non-a(liliated,  does  not  thereby  forfeit  or  vacate  his  position 
as  member  of  said  commilt(»e.  nev<»rsing  this  decision,  they  mani- 
festly did  a  most  proper  thing.  If  a  n<»n-aniliate  might  be  honored 
and  *trust<.'d  with  important  Masoniir  ollices  by  th<;  adiliated,  non- 
afniiation  might  soon  be  at  a  premium,  as  affording  the  honors  and 
l>eneflts  of  Masonry  without  its  burdens.  Furthermore,  we  think  the 
<jrrand  M}ist<»r  took  an  erroneous  view  in  the  reasons  assigned  for  re- 
fusing a  dispensation  to  elect  a  Worsh'pful  Master  in  two  cas(»s  in  the 
alment'e  of  a  Worshipful  Master,  lie  holds  thai,  in  the  absen<'e  of  the 
Worshipful  Master  from  any  I'ause,  no  power  can  lawfully  interpose 
between  the  Senior  Warden  ami  his  right  and  duty  to  fill  the  Kast. 

The  rei)ort  of  the  Committee  on  Fore'.gn  Correspondence  is  a  care- 
fully and  ably  prepared  <locument  (d' nearly  one  hundred  pagt's,  drawn 
up  l»y  Hro.  W.  T.  Walthall.  He  gleans  indiscriminat^^'ly  from  all 
available  sources,  and  i>refers  rather  to  give  a  fraternal  hand  t^)  all, 
than  to  make  even  Justifiable,  thouvrh  uncalled  for  criticisms.  Ho 
gives  Wis<*onsin  a  brief  but  friendly  notice.  After  disposing  of  the 
States  Hcriatiin^  Hro.  Walthall  tlevotes  over  thirty  pages  to  an  able 
discussion  of  nunu'rous  Masonic  (piestions  which  are  still  .suh  judicc.

S.  L.  Mills  was  selected 
to  preside,  and  Bro.  A.  J.  Parshall  was  chosen  Secretary. 

Thus  organized,  the  Convention,  composed  of  the  representatives  of 
four  Lodges,  proceeded  to  the  election  of  (irand  oflicers,  viz.:

R.  W.  Bro.  J.  E.  Gates,  I).  Grand  Master.

Subsequently,  on  the  day  following  the  election,  the  Constitution 
and  By-Laws  were  adopted. 

This,  in  brief,  is  the  introduction  to  the  M.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of 
Wyoming,  given  by  the  neatly  executed  pamphlet  record  before  us. 

We  gladly  and  cordially  welt»ome  the  new  sister  Grand  Lodge,  and 
earnestly  hope  she  may  have  abundant  prosperity ;  and  be  permitted 
alike  to  con.serve,  promote,  and  adorn  the  true  principles  of  Ancient 
Craft  Masonry. 


CONCLUSION. 

Thus  we  close  a  labor  full  of  pleasureable  incident,  and  real  gratifi- 
eation,  despite  the  perplexing  embarrassments  arising  from  our 
prentice  inaptitude  for  a  work  requiring,  in  its  satisfactory  ]>erform- 
Anoe,  so  much  skill,  exjierience  and  Masonic  erudition.  We  have 
remarked  with  pride  and  pleasure,  the  purity  of  sentiment,  cultiva- 
tion and  intelligence  which  characterizes  the  oflicial  addres.ses,  re- 
ports an«l  other  deliverances  contained  in  the.se  volumes  of  Masonic 
lore,  and  we  have  welcomed  with  joy  t!»e  evidences  of  the  dignity, 
honor,  usefulness  an<l  rapid  increase  of  the  Fraternity,  developed  in 
the  prot-eedings  submitted  to  us;  the  gratification  too  is  not  lessened 
by  the  assumed  conviction,  derived  from  other  sources,  that  through- 
out the  world,  tlio  **  Craft*'  is  growing  in  numbers,  virtue  and  fame. 
We  huve  onjoyo<l  the  privilege  of  intimate  assf>ciation  with  the  wise 
and  trusted  of  this  ancient  and  honorable  institution  ;  have  sailed,  as 
it  were,  over  pleasant  seas,  studded  with  islan«l  gems  of  thought  and 
knowledge,  wiih  sj-arce  a  rippling  wave  to  mar  the  i)leasuro  of  the 
voyage.  It  en<ls  ^to  us)  regretfully;  though,  possibly,  our  reader- 
restless  under  the  control  <>f  an  unskilled  navigator,  will  joyfully 
welcome  the  sight  of  land. 
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A  word  of  caution,  and  we  are  done.  Jiretliren,  what  of  the  future  ! 
Arc  there  no  cloudn  of  diflloulty  and  danger,  shadowed  in  the  di8tanco? 
Are  there  no  foes  for  us  to  conquer— other  tlian  those  from  within — 
incident  to  prosperity  and  rapid  increase?  TIioso,  wo  observe,  are 
already  known,  and  awakening  the  attention  of  thoughtful  mindu, 
and  thus  met  upon  the  tlircsliold,  are  moretlian  half  conquered. 

"Will  this  brave  old  cons-ervator  of  true  "liberty,  equality  and  fra- 
ternity" be  peimittcd  to  continue  her  glorious  inihsion  to  its  con- 
Hummaticn  without  a  final  and  desperate  struggle?  Not  so,  for  wo, 
prophetically— or  else  in  imagination— behold  her  again  baring  her 
boEcm  tothestoim  of  prejudice  and  superstition,  enduring  a  contest 
t)f  unexampled  bitterness  and  force;  yet,  by  constancy,  courage  and 
endurance,  finally  conquering  the  peace  which  shall  assure  the  righta 
and  dignity  of  man.  The  dangers,  we  fear,  are  to  come  from  onemieM 
without— enemies  inveterate,  powerful  and  well  organized.  When 
imperial  Komo  proclaims,  with  her  myriad  voices,  her  hostility  to 
this  grand  old  bulwark  of  freedom— this  defender  of  the  rights  of 
conscience  and  of  mind,  it  is  no  unmeaning  anathema!  It  is  war — 
bitter,  relentlet s war!  IJe  ready,  then,  with  all  your  powers,  to  hurl 
back  the  renewed  assault  of  this  envious,  pampered  ecclesiasticism. 
It  is  freedom's  linal  struggle,  and  wo  must  "once  more  totho  breach." 
Applying  to  Masonfj*  the  prophetic  words  ot  the  great  and  good 
Bishop  Ik-rkley,  when  predicting  the  triumph  of  Truth  and  liberty 
in  these  western  wil<ls,  we  appropriate  his  noble  apostrophe  to 
freedom : — 

"  The  four  first  a(;ts,  already  past  — 
The  tifth  shall  close  the  drama  with  the  day, 
Times'  noblest  otfspring  is  the  last !  "

The  M.  W.  Grand  Master,  Palmer  J.  Pillans,  deliv- 
ered his  Annual  Address ;  and  on  motion  of  Brother 
Frank  M.  Prince,  it  was  refeired  to  a  si)ecial  committee 
of  three  Past  Grand  Officers,  consisting  of  Brothers —

GRAND  MASTP:R'S  ANNUAL  ADDRESS. 

Bbxthbsn : 

Under  the  edict  of  this  Grand  Lodge  requiring  the  Gmnd  Master  to 
'*8abmit  a  communication  to  the  name  on  the  first  day  of  it8  convening," 
I  proceed  to  the  discharge  of  this  duty. 

Dispensations  for  the  organization  of  new  Lodges  were  issued  as  fol- 
lows,  the  applicants  in  every  instance  having  fully  complied  with  the 
reqoirements  of  the  Constitution  on  this  subject : 

December  ISth,  1875,  to  Brother  Thomas  H.  Anderson  and  others,  for 
a  Lodge  at  Ambemon,  Cherokee  county. 

February  25,  1878,  to  Brother  Bird  H.  Ford  and  others,  for  a  Lodge 
at  Ifigh  Shoals,  Randolph  county. 

Hay  25,  1876,  to  Brother  'Warner  L.  Driskill  and  others,  for  a  Lodge 
at  Sulphur  Springs,  DeKalb  county. 

June  17,  1876,  to  Brother  James  P.  Lawler  and  others,  for  a  Lodge  at 
Oak  Level,  Cleburne  county. 

July  6,  1876,  to  Brother  Calvary  Williams  and  others,  for  a  Lodge  at 
WilUamsbnzgy  Jeff etion  county. 
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August  4,  187H,  to  Brother  George  M.  Morrow  and  others,  for  a  Lodge 
at  George  Smith's.  Jefferson  county. 

September  'io,  187<>,  to  Brother  William  G.  Betts  and  others,  for  a 
Lodge  at  Pine  Lake,  Covington  county. 

They  are  all  of  them  «aid  to  come  strictly  within  the  constitutional  re- 
quirements, and  I  sincerely  hope  will  send  up  such  specimens  of  their 
work  as  will  warnint  your  granting  to  each  of  them  a  charter,  that  there- 
by their  (lowers  for  good  in  the  several  communities  in  which  they  are 
situated  may  be  very  materially  increased. 

They  have  also  been  issued  to  the  following  Lodges,  authorizing  them 
to  continue  work  until  this  communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge.  These 
Lodges  hod  forfeited  their  charters,  by  reason  of  non-payment  of  their 
dues  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  nun-representation  for  the  constitutional 
period,  but  having  paid  tho  du(;s  for  which  they  were  delinquent  to  the 
Grand  Secretary.  I  deemed  it  advisable  to  interiKwe  the  powers  of  this 
high  cffic-e  to  prc^serv'c  them,  hoping  that  they  would  each  be  able  to 
convince  this  Grand  Ix>dge  that  Masonry  would  be  benefitted,  and  the 
world  profited  by  restoration  of  their  charters.  If  they  shall  have  suc- 
ceeded I  recommend  that  their  charters  be  restored  : 

On  14th  January,  l«7f>,  to  Vienna  Lodge  No  48. 

On  20th  April.  187fJ,  to  Meridian  Lodge  No  2fir>. 

In  granting  these  last  dispensations  I  fear  lest  I  may  have  too  liberally 
construed  the  powers  of  the  Grand  Master.  It  is  only  another  demon- 
stration however  of  the  necessity  of  being  somewhat  more  deliberate  in 
our  actions  when  assembled  in  our  annual  gatherings.  For  if,  in  the 
haste  of  business,  the  delinquent  Lodges  had  not  been  overlooked,  and 
not  reported  on  the  second  day  of  the  session,  as  required  by  the 
Constitution,  and  the  Grand  Lodge  had  declared  their  charters  for- 
feited, I  could  not  have  believed  that  I  had  any  power  to  grant  relief, 
but  as  these  Lodges  stood  only  in  the  position  to  have  this  declaration 
made,  I  interposed  and  shielded  them  from  the  operation  of  the  Consti- 
tution until  the  will  of  the  Grrand  Lodge  should  be  known*  Perhaps  I 
might  here,  with  propriety,  enunciate  the  position  that  whenever  the 
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will  of  the  Grand  Lodge  w  expressed,  and  the  requirements  of  the  Con- 
Htitation  or  edicts  clear  and  unmistakable,  there  is  no  power  in  the  Grand 
Master  to  set  either  aside,  but  that  he,  like  every  Brother,  is  under  obli- 
gation to  obey  them. 

They  have  also  been  granted  as  follows :  For  the  election  of  officers 
where  the  Lodges,  for  cause  shown,  failed  to  hold  an  election  at  the  time 
prescribed  by  the  Constitution — 

On  2!>th  June,  1?<7(;,  to  Mt.  Hilliard  Lo<lge  No.  180. 
On  8rd  August,  187ri,  to  Caledonia  Lodge  No.  l!»s. 
On  l(;th  August.  1S7<:,  to  Benson  Lodge  No.  KK). 
On  !)th  Octobei,  1870.  to  Manning  Spring  Lodge  No.  204. 
On  30th  October,  187i;,  to  Hillabee  Lodge  No.  1*K>. 

In  every  case  when  application  was  made  for  authority  to  confer  the 
degrees  in  less  time  than  that  required  by  the  Constitution,  I  declined 
the  request,  because  unless  there  should  be  a  most  palpable  case,  when 
Masonry  would  be  injuring  a  fellow  man  by  refusal,  consent  would  be  in 
violation  of  that  instrument  with  the  execution  of  which,  I  was  most 
specially  charged.  But  in  every  case  when  application  was  made,  the 
Individual  had  lived  long  within  the  sound  of  the  gavel  without  being 
attracted  by  it,  until  duty  or  inclination  provided  a  journey  when  he 
desired  hastily  to  be  clad  as  a  M.  M. 

Decisions  in  the  following  cases  have  been  rendered,  and  except  for 
the  request  in  the  edict  that  the  (i.  M.  should  "furnish  a  Hyuoi)f<iK  of  all 
questions,"  etc.,  many  might  have  been  left  out,  they  being  simply  the 
repetition  of  oft  repeated  rulings. 

1.  That  a  dimit  conditioned  upon  the  payment  of  dues  is  no  dimit, 
but  that  the  Brother  should  have  paid  his  dues  btforc  the  Lodge  should 
entertain  his  application,  and  that  a  Brother  so  coiiditiouiilly  dimitted 
is  responsible  for  dues  to  the  Lodge,  s-ubscquontly  a<.'.cniiug,  and  that  the 
Lodge  cannot  make  good  tlie  dimit  by  subsequently  remitting  all  dues. 

2.  That  unless  the  by-laws  of  a  Lodge  refuse  to  allctw  dimitted  Maeions 
to  visit  it — a  member  dimitting  from  it  does  not  lose  his  right  to  visit  it. 
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8.  That  a  brother  having  been  tried  and  acquitted  is  ip»o  facto  pro- 
nounced in  good  standing  and  entitled  to  a  diiuit  when  demanded.   - 

4.  That  charges  being  preferred  against  a  Secretary  of  a  Lodge,  he 
cannot  act  as  such  on  his  trial ;  but  another  must  be  appointed  '"pro  hoc 


Vic/;/' 


'».  That  the  consent  of  the  Lodge  rejecting  an  applicant  for  degrees 
must  be  obtained  before  an  application  to  another  Lodge  can  be  enter- 
tained. 

<).  That  any  officer  other  than  the  Master  and  Wardens  can  dimit,  and 
the  vacancy  be  filled  at  any  time  in  the  manner  provided  by  the  by-laws. 

7.  That  when  the  Grand  Lodge  has  at  any  time  revived  a  dormant 
Lodge,  it  re>av(Kl  it  with  its  entire  membership  at  the  time  of  forfeiture 
of  charter,  except  as  to  those  who  might  have  paid  their  dues  to  the 
Grand  Secretary  and  taken  his  certificate  during  dormancy— these  remain 
unafliliated  Masons ;  and  that  the  funds  so  collected  by  the  Grand  Secre- 
tary belong  to  the  Grand  Lodge  in  trust  for  the  creditors  of  the  Lodge, 
if  there  bo  any. 

8.  That  a  Brother  in  good  standing,  owing  nothing  to  the  Lodge,  being 
granted  a  dimlt  is  ipHfj  facto  unafliliated,  the  certificate  being  only  evi- 
dence of  good  standing  in  liis  Lodge  at  the  date  of  dimit.  * 

1>.  That  a  Lo<1gc,  if  it  wishes  may  perfonn  the  last  rites  for  an  unaf- 
filiated Mason.     No  law  forbids  it. 

10.  That  after  a  Brother  who  has  been  expelled  or  suspended,  is  re- 
stored to  his  Masonic  rights,  but  refused  membership  as  provided  by  the 
edicts  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  is  entitled  to  a  certificate  setting  forth  the 
facto. 

11.  That  a  Lodge  may  exercise  its  charity  at  its  own  discretion. 

12.  That  a  Secretary  has  n9  right  to  issue  a  dimit  until  ordered  by  the 
Lodge. 

I'X  That  an  election  held  when  neither  Master  nor  Wardens  were 

present  was  void. 

14.  That  an  election  held  under  the  supervision  of  one  of  the  Wardens 

(the  W.  M.  and  other  Warden  being  absent)  though  he  placed  the  Secre- 
tary in  the  chair,  to  direct,  is  valid. 
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1.%.  That  any  i>erBon  ordained  or  set  apart  for  the  ministry,  and  who 
punmes  that  as  a  calling.  conieH  within  the  oonRtitntional  phrase  ''Minis- 
ter of  the  Gospel." 

16.  That  a  Lodge  n»ceiving  and  acting  iqwn  a  petition  not  aocompa- 
nied  by  the  recjuired  fee,  fn  r/vi/t,  renders  itself  liable  to  the  discipline  of 
the  Grand  Lodge. 

Dnring  the  rec4?Ks  I  received  a  communication  from  M.  W.  Brother  J . 
C.  Gawood,  G.  M.  of  Tennessee,  complaining  tliat  certain  Ijodges  of  Ala- 
bama refused  to  rccogiiiz<>  certain  citizens  of  Alabama,  made  ]&fIasons  by 
a  border  Lodge  of  Tennessee.  I  immediately  called  upon  M.  NV.  Brother 
Gawood  to  put  a  stop  to  tliis  violation  of  the  jurisdiction  of  Alabama, 
which  he  promptly  did,  explaining  how  the  same  was  done  under  a  mis- 
representation of  an  edict  of  Tennessee  then  in  forc^.  I  investigatod 
the  matter  and  found,  that  soon  after  the  termination  of  the  war  most 
of  the  Lodges  in  that  |jart  of  Alal)ama  were  inactive,  some  citizens  of 
Alabama,  perhaps  a  dozen  in  number,  living  from  twenty  to  thirty -five 
miles  distant  from  any  active  Alabama  Lodge,  applied  from  time  to  time 
to  McGullom  Lodge  No.  8.V).  of  Tennessee,  being  within  half  a  mile  of 
the  line  between  the  jurisdictions,  and  were  made  Masons.  They  now 
desire  recognition  by  tlieir  neighbors.  Tlie  question  never  came  before 
me  in  such  shape  as  to  require  me  to  give  delinitc  answer  to  it,  else  I 
should  have  informed  them  that  by  the  edicts  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  4  to 
16,  pp.  76  to  80  of  the  Code  and  a  rompan'mn  of  the  language  used 
therein  with  f;>ections  8,  9,  10  and  11  of  the  Constitution  only  requires 
that  they  shall  apply  for  affiliation,  and  if  received  they  are  healed  by  the 
Lodge  so  receiving  them.  But  as  some  differed  with  me,  I  preferred  to 
bring  the  matter  before  this  Grand  Lodge  that  the  (piestion  may  be  put 
to  rest     These  are  represented  to  me  as  good  and  true  men. 

I  desire  in  this  connection  to  express  my  obligation  to  K.  W.  Brother 
T.  A.  Thomas,  our  representative  near  the  M.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  Ten- 
nessee, for  the  promptness  with  which  he  attended  to  the  negotiation  in- 
trusted to  him. 

I  haye  received  a  circular  from  *'a  convention  of  Masons  from  various 
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Lodges  in  Ontario,'*  who  proceeded  to  organize  a  Grand  Lodge  and  who 
crave  our  recognition.  It  iH  herewith  filed.  I  Huggest  that  it  and  any 
other  paper8  on  thin  Kubject  which  may  have  come  to  the  hands  of  the 
Grand  Secretary  be  referred  to  a  committee  for  examination  and  report. 

Also,  an  application  from  the  "Grand  Lodge  of  the  Island  of  Cuba, 
Havana." 

Also,   from   the    ''(irand  Lodge  of  Prince  Edwai'ds  Island,*'  which  I 

recommend  be  referred  to  same  committee  that  this  Grand  Lodge  may  act 

advisedly  in  these  several  cases. 

I  received  during  the  recess  two  letters  from  Brother  G.  B.  WhaUey, 

complaining  that  great  injuiy  is  being  done  him  by  Northport  Lodge  No. 

252,  from  whose  judgment  he  appealed,  and  two  communications  of  the 

Grand  Lodge  have  been  held,  and  yet  the  papers  have  not  been  before 

the  committee,  in  such  shape  as  to  warrant  action.     I  hope  proper  steps 

may  be  taken  to  remedy  the  evil  complained  of  and  its  repetition  by 

other  Lodges. 

When  the  Grand  Lodge  returned  the  charter  to  Opelika  Lodge  No.  195 

in  l«74,  it  deprived  the  Lodge  of  its  property  and  appointed  a  committee 
to  take  possession  of  the  property  and  sell  or  so  disi)ose  of  it  as  to  pay 
the  debt«  of  the  Lodge.  Nothing,  however,  that  I  am  aware  of,  has  been 
done  by  the  committee,  and  a  judgment  is  now  held  against  the  Lodge. 
An  appeal  was  made  by  this  Lodge  to  me,  to  order  this  property  turned 
over  to  them,  stating  that  if  this  were  done  they  could  arrange  the  debt. 
This  I  did  not  think  was  in  my  power,  but  if  any  such  aid  can  be  accom- 
plished, I  would  suggest  the  propriety  of  the  Grand  Lodge  so  ordering, 
and  further,  that  the  dues  collected  by  the  Grand  Secretary  from  mem- 
bers dimitting  during    its  dormancy  be  also  refunded  to  the  Lodge. 

To  Bro.  W.  B.  Wood,  under  date  of  19th  April,  1876,  I  gave  authority 
to  represent  the  Grand  Master  in  laying  the  comer  stone  of  Lodge  TTall 
for  Waterloo  Lodge  No.  382,  and  on  7th  of  August  to  P.  G.  M.  J.  H. 
Johnson  to  lay  comer  stone  of  Court  House  of  Clay  county. 

Allow  me  to  suggest  that  authority  be  given  for  the  purchase  of  a  seal 
for  the  use  of  the  Grand  Master  in  the  attestation  of  documents  iiMnn>g 
from  his  office.     Its  need  is  very  much  felt 
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Commissions  have  been  received  for  Brother  Joel  White,  as  Repre- 
sentative of  the  M.  W.  G.  Lodge  of  Maryland,  near  this  Grand  Lodge : 
for  Brother  John  W.  Garrison  as  Representative  of  the  M.  W.  G.  Lodge 
of  West  Virginia,  near  this  Grand  Lodge,  and  for  your  Grand  Master  as 
Representative  of  the  M.  W.  G.  Lodge  of  Wisconsin. 

We  already  had  a  Representative  near  the  M.  W.  G.  Lodge  of  Mary- 
land. I  forwarded  through  R.  W.  G.  Secretary  our  commissions  to  R.  W. 
Brother  E.  M.  Lackland,  as  the  Rejiresentative  of  this  Grand  Lodge  near 
that  of  West  Virginia  and  to  R.  W.  Brother  Joseph  Hamilton  near  that  of 

Wisconsin. 
In  the  foregoing  it  will  be  found  tliat  the  decision  nimibered  7  of  this 

series  is  in  direct  conflict  with  the  ruling  of  my  immediate  predecessor, 
for  whose  sound  Masonic  legal  ability  I  entertain  the  most  profound  re- 
spect, and  I  thus  draw  the  attention  of  the  Grand  Lodge  to  this  differ- 
ence that  the  question  which  has  produced  no  httle  discord  among  a  por- 
tion of  the  Brethren,  and  which  must  fretiuently  arise  when  charters  are 
being  forfeited,  and  restored,  may  be  detenniued  by  the  deliberate  exer- 
cise of  the  aggregate  wisdom  of  tliis  body. 

I  deem  it  proper  here  to  urge  upon  the  W.  ;Mast<:*r8  of  the  several 
Lodges  under  this  jurisdiction  to  comply  with  the  edict  of  this  Grand 
Lodge  which  re<juires  the  W.  M.  of  a  Lodge  either  to  read  or  cause  to  be 
read  to  his  Lodge  the  proceedings  of  the  (irand  Lodge  as  they  are  annu- 
ally received.  This  e<lict  wiis  made  that  the  officers  and  memWrs  of  the 
Lodges  might  not  be  in  ignorance  of  the  edicts  of  the  (rrand  Lodge,  but 
in  addition  if  it  was  universally  complied  with,  the  presiding  officers 
would  be  able  readily  to  direct  the  business  of  their  several  Lodges  and 
less  confusion  such  as  comoK  only  to  the  knowledge  of  the  G.  M.  would 

arise. 

Our  numbers.  Brethren,  apparently  diminish,  while  the  number  of  oiur 

Lodges  seems  to  increase,  which  ought  to  suggest  to  us  the  propriety  of 

inquiring  into  the  reasons  for  this  deplorable  state  of  things.     Doubtless 

the  peculiar  political  condition  which  lias  for  some  time  prevailed,  and 

the  financial  depression  lying  incubus-like  on  the  whole  country,  have  had 

their  due  influence  in  producing  the  lethargy  which  we  to-day  witness  in 
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Ifasonic'cirolee.  Bnt  are  there  not  other  and  more  potent  cauMs  con- 
spiring to  this  same  result  ?  Have  we  as  Masons  exemplified  in  our  lives 
what  we  teach  with  our  lips?  Masonry  indicates  a  high  morality  and 
orges  the  practice  of  the  cardinal  virtues  and  of  charity ;  a  charity 
which  thinkoth  no  ill  of  a  Brother ;  a  charity  which  is  ever  ready  to 
whisper  good  coimsel  in  his  ear  and  to  lend  a  hand  to  help  in  time  of 
need;  a  charity  which  will  ever  regard  a  Brother's  welfare  as  his  own. 
Let  us  then,  this  day,  put  the  inquiry  to  ourselves  and  to  each  other,  if 
we  either  individually,  or  as  Lodges,  have  been  true  to  what  we  claim  for 
Masonry?  Be  sure,  my  Brethren,  if  this  were  so,  the  Masonic  light 
would  so  shine  before  men  that  they,  seeing  our  good  works,  would  seek 
to  become  of  us,  and  our  sphere  of  usefulness  would  increase  and  our 
numbers  enlarge.  It  is  idle  for  us  to  proclaim  our  virtues,  if  we  practice 
them  not.  Should  a  Brother  be  distressed,  do  we  console  him  ?  Should 
he  be  vilely  spoken  of,  do  we  defend  him?  Should  he  need  good  co\m- 
sel  and  advice,  do  we  give  it  him  ?  If  reviled  of  men,  do  we  go  to  him 
and  ascertain  the  truth,  or  do  we  not  rather  shun  and  avoid  him,  even 
'' passing  by  on  the  other  side,"  although  we  do  not  repeat  the  slanders 
reported  of  him  ?  There  is  no  one  so  entirely  bad  but  that  there  is  some 
good  in  him,  and  we,  as  Masons,  are  banded  together  to  cultivate  what  is 

good,  that  the  bad  may  be  overcome  thereby. 
It  is  perhaps  well  to  take  this  retrospective  view  now,  as  we  are  about 

to  legislate  for  another  year,  that  we  renew  our  vows  to  each  other  while 

assembled  around  this  consecrated  altar. 

I  think,  however,  that  there  is,  perhaps,  another  j^otent  cause  for  de- 
cline— (I  hope  it  is  only  temporary)  and  that  is,  probably,  that  we  are 
multiplying  the  number  of  our  Lodges  too  rapidly.  In  our  rather 
sparsely  settled  country,  I  know  the  incovenience  of  having  to  travel 
far  to  enjoy  Masonic  communication,  but  by  this  increase  of  Lodges  we 
build  up  a  number  of  weak  Lodges  while  we,  by  so  doing,  weaken  the 
stronger.  Statistics  show  us  that  there  are  in  the  United  States  10,215 
Lodges,  with  an  average  membership  of  fifty-eight.  The  average  in  New 
York  is  107,  in  Pennsylvania  74,  in  (Connecticut  126,  in  California  57,  in 
Florida  40,  in  Arkansas  SI,  and  in  Alabama  29.  We  have  by  far  the 
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gnudlest  average,  in  fact  only  one-half  the  membership  of  the  average 
American  Lodge  in  each  of  our  Lodges.  Is  it  astonishing  then,  that  an- 
nually, some  go  by  the  board  for  inability  to  pay  their  dues  to  the  Grand 
Lodge  ?  Can  we  hope  to  be  able  to  do  good  in  this,  our  weakness  ?  To 
be  sure,  Kentucky,  with  her  average  membership  of  only  37,  has  reared 
a  monument  to  Masonic  virtue  which  is  destined  to  be  the  admiration  of 
succeeding  generations.  The  germ  is  there  of  a  great  and  glorious  work. 
I  mean  her  ^'Masonic  Widows*  and  Orphans*  Home  and  Infirmary.*' 
When  the  glories  of  the  magnificent  Temples  of  our  Brethren  of  New 
York  and  Pennsylvania  shall  have  been  eclipsed  by  others  more  massive 
and  splendid,  or  have  been  whelmed  in  oblivion  by  time,  this  proud  mon. 
nment  wDi  have  only  acquired  a  greater  renown,  and  in  after  ages  some 
one  of  the  magnates  of  the  land  may  with  pride  point  to  it  and  say, 
**  There — there — by  Masonic  kindness  and  brotherly  affection  wa.}  I  cared 
for,  and  educated  to  usefulness  and  honor."  Let  us,  then,  strive  to  cul- 
tivate the  Masonic  virtues,  that  our  Lodges  may,  by  becoming  stronger, 
be  the  better  enabled  to  assist  in  rearing  some  such  enduring  monument 
to  the  goodness  of  Masonry. 

With  profound  thanks  to  the  G.  A.  O.  T.  U.  for  the  many  mercies  he 
has  vouchsafed  to  us  during  the  past  year,  let  us  ask  his  blessing  and 
assistance  at  this  communication,  that  whatever  we  may  do  mav  be  done 
for  the  good  of  Masonry  and  the  advancement  of  His  glory.

On  motion  of  the  Brother  Grand  Secretary  it  was 
resolved,  that  all  resolutions  of  inquiry,  memorials,  and 
l)etitions,  that  go  to  Committees  as  a  matter  of  course, 
he  handed  over  by  the  Grand  Secretary  to  the  seveiul 
Committees  without  being  specially  brought  to  the  no- 
tice of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

REPOBT  ON  THE  F.  C.  DEGBEE. 

Brother  James  M.  Brundidge,  fix)m  the  Committee 
on  Work,  made  report  on  the  F.  C.  Degree,  and  the 
report  was  received  and  concurred  in. 

Brother  James  M.  Brundidge  oflfered  the  following 
resolution,  and  it  was  adopted : 

RELIEF  OF  RISING  SUN  LODGE,  NO.  29; 

Beaokedj  That  Bising  Sun  Lodge,  No.  29,  at  Decatur,  haying,  on  the 
7th  of  Norember,  lost  by  fire  its  charter,  jewels,  and  furniture ;  a  new 
charter  is  hereby  granted  to  said  Lodge,  free  of  charge,  and  its  Dues  for 
the  present  year  remitted. 

The  Brother  Grand  Secretary  offered  the  following 
resolutions  : — 

AS  TO  NEGRO  MASONS. 

Whebxas,  The  question  of  the  recognition  of  Negro  Masons  has  been 
made  more  than  usually  prominent  during  the .  last  year ;  and  tohereoB 
this  Grand  Lodge  has  a  well-settled  opinion  upon  that  subject,  which  she 
desires  most  respectfully  and  fraternally  to  express  to  her  sister  Grand 
Lodges  eyerywhere,  and  especially  to  those  of  the  United  States ;  she 
deems  the  present  a  fit  opportunity  to  Het  forth  the  reasons  which  impel 
her  to  that  opinion. 

1.  It  is  indisputable  that  whatever  theory  we  adopt  as  to  the  origin  of 
Masonry— whether  that  which  carries  it  back  to  the  original  father  of 
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mankind,  and  bin  inmiediate  descendeute ;  or  to  Enoch  and  Noah ;  or  to 
the  building  of  King  Solomon's  Temple ;  or  arising  from  the  constdtn- 
tions  of  Pythagoras  ;  or  if  we  trace  it  back  to  the  Elensinian  Mysteriefl  ; 
or  to  those  of  Ceres,  and  the  institution  of  the  Bacchanalia ;  or,  what  is 
most  probable  of  all,  the  incorporation  of  the  Roman  Builders  under 
Numa  Pompilius — that  theory  carries  us  back  to  the  Caucasian  Race. 

2.  Masonry  was  originally,  what  it  is  mainly  to-day,  a  Social  Instdtu- 
tion ;  intended  for  those  who  daily  mingled  together  in  the  ordinary 
walks  of  life,  in  business,  in  pleasure,  and  in  the  ftunOy  circle ;  into 
which  it  is  not  credible  that  any  one  of  the  Negro,  or  of  any  other  of 
the  inferior  races,  could  have  been  admitted. 

3.  That  uegrocH  have  of  late  years  been  admitted  into  Lodges  of  Free 
Masons  is  due,  it  is  believed,  to  the  sympathy  which  has  been  excited  for 
them  by  anti-slavery  societies  generally,  and  particularly  by  those  of  the 
United  States :  and  that  any  were  admitted  during  the  revolutionary  war 
by  traveling  Lodges  belonging  to  the  British  Army,  was  due  to  the  Heel- 
ing which  existed  at  that  time  against  the  American  Patriots ;  a  pro- 
ceeding entirely  at  variance  with  the  object  of  the  formation  of  such 
lodges,  they  having  no  right  to  confer  the  degrees  upon  any  citizen  or 
resident  of  the  country  in  which  they  might  be  sojourning,  but  only 
upon  members  of  the  army  to  which  such  Lodges  belonged. 

4.  Although  it  is  usually  said  that  Masonry  is  universal,  and  that  in 
every  clime  Masons  are  to  be  found ;  yet  it  is  only  universal  in  so  far 
as  the  Caucasian  Race  has  carried  it  into  every  quarter  of  the  globe ; 
and  if  that  race  has  some  times  admitted  negroes,  and  others  of  the  infe- 
rior races,  it  has  been  done  in  violation  of  the  original  and  fundamental 
laws  of  the  fraternity. 

5.  In  view,  therefore,  of  these  facts,  indisputable  as  they  are  oon- 
ceived  to  be,  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Free  and  accepted  Masons  of  Alabama 
siezes  the  present  as  a  fit  and  proper  oocasion,  to  declare  its  pnrpoee, 
under  no  circumstances  whatever,  to  acknowledge  the  legality  of  negro- 
masons,  such  acknowledgement  being  foreign  to  the  original  purpose  of 
the  fraternity,  and  introducing  an  element  of  demoralization  into  the 
society. 

Whereupon  the  Senior  Orand  Warden,  Brother  Hen- 
ry 0.  Tompkins,  ottered  the  following  resolution : 

Sasolvedy  That  the  resolutions  of  the  R.  W.  Grand  Secretary,  relative 
to  Negro  Masonry,  be  referred  to  a  oommittee  of  three,  to  oonsiBt  of  tlie 
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B.  W.  Grand  Secretary,  and  Brothers  William  t.  Walthall  and  Henry  A. 
Woolfe,  with  instructions  to  report  as  soon  as  practicable. 

And  the  resolution  was  adopted. 

Brother  Joseph  H.  Johnson,  Chainnan  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  the  Grand  Master's  address,  made  the  follow- 
ing report,  and  the  report  was  received  and  concurred 
in,  and  the  resolution  adopted : — 

REPOBT  ON  GRAND  MASTER'S  ADDRESS. 

To  (MM.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  Alabama: 

The  Ck>nunittee  to  which  was  referred  the  address  of  the  Grand  Master, 
after  carefully  considering  the  same,  begs  leave  to  report  as  follows : 

That  from  the  very  able  address  of  the  Grand  Master,  it  seems  evident 
to  your  Committee  that  little  has  been  left  for  the  action  of  the  Grand 
Lodge,  by  committees  or  otherwise,  and  thus  your  Ck>mmittee  find  littl« 
to  do  further  than  to  suggest  the  reference,  of  certain  portiouH  of  the  ad- 
dress to  appropriate  committees. 

1.  That  all  questions  of  Masonic  Law,  and  all  of  the  decisions  made 
by  the  Grand  Master  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Masonic  Jurispru- 
dence. 

2.  That  the  question  of  the  recognition  of  the  several  Grand  Lodgea 
referred  to  in  the  address,  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Foreign 
Correspondence. 

8.  That  so  much  of  the  Grand  Master's  address  as  relates  to  the  griev- 
ance of  Brother  G.  B.  Whatley,  of  North  Port  Lodge  No.  252,  be  referred 
to  the  Committee  on  Suspensions,  Expulsions,  and  Appeals,  with  the 
request  that  it  make  some  suggestion,  to  the  end  that  justice  may  be 
done  in  the  matter. 

4.  That  the  decision  of  the  Grand  Master  in  conflict  with  the  decision 
of  Past  G.  M  Wilson,  on  the  subject  of  the  restoration  of  dormant 
Lodges,  and  the  rights  of  the  members  thereof;  together  with  the  sub- 
ject of  the  restoration  of  property  and  money  to  Opelika  Lodge  No.  195, 
be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Masonic  Jurisprudence. 

AH  of  which,  together  with  the  resolution  appended  to  this  report,  the 
adoption  of  which  we  recommend,  is  fraternally  submitted.

JoNESBORO  No.  315. — Faint  impression  of  a  seal,  but  entirely  illegible.

REPORT  ON  SUSPENSIONS,  EXPULSIONS,  AND  APPEALS. 

To  the  M.  W,  Grand  Lodge  of  Alabama: 

Yoor  Committee  on  Suspensions,  Expulsions,  and  Appeals,  haTing  ex- 
amined a  large  number  of  oases  submitted  to  them,  beg  le  .ve  to  offer  the 
following  report: 

Appeal  from  TorkvuiLB  Lodge  No.  181. 

.  Appeal  of  J.  T.  Hancock  from  the  decision  of  Yorkville  Lodge  No.  181. 
Said  Lodge  found  Anderson  Brown  guilty  under  charges  and  spedflea- 
tkas  InTolriiig  the  grooMot  unmaaonic  conduct  and  immoralitj. 
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The  eyidence  of  Brown's  guilt  is  abundant.  We  recommend  that  the 
decision  of  said  Lodge  be  reversed  as  to  the  penalty ;  and  that  Anderson 
Brown  be  expelled  from  all  the  rights  and  benefits  of  Masonry. 

Report  concurred  in. 

Appeaij  fbom  Nbwtonville  Lodge  No.  360. 

Appeal  of  fourteen  members  of  Newtonville  Lodge  No.  360,  from  the 
decision  of  said  Lodge  in  the  case  of  Francis  M.  Mackey,  who  was  indefi- 
nitely suspended  under  charges  and  specifications  involying  gross  im- 
moral and  unmosouic  conduct. 

Li  tliis  case  there  is  a  lack  of  regularity,  besides  a.  want  of  specific  cir- 
cumstances in  the  charges;  nevertheless,  the  body  of  the  transcript 
shows  that  the  accused  is,  most  certainly,  totally  unfit  for  our  mystic  edi- 
fice. So  deep  is  this  impression  on  our  miuds  that  it  seems  best,  in  our 
opinion,  to  suffer  the  verdict  of  Newtonville  Lotlge  to  remain  imchanged. 
We  therefore  recommend  that  the  decision  of  Newtonville  Lodge  No. 
360,  indefinitely  susi)ending  Francis  M.  Mackey,  be  sustained. 

Report  coTicurred  in. 

Appeal  fbom  Barbour  Lodge  No.  358. 

Appeal  of  Junius  T.  Wheeler  from  the  decision  of  Barbour  Lodge  No. 
358,  which  expelled  said  Junius  T.  Wheeler  under  charges  and  specifica- 
tions as  follows : 

Charge. — Immoral  and  unmasonic  conduct. 

Specification  Ist. — In  that  the  said  J.  T.  Wheeler  did,  in  the  month  of 
December,  1874,  in  the  county  of  Hale,  alter  the  date  and  mark  of  a  rail 
road  receipt  for  three  bales  of  cotton  with  intent  to  defraud  the  A.  &  G. 
Rail  Road  to  the  value  of  said  three  bales  of  cotton. 

Specification  2d. — Withdrawn. 

Specification  dd. — In  that  the  said  J.  T.  Wheeler,  on  or  about  the  first 
of  May,  1875,  did  state  that  he  had  found  said  cotton  in  the  town  of 
Meridian,  Miss. ,  and  since  has  instituted,  or  is  about  to  institute  suit  for 
said  cotton  against  said  A.  <&  G.  Railroad,  to  the  scandal  and  disgrace  of 
the  Masonic  fraternity. 

In  the  opinion  of  your  committee,  the  charges  in  this  case  are  sustained 
by  the  evidence.  True,  the  accused  makes  quite  an  ingenious  defense,  en- 
tailing upon  us  a  pains-taking  scrutiny.  But,  on  specification  1st  the 
testimony  of  Elliott,  the  Mobile  commission  merchant,  corroborates  that 
of  Huzmiout,  the  depot  agent  at  Carthage  Station,  and  oonvicta  Wheeltr 
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of  the  intent  to  defraud  said  liailroad  Company,  while,  on  specification 
8d,  the  testimony  of  GollinK  and  Powers  fastens  guilt  upon  him. 

We  recommend  that  the  decision  of  Barbour  Lodge  No.  Sr>S,  expelling 
Jtmius  T.  Wheeler  from  all  the  rights  and  benefits  of  Masonry,  be  sus- 
tained. 

lieport  eo^ncurrrd  in. 

Appeal  from  Central  Lodge  No.  70. 

Appeal  of  E.  G.  Walker  from  the  decision  of  Central  Lodge  No.  70, 
which  indefinitely  suspended  said  E.  G.  Walker  under  charges  and  speci- 
fications as  follows : 

Charges. — Unmasonic  conduct. 

Specification  1st. — In  that  the  said  Walker  did,  on  or  about  the  first  of 
187r>  last  past,  in  public,  in  the  county  of  Shelby,  use  unmasonic  and 
abusive  language  to  Brother  K.  W.  Nolen,  in  violation  of  his  duty  as  a 
Mason,  and  to  the  scandal  and  disgrace  of  the  Masonic  fraternity. 

On  trial  in  the  said  Lodge  the  accused  admitted  the  charges  against 
himself.  To  your  committee  it  appears  that  Central  Lodge  has  not  dealt 
as  leniently  with  the  accused  as  she  might  have  done,  and  yet  have  main- 
tained her  respect  for  Masonic  law.  We  recommend  that  the  decision  of 
Central  Lodge,  indefinitely  susp>ending  £.  G.  Walker,  be  reversed,  and 
that  the  penalty  imposed  on  said  E.  G.  Walker  be  reduced  to  suspension 
for  six  months. 

lieport  c<mcnrred  in. 

Appeal  from  North  Port  Lodoe  No.  252. 

Under  instructions  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  North  Port  Lodge  No.  2.52, 
sends  back,  after  the  lapse  of  two  years,  the  appeal  of  Green  B.  WhaUey 
from  the  decision  of  said  North  Port  Lodge  ,  which  Lodge,  upon  the  fol- 
lowing charges  and  specifications,  did.  on  the  4th  of  October,  1873,  ex- 
pel the  said  Green  B.  Whatley  from  all  the  rights  and  benefits  of  Masonry. 

Charge. — Immoral  and  unmasonic  conduct. 

Specification  1st. — In  that  the  said  Green  B.  Whatley,  on  divers  occa- 
sions within  the  last  twelve  months,  in  public,  in  the  county  of  Tusca- 
loosa, was  in  a  state  of  intoxication  from  the  use  of  spirituous  liquors,  in 
violation  of  his  duty  as  a  Mason  and  to  the  scandal  and  disgrace  of  the 
Masonic  fraternity. 

Specification  2d. — In  that  the  said  Green  B.  Whatley  has,  on  divers  oc- 
casions within  the  last  twelve  months,  in  the  county  of  Tuscaloosa,  re- 
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vealed  to  a  profane  the  private  businefts  and  actions  of  this  Lodge,  in 
violation  of  his  duty  as  a  Mason  and  to  the  scandal  and  disgrace  of  the 
Masonic  fraternity. 

The  8d,  4th,  Tith  and  (ith  specifications  were  withdrawn,  on  motion,  be- 
fore the  vote  was  ti^en  as  to  >Vhatley's  guilt  or  innocence. 

The  Lodge  unanimously  voted  the  accused  guilty  under  the  1st  and  2d 
specification,  with  the  above  mentioned  result. 

In  the  opinion  of  your  committee  the  accusation  contained  in  specifica- 
tion 1st,  viz :  intoxication  in  x^ubliu  at  divers  times,  is  sustained  by  the 
evidence  brought  to  bear  on  this  case,  while  that  contained  in  specifica- 
tion 2d,  viz  :  revealing  secrets,  is  not  supported  by  any  other  testimony 
than  that  of  one  person  whom  two  of  the  brethren  testify  that  they 
would  not  believe  on  oath.  While,  on  the  one  hand,  it  was  proved  that, 
on  two  or  three  occasions,  Whatley  had  been  refused  admission  into  pro- 
cessions of  Rising  Virtue  Lodge  at  funerals,  on  account  of  bad  character, 
on  the  other,  four  brethren  residing  in  Tuscaloosa,  including  the  W.  M. 
of  Rising  Virtue  Lodge,  send  a  written  statement,  which  appears  in  the 
transcript  of  proceedings,  in  favor  of  the  accused,  and  this  is  backed  by 
a  favorable  paper  from  the  Mayor  of  Tuscaloosa.  In  view  of  all  the 
above  facts,  and  of  the  certainty  that  Whatley  has  already  been  punished 
by  the  extreme  penalty  of  Masonic  law  inflicted  three  years  ago,  we 
recommend  that  the  decision  of  North  Port  Lodge  No.  252,  in  the  case  of 
Green  B.  Whatley,  be  reversed,  and  that  the  said  Whatley  be  restored  to 
all  the  rights  and  benefits  of  Masonry. 

Report  concurred  in, 

Afpbaii  fbom  Butlbb  Spbinqs  Lodge  No.  270. 

In  this  case,  that  of  Solomon  D.  Wilson,  the  report  of  the  committee 
sustaining  the  verdict  of  the  Lodge  was  reversed,  and  the  case  remanded 
back  to  the  Lodge  to  proceed  under  new  charges  if  it  chooses  to  do  so. 

Afpbaii  fbom  Lozahatcheb  Lodge  No.  97. 

In  this  case  the  report  of  the  committee  was  not  concurred  in  by  the 
Grand  Lodge,  but  the  finding  and  judgment  of  the  Subordinate  Lodge 
was  sustained. 

Appbaii  fbom  Albebt  Pike  Lodge  No.  339. 

Certain  papers,  containing  voluminous  testimony,  and  charging  gross, 
immoral  and  unmasonic  conduct  upon  G.  G.  Blount,  oome  up  from  Albert 
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Pike  Lodge  No.  839.  No  evidence  that  a  Master  Mason's  Lodge  was  held 
to  tiy  the  cause,  appears :  and,  moreover,  there  is  no  appeal  with  the 
reooid  transmitted.  After  scmtinizing  a  large  mass  of  loose  papers,  this 
committee  finds  that  said  papers  contain  nothing  that  can  claim  its  atten- 
tion.    Therefore  no  report  is  made  upon  the  same. 

The  forfffoirig  concurred  in  and  the  8vhordin<Ue  Lodge  required  to  cam- 
pkUthe  record. 

Appeal  from  Bbundidoe  Lodge  No.  184. 

As  to  an  appeal  from  the  decision  of  Brundidge  Lodge  No.  184,  expel- 
ling G.  F.  Ligou  from  all  the  rights  and  benefits  of  ^lasonry.  In  this 
case  the  trial  was  had  ex  parte  after  a  well  sustained  prayer  for  continn- 
anoe,  or  postponement,  on  the  part  of  the  accused.  We  recommend  that 
Brundidge  Lodge  decision  in  said  case  be  reversed,  and  that  said  Lodge 
be  instructed  to  give  Ligon  another  trial. 

Report  coTWurred  in. 

Appeal  fbom  Hbnbt  Lodge  No.  91. 

A  transcript  of  proceedings,  complete,  except  as  to  a  certified  copy  of 
the  appeal,  has  como  up  to  this  Grand  Lodge  from  Henry  Lodge  No.  91. 
The  absence  of  that  essential  paper  precludes  a  report  on  the  case  by 
your  committee.  This  is,  to  us,  a  matter  of  regret,  as  the  transcript, 
made  with  most  commendable  care  and  neatness,  shows  the  action  of 
Henry  Lodge  in  the  case  of  Joel  Hudspeth  to  have  been  eminently  just. 

The  foregoing  concurred  in. 

Appeal  fbom  Gold  Water  Lodge  No.  148. 

Appeal  of  H.  G.  Norwood  from  the  decision  of  Ck>ld  Water  Lodge  No. 
148,  which  expelled  John  T.  Willard  from  all  the  rights  and  benefits  of 
Masonry  tmder  charges  and  specifications  accusing  said  John  T.  Willard 
of  conduct  immoral  and  unmasonic  in  the  extreme. 

Tour  committee  is  of  the  opinion  that  Cold  Water  Lodge  would  be 
most  derelict  in  duty  if  it  suffered  said  accused  to  continue  to  be  one  of 
its  members. 

We  recommend  that  the  decision  of  said  Lodge,  expelling  John  T. 
Willaid,  be  sustained. 

It  is,  however,  fraternally  intimated  to  the  Brethren  of  Gold  Water 
Lodge  that  they  might  make  an  especial  study  of  Masonic  rules  and 
nigfin  not  without  profit.

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OONOLUSION. 

In  conclusion  your  committee  asks  permission  to  observe,  that  there  is 
daily,  hourly  necessity  for  us  as  Masons,  **to  put  a  bridle  on  the  tongue.*' 
A  earless  remark  may  at  times  do  incalculable  mischief.  A  single  word, 
spoken,  at  some  particular  juncture,  may  blast  reputation  as  the  fire  of 
the  Heavens  scorches  the  majestic  tree  and  dries  up  its  fountain  of  life. 
To  appreciate  the  importance  of  circumspection  in  respect  of  our  inter- 
course with  each  other  and  with  profanes,  let  us  keep  in  miud  the  fact 
that  human  influence  is  well  nigh  measureless.  A  casual  remark  is  often 
like  the  pebble  tossed  upon  the  water  in  repose ;  the  tiny  circlets  of  wave 
expand  and  widen,  and  spread,  and  continue  to  extend  until,  in  the  dis- 
tance,  they  are  lost  to  view.     The  cases  are  analogous. 

Again :  let  us  be  careful  how  we  plight  our  word  as  Masons.  Some 
are  entirely  too  free  in  use  of  Masonic  pledges.  Too  frequently  that  ex- 
pression, *'on  the  word  of  a  Mason"  leaps  from  the  tongue  with  the 
agility  of  a  startled  hare.  Such  should  not  be  the  case.  A  Masonic 
pledge  should  never  be  lightly  given,  but  oncd  given,  should  be  held  as 
most  sacred.  This  observation  is  suggested  by  almost  daily  experience, 
and  it  is  trusted  that  its  presence  here  will  not  be  deemed  amiss.  To  dis- 
cuss the  effect  of  common  violation  of  Masonic  pledges  would  be  as  su- 
perfluous as  would  be  an  argument  to  prove  that  *' round"  is  not 
**  square."  The  foregoing  observations  are  not  censoriously  but  kindly  in- 
tended, and  are  made  use  of  because  disregard  of  such  leads  surely  to 
strifes  and  trials.  It  must  be  apparent  that  the  great  source  of  ills  like 
these,  is  remissness  in  guarding  our  portals.  The  question,  how  is  it  that 
we  sometimes,  nay,  often  find  such  miserable  material  in  our  grand  old 
edifice  ?  finds  its  solution  for  the  most  part  in  that  remissness.

Your  Committee  on  Masonic  Jurisprudence  beg  leave  to  submit  the 
following  report :

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At  the  last  Comiuimication  of  this  (Iraud  Lodge  a  resolution  was 
adopted  requiring  your  ('ommittee  to  report  upon  a  decision  of  Grand 
Master  Wilson  made  in  1874.     Proceedings  of  187r>,  page  21. 

The  opinion  referred  to  was  as  follows  :  *' A  non-affiliated  Mason  is 
not  entitled  to  a  Masonic  burial. 

Yoiir  CJommittee  after  a  careful  consideration  of,  and  examination  into 
this  question,  have  come  to  the  conclusion  that  the  decision  above  quo- 
ted is  a  correct  Ktatement  of  the  law  upon  that  question.  aS^^  Mack^n 
Juriiqmidenee,  p.  L*7r»,  and  Siniong\  pageM  2a'J-4. 

The  following  question  was  also  submitted  to  us  for  an  opinion  : 

A  brother  is  tried  for  an  offense,  convicted  and  sentenced  to  suspen- 
sion for  a  definite  term ;  he  ni)peals  to  the  (iraud  Ixxige,  but  before  his 
case  is  finally  passed  upon  in  the  Grand  Lodge,  his  term  of  suspension 
expires,  he  applies  for  a  diiuit,  can  the  Lodge  grant  it  to  him  ? 

We  have  no  hesitation  in  saying  that  under  the  Constitution  of  this 
jurisiiiction  ho  is  not  entitled  to  sucli  dimit.  We  think  that  imder  the 
operation  of  Kule  17  of  Article  VII  of  our  Constitution,  Charges  are 
pending  against  him  until  the  final  dispositi^m  of  the  cause  by  the 
Grand  Lodge,  and  it  is  well  settled  that  a  Mason  cannot  obtain  a  dimit 
while  charges  are  pending  against  him.  We  know  that  this  opinion  is  in 
conflict  with  a  decision  of  a  former  Grand  Master,  but  with  due  respect 
for  that  decision,  we  are  forced  to  the  conclusion  that  it  is  not  the  law.

The  Chturnian  of  this  Committee  submits  the  follow- 
ing remarks : 

Your  Committee  beg  leave  to  call  the  attention  of  the  M.  W.  Grand 
Lodge  to  the  fact  that  there  is  a  wide  diflFerence  of  opinion  among  the 
members  of  this  Grand  Lodge  on  the  subject  of  suspension  for  non-pay- 
ment of  dues.  Some  holding  that  members  who  are  in  arrears  for  dues 
two  years  are  virtually  suspended  by  the  Constitution.  Others  hold  that 
such  members  are  not  suspended  without  definite  action  of  their  Lodge. 

The  Constitution  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  Article  VI,  Section  24,  requires 
the  Masters  of  Subordinate  Lodges  to  cause  the  Secretary  at  the  meeting 
preceding  the  festival  in  June,  to  write  "suspended"  opposite  the  name  of 
each  member  who  is  in  arrears  for  dues  two  years.  But  in  case  the  Mas- 
ter fails  to  perform  this  duty,  we  would  ask,  what  is  the  status  of  such 
members  ?

Apprentices,  a  Lodge  of  Fellow  Crafts,  a  Lodge  of  Master  Masons — each 
one  should  be  properly  designated  by  writing  the  name  in  fulL  They 
also  read  and  approved  the  minutes  at  the  close  of  each  communication, 
which  should  be  done  so  soon  as  the  Master's  Lodge  is  opened. 

But  while  we  see  these  informalities,  we  are  satisfied  that  this  Lodge 
will  do  well. 

The  minutes  of  No.  416  are  neatly  kept.  They  are  read  and  approved 
at  the  close  of  each  communication,  which  should  be  done  at  the  opening 
of  the  Master's  Lodge.

REPORT  FROM  FOREIGN  CORRESPONDENCE. 

To  the  M.  W.  Grand  Ma^r,  Right  TT.  Grand  Wardfrn^.  and  Brethren 
of  the  Grand  IakIqc  : 

Your  Committof?  on  Foreign  Correspondence,  to  whom  were  referred 
those  parts  of  the  Address  of  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master  relative  to  certain 
•recently  organized  Grand  Lodges  asking  recognition,  have  the  honor  to 
report  as  follows : 

L  With  regard  to  the  so-called  Grand  Lodge  of  Ontario,  we  find,  on 
examination  of  the  papers  before  us.  that  it  is  an  organization  formed  by 
oertam  Masons  heretofore  belonging  to  the  jurisdiction  of  Canada  :  that 
there  is  no  evidence  that  its  formation  has  been  sanctioned  by  any  regu- 
larly constituted  Lodge.  Grand  or  Subordinate  ;  that  the  individual  Ma- 
Bons  engaged  in  the  movement  have  been  expelled  bj*  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  Canada ;  and  that  the  Grand  Ma^^tcrs  of  Maine,  Illinois  and  New 
Jersey  have  not  only  refused  recognition  to  the  new  organization,  but 
have  prohibited  l^Iasonic  intercourse  with  any  of  its  members.  While, 
therefore,  we  are  not  prepared  to  recommend  the  same  rigorous  prohibi- 
tory action  which  has  been  taken  by  the  Masonic  authorities  of  our  sister 
jurisdictions  above  mentioned  (except  as  regards  individuals  under  actual 
sentence  of  expulsion  or  suspension  by  legitimatt"  authority  j,  we  have  no 
hesitation  in  recommending  that  the  recognition  asked  for  be  withheld — 
at  least  until  satisfactory  evidence  bo  given  that  it  is  rightfully  due. 

n.  In  relation  to  ''Grand  Lodge  of  the  Isle  of  Cuba,"  recently  organ- 
ized in  Havana,  we  are  inclined  to  the  opinion  that  the  grounds  on  which 
it  has  been  constituted  are  vahd  and  sufficient,  and  that  it  will  ultimately 
be  proper  to  extend  to  it  a  fraternal  recognition  ;  but  in  the  absence  of 
duly  authenticated  evidence  of  the  facts  of  the  case,  we  respectfully 
recommend  a  postponement  of  definite  action  until  such  evidence  can  be 
obtained. 

m.  With  regard  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Prince  Edward  Island,  since 
our  own  last  annual  communication  your  committee  have  ascertained 
that  it  has  been  duly  recognized  by  th<»  Grand  Lodge  of  New  Brunswick, 
to  which  jurisdiction  its  component  members  were  formerly  subject,  as 
well  as  by  other  Grand  Lodges  of  the  British  Provinces.  The  only 
ground  for  hesitation  having  thus  been  removed,  your  committee  know 
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no  reason  why  there  should  be  any  further  delay  m  entering  into  full  fra 
temal  relations  with  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Prince  Edward  Island. 

We,  therefore,  have  the  honor  to  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  fol 
lowing  resolutiaus : 

1.  Ilei¥)lced,  That  this  Grand  Lodge,  as  at  present  advised,  respeotfull; 
declines  to  accord  the  recognition  asked  by  the  body  styled  the  ^*  Gram

It  will  be  seen  at  a  glanoe  that  these  appropriations,  while  they  provide 
amply  for  all  necessary  expenses  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  touch  very  closely 
upon  the  TnaxlTnum  of  reoeipts  indicated  above  and  suggest  an  inquiry 
into  the  cause  of  this  decrease  of  receipts,  for  that  is  the  real  difficulty  in 
our  flnanoial  condition. 

The  inquixy  finds  a  ready  answer  in  the  leooxds  of  the  Grand  Lodge, 
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showing  118  Lodges  delinqaent  on  payment  of  dnes.  Then,  more  than 
one-third  of  the  whole  number  of  active  Lodges  proved  faithless  to  their 
obligations  to  this  Grand  Body,  and  failed  to  contribute  to  its  roat^al 
sustenance  and  support — while  there  are  graver  reasons  for  considering 
this  delinquency  and  applying  stringent  remedies  for  the  evils  which 
are  beyond  our  province  as  a  committee.  We  beg  to  urge  prompt  action 
in  this  matter  as  at  least  a  financial  necessity. 

PERMANENT  TRUST  FUND. 

Your  committee  have  much  satisfaction  in  closing  this  report  with  a 
brief  allusion  to  the  Permanent  Trust  Fimd,  a  fund  which  we  hope  will 
in  the  future  (as  it  has  done  during  its  first  year  of  progress)  secure  the 
favor  and  earnest  support  of  the  Grand  Lodge  and  its  subordinates. 

The  Trustees  of  this  fund  have  discharged  the  duties  assigned  them 
with  promptness  and  commendable  skill,  and  their  report  shows  the  pur. 
ohase  of  $2,700  of  U.  S.  Bonds  (5-20'b)  bearing  interest  at  6  per  cent 
per  annum  and  costing  a  total,  including  premium,  exchange  and  broker- 
age, of  $3,265  42  :

thirty-eight  in  all.  They  regret  the  non-appearance  of  reports  from  Ar- 
kansas, Florida,  Idaho  and  Ohio  in  time  for  this  review  and  fully  realize 
the  blank  caused  by  their  absence  from  this  record. 

We  need  hardly  report  that  the  theory  of  this  report  is  a  simple  repro- 
duction, as  far  as  may  be,  of  the  opinions,  work  and  doings  of  each 
grand  body  numbered  among  our  respected  correspondents,  allowing  each 
to  speak  in  the  language  of  its  own  organ  of  communication,  as  far  as 
practicable.  Hence  the  copious  extracts,  from  addresses  of  Grand  Offi- 
cers, committees,  &c. ,  which  characterize  this  report  and  tend,  we  hope, 
to  bring  our  Grand  Lodge  into  familiar  rapport  with  the  representative 
men  of  other  organizations  as  well  as  reproduce  and  preserve  on  our 
records  the  Masonic  incidents  and  questions  illustrating  the  history  of  the 
period.  To-day  is  ours  and  its  lesson  must  be  read  and  pondered.  To 
look  back  and  beyond  is  both  allowable  and  useful ;  but  the  present  alone 
is  ours — to  control,  to  utilize  and  to  shape  for  good  to  ourselves  our 
coimtry  and  posterity.  May  we  act  well  our  parts  and  reap  all  the  honor 
and  rewards  which  await  those  wh6  shall  deserve  the  plaudit,  *' weU  done, 
good  and  faithful  servants." 

A  great,  a  growing  and  a  God  given  heritage  is  ours  in  this  noble  old 
institution  of  Freemasonry.  Let  us  appreciate  its  worth — admire  the 
beauties  of  its  external  architecture,  drink  deep  of  Pyerean  Springs  of 
knowledge  and  purity  which  bubble  from  its  inner  recesses,  and  swew  to 
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love,  honor  and  oherish  while  life  shall  last  this  great  and  good  gift  of 
God  to  man. 

BRITISH  COLUMBIA. 

We  have  before  us  a  neat  pamphlet  containing  the  proceedings  of  the 
Fifth  Anijual  Communication  of  the  M.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  A.  F.  and 
A.  Masons  of  British  Columbia,  held  at  Victoria,  February  19th,  22d  and 
4th,  A.  D.  187G. 

We  welcome  this  stranger  to  our  list  of  exchanges  and  hope  it  will 
in  future  shed  its  pleasant  light  upon  our  reportorial  table  by  regular  an^ 
nual  visits. 

The  Grand  Lodge  was  opened  in  ample  form  by  M.  W.  Brother  Simeon 
Duck,  Grftnd  Master,  whose  Annual  Address  gives  us  a  lucid  and  agreea- 
ble insight  into  the  condition  and  workings  of  Masonry  in  that  ;far  off 
lurisdiction.  We  quote  a  paragraph  from  this  address  as  exemplifying 
the  condition  and  opinions  of  the  craft  In  British  Colimibia,  viz : 

"  Although  during  the  past  year  our  Lodges  have  uot  increased  their 
numbers  to  that  extent  which  would  have  been  most  pleasing  to  us,  yet 
we  are  assured  that  they  are  in  as  healthy  a  condition  as  the  uncertainty 
of  the  times  would  seem  to  justify.  We  have  every  reason  for  thinking 
that  during  the  past  year  the  material  used  in  the  construction  of  our 
Universal  Temple  has  been  of  such  a  character  as  to  give  permanency,  as 
well  as  increasing  significance  to  the  illustrious  superstructure,  whilst  the 
harmony  which  prevails  throughout  the  jurisdiction  would  seem  to  indi- 
cate a  period  of  increasing  prosperity  in  the  immediate  future.  The 
prosperity  of  the  craft,  and  the  universal  acceptation  and  practice  of  the 
true  principles  upon  which  the  Order  is  founded,  depends  not  so  much 
on  the  rapidity  in  which  the  rude  block  is  polished  and  brought  to  place, 
regardless  of  the  quality  of  the  material  used,  as  upon  a  perfect  inspec- 
tion of  3very  spot  and  vein,  which  runs  through  the  body  of  it,  and  a 
perfect  knowledge  of  its  durability  and  suitable  adaptability  to  the  func- 
tions which  it  is  expected  to  perform,  without  defect  and  without  blemish, 
80  that  there  may  be  no  delay  of  the  work  in  going  back  to  modify  any 
mistake  which  may  have  been  made  by  careless  and  unskillful  workmen, 
and  no  pulling  down  of  the  perfect  ashlars  to  remove  a  faulty  block  in 
the  superstructure.  The  good  and  wise  of  every  age 'have  constantly  ad- 
monished the  Brethren  to  be  ever  watchful  and  guarded  in  the  choice  of 
the  material  for  our  masonic  edifice,  and  yet  it  sometimes  happens  thst 
the  work  of  masonry  is  retarded.  Block  a^ter  block  is  taken  down,  the 
cement  which  gave  unity  and  strength  to  the  walls  scattered,  and  confu- 
sion for  the  time  being  takes  the  place  of  harmonious  discipline,  to  repair 
a  defect  which  the  trying  ordeals  of  time  have  discovered  and  brought  to 
the  surface,  and  which  mar  the  beauty  and  impair  the  usefulness  of  the 
Temple.    It  is  proper  that  every  rode  and  unfinished  block,  every  defeo- 
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tiTe  and  unsightly  stone,  should  be  carefully  discarded  or  removed,  that 
the  symmetry,  beauty  and  strength  of  the  Masonic  institution  may  be 
preserved  to  the  remotest  ages  of  futurity.  The  foundations  of  Masonry 
are  based  on  the  firm  and  immutable  principles  of  truth  and  justice ;  and 
in  the  Temple  are  inculcated  the  doctrine  of  pure  morality,  and  aU  those 
Tirtues  which,  if  properly  observed,  lead  to  happiness  in  this  life,  and 
secure  the  enjoyments  which  we  are  led  to  beheve  are  in  store  for  the 
foithful  in  that  other  world,  whither  wo  are  so  rapidly  approaching.  How 
important  it  is,  then,  Brethren,  that  we  should  be  fiuthful  to  %ur  trust, 
that  our  Spiritual  Temple  should  be  erected  in  accordance  with  the  per- 
fect foundation  upon  which  it  rests,  that  our  successors  may  have  no  oc- 
casion in  criticising  the  work,  to  undo  what  we  have  done,  or  be  put  to 
the  trouble  of  removing  unworthy  material,  which  through  our  neglect 
may  have  found  a  place  in  the  Temple.  How  important  it  is,  that  none 
may  be  permitted  to  participate  in  the  good  work  we  are  engaged  in,  save 
those  who  are  moral  and  upright  before  Ood,  and  of  good  repute  before 
the  world.  Masonry  is  not  benefitted  by  accession  of  numbers,  unless 
they  possess  high  moral  character  and  intelligence,  and  are  disposed  to 
sacrifice  upon  its  shrine  all  motives  of  selfishness,  and  aU  objects  of  self 
interest  We  cannot  be  too  careful,  Brethren,  whom  we  allow  to  share 
the  rights  and  privileges  of  our  ancient  craft" 

Preceding  the  Annual  Communication,  viz.:  on  the  19th  of  August, 
1875,  the  Orand  Lodges  of  Oregon,  Washington  Territory  and  Idaho 
(U.  S.)  joined  the  Grand  Lodge  of  British  Columbia,  at  Victoria,  and  a 
little  **  pleasantness  "  was  the  result  of  the  visitation  and  re-union.  Many 
speeches  of  welcome,  of  response  and  of  farewell  made  the  occasion 
notable  as  weU  as  instructive.  We  quote  a  portion  of  Grand  Master 
Duck's  reception  address  as  indicating  the  current  of  thought  pervading 
the  convention  of  Grand  Lodges,  viz : 

**  That  Freemasonry  has  languishedat  different  times  in  the  long  period 
of  its  history,  none  will  attempt  to  denj[.  That  some  are  induced  to  join 
our  ranks  in  the  hope  of  obtaining  a  wide-spread  popularity,  and  others 
to  extend  their  business '  relations,  and  gratify  a  morbid  curiosity,  we 
frankly  admit  But  we  know  also  that  if  there  ever  existed  a  human  as- 
sociation on  earth,  more  distinguished  than  another  for  the  principles  and 
practice  of  Brotherly  love,  and  genuine  morality,  it  is  the  one  in  honor  of 
which  we  have  assembled  together  to-day.  But  these  are  matters  of  httle 
oonsequenoe  to  us  at  the  present  time.  It  has  been  handed  down  to  us 
in  its  present  form  by  our  predecessors,  pure  and  unsullied,  from  genera- 
tion to  generation,  and  its  principles  are  coeval  with  the  beginning,  since 
they  consist  of  truth  and  justice,  attributes  of  that  first  cause,  the  Father 
of  all,  our  Supreme  Grand  Master,  whom  we  reverence  and  serve. 

**In  the  earliest  ages  of  the  world,  when  mankind  were  sunk  in  gross 
darkness,  the  light  of  our  mystic  Brotherly  Covenant  shone  inviting  with 
ts  benign  rays  the  ignorant  to  approach,  that  they  might  be  instructed— 
and  the  vioioiiB  that  they  might  bereolaimed  from  their  enmity  and  atnfai 
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In  all  ages,  and  down  to  the  present  day,  the  same  benevolent  sphrit  has 
been  the  Ixulge  of  honor  to  eveir  true  member  of  Uie  Graft  JEhinoes, 
senators,  nobles,  philosophers,  the  good  and  the  wise  of  aU  ranks  and 
classes  of  men,  forgetting  their  nobinty  and  their  splendor,  have  sought 
the  honor  of  membership  in  a  society  where  aU  are  considered  as  Breth^ 
ren,  and  where  only  woith  and  benevolence  confer  a  title  to  respect.  Nor 
do  we  boast  only  of  a  society  long  famous  for  the  principles  on  which  it 
is  founded.  The  annals  of  Masonir  are  bright  with  a  galaxy  of  deeds — 
deeds  of  the  purest  and  loftiest  philanthropy.  We  couM  tell  you  of  cap- 
tives delivered,  and  exiles  restoied,  the  oppressed  succored,  and  the  poor 
relieved,  by  the  Brotherly  love  of  Masonry.  And  we  would  remind  you 
that  its  spirit  is  unchanged,  that  its  fundamental  principles  have  de- 
scended from  the  earliest  ages  of  the  world,  and  that  they  are  sacred  and 
perennial.  The  great  objects  of  Masonry  are  to  spread  the  light  of  sd- 
enoe  and  of  useful  knowledge,  to  kindle  and  diffuse  the  flow  of  sympathjr 
and  love,  and  to  promote  the  interests  of  sound  morality  and  pure  reh- 
gion.  These  are  some  of  the  lessons  which  have  been  taught  to  us  by 
eminent  and  distinguished  Masons  of  the  past — men  whose  names  when 
heard  seldom  fail  to  impress  our  minds  with  noble  thoughts  and  aspira- 
tions ;  men  whose  virtuous  lives  and  illustrious  deeds  stand  prominently 
before  us  as  beacon  lights  in  the  path  of  life,  to  guide  us  onward  and  up- 
ward to  an  entrance  through  that  portal  which  leads  to  a  brighter  and 
better  world.  Such  are  the  names  of  Washington,  Warren,  of  Lafayette 
and  a  host  of  others  of  all  countried,  to  say  nothing  of  the  innumerable 
multitude  of  those  in  the  more  humble  ephere  of  Uf  e,  whose  names  are 
seldom  heard  beyond  the  generation  of  their  own  day,  but  whose  moral 
*  rectitude  and  praiseworthy  examples  reflect  a  benicn  influence,  and  cast 
a  ray  of  light  that  shall  continue  to  shine  through  uie  unfolding  ages  of 
the  future,  until  aU  mankind  shall  be  redeemed  from  the  death  of  sin  to 
a  life  of  happiness  that  shall  be  beautiful  and  everlasting. 

*' Ignorance  may  roar,  and  prejudice,  bigotry,  and  superstition  ran 
rampant.  These  may  denounce  the  fair  &me  of  Masonry,  and  the  tyrant 
hand  may  attempt  to  pull  down  and  destroy  ^e  fair  edifice,  but  a  Temple 
whose  foundation  stands  upon  the  rock  of  eternal  truth  and  justice,  shall 
continue  to  survive  until  the  whole  human  family  shall  have  been  con- 
verted to  the  great,  ^orious  principles  that  are  inculcated  within  its 
sacred  walls."

OALTFORNIA. 

The  "ultima  thule"  of  the  Occident — so  near  the  Orient  that  we  hesi- 
tate to  decide  whether  the  light  of  your  Masonic  track  was  original  or 
imported  I     We  again  greet  you  with  fraternal  regard. 

The  printed  proceedings  before  us  record  the  doings  of  the  M.  W. 
Ghrand  Lodge  of  California  at  its  Twenty-Sixth  Annual  Communication, 
held  in  the  city  of  San  Francisco,  beginning  Tuesday,  October  the  12th, 
A.  D.  1875. 

The  Grand  Lodge  was  opened  in  ample  form  by  M.  W.  Grand  Master, 
George  Clement  Perkins,  whose  Annual  Address  is  an  exceedingly  able 
and  interesting  docimient.  We  quote  from  it  freely,  as  we  desire  to 
bring  many  of  his  well-digested  deliverances  prominently  before  our 
Brethren  of  Alabama. 

He  speaks  of  the  prosperity  and  characteristics  of  the  **Order,"  (Fra- 
ternity ?)  local  and  general,  as  follows : 

* 

"The  future  to  us  as  a  State  is  laden  with  the  brightest  promises  of 
hope.  Every  day  new  discoveries  of  hidden  wealth  are  revealed,  and, 
the  story  of  our  agricultural  and  mineral  wealth  having  now  become  well 
known,  thousands  of  people  are  annually  coming  to  this  most  &vored 
land,  where  the  soil  is  so  fertile  and  the  climate  so  varied  that  the  deni- 
zens of  every  zone  may  here  find  a  congenial  home.  Most  cordially  do 
we  welcome  them  among  us,  and  long  may  they  continue  to  come,  for 
there  is  room  enough  for  all  who  will  honesUy  work.  But  in  the  midst 
of  all  this  prosperity  let  us  remember  that,  much  having  been  given  us, 
so  much  will  be  required  of  us.  May  we  so  use  that  which  has  been  in- 
trusted to  our  charge  that  those  who  surround  us  may  feel  its  beneficent 
influences.  Then  will  we  realize  that  hving  truth  that  it  is  ^inore  blessed 
to  give  than  to  receive,"  for  true  happiness  consists  in  fixing  the  mind 
upon  some  object  other  than  our  own  personal  pleasures.  Let  us  en- 
deavor to  do  good  to  others  by  both  kind  word  and  deed  ;  and  let  our 
light  of  human  sympathy  shine  far  out  on  the  highway  of  life  to  encour- 
age and  assist  the  toiling  stranger  who  is  our  brother. 

"The  creed  of  a  true  Mason  is  to  love  all  mankind  and,  as  far  as  in  his 
power  lies,  to  do  good  imto  aU,  not  alone  by  the  mere  giving  of  alms  to 
those  who  are  needy,  but  to  do  good  in  every  possible  manner.  If  a 
brother  is  in  the  wrong,  speak  not  of  his  f aultis  first  to  another,  for  no 
Mason  has  the  right  to  speak  ill  of  a  brother  when  he  is  not  present, 
however  true  that  which  he  may  say.  He  should  go  to  him  and,  with 
words  of  love  and  kindnewii  remind  him  of  his  error,  whisper  to  him 
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good  ooonsel,  and  show  to  him  that  ^ 'Great  Light"  whenoe  he  may  glean 
wisdom  to  direct  and  strength  to  assist  him  in  resisting  the  many  tempta- 
tions by  which  he  is  constantly  surrounded,  and  thus  win  him  back  to  the 
path  of  duty  and  honor. 

*' The  prosperity  of  our  Order  throughout  the  world  during  the  past 
year  has  been  most  gratifying.  The  divine  principles  of  fraternity  and 
benevolence  which  it  inculcates  are  bringing  to  its  support  men  of  every 
nation  and  creed.  Thoroughly  cosmopolitan  and  universal  as  it  is  in  its 
character,  it  tends  to  unite  those  who  would  otherwise  remain  at  a  per- 
petual distance.  The  Prince  of  Wales  is  now  Grand  Master  of  Masons  in 
England,  and  the  humblest  member  of  the  Order  in  the  realm  meets  his 
future  sovereign  on  a  level  in  the  Lodge.  Worldly  wealth  or  honor  does 
not  make  a  Mason.  It  is  the  internal  qualifications  alone  which  can  pre- 
pare him  to  receive  the  truth  and  then  embrace  it.  It  is  too  true  that 
many  who  have  seen  the  sacred  light  by  which  Masons  work  have  gone 
astray,  but  the  living  principles  which  tihe  Order  inculcates  still  exist,  ard 
whore  one  has  fallen,  its  teachings  have  caused  thousands  to  remain  true 
and  steadfast ;  and,  could  the  secret  history  of  our  own  State  be  unfolded 
the  works  of  charity  and  pure  beneficence  performed  by  Masonry  would 
command  the  reverence  of  many  who  now  revile  it.  For  many  years,  in 
the  miuiug  districts,  it  was  the  prevailing  moral  influence  that  kept  men 
within  the  bounds  of  moderation  and  taught  them  to  "do  unto  others  as 
they  would  wish  that  others  should  do  unto  them."  Its  votaries  minis- 
tered to  the  sick,  relieved  the  destitute,  and  afforded  the  last  sad  tribute 
of  respect  to  the  dead.  Thus  was,  and  is,  Masonry  quietly  and  imosten- 
tatiously  performing  its  mission  among  us,  receiving  within  its  fold  those 
only  who  voluntarily  knock  for  admission  and  are  found  worthy.  Men 
of  every  nationality  and  creed — ^with  no  religious  qualification,  except  the 
one  requisite  belief  in  God,  the  Supreme  Intelligence  which  pervades  all 
nature — Jew  and  Gentile,  Mohammedan  and  Christian,  meet  within  our 
Lodges  upon  one  common  level. 

"No  man's  religious  opinions  are  in  any  way  interfered  with  by  his  as- 
suming the  obligations  of  a  Mason.  On  the  subject  of  religion  or  poli- 
tics his  Lodge  claims  no  jurisdiction  over  him.  This  assurance  is  nven 
him  before  he  sees  the  light  by  which  all  true  Masons  work,  and  this 
promise  is  jealously  guarded  as  one  of  the  tenets  of  the  Order  through- 
out every  step  of  his  advancement  in  the  ancient  Oiaft.  In  times  past 
the  Order  has  been  maU^ed  and  persecuted  by  those  who,  through 
prejudice,  were  blinded  to  its  good  work.  Even  during  the  past  year  one 
great  religious  association  has  raised  ite  voice,  as  a  body,  against  the 
Order  of  Masonry  and  ostracised  those  of  ite  members  who  held  fellow- 
ship with  us.  While  we  must  condemn  this  unwarrantable  bisotry,  we 
recognize  and  pay  all  homage  to  the  many  acte  of  oharity  and  benevo- 
lence extended  to  those  in  distress  by  the  oisoiples  of  that  Ohuroh,  and 
we  would  not  tarnish,  by  word  or  thought,  the  lustre  of  that  bright  star 
of  promise  awaiting  to  reward  those  who  have,  by  their  vows,  devoted 
their  lives  to  her  service,  administezing  to  those  in  affliotion,  amd  com- 
forting the  unfortunate.  As  Masonry  remembers  this,  it  forgets  the 
wrong  they  would  do  it  **  With  maJice  toward  none  and  oharity  for  all " 
it  raises  not  ite  voice  against  it  aggressor,  bat  quiet]^  pursues  its  missioii 
of  doing  good  to  alL    it  does  not  amy  itself  against  any  religion  or  pro-

daim  itself  a  snbstitate  therefor,  but  it  inculcates  the  divine  maxim  of 
'*  love  thy  neighbor  as  thyself."  Upon  this  broad  platform  all  creeds  can 
stand,  and  every  sect,  denomination,  and  natiomJity  join  hands  in  adr 
ministering  to  purposes  of  human  benefaction." 

Of  amendments  to  by-laws  in  reference  to  a£Biliation  fees  and  duty  of 
attending  Masonic  funerals,  he  says : 

^  ^  I  have  approved  quite  a  large  number  of  amendments  to  the  by-laws  of 
Lodges,  and  in  a  few  cases  have  declined  to  approve  those  submitted  tome 
for  reasons  which  I  deemed  sufficient.  In  two  instances  have  I  given  m^ 
approval  contrary  to  my  own  judgment.  I  should  have  withheld  it  until 
I  had  submitted  them  io  you  for  your  action,  had  not  the  precedent  been 
established  by  the  approval  of  similar  amendments  from  other  Lodges  in 
former  years.  One  case  was  the  increasing  of  the  fee  for  degrees  to  one 
hundred  dollars  and  of  the  afiSliation  fee  to  twenty-five  dollars.  The 
other  case  increased  the  afiSliation  fee  to  twenty  dollars.  These  amend- 
ments are  in  striking  contrast  with  the  great  majority  of  amendments 
adopted  by  other  Lodges,  which  have  reduced  the  fee  for  degrees  to  the 
minimum  rate  fixed  by  the  Constitution,  and  have  entirely  abolished  the 
afi&liation  fee  or  fixed  it  at  the  nominal  sum  of  one  dollar.  This  is,  I 
think,  more  in  harmony  with  the  true  spirit  of  our  Order.  It  is  not 
money  that  commends  a  man  to  become  a  Mason,  and  nothing  bearing  a 
resemblance  to  a  golden  barrier  should  be  placed  to  guard  the  entrance ; 
for  when  one  knocks  at  the  door  of  Masonry  the  first  time  for  admission, 
in  search  of  that  light  which  may  be  revealed  to  him,  let  a  strict  exami> 
nation  prove  that  he  is  worthy  and  well  qualified  to  receive  the  truths 
there  imparted,  and  that,  if  elected  a  member,  he  will  not  only  confonn 
to  all  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  Lodge,  but  his  presence  wi)l  add 
dignity  and  reputation  to  the  institution.  There  should  be  something 
reaUy  good  in  each  applicant  to  insure  his  election.  Let  the  same  stand- 
ard apply  to  a  sojourmng  brother  who  desires  to  unite  with  a  Lodge  and 
become  a  member  of  t^t  particular  Masonic  family.  Invite  mm  to 
enter  and  become  an  active  working  member  and  assist  in  the  great  woik 
you  have  to  perform,  providing  he  brings  no  discord  with  him  and  you 
find  him  in  all  respects  worthy.  But  if  the  Lodge  can  receive  no  credit 
by  his  association,  say  it  in  that  manner  which  shall  convince  him  that 
his  conduct  is  open  to  criticism,  and  that  before  he  can  become  a  member 
he  must  give  further  proof  of  his  fidelity  to  the  Oiaft.  But  do  not  make, 
as  a  condition  for  a  favorable  consideration  of  his  application,  a  hi|^ 
affiliation  fee. 

*  *  The  following  amendment  to  the  by-laws  of  one  of  our  city  Lodges  was 
adopted  a  few  months  since : 

*'  *  There  shall  also  be  paid  as  dues  by  each  member,  upon  the  death  of  a 
member  of  the  Lodge,  the  sum  of  one  dollar ;  provided  that  those  mem- 
bers who  attend  the  funeral,  or  who,  in  consequence  of  illness  or  ahaenoe 
from  the  city,  shall  be  unable  to  attend,  may  be  excused  by  the  Lodge 
from  such  payment' 

*^  I  was  pleased  to  give  this  amendment  my  approval,  believing  that  its 
effect  would  be  to  bring  many  of  our  brethren,  who  have  been  dereUct 
in  the  performance  of  Uieir  duty  in  not  attending  Masonic  funerals,  to  a 
realizing  sense  of  its  importance.    Let  ns  remember  that  it  la  the  last 
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tribute  of  respect  which  we  can  ever  render  to  the  departed,  and  that  no 
trivial  excuse  should  keep  us  away,  as  but  a  short  season  will  elapse  when 
we,  too,  shall  be  cfdled  upon  to  pay  the  last  great  debt  of  nature,  from 
which  there  is  no  exemption  of  age,  or  rank  or  station.  There  is  a  com- 
mon doom  appointed  for  alL  Then  let  us  so  perform  these  last  sad  offices 
to  the  dead  that  we  may  hope  and  expect  that  some  brother's  friendly 
hand  will  be  near,  when  our  summons  shall  arriye  to  assist  in  consigning 
us  to  the  dust  from  whence  we  came." 

We  note  as  characteristic  of  the  proceedings  under  consideration  great 

harmony  of  feeling  among  the  Brethren  of  California — a  healthy  increase 

of  Lodges,  five  dispensations  having  been  granted  during  the  year,  and 

decided  material  prosperity.   The  Right  Worshipful  Grand  Secretary  closes 

his  twentieth  annual  report  with  the  following  sentence,  pregnant  of 

meaning  and  useful  hints  to  other  jurisdictions  where  irregularities  and 

delays  are  the  order  of  the  day,  viz : 

*'  It  is  hardly  necessary  again  to  record  the  fact  that  no  Lodge  was  in 
arrears  for  dues  at  the  end  of  this  last  fiscal  year.  That  has  become 
chronic  in  this  jurisdiction,  in  consequence,  perhaps,  of  the  persistent 
obstinacy  of  the  Grand  Secretary,  who  rather  prefers  to  have  the  laws 
complied  with.  The  reports  of  the  Lodges  for  the  current  year  have  all 
been  received,  and  whatever  few  faults  there  may  have  been  in  regard  to 
correctness  or  promptitude,  will  be  mentioned,  so  far  as  may  be  necessary, 
in  another  place.

ALEXANDER  G.  ABELL, 

Grand  Secretary." 

The  Grand  Lecturer,  John  Werner  Shaef er,  thus  indorses  a  practice  at 
initiations,  etc.,  which  we  long  to  see  universally  adopted  and  perpetu- 
ated, viz : 

**  In  my  general  instructions  to  Lodges,  I  have  recommended  the  prac- 
tice of  presenting  to  each  initiate  a  lamb-skin,  or  white  leather  apron, 
with  the  name  of  the  owner  and  the  dates  of  his  initiation,  passing,  and 
raising,  inscribed  thereon  beneath  the  flap.  I  would  earnestly  urge  this 
practice  by  all  the  Lodges  of  the  jurisdiction.  This  emblem  of  inno- 
cence and  badge  of  a  Amson,  when  given  to  the  candidate,  is  put  away 
among  his  most  cherished  treasures,  and  is  never  seen  without  causing 
the  most  pleasurable  emotions  to  thrill  his  bosom.     Bro.  Mackey  says : 

'^  There  is  no  one  of  the  symbols  of  speculative  Masonry  more  important 
in  its  teachings,  or  more  interesting  in  its  history,  than  the  lamb-skin  or 
white  leather  apron.  Commencing  its  lessons  at  an  early  period  in  the 
Mason's  progress,  it  is  impressed  upon  his  memory  as  the  firat  gift  jsv^hich 
he  receives,  the  first  symbol  which  is  explained  to  him,  and  the  first  tan- 
gible evidence  which  he  possesses  of  his  adimssion  into  the  Fraternity. 
Whatever  maybe  his  future  advancement  in  the  royal  art,  into  whatsoever 
deeper  arcana  his  devotion  to  the  mystic  institution  or  his  thirst  for 
knowledge  may  subsequently  lead  him,  with  the  lamb-skin  apron  he  will 
never  part. 

*'  To  show  how  much  good  has  been  accomplished  by  the  practice  of 
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presenting  the  lamb-skin  to  initiates,  I  will  relate  the  following  incidents, 
which  have  come  imder  my  own  observation.  A  certain  man,  before 
leaving  his  old  home  in  the  East,  had  been  made  a  Mason,  but  since 
coming  to  the  Pacific  coast  had  not  visited  a  Lodge,  and  had  fallen  into 
evil  paths  and  been  led  into  dissipation.  One  day,  when  looking  over 
some  articles  in  his  trunk,  he  came  upon  a  forgotten  package  which, 
when  opened,  was  found  to  contain  his  lamb-skin  apron — for  the  Lodge 
wherein  he  was  made  a  Mason  had  made  it  a  custom  to  present  each 
member  with  this  emblem  of  Masonry.  The  sight  of  the  spotless  vest- 
ment, more  ancient  than  the  golden  fleece  or  Boman  eagle,  aroused  a 
flood  of  recollection  in  his  bosom.  In  imagination  he  was  carried  back 
to  his  old  home,  where  he  had  been  honored  and  respected, — to  the  time 
when  he  stood  in  the  north-east  comer,  a  just  and  upright  man,  where  it 
had  been  given  him  strictly  in  charge  ever  to  act  and  walk  as  such.  He 
asked  himself  whether  he  had  fulfilled  the  charge  ? — whether  he  had 
walked  as  an  upright  man  ?  He  felt  that  he  had  not.  The  spark  of  man- 
hood which  still  lingered  in  his  bosom  was  strong  enough  to  kindle  a 
glowing  fire.  He  put  the  apron  away  and  went  forth,  determined  to 
conquer  the  terrible  demon  that  had  been  leading  him  on  to  the  abyss  of 
destruction.  He  made  himself  known  to  some  of  the  Masons  of  this 
city,  frankly  admitted  his  wrong  doing,  and  asked  them  to  assist  him  in 
reforming.  A  helping  hand  was  extended,  the  strong  grip  was  given 
him,  and  by  its  aid  he  was  lifted  out  of  the  depths  into  which  he  had 
&llen,  and  once  more  stood  a  just  and  uprigt  man.  He  Ib  now  hon- 
ored and  respected  by  the  workmen  in  the  Temple,  instead  of  being  an 
outcast  and  disgraced.  The  other  case  occurred  in  the  interior  of  Mexico. 
A  brother  was  traveling  through  that  country,  where  he  contracted  a 
fever  and  soon  became  delirious.  Those  with  whom  he  was  domiciled 
examined  his  baggage  for  the  purpose  of  getting  him  some  clean  linen, 
and  found  a  lamb-skin  apron.  It  was  immediately  recognized,  for  those 
into  whose  hands  he  had  fallen  were  Masons.  It  is  needless  to  say  how 
tenderly  he  was  cared  for ;  how  carefully  his  nurses  attended  upon  him 
until  the  last  moment  came,  and  then  how  reverently  they  closed  his 
eyes  and  laid  him  beneath  the  earth.  The  written  record  on  the  lamb- 
skin furnished  the  brethren  with  the  necessary  information  to  communi- 
cate with  the  Lodge  of  the  deceased,  and  send  to  his  friends  such  prop- 
erty as  he  left  behind." 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  Calif  omia  recognized 

The  Grand  Orient  of  Hungary,  ^^  having  its  seat  at  Pesth,  in  the  King- 
dom of  Hungary";  but  withheld  recognition  of 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  Manitoba,  at  Winnepeg,  in  the  Province  of 
Manitoba,  and 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  Prince  Edward  Island,  at  Charlestown,  in  the 
Province  of  Prince  Edward  Island, 

Preferring  to  await  action  of  the  parent  Grand  Bodies,  who  formerly 
claimed  jurisdiction  over  the  Lodges  claiming  recognition  as  separate 
Grand  Lodges. 
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The  Grand  Lodges  of  *'  the  Indian  Territory/'  of  ^'Wyomhig/'  and  of 
Dakota  were  severally  reoognized  and  fraternally  welcomed. 

The  W.  Grand  Orator,  Henry  Huntley  Haight,  late  Governor  of 
Oalifomia,  delivered  an  eloquent  oration — theme  '*the  past" — and  we 
quote  as  a/propos  his  closing  sentences,  viz : 

**  The  tendency  to  venerate  ancient  institutions  is  doubtless  one  of  the 
chief  attractions  of  Masonry.  It  is  not  a  plant  of  yesterday,  but  a  tree 
whose  mossy  trunk  and  giant  growth  sp^ak  to  us  of  past  ages.  Kings 
have  participated  in  its  ceremonies,  and  men  greater  than  Kings  have 
adorned  its  annals.  If,  however,  itis  onl^  merit  was  age  its  destiny  would 
be  decay.  Age  alone  contains  no  principle  of  immortality,  and  if  Ma- 
sonry had  nothing  but  its  ancient  origin  to  recommend  it,  there  would 
be  no  sound  reason  to  expect  that  it  would  survive,  much  less  that  it 
would  grow.  These  are  talismanic  words  implied  in  its  organization, — 
Liberty^  Equality  and  FraiemUy^ — terms  often  elsewhere  groosly 
abused,  but  in  the  order  of  Free  and  Accepted  Masons  full  of  real  and 
practical  significance,  because  one  of  its  first  lessons  is  resistance  to  des- 
potism, botii  ecclesiastical  and  civil ;  and  the  instructive  antagonism 
between  Masonry  and  ecclesiasticism  is  the  most  emphatic  testimony  to 
the  spirit  of  personal  libebty  which  is  one  of  the  distinguishing  traits  of 
the  Order.  ^Equalitt — not  by  lowering,  but  by  elevating  to  a  common 
platform,  where  all  meet  on  the  level  with  equal  rights  and  duties,  and 
equal  claims  to  mutual  respect,  if  faithful  to  the  obligations  voluntarily 
assumed.  Fbatbbnitt — in  whose  bonds  the  most  ancient  and  inveterate 
prejudices  are  melted  in  the  solvent  of  brotherly  intercourse,  and  the 
heirs  of  the  most  ancient  civilization  join  hands  with  the  missionaries  of 
the  youngest,  and  Hebrew  and  Gentile,  Gelt  and  Saxon,  men  of  the  most 
diverse  origin  and  nationality,  meet  in  the  interchange  of  kindly  offices 
and  furnish  some  evidence  of  the  possibility  of  the  attainment  of  a  true 
brotherhood  of  man. 

These  are  grand  lessons — impressively  taught  by  its  origin  and  history, 
but  they  are  not  all.  It  teaches  the  force  of  associated  action,  the  inesti- 
mable value  of  union  in  a  good  cause,  the  superiority  of  harmony  over 
discord,  and  the  power  of  combined  benevolence.  It  furnishes  a  noble 
and  inspiring  lesson  of  the  worth  and  dignity  of  labor,  because  in  the 
toil  of  operative  masonry  which  reared  in  the  middle  ages  some  of  the 
grandest  edifices  ever  conceived  by  human  genius,  and  in  the  migration 
of  architects  and  builders  from  place  to  place,  where  such  works  were  to 
be  executed,  the  Order  of  Free  and  Accepted  Masons  had  its  growth  and 
development,  if  not  its  origin,  and  the  whole  spirit  of  its  precepts  and 
ceremonies '  is  to  exalt  and  dignify  that  intelligent  labor  which  has 
adorned  all  civilized  lands  with  monuments  of  its  skill  only  less  majestic 
and  enduring  than  the  granite  monuments  reared  in  the  beginning  by 
the  hand  of  the  Great  Architect  and  Father  of  all — devout  reverence  for 
whose  Being  and  filial  trust  in  whose  Providence  is  taught  from  firnt  to 
last  in  every  stage  and  degree  of  progress  in  the  mysteries  of  the  Graft. 

Like  all  human  institutions,  while  it  has  these  and  other  uses  it  is  not 
absolutely  exempt  from  abuse.  Its  obligations  do  not  release  any  man 
from  his  dutieB  of  citizenship,  nor,  if  properly  regarded,  can  they  con- 
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fliot  with  those  duties  to  any  extent  whaterer.  A  judge  on  the  bench 
deciding  causes — a  juror  in  the  jury  box,  sworn  to  look  only  at  the  law 
and  the  evidence — a  witness  on  the  witness  stand,  pledged  to  tell  the 
truth,  the  whole  truth  and  nothing  but  the  truth — a  voter  bound  upon 
his  honor  and  conscience  to  cast  his  ballot  for  the  most  worthy  candidate 
for  his  suffrage — will  find  no  embarrassment  in  the  discharge  of  those 
high  duties  from  any  Masonic  obligation  ;  nor  will  any  intelligent  Mason 
of  any  creed  find  in  Masonry  a  substitute  for  or  aught  antagonistic  to 
religious  faith.  It  is  only  in  its  perversion  that  these  things  could  ever 
be  found.  Its  true  spirit  is  to  incite  to  greater  fidelity  in  the  discharge 
of  ewry  duty,  religious,  political,  and  social,  and  thereby  to  aid  in  estab- 
lishing upou  more  lasting  foimdations  that  noble  edifice  of  civil  and 
religious  liberty,  reared  by  the  toil  and  sacrifices  of  our  fathers,  which  it 
devolves  upon  us  to  preserve  and  transmit  to  our  posterity." 

FOREIGN  CORRESPONDENCE. 

This  report,  from  the  pen  of  Brother  William  A.  January,  is  concise 
and  able — reviewing  the  proceedings  of  forty-eight  Grand  Lodges,  and 
giving  to  those  of  Alabama  full  space  and  friendly  consideration.  We 
quote  with  pleasure  his  closing  remarks  in  reference  to  our  chief,  (for 
we  are  only  a  'prentice  hand  in  a  work  of  the  master  temporarily  absent 
from  his  post,)  viz  : 

<<  We  like  the  style,  tone,  and  temper  of  Brother  Walthall's  report, 
and  confess  to  having  been  highly  gratified  by  its  perusaL  He  discusses 
all  questions  intelligently  and  in  excellent  temper,  and  is  never  guilty  of 
displaying  bad  taste  or  employing  cant  phrases.  There  are  404  Lodges 
in  the  junsdiction,  with  a  membership  of  10, 165.  Initiated  during  the 
year,  5G2 ;  passed,  536 ;  raised,  547.  The  Grand  Master  and  Grand 
Secretary  were  both  re-elected."

CANADA. 

The  Twenty-First  Annual  Communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Canada  convened  in  the  dty  of  Ottowa,  commencing  on  Wednesday,  the 
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12th  day  of  July,  A.  D.,  1876.  The  printed  proceedings  thereof,  together 
with  those  of  twelye  espeoiid  communications  devoted  to  ceremonial  and 
public  duties,  are  before  us  and  welcomed  as  pleasant  tidings  from  far 
off  friends  is  wont  to  be  receiyed. 

The  Grand  Lodge  was  opened  in  ample  form  by  M.  W.  Brother  James 
K.  Kerr,  Q.  0.  Grand  Master,  whose  opening  address  is  an  able  and  in- 
structive review  of  the  transactions  of  the  year.  We  regret  to  learn  that 
this  Grand  Lodge,  so  recentiy  emerged  from  one  contest  of  jurisdictional 
opposition,  but  satisfactorily  settied  in  the  full  recognition  of  the  exist- 
ence and  rights  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Quebec — should  again  be  troubled 
with  internal  contest.  The  strange  and,  to  us,  unmitigated  imposture  at- 
tempted in  the  movement  to  erect  a  new  Grand  Lodge  within  her  terri- 
tory, the  so-called  Grand  Lodge  of  Ontario  has  caused  our  venerable 
sister  of  Canada  again  to  call  her  hosts  of  true  men  to  the  rescue  of 
true  Masonry  from  the  hands  of  the  Vandals  of  clandestine  ambition. 

The  movement  was  made  with  premeditation  and  power ;  and  but  for 
the  skill,  dignity  and  power  by  which  Grand  Master  Kerr  met  and  frus- 
trated their  well  laid  schemes  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Oanada  might  have 
suffered  disruption.     But  we  think  the  evil  has  been  met  and  overcome. 

Grand  Master  Kerr  met  the  disorganizing  movement  alluded  to, 
promptiy  by  the  issuance  of  the  following  order  of  suspension,  viz.: 

*'OBAND  LODGE  A.   F.    A  ▲.   IC  OF  CANADA. 

''  To  the  Worshipful  Masters,  Past  Masters,  Wardens  and  Officers  of 
Lodges,  and  all  Masonic  Brethren,  to  whom  these  presents  may  come — 
Greeting : 

* '  Whebeas,  It  is  within  my  knowledge,  that  Brothers  F.  Westlake,  J.  B. 
Peel,  W.  H.  Street,  J.  F.  Latimer  and  W.  W.  Fitzgerald,  brethren  within 
the  jurisdiction  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Canada,  have  signed  a  declaration 
of  Incorporation  under  tiie  style  and  titie  of  "The  Grand  Lodge  of  An- 
cient, Free  and  Accepted  Masons  of  Ontario,"  and  whereas,  such  declara- 
tion is  an  attempt  to  subvert  the  authority  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Canada, 
is  detrimental  to  the  best  interests  of  Freemasonry,  and  is  calculated  to 
disturb  the  peace,  harmony  and  unity  of  the  Fraternity;  and  whereas,  tiie 
above  named  brethren  and  others  have  been  present  at,  and  taken  part  in, 
clandestine  meetings  of  Masons  held  in  the  city  of  London,  under  the 
pretended  authority  of  the  so-called  '  Grand  Lodge  of  Ontario,'  in  utter 
violation  of  their  Masonic  obligations,  and  the  requirements  of  the  Con- 
stitution ; 

"  Therefore  take  notice,  that  the  M.  W.  the  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  A  F,  &  A.  M.  of  Canada,  has,  by  the  power  vested  in  him, 
suspended  the  above  named  brethren  and  others  from  all  the  rights, 
benefits,  and  privileges  of  the  Order  of  Freemasonry,  such  suspensions, 
to  continue  in  full  force  during  his  pleasoxe,  or  until  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Oanada  shall  have  taken  action  thereon. 
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'*The  M.  W.  the  Grand  Mister  farther  directs  and  requires  that  yoa 
will  not,  under  any  pretence  whatever,  hold  Masonic  intercourse  with 
the  brethren  within  named  or  with  any  brother  who  is  in  sympathy  with, 
or  recognizes  the  authority  of  the  so-called  'Grand  Lodge  of  Ontario.*

having  been  duly  called  at  the  Portals  of  Grand  Lodge,  and  having  failed 
to  answer  or  appear,  are  hereby  severally  excluded  and  expelled  from  all 
the  rights,  benefits  and  privileges  of  Free  Masonry,  of  which  all  Lodges 
and  Masons  will  take  notice  ai^  govern  themselves  accordingly. 

We  quote  the  closing  paragraph  of  the  address  of  Grand  Master  Kerr 
with  the  remark  that  his  wise  and  heroic  course  wtth  the  dissenters  of  the 
Ontario  rebellion  was  fully  and  cordially  sustained  by  the  Grand  Lodge. 

''My  Brethren,  I  have  now  submitted  for  your  consideration  the  report 
of  my  official  acts  during  the  past  year,.  My  duties  are  almost  ended ; 
yours  about  to  begin.  You  are  to  pass  judgment  upon  my  actions.  Let 
me  ask  you  to  coirect  whatever  you  may  find  has  not  been  ri^tly  done. 
I  have  sought  to  govern  with  Idn^ess  and  persuasion,  but  I  have  not 
hesitated  to  exercise  the  powers  attached  to  the  high  office  in  which  you 
placed  me,  when  the  necessity  for  imperative  measures  arose.  I  regret 
the  unhappy  circumstances  that  called  for  the  extreme  course  which  I  felt 
constrained  to  adopt  during  my  term  of  office,  but  in  adopting  that  I 
so  acted  with  the  conviction  that  I  was  thus  alone  dischargmg  my  duty 
towards  you,  and  the  interests  which  we  in  common  have  so  deeply  at 
heart.  If  I  have  erred,  the  error  has  been  committed  in  the  honest  effort 
to  serve  you,  and  to  promote  the  welfare  of  the  craft,  regardless  of  con- 
sequences to  myself. 

''In  committing  this  review  to  yoor  care  let  me  urge  yon  to  consider  it 
in  a  Masonic  spirit — liberally  and  fairly — and  may  we  so  conduct  our  de- 
liberations as  to  be  an  example  for  those  whom  we  represent  and  gpovem, 
and  in  such  a  manner  as  to  win  the  approval  of  Hun  who  mles  every- 
where.

COLORADO. 

We  have  the  proceedings  of  the  M.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  Colorado  at 
two  Grand  Communications — one  an  **  Emergent,"  held  at  Boulder,  Col- 
orado, September  20th,  A  D.  1875,  **  to  assist  in  laying  the  comer  stone 
of  the  Territorial  (now  State)  University  " — the  other  held  at  Denver, 
September  2l6t  and  22d,  A  D.  1875,  being  the  Fifteenth  Annm^i  Com- 
munication of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

The  ceremonial  occasion  elicited  two  very  interesting  addresses,  which 
are  published  in  these  proceedings,  one  delivered  by  the  M.  W.  Grand 
Master,  Webster  D.  Anthony,  directed  to  the  *'  Trustees  of  the  Colorado 
University,"  the  other  by  the  Hon.  James  B.  Belford,  *^e  Orator  of  the 
day,"  addressed  to  the  '^Ladies  and  Gentlemen,"  thus  ignoring  the  pres- 
ence of  the  **M.  W.  Grand  Lodge,"  who,  with  the  Officers,  Tools,  Be- 
galia  and  Knight  Templar  escort,  must  have  constituted  the  marked 
feature  of  the  assembly.  It  is,  however,  a  very  readable  and  instructive 
address,  enforcing  the  necessity  and  illustrating  the  advantages  of  educa- 
tion, and  for  these  beauties  we  forgive  the  apparent  disrespect  to  the 
Grand  Lodge ;  indeed,  why  should  we  care,  since  the  Colorado  Brethren 
seem  content  to  accept  the  indignity— and  evidently  considered  the  ad- 
dress sufficiently  identified  with  Masonry  to  warrant  its  publication  with 
the  proceedings. 

The  Annual  Communication  was  opened  in  ample  form  by  M.  W. 
Grand  Master,  Anthony,  assisted  by  Grand  Officers,  Bepresentatives  oi 
Lodges  and  in  the  presence  of  many  visiting  Brethren. 

The  Annual  Address  of  Grand  Master  Anthony  is  a  concise  and  unpre- 
tentious review  of  the  year's  doings,  and  we  quote  its  last  paragraph  as 
oharaoteristic  of  the  whole : 

**  Brethren,  I  again  submit  my  action  for  the  vear  for  your  oonsidera- 
tioiL    As  already  stated,  my  time  has  been  so  taken  l^  other  duties,  that 
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but  little  has  been  devoted  to  your  wants  and  requirements.  I  find  that 
our  Order  throughout  the  jurisdiction  is  prosperous,  and  that  harmony 
prevails.  I  assure  you,  my  Brethren,  that  I  most  heartily  thank  you  for 
the  high  honor  that  you  have  confered,  by  tendering  me  the  gavel  of 
authority  and  power  the  second  year.  And  while  I  may  well  feel  proud 
of  this,  and  of  all  the  other  many  kindnesses  I  have  received  at  your 
hands ;  by  the  repeated  high,  responsible  and  honorable  trusts  reposed  in 
me,  I  as  deeply  feel  my  lack  of  attention  to  those  duties,  which,  as  your 
G.  M.,  should  devolve  upon  me  and  should  have  been  fully  carried  out. 
Brethren,  may  your  efforts  at  this  time  be  crowned  with  success.  May 
all  your  deliberations  and  actions  in  this,  our  Fifteenth  Anmml  Gommu- 
cation,  be  such  as  will  redound  to  the  honor  and  fame  of  our  Order.  May 
that  harmony  and  Brotherly  love,  which  has  heretofore  been  our  ruling 
star,  in  all  our  Assemblies,  be  now  our  characteristic  feature ;  and  may  the 
Grand  Master  of  Heaven  and  earth  be  with  you  now  and  remain  with 
you  always." 

The  M.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  Colorado  is  discussing  the  '^ways  and 
means"  of  securing  a  permanent  home  or  * 'Masonic  Temple."  The  Com- 
mittee on  Masonic  Temple  made  an  elaborate  and  very  able  report  on 
the  subje  ct,  and  discussing  the  plans  pursued  by  other  Grand  Bodies,  re- 
sulting successfully  in  the  attainment  of  similar  ends — indeed,  presenting 
full  statistics  from  other  jurisdictions,  notably,  those  of  Pennsylvania, 
Indiana,  Illinois,  Ohio  and  New  York,  recommend  the  following  very 
judicious  and  well  adjusted  plan  of  operations,  viz :  (We  quote  without 
having  tested  the  calculations.) 

^^ First — That  the  sum  of  $3  be  assessed  against  every  subordinate 
Lodge  in  this  jurisdiction,  for  every  initiate  hereafter  made  by  said 
Lodge. 

^^aecond — That  the  sum  of  $2  be  assessed  against  every  subordinate 
Lodge  in  this  jurisdiction,  for  every  Fellowcraft  hereafter  made  by  said 
Lodge. 

^^  Third — That  the  sum  of  $3  be  assessed  against  every  subordinate 
Lodge  in  this  jurisdiction,  for  every  Blaster  Mason  hereafter  made  in  said 
Lodge. 

^  ^  Fourth— ThaA,  this  Grand  Lodge  appropriate  and  set  apart  for  a  Tem- 
ple fond,  one-fourth  part  of  the  annual  dues  now  received  from  subordi- 
nate Lodges,  or  twenty-five  cents  per  year  from  each  Master  Mason. 

*' The  adoption  of  the  above  recommendations  will  produce  in  one 
year  a  revenue,  based  upon  the  returns  of  1874,  as  follows :  From  ini- 
tiations, $291 ;  from  passings,  $204 ;  from  raisings,  $321 ;  from  mem- 
bership dues  at  twenty-five  cents  per  capita,  $329.  Total,  $1,142.  To 
this  sum  will  be  annually  added  a  like  amount,  and  an  increase  for  work 
and  membership  which  we  estimate  at  ten  per  cent ;  all  of  which  being 
invested  so  that  it  shall  return  ten  per  cent  interest  per  annum,  would 
net  this  Grand  Lodge  the  following  named  amoimts :

"  Should  the  foregoing  recommendations  be  adopted,  and  the  gather^ 
inff  of  this  magnificent  ^nd  be  provided  for,  we  wonld  recommend 

^^ Fifth — That  there  be  appointed  by  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master  at  the 
present  communication  a  Board  of  Trast,  consisting  of  three  members, 
who,  with  their  successors,  shall  have  charge  of  the  moneys  raised  for 
the  Temple  fund  and  shall  invest  the  same  according  to  their  judgment, 
reporting  their  action  in  detail  at  each  annual  communication  of  this 
Grand  Ix>dge.  Of  this  Board  of  Trust  one  member  shaU  be  appointed 
for  the  period  of  one  year ;  a  second  for  the  period  of  two  years ;  and 
the  third  for  the  period  of  three  years.  And  at  each  annual  communica- 
tion hereafter  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master  shall  appoint,  by  the  approval  of 
the  Grand  Lodge,  one  member  of  the  Board  who  shall  serve  for  the  pe- 
riod of  three  years. 

^^ Sixth — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  subordinate  Lodp^  to  ooDect  from 
candidates  the  sums  herewith  assessed  for  the  oonferrmg  of  degrees,  and 
to  pay  the  same  over  to  the  Grand  Secretary  on  or  before  the  annual 
meeting  of  this  Grand  Lodge  ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Grand 
Secretuy  to  turn  the  same  over  to  the  Board  of  Trust 

**  Seventh — The  Board  of  Trust  are  authorized  to  open  subscription 
books  for  the  record  of  donations  to  the  Temple  fund,  which  record  shall 
be  called  The  Roll  of  Honor ;  and  they  may  cause  to  be  made  and  issued 
certificates  of  the  same  to  each  person  making  a  donation." 

The  proceedings  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Colorado  are  harmonious  and 
interesting  though  not  fully  up,  in  the  latter  respect,  to  those  of  1874, 
which  were  in  that  year  exceptionally  entertaining  and  instructing.

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OONNEOTIOUT. 


The  M.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  Ckmneoticut  assembled  in  its  eighty- 
eighth  (88)  Grand  Annual  Communication,  in  the  city  of  Hartford,  com- 
mencing on  Wednesday,  January  19th,  A.  D.  1876,  and  was  opened  in 
AMPLE  form  by  M.  W.  Wm.  Wallace  Lee,  Grand  Master. 

The  annual  address  of  Grand  Master  Lee  is  an  interesting  and  instruct- 
iye  one.  He  discusses  with  ability  seyeral  questions  affecting  tbe  interest 
of  the  craft  in  his  jurisdiction,  which  are  worthy  of  consideration  every- 
where. **  Legislation"  and  **  Compulsory  Dues"  are  prominent 
The  first  topic — legislation — he  discusses  fully,  quoting  in  the  first  por- 
tion of  this  abstract  from  M.  W.  Brother  Joseph  Chapman,  Grand  Master 
of  Iowa,  Tiz : 

*^  It  is  a  consummation  devoutly  to  be  wished,  that  not  only  our  own, 
but  other  Grand  Lodges  in  this  country,'  would  learn  that  a  Mtuson,  be  he 
an  entered  apprentice,  f eilow  craft,  or  Master  Mason,  has  rights  of  which 
he  cannot  be  deprived  at  their  behest,  without  a  fair  hearing  and  the 
judgment  of  his  brethren  and  the  sooner  we  recognize  this  fact,  the 
sooner  will  we  free  ourselves  from  unfair  and  therefore  unmasonic  legis- 
lation. 

"I  might  cite  many  cases  which  have  made  us  to  worry  and  fret  over 
vexed  questions  of  law  vs.  decisions  and  practice  in  this  jurisdiction,  but 
will  desist,  satisfied  that  you  have  sufficient  to  arouse  you  to  thought  and 
I  tru§t  to  action,  in  this  matter,  for  rest  assured  that  ^  to  law  making 
there  is  no  end,'  that  we  are  being  walled  about  on  all  sides  with  modem 
jurisprudence,  which,  like  a  besom  of  destruction,  is  sweeping  over  the 
body  masonic,  and  will  most  assuredly  work  the  quietus  of  the  order 
unless  a  short  stop,  a  stonewall  of  noble  hearts  and  determined  wills  are 
raised  against  those  who  are  interposing  their  opinions  and  adjusting  this 
and  that  to  suit  their  fancy,  adding  here  a  little  and  there  a  little,  until 
one  can  scarcely  determine,  without  consulting  the  statute,  his  masonic 
standing  or  his  rights  in  the  order.  Let  us  have  more  of  Masonry  and 
less  of  fuss  and  feathers  about  masonic  jurisprudence. 

''Two  things  are  greatly  needed  in  the  masonic  world.  First,  we  want 
to  curtail  the  law.  A  little  law  is  a  good  thing,  because  it  is  essential  to 
a  wise  administration  of  justice.  Second,  we  want  to  curtail  the  masonic 
lawyers,  because  Masonry  is  a  law  unto  herself,  therefore  haj  little  or  no 
need  of  them.  Solon  compared  the  people  to  the  sea,  and  the  orators 
and  counselors  to  the  winds,  for  that  the  sea  would  be  calm  and  quiet  if 
the  winds  did  not  disturb  it.  Herein  is  the  gist  of  the  whole  matter. 
We  may  not  have  a  surplus  of  orators,  but  to  ooimselors  there  is  no  end, 
and  as  a  natural  consequence  we  have  a  superabundance  of  law,  and  turn 
which  way  we  will  we  are  confronted  with  masonic  jurisprudence,  until 
we  are  free  to  confess  *  it  becomes  a  mischief,  and  determines  in  a  curse' 
to  the  institution.  We  have  suffered  the  usages  of  the  Order  to  be 
manipulated  by  cunning  fingers,  until  our  prerogative  to  enjoy  Masonry 
in  these  latter  days  is  predicated  solely  upon  caim,  thereby  crushing  out, 
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and  worst  of  all.  crowding  out,  first,  the  nobler  qualities  of  the  heart, 
second,  the  brother  who  has  not  the  wherewithal  to  pay  his  dues.'* 

**The  same  complaint  substantially  comes  from  all  quarters.  The  ten- 
dency of  late  years,  in  other  jurisdictions  as  well  as  our  own,  has  been 
towajrds  csntr^ization ;  to  treat  the  subordinate  Lodges  as  if  dieir  mem- 
bers were  children,  incompetent  to  manage  their  own  affairs  or  conduct 
business  properly.  I  referred  last  year  to  the  doctrine  of  perpetual  alle- 
giance (or  perpetual  jurisdiction,  as  some  say  the  term  should  be) ;  but  I 
freely  confess  that  I  am  so  obtuse  and  thick-headed  that  I  cannot  under- 
stand how  there  can  be  perpetual  jurisdiction  on  one  side  or  part  without 
any  allegiance  on  the  other.  A.  G.  T.  Pierson,  the  brightest  masonic 
writer  in  aU  the  Northwest,  says,  speaking  of  this  doctrine,  *that  it  is  a 
new  fangled  notion,  exclusiyely  American;  while  J.  H.  Drummond,  of 
Maine,  says  it  cannot  be  defended  by  any  ancient  regulation.  I  have 
never  been  able  to  find  any  rule  or  ancient  regulation  which  sup- 
ports it.  Even  Mackey,  its  author,  and  ablest  advocate,  nowhere 
quotes  any  law  or  ancient  rule,  save  this  one,  which  provides 
substantially  that  no  brother  shall  interfere  with  a  brother's  work 
which  has  been  assigned  to  him — a  rule  eminently  wise  and  proper, 
but  which  has  no  relevancy  to  this  subject  We  might  wiUi  just 
as  much  propriety  incorporate  into  our  moral  code  that  portion  of 
the  mosaic  fianitary  law  which  prohibited  pork  eating,  and  exact  compli- 
ance therewith.  Let  us  carry  this  principle  into  civU  and  social  life  and 
see  how  it  would  operate.  What  would  we  think  if  our  State  should 
adopt  a  regulation  or  a  law  providing  that  no  one  should  be  admitted  an 
elector  who  had  ever  apphed  for  tihat  privilege  in  any  other  State  or 
nation,  and  had  been  refused,  without  the  consent  of  the  State  or 
nation  so  refusing  ?" 

He  is  pointed  and  forcible  in  the  presentation  of  his  reasons  in  opposi- 
tion to  compulsory  dues,  but  has  not  convinced  us  of  the  propriety  of 
dispensing  with  dues  altogether.  We  do  not  see  how  under  present  con- 
ditions and  organizations  Lodges  could  be  sustained  without  dues ;  nor 
is  the  by-law  agreement  to  contribute  to  the  support  of  Lodges,  by  any 
reasonable  construction  of  the  contract,  entitled  to  be  called  ^^compuUory 
dues."  The  compulsion  comes  in  when  indigent  brethren  (or  more  gen- 
erally negligent  ones)  feel  the  enforcing  power  of  the  Lodge  after  filing 
either  to  pay  their  dues,  or  ask  to  be  excused  from  payment  by  reason  of 
poverty.  In  a  long  masonic  experience  we  have  never  known  a  worthy 
Brother  troubled  in  arranging  his  dues  to  the  Lodge,  except  in  a  few 
cases  where  pride  and  self-will  dictated  a  course  of  refractory  disregard 
of  Lodge  rules  and  etiquette.  In  such  cases  the  Brothers  seemed  to  act 
as  if  it  was  the  duty  of  the  Lodge  to  presume  they  could  not  pajfy  and 
would  give  no  reason  for  delinquency. 

Lodges  mutt  be  sustained  and  by  contributions.  The  power  to  enforce 
dues  is  a  self-preserving  necessity ;  but  it  should  be  and  generally  is  oxer- 
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cised  mildly  and  charitably.  We  venture  to  assert  that  none  but  cold  and 
orochety  Masons  ever  feel  oppressed  under  the  system  of  (so-called)  com- 
pulsory dues.  We  fear  if  you  abolish  dues  you  will  destroy  the  Lodges, 
and  thus  throttle  Masonry.     Beware  of  Iconoclasts  I 

Our  Brother  of  Connecticut  is  earnest,  intelligent  and  devoted ;  but 
many  of  his  opinions  smack  of  innovation  on  the  land-marks.  He  sym- 
pathises with  those  who  suffer  under  the  law,  but  shall  the  law  be  changed 
or  the  sufferer  return  to  the  peaceable  track  of  obedience? 

We  are  glad  to  find  the  Brethren  of  Connecticut,  as  represented  by 
this  address,  enjoying  harmony  and  prosperity.  Differing  with  Brother 
Lee  in  some  of  his  views,  we  nevertheless  greet  him  as  a  true  and  de- 
voted Mason,  and  we  adopt  his  quotation  from  Behold,  as  foUows : 

*'  Freemasonry  of  to-day  is  that  universal  morality  that  attaches  itself 
to  the  inhabitants*  of  all  climes — to  the  men  of  every  worship.  In  this 
sense  the  Freemason  receives  not  the  law,  he  gives  it ;  because  the  morality 
Freemasonry  teaches  is  unchanging,  more  extended  and  universal  than 
any  native  or  sectarian  religion  can  be ;  for  these,  always  exclusive,  class 
men  who  differ  from  them  as  pagans,  idolators,  schismatics,  heretics  or 
infidels ;  while  Masonry  sees  nothing  in  such  religionists  but  brothers,  to 
whom  its  temple  is  open,  that  by  i£e  knowledge  of  the  truth  therein  to 
be  acquired  they  may  be  made  free  from  the  prejudices  of  their  country 
or  the  errors  of  their  fathers,  and  taught  to  love  and  succor  each  other. 
Freemasonry  decries  error  and  flies  from  it,  yet  neither  hates  or  perse- 
cutes. In  fine,  the  real  object  of  this  association  may  be  summed  up  in 
these  words:  To  efface  from  among  men  the  prejudices  of  caste,  the 
conventional  distinctions  of  color,  ori^,  opinion,  nationality ;  to  anni- 
hilate fanaticism  and  superstition ;  extirpate  national  discord,  and  with  it 
extinguish  the  fire-brana  of  war ;  in  a  word,  to  arrive,  by  free  and  pacifio 
progress,  at  one  formula  or  model  of  eternal  and  universal  right,  accord- 
mg  to  which,  each  individual  human  being  shall  be  free  to  develop  eveiy 
faculty  with  which  he  may  be  endowed,  and  to  concur  heartily  and  wim 
all  the  fullness  of  his  strength  in  the  bestowment  of  happiness  upon  all, 
and  thus  to  make  of  the  whole  human  race  one  family  of  brothers,  united 
by  affection,  wisdom  and  labor.  Slowly  and  painfully  does  the  highest 
condition  of  human  knowledge  accomplish  its  great  revolution  around 
the  guttering  axis  of  truth.  The  march  is  long,  and  since  it  began 
nations  and  people  have  lived  and  died ;  but  when  thai  journey  is  accom- 
plished, and  the  incarnation  of  truth,  now  robed  but  in  its  symbol,  shall 
appear  in  all  the  splendor  of  its  brilliant  nudity,  truth's  torch  itself  shall 
then  enlighten  the  world,  the  doctrine  that  has  just  been  announced  shall 
become  the  rehgion  of  all  the  peoples  of  the  earth,  and  then,  and  not  till 
then,  will  be  realized  that  sublime  ideal  now  mysteriously  hidden  in  the 
symbol  of  Freemasonry. 

^*  That  day  is,  without  doubt,  yet  far  distant ;  but  it  will  arrive.  Its 
coming  is  marked  by  destiny  and  in  the  order  of  the  centuries.  Already, 
in  the  sacred  balance  of  eternal  justice,  is  seen  each  day  to  diTninifih  a 
portion  of  the  errors  of  the  people,  and  to  increase  the  body  of  light,  of 
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principle,  and  those  traths  which  are  preparing  the  way  for  its  triumph, 
and  which,  one  day,  will  give  assuranca  of  its  reign." 

rOSEION    OOKBESPONDENCB 

Is  ably  reported  upon  by  Brother  Jos.  K.  Wheeler,  Grand  Secretary,  who 
reyiews,  with  just  appreciation  of  their  merits,  the  proceedings  of  fifty 
Grand  Lodges,  giving  Alabama  (in  communication  of  1874)  a  full  and 
kindly  notice. 

He  dissents  from  Grand  Master  Wilson's  rulings  on  the  subject  of  en- 
forcing the  collection  of  dues ;  but  as  Brother  Wheeler's  views  on  this 
topic  are  in  accord  with  those  of  Grand  Master  Lee,  discussed  by  us 
elsewhere,  we  merely  note  here  his  dissent,  and  quote  in  conclusion  of 
this  branch  of  our  review,  his  just  and  apposite  remarks  on  our  Senior, 
Brother  Walthall,  viz : 

'*The  report  on  correspondence  comes  to  us  from  th6  pen  of  Brother 
W.  T.  Walthall,  occupying  ninety-four  pages  of  printed  matter.  It  is  a 
model  report ;  full  of  interest  to  the  Masonic  student  as  an  egg  is  full  of 
meat,  and  we  wish  we  could  feel  at  liberty  to  dissect  it  more  thoroughly. 
Connecticut  is  favorably  noticed  among  the  number  reviewed,  and  the 
address  of  Grand  Master  Lockwood,  in  1874,  is  pronounced  of  great 
interest,  *'  on  account  of  the  subjects  of  which  it  treats,  with  the  ability 
with  which  they  are  treated,  and  the  learning  brought  to  bear  upon 
them."

ceedings.    It  would  save  us  *'  heaps  of  trouble."

On  the  21st  of  June,  A  D.  1875,  a  Masonic  Convention  assembled  at 
Elk  Point,  Dakota,  to  orgaDiie  tha  M.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  Dakota.  Tba 
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Gonyention  consisted  of  the  Bepresentatiyes  of  fiye  Lodges  working 
under  charters  from  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Iowa,  and  empowered  by  that 
Ghrand  Lodge  to  take  such  action  as  necessary  to  form  a  Grand  Lodge ; 
yiz:  of

who,  under  the  Presidency  of  Brother  F.  J.  Dewitt,  of  St  John's, 
deliberated  upon  the  subject  of  their  Conference  from  the  2l8t  to  the  23d 
of  June,  inclusiye,  adopted  a  plan  of  organization  with  Constitution  and^ 
By-Laws.  After  which  a  M.  W.  Grand  Master,  Brother  T.  H.  Brown, 
was  unanimously  elected,  and  the  Conyention  proceeded  to  fill  the  offices 
of  Deputy  Grand  Master,  Grand  Senior  Warden,  Grand  Junior  Warden, 
Grand  Treasurer  and  Grand  Secretary,  Brother  Mark  W.  Bailey  haying 
been  elected  Grand  Secretary.  The  Conyention  re-assembl^d  on  the 
24th,  when  the  Grand  Officers  appointed  by  the  Grand  Master,  according 
to  the  proyisions  of  the  Constitution,  were  announced,  and  the  Conyention 
adjourned  to  meet  on  caU  of  **the  committee  appointed  to  designate  a 
time  and  place  for  the  installation  of  officers,"  etc.  On  the  21st  of  July, 
A.  D.  1875,  the  Conyention  re-assembled,  pursuant  to  adjournment,  and 
the  Grand  Officers  haying  been  duly  installed  the  first  Communication  of 
the  M.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  Dakota  was  opened  in  ample  form  by  P.  G. 
M.  Paryin,  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Iowa,  as  Grand  Master  'pro  tern. 
Brother  Paryin,  as  was  most  just,  reoeiyed  the  following  handsome 
acknowledgment  of  his  kindly  labors  on  behalf  of  our  new  sister  of 
Dakota,  yiz:

DELAWARE. 

M.  W.  Grand  Master,  John  P.  Allmond,  opened,  in  ample  form  the  M. 
W.  Grand  Lodge  of  Delaware,  at  its  Sixty-Ninth  Annual  Gonmianicationy 
held  in  the  city  of  Wilmington,  October  6th  and  7th,  A.  D.  1875. 

The  M.  W.  Grand  Master's  Address,  an  unpretentious  but  very  busi- 
ness like  and  readable  document,  gives  us  an  insight  into  the  sue 
cesses  as  well  as  trials  of  the  Graft  in  his  jurisdiction.  We  are  glad  to 
know  from  it  that  Masonry  thrives,  as  a  general  rul^,  in  this  old  and  much 
esteemed  Masonic  organization,  but  we  also  note,  and  sympathise  with 
the  Grand  Blaster  and  the  Worthy  Brethren  in  their  struggles  with  the 
evils  that  there,  as  well  as  elsewhere,  tend  to  desecrate  the  altar  and  at- 
mosphere of  Masonry.  He  thus  appropriately  alludes  to  one  cause  of 
troubles  and  suggests  a  remedy,  in  the  Lodge  at  least,  for 

**  INTEMPZBANCX. 

'*  I  have  had  my  attention  called  to  the  fearful  strides  intemperance  is 
making  upon  members  of  the  Graft  in  this  Jurisdiction,  and  have  been 
asked  time  and  again,  to  call  your  attention  to  the  fact.  Brethren,  my 
reply  has  always  been,  Masonry  is  not  a  temperance  society,  though  tem- 
perance is  one  of  our  cardinal  virtues,.  Temperance  lectures  will  do  a 
drunkard  no  good,  he  must  be  brought  to  his  senses  by  something  more 
powerful  than  a  mere  lecture.  He  must  be  taught,  that  if  he  claims  the 
right  to  go  to  ruin  himself,  he  shall  not  drag  his  Lodge  down  with  him, 
and  cast  reflection  on  the  whole  fabric  of  Free  Masonry.  You  will  ask 
how  shall  we  prevent  this?  I  answer  that,  the  remedy  lays  with  your- 
selves. In  making  the  selection  of  officers  for  your  Lodges,  select  the 
best  men  you  have,  and  be  particularly  careful  in  your  selection  of  Junior 
Warden,  whose  du^  it  is  to  superintend  the  Craft  whilst  at  refreshments; 
it  is  he  who  has  charge  of  the  Craft  from  the  moment  the  Lodge  is  closed 
until  it  is  opened  again.  The  duties  of  the  Junior  Warden,  are  such  that 
it  requires  more  thia  ordinair  vigilance,  and  great  strength  of  character 
to  perform  them.  It  is  his  duty  to  see  that  temperance,  fortitude,  chari- 
ty, and  a  tongue  of  good  report  shall  prevail  among  the  Fratemi^,  and 
when  these  and  other  cardinal  principles,  well  known  among  you,  are 
perverted  or  set  aside,  it  is  his  duty — his  obligation,  to  bring  the  ofFend- 
mg  Brother  to  a  speedy  trial  before  his  Lodge.  On  the  Junior  Warden 
depends  the  watchful  care  and  superintendence  of  the  whole  fabric  of 
Tree  Masonry,  while  the  Brethren  are  at  refreshments,  while  they  are  per- 
forming the  various  complex  functions  pertaining  to  human  existence,  he 
shall  have  over  them  an  ever  watchful  eye.  Then  be  sure  to  select  a 
Junior  Warden,  that  has  the  courage  to  perform  the  duties  of  his  office ; 
let  him  first  **admonish  a  fallen  Brother,"  and  try  to  reclaim  him  from 
his  folly,  and,  if  he  fails  in  this,  prefer  charges  against  him,  and  proae- 
oute  them  to  the  end,  that  the  Lodge  may  be  pva^d.  Look  well  to  the 
■oath  my  Brethren. 
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*'  Having  spoken  in  reference  to  the  duties  of  the  Junior  Warden,  I 
have  thought  it  would  not  be  out  of  plaoe  to  say  a  word  for  the  guidance 
of  the  Master  in  appointing  his  committees  on  the  petitions  of  applicants 
for  initiation.  The  duties  of  each  member  of  such  committee  are  mani- 
fold in  number  and  big  with  importance.  As  the  superintending  architect 
of  a  building  would  scrutinize  closely  stone  from  a  disreputable  quarry, 
no  matter  by  whom  presented,  he  would  examine  it  with  reference  to  its 
individual  qualities.  So  the  Brother  appointed  upon  an  applicant's  peti- 
tion, must  proceed  in  a  like  cautious  manner.  Let  the  committee  always 
bear  in  mind  that  they  represent  the  Lodge  that  appomted  them.  You 
act  for  it — examine  for  it — report  to  it — and,  in  a  word  you  really  form 
opinion  for  its  final  action.  I  would  recommend  that  no  newly  made 
Mason  be  placed  upon  such  a  committee.  It  requires  broad  experience 
and  ripe  knowledge.  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  interest  of  the  Lodge 
would  be  advanced,  if  every  such  committee  had  a  Past  Master  at  its 
head.  The  report  made  should  not  be  simply  **  favorable  or  unfavora- 
ble," but  set  forth  the  facts  of  the  investigation,  that  all  present  may  be 
enabled  to  form  an  opinion  of  the  Masonic  qualities,  or  rather  requisites 
possessed  by  the  applicant.  The  present  mode  of  making  reports  has 
led,  will  ever  lead,  to  looseness  in  this  all  important  duty.  It  is  to  be 
hoped  the  Grand  Lodge  will  give  this  matter  full  consideration." 

The  Grand  Master  alludes,  with  feeling  and  appropriate  expressions  in 
testimony  of  their  worth,  to  the  many  victims  of  (shall  we  not  rather  say 
conquerors  through)  death.  Among  the  departed  we  note  the  following 
as  known  and  regretted  beyond  the  confines  of  Delaware,  viz.: 

Brother  John  Collins  McGabe,  D.  D.  and  P.  G.  M. 
Brother  J.  P.  H.  Shipley,  M.  D.  and  P.  D.  G.  M. 

The  proceedings  under  consideration  are  presented  in  clear  type  and 
with  such  precision  of  method  in  the  admirably  arranged  headings  as  to 
add  interest  and  zest  to  the  **  well  done"  and  harmonious  work  of  the 
Communication.  We  like  good  work  as  well  in  the  printed  report  as  in 
the  deliberations  of  Grand  Lodges. 

FOBEION  00BBB8P0MDEN0B. 

Brother  George  W.  Chaytor,  Chairman,  presents,  aa  usual,  a  very  lively, 
readable  and  instructive  report  on  this  topic,  reviewing  the  proceedings 
of  thirty-four  Grand  Lodges.  This  report,  we  presume  and  fear,  closes 
for  the  time  at  least.  Brother  Chaytor's  free  pen  career  for  the  summons 
came,  ''get  thee  up  higher,"  and  the  Grand  Lodge  called  him  to  the 
"  throne."  But  we  know  he  will  not  forget,  in  the  day  of  exaltation,  the 
humble  companions  of  his  scribbling  days,  and  thus  ^e  hope  to  live  in 
his  memory  still.    So  much  par  parentheses — now  to  the  ' '  reg^ular  order. " 

Alabama  receives  from  Brother  Chaytor  both  pleasant  and  ample  notice. 
He  compliments  Grand  Master  Wilson's  deliverances  (proceedings  of  1874 
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being  reyiewed)  on  the  subject  of  conferring  degrees  by  dispensation 
and  his  address  generally  as  '*  so  concise,  yet  aofuU^  clear,  pointed,  tmth- 
fal  and  Masonic  that  we  could  wish  them  impressed  on  the  minds  of 
Lodges  generally,"  and  we  thank  him  for  this  appreciative  allusion  to 
one  who,  we  think,  well  deserved  the  praise.  Brother  Wilson  is  now 
Past  Grand  Master,  and  enjoys,  injretiracy  from  official  cares,  the  respect 
of  the  constituency  he  served  but  lately  so  efficiently  and  acceptably. 
Brother  Walthall  (our  Senior),  the  honored  chief  of  Alabama's  Com- 
mittee,  and  only  temporarily  absent  from  duty,  on  leave,  receives  the 
following  tribute  and  rejoinder,  viz.: 

''Brother  W.  T.  Walthall,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Foreign 
Corespondence,  presented  a  most  excellent  review  of  the  proceedings  of 
forty-four  Grand  jurisdictions,  covering  ninety-four  pages. 

*'  In  his  notice  of  our  Grand  Lodge  proceedings  for  1873,  he  says  : 

*'  'Delaware  presents  to  us,  at  first  glance,  some  seeming  anomalies. 
There  were  two  '  Annual  Communications '  of  the  Grand  Lodge  (the  67th 
and  68th)  in  the  course  of  the  same  year — 1873 — one  held  on  the  27th  of 
June,  the  other  on  the  Ist  and  2d  of  October.  This  apparent  paradox 
was  occasioned  by  a  change  in  the  time  prescribed.  The  multiplication  of 
anniversaries  and  derangement  of  dates  resulting  from  this  process  might, 
however,  puzzle  the  Masonic  antiquary  of  the  far  future,  and  our  Breth- 
ren of  that  admirable  little  State  will  pardon  us  for  suggesting  that  time 
flies  fast  enough  already  for  most  of  us,  without  crowding  two  years  into 
one.' 

"  We  admit  that  things  may  appear  to  our  distant  Brethren  a  little 
mixed  and  paradoxical.  This  we  cannot  help,  as  their  views  are  inde- 
pendent of  our  controL  But  we  can  assure  them  that  these  UUle  mat- 
ters are  clearly  understood  by  us,  and  so  arranged  that  '  the  Masonic  an- 
tiquary of  the  far  future "  will  have  no  trouble,  and  our  Brother,  of 
Alabama,  jieed  give  himself  no  apprehension  of  our  "crowding  two 
years  into  one,"  we  would,  the  rather,  it  worked  the  other  way. 

"It  seems  that  our  friend  and  Brother  has  discovered  a  ' mare's  nest" 
in  our  printed  regulations — a  misprint  that  was  so  funny  ^  and  has  several 
times  afforded  an  idea,  when  one  was  needed  by  the  Chairman  on  Cor- 
respondence, that  it  was  considered  a  charity  to  let  it  stand  as  printed. 
And  so  it  has  stood  until  the  last  year,  when  it  was  made  right,  as  we 
presumed  (two  or  three  years  having  passed  without  further  attention) 
It  had  fulfilled  its  destinies.     But,  alas  I  what  a  mistake.

DISTRIOT  OP  COLUMBIA. 

The  large  and  well  filled  volume  of  **  Proceedings  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  the  District  of  Columbia/*  which  annually  greets  us  with  its  treasury  of 
excellent  matter,  is  this  year  more  than  usually  full  and  interesting.  From 
title  page  to  the  close  of  Brother  Singleton's  admirable  report  it  is 
redolent  of  *  good  things."  If  we  had  only  to  read  and  enjoy  it  the  satis- 
faction would  be  unalloyed,  but  to  us  is  given  the  task  of  review,  and 
thus  the  contrast  of  feebleness  (in  us)  with  perfection  (in  it)  causes  a 
pang  of  regret,  bordering  on  humiliation  and  despair.  But,  "  nil  detpet' 
andum"  must  be  our  motto  in  this  as  well  as  in  many  other  duties  of  life, 
and  we  step  off  courageously,  if  not  confident,  in  the  path  of  duty,  trust- 
ing more  to  good  Intentions  than  ability  for  success. 

The  proceedings  under  review  recount  the  doings  of  the  M.  W.  Qrand 
Lodge  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  in  its  Semi-Annual  Communication 
of  May  12th,  A.  D.  1875,  of  the  Annual  Communication  of  November 
10th,  A.  D.  1875,  together  with  four  Special  Communications,  held,  re- 
spectively. May  28th  and  31st,  June  18th  to  20th  and  September  5th,  1875, 
all  in  ample  form  tmder  the  supervision  of  M.  W.  Grand  Master  Isaac 
L.  Johnson,  whose  labors,  thus  enhanced  by  the  frequency  of  Commu- 
nications, seem  to  have  been  Mastered  with  ease  and  credit  to  himself 
and  the  Craft. 

The  work  of  this  Grand  Lodge  is  admirably  done.  Its  Committees, 
composed  of  members  recognized  at  home  and  abroad  as  able  exponents 
of  Masonic  principles  and  usages,  produced  reports  which  are  both  read- 
able and  instructive ;  while  its  business  system  in  Grand  Lodge  detail 
and  in  the  feature  especially  designed  to  control  and  supervise  the  '*work" 
and  well-being  of  Subordinate  Lodges  is  unsurpassed. 

The  Grand  Master's  Address  is  an  able  one,  but  confined  almost  wholly 
to  questions  of  local  interest. 

He  calls  attention  again  to  '*  the  subject  of  completing  the  Washington 

National  Monument."    We  hope  the  recent  government  appropriation  for 

that  object  will  insure  the  speedy  accomplishment  of  the  work,  if  not 

then  Masonry  should  and  must  come  to  the  front  and  push  on  the  work —

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We  quote  a  portion  of  the  report  of  Brother  John  Lookie,  Grand  Yisi- 
tor  and  Lecturer,  showing  an  earnest  desire  to  perfect  the  "  toork,"  tiz.: 

'*Bbethbxn  :  I  hare  the  honor  to  report,  in  obedience  to  a  proTision  of 
the  Ckmstitution  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  District  of  Oolumbia,  that 
the  condition  of  the  several  Lodges  under  the  jurisdiction  of  this  Gnmd 
Lodge  is  encouraging,  and  that  a  commendable  zeal  is  manifest  among 
the  officers  of  the  Lodges  generally,  and  I  hope  at  no  distant  day  that  we 
may  be  permitted  to  realize  our  fond  anticipations  in  reference  to  uni- 
formity and  perfection  in  the  work  and  lectures  as  adopted  and  under- 
stood by  this  Grand  Lodge.  And  in  order  that  this  may  be,  and  that  we 
may  have  the  indorsement  (if  we  are  perfect)  and  the  benefit  of  the  ad- 
Tice  (if  not  perfect)  of  some  of  the  best  informed  and  scholarly  Masons 
in  the  world  before  they  pass  from  the  jurisdiction  of  this  Grand  Lodge 
to  that  Celestial  Grand  Lod^e  which  is  above,  I  would  most  respectfully 
renew  the  suggestion  made  m  my  last  report,  viz.:  The  propriety  of  re- 
ferring our  work  to  a  conmiittee  who  shall  report  to  this  Grand  Lodge. 
And  in  order  that  this  may  be,  that  we  may  have  the  experience  and  tiie 
research  of  the  intellectual  giants  that  in  the  order  of  Providence  are  for 
the  time  being  a  constituent  part  of  this  jurisdiction,  I  present  this  ques- 
tion again,  hoping  that  prompt  action  may  be  taken  thereon,  firmly  be- 
lieving that  no  harm  could  arise  from  such  action,  but  a  decided  advan- 
tage might  be  acquired.'* 

FOBEIOM    COBBESPONDENOE. 

The  report  on  this  topic  is  the  crowning  glory  of  the  volume.  Brother 
William  K.  Singleton,  Chairman,  has,  in  this  effort,  surpassed  himself 
and  placed  us  under  lasting  obligations  for  a  report  full  to  overflowing  of 
intensely  interesting  matter,  both  original  and  selected.  He  reviews  the 
proceedings  of  more  than  fifty  Grand  Lodges,  including  those  of  Ala- 
bama for  1874,  which  receive  marked  attention  as  well  as  fraternal  and 
candid  consideration.  He  compliments  our  worthy  B.  W.  Grand  Secre- 
tary for  his  report,  **  which,  like  his  former  ones,  is  a  model  in  its  way,** 
and  notices  at  some  length,  and  with  kindly  appreciation,  Brother  Wal- 
thall's (Chairman)  report  of  1874. 

We  quote  some  of  his  remarks  thereon,  especially  in  reference  to 
Brother  Walthall's  eloquent  remonstrance  against  the  impropriety  and 
injustice  of  the  allusions,  in  the  Ohio  report  of  1873,  to  the  '*late  rebd- 
lion,"  the  closing  paragraph  of  which  we  quote,  annexed,  preceding 
Brother  Singleton's  response,  viz. : 

**  *The  Predecessors  of  this  committee  have  been  lectured  not  a 
little  on  the  impropriety  of  making  allusions  to  forbidden  subjects.  We 
cordially  deprecate  any  discussion  of  such,  but  our  reserved  rights  and 
<ntr  principles  as  individuals  are  as  dear  to  us  as  our  Brethren's  can  be  to 
ihem ;  and  when  they  apply  to  us  that 
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-foul,  dishonoring  word. 


Wliose  wrongful  blight  so  oft  has  stained 
The  holiest  cause  that  tongue  or  sword 
Of  mortal  ever  lost  or  gained.' 

they  can  hardly  expect  of  us  a  silent  submission  to  the  reproach.     Not 
for  our  own  salce  need  we  speak,  but  for  that  of  truth  and  chiurity/ 

'*  We  have  quoted  this  extract  to  show  where  any  allusion  to  the  *'  late 
unpleasantness  "  is  calculated  to  do  a  serious  injury.  It  was  wrong  in 
the  Ohio  committee  to  have  made  any  allusion  whateyer,  in  a  Masonic 
report,  to  subjects  which  were  calcinated  to  draw  out  replies  from  the 
other  side.  Masons  everywhere,  we  hope,  are  independent  m  thought  and 
in  action ;  and  of  course  no  one  can  expect  an  independent  opponent 
quietly  to  submit  to  such  expressions  as  come  from  the  Ohio  com- 
mittee as  the  **]a,te  rebellion"  for  we  fully  comprehend  that  no  good 
Mason  in  the  South  supposed  for  a  moment  that  he  was  in  **  rehelUon,** 
but  was  engaged  in  legitimate  warfare,  brought  about  in  the  assertion  of 
constitutional  rights.  We  think  we  understand  our  Southern  Brethren ; 
hence  we  have  urged  an  entire  silence  upon  every  subject  which  could  by 
any  means  elicit  such  partizan  replies,  and  yet  Brother  Walthall,  in  the 
first  quotation  we  made  from  his  report,  reads  us  a  lesson  for  our  remarks 
of  1873. 

**  We  will  bet  a  census  document  against  an  agricultural  report  that  the 
Ohio  committee  make  a  reply  to  the  above. 

**  Under  Canada  he  says : 

'*  Speaking  of  eminent  Brethren  recently  deceased,  the  Grand  Master 
says: 

**  *I  may  also  refer  to  the  death  of  Earl  Dalhousie,  P.  G.  M.  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Scotland,  which  was  announced  by  cable  yesterday.' 

'*  Thereby  hangs  a  question.  Why  *' Grand  Master  of  the  Grand 
Lodge?**  We  observe  this  form  of  expression  employed  b^  our  Brethren 
of  other  British  Provinces,  as  well  as  of  several  of  the  Umted  States,  yet 
the  office  is  that  of  **  Grand  Master  of  Mcuons^**  for  Scotland,  or  Canada, 
or  Alabama,  as  the  case  may  be.  His  functions  are  certunly  not  confined 
to  tiie  Presidency  of  the  Grand  Lodge.  That^  indeed,  belong  to  him 
€9  offldOf  but  it  constitutes  only  a  pai^perhaps  not  tiie  most  important 
part— of  his  duties,  ^wers  and  preroppatives. 

**If  Brother  W.  will  refer  to  the  History  of  Masonry  he  will  discover 
that,  so  soon  as  the  Grand  Master  became  the  elected  officer  of  a  €hrand 
Lodf^  in  1717,  he  was  no  lon^r  the  Grand  Master  of  Masons,  because, 
previous  to  that  time,  and  until  the  election  of  Sir  Christopher  Wren,  the 
Grand  Masters  had  been  selected  by  Masons  generaJly,  aasembAd  in  con- 
vention, without  the  representative  feature,  which  was  only  inaugrated 
in  London  by  the  f  onr  old  Lodges. 

Now,  since  there  are  forty-eight  such  Grand  Masters  in  this  conntnr 
and  three  in  Great  Britain,  whidi  one  is  the  **  Grand  Biaster  of  Mcuons  r* 
Awaiting  the  reply,  we  remain  silent." 

We  regret  our  inability  to  appropriate  many  of  the  desirable  extracts, 
marked  for  selection,  in  this  report,  and  content  onmelTes  with  reprodu- 
dng  a  portioQ  of  Brother  Sin^tom's  adminihle  '' cooodnfion.'*  ^is.: 
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'*  It  was  our  intention  this  year  to  haTe  made  a  full  review  of  the  con- 
dition of  Masonry  in  Europe,  especially  on  the  continent  The  concur- 
rent work  of  the  **  Masonic  EUstory  "  has,  however,  compeUed  us  to  defer 
that  most  interesting  subject  for  another  year,  and,  as  the  Most  Worship-* 
ful  Grand  Master  has  retained  the  chairman  of  this  committee  at  the 
post  he  has  occupied  for  so  many  consecutive  years,  and  the  Grand 
Lodge  also  has  placed  him,  by  their  suffrages,  in  the  honorable  and  re- 
sponsible position  of  Grand  Secretary,  should  circumstances  permit,  we 
hope,  during  the  **  Centennial  year,  to  be  able  to  prepare  such  a  report 
on  European  Masonry  as  will  enable  our  Brethren  m  this  jurisdiction 
clearly  to  apprehend  tiie  peculiar  position  of  the  various  *'texed  quenUomf^ 
whioh  have  recently,  and  which  will  soon  more  greatly,  trouble  our  peace- 
ful *'  Masonic  waters."  It  does  not  take  a  very  astute  observer  to  per- 
ceive that  difficulties  of  no  ordinary  character  are  ahead.  *' Breakers,'* 
'*  quicksands,"  and  '*  shoals  "  there  are ;  and  we  call  loudly  upon  leading 
masons,  now  in  responsible  stations,  to  inform  themselves  upon  the  true 
principles  of  our  *' noble  institution,"  and  supply  themselves  with  the 
fuU  panoply  of  our  UgiUmaU  warfare,  so  that  we  may  be  well  prepared 
to  contend  against  wrong  in  every  form,  prejudices^  and  those  radical 
errors  which,  like  the  worm  at  the  root^  are  gnawing  the  germ  and  sapping 
the  very  foimdations  of  Masonry.  In  all  ages  heretofore,  we  have  suc- 
cessfully contended  against  '* ancient  wrong,"  and  the  hoary  precedents 
of  oppression  which  have  been  our  enemies  from  without.  Masonry  has 
been  general  and  universal,  and  yet  a  '*  unit"  It  has  lived  down  all  op- 
position, and  survives  the  ** crash  of  empires"  and  the  destruction  of 
States.  Its  enemies  have  fallen  before  it,  not  as  the  trees  of  the  forest 
before  the  fierce  rushings  of  the  stormy  blast  and  the  whirlwind's  terrific 
shrieks,  but  like  the  still  and  silent  workings  of  the  Spirit  The  hardest 
adamantine  rocks  have  been  melted,  and  the  prejudices  of  nations,  kings, 
and  emperors  have  been  quietly  subdued  by  its  *'  still,  small  voice,"  ad- 
dressing itself  to  the  reason  of  man  ;  and  the  demonstration  of  its  hu- 
manizing principles  and  elevating  philosphy,  all  opposition  has  been  sub- 
dued, and  Masonry  to-day  stands  at  the  apex  of  aU  human  institutions. 

**  Now,  the  enemy  is  within  us ! !  Shall  we  fight  *^  ala  outrance"  at 
shall  we,  by  constitutional  measures,  cast  out  from  us  at  once,  those  who 
would  introduce  the  elements  of  discord,  which  will  *' divide  the  house," 
and  thus  cause  its  destruction  ?  Shall  we,  to  introduce  elements  of  very 
doubtful  character,  risk  the  integrity  of  an  institution  founded  upon  the 
immutable  principles  of  truth  and  justioe^  and  by  simply  making  an  effort 
to  test  practically  the  question,  whether  m  the  sanctuary  of  the  Lodges, 
diflcordanl  elements  of  the  world  may,  by  the  Masonic  humanizing  ele- 
ments, be  reduced  to  a  composition  of  such  homogeneous  character  as  to 
work  a  '*  world's  wonder,"  imd  before  the  time  appointed  by  the  prophet 
of  old,  bring  the  milleininm  to  pass  in  this  nineteenth  oentory  ?  But  we 
will  not  antioipate  the  subjeot  we  have  in  oontemplatioD,  and  forbear."

The  printed  proceedings  of  the  M.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  Ge<^rgia,  in* 

annual  communication,  held  at  Macon,  October  26th,  A.  D.  1875,  are  be- 
fore us. 

The  Grand  Lodge  was  opened,  in  ample  form,  by  M.  W.  Grand  Master 
David  £.  Butler,  with  an  opening  ode. 

With  Brother  G.  8.  MaUette  as  musical  director,  and  Brother  Arthur 
L.  Wood  as  organist,  the  following  ode  was  rendered  with  the  happiest 
effect: 

SOLO. 

*'  Hail !  brother  Masons,  hail ! 
Let  friendship  long  prevail, 
And  bmd  us  fast 

**  May  harmony  and  peace 
Our  happiness  increase, 
And  friendship  never  cease, 
While  life  doth  last" 


And  we  opine  the  time  thus  consumed  was  well  spent  under  the  harmon- 
izing and  elevating  influences  of  music  and  sentiment  combined. 

The  Grand  Master's  address  is  a  business  document,  devoted  to  Grand 
Lodge  topics ;  the  only  question  of  general  interest  discussed  being  that 
quoted  below  and  oonunending  one  of  Georgia's  good  works,  viz : 

**THB  80UTHXBN  MASONIC  TEMJJJE  COLLEGZ 

"Has  attained  to  a  degree  of  popularitvand  usefulness  which  is  quite  sat- 
isfaotory.  Its  excellent  Presit^nt,  the  Rev.  J.  N.  Bradshaw,  is  still 
exerting  his  energies  in  behalf  of  education  for  all  who  come,  whether 
rich  or  poor.  The  attendance  is  equal  to  that  of  any  institution  of  like 
flrade  in  the  State ;  indeed,  the  patronage  is  nearly  up  to  its  capacity 
for  aooommodation.  Is  it  too  much  to  ask  of  the  fraternity 
some  moce  tangible  form  of  support  than  oar  annual  commendation  ? 
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Your  attention  is  called  to  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Tmstees,  which 
will  contain  an  account  of  the  last  year's  operations.  It  is  suggested  that 
the  time  has  come  when  a  new  Board  of  Trustees  should  be  elected. 
Many  who  are  now  members  have  not  given  attention  to  their  duties  for 
a  number  of  years.  These,  at  least,  should  be  stricken  from  the  roll  and 
others  appointed.  Brethren  serving  on  the  Board  of  Trustees  are  able 
to  aid  very  greatly  in  the  efficiency  and  success  of  the  college." 

The  business  of  the  communication  seems  to  have  been  speedily  and 

harmoniously  dispatched,  and  we  observe  no  feature  of  general  interest 
requiring  notice  or  comment,  except  the  memorial  record  of  our  late 

Brother  Ezekiel  Trice,  a  part  of  which  we  extract,  viz : 

*'  For  many  ^ears,  during  the  dark  hours  of  Masonry,  he,  with  four 
other  brethren  m  the  town  of  Milledgeville,  kept  the  fire  burning  on  our 
altar,  which  would  otherwise  have  been  totally  extinguished.  In  truth.  Be- 
nevolent Lodge  owes  its  very  existence  to-day  to  the  almost  super- 
human efforts  of  Brother  Trice,  in  this  the  darkest  hour  of  our  Masonic 
history.  When  all  the  surroundings  (Masonically)  were  dark  and  gloomy, 
and  there  was  searcely  a  ray  of  light  that  penetrated  the  Masonic  dark- 
ness, he  never  wavered  or  foltered,  but  went  forward  in  the  discharge  of 
what  he  conceived  to  be  his  duty  fearlessly  and  without  faltering.  In 
those  dark  and  gloomy  hours  when,  to  all  human  appearance.  Masonry 
was  destined  to  be  buried,  without  the  hope  of  resurrection — when  there 
were  but  a  few  who  had  the  moral  courage  to  speak  in  vindication  of  our 
beloved  Order,  Brother  Trice  was  one  of  the  few  who  breasted  and  buf- 
feted the  fearful  storm,  and  he  had  the  consolation  of  living  to  see  the  noble 
Order  he  had  loved  so  well,  and  for  which  he  had  sacrificed  so  muc^, 
vindicated  in  the  eyes  of  the  world,  and  to  take  her  stand  pre-eminently 
high  above  all  slander,  vituperation  and  misrepresentation." 

FOBEZON   OOBBESPONDZMCB 

Is  reported  upon  by  Brother  Samuel  D.  Irvin,  Chairman,  who  presents 
an  interesting  report  even  in  its  divergence,  the  usual  style  of  such  pro- 
ductions. 

He  calls  upon  the  record  for  a  definition  of  the  duties  pertaining  to  the 
office  of  Chairman  of  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence,  and  in 
pursuing  this  inquiry  reproduces  some  very  interesting  historical  prece- 
dents in  relation  to  the  duties  and  privileges  of  this  Committee  as  borne 
upon  the  records  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Georgia.  He  reaches  a  condn- 
sion  as  to  his  duties  quite  antagonistical  to  that  of  his  immediate  prede- 
cessor, the  skillful  painstakingandsprightiy  Blackshear,  and  presents  a  re- 
port different  in  make-up  from  those  of  other  Committees.  Is  it  loss  or  gain  ? 
Is  this  retrograde  movement  of  our  conservative  Brother  Irvin  a  ooneo- 
tire  of  evil  in  the  current  practice  of  Committees,  or  is  it  merely  a  non- 
progressive dissent  from  'development'  ?  Certainly  Brother  Blackshear 
was  more  entertaining  than  is  Brother  Irvin,  but  the  latter  may  be  mora 
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orthodox  if  not  so  spirituelle  as  the  former.  We  will  allow  Georgia  to 
do  as  she  pleases  however,  knowing  (from  childhood  associations  and 
recollections)  how  stubborn  these  native  Georgians  are. 

Brother  Irvin  always  does  his  work  well,  and  the  report  nnder  consid- 
eration, for  one  in  that  ttyU^  is  well  done.  He  makes  an  excellent  sog- 
gestion  in  the  following  quotation ;  and  we  say  amen  to  the  suggestion 
that  the  Grand  Secretary  is  the  man  for  this  work  : 


i( 


To  come  back  again  to  the  point  from  which  I  have  di^ssed,  as  to 
what  are  the  powers  and  duties  of  this  committee,  I  think  that  this 
Grand  Lodge  should,  by  its  action  at  this  meeting,  define  them,  and  if  it 
is  the  desire  of  this  Grand  Lodge  that  the  chairman  should  devote  as 
much  time  and  space  to  reviews  as  has  been  done  heretofore,  you  should 

S've  him  a  fixed  and  reasonable  salary  or  compensation,   proportioned  to 
s  labor. 

**And,  again,  permit  me  to  say  that  in  my  opinion  we  should  so  alter 
and  modify  the  resolution  of  1846  as  to  make  the  Grand  Secretary  not 
only  the  permanent  chairman  of  the  (Committee,  but  the  Ck>mmittee,  and 
throw  upon  him  the  whole  responsibility  of  the  position."

ILLINOIS. 

The  M  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  Illinois  met  in  Annual  (the  86th)  Commu- 
nication in  the  city  of  Chicago  Tuesday  the  5th  of  October,  A.  D.  1875, 
and  was  opened  in  Ample  Form  by  M.  W.  George  E.  Lounsbury,  Grand 
Master. 

The  annual  address  of  the  M.  W.  is  a  well  arranged  and  able  review 
of  Masonic  doings  in  that  jurisdiction,  and  gives  assurance  of  healthy 
progress  in  the  large  and  busy  hive  of  the  craft,  viz : 

'*  In  conclusion,  Brethren,  I  can  but  congratulate  you  again  on  the  rela- 
tive peace  and  harmony  existing  in  this  jurisdiction.    We  number  about 
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fleven  hundred  ootodttfawpt  Lodges,  with  a  'membership  of  neariy  fifty 
thousand,  and  I  find,  upon  referming  to  our  appeal  docket  that  only 
about  a  score  of  cases  appear,  which  fact  speaks  volumes  of  itself. 

"My  task  is  now  nearly  completed.  Words  are  inadequate  to  express 
my  thanks  for  the  high  honor  you  have  conferred  upon  me.  To  have 
been  your  presiding  officer  is  an  honor  of  which  any  one  may  well  be 
proud.  I  ent^^red  upon  the  duties  of  Grand  Master  with  a  fuU  realiza- 
tion of  the  higher  responsibilities  of  the  position,  but,  I  confess,  with 
but  an  impeif ect  appreciation  of  the  arduous  labors  connected  with  it, 
I  have  endeavored  to  faithfully  discharge  the  duties,  and  wherever  I  may 
have  erred,  I  rely  upon  the  Brethren  to  extend  to  me  that  Masonic 
charity  which  we  all  profess,  and  to  remember  that  none  are  perfect. 

"  In  my  intercourse  with  my  Brethren,  in  the  adjustment  of  difficul- 
ties,  as  well  as  in  all  other  matters  pertaining  to  the  duties  of  my  office, 
I  have  endeavored  to  keep  prominently  before  them  as  well  as  myself,  the 
i^irit  of  my  adopted  motto :  **  Amor  Fraiemis  in  omm  Fortuni" 

The  proceedings  of  this  communication  are  exceedingly  interesting, 
and  that  interest  is  greatly  enhanced  by  the  typography  and  methodical 
arrangement  of  the  printed  report  before  us. 

The  Committee  on  Masonic  Correspondence  made  an  interesting  special 
report,  which  we  copy  for  information : 

''  Your  Committee  on  Masonic  Correspondence,  to  whom  was  referred, 
at  the  last  annual  Communication,  a  communication  from  the  District 
Orand  Lodge  of  New  South  Wales  (English  Constitution),  covering  a  eiica- 
lar  letter  issued  by  the  District  Grand  Master,  warning  Lodges  and  Brethren 
against  the  so-caUud  Lodges  in  that  Colony  working  under  the  auspices 
of  the  *' Lodge  of  Memphis,"  the  "Grand  Lodge  of  New  South  Wales," 
and  the  "  Grand  Lodge  of  Australia,"  have  had  the  same  under  consid- 
eration. 

It  is  the  settled  practice  in  the  Dependencies  of  the  British  Crown,  for 
the  Grand  Lodges  of  England,  Ireland  and  Scotland,  to  exercise  concur- 
rent jurisdiction,  which  i8  held  by  them  to  be  exclwn'te  as  against  the 
rest  of  the  world.  This  claim  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Illinois,  in  common 
with  all  other  Grand  Lodges,  has  respected  as  valid  until  the  formation  of 
Independent  Grand  Lodges  within  such  Dependencies ;  and  its  declared 
position  on  the  question  of  Giiand  Lodge  jurisdiction  binds  it  to  the  tame 
policy  in  the  future. 

"  Your  committee  have  been  unable  to  find  any  evidence  of  the  for- 
mation  of  an  independent  Grand  Lodge  in  New  South  Wales,  by  which, 
and  by  which  alone,  the  concurrently  exclusive  jurisdiction  heretofore 
exercised  in  that  Colony  or  Province  by  the  British  Masonic  Powers, 
oould  be  legitimately  impaired. 

"  We  therefore  recommend  that  the  Lodges  and  Brethren  of  this  juris- 
diction be  warned  that  the  holding  of  Masonic  intercourse  with  pre- 
tended Masons,  made  such  in  the  Lodges  complained  of  in  the  circular 
of  the  District  Grand  Lodge  of  New  South  Wues,  will  render  them  lia- 
ble to  Masonic  discipline  ;  and  that  those  hailing  from  that  Colony  can 
OoJy  be  recognized  as  lawful  Masons  who  have  acquired  Masonic  rights 
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**  under  the  anthoritj  of  the  Grand  Lodges  of  England,  Ireland  and 
Scotland." 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  Illinois  is,  with  charitable  intent,  discussing  the 
propriety  of  founding  a 

WIDOWS*  AND  OBPHANS'  HOUE. 

God  bless  her  for  the  effort  portrayed  in  the  annexed  extracts : 

*  **  Your  committee  therefore  consider  the  enterprise  both  pracUodbU  and 
laudable^  and  every  way  worthy  to  engage  the  handn  and  hearts  and 
to  elicit  the  prayers  and  sympathies  of  not  only  eveiy  Mason  but  every 
lover  of  humanity,  as  we  Know  it  will  of  the  ladies,  if  established  upon 
a  proper  basis.  Under  this  head,  your  committee  beg  leave  to  state  that 
the  matter  of  raising  funds  was  canvassed,  and  a  member  of  your  com- 
mittee presented  the  claims  of  the  contemplated  Home  to  Metropolis 
Lodge,  No.  91,  which  responded  nobly  by  appointing  the  necessary  com- 
mittees, composed  of  men  of  warm,  philanthropic  hearts,  who  entered 
upon  their  duties  with  energy  and  perseverance,  and,  as  a  result  of  their 
labors  of  love,  at  a  Masonic  Fair  held  in  their  Lodge  Boom,  they  netted 
$535,  and  now  hold  it  subject  to  the  order  of  the  Grand  Lodge  or  its 
proper  Committee  on  *  Orphans'  Home.' 

**  Your  committee  have  likewise  had  under  consideration  the  charcuter 
and  uUUty  of  said  Home.  We  have  arrivad  at  the  conclusion  that  its 
legitimate  object  is  the  systematmng  of  our  charities,  and  making  proper 
provision  for  the  training  of  the  orphan  children  of  our  deceased  Breth- 
ren to  a  knowledge  of  virtue  and  happiness,  as  well  as  to  habits  of  indus- 
try and  economy.  Your  committee  are  apprised  of  the  fact  that  thou- 
sands of  dollars  are  annually  contributed  by  benevolent  individuals  for 
the  immediate  relief  of  the  suffering  poor ;  and,  under  existing  circum- 
stances, it  is  the  best  that  can  be  done  to  mitigate  the  sufferings  and 
soothe  the  sorrows  of  the  distressed ;  but  was  the  sum  thus  distributed 
systematically  applied,  under  a  system  of  salutary  rules  and  laws,  how 
much  more  efficient  and  extensive  would  be  the  relief  afforded  and  the 
good  accomplished. 

**  Let  us  exemplify  our  meaning  by  supposing  that  fifty  dollars  is  given 
to  a  poor  family,  to  purchase  fuel,  clothing  and  the  necessaries  of  life  for 
Winter.  When  Spnng  arrives,  the  family  are  not  only  as  destitute  of 
means  as  at  the  commencement  of  Winter,  but  no  intellectual  or  moral 
instructions  have  been  given  to  the  children — no  new  stimulus  to  exer- 
tion or  habits  of  industry  have  been  inculcated.  Let  the  children  of  the 
same  family  be  placed  in  a  suitable  home,  under  the  control  of  compe- 
tent teachers,  and  governed  by  wholesome  laws,  and  the  fifty  dollars  will 
go  far  to  support  the  children,  and,  what  is  of  more  consequence,  they 
are  so  instructed  that  at  an  early  age  habits  of  industry  will  be  acquired, 
self-respect  and  a  commendable  pride  will  be  engendered,  and  not  only 
will  they  be  able  to  maintain  themselves,  and  if  need  be,  contribute  to 
the  comfort  of  an  aged  mother,  but  they  become  lifted  up  from  degrada- 
dation  to  a  fair  respectability  and  form  ever  after,  useful  members  of 
society.  There  is  strength  and  influence  in  concert  of  action  and  unity 
of  purpose.

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^*  Watat  moit  sftar  ages  think  of  i»,fwitJi  our  nnpreoedented  growth— 
our  present  wealth  and  boundless  influence — living  at  such  a  time  and  in 
a  country  with  such  boasted  freedom  and  inimitable  laws,  with  all  her 
rapid  march  in  the  knowledge  of  the  sciences  and  the  principles  of  virtae 
and  moraUty,  with  all  her  vast  domain,  we  say,  with  all  our  bonndlesi 
resources — what  must  future  and  enhghtened  ages  say  of  us,  as  Masons, 
if  we  fail  to  make  a  proper  provision  for  the  orphans  of  our  deceased 
Brethren  ? 

**  Your  committee  are  profoundly  of  opinion  that  in  order  to  carry  ou^ 
this  beneficent  and  laudable  object,  it  will  require  wnAty  of  feeUng  andcon^ 
cert  of  action  upon  the  part  of  all  good  and  true  men,  united  for  the 
accomplishment  of  a  common  object.  It  is  eminently  true  that  what- 
ever in  the  world's  history  has  be3n  the  object  to  be  gained,  if  the  mission 
on  which  they  have  set  forth  ever  was  accomplished,  it  was  simply  because 
the  men  laboring  for  its  completion  have  labored,  as  in  the  building  of 
King  Solomon's  Temple,  in  harmony  together/* 

FOBEIOM   COBBBSPONDENOX. 

The  report  on  Correspondence,  by  Joseph  Bobbins,  is,  as  heretofore^ 
a  marked  feature  in  the  Illinois  proceedings,  and  Brother  Bobbins  has,  in 
this  effort,  fully  sustained  his  well-eamed  reputation  as  a  correspondent 
and  critic.  We  would  gladly  appropriate  many  of  his  good  things,  but 
space  forbids. 

He  reviews  the  proceedings  of  forty-six  Grand  Lodges,  including  those 
of  Alabama  for  1874,  to  which  he  assigns  full  space  and  treats  with 
acceptable  courtesy.  He  compliments  Brother  Walthall's  report  of  1874 
for  quotations  and  the  following  recognition  of  his  merits  as  a 
reviewer : 

*^  On  the  Ck>mmittee  on  Correspondence,  Brother  William  T.  Walthall 
has  fallen  heir  to  the  mantle  of  its  late  lamented  Chairman,  Brother 
Knott,  and  presents  a  report  (p.  96)  reviewing  the  proceedings  of  forty- 
five  American  Grand  Lodges,  including  Illinois,  and  giving  also  some 
notes  from  the  protocols  of  one  German  Grand  Body. 

**  Brother  Walthall  is  fresh  in  the  field  as  a  Masonic  reviewer,  but  his 
composition,  which  is  imsurpassed  in  elegance  by  that  of  any  of  our 
eonfreres^  betrays  a  practiced  pen,  while  his  opinions  are  marked  by 
good  sense  and  clearness  of  statement. 

**  The  plan  of  Brother  Walthall's  report  is  new,  and  in  some  respects 
possesses  advantages  over  any  we  have  yet  seen.  He  preserves,  in  the 
first  part,  the  alphabetical  arrangement  of  jurisdictions,  reviewing  the 
business  of  each  Grand  Lodge,  and  touching  upon  local  and  misceSane- 
ouamatters  of  general  interest,  reserving  certain  general  subjects  which 
for  the  time  being  occupy  the  attention  of  several  Grand  Lodges,  and 
grouping  under  these  general  heads,  in  the  second  part,  the  action  of 
Grand  Lodges  and  the  comments  of  reviewers  thereon,  followed  by  his 
own  opinions." 

Brother  Bobbins  will  not  consider  the  influence  of  a  tropical  dime,  or 
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the  troped  and  metaphors  by  whioh  our  good  Brother  Titoomb  is  wont  to 
close  his  Reports  on  Suspensions  and  Appeals,  and  this  oommittee  ii 
again  taken  to  task  for  his  eztrayagance.  Bemember,  Brother  Titoomb 
resides  near  the  FUnida  line,  and  how  naturally  the  mind  sympathizes 
with  climatic  influences.     We  quote  the  slashing  thus  : 

*'  As  usual,  the  work  of  the  Oommittee  on  Appeals  is  well  done.  Their 
report  embraces  but  twelve  cases,  only  seven  of  which  were  appeals 
from  disciplinary  action.  By  a  comparative  statement  of  the  committee 
it  is  shown  that  although  in  the  last  eight  years  there  has  been  an  aggre- 
gate of  ninety-eight  cases  of  appeals,  during  the  last  three  years  the 
average  has  been  only  eight.  We  agree  with  the  committee  that  this  ex- 
hibit warrants  its  congratulations  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  that  disturbances 
of  Ma3omc  harmony  are  becoming  less  frequent.  The  usual  display  of 
rhetorical  pyroteclmics,  with  which  this  conmiittee  is  wont  to  close  its 
report,  is  not  wanting.  Last  year  we  feared  that  the  climax  had  been 
reached,  and  that  thereafter  we  should  have  to  note  a  letting  down  in 
style,  but  our  fears  were  vain ;  the  Chairman  again  rises  with  the  occa- 
sion : 

**  *  Happy  the  hope,  and  happier  the  results  fondly  looked  for;  be- 
cause, when  union  of  hearts,  entire  and  complete,  shall  spread,  like  a  sea 
of  holy  oil,  ttom.  the  center  to  the  circtmif  erence  of  our  much  loved 
Order,  its  permanence  is  doubly  and  trebly  assured.  External  foes  may 
rend  the  air  with  their  most  dismal  howls,  and  open  on  us  their  heaviest 
artillery ;  our  battlements  ever  remain  proof  against  their  fiercest  as- 
saults, while  the^  themselves,  maddened  by  the  thought  that  they  can 
make  no  impression,  miserably  perish,  self -consumed,  before  those  walls 
which  they  cannot  scale."

INDIANA. 

A  large  and  handsomely  printed  yolmne  is  before  us  reporting  the  pro- 
ceedings of  the  Fifty-Ninth  Annual  Commonication  of  M.  W.  Gxend 
Lodge  of  Indiana,  held  on  Tuesday,  the  23d  day  of  May,  A.  D.  1876,  in 
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the  city  of  Indianapolis,  and  opened  in  ample  form  by  M.  W.   Orand 
Master  Daniel  McDonald. 

The  opening  address  of  the  Grand  Master  is  exceedingly  interesting 
and  able,  exceptionally  so,  indeed. 

He  dwells  with  pathetic  eulogy  on  the  public  and  Masonic  virtues  of 
many  deceased  members  of  the  fraternity  of  that  jurisdiction ;  and  death 
seems  to  have  been  notably  present  among  our  Brethren  of  Tniii^na.  in 
1875-76.  Preferring  shining  marks,  in  this  instance  as  of  yore,  He  had 
called  from  labor  to  refreshment  during  the  year 

P.  G.  M.  Solomon  D.  Bayless, 

P.  G.  M.  John  B.  Fravel, 

G.  P.  General  Nicholas  D.  Groyer, 

P.  G.  C.  Cyrus  Nutt,  D.D.,  L.  L.  D., 

P.  D.  G.  M.  Caleb  Schmidlapp, 
all  zealous,  devoted  and  useful  Masons — truly  a  sad  and  signal  loss,  eren 
to  Indiana's  proud  roll  of  worthy  Brethren. 

The  Grand  Master  notices  many  irregularities  in  Subordinate  Lodges  in 
the  jurisdiction,  mentioning  them  by  name  and  giving  full  details  of  his 
investigations  and  decisions  in  the  matters  severally  complained  of. 
There  are  some  thirty  cases  of  the  kind  reported  upon  and  adjusted. 
Those  who  know  how  it  is  when  a  Lodge  gets  crooked  can  judge  of  the 
labor  and  skill  required  to  manage  so  many  disputes. 

The  Grand  Master's  decisions,  as  reported  by  him,  are  clear  and  in  full 
conformity  to  Bdasonic  usages ;  we  quote  one  only,  and  do  so  because  of 
the  novel  circumstances  which  elicited  it  (the  Photographic  test!) 


9.  **  A  member  of  a  Lodge  applied  to  another  Lodge  as  a  visitor.  He 
was  unable  to  prove  himself  by  the  usual  tests.  He  then  presented  his 
photograph  to  the  Master,  who  forwarded  it  to  the  Secretair  of  the 
Lodge  in  which  he  was  made,  who  certified,  under  seal  of  the  Lodge  at- 
tached to  the  photograph,  that  the  Brother  was  a  member,  regularly 
made  and  in  p[ood  standing.  I  was  asked  if  this  was  a  sufficient  voucher 
that  the  apphcant  was  a  Master  Mason  in  good  standing.  I  replied  that 
it  was  not.  The  question  crew  out  of  **  What  is  lawful  information  f" 
It  is  plain  that  **  smct  trial"  and  **due  examination"  means  that  the 
applicant  shall  possess  such  a  knowledge  of  the  esoteric  ritual  as  to  enable 
hmi  to  prove  himself  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  examining  committee; 
but  what  is  termed  '  *  lawful  information  "  seems  to  be  very  indefinite.  A 
former  rule  of  the  Grand  liodfe  required  the  applicant  to  be  avonobed 
for  by  the  Master,  by  a  committee  of  examination,  or  by  a  brother  who 
had  sat  with  him  in  a  Lodge  opened  in  a  degree  as  advuioed  as  that  to 
which  he  sought  admisBlon.  How  fai  avouohment  may  extend  I  am  not 
pvepand  to  nj,  bat  I  am  of  tha  opinkni  that  no  doooBMiiteij  iiTkUBM 
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of  any  deeoription  whateyer  is  lawful  inf ormation,  sufficient  to  admit  a 
▼isitor  as  a  Master  Mason  in  good  standing." 

We  close  our  quotations  from  this  interesting  address  with  the  follow- 
ing: 

'^  The  old  land  marks  of  the  Grand  Lodge  are  rapidly  passing  away. 
The  last  twelve  months  have  called  four  of  them,  and  they  have  passed 
beyond  the  dark  river.  Almost  sixty  years  have  passed  since  the  Grand 
Lodge  was  organized,  and  although  the  attention  of  the  Grand  Lodge  has 
been  called  to  it  a  nimiber  of  times,  no  steps  have  been  taken  to  secure 
the  completion  of  the  history  of  Masonry  in  Indiana.  This  is  the  Cen- 
tennial year,  and  in  it  the  history  of  the  past  is  being  brought  from  dark- 
ness to  light,  and  placed  upon  record  as  a  starting  point  for  the  historian 
that  shall  undertake  the  task  in  the  future.  Will  the  Grand  Lodge  let  its 
noble  history  pass  into  oblivion  for  lack  of  energy  and  enthusiasm  to 
carry  the  project  to  a  successful  consummation,  or  shall  we  fold  our 
hands,  let  the  dead  past  bury  its  dead,  and  the  future  take  care  of  itself  ? 
It  seems  to  me  nothing  could  be  more  desirable  than  a  history  of  Bdasonry 
in  Indiana,  comprising  historical  and  biographical  sketches,  and  a  general 
resume  of  the  work  accomplished  since  its  establishment  in  this  fitate. 
Magnificent  temples  may  be  reared,  which  for  a  time  shall  be  the  admira- 
tion of  the  careless  observer,  but  the  golden  pages  which  shall  recount 
the  services  of  those  noble  Fratres  who  have  stood  by  the  institution 
through  evil  as  well  as  good  report,  shall  live  when  the  present  and  future 
generations  shall  have  passed  away.  Deeming  this  matter  of  ^^reat  im- 
portance to  the  Grand  Lodge,  I  have  deemed  it  advisable  to  brmg  it  to 
your  attention,  and  invite  your  careful  consideration. 

**  During  the  year  I  have  received  about  one  thousand  letters  on  every 
conceivable  subject  that  could  be  imagined,  and  it  affords  me  pleasure  to 
say  that,  with  one  single  exception,  all  have  been  couched  in  respectful 
language.  I  have  endeavored  to  give  each  one  a  prompt  and  courteous 
reply,  and  instead  of  being  an  unpleasant  task,  it  bias  been  a  labor  of  love 
to  correspond  with  this  regiment  of  enthusiastio  Brethren  in  search  of 
Masonic  light." 

VOBXION  OOBBBSPONDENOB. 

Brother  Daniel  McDonald,  late  Chief  of  this  Department,  having  been 
called  to  the  Throne,  the  Mantle  Beportorial  fell  upon  Brother  K  L. 
MoLallan,  who  has  produced,  in  the  report  before  us,  a  very  interesting 
review  though  he  evidently  commenced  and  ended  the  task  with  feelings 
of  diffidence.  His  freedom,  fervency,  and  zeal,  however,  came  to  his 
rescue,  and  we  think  he  has  succeeded  admirably  in  mastering  both  his 
feelings  and  the  subjects  presented  for  consideration  in  the  fifty-three  re- 
ports of  proceedings  from  as  many  Masonic  Grand  Bodies. 

Alabama  has  full  spaoe  and  consideration  in  this  report,  the  prooeed- 
ingi  of  her  Anniud  Oommiiniofttion  fat  1875  being  imder  reriew— and  the 
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writer's  maiden  report,  we  are  glad  to  see,  meets  no  hazsh  eriiician  at 
the  hands  of  our  new  f oo^d  Brother — thanks.

INDIAN  TERRITORT. 

For  the  second  time  we  greet  with  pleasure  our  Aborig^ial  Brethren  of 
the  Indian  Territory. 

In  our  last  report  we  noticed  briefly  the  doings  of  our  natiye  American 
Brethren  at  Caddo,  resulting  in  the  organization  of  a  Grand  Lodge  whose 
Second  Annual  Communication  (as  we  count  it)  we  now  haye  the  printed 
proceedings  of,  in  the  pamphlet  before  us :  But,  tm  the  Brethren  call  it 
the  First  Annual  we  must  needs  adopt  their  count  and  record  it  as  the 
<<  proceedings  of  the  First  Annual  Communication  of  the  M.  W.  Gnyid 
Lodge  of  the  Indian  Territory,  held  in  the  town  of  Eufaula  (howfamiUar 
that  name  to  a  Georgian  adopted  into  Alabama),  Creek  Naticm,  commenc- 
ing on  Tuesday,  the  7th  day  of  September,  1875. 

The.M.  W.  Grand  Lodge  was  opened  in  ample  form  by  M.  W.  Gnyid 
Master  G.  McPherson — and  now,  having  opened  the  Lodge,  we  propose 
to  give  place  to  Brother  McPherson,  and  let  his  address,  as  &r  as  we  can 
reproduce  it,  tell  the  story  of  this  new  development  in  the  West  (absorb- 
ing yet  reflecting  back  the  light  from  the  East) 

EXTBAOTS  VBOX  X.  W.  ORAKD  1CA8TKB*8  ADDSKSS. 

'*  Masters,  Wardens  and  RejMresentalives  of  ths  Subordinate  Lodges,  I 
would  ask  you  if  you  are  aU  sraafled  with  the  way  jour  aeyenl  Lo4gesaie 
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getting  along  ?  Does  thst  peace  and  hannony  prevail  which  alone  makes 
ns  a  united  band  of  Brothers  ?  If  not,  I  admonish  you  by  all  that  we  hold 
dear  in  Masonry  to  go  back  to  your  homes  with  a  fixed  determination 
that  it  shall  be  so ;  that  the  love  and  friendship  taught  in  yotir  Lodges 
shall  be  practiced  out  of  them ;  that  one  brother  cannot  speak  in  dis- 
paraging terms  of  another  without  subjecting  himself  to  suspension  or 
expulsion ;  that  Bdasonry  means  something  more  than  mere  meeting  to- 
gether and  conferring  degrees ;  that  the  great  wide  world  is  our  Lodge, 
m  which  each  indiyidual  member  is  constantly  performing  his  part  If 
Masonry  is  to  be  laid  aside  on  the  close  of  the  Lodge,  as  we  do  our  aprons 
and  regalia,  then  indeed  is  it  but  a  hollow  name,  fit  only  for  the  profane 
finger  of  scorn  to  be  pointed  at.  I  mention  this  matter,  my  brethren,  so 
if  anything  of  this  kmd  does  exist,  you  may  be  warned  against  it  in  time. 
More  Lodges  are  ruined,  and  more  disgrace  brought  upon  our  Order  by 
the  tattling  tongue  of  an  indiscreet  Brother,  than  from  all  other  sources 
combined. 

'*  A  Mason's  good  name  is  worth  more  than  all  the  glittering  dust  Cali- 
fornia ever  produced,  and  the  brother  who  so  far  disregards  his  obliga- 
tions as  to  rob  him  of  it,  deserves  the  severest  punishment  known  to  the 
Masonic  law. 

*'  The  Grand  Lodges  of  the  United  States,  and  of  the  whole  world,  will 
take  a  deeper  interest  in  us  than  has  ever  been  manifested  for  any  Grand 
Body  within  the  limits  of  the  Great  Republic ;  from  the  fact  that  we  are 
the  first  Grand  Lodge  of  Ancient,  Free  and  Accepted  Masons  ever  organ- 
ized in  the  aborignies  of  North  America.  Many,  who  are  ignorant  of  the 
situation  of  affairs  in  this  country,  will  look  upon  us  with  grave  doubts 
and  misgivings  ;  while  others,  more  familiar  with  us  and  our  advanced 
stage  of  civiUzation,  will  watch  us  closely,  though  at  the  same  time  feel 
confident  of  our  ability  to  sustain  ourselves,  in  the  proud  position  we 
have  assumed.  It  but  remains  for  us,  brethren,  to  do  our  duty,  prove 
ourselves  worthy  of  their  confidence,  and  finally  win  a  high  place  m  the 
noble  sisterhood  of  Grand  Lodges.  My  brethren,  think  of  it  I  We  are 
erecting  a  Temple  in  this  grand  and  glorious  Indian  Territory  which  is 
to  live  throughout  all  time  to  come.  A  subordinate  Lodge  may  surren- 
der its  charter  and  cease  to  exist,  but  Grand  Lodges  never  die  I  From 
one  generation  to  another  they  go  on,  gathering  strength  with  each  suc- 
ceeding year. 

*'In  the  far  off  years  to  come,  when  we  have  all  responded  to  the 
Grand  Master's  gavel,  and  passed  away  into  that  '^undiscovered  country 
from  whose  bourne  no  traveler  returns,"  other  people — our  children  and 
their  children's  children — will  search  the  records  to  see  who  assisted  in 
laying  the  foundation-stone  of  their  Grand  Masonic  Temple ;  and  I  be- 
seech you,  brethren,  to  let  us  each  and  all  strive  to  so  do  our  work  that 
they  Jiall  be  proud  to  say  that  **my  father,  or  great  grand-grandfather, 
was  one  who  helped  organize  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Indian  Territory."

**I  had,  according  to  order,  one  hundred  copies  of  the  Proceedings

Parvin  in  his  Masonic  deliyeranoes  (our  taste  and  judgment  leading  us  to 
▼alue,  more  than  he,  the  antiquities  of  the  institution),  we  award  him  the 
palm  for  reports  that  are  unexceptionable  in  typography  and  oomfMe- 
ness  of  arrangement  and  finish. 

The  M.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  Iowa  held  its  Thirty-Third  Annual  Com- 
munication in  the  diy  of  Des  Moines  commencing  Tuesday,  June  6th,  A. 
D.  1876,  and  ina  opened  in  ample  form  by  M.  W.  Henzy  W.  Bother, 
Grand  Master. 

The  annual  address  of  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master  is  an  able  and 
well  considered  production,  and  we  quote  his  exordium  as  illustzating 
alike  his  own  noble  aspirations  and  the  evident  characteristic  of  the 
Chrand  Lodge,  as  witness  its  harmonious  and  intelligent  action  in  the 
management  of  the  grave  questions  claiming  their  attention— over  which 
he  presides : 

'*Mt  Bbsthbxn  of  the  Gband  Lodos  of  Iowa  :  Starting  at  an  initia- 
tory point,  now  veiled  by  the  shadows  of  the  past,  pressing  steadily  fdr- 
wmrd  and  onward,  gladdened  by  the  golden  rays  of  harmony  and  peao6» 
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and  enoonraged  hj  the  satisfaotory  assaiaiiodB  of  pvoEroerity  and  saooess, 
we  have  now  anjyed  at  the  Viirti/4hird  resting  place  m  our  career  as  a 
Grand  Lodge. 

'*  Here  let  us  tarry  and  offer  up  grateful  thanks  to  ffltn  who  has  been 
our  Guiding  Star  and  Protector.  Here  let  ns  Imeel  and  pray  for  that 
divine  ins^otion  which  can  only  safely  direct  ns  in  the  nnseen  paths 
of  the  future.  Here  let  us  assemble  to  receive  the  reports  from  those  to 
whom  one  year  ago  we  intrusted  the  management  of  our  steadily  increas- 
ing numbers.  Here  let  us  pause  to  dwell  upon  the  obligations  we  have 
voluntarily  assumed,  and  admonish  as  to  the  duties  whi^  we  as  Masons 
are  bound  to  discharge.  Here  let  us  remain  for  a  time  to  refer  to  the 
incidents  of  the  past  journey,  and  profiting  hy  them,  reach  conclusions 
which  will  be  of  oeneAt  to  us  in  the  next.  Here  let  us  enjoy  the  fra- 
ternal intercourse  prompted  by  mutual  interest  in  one  common  cause, 
and  by  an  interchange  of  opinions  bring  about  unity  of  action,  which  of- 
fers the  only  certain  assurance  of  success.  Here  let  us  gather  the  ripe 
fruits  of  experience  picked  from  the  branches  as  we  passed,  and  keep  and 
preserve  them  for  our  sustenance  in  the  future.  Here  let  us  halt  and 
open  our  ranks  to  those  who  by  their  endurance  and  skill  have  shown 
themselves  worthy  to  be  enrolled  under  our  bojmers.  Here  let  us  linger 
to  cheer  up  and  encourage  the  weary  ones,  as  well  as  to  admonish  uid 
reprove  the  wayward.  Here  let  us  weave  laurels  for  those  *'who  have 
stopped  on  the  way"  and  are  now  numbered  with  the  things  of  the  past 
Here  let  us  rest  and  send  fraternal  greetings  to  similar  bands  of  brothers 
joined,  pursuing  the  same  journey,  and  hoping  for  the  same  end.  Here 
let  us  stey,  prepare,  and  set  a  mile-stone  upon  which  shall  be  inscribed 
the  record  of  our  past  ^oum^.  All  of  whidi  being  accomi>lished,  let  us 
again  supplicate  the  Divine  Grace,  resume  oux  course,  and  with  redoubled 
energies  press  forward  and  onward  on  our  mission  as  the  vanguard  and 
the  representatives  of  that  large  and  valiant  army  following  in  our  lead, 
with  ranks  cemented  by  Brotherly  Love,  Belief  and  TmUi,  with  actions 
guided  by  Temperance,  Prudence,  Fortitude  and  Justice,  and  with  cour- 
age prompted  by  Faith,  Hope  and  Ohariiy." 

The  Grand  Master  discusses  many  grave  questions  with  skill  and  f  oroe, 
among  them  **colored  masonry" — which  subject  also  daims  the  attention 
of  and  is  elaborately  treated  by  Bro.  Langridge  in  his  admirable  report  on 
correspondence — * 'the  powers  and  prerogatives  of  Grand  Masters"  and 
*'The  Washington  National  Monument" 

He  reports  full  answers  to  thirty-six  questions,  involving  all  the  usual 
perplexities  of  Lodge  experiences,  and  received  the  virtual  ooncurrenoe 
of  an  able  committee  on  Jurisprudence  with  all  his  decisions — some  of 
these  answers  we  would  gladly  quote  for  reference,  but  space  forbids. 

The  Grand  Secretary  thus  aUudee  to  the  little  episode  of  last  year  in- 
volving the  question  of  'Tast  Master,"  etc,  and  we  do  not  quite  *take" 
as  to  whether  the  hint  is  for  domestic  or  foreign  application.  We  sup- 
ported Brother  Parrin's  point  of  order  and  examining  oofMlf  feel  no

oompiinctionB  and  therefore  oonolnde  the  hint  was  not  for  ns.     We  quote 
hie  lesson,  however,  for  the  benefit  of  others,  viz.: 

SKLF-EXAICINATION. 

'*0,  wad  some  power  the  giftie  gie  us, 
To  see  ourselves  as  others  see  ns! 
It  wad  frae  monie  a  blunder  free  ns 
And  foolish  notion." 

''While  each  Grand  Lodge  is  **free  and  independent"  in  all  its  local  leg- 
islation, its  rulings  upon  all  questions  of  a  general  character  and  touching 
the  ancient  usages  and  customs  of  Masonry,  become  legitimate  subjects  of 
criticism  by  other  Grand  Lodges.  It  is  this  communion  of  interest  aod 
this  common  legislation  that  go  to  make  up  and  constitute  the  public 
opinion  of  Masonry.  For  illustration,  the  general  legislation  of  Grand 
Lodges  in  defense  of  the  invaded  jurisdiction  of  the  Grand  Lodges  of 
Louisiana  and  New  York  by  the  Grand  Lodges  of,  Europe,  and  the  pres- 
ent action  of  the  Grand  Lodges  upon  the  recognition  of  negm  Grand 
Lodges — our  history  is  full  of  such  cases  of  international  conservatism. 

'Without  exception,  the  Grand  Lodges  have  criticised,  and  in  some 
cases  in  very  severe  terms,  the  action  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  at  its  last  ses- 
sion, upon  the  'Tast  Master's  degree,"  as  foreign,  say  they,  from  its  ju- 
risdiction as  that  of  the  Boyal  Arch  or  Knight  Templar.  It  would  be  an 
instructive,  though  not  very  interesting,  lesson  to  study  such  reviews,  and 
"govern  ourselves  accordingly." 

FOBEIGN    COBBESPONDENOB. 

Brother  Wm.  B.  Langridge,  the  author  of  this  able  report,  comes  back 
to  the  work  of  his  early  years  after  an  interregnum  of  eighteen  yean, 
with  thoughts  as  "free  of  wing  as  Eden's  Garden  bird."  His  report  if 
certainly  one  of  the  most  readable  and  instructive  that  we  have  encounr 
tered.  It  treats  by  subjects  the  important  topics  that  belong  to  the  ciaft 
universal,  while  all  Grand  Lodge  proceedings  are  also  introduced  alpha- 
betically and  reviewed  in  detail.  Thanking  him  for  a  kind  reference  to 
our  maiden  effort  of  last  year,  we  shall  quote  his  introduction  and  as 
many  other  beauties  as  space  will  permit: 

"Eighteen  years  ago  the  writer  hereof  donned  the  armor  and  assumed 
the  quill  of  the  Bepoiter  and  made  his  maiden  essay  before  your  body. 
Again,  but  with  sobered  mind  and  tai  more  hesitating  step,  he  resumes 
them.  Many  things  which  then  seemed  important  have  nnoe  grown 
strangely  common-place,  and  others,  then  exceedinglv  dear,  have  sinoe 
become  clouded  wit^  doubt.  Many  a  bright  dream  has  lost  its  roseate 
hue,  and  the  suns  of  many  a  fair  morning  have  set  in  akmds.  In  glan- 
dng  over  that  effort,  he  sees  the  names  of  scores  of  brethren,  leaden 
then,  who  have  laid  down  their  working  tools  and  **home  have  gone  and 
ta'en  their  wages."  Of  the  Grand  Biasters  then  in  oAoe,  we  see  only  Uie 
names  of  Brothen  Barber,  of  Azkanaaa,  HartwxJr,  of  Jawu,  Heard,  of 
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Massaohnsetts,  Pienon,  of  Minnesota,  and  Lewis,  of  New  York ;  and  of 
Grand  Secretaries,  only  Brotiiers  Sajre,  of  Alabama,  Abell,  of  Oalif omia, 
Parvin,  of  Iowa,  Berry,  of  Maine,  Hough,  of  New  Jersey,  Austin,  of 
New  Tork,  Caldwell,  of  Ohio,  and  Dove,  of  Virginia,  remaining.  Of  the 
others,  a  few  are  still  living,  bat  the  larger  pi^  have  '*gone  over  to  the 
majority." 

**In  our  own  jurisdiction  the  changes  are  not  less  saddening.  Of  those 
present  at  the  Grand  Lodge  of  1858,  how  few  are  now  present  I  Grand 
Master  Sanford,  Grand  Junior  Warden  George,  Grand  Chaplain  Bems- 
burg.  Grand  Pursuivant  Trebikook,  and  Past  Grand  Master  Humphreys 
have  left  us  forever,  and  of  the  brethren  composing  the  Grand  Lodge 
scarce  any  remain  with  us." 

He  closes  thus : 

*Teeling  as  one  might  who  revisits,  after  an  absence  of  years,  the 
haunts  of  his  early  life,  whence  those  he  once  knew  had  departed,  or  had 
ceased  to  remember  him,  we  have  come  back  to  this  wo».  If  any  of 
those  friends  of  the  olden  time  remember  uSj  and  look  upon  this  effort 
with  interest,  we  shall  be  glad.  If  so,  they  will  but  reciprocate  a  feeling 
that  has  haunted  us  throughout  our  labor,  seeming  to  brmg  them  and  the 
departed  into  the  6ront  seats  of  the  assembly,  before  whom  we  present 
our  effort,  and  whose  approval  will  be  our  brightest  reward. 

To  them,  and  to  all,  good-night  I" 

Brother  Langridge  reviews  the  proceedings  of  Alabama  for  1875,  with 
fraternal  consideration. 

He  is  severe  on  the  Grand  Lodge  for  its  7h^  weakness  and  thus  de- 
livers himself  on  that  subject^: 

''The  Committee  on  Suspensions,  Expulsions,  etc.,  report  a  case  In 
which  a  brother  was  tried  by  a  Lodj^  for  abandoning  his  family,  remov- 
ing to  an  Alabama  town,  and  marrymg  tiie  daughter  and  sister  of  Master 
Masons,  and  living  with  her  *to  the  scandal  and  disgrace  of  the  Masonic 
Fraternity,'  all  of  which  was  proven  under  numerous  charges  and  speci- 
fications, in  the  subordinate  Lodge,  which  found  him  guilty  but  refused 
to  assess  a  punishment.  The  Grand  Lodge  reviewed  the  case  and  ex- 
pelled him.  It  also  passed  a  resolution  that,  in  view  of  the  circumstan- 
ces, 'Troy  Lodge,  No.  56,  was  derelict  in  duty,'  in  the  premises,  and  with 
that  very  gentie  expression  of  disapprobation  dropped  the  case.  If,  in 
Iowa,  we  opine,  the  Lodge  would  have  lost  its  charter,  as  not  being  poa- 
sessed  of  sufficient  monQ  perception,  or  as  having  too  low  a  grade  of 
morality  among  its  memben  to  be  allowed  longer  to  live.  The  only  use 
to  which  such  lodges  can  be  put  is  to  destroy  them  as  a  warning  to 
others.     They  are  good  for  nothing  else. 

"The  committee,  in  their  report  condemn  their  own  action  and  that  of 
the  Grand  Lodoe  thus : 

"  'Without  this  devotion  to  P]u^ty,  what  is  become  of  our  mission? 
Indeed,  have  we  any  mission  ?  Then  let  it  not  be  charged  that  undue 
severihr  is  used  by  the  Grand  Lodge  toward  the  offenders  against  Masonic 
law.  If  to  put  or  keep,  knowing,  a  rotten  piece  of  timber  in  the  ship 
whioh  is  to  be  freighted  with  human  lives,  is  a  crime;  none  the  less  is  n 
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orimiiial  to  retain  in  the  body  of  our  mystio  edifice  oorrapt  material  which 
must  endanger,  more  or  leas,  the  entire  stractore  and  cause  to  impend 
frightful  moral  disaster/ 

**If  a  Lodge,  that  condones  the  lechery  and  bratishnees  of  its  mem- 
bers, is  not  ^corrupt  material  in  the  body  of  onr  mystic  edifice,'  we  do 
not  know  what  to  call  it.'* 

We  beg  to  remark,  however,  in  defense  of  the  committee,  that  their 
original  report,  of  which  the  concluding  paragraph  is  quoted,  recom- 
mended the  revocation  of  the  charter,  but  the  Grand  Lodge  amended  by 
inserting  a  reprimand  instead,  thus  producing  the  incongruiiy  above 
noted.

KANSAS. 

The  M.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  Kansas  met  in  Annual  Gommunication,  at 
Topeka,  on  Wednesday,  October  20th,  A  D.  1875,  and  was  opened  in 
ample  form  by  M.  W.  Grand  Master  Owen  A  Bassett  The  proceedings, 
occupying  three  days,  were  interesting,  and  we  have  perused  the  volume, 
of  some  250  pages  containing  them,  with  both  pleasure  and  profit  The 
address  of  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master  reviews  briefiy,  but  eloquently,  the 
beginning  of  organization,  both  governmental  and  Masonic,  in  that  State; 
intimating,  if  not  danwnttraUng^  the  co-relation  of  Masonzy  with  the 
orderly  political  system  now  existing  (superseding  the  tumults  and  con- 
vulsions attending  the  birth  of  the  State.) 

From  this  retrospection  he  is  naturally  led  ''back  through  each  pre- 
ceding age  to  the  eariiest  period  fixed  by  tradition  for  the  origin  of  Ma- 
sonry" He  has  very  ably  followed  this  lead,  and  opened  up  the  way  for 
new  discoveries  in  this  (alas,  too  much  I)  neglected  mine  of  Masonic  lore 
and  wealth.    We  have  been  intevetted  in  hia  views,  and  extcaot  some  of 
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them  as  specimens  of  his  matter  and  style,  for  the  benefit  of  others,  yIz  : 

**No  effort  will  be  made  in  the  brief  words  here  spoken  to  surmount 
the  obstacles  which  lie  in  tlie  way  to  a  solution  of  this  interesting  ques- 
tion, for  he  who  would  seek  the  source  of  Masonry  will  find  himself  in  a 
labyrinth  of  theories  which  may  lead  him  back  into  the  night  of  time, 
even  into  the  obscurity  of  chaos.  In  the  absence  of  authentic  records, 
the  historian  must  not  expect  to  furnish  authentic  history,  hence  until 
such  documentary  eyidence  is  produced  none  but  the  yery  credulous 
must  be  expected  to  absorb  the  mere  speculations  of  those  writers  who 
select  their  materiali  with  a  view  of  ftishioning  them  into  a  structure 
which  shall  reflect  their  own  theories.  The  Masidnic  Society  has  always 
been  exclusive  and  surrounded  by  mystery,  and  its  membm  solemnly 
bound  not  to  communicate  their  art,  except  verbally,  have  so  scrupu- 
lously observed  this  restriction  that,  prior  to  the  time  of  King  Athelstan, 
not  only  its  secrets,  but  its  history  was  preserved  almost  whoUy  by  tradi- 
tion, and  was  a  sealed  book  to  the  outer  world. 

**In  the  absence  of  authentic  records  the  student  must  seek  other  evi- 
dences  of  the  origin  of  this  Society,  and  where  would  its  true  history  be 
more  likely  to  have  been  preserved  than  in  its  ritual  and  lectures,  which 
abound  in  historical  allusions  to  known  events  of  the  periods  referred  to. 
When  a  fact  is  shown  to  exist,  it  may  be  presumed,  until  the  contrary  is 
proven,  that  with  reference  to  the  subject  to  which  it  is  applied  it  always 
existed,  so  the  allusions  to  ^history  and  to  the  founding  of  this  Instito- 
tion,  preserved  in  its  ritual  and  lectures,  may  be  presum^  to  be  true  untU 
some  evidence  is  produced  that  would  convince  a  reasonable  person  of 
their  absurdity.  If  the  ritual  and  lectures  are  true,  the  problem  is  solved, 
but  if  not  known  to  be  true,  the  incredulous  may  doubt,  and  why  ?  Do 
they  contain  anythmg  illogical,  or  anything  wmch  is  not  plausible,  or 
anything  which  an  intelli|^t  man  may  not  believe  because  of  its  absurdi- 
ty, or,  if  the  picture  is  too  highly  colored,  may  not  a  truthful  narrative 
be  found  beneath  the  embellishments? 

**Ev6ry  intelligent  Craftsman  perceives  by  the  light  of  his  own  expe- 
rience a  constant  change  in  Hie  use  of  words  and  phrases  in  the  ritual 
and  lectures  for  the  illuftration  of  the  lessons  inculcated  by  the  philoso- 
phy of  Bdasonry;  but  does  he  discover  any  change  in  the  moral  and  reli- 
gious truths  developed  in  that  philosophy  ?  Admit  that  the  forms  and 
ceremonies  of  initiation  are  ever  varying,  and  that  the  master  workman 
has  appropriated  modem  implements  aSlapted  to  his  speculative  mind, 
are  the  important  and  significant  symbols  lost  sight  of  in  the  personal 
representation  by  the  candidate,  and  in  his  esoteric  instruction  in  the 
sublime  art  there  first  revealed  to  his  understanding ;  then  until  the  his- 
torian shall  hurl  against  this  beautiful  system  arg^umente  more  potent 
than  the  mere  assertion  that  the  Masonry  of  the  ritual  and  lectures  is  an 
illusion  and  their  story  of  its  birth  apocryphal,  or  the  iconoclast  shall  in 
like  manner  destroy  your  household  gods,  or  remove  them  so  tai  that  vou 
will  never  more  behold  them ;  you  may  safely  rely  upon  the  unimpeached 
traditions,  and  they  may  laugh,  'but  an  atheist's  laugh  is  a  poor  exchange 
for  Deity  offended.' 

''While  man  possesses  the  faculty  of  imitation,  and  is  an  habitoal  bor- 
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rower,  not  only  of  fdrms,  but  of  ideas,  it  is  not  to  be  expected  that  taj 
human  institution  will  present  evidences  of  entire  originality.  Indeed  it 
would  be  a  remarkable  circumstance  if  among  the  many  societies  of  an- 
tiquity no  trace  could  be  found  of  any  of  the  forms  of  the  Masonic  ini- 
tiation; then,  if  by  investigation,  the  ceremonies  of  the  first  Degree  ap- 
pear to  resemble  the  forms  of  the  Egyptian  mysteries,  does  it  prove  that 
Ifasonry  did  not  have  its  origin  in  Judea,  a  country  within  the  radius  of 
the  influence  of  those  celebrated  schools,  or  rather  does  it  not  show  from 
whence  the  first  Masters  borrowed  some  of  the  beautiful  designs  which 
adorn  this  mystic  temple;  and  if,  by  further  research,  the  lessons  of  the 
third  Degree  are  found  to  be  illustrated  by  that  sublime  allegory,  the 
universal  type  of  all  religions,  found  in  the  Hebrew  mysteries,  does  it 
prove  that  Bdasonry  is  3ie  issue  of  that  society,  or  ra&er,  does  it  not 
show  that  the  founders  of  this  Fraternity  incorporated  into  it  as  a  part  of 
its  distinguishing  features  the  religious  opinions  and  ceremonies  which 
they  held  and  observed,  and  desired  to  extend  throughout  the  earth. 

'  *The  operative  character  of  the  Masonic  society  during  the  greater  period 
of  its  authentic  history  has  induced  manv  to  believe  that  it  must  have  had 
its  origin  among  the  guilds  or  corporations  employed  in  the  erection  of 
the  majestic  temples  and  grand  monuments  which  adorn  the  capitals  of 
Europe.  The  advocates  of  this  theory  claim  to  have  traced  its  origin 
throup^h  these  corporations  to  the  College  of  Builders,  reputed  to  have 
been  mstituted  more  than  seven  hundred  years  before  the  Christian  eia, 
and  to  have  discovered  such  a  resemblance  between  the  initiatory  cere- 
monies, religious  observances  and  forms  of  government  of  the  two  organiza- 
tions that,  aided  by  the  light  of  Roman  history,  the  relationship  is  estab- 
lished, the  vexed  question  is  solved;  but  where  is  the  evidence  to  form  the 
basis  for  their  conclusions^?  Is  it  in  the  mythical  story  of  the  foundiog 
of  the  city,  in  the  popular  legends  under  the  guise  of  history,  in  the 
marvelous  and  romantic  traditions  which  impart  a  seductive  charm  to  the 
very  name  of  Roman,  or  in  the  poetical  rhapsodies  of  hero  worshippers, 
embellished  by  the  fictions  that  fancy  loves  to  wreathe  around  its  idols? 
Less  difficult  would  be  the  task  of  restoring  the  law  of  the  twelve  taUes 
from  the  fragments  which  have  been  preserved,  than  to  sift  truth  from 
apocryphal  lustory.  There  is  no  evidence,  hence  the  argument  must  fail, 
and  the  conclusions  be  deemed  mere  vagaries. 

**If  the  Gothic  constitution,  which  is  claimed  to  have  been  accepted 
by  the  Lodges  of  England  early  in  the  tenth  century,  and  preserved, 
though  the  constitution  ascribed  to  Edward  m  about  the  mididle  of  the 
fourteenth  century,  is  verified,  it  stands  as  a  monument  to  mark  the 
period  which  divides  traditional  6rom  authentic  Masonic  history;  but 
admitting  its  authenticity,  are  the  references  to  past  events  therein  found, 
based  on  recorded  facts  or  tradition  merely.  It  refers  to  the  conversion 
of  the  Angles  and  Saxons  to  the  Christian  faith;  it  declares  that  King 
Charles  Martel,  sent  Masons  from  bejrond  the  sea,  on  the  demand  of  the 
Saxon  Kings,  and  regrets  the  devastations  upon  the  occasion  of  the  incur- 
sions of  the  Danes.  These  are  references  to  facts  confirmed  by  con- 
temporaneous history. 
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'There  is  something  in  the  popular  history  of  Masonry  that  renders 
it  peouliarly  interesting,  and  there  is  a  oonsistenoy  of  progress  and  a 
deamess  of  inteUigenoe  in  the^aooount  whioh  would  make  its  fabrioation 
more  wonderful  ^an  its  transmission  by  tradition.  In  the  absenoe  of 
authentic  record  or  genuine  tradition,  the  speculatiye  historian,  in  his 
effort  to  present  to  the  world  a  true  narrative  of  Masonry,  is  as  prone  to 
throw  himself  upon  pure  invention,  for  one  as  for  the  other,  azid  an  ex- 
amination of  his  work  will  disclose  the  fact  that  the  missing  link  has 
been  supplied  from  that  ample  store-house,  an  imaginative  nund.  This 
faculty  is  well  illustrated  in  the  attempt  made  to  haimonize  the  reference 
to  **his  son  Edwin"  in  the  pretended  Charter  of  York,  with  the  facts  of 
history.  When  it  became  evident  that  Athelstan  had  no  such  son,  it  was 
assumed  that  a  brother  was  referred  to,  but  as  it  appears  that  he  had  only 
two  half  brothers,  Edmund,  then  four  years  old,  and  Edred,  still  yoim^, 
they  could  not  have  been  intended,  and  as  a  last  resort  a  Masonic  writer 
of  no  little  reputation  has  stated  that  Edwin,  King  of  Northumbria,  was 
referred  to,  but,  unfortunately,  he  lived  and  died  two  hundred  and  nineiy- 
three  years  before  this  interesting  occasion.  From  such  examples  it  may 
safely  be  concluded  that  tradition,  though  fleeting  and  transitory,  when 
it  IB  connected  with  customs,  laws  and  institutions,  is  tai  more  satisfac- 
tory than  the  random  speculations  of  even  those  whose  reputation  would 
ordinarily  entitle  them  to  credit 

**Who  can  contemplate  the  mysteries  of  the  world  of  thought  without 
being  reminded  of  Uie  humble  beginnings  which  have  led  up,  step  by 
step,  to  the  present  vast  range  of  man's  intelligence,  and  whence  came 
ttna  power  which  has  developed  knowledge  and  laid  the  foundation  of 
the  glorious  structures  of  human  ingenuity,  those  monuments  which 
serve  to  mark  the  progress  of  ideas  ?  It  is  accepted  by  every  rational 
being  as  a  gift  from  that  Supreme  Intelligence  which  pervades  all  Mature, 
and  has  caused  the  reflection  that  there  is  a  Creator  of  all  things  to 
whom  due  reverence  should  be  given,  and  man,  as  a  religious  being  has 
conceived  it  to  be  his  duty  to  exemplify  his  devout  feelings  by  appropri- 
ate acts.  His  ideas  of  Deity  and  His  appropriate  worship  are  inculcated 
by  education  and  example,  and  when  flxed  in  the  mind  are  not  easily 
eradicated.  The  religious  rites  and  observances  which  distinguish 
different  associations  of  people,  serve  to  mark  the  era  in  which  they 
lived,  and  in  a  great  measure  the  country  to  which  they  belonged. 
Among  ail  of  the  ideals  of  a  Sovereign  of  a  Universe;  the  Hebrew  Ueity 
alone  stands  the  test  of  intelligence;  the  only  living  and  true  God,  the 
Ck>d  of  Abraham,  the  God  of  Isaac  and  the  God  of  Jacob,  that  God  who 
has  been  worshipped  since  He  flrst  revealed  Himself  to  man,  six  thou- 
sand years  ago,  is  the  God  in  fact  of  Masonry,  and  has  been  ever  since  its 
history  can  be  traced ;  and  this  one  fact  may  be  the  key  to  a  solution  of 
the  subject  under  consideration,  it  may  furnish  the  evidence  of  the  real 
origin  of  Masonry." 

The  ^^anntial  reporV'  of  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master  is  an  interesting 

business  review  of  the  year's  doings,  confined  mainly  to  subjects  of  local 

interest     He,  however,  alludes  feelingly  to  the  disasters  which  brought- 

poverty  and  distress  to  a  large  number  of  the  brethren  in  that  juriadiO' 
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tion,  forouDg  them  to  appeal  for  aid  ftom  other  Ghnmd  Lodgea,  and  thus 

praoonta  hia  aoknowledgements  for  the  timely  BQOoor  reoeived,  liz  : 

''Maaonio  charity  was  never  more  beaatifnlly  or  forcibly  iUnstrated  to 
hundreds  of  destitute  brothers,  their  wives  and  little  ones,  than  during 
the  period  which  has  elapsed  since  yon  were  last  aasembled,  for  when 
misfortune  befell  them,  when  a  dark,  impenetrable  ^oom  surrounded 
them,  when  they  needed  something  more  than  mere  expressions 
of  sympathy,  their  hearts  were  made  glad  and  they  were  filled  with  grati- 
tude for  the  Uberality  manifested  by  those  who  provided  for  their  neces- 
aitiee;  they  could  truly  say,  the  naked  were  clothed  and  the  hungry  were 
provided  with  meat.  It  is  not  possible  to  convey  in  words  the  thanks  of 
the  recipients  of  these  benefactions.  The  Masonry  which  teaches  its 
votaries  to  carry  into  daily  life  and  practice  the  tenets  of  their  profes- 
sion, and  bids  them  wait  not  for  invitations  to  visit  the  sick,  to  relieve 
the  distressed  and  minister  to  the  suffering,  and  the  M^UBonry  which 
teaches  imiversal  love  and  benevolence,  and  inspires  in  idl  who  come 
within  its  influence  a  veneration  for  that  undefined  and  incomprehensible 
power  from  whence  springs  man's  love  for  man,  by  such  manif estationB 
of  fraternal  care,  mingliiig  the  cardinal  virtues  and  Christian  graces, 
weaves  the  silken  threads  of  affection  which,  entwining  around  the 
hearts  of  men  bind  them  to  each  other.  But  the  past,  with  all  its  ^oom 
and  sadness,  has  departed;  the  broken  clouds  are  hurrying  away,  and  the 
present  yields  but  httle  evidence  of  the  great  calamity  which,  like  a  pall, 
so  recently  himg  over  you;  and  though  the  future  is  full  of  promise  and 
the  reward  of  industry,  an  abundant  harvest,  has  given  such  encourage- 
ment that  none  are  found  to  turn  from  this  bright  picture  to  predict  a 
new  despair,  be  not  unmindful  of  the  source  of  these  great  blessings,  for 
they  are  not  the  gifts  of  men,  but  of  an  all,bountiful  Providence,  the 
fountain  from  which  flows  the  streams  by  which  the  weary  traveler  on 
life's  journey  may  be  refreshed." 

**His  opinions  of  the  law  of  Masonry"  were  given  in  many  cases  of 
importance,  and  we  note  but  one  of  them  as,  in  our  opinion,  inoonsistent 
with  Masonic  law  and  custom,  as  follows,  viz : 

**A  Masonic  Lodge  room  may,  in  the  discretion  of  the  Lodge,  (due 
regard  always  being  had  for  the  opinions  or  wishes  of  a  minority  of  the 
members)  be  used  by  th3  society  known  as  **The  Grange."  The  avowed 
purpose  of  that  organization  being  to  cultivate  the  Bocud  virtues  and  fos- 
ter inteJleotual  pursuits,  it  is  a  duty  to  encourage  it." 

We  rather  opine  that  most  Masons  would  prefer  to  encourage  **tha 
Grange"  in  some  other  and  less  objectionable  way. 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  Kansas  seems  to  have  adopted  the  temperance 
pledge  m  a  qualification  for  membership.  This  is  novel,  and  we  note  in 
the  proceedings  a  little  trouble  resulting  therefrom — in  an  appeal  caae,  in 
which  the  Grand  Lodge  censured  a  subordinate  for  failing  to  exptH  a 
brother  (non-affiUate)  from  Masonry  for  the  offense  of  ''keeping  a 
saloon." 
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This  is  a  iu)f>el  case  to  ns  and  we  quote  the  answer  of  the  Brother  cen- 
sored, and  ordered  to  be  expelled,  as  indioatiye  of  the  harshness  of  the 
law  which  required  his  expnlsioxL  Qnery — Was  the  temperance  edict 
adopted  after  Brother  Cook  was  made  a  Mason  ? 

''To  the  W.  M.,  Warderu  and  Brethren  of  Seneca  Lodffe,  No.  39,  A.  F. 
and  A,  M, : 

**In  answer  to  the  charges  preferred  against  me  at  a  Begnlar  Oommmii- 
cation  of  said  Lodge,  held  on  the  night  of  the  17th  day  of  Febroaiy,  1876, 
I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following : 

'*jPVr«t— At  the  time  of  my  being  initiated  as  an  Enteied  Apprentice, 
and  that  of  my  passing  and  finally  raising  to  the  sublime  Degree  of  a 
Master  Mason,  I  was  engaged  in  the  busmess  of  keeping  a  saloon,  and 
which  is  made  now  the  subject  matter  of  the  charges  brought  against  me, 
and  of  which  I  daim  due  and  timely  notice,  together  with  a  copy  of  the 
same  and  citation  to  appear  this  day. 

''Bectmd — At  the  time  of  my  admission  as  a  member  of  Seneca  Lodge, 
No.  39,  A.  F.  and  A.  M.,  to-wit:  on  or  about  the  21st  dajrof  April,  A.  D. 
1871,  I  was  at  that  date  engaged  in  the  same  business  wmch  is  made  the 
subject  matter  of  and  contained  in  said  charge. 

''Tldrd—\  plead  gfuiOi/y  to  the  charge,  or  the  subject  matter  thereof,  so 
far  as  the  same  is  included  in  ''keeping  a  saloon  where  intoxkaUng  Uquara 
are  sold  as  a  beverage"  with  the  qualifications  hereinbefore  and  hereafter 
enumerated.  That  it  is  not  my  intention  to  injure  myself  morally,  nor 
to  injure  the  Masonic  Fraternity,  nor  bring  discredit  upon  myself  as  a 
man  of  the  Order  to  which  I  belong.  I  plead  not  guH^  to  that  portion 
of  the  charges  adduced  against  me. 

**I  would  further  state  that,  not  bein^  of  a  robust  and  hearty  tempera- 
ment, it  is  impossible  for  me  to  pan  a  hTclihood  in  an^  business  that  re- 
quires manual  labor  in  connection  therewith,  and  b^ng  accustomed  to 
this  present  business  in  which  I  am  at  present  engaged,  chose  that  as  a 
means  of  obtaining  a  means  of  support  for  mymlf  and  my  wife  and 
children,  who,  Qod  knows,  I  would  not  knowingly  engage  myself  in  any 
business  to  injure  the  reputation  of,  nor  that  of  our  belored  Order  to 
which  I  have  the  hig^  honor  to  belong  for  the  past  nine  years. 

''Brethren!  before  the  charges  abore  enumerated  were  brought  SMinsi 
myself,  I  had  never  done  any^^iing  to  the  discredit  of  Masonry,  Know- 
ingly. 

"  'I  submit  my  case,  promising  to  always  demean  mvself  in  my  daUy  walk 
honorably  and  uprightly  as  a  man  and  a  Mason,  and  ask  all  that  leniency 
and  charity  from  each  brother  of  the  Lodge  which  we  are  taught  in  our 
seyeral  lectures  that  one  Master  Mason  should  possess  for  another. 
Hoping  you  will  decide  the  matter  conscientiously  for  yoursdves  iadiyid- 
ually  tJid  as  a  Lodge,  I  subscribe  myself,

Ii  as  heretofore  reported  upon  by  Bev.  Brother  John  H.  Brown,  Grand 
Secretary,  and  Chairman  of  Committee  on  Correspondence. 

He  reviewB  with  ability  and  judgment  the  proceedings  of  forty-five 
Grand  Lodges  including  those  of  Alabama  for  1874  to  which  he  allots  full 
space  and  treats  with  fraternal  consideration. 

He  notices  in  complimentary  terms  the  report  of  Brother  Titcomb  on 
Expulsions,  etc.;  says  it  is  a  model  in  its  way,  and  quotes  his  concluding 
paragraph  as  applicable  at  all  times  and  in  every  jurisdiction. 

He  quotes  freely  from  Brother  Walthall's  dissentient  opinions  as  to  the 
Kansas  prohibition  of  alcoholic  drinks,  and  without  answering  the  real 
objections  urged  by  Alabama,  viz.:  the  unmasonic  character  of  such 
pledges,  closes  with  the  foUowing  remark,  viz.: 

**As  will  be  seen.  Brother  Walthall  does  not  differ  from  us  in  his  esti- 
mate of  the  effect  of  intemperance.  His  proposed  remedies  are  well  as 
far  as  they  go,  but  as  every  weU  informed  man  knows,  they  fall  far  short 
of  being  an  effectual  barrier  to  check  the  evil ;  hence,  we  would  resort  to 
legidation,  of  the  most  stringent  kind,  if  needs  be,  to  purify  the  Older 
um  save  it  from  a  vice,  at  once  insidious,  wide-spread  and  overwhelming."

BJINTUOKT. 

We  have  the  pzooeedings  of  the  M.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  Kentucky,  at 
tti  Serenty-sizth  Gnmd  Annual  Communication,  held  in  Louisville,  com- 
mencing on  Taesday,  October  19th,  A.  D.  1875.  M.  W.  H.  Boefcwiok, 
Grand  Master,  presiding.  The  Grand  Master's  address  is  an  interesting, 
bat  briflfi  review  of  the  oooozrenoes  of  the  year.    One  important  and 
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melancholy  event,  the  death  of  Brother 

J.  U.  B.  IC'COBKIiB, 

is  thus  noticed : 

'*But  in  the  midst  of  onr  mutual  oongratnlations,  come  thoughts  of 
sadness;  we  look  in  vain  for  the  well  known  form  and  familiar  face  of 
our  late  Grand  Secretary,  Brother  J.  M.  S.  McGorkle,  who  departed  this 
life  on  the  5th  day  of  March,  A.  D.  1875. 

''Brother  McCorkle  was  bom  in  Chambersburg,  Pa.,  March  24th,  1799, 
He  was  initiated  in  Greensburg  (Ky.)  Lodge,  ^o.  54,  April  18th,  1826. 
passed  May  18th,  1825,  and  raised  June  28d,  1825.  He  was  elected 
Master  of  his  Lodge  December  27th,  1826.  He  was  elected  Junior 
Grand  Warden  in  1847,  Senior  Grand  Warden  in  1848,  Deputy  Grand 
Master  in  1849,  and  Grand  Master  of  this  Grand  Lodge  in  1850. 

"He  was  elected  Grand  Secretary  in  1854,  and  how  well  and  faithfully 
he  discharged  the  duties  of  the  office,  and  with  what  satisfaction  to  the 
Grand  Lodge,  is  best  attested  in  the  fact  that  he  has  since  been  re-elected 
every  year,  except  one,  at  which  time  he  was  prevented  from  attending 
the  Grand  Lodge  on  account  of  sickness. 

*  *In  the  discharge  of  his  official  duties  he  brought  a  ripe  scholarship,  and 
a  mind  stored  with  Masonic  knowledge;  and  for  every  virtue  that  be- 
comes an  honest  man,  a  devoted,  enlightened  and  zealous  craftsman,  the 
synonym,  and  many  of  us  who  have  profited  by  his  experience  and  ser- 
yice  muet  ever  remember  him  with  fiUal  reverenee,  as  indeed  a  Father  in 
Ailr  Israel. 

:**Havingfaithfully  and  most  acceptably  wrought  his  day,  he  yielded 
obedience  to  the  mandate  of  the  destroyer,  and  released  firom  the  trials 
and  vicissitudes  of  this  earthly  pilgrimage,  his  spirit  wended  its  flight  to 
the  Author  of  all  good." 

He  presents  some  judicious  views  regarding  'irregularities,'*  ''Degrees 
out  of  time,"  etc.,  and  thus  introduces  the  subject  of  most  engrossing 
interest;  one,  too,  which  claims  and  receives  the  attention  of  Masons  the 
world  over,  as  a  glorious  "landmark"  of  Kentucky  Masonry,  viz : 

"the  MASONIO  widows'  Alb>  OBEHANS'  HOICB  AND  ZN7IBMABT. 

"On  the  2d  day  of  June,  1875,  a  severe  storm  passed  over  the  southern 
VMortion  of  the  city  of  Louisville,  strewing  destruction  in  its  pathway. 
The  main  portion  of  the  building,  which  was  unfinished,  was  almost  en- 
tirely destroyed,  and  it  was  afterwards  found  necessary  to  take  down  the 
towers.  This  calamity  involved  a  loss  of  Bomp  $25,000  upon  the  Board 
ot  Directors;  but,  thuiks  to  the  noble-hearted  brethren  of  Louisville, 
who  had  already  done  so  much  for  this  beneficent  charity,  they  were 
equal  to  the  emergency.  They  at  once  called  a  public  meeting  and  re- 
solved to  raise  an  amount  sumcient  to  make  good  lul  damage  done  by  the 
storm,  and  before  the  meeting  adjourned  the  entire  sum  was  provided  for. 

"If  the  brethren  generally  throughout  the  State  would  but  manifest  a 
tithe  of  the  interest  and  zeal  shown  by  our  brethren  in  this  city,  the 
Home  would  have  ere  this  been  completed. 

"The  report  of  the  Board  of  Directors  show  that  many  of  our  subor- 
dinate Lodges  have  oontributed  liberally;  also,  tiiat  a  goodly  number  of 
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the  individtial  members  of  the  Fraternity  huve  given  with  a  willing  1 
bat  there  is  much  yet  to  be  done.  About  forty  thousand  dollars  are 
needed  to  complete  tiiie  building  and  fit  it  for  occupancy,  and  I  trust  that 
some  systematic  plan  will  be  adopted  by  the  Ghrand  Lodge,  whereby  each 
of  the  twenty  thousand  Masons  m  this  State  will  be  induced  to  contribute 
something,  even  if  it  be  but  the  Sndow's  mite,'  thereby  putting  at  least 
one  brick  into  that  noble  monument  of  Masonic  charity. 

**In  this  connection,  I  would  commend  the  effort  being  made  by  Brother 
T.  C.  Oerard,  Master  of  Bowling  Green  Liodge.  He  has  prepared  a  pho- 
tograph of  several  prominent  MEbBons,  of  which  he  proposes  to  sell,  and 
devote  the  proceeds  to  the  Home. 

**If  every  Mason  in  the  State  will  contribute  even  but  a  small  amount, 
the  money  will  be  raised,  the  building  completed,  and  when  called  to  our 
final  account  we  will  find  that  we  have  not  lived  in  vain." 

The  proceedings  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Kentucky,  at  their  Annual 
Convocation,  were  marked  by  the  intelligenoe,  earnestness  and  harmony, 
characteristic  of  our  Brethren  of  that  jurisdiction,  but  we  have  space 
only  to  allude  to  a  few  of  their  doings,  and  to  quote  the  noble  tribute 
—adopted  unanimously  and  by  a  rising  vote — ^to  the  memory  of  the  illus- 
trious Brother 

JOHN  O.  BBSGKZNBIDGB. 

''Brother  John  0.  Breckinridge  died  at  Lezin^n,  May  17th,  1875. 
Of  his  long  public  life  as  a  statesman  and  a  soldier  it  is  not  our  province 
to  speak ;  sufiioe  it  to  say,  that  in  the  varied  official  relations  he  sustained, 
he  was  spotless  in  character,  and  foithful  in  duty,  expending  all  the  mag- 
nificent resources  of  his  talents  in  making  himself  useful,  and  always  suc- 
ceeding in  winning  the  love  of  his  friends  and  the  admiration  of  those 
who  dSfered  with  him  in  opinion  and  convictions  of  duty.  He  early  con- 
nected himself  with  Masonry,  and  advanced  through  its  various  degrees 
until  he  became  one  of  the  most  distinguished  members  of  the  thirty- 
third  degree.  At  one  time  the  Grand  Lodoehad  the  office  of  Grand  Ora- 
tor, which  our  distinguished  Brother  filled.  Since  the  close  of  the  war 
Brother  Breckinridge  took  no  part  in  politics  or  Masonry,  refusing  any 
attention  that  would  give  him  publicity  or  invite  remark.  He  kepi  him- 
self apart  from  all  branches  of  Masonrv  on  account  of  his  anxiety  that  a 
censorious  public  should  impute  nothing  to  Masoviry  by  his  act  that 
looked  like  favoritism,  or  any  attempt  to  use  the  influences  of  the  Ma- 
sonic Brotherhood  to  remove  him  from  any  disabilities  he  might  have  in- 
curred as  a  citLsen.  It  is  difficult  for  those  who  did  not  know  him  to  ^>- 
meciate  the  pure,  earnest,  heroic  and  unselfish  nature  of  our  great 
Brother.  Goethe  said,  ''He  is  not  half  himself  who  has  not  seen  the 
Juno  in  the  Bondanini  palace  at  Bome."  In  like  manner  we  say,  that 
man  knows  not  to  what  race  he  belongs  who  hafi  not  looked  upon  mch  a 
man  as  John  Cabell  Breckinridge. 

In  fdrm  he  was  as  exquisitely  moulded  as  Apollo  Belvidere.  His  eyes 
concentrated  the  rays  of  an  intelligence  which  lighted  those  magnificent 
ocfos  until  they  shone  with  the  splendor  of  twin  suns.  His  heart  was  an 
ocean  of  generonty.    His  lips  were  as  muiioal  with  eloquence  as  was

ADSGreon's  lyre  of  love.  His  Toice  was  as  the  thrilling  echo  of  the  sonnd 
of  many  waters,  and  as  sweet  in  accent  as  the  silTer  trumpet  of  the  Le- 
yites.  Those  who  saw  and  knew  him  felt  that  the  grandest  manhood  lay 
in  him,  softly  and  folly  as  the  image  of  the  son  lies  in  a  drop  of  dew. 
There  was  a  majesty  in  the  pablio  silence,  which,  since  the  war,  waited 
npon  his  career.  It  was  not  forced  and  reluctant,  but  wise  and  willing. 
Wnerever  and  in  whatever  circumstances  Breckinridge  appeared,  his 
nature,  like  a  sun,  displayed  itself  entire  in  its  intensity,  its  earnestness, 
its  intelligence,  itis  clear  courage,  its  spotless  honesty,  but  was  shaded,  as 
the  eyening  drew  on,  into  milder  hues,  tenderer  traits,  and  mellower  ef- 
fulgence. And  though  the  light  went  down  under  the  shadow  of  a  ciyil 
disability,  its  relict  radiance  mU.  shines  upon  us  like  ihe  polished  Parthe- 
non, which  seemed  '^carred  out  of  Athenian  sunset." 

**What  founts  Kentucky  sheds  for  one 

Of  all  her  dead  the  newest. 
For  Breckinridge — ^her  peerless  son. 

Her  proudest  and  her  truest. 
Yon  shrouded  lies  her  latest  gift 

To  Qodj  and  fame,  and  history, 
Whose  gomg  left  a  golden  rift 

Upon  the  skies  of  glory." 

We  can  not  better  close  this  feeble  tribute  to  the  worth  of  Breckinridge 
than  in  the  eloquent  languange  of  Brother  Albert  Fike,  at  the  Lodge  of 
Sorrow,  held  in  LomsyiJle  : 

**It  was  the  faith  of  our  ancient  Aryan  ancestors,  that  the  spirits  of 
their  great,  wise  bards  and  teachers  ascended  to  the  sky  at  their  death, 
and  became  stars,  immortal  revealings  of  that  uniyersal  light,  the  life  of 
the  universe,  which  they  called  the  great  good  Indra.  If  &at  were  still 
our  creed,  and  if  we,  like  our  ancestors,  kindled  our  sacrificial  fires  at 
early  dawn  upon  the  summits  of  the  mountains,  and  worshipped  Mitra, 
the  glorious  morning  star,  and  the  stars  that  had  heea  great  and  good 
men,  none  of  those  that  looked  benignly  down  upon  the  fields  and  woods 
of  Kentucky  would  shine  with  a  brighter  and  purer  radiance  than  the 
star-spirit  oi  our  illustrious  Brother  Breckinridge.  Then  monuments 
and  statues  were  not  needed  to  perpetuate  the  names  and  memories  of 
Aryan  sages  and  heroes ;  for  as  often  as  the  stars  ascended  into  the  sky, 
the  herdsman  upon  the  steppes  and  the  husbandman  upon  the  alluYud 
jplains  of  Samarkand  or  the  Oxus,  saw  the  benefactors  of  his  race  shining 
m  the  heayens,  and  revered  them  as  guides,  protectors  and  defenders. 

**The  splendors  of  the  sun  linger  in  the  west  after  his  setting  until  the 
stars  shine,  and  the  light  that  he  poured  upon  the  earth  during  his  life 
of  a  day  is  not  lost  or  dead,  when  the  night,  a  veiled  queen,  reigns  in  her 
turn;  but  it  has  then  become  a  part  of  the  life  and  being  of  all  the  things 
upon  which  he  shone.  Even  so  the  fruitful  influences  of  the  dead  in- 
spire, invigorate  and  purify  the  living,  liay  God  give  unto  us  wisdom

We  have  before  us  a  large  volume,  recording  the  interesting  proceed- 
ings of  the  six  days  sessionof  the  M.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  T.n«i<yVn^^  ti 
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its  Sixty -foorth  AxmuBl  Communioatioii,  held  in  the  city  of  New  Orieftna, 
oommenoing  on  Monday,  the  14tix  day  of  Febroaiy,   A.  D.  1876,  and 
opened  in  ample  form  by  M.  W.  John  Graham  Fleming,  Ghnand  Master. 
The  Grand  Master's  address,  under  the  head  of

notices,  with  appropriate  oomments,  the  death  roll  of  the  Worthies  of 
that  jurisdiction,  whose  names  **were  not  bom  to  die :" 

R.  W.  Harmon  Doane,  P.  G.  T.,  died  17th  February,  1875. 

B.  W.  Nathan  H.  Bray,  P.  D.  D.  G.  M.,  died  18th  February,  1876. 

W.  Fergus  FusiUer,  W.  M.,  died  26th  April,  1875. 

B.  W.  James  Triay,  D.  D.  G.  M.,  died  24th  May,  1875. 

W.  F.  de  Assis  Bibot,  P.  M.,  died  28d  December,  1875. 

B.  W.  James  Bruce  Scot,  P.  M.,  and  author  of  the  * 'Outlines  of  the 
Bise  and  Progress  of  Freemasonry  in  Louisiana,"  died  February  6th, 
1876. 

The  M.  W.,  in  addition  to  several  judicious  decisions  on  points  in- 
Yolving  Masonic  law,  makes  the  following  very  appropriate  remarks  in 
reference  to  the  mode  of  conducting  Masonic  trials  and  the  principles  of 
justice  and  propriety  which  should  govern  them,  viz : 

**When  a  Brother  is  on  trial,  and  in  his  defense,  either  himself,  or 
through  his  representative,  sets  up  or  resorts  to  quibbling  technicalities, 
and  sophistical  arguments  to  secure  his  acquittal,  it  should  be  made  the 
duty  of  the  W.  Masters  to  prevent  or  prohibit  such  action.  It  should  be 
made  his  imperative  duty  to  expound  the  true  law,  and  when  unsound 
ones  are  introduced,  to  disabuse  the  minds  of  the  members  of  his  Lodge 
of  any  impressions  made  by  them.  It  is  necessary,  of  course,  that  the 
forms  laid  down  for  trials  should  be  complied  with;  that  a  committee  be 
appointed,  if  necessary;  that  the  accused  should  be  served  with  a  copy 
of  the  charges,  names  of  witnesses  and  specifications,  and  have  the  time 
specified  by  law  in  which  to  answer.  He  should  be  notified  of  the  time 
and  place  of  taking  evidence  outside  of  the  Lodge,  if  any  is  so  taken, 
but  when  the  law  in  preparation  for  the  trial  has  been  fully  carried  out, 
the  trial  then  becomes  almost  whoUy  one  of  facts,  established  by  evi- 
dence, circumstantial  or  positive.  The  W.  Master  should  rule  out  hear- 
say evidence,  or  any  evidence  that  is  irrelevant  to  the  point  at  issue,  or 
unconnected  with  the  charge,  no  matter  whether  it  be  for  or  against  the 
accused;  but  he  should  allow  all  latitude  necessary  to  fully  elicit  the 
truth,  and  the  whole  truth.  He  should  remember  that  whilst  there  is 
something  more  than  aecusaUon  necessary  to  secure  conviction,  there  is 
also  something  more  than  denicU  required  to  establish  innocence  and  pro- 
cure acquittal;  aud  that  pleas  of  ignorance  are  a  dangerous  foundation 
for  a  verdict  favorable  to  the  accused,  tie  should  charge  the  Brethren 
against  the  influences  of  prejudice  or  partiality  in  those  cases  where 
either  are  likely  to  exercise  any  influence,  and  that  the  laws  of  Masonry 
are  based  upon  the  principles  of  Truth,  Justice  and  Morality;  that  they 
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sre  intended  to  onzb  the  rich  and  the  great,  and  protect  the  weak  and  in- 
nocent. He  ehonld  instmct  them  that  there  is  no  length  or  amount  of 
service  that  a  brother  may  have  rendered,  nor  no  position  ao  high  in  Ka- 
sonxy  that  secures  to  a  brother  the  right  to  violate  its  laws,  or  that  i^ynM 
be  offered  in  mitigation  of  his  offense  or  punishment,  if  he  is  xeaify 
guilty.  The  BBOAD  maittls  of  Masonic  ohabttt  shoold  be  used  for 
nobler  purposes  than  that  of  shielding  offenders  from  deserved  punish- 
ment. We  are  powerful,  but  we  are  not  sufficiently  so  to  bid  defiance  to 
title  world  by  claiming  to  be  a  strictly  moral  institution,  and,  through  our 
charity  towards  each  other  to  shielding  immorality." 

He  discusses  with  ability  and  clearness  the  ordinary,  yet  very  impor- 
tant, questions  relating  to  Grand  Lodge  property,  revenues  and  f^y^rit^dm 
generally.  In  treating  the  important  topic  of  **the  secret  ballot  at  ICa- 
sonic  trials"  (which  appears  to  have  been  the  rule  in  Louisiana)  he  ap- 
pears to  us  to  have  reasoned  most  ably  and  exhaustively  in  favor  of  the 
position  assumed  in  his  decision  on  that  subject,  that  the  vote  at  tn^^wniw 
trials  should  be  taken  woa  toee. 

**The  Committee  on  Law  and  Jurisprudence"  while  dissenting  from 
the  Grand  Master's  decision  in  this  matter,  as  inconsistent  with  their  in- 
terpretation of  the  Grand  Lodge  By-Laws,  proposed  an  alteration  of  the 
rules  changing  the  vote  from  ballot  to  viva  voce,  and  the  amendments  so 
proposed  were  unanimously  adopted. 

Under  the  caption  Ohio  he  discusses  the  **new  day  new  duty"  deUTer- 
ance  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ohio  in  1875,  and  deprecates  the  imprudence 
of  the  step  thus  foreshadowed  by  the  proceedings  alluded  to  (we  think, 
however,  that  at  the  recent  Oommunication  of  the  Grand  Lodge  the 
Brethren  of  Ohio  defeated  the  proposed  recognition  of  the  *'80-caUed'* 
Colored  Grand  Lodge),  we  quote  a  portion  of  his  remarks  on  this  topic, 
as  follows,  viz.: 

**The  colored  Lodges  of  Ohio  are  clandestine^  and  enough  has  been 
written  upon  that  subject,  and  sufficient  facts  elicited  from  the  recosdi 
of  the  Grand  Lodges  of  Massachusetts  and  England,  to  place  that  ques- 
tion beyond  the  possibility  of  a  doubt  in  the  ifund  of  any  intelligent  and 
impartial  man;  and  since  they  are  clandestine,  I  cannot  see  why  th^ 
should  be  admitted,  because  they  are  colored,  or  because  they  are  numer- 
ous and  have  assumed  the  title  of  Grand.  We  do  not,  as  Masons,  inter- 
fere with  the  lives,  or  liberties,  or  happiness  of  any  one,  nor  is  it  either 
our  duW,  or  our  privilege  to  legislate  for  any  special  class — sectarian, 
national,  political  or  shade  of  color ;  and  as  there  is  nothing  in  the  Ma- 
sonic code  of  any  Grand  Lodge  that  debars  a  colored  man  from  admis- 
sion to  our  mysteries,  I  cannot  but  look  upon  it  as  being  wrong  for  an^ 
Grand  Lodge  to  legislate  whole  bodies  into  our  Fraternity,  or  even  an  indi- 
vidual, unm  he  has  first  been  admitted  at  the  working  door  of  a  regularly 
constituted  Lodge. 

''The  oommittee  that  reported  favorably  in  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ohio, 
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state  that  ''they  have  the  most  satisfttetory  and  oonolnsiTe  eridenoe 
fhat  these  colored  Freemasons  praotioe  the  Tery  same  ri^ts  and  oere- 
moniee,  and  have  sabstantially  the  same  esoteric,  or  secret  modes  of 
recognition,  as  are  practiced  by  onrselves  and  by  the  miiyersal  femily  of 
f^emasons  throughont  the  world/'  This  is,  at  the  same  time,  a  strange 
and  bold  assertion,  and  without  entering  into  any  inqoiry  as  to  how  tlukt 
satisfactory  and  condusiTe  evidence  was  obtained,  wheuier  by  aotnal  ob- 
serration  or  correspondence,  I  am  at  a  loss  to  conceive  by  what  means, 
or  in  what  manner  they  determine  to  demonstrate  its  truth  to  any  earrwt 
thinking  and  acting  Mason,  beyond  **  the^  own  assertion,"  I  Imow  not 
what  in&uences  may  be  at  work  in  Ohio,  but  I  have  very  credible  informa- 
tion that  high  State  office,  even  the  highest,  has  been  propocftd  to  promi- 
nent Masons  in  this  jurisdiction  by  influential  colored  men,  claiming  to 
be  Masons,  as  a  rewud  for  a  similar  recognition  here ;  but,  as  yet,  t£ere 
has  not  been  found  any  one  reckless  enough  to  hazurd  his  own  Masonic 
reputation,  or  imperil  the  welfare  of  the  Fraternity,  by  making  sudi  a 
proposition  before  this  Qrand  Lodge.*' 

We  had  marked  several  other  matters  of  interest  both  in  this  address 
and  in  reports  of  committees,  which  latter,  we  may  remark  here,  are 
both  able  and  instructive,  but  space  forbids  any  further  discussion  of 
these  subjects.  Our  Brethren  of  Louisiana  treated  with  commendable 
care  and  thoughtful  intelligence  the  many  important  subjects  that  claim 
their  attention  in  this  protracted  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  such  a 
model  Secretary  as  Brother  Batchelor  to  reoord,  arrange  and  publish  their 
proceedings — we  read  after  him  with  a  pleasure  enhancing  the  value  of 
the  matter  intrusted  to  his  manipulation.  We  hope  he  may  long  live  a 
Batchelor  Grand  Seoretaiy ;  but  insist  that  he  shall  he  tk  married  IL  D. 

This  report  is  an  exoedingly  interesting  review  of  the  proceedings  of 
some  fiffy-two  Grand  Bodies,  comprising  with  those  of  the  United  States 
and  British  America,  several  European  and  South  American  correspond- 
ents. It  is  the  joint  production,  we  judge,  of  Brothers  Whitaker, 
Broaghn  and  LafFon  DeLadebat— oommittee— and  evinces  great  skill,  in- 
dustiy  and  research  in  its  compilation.  We  shall  avail  ourselves  of  some 
portions  of  their  labors,  and  thank  them  for  the  pleasure  and  instmotion 
afforded  by  its  pemsaL 

The  proceedings  of  the  54th  Annual  Oommunication  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Alabama,  1874,  are  reviewed  at  considerable  length  and  with 
very  acceptable  oomieej  and  consideration.  We  quote  the  following 
allusion  to  our  Benior,  viz: 

"OOBBBSPONDENOX  BBPOBT. 

''A  veiy  loallaat  report  on  oocnspoiidAnoe  is  sabmittad  bj  Brolfaer 
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W.  T.  Walthall  (95  page6),reYiewii]g  the  prooeedings  of  fortj-fonr  gnad 
jurisdictions.  He  apologizes  for  the  results  of  his  inexperience,  but  in  this 
apology  his  modesty  enhances  his  merit.  His  pen  baa  a  somewhat  sharp  nib, 
▼idelicit ;  under  the  head  of  Delaware,  quoting  an  edict — *No  Lodge  under 
this  jurisdiction  shall  pcus  or  raise  any  candidate  in  lees  than  one  lunar 
month,  unless  by  dispensation.'  Brother  Walthall  says  *that  in  bia  juris- 
diction they  do  the  business  in  an  hour  or  two.' 

**We  are  in  doubt  as  to  the  mode  in  which  to  properly  expostulate  with 
Brother  W.,  upon  his  oonmients  on  one  of  the  sensibfe  saymgs  of 
Brother  Parvin,  of  Iowa,  concerning  the  knowledge  of  Adam,  Seth  and  Solo- 
mon in  the  secrets  ofmodem  Masonry.  Doctor  Oliyer  thought  that  Adam 
was  a  Maso#  and  if  we  are  not  mistaken,  he  had  some  misty,  nebulous, 
theory  that  beings,  human  or  otherwise,  who  existed  before  the  reputed 
father  of  the  human  race,  also  possessed  the  secrets,  practiced  the  rir- 
tues,  and  enjoyed  the  honors  of  our  loved  Institution.  As  to  Seth,  we 
have  heard  more  than  one  excellent  lecturer  dilate  upon  his  Masonic 
record.  Enoch  should  have  been  a  **high"  Mason  to  have  justified  his 
imaginative  biograghers  of  our  fold.  The  authentic  traditions  of  the 
ancient  craft,  preserved  in  various  museums  and  libraries  in  the  Old 
World,  and  printed  for  our  edification  by  such  men  as  Hughan,  Wood- 
ford, Lyon,  and  Findel,  prove  beyond  cavil  that  Nimrod  and  Euclid,  to 
say  nothing  of  Abraham,  were  brothers  of  the  Craft;  and  as  for  doubting 
the  Masonry  of  Solomon,  and  it  is  flat  heresy;  still  we  must  be  classed 
among  the  heretics  in  these  matters.  Brother  Walthall  says  he  has  not 
a  woi3  to  say  about  Adam  and  Seth,  but  he  cannot  give  up  Solomon.  We 
would  not  give  up  Solomon — in  our  ritual — but  we  do  not  believe  he 
ever  knew  anything  about  the  Master  Mason  Degree.  We  teach  truth 
by  symbols  and  illustrate  it  by  allegory;  but  do  not  demand  of  our  vota- 
ries that  they  should  accept  as  verity  the  fables  employed  to  point  a 
moral" 

And  while  grateful  for  their  appreciation  of  Brother  Walthall,  as  a  cor- 
respondent cannot  assent  to  their  Parvin-u«  jests  at  andent  Freemat(mrjf 
— we  are  fond  of  the  antiqiuties  and  ready  to  defend  the  truth  in  that  re- 
gard against  all  correspondents.  We  quote  also  some  interesting  '*on 
dits"  from  Europe,  viz : 

**Since  writing  the  above  we  are  in  receipt  of  the  bulletin  of  the  'Qrot- 
aen  National  Mutterloge'  of  Prussia  (Three  Globes)  for  the  quarten  end- 
ing September  and  DeoembeTj  1875.  They  afford  some  light  on  the 
situation  of  the  color  question  m  Germany. 

**At  the  session  of  the  German  Grand  Lodge  League,  at  Darmstadfti 
May  16,  1875,  a  lively  debate  arose  on  the  propriety  of  reoogniiing  the 
Prince  Hall  Gkand  Lodge  (colored)  of  Massachusetts,  and  the  similar  or- 
ganization in  Ohio. 

'It  was  urged  by  the  opponents  of  reoognition  that  due  oonsideiatioii 
should  be  ^▼on  to  the  doctrine  of  the  American  Grand  Lodges  on  the 
subject  of  Grand  Lodge  jurisdiction.  On  the  other  band  it  was  oonlended 
that  the  question  of  color  was  the  only  one  at  issue.  The  bulletin  states 
that  a  resolution  was  flnallj  adopted,  (manifestly  under  the  enoneoos 
impresrion  that  the  non-MoognliNii  of  these  ooloied  bodies  bj 
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Oiand  Lodges  was  due  entirely  to  vaoe  prejodioe),  declaring  that  the  two 
colored  bodies  named  were  lawfully  constitated  Lod^^es,  and  stating  that 
the  Grand  Lodges  would  freely,  and  without  hesitation,  open  their  halls 
to  those  ^Grand  Lodges'  and  their  daughters. 

**Atthe  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Three  Globes,  at  Berlin, 
December  2,  1875,  the  question  of  the  status  of  these  two  colored  Grand 
Lodges  came  before  the  body.  The  National  Grand  Blaster  declared  that 
the  form  of  the  minutes  stating  the  action  had  in  relation  to  the  colored 
Grand  Lodges,  Prince  Hall,  and  the  similar  body  in  Ohio,  had  led  to  a 
fkdse  impression  upon  the  minds  of  the  colored  people,  and  that  some 
explanation  of  the  matter  was  needed.  The  National  Grand  Master  said 
that  the  Grand  Lodges  had  declared  that  while  they  would  not  interfere 
in  the  internal  affairs  of  the  American  Grand  Lodges,  it  was  not  because 
they  feared  a  controTcrsy  with  the  American  Grand  Bodies,  but  because 
they  desired  to  follow  the  old  Masonic  and  humane  principle :  **Do  not 
unto  others  as  ye  would  not  that  others  should  do  unto  you."  On  the 
other  hand,  the  Grand  Lodges  would  not  refuse  to  recognize  the  Masonio 
status  of  these  colored  Masons,  which  seemed  correct.  For  these  rea- 
sons the  majority  of  the  Grand  Lodges  declared  that  the  ccHistitutionB  of 
the  two  colored  Grand  Lodges  seemed  to  be  legal,  and  that  all  men  crea- 
ted, according  to  their  provisions,  should  be  recognized  as  true  brethren, 
who,  without  regard  to  color  or  other  pprounds,  would  be  so  recognized 
and  received  when  they  desired  to  visit  German  Masonic  Temples  and 
places  of  Masonic  resort;  still,  the  (German  Grand  Lodges  could  only  have 
representative  relations  with  recognized  Grand  Lodges.  With  this  result 
the  National  Grand  Lodges  must  be  satisfied.  They  must  leave  the  regu- 
lation of  their  internal  aJf  airs  to  the  American  Ghrand  Lodges,  with  the 
belief  that  the  colored  Grand  Bodies  must  alone  achieve  meir  position 
with  reference  to  the  white  Grand  Lodges.  He  added  that  the  presiding 
officer  of  the  Grand  Lodge  League  had  been  instructed  to  give  the  fore- 
going explanation  to  the  united  Grand  Lodges  in  proper  manner.  What 
had  been  done  was  in  obedience  to  those  ixistmctions. 

**HUNOABT. 

''We  are  regularly  hi  receipt  of  the  ''Hajnal,*'  or  official  bulletin  of 
the  Grand  Orient  of  Hungarv,  published  at  Budapest  Our  Grand 
Lodge  has  been  repeatedly  applied  to  for  the  reoogmtion  of  the  Grand 
Orient  and  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Hungary.  Without  information  as  to 
the  precise  nature  of  the  rations  between  these  two  Gfrrand  Bodies, 
knowing  the  connection  between  this  (Hand  Orient  and  that  of  France, 
believing  that  the  former  has  fraternally  recognized  the  clandestine  col- 
ored Grand  Lodge  of  Ohio,  and  seeing  evidences  in  the  columns  of  the 
'Hainal,'  that  it  advocates  doctrines  totally  opposed  to  the  spirit  and 
teachings  of  the  Masonio  Listitution,  as  they  are  understood  m  North 
America  at  least,  it  seems  best  for  the  present  to  withhold  fraternal  recog- 
nition of  Hnnflarian  Masonry.  The  long  continued  illness  of  Brother 
Edward  Gotthlel,  accredited  as  representative  of  the  (Hand  Lodge  of 
Hungary  at  this  (Hand  East,  has  prevented  action  on  his  part  to  dear 
away  doubts  as  to  the  relation  of  the  two  Grand  Bodies.  It  mav  be  thai 
a  fvrthsr  delay  k  hardly  just  to  the  (Stand  Lodge,  but  in  the  absenoe  of 
exact  iafonnaaonit  wonld  oertaioly  be  unwise  to  aot**

MAINE. 

The  M.  W.  Ghrand  Lodge  of  liaine  held  its  fiffy-serenth  Grand  Annual 
Communication  at  Portland,  commencing  May  2nd,  A.D.,  1876,  and  was 
opened  in  ample  form  by  M  W.  Grand  Master  Albert  Moore. 

The  proceedings  of  this  meeting,  which  reach  us  in  a  neatly  printed 
and  weJl  arranged  Tolume  of  264  pages,  appear  to  haye  been  conducted 
with  the  system  and  harmony  characteristie  of  this  Grand  Lodge  :  the 
chief  interest  to  the  fraternity  at  large  in  the  woik  centering  in  the  de- 
Uverances  of  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master,  the  Committee  on  Jurisprudence 
and  that  on  Foreign  Correspondence. 

We  shall  take  the  liberty  of  quoting  from  these  as  freely  as  our  space 
win  permit,  and  thus  give  our  brethren  of  Alabama  some  of  the  infor- 
mation we  have  deriyed  from  this  perusal,  and  a  taste  at  least  of  the 
pleasures  we  have  enjoyed  while  lingering  among  these  records  of  Ma- 
sonic skill,  prudence  and  wisdom. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  is  concise  and  aUe. 

He  thus  regrets  the  absent—called  home  by  death-  from  time  to  time : 

'Those  of  us  long  conversant  with  the  Annual  Sessions  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Maine,  cannot  fidl  to  be  impressed  with  the  oonstant  change 
going  on  in  its  membership.  Of  those  rerered  and  honored  names  that 
always  greeted  us  at  our  annual  meetings  twenty  years  ago,  only  a  few 
remain.  These,  too,  will  soon  join  the  erer  increasinfl  numbers  of  tiie 
more  perfect  Lodge  abore ;  and  ere  long  the  same  will  be  true  of  us  all : 
the  places  that  now  know  us  will  soonknow  us  no  more  forarer.  **Pcms- 
ingcMoif*  is  written  upon  erery  earthly  thing.  The  present  alone  is 
Touohsaf  ed  to  us,  and  it  behooves  us  to  more  wisely  improre  every  fleet- 
ing hour.  Let  the  reflection  that  only  the  present  is  ours,  incite  us  to  a 
more  active  and  faithful  discharge  of  our  obligations  as  MasmMi  and  ol 
our  duties  as  dtiMna.** 
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States  the  general  oondition  of  affairs  as  prosperous,  and  that

*There  is  oaose  for  gratnlation  that  no  cases  have  ooourred  requiring 
anj  interference  with,  or  discipline  of,  the  Lodges,  and  that  comparatiye 
peace  and  harmony  prevail  throughout  the  jurisdiction.  As  there  are 
occasional  ripples  in  the  current  of  the  mo|t  placid  stream,  so  wiU  there 
be  minor  differences  among  the  fraternity  so  long  as  human  imperfec- 
tions exist" 

And  after  referring  to  several  jurisdictional  grievances  avoided  by 
promptness  and  a  due  regard  to  the  equities  of  the  cases ;  he  cautions 
against  an  abuse  which  **works  evil  and  only  evil  continually,"  wherever 
thefungtu  makes  its  appearance.  (We  allude  to  the  abuse  of  the  secret 
ballot,  and  quote  the  following  remarks  thereon  from  Grand  Master  Mor- 
ris' address :) 

* 'Another  prolific  source  of  evil  is  the  abuse  of  the  secret  ballot.  A 
conscientious  exercise  of  the  right  of  the  secret  ballot  is  the  imquestion- 
able  right  of  every  member.  For  the  exercise  at  this  privilege  the 
member  is  amenable  to  his  own  conscience  alone,  and  can  be  called  in 
question  by  no  other  authority.  Proportioned  to  the  effect  of  a  con- 
scientious or  a  malicious  use  of  the  ballot  on  the  reputation  of  the  appli- 
cant, is  the  responsibility  of  every  Mason  for  its  rightful  exercise.  We 
can  have  no  theoretic  knowledge  of  the  misuse  of  the  secret  ballot,  and 
yet  we  all  know  that  in  some  Lodges  a  clear  ballot  is  imknown  for 
months,  and  even  years.  The  work  of  the  Lodge  is  seriously  obstructed 
by  the  vengeful  black-ball  cast  by  some  disaffected  member,  who  is  not 
endowed  with  the  gift  to  see  himself  as  others  see  him,  and  hence,  imag- 
ines that  he  is  not  properly  appreciated  and  duly  promoted.  No  Mason 
is  worthy  of  the  name^  who,  animated  by  such  a  spirit,  seizes  upon  the 
ballot-box  to  avenga  lumself  of  some  fancied  neglect  by  the  Lodge,  or  of 
some  private  pique  against  the  candidate  or  those  presenting  him.  He 
violates  his  Masonic  and  moral  obligations,  and  deserves  the  severest 
Odnsure. 

*True,  these  are  isolated  oases,  but  they  are  exceedingly  vexatious  and 
troublesome,  for  the  reason  that  there  is  virtually  no  remedy  or  redress. 
Shielded  by  the  very  bulwark  whose  sanctity  they  violate,  they  are  be- 
yond the  reach  of  law  or  discipline ;  and,  as  if  to  aggravate  the  evil,  it 
often  happens  that  the  mistaken  zeal  of  the  Lodge  leads  to  a  premature 
and  improper  discussion  (any  discussion  is  improper)  of  the  offense,  and 
to  the  concoction  of  various  schemes  and  questionable  devices,  to  dis- 
cover and  identity  the  offender.  A  moment's  reflection  should  convince 
us  that  such  conduct  strikes  at  the  fundamental  principles  of  the  order, 
is  fraught  with  danger  to  the  efficacy  and  protection  of  the  secret  ballot, 
and  will  ultimately  destroy  it.  When  the  ballot  has  been  declared  it  snould 
cease  to  be  a  subject  of  thought  or  discussion.  There  is  no  safety  in  any 
other  course,  and  both  Lodge  and  members  ought  to  strictly  adhere  to 
this  practice." 

His  decisions  are  quite  numerous  and,  we  think,  admirable,  both  as  xe- 
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gards  their  ooixeotness  as  expodtioiui  of  Maaonic  law  and  for  teaeneas 
and  deamess  of  expression— we  quote  the  following,  viz  : 

*'  A  waiyer  of  jorisdiction  requires  a  clear  ballot  on  petition  presented 
at  a  preceding  stated  meeting. 

*'  CcHar  is  no  bar  to  receiymg  the  degrees  in  Masonry ;  to  be  free-boixl 
is  requisite. 

**  The  Master  should  refuse  to  admit  a  visitor,  on  the  objection  of  a 
member  made  before  or  after  ezaminatioxi. 

**  If,  before  a  ballot,  it  is  disooTered  that  the  lodge  ha"  no  jurisdictian, 
the  fact  should  be  entered  of  record  and  the  petition  returned. 

**  It  is  not  proper  to  confer  the  degrees  on  a  candidate  with  no  rig^ 
hand. 

**  A  ballot  must  be  taken  notwithstanding  objection  be  made,  and  eren 
if  the  ballot  is  clear,  the  candidate  should  be  declared  rejected  on  objec- 
tion made. 

**  A  member  suspended  for  three  months  and  an  appeal  taken,  can  be 
admitted  into  the  Lodge  at  the  expiration  of  the  three  months,  his 
ttatus  being  the  same  as  when  charges  are  filed,  and  awaiting  triaL 

**  A  second  ballot  cannot  be  ordeirad  to  correct  a  mistake  at  a  preceding 
meeting — disooyered  after  the  Lodge  was  dosed. 

**  A  Lodge  should  not  receive  a  petition  from  a  man  who  cannot  write 
his  name,  but  makes  his  mark,  iji  inability  to  write  involyes  an  inability 
to  read  writing,  hence  he  could  not  know  what  he  signed,  and  therefore 
oould  not  petition  intelligently. 

*'  To  be  made  a  Mason,  a  man  must  be  free-born,  as  well  as  of  good 
report  and  well  recommended. 

**  Charges  against  a  member  should  be  tried  or  dismissed,  but  no  one  is 
authorized  to  erase  them  from  the  record. 

**  A  candidate,  filing  his  petition  for  the  degrees,  though  technically  in- 
formal, and  being  rejected,  must  abide  the  result. 

'*  An  objection  to  a  candidate  has  the  same  eifect«as  a  black  ball,  and 
can  no  more  be  withdrawn  after  the  rejection  has  been  declared. 

'*  A  candidate  having  voluntarily  applied  to  the  Lodge  for  the  degrees, 
and  having  been  rejected,  must  abide  the  result,  although  the  rejecttag 
Lodge  had  no  jurisdiction. 

**  Legal  proceedings  are  not  to  affect  the  course  of  the  Ledge  in  cases 
of  conviction  for  crime.  Charges  must  be  filed  and  trial  hdd  as  if  no 
proceedings  had  been  had  elsewhere. 

**  Ques. — Our  Lodge  wish  to  have  a  public  holiday — will  you  grant  the 
privilege  ?  Also,  can  we  appropriate  the  funds  of  the  Lodge  for  the 
same  ? 

**  Ans. — Can  conceive  of  no  case  in  which  a  dispensation  would  be 
granted  except  for  purdy  Masonic  purposes ;  and  in  no  case  can  the 
Lodge  fund  be  devoted  to  such  use." 

We  also  quote  the  following  conduding  remarks  from  this  addreoi  as 
apt  and  worthy  of  general  consideration: 

OONCLUSION. 

**Before  doaing  this  report,  allow  me,  in  this  presence,  to  invoke  a  re- 
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Tivai  of  the  old-time  spirit  of  Masonry,  whioh  taught  that  imiTersal  man 
is  oar  brother,  and  as  snoh  is  entiUed  to  onr  hishest  regard — ^that  spirit 
that  works  by  kindness  and  brotherly  love,  and  wnich  alone  has  power  to 
elevate  and.  reform.  Passing  events  attest  the  reforming  power  of  this 
great  principle  of  love,  in  the  temperance  reform  now  sweeping  through 
the  land.  Kindness  and  brotherly  love  are  the  passwords  of  this  great 
movement  It  is  of  divine  origin,  adopted  by  Masonry  in  its  indpiency,. 
and  is  the  underlying  causa  of  its  perpetuity.  Brethren,  let  us  catch  the  in- 
spiration of  the  hour,  and  renew  the  spirit  of  brotherly  love  among  us. 
It  will  do  us  good.  As  an  organized  body  of  M  isons,  it  is  not  our  prov- 
inoe  to  enter  the  field  as  reformers,  but  as  individual  Masons  we  may 
strike  hands  with  any  and  all  classes  in  the  great  work  of  reform,  and  in 
the  elevation  of  human  society." 

A  Special  Committee — Brother  Josiah  H.  Drummond,  Chairman — ^re- 
port upon  the  remarkable  case  of  abuse  of  Masonic  privilege  and  eti- 
quette, fully  described  in  the  annexed  quotation,  rebuking  the  imperti- 
nence of  the  offending  Brother  (Attorney,)  and  summoning  him  before 
the  GRAND  LODGE  for  trial  at  its  next  Communication. 

We  quote  from  the  report,  viz : 

**They  find  that  the  case  has  been  published  and  widely  circulated  in 
this  State. 

**It  was  an  action  in  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  State  for  an  alleged 
li':>el,  of  the  grrossest  character,  if  the  publication  was  false. 

**The  plaintiff,  being  a  lawyer,  opened  his  own  case  to  the  jury,  in 
which  he  stated  that  the  man  sued  (who  was  the  publisher  of  the  news- 
paper) was  merely  a  nominal  defendant,  but  that  another  party,  whom  he 
named,  was  the  writer  of  the  libel,  and  the  real  defendant.  After  stating 
this  and  some  other  matters,  in  giving  an  account  of  an  interview  that 
he  had  with  this  party,  the  report  of  the  case  is  as  follows : 

*'I  appealed  to  him,  as  a  man  and  a  Brother  Mason,  to  go  home  and 
— — '  (counsel  for  defense  interrupting).  *This  is  intolerable.'  Court, 
'I  think  so,  too.' 

** After  a  colloquy  between  court  and  counsel,  he  proceeded: 
*'The  counsel  for  the  defendant,  in  his  opening,  said : 
'*  *I  ask  you  to  lay  aside,  for  the  time  being,  any  possible  prejudices 
or  convictions,  or  sympathies  which  you  may  have  obtained,  from  the 
spread-eagle  speech,  which  has  nothing  to  do  with  the  case,  three-quar- 
ters of  it,  and  was  only  dragged  in,  as  I  must  suppose,  either  in  the  ex- 
citement of  the  moment,  which  I  should  scarcely  interpret  to  be  the 
case  with  a  man  who  had  practiced  so  long  at  the  bar,  or  for  the  purpose, 
the  iUegiUmate  purpose,  of  prejudicing  your  minds.  For  instance,  I 
would  like  to  know  by  what  authority  any  counsel,  any  party  in  tliis 
court,  either  as  counsel  or  otherwise,  stands  up  before  a  jury  of  twelve 
men,  who  are  sworn  to  try  the  case  according  to  the  law  and  the  evi- 
dence, and  appeals  to  Mctsonry.^ 

**In  his  dosing  argument  the  counsel  for  the  defendant  said : 

'*  *And  I  must  call  your  attention  onoe  more  to  the  allusion,  whidi  he 
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dared  to  make  in  this  Ooort  House,  to  Manwry.  Now  I  have  no  unkind 
word  to  say  of  that  institution,  but  I  do  say,  when  that  institution  oraeps 
into  the  Oourt  House,  and  is  appealed  to  by  parties,  it  is  doomed ;  for  if 
there  is  any  spot  on  the  face  of  the  earth  that  should  be  free  from  ererj 
bias  and  every  outside  influence,  it  is  a  oourt  of  justice  and  a  jury  of  our 
country.  I  know  not  but  thatsome  of  you  may  be  ifoiy^nff.  i  oare  not, 
but  as  men  and  sworn  jurors,  I  appeal  to  you  not  only  to  disregard  any 
■uph  appeal  to  your  affinities,  but  to  rebuke  it.' 

'*The  plaintiff,  who  opened  the  case,  was  then  a  Mason;  neither  the  de- 
fendant or  his  counsel  was  a  liason;  and  there  is  no  doubt  that  there  were 
sereral  Masons  on  the  jury;  and  they  rendered  a  verdiot  for  the  pi^iin^nr 
of  $5,508. 

'^The  committee  have  looked  no  further  than  the  printed  report  f6r 
what  took  place  upon  the  triaL 

''Whether  the  abusion  to  Masonry  was  made  with  any  design  to  influ- 
ence the  jury  or  not,  the  committee  express  no  opinion  upon  the  eri- 
dence  herein  presented. 

'*If  such  was  the  design,  it  deserves  the  severest  punishment,  as  it 
was  a  perversion  of  masonry  of  the  grossest  character,  and  the  most 
dangerous  in  its  tendency. 

'*&  it  was  not  so  designed,  the  injury  to  Masonry  is  scarcely  less,  as 
those  who  looked  on  may  well  have  supposed  that  it  was  designed.  The 
allusion  was  utterly  wrong  and  cannot  be  justified,  whatever  may  have 
been  the  cause  of  it." 


FOBKION  OOBBSSFONDENCS 

This  report,  from  the  able  pen  of  Brother  Josiah  H.  Drummond,  is  as 
usual  the  marked  feature  and  beauty  of  these  proceedings,  and  we  have 
enioyed\\E  perusal  and  profited  greatiy  by  its  wise  and  discriminating 
criticisms  and  suggestions. 

He  reviews  the  proceedings  of  fifty-seven  annual  oommunioations,  in- 
cluding those  of  Alabama  for  1875,  adding  greatiy  to  the  labor  of  the 
work,  by  a  *'  new  departure,"  commenced  in  this  report  and  thus  explained 
by  him: 

*'  We  have  tried  an  experiment  in  this  report  We  have  endeavored  to 
epitomize,  or  give  a  condensed  abstract  of  the  proceedings  without  mak- 
ing many  quoSttions.  It  has  added  greatiy  to  the  labor  of  preparing  the 
report,  but  we  believe  we  are  able  to  give  much  more  information  in  the 
same  space.  It  seemed  absolutely  necessary  to  invent  some  plan  to  pre- 
vent the  increase  of  the  length  of  these  reports  as  the  numbor  of  Orsnd 
Lodges  increase.  This  course  was  taken  by  Brother  Parvin  and  we  have 
followed  his  example." 

We  noted  with  approval,  last  year.  Brother  Parvin*s  admirable  report, 
both  as  to  style  and  matter.  This  endorsement  by  Brother  Drummond  of 
that  mode  of  review  and  report,  while  it  confirms  our  opiniona  of  tti  «x- 
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oellenee,  rebnkes  the  timidity  whioh  indnoed  xa  in  th($  reriew  to  l6Dow 
the  track  of  our  soissoring  preoedente  and  habits. 

Brother  Dmmmond  reviews  with  pleasant  remark  and  fraternal  oonsid> 
oration  the  proceedings  of  our  Annual  GommYmioation  of  1875  and  wa 
thank  him  especially  for  the  encouragement  afforded  by  his  kind  notice 
in  the  views  expressed  of  our  maiden  reportonal  effort  of  that  year. 

We  quote  below  the  portion  indicating  his  approval  of  our  position 
on  the  question  of  **  colored  Masons."  His  own  deliverances  on  that  toj^ 
in  the  report  under  review^  constitute  a  valuable  contribution  to  tha 
history  of  Biasonry  in  that  direction,  and  as  such  we  hope  to  be  able  to 
reproduce  it  at  the  close  of  this  report,  under  the  head  of  **  Colored  Ma- 
sons," and  have  marked  it  for  insertion  there.  This  subject  claimed  the 
attention  of  the  writer  as  a  member  of  the  recent  General  Assembly  of 
Alabama,  when  an  effort  was  made  to  erect  the  so-called  ''Colored G^rand 
Lodge  of  Alabama"  into  a  body  corporate — (the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ala- 
bama having  neither  received  intimation  of  such  purpose  or  even  of  the 
exiUenee  of  such  colored  Grand  Lodge) — and  'forced  him  to  consider 
anew  the  necessity  for  information  and  judicious  action  on  this  dangerous 
involvement  The  charter  asked  for  was  refused  by  the  Legislature ;  but 
the  movement  indicated  a  determination  to  push  the  conflict  into  the 
political  arena  and  thus  add  to  its  discordant  adjuncts. 

We  quote  from  his  notice  of  Alabama,  on  the  topic  of  report  on  For- 
eign Correspondence,  the  following: 

"  But  the  most  interesting  part  of  his  report  is  his  discussion  of  the 
action  of  Ohio,  in  reference  to  "colored  masonry."  He  holds  that 
no  one  has  raised  the  question  as  to  the  rig^t  of  negnoB  to  be 
made  Masons  in  regular  Lodges,  and  that  no  question  of  raee 
or  eolor  is  involved  m  the  petition  presented  to  the  G^rand  Lodge 
of  Ohio.  The  question  was  the  recognition  ci  certain  so-called 
Lodges.  If  they  are  regularly  constituted  Lodges,  composed  of 
regular  Masons,  they  should  at  once  be  adopted  and  admitted  under 
the  ffovemment  of  that  Grand  Lodge;  but  if  they  are  ekmdM- 
tine  Lodges,  composed  of  ekmdesUtu^  made  Masons,  that  G^rand 
Lodge  ought  to  have  proclaimed  the  fact  and  refused  the  petition.  But 
the  contemji^ted  action  he  holds  to  be  neitiier  the  one  nor  the  other ;  but 
a  muui  denial  of  the  petiii<m,  evincdng  an  unwillingness  to  meet  the 
colored  Brethren  on  terms  of  intimacy  or  union.  He  beseeches  our  Ohio 
Brethren  not  to  adopt  so  indirect  uid  inconclusive  a  policy  as  the  one 
recommended  by  the  committee,  and  calls  upon  the  Grand  Lodge  to  de- 
dde  the  question  of  legUimaoif^taad,  if  the  colored  Lodges  of  Ohio  are 
"  true  and  perfect,"  to  take  charge  of  them  and  introduce  as  her  legiti- 
mate children.  He  insists  that  there  can  be  no  compromise  or  evasion  in 
the  matter.    He  adds: 

"  'We  have  no  antipathy  against  negroea  on  aocoont  of  zaoe  or  oolor ; 
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have  no  aversion  to  recofmizing  any  free  horn  negro  as  a  Mason,  if  aa- 
Burpd  thnt  he  \b  tm^y  and  leintimately  entitled  to  such  recognition,  and 
conducts  himself  as  a  Mason.* 

*'  We  are  gratifipd  to  have  this  calm  discnssion  of  this  question  from 
Brother  Beers.  We  have  feared  most  an  excited  discussion,  prompted  by 
passion,  prejudice  or  enthusiasm ;  and  it  is  gratifying  to  r^td  one  based 
npon  the  principles  involved.  The  position  of  Brother  Beers  seems  to  ns 
ab^lut-ely  impregnable.  ^ 

*'In  this  connection  we  call  attention  to  one  fact,  which  win  more  or 
less  influence  this  discussion.  At  the  North  the  prejudice  against  the 
colored  man  is  almost  wholly  personcU,  and  founded  primarily  on  color ; 
while  at  the  South  there  is  little  of  this  personal  antipathy,  but  whatever 
there  is,  is  founded  upon  the  former  condition  of  the  race,  of  which  ooior 
is  the  mere  badge."

MANITOBA. 

The  M.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  Manitoba,  organized  May  12th,  187S,  held 
its  first  annual  communication  in  the  dty  of  Winnipeg,  oommeneing 
Wednesday,  June  14th,  A.  D.  1876. 

The  M.  W.  Grand  Master,  W.  0.  Clark,  being  absent,  ''owing  to  nn- 
looked  for  circumstances"  beyond  his  contral,  B.  W.  Brother  George 
Black,  P.  G.  M.,  presided,  and  read  or  caused  to  be  read  the  anznial  ad- 
dress of  G.  M.  Clark.  It  is  a  short,  but  comprehensive  review  of  the 
organization  and  first  year's  *  'doings"  of  the  Grand  Lodge.  One  decisJoo, 
on  an  important,  controverted  question,  attracts  our  attention,  and  we 
beg  to  object  most  emphatioally  to  his  oonolusionB,  as  eTpresMd  in  the 
foUowing  answer,  viz : 

'Is  it  proper  to  ask  a  visiting  brother,  'Are  yon  free  by  bixth?*  md 

how  should  the  W.  M.  act  if  the  answer  be  in  the  negative  7 

**AnmMr, — It  is  a  proper  Masonio  question,    u  case  th«  qoMlkn 
ahoold  be  in  the  negative,  I  dedded  thai  the  oonftirrfng  of  tba  degree  in 
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a  re^larly  oonstitatdd  lodge  ^mo  facto  entitles  the  recipient  to  all  the 
priTileges  of  that  degree.  That  when  facts  are  oveiloolced  or  suppressed, 
the  degree  is  not  inralid  on  that  account;  Masonry  cannot  withdraw  any 
priyilege  conferred,  except  for  past  facto  canse,  and  then  only  alter 
due  trial;  should  any  be  admitted  to  the  priyileges  of  Masonry  contrary 
to  the  ancient  landmarks  that  is  the  fault  of  Qie  conferring  authority, 
but  cannot  operate  to  the  prejudice  of  the  recipient." 

If  fraud  accomplished  is  thus  sheltered,  in  the  enjoyment  of  priyile~ 
ges  surreptitiously  acquired,  we  are  weak  indeed  in  resources  for  the  pro- 
tection and  purification  of  the  Institution. 

This  young  offshoot  of  Oanada,  forced,  as  it  appears,  by  its  geographi- 
cal position  and  other  necessities  to  assume  (with  the  full  consent,  how- 
erer,  of  the  Mother  Grand  Lodge)  a  separate  and  independent  position, 
appears  to  be  prospering,  and  its  proceedings  give  assurance  of  vigor 
and  growth. 

We  gladly  extend  to  her  the  hand  of  fellowship,  inviting  the  usual  in- 
terchange of  courtesies  and  expressing  the  kindest  wishes  for  her  snccesB 
and  prosperity  in  the  future.     *^E$toperpetua"

€hnnd  Chaplain,  assisted  by  the  f cJlowing  G^rand  Oflioen  and  other 
hers,  who  occupied  their  respectiTe  places"  : 

We  are  more  than  half  inclined  to  think  that  this  form  of  "mimiteir 
is  a  perpetuation  of  an  old  method  of  that  Grand  Lodge,  and  from  this 
and  other  hints,  in  the  proceedings,  of  familiarity  with,  and  regazdfor, 
the  usages  of  G^rand  Lodge  liasoniy  in  the  olden  time,  oar  penektaU 
for  historical  research  was  quickened  with  the  hope  of  disoorering  the 
age  of  Maryland  (Masonic,  of  course).  We,  howerer,  searched  in  tsib 
through  these  printed  pages  for  information  as  to  how  kmg  the  Gnmd 
Lodge  of  Iffaryland  had  existed,  and  as  we  had  access  to  no  other  sooroe 
of  information,  relinquished  the  inquiry.  We  know  thai  she  is  not 
young,  in  comparison  with  a  majority  of  American  Grand  Bodies,  and 
can  vouch  for  her  respectability  and  intelligence  compared  with  any  o^ 
ganization.  We  would,  nevertheless,  like  to  know  how  old  she  is,  and 
beg  to  suggest  to  Brother  Medairy,  Grand  Secretary,  the  propriety  of  add- 
ing to%is  annual  reports  and  information  on  that  subject.  The  Grand  Mas- 
ter's address  is  an  interesting  business  document,  devoted  to  the  elucida- 
tion of  domestic  affairs.    He  notices  appropriately  the  death  of 

BEV.  J.  N.  M'JXLTON,  PAST  ORAXD  ICA8TKB, 

and  also  that  of 

BBOTHZB  DANDEL  A.  FIPKB,  ORAXD  TILKB. 

both  of  whom  were  craftsmen  of  note  and  worth,  the  latter  espedaDj, 
who  is  represented  as  having  been  '*one  of  its  best  anthoritieB  in  the 
toark  and  kfre  ot  Masoniy." 

He  speaks  frankly  and  f eelin^y  of  flnancial  matters,  and  we  note  hoe 
the  taat  that  the  Grand  Lodge  appears  so  near  the  gflaHtatioo  of  its  de- 
sired freedom  from  debt,  or  at  least  inability  to  resume  interest  pajmeoti 
on  aU  claims,  that  the  first  revival  of  business  prosperity  fai  the  eountiy 
will  insure  the  hoped  f6r  results,  and  free  them  from  nniltaiiaiiiiwil 
nieir  Masonic  Temple  win  soon,  we  hope,  yield  them  an  ample  inecBie, 
and  thus  demonstrate  the  wisdom  of  the  ezpenditores  inemxed  for  ill 
erection.  Certainly,  with  the  business  views  expressed;  and  earnest  de- 
termination indicated  in  these  minutes,  the  Iffaryland  Grand  Lodge  wiD 
speedily  recover  from  its  temporary  financial  difficulties. 

We  find  in  the  proceedings  the  following  incident,  which  we  extract  ai 
interesting  and  noteworthy,  and  desire  to  place  among  the  archives  of 
AUKumii  to  preserve  there  a  record  of  this  reUe,  not  dovibtiBg  its  gena- 
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'^Brother  Thomas  O.  Watsom  Fast  Master  of  Koniiinontal  Lodge,  Ko. 
96,  on  behalf  of  Mr.  James  £.  TyBon,  presented  the  Grand  Lodge  a 
onrioos  relic,  with  the  following  remarlu : 

**MMt  WortMpful  Grand  MasUri 

"As  a  member  of  Montimental  Lodge,  No.  96, 1  haye  the  honor  to 
present  to  you,  and  throogh  you  to  this  Grand  Lodge  for  its  acceptance, 
a  Sand-stone  Plumb-bob,  found  at  the  ruins  of  the  Temple  of  Ooum- 
Onmbus,  in  Egypt,  by  Mr.  James  E.  Tyson,  a  gentleman  and  merchant 
of  this  city,  of  high  standing,  and  whose  word  is  reliable. 

''By  the  ohronides  of  that  part  of  the  world,  it  appears  the  Temple 
was  built  about  4,000  years  aso,  or  in  the  time  of  Abraham,  and  about 
400  years  before  the  birth  of  Moses. 

"Intrinsically  it  is  worthless — ^for  its  antiquity  valuable;  and  although 
Mr.  Tyson  is  not  a  Mason,  it  shows  his  respect  for  our  Ancient  Institu- 
tion, and  therefore  he  has  requested  me  to  nand  it  to  this  Grand  Body 
for  their  acceptance.  Fraternally,  ^.,

"Brother  John  M.  Garter  submitted  the  following.    Adopted. 

Hesolved,  That  the  thanks  of  this  Grand  Lodge  be,  and  they  are  here- 
by tendered  to  Mr.  James  K  Tyson  for  his  gift  of  a  Sand-stone  Plumb- 
bob,  found  by  him  at  the  ruins  of  the  Temple  of  Gotim-Oumbus,  in 
Egypt,  the  birth-place  of  Masonry,  and  no  doubt  employed  in  tne  erec- 
tion of  that  famous  Temple  more  than  4,000  years  ago,  which  ancient 
relic  of  operative  Masonry  constitutes  a  most  interesting  and  valuable 
addition  to  the  archives  of  Masoniy  in  Maryland. 

^^Beaolvedt  That  the  Grand  Secreta^be  directed  to  transmit  to  Mr.  Ty- 
son, through  the  hands  of  Brother  Thomas  O.  Watson,  a  copy  of  these 
resolutions  in  token  of  our  acceptance  of  the  gift  and  appreciation  of 
the  kindly  interest  in  the  Graft  prompting  its  presentation.

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MASSAOHUSETTa 

The  M.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  MASsachnsetts  met  in  Annnal  Gommimi- 
oation,  (being  its  one  hundred  and  forty-second  anniversary,)  in  the  city 
of  Boston  on  the  eighth  day  of  December,  A.  D.,  1875,  and  was  opened 
in  ample  form  by  M.  W.  Peroiyal  Lowell  Ererett,  Ghrand  liaster. 

An  interesting  ceremony — ^the  presentation  of  a  most  artistic  poitimit 
of  his  Boyal  Hifiihness,  the  Prince  of  Wales,  arrayed  in  foil  regalia  as 
Grand  Master  by  B.  W.  and  Hon.  Thomas  A  Doyle,  P.  G.  M.  of  Rhode 
Island,  preceded  the  regular  business  of  the  session,  and  is  a  notable  fea- 
ture of  the  proceedings. 

The  presentation  address  of  B.  W.  P.  G.  M.  Doyle  is  eloquent  and  in- 
Btructive.  He  gracefully  discharges  the  duty  assigned  him  by  the  donor 
in  presenting  the  portrait,  and  then  impressively  comments  on  the  etent 
which,  though  apparently  designed  to  injure  Masonry,  became  by  a  wise 
OTerruling  Providence,  a  source  of  strength  and  encouragement.  The 
Graft  exchanged  an  apagtate  MarguU  for  a  *'  true  Prince.**  We  quote  a 
portion  of  his  speech  alluding  to  this  remarkable  event,  viz : 

**  Occasionally  events  have  occurred  in  the  history  of  the  Institution, 
the  influence  of  which  upon  the  Institution  and  mankind  is  apparent, 
not  only  to  the  initiated,  out  to  those  without  the  Order,  and  such  an 
event  has  transpired  within  the  present  year.  The  influence  of  the  event 
referred  to  upon  Freemasonry  and  upon  the  world  will  be  traced  for  gen- 
erations to  come  as  easily  as  the  course  of  a  stream  is  seen  in  its  various 
windings  from  its  source  to  the  mighty  ocean  into  which  it  empties. 

**  I  refer  to  the  resignation  of  the  office  of  Grand  Master  of  Masons  of 
Ens^nd,  by  the  Marquis  of  Ripon,  and  the  installation  of  the  Prince  of 
Wales  as  his  successor.  That  this  resignation  was  dictated  by  the  ''Pris- 
oner of  the  Vatican,"  there  can  be  no  doubt ;  that  it  was  intended  as  a 
blow  at  the  only  organization  that  really  confronts  the  powerful  Roman 
Church  cannot  be  doubted,  and  that  the  blow  has  produced  an  effect  di- 
rectly contrary  to  what  was  anticipated  is  plainly  read  of  all  men.  It  is 
not  the  flrst  time  in  history  that  Papal  decrees  have  failed  in  the  effects 
they  were  intended  to  secure,  and  in  this  instance  we  have  seen  Masonry 
strengthened  and  given  a  power  that  it  never  possessed  before.  Already 
its  influence  is  felt  in  England,  and  it  will  continue  to  increase  in  power 
as  the  years  pass  on ;  and  although  we  may  not  see  the  full  fruit  thereof, 
yet  in  future  years  that  installation  scene  will  stand  out  as  one  of  the 
great  events  in  history.  And  what  a  scene  that  was,  that  even  he,  the 
chief  actor  in  it, — accustomed  from  birth  to  pageants,  to  receptions  and 
imposing  ceremonials,  educated  to  control  his  feelings  and  exercise  re- 
straint in  public, — even  he  could  not  suppress  his  natural  impulses,  uA 
in  his  emotion  betrayed  the  grandeur  of  the  hour." 
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The  reoeption  speech  of  B.  W.  Brother  John  D.  Heard,  P.  G.  M.,  mm 

a  fitting  response  to  the  presentation  address. 

He  alludes  pointedly  to  some  historical  antecedents  of  H.  B.  H.,  the 
Prince  of  Wides,  by  which  his  Biasonic  genealogy  through  Edward,  Duke 
of  Kent,  (Initiated  1790  and  Grand  Master  in  1818,  who  as  such  was  in- 
strumental in  harmonizing  differences  then  existing  among  the  fraternity 
of  England — )  is  traced  to  Frederick,  Prince  of  Wales,  the  father  of 
George  the  m,  who  was  Initiated  in  1787.  (George  the  IV,  another  an- 
cestor of  the  Prince  O.  M,  of  Masons  of  England,  was  also  Grand  Mas- 
ter of  England,  chosen  in  1790,  and  afterwards  elected  Grand  Master  of 
Scotland,  (in  1806,)  to  reconcile  differences  and  to  unite  the  two  Grand 
Lodges  on  terms  of  **8tricte8t  union''  and  'intimate  communication." 
Thus  the  Prince  is  a  Mason,  and  a  peace  maker  as  well,  by  inheritance. 
May  he  prove  to  our  English  brethren  the  *Trince  of  peace'' — ^to  bring 
them  out  of  trouble  and  lead  them  into  green  pastures. 

We  could  not  refrain  from  dwelling  thus  at  length  upon  this  interesting 
incident ;  for  it  relates  to  an  era  of  Masonry  pregnant  with  meaning  in 
the  present,  and  suggestive  of  events  for  the  future  which  are  likely  to 
claim  and  receive  the  attention  of  the  Historian  who  may  hereafter  at- 
tempt to  record  the  progress  of  civilization  in  this  epoch.  To  us  Mason- 
ry is  now,  as  it  has  been  for  ages  past,  the  grand  conservator  of  the  rights 
of  conscience  and  of  liberty— one  of  the  principal  foctors  in  the  problem 
of  the  progress  and  destiny  of  man. 

The  annual  address  of  M.  W.  Grand  Master  Everett  is  as  usual  an  able 
and  interesting  document,  quite  worthy  of  his  fame,  and  well  suited  to 
the  dignity  and  intelligence  of  the  distinguished  Body  over  which  he 
presided.    The  topics  claiming  special  attention  in  this  report  are 

Finance, 

The  BitufO, 

Impostors, 

and  Masonic  Trials, 

all  of  which,  under  distinct  headings,  are  discussed  with  marked  abiUtj 
and  judgment. 

An  Imposter,  one  Chablbs  db  Laoabueb  (so-called)  is  arraigned  for 
assuming  to  confer  degrees  under  pretense  of  authority  from  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Scotland.  We  publish  his  name  and  character  to  aid  in  com- 
municating the  caution  to  other  jurisdictions. 

•  We  have  before  expressed  our  admiration  of  the  mode  of  transacting 
business  in  this  Grand  Lodge,  and  of  the  evidences  of  harmony  and  Ma- 
■onio  Wisdom  pervading  its  reoords.    The  prooMdings  nndor  review  am

In  fall  hannony  with  those  of  preceding  oommimioatiQnfl,  and  cbum  re- 
newed commendation,  and  we  regret  our  inability  to  appropriate  many 
Teiy  faiteresting  extracts  marked  for  nae. 

The  Great  Feast,  on  the  28th  December,  following  the  Installation  cere- 
monies of  the  Grand  Lodge,  (postponed,  it  would  seem,  from  the  Aimoal 
Oommunioation  to  the  day  celebrated  as  St  John's  AnniTersazy)  was  a 
notable  day,  prolifio  of  good  cheer  and  pleasant  interchange  of  Mwitimw^t, 
The  speeches  are  admirable,  some  sparkling  with  wit,  others  redolent  of 
pleasant  memories  of  past  erents  and  characters ;  while  not  a  few  take 
hold  of  and  treat  with  ability  and  erodition  subjects,  of  philosophical  and 
traditionary  f  character,  quite  unusual  at  such  feasts,  yet  quite  con- 
gruous to  this  anniyersary,  when  analytically  examined  and  iWtumamnA 
We  allude  especially  here  to  the  opinion  as  to  the  origin  of  the  two  anni- 
Tersaries,  St  John  the  EvangeUst  and  St.  John  the  Baptist,  as  presented 
hi  the  interesting  speech  of  B.  W.  Brother  William  Sewall  Gardner — sug- 
gesting the  remote  origin  of  the  observance  of  feasts  at  those  periods  of 
Solstice,  Summer  and  Winter,  which  can  be  traced  back  through  Bome, 
Greece  and  Egypt  to  remotest  antiquity.  Were  these  changes  of  seasons 
always  observed  and  celebrated  by  Masons? 

The  speeches  are  indeed  exceedingly  enjoyable,  and  in  reading  them 
we  have  been  greatly  feasted  and  refreshed.  It  will  not  do,  howerer,  to 
dwell  longer  on  Massachusetts,  even  though  the  feast  be  ever  so  p^i**f>>i^ 
so  we  reluctantly  hasten  on,  admonished  that  the  printer  waits  for  '^copy.** 

Ko  report  on  Foreign  Correspondence  is  furnished,  and  in  this  Missi

The  tnnsaotimiB  of  the  M.  W.  Ghnad  Lodge  of  MIohlgMi,  aiiteThirlj- 
Seoond  Azmaal  Oommixnicatioii,  conToned  in  the  dtj  of  Ghnad  Bapidi, 
ooxnmenoing  Januazy  25th,  A.  D.  1876,  are  before  us. 

M.  W.  Grand  Master  Oeorge  H.  Durand  presided,  and  addrooped  tfaA 
Grand  Lodge  in  a  speech  remarkable  f6r  its  Yigor  and  purity  of  style  aa 
well  as  its  deamess  and  business  like  presentation  of  the  sobjeots  claim- 
ing their  consideration. 

The  Grand  Master  reports  many  dedsionB  on  qnestlons  of  Maaonio  law 
and  usages,  but  most  of  them  are  of  that  character  indicating  a  want  of 
skill  and  industry  on  the  part  of  the  Worshipful  Masters  and  Lodges,  ask- 
ing the  questions,  rather  than  any  serious  difficulty  in  solving  them,  if 
the  authorities  were  property  consulted.  One  decision,  howeyer,  was 
elicited  from  the  Grand  Master  which,  we  think,  shows  a  willingness  to 
depart  from  the  strict  letter  of  the  law  (XofulmarJk.)  The  able  OommiU 
tee  on  Jurisprudence,  to  whom  it  was  referred,  reported  unfkyorably  to 
the  Grand  Master's  decision  and  were  sustained,  in  their  adverse  report, 
by  the  Grand  Lodge. 

We  quote  the  decision  of  the  Grand  Master,  and  also  a  portion  of  tha 
dissenting  opinion  of  the  Oommittee  on  Jurisprudence,  remarking  thai 
the  report  of  the  Oommittee  discusses  with  great  ability  and  ezhanstively, 
the  subject  of  physical  qualification,  etc.    We  quote  as  follows : 

''Question.-— Does  the  loss  of  sight  in  one  eye,  the  other  being  sound, 
disqualify  a  person  from  receiving  degrees  in  Mssonry  ? 

''Answer. — I  think  the  weight  of  authority  upon  this  point  is,  thai 
such  a  defect  does  not  amount  to  a  physical  disqualiflcaabn.  I  shall 
therefore  hold  that  the  loss  of  one  eye,  the  other  being  somad,  does  not 
render  the  petitioner  physically  disqualified." 

The  dissent  of  the  Oonmuttaa  doses  thus: 


"  Your  oommittee  have  endeavored  to  set  forth  fully  before  the  Gxaod 
Lodge  aU  the  light  which  they  could  obtain,  having  a  bearing  upon  this 
subject,  so  that  this  important  question  can  be  dMided  jproperly  and  in 
aocordlmoe  with  rulings  and  decisions  based  upon  the  Ancient  Landmarks 
in  regard  to  the  physical  qualifications  of  candidates ;  and  we  are  gratl- 
fled  U>  find  that  such  uniformity  of  decisions  prevails  among  nearly  aU  of 
our  sister  Grand  Jurisdictions  upon  tins  subject,  and  the  disposition 
shown  not  to  remove  or  infrinffe  upon  the  Ancient  Landmarks.  We  be- 
lieve the  decision  made  upon  tius  questicm  by  this  Grand  Body,  fai  187S, 
was  oozxect  tiien,  and  is  now. 
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**  There  is  no  safety  in  innontioQ  anTwhere  in  our  greienL  Make  Hot 
one,  and  yon  will  soon  make  another  more  dangerone  than  the  first;  and 
the  beauty  and  symmetiy  of  our  Temple  will  soon  equal  the  confusion  of 
Babel,  and  instead  of  our  order  being  cosmopolitan  it  would  eoon  be  pro- 
▼incial  and  be  shcnm  of  its  strength,  rank  and  gk)ry.  There  would  soon 
be  such  confusion  of  tongues,  deformity  and  irregularity  of  material,  as 
would  destroy  its  efficacy  and  universality. 

'*  Touch  not  a  single  block — remove  not  an  Ancient  Landmark— bat 
transmit  to  posterity,  unimpaired,  thersacred  tenets  of  our  Order.  Yoor 
committee,  therefore,  recommend  that  this  decision  of  the  Grand  Master 
be  not  confirmed,  and  that  the  decision  of  this  Grand  Lodge  of  1872,  be 
and  the  same  is  hereby  re-affirmed  and  established." 

The  Grand  Master  recommends  social  re-unions  in  Lodge-rooms.  Is 
this  not  a  new  departure  f  Admitting  all  he  says  in  the  annexed  extracts 
on  the  general  subject  of  ''  social  relations,"  is  there  any  necessity  for 
the  *' gatherings"  in  Lodges;  but,  on  the  contrary,  are  there  no  serious 
objections  to  it?  We  quote  his  suggestions,  however  (for  what  they  aie 
worth),  viz.: 


'*  SOCIAL  BZLATIONS  ZH  XASONBT. 


''  I  desire  to  caD  the  attention  of  the  Fraternity  in  this  Grand  Jurisdic- 
tion, to  a  subject  which  I  consider  of  great  importance  and  of  sufficient 
magnitude  to  make  it  an  entirely  proper  one  to  be  treated  of  in  a  paper 
of  the  dignity  of  a  Grand  Master's  address. 

**  What  is  the  object  of  Masoniy,  socially  considered  ?  I  am  decidedly 
of  the  opinion,  that  our  Lodges  nave  not  taken  pains  enough  to  proper^ 
cultivate  and  maintain  those  pleasant  social  relations  which  are  so  essen- 
tially necessary  to  the  welfare  of  our  institution,  and  which  are  requisite 
in  order  that  the  attention  and  interest  of  the  membership  may  be  pre- 
served. Man  is  eminently  social,  and  Masonry  should  be  an  eminently 
social  institution.  Inasmuch  as  our  membership  is  composed  of  men  in 
whom  God  has  implanted  the  strongest  desires  for  social  benefits,  it  is  im- 
possible to  sustain  m  a  fresh,  healthy  condition  in  this  or  any  other  similar 
orffanization,  without  infusing  into  it  that  pleasant  social  quality  which 
lightens  the  heart  and  drives  away  that  look  of  anxious  care,  which  a 
busy  life  imposes.  It  seems  to  me  that  an  institution  of  the  dignity  of 
Masonry,  azid  one  which  oocnoies  so  high  a  place  as  it  does  in  the  present 
history  of  the  world,  owes  a  auty  not  <mly  to  itself  but  to  others  in  this 
most  important  partumlar.  Why  should  not  our  Lodges  have  frequent 
social  gatherings,  not  once  or  twice  in  a  year,  but  as  often  as  once  or 
twice  m  a  month,  when  the  doors  shall  be  thrown  oi>en  and  the  wivesand 
sons  and  daughten  of  the  members  admitted  to  while  away  a  short  tons 
in  the  enjoyment  of  those  innocent  amusements  which  ooxistitate  the  oo> 
hesive  power  of  social  life  ?  As  no  man  can  live  properiy  and  aocomplidi 
those  ends  which  oar  Great  Creator  meant  he  should  attain  to,  if  deprived 
of  social  pleasoze,  so  I  maintain  that  no  such  organization  of  men  can 
live  and  prosper,  and  continue  healthv  and  strong,  if  the  roles  and  re- 
quirements of  social  life  are  either  arbitrarily  or  persistently  set  at  deft- 
anooy  or^eDftirely  nafl^tooted." 
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We  regret  thai  the  prooeedings  gire  no  report  on  Foreign  CkxReepon- 
dence.

The  M.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  Mississippi  conyened  in  its  fifty-eighth 
Annual  Communication  in  the  city  of  Jackson,  on  the  2d,  8d  and  4th  days 
of  February,  A.  D.  1876,  and  we  are  favored  with  an  interesting  Toltime 
of  nearly  three  hundred  pages  reporting  the  prooeedings  thereof. 

M.  W.  Grand  Master,  A.  H.  Barkley,  opened  the  Grand  Lodge  in 
ample  form,  and  delivered  an  address  of  marked  ability  and  appropriate- 
ness. It  is  thoughtful,  intelligent  and  instruotiTe.  We  have  read  it  with 
great  pleasure  and  profit  He  has,  we  think,  a  correct  apprehension  of 
the  * 'mission"  and  duty  of  Masonry,  and  we  quote  a  portion  of  his  well 
expressed  opinions  on  this  topic,  Tiz : 

'It  is  olaimedfor  Freemasonry  that  it  is  noton]y  the  moet  andent,  bat 
the  most  moral  science  known  to  man;  thai  each  emblem  has  a  moral 
meaninff,  and  in  the  most  forcible  manner  inonlcatea  the  practioe  of  vir- 
tue.  This  claim  is  well  calculated  to  awaken  great  ezpeotraons,  eR>eoial- 
Iv  on  the  part  of  the  uninitiated,  and  should  they  fidl  to  find  this  nuit  in 
the  lives  of  those  who  profess  to  be  governed  by  the  pure  mnndples  of 
the  Order,  their  misdeeds  are  visited  upon  the  institution.  The  instito- 
tion  of  Masonry,  therefore,  in  any  community,  as  to  its  moral  infiuenoe, 
is  just  what  the  members  of  the  Order  make  it.  It  everywhere  inouU 
oatefTand  enforces  the  practice  of  virtue,  by  emblems  the  most  striking 
and  appropriate.  It  pomts  to  the  individual  Mason  as  an  intelli^t  part 
of  a  great  brotherhood,  bound  together  by  the  most  saored  obligations, 
and  every  Mason  owes  it  to  himself,  to  sooiety,  and  the  fraternity  at 
large,  to  contribute  his  just  proportion  in  "*^^^«fag  tha  zeputetion  of 
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the  Older.    Nor  is  it  asking  too  maoh  when  I  dmnmici,  at  the  hands  of 
each  brother,  fidelity  to  the  trust  committed.    Hie  duty  is  one  which  is 
common  to  all,  and  the  obligation  which  makes  it  imperatiTe  on  one  to 
''do  justly,  love  mercy,  and  walk  hombl]^  before  God,'*  bears  with  eqiMl 
force  on  every  member  of  the  Order.    Oiroomspection  should  character- 
ise  onr  actions,  not  only  in  our  intercourse  with  one  another,  but  with 
the  profane,  so  that  the  fruits  of  the  Institution  of  Freemasonry  may  be 
seen  and  felt,  and  the  world  at  large  conyinced  of  its  ^ood  elFects.     Our 
practice,  as  Masons,  should  be  in  perfect  keeping  with  our  profession, 
otherwise  we  shall  not  only  stand  at  a  great  diaidyantage  before  the 
world,  but  at  the  same  time  subject  ourselyes  to  condemnation  from 
those  who  are  without      **•**♦• 

'^Occupying,  as  Freemasonry  does,  a  prominent  position  among  the 
recognized  institutions  of  the  land,  and  which  has  for  its  ultimate  end 
the  amelioration  of  the  condition  and  elevation  of  matiHnH  it  is  to  be 
expected  that  the  combined  efforts  of  the  Fraternity  would  be  directed  to 
the  final  accomplishment  of  this  laudable  undertaking.  Founded  on  the 
purest  principles  of  morality,  and  enforcing  its  tenets,  as  Freemasoniy 
does,  by  precepts,  based  upon  and  deduced  from,  the  dtvine  law,  we  have 
sufficient  grounds  to  foster  the  hope  of  great  results  from  the  united 
efforts  of  those  whose  lives  *are  linked  together  by  an  indissoluble  chain 
of  sincere  affection.*  Viewed  simply  in  the  lig^t  of  a  social  institution, 
it  has  claims  upon  society  which  call  for  serious  thought  and  calm  inves- 
tigation. But  if  we  would  imderstand  and  appreciate  its  true  mission, 
our  thoughts  must  take  a  wider  range  and  gr^sp  those  nobler  objecti 
which  are  the  legitimate  offspring  of  the  great  principles  on  which  the 
institution  rests.  The  foundation  of  every  virtue  is  truth.  To  be  good 
and  true  is  the  first  lesson  which  Masonry  teaches.  To  know  and  do  the 
truth  is  the  grand  end  proposed,  and  when  this  shall  have  been  accom- 
plished, then,  and  not  until  then,  will  the  true  mission  of  the  institntioo 
of  Masonry  have  been  fulfilled. 

<*These  thoughts,  brethren,  have  been  called  forth  from  the  fact  that 
the  true  intent  of  the  Order  is  not  generally  understood,  and  in  viewing 
Hour  minds  are  directed  simply  to  those  features  which  lay  upon  the  sor- 
face,  to  the  utter  exclusion  of  those  nobler  ends,  which  are  worthy  of 
wu  most  patient  study." 

We  also  quote  his

"In  mv  oflioial  acts  during  the  year  now  past,  I  have  soo^t  to  mab- 
tahi  the  honor  of  Masoniy  and  advance  the  intereats  of  the  Graft  In 
those  labors  my  every  effort  has  been  seccmded  by  the  officers  of  this 
Grand  Lodge,  and  the  Masters  and  members  of  the  Subordinate  Lodges 
throuchout  this  Grand  Jurisdiction,  and  to  each  and  all  I  am  under  last- 
big  ODiigations. 

^These  efforts,  if  they  have  tended  to  advance  the  welfkre  of  thelnsti- 
totion,  and  place  it  on  a  more  permanent  footing,  the  meed  of  praise  is 
pre-eminently  due  to  the  timely  aid  rendered  by  our  aooompliahed  Gxaai 
Beoretary,  than  whom  there  is  not,  in  this  nor  in  any  other  (Hand  Juiis- 
^Botion  a  more  efficient  officer,  and  I  hereby  teiodeir  to  him  mygfaiom 
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thanks  for  his  invaliiAble  assistanoe.  Nor  can  I.  forget  the  self-denying 
labors  of  the  District  Deputies  and  Grand  Leotorer,  who  have  held  up 
my  hands,  and  relieyed  me  in  all  the  ardaoos  duties  of  office.  By  these 
labors  they  have  not  only  gained  the  plaudit  *'of  well  done,"  but  have 
endeared  themselyes  to  the  hearts  of  the  entire  fraternity. 

*^A.nd  now,  brethren,  I  thank  you  for  the  honors  which  you  have  con- 
ferred upon  me.  For  two  successive  years  you  have  called  me  to  preside 
over  the  Graft  in  this  State.  During  this  period  you  have  given  me  your 
confidence  and  support,  and  thus  strengthened  my  efforts  to  maintain  the 
reputation  of  Freemasonry  throughout  this  Grand  Jurisdiction. 

**The  duties  of  the  hour  are  before  us.  The  labors  of  another  Gtrand 
Oommunication  demand  our  attention.  Let  us  be  Masonic  minute  men, 
and  **do  with  our  might  whatever  our  hands  find  to  do."  Let  the  scales 
of  justice  be  held  in  equal  poise,  and  may  our  labors  be  crowned  with 
abundant  success." 

The  proceedings  indicate  harmony  and  prosperity.  The  report  of 
Brother  Thomas  S.  Gathright,  Chairman,  on  the  ■*  ^objective  features  of 
Freemasonry;"  is  a  light  shining  in  darkness.  It  calls  upon  the  brethren 
of  Mississippi  (and  everywhere)  to  arise — to  shake  off  the  lethargy  of 
the  past,  and  with  an  eloquent  recapitulation  of  the  duties,  obligations, 
and  objects  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  urges  them  to  effort  and  progress  **to 
obtain  the  objective  point  of  our  ancient  and  honorable  fraternity — ^the 
elevation  of  its  members  and  the  amelioration  of  the  condition  of  man, 
by  raising  him  to  a  higher  scale  of  intelligence,  and  by  purifying  his  moral 
aspirations." 

They  recommend  the  erection  of  a  Masonio  Oollsob  as  the  * 'particu- 
lar object  to  be  achieved"  in  this  revival  of  Masonic  energy  and  benevo- 
lence. 

fOBXIQN   00BBI8P0NDKII0B. 

The  report  under  this  head  is  from  the  able  pen  of  Brother  Thomas  S. 
Gathright,  Ohairman.  He  reviews,  with  his  usual  intelligence  and  pre- 
cision (in  spite  of  the  adverse  hindrances  mentioned  in  his  concluding 
remarks)  the  proceedings  of  forty-three  Grand  Lodges.  Alabama  re- 
ceives courteous  attention,  and  the  proceedings  of  1874  are  fraternally 
noticed  and  criticised.  He  thus  alludes  to  and  questions  Brother  Walthall, 
(our  Senior).  We  take  the  liberty  of  answering  the  questions  according 
to  our  rulings  as  W.  M.: 

'*A.  very  proper  report  on  Gorrespondence  was  submitted  by  Brother 
W.  T.  WalthalL  If  Brother  W.  writes  another  report,  we  ads  him  to 
revise  the  spelling  of  our  name. 

'*We  wish  to  submit  a  question  to  Brother  Walthall,  and  ask  him  to 
answer,  and  further  more,  we  would  like  for  some  rule,  general  in  its  opera- 
tioD  to  be  adopted. 
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'If  a  BCason  of  Miwniwippi  yintg  a  place  in  Alahama  that  he  oomidan 
a  Lodge,  and  enoonnters  an  examining  oommittee,  has  he  a  right  to  de- 
mand an  exhibition  of  the  charter  before  he  enters  the  Lodge  ?  A  Lodge 
in  Mobile  refused  to  exhibit  its  warrant  to  a  member  of  the  Lodge  to 
which  this  writer  belongs,  and  our  brother  refused  to  **8it"  with  the  in- 
diriduals,  representing  themselves  to  be  a  Lodge." 

A  Brother  of  another  Lodge  or  Jurisdiction  desiring  to  visit  and  giving  no 
other  assurance  of  kU  right  toda  90  than  that  intimated  in  a  request  for 
an  examinaUon^  has  no  right  to  demand  of  the  Lodge  he  proposes  to 
Tisit  the  exhiMt  of  its  charter,  as  a  condition  precedent  to  the  examina- 
tion.   He  has  elected  to  visit  a  Lodge  recognized  publicly  as  a  Mammift 
institution  and  is  himself  unknown.    Li  such  cases  the  burden  of  proof 
is  on  the  applicant,  and  for  such  a  visitor  to  demand  the  charter  uMaut 
trial  is  impudent  or  irregular.    After  trial  and  before  entering  the  Lodge 
we  always  show  the  charter  if  requested  to  do  so.    The  visitor  must, 
prove  his  right  to  inspect  the  charter,  and  then  his  reqtiett  (not  demand) 
to  that  effect,  is  complied  with.     We  know  of  no  other  rule  in  Mobile, 
and  the  ^'Brother  of  Mississippi"  alluded  to  above  must  have  blundered 
in  making  his  demand  before  he  had  proved  his  right  to  *'sit  with  the  in- 
dividuals" alluded  to.    He  will  probably  learn  more  of  Masonry  as  he 
grows  older  and  avoid  similar  errors  in  the  future.     We  have  had  to  do 
with  a  few  brash  visitors  of  this  description,  and  always  wished  them 
better  training  in  the  etiquette  of  the  Lodge. 

Brother  Gathright  does  not  approve  Q.  M.  Wilson's  rulings  as  to  the 
burial  of  non-afiUiates,  neither  do  we. 

The  '*new  day  new  duty"  deliverance  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ohio  re- 
ceives from  Brother  Gathright  a  home  thrust,  in  his  excellent  and  very 
judicious  critique  upon  that  **new  departure."  He  is  perspicuous  and 
pointed,  while  depicting  the  evils  likely  to  attend  the  oonsummation  of 
the  Ohio  programme  of  1875-76,  (fortunately  frustrated,  as  we  learn  by 
newspaper  reports,  by  vote  of  the  Ohio  Grand  Lodge  in  1876,  refusing 
concurrence  in  the  proposed  recognition  of  the  colored  Grand  Lodge,) 
and  gives  many  cogent  reasons  against  the  proposed  movement

NEBRASKA. 

The  proceedings  of  the  M.  W.  Ghrand  Lodge  of  Nebraska,  at  its 
Eighteenth  Annual  Gommunication,  convened  at  linooln,  on  Wednesday, 
June  23d,  A.  D.  1875,  have  reached  us  in  a  neatly  printed  volume  of  220 
pages,  and  we  have  perused  the  doings  of  these  far  oif  Brethren  with  an 
interest  enhanced  by  the  admirable  typography  and  arrangement  of  the 
record. 

M.  W.  Grand  Master  Frank  Welsh  presided  at  the  Oommunication  and 
his  Annual  Address  is  commendable  for  clearness  and  precision  of  utter- 
ence,  relating  mainly,  however,  to  internal  affairs — ^matter  of  general  in- 
terest to  the  Craft  universal  and  of  speculative  character  being  relegated 
to  the  Grand  Orator,  whose  eloquent  oration  constitutes  an  important 
portion  of  the  printed  proceedings.  We  have  read  with  decided  interest 
his  able  resume  of  history  to  the  epoch  of  operative  and  the  beginning 
of  speculative  Masonry,  and  acknowledge  our  concurrence  and  i^ympathy 
with  the  -gifted  speaker  in  his  deductions  and  peroration,  from  which  last 
we  quote  a  few  sentences : 


*'  For  one  reason  and  another,  which  we  strive  to  argue  to  ourselves  is 
sufficient,  we  omit  doing  that  which  had  we  done;  perchance  one  who  was 
tottering  to  his  fall  would  have  been  rescued,  to  be  an  ornament  to  our 
institution  and  a  blessing  to  himself.  Our  dul^,  then,  should  be  per- 
formed, not  coldly,  but  with  a  genial,  hearty  desire  to  fully  perform  our 
duty.  We  should  not  fail  to  tenderly  remind  the  straying  one  of  bis 
fault,  wearying  not  that  an  inattentive  ear  gives  little  heed  to  the  golden 
words  of  brotherly  advice,  but,  still  trying,  endeavor  to  aid  his  reforma- 
tion; for — 

**  There's  never  a  garden  crowing 

With  roses  in  every  plot, 
There's  never  a  heart  so  hardened 

But  it  has  one  tender  spot — 
We  have  only  to  pursue  me  border 

To  find  the  forget-me-not" 

'*  Finally,  Freemasonry  of  to-day  is  that  universal  morality  that  at- 
taches itsdf  to  the  inhabitants  of  all  climes — ^to  the  men  of  every  worship. 
The  morality  which  Freemasozuy  teaches  is  nnohanging,  and  mart  ez-

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tended  and  nniyeraal  than  any  that  is  taught,  for  Maeonzy  sees  nothii^ 
in  those  n^o  differ  with  her  bat  brothers.  Freemaaonxy  decsries  etror 
and  flees  tnak  it,  yet  neither  hates  nor  poneoates.  In  fine,  the  real  ob> 
ject  of  this  association  may  be  summed  up  in  these  words :  To  eAoe 
from  among  men  ths  prejudices  of  caste,  the  conventional  distinetionB  of 
ori^;in,  opinion,  nationality  ;  to  annihilate  f anatiesm  and  superstition ;  to 
exturpate  national  discord,  and  with  it  extinguish  the  fire-brand  of  war- 
in  a  word,  to  arrive,  by  free  and  pacific  progress,  at  one  formula  or  model 
of  eternal  and  univer^  right,  according  to  which  each  individual  human 
being  shall  be  free  to  dev^op  every  faculty  with  which  he  may  be  en- 
dowed, and  to  concur  heartily  and  with  all  the  fullness  of  his  strength  in 
the  bestowment  of  happiness  upon  all ;  and  thus  to  make  of  the  whole 
human  race  one  family  of  brothers,  united  by  affection,  wisdom  and  labor. 
**  Slowly  and  painfully  does  the  highest  condition  of  human  knowledge 
aooompUsh  its  g^reat  revolution  around  the  glittering  axis  of  truth.  The 
march  is  long,  and  since  it  began  nations  and  peoples  have  lived  and 
died ;  but  truth,  now  robed  but  in  its  symbol,  shall  appear  in  all  the 
splendor  of  its  brilliant  nudity.  Truth's  torch  itself  shall  then  AniightAi 
the  world,  the  doctrine  that  has  just  been  announced  shall  become  the 
religion  of  all  the  peoples  of  the  earth,  and  then,  and  not  till  then,  wiD 
be  realized  that  sublime  ideal  now  mysteriously  hidden  in  the  symbol  of 
Freemasonry.** 

The  business  of  the  session  lasting  three  days  was  harmoniously  con- 
ducted and  we  note  with  pleasure  the  evidences  of  thrift  and  yiogrew 
patent  in  these  proceedings. 

FOBEION  COBBESPONDEMOB. 

Brother  J.  N.  Wise,  for  Oommittee,  makes  an  excellent  report  on  cor- 
respondence, in  which  he  reviews  fifty-seven  proceedings  of  Grand 
Lodges. 

AtiAhfcTwa^  proceedings  of  1874,  receives  considerate  notice  and  a  some- 
what critical  inspection.

He  quotes  Brother  Walthall  quite  freely  and  courteously  dissents  fran 
some  of  his  views  as  needlessly  reopening  exciting  controversies,  but  altar 
a  brotherly  hint  to  keep  cool  (leveled  at  Brother  WalthaU'a  Ohio  remon- 
strance), says,  in  complimentary  Jlnojs/ 

''  We  have  read  Brother  WalUiall*s  review  with  a  great  deal  of  i^easore. 
It  has  been  prepared  with  a  great  deal  of  care  and  study,  and  is  worthy 
of  the  author."

NEW  JERSEY. 

The  Eighty-ninth  Annual  Oommunioation  of  the  M.  W.  Grand  Lodge 
of  New  Jersey  was  held  in  Tbentom,  on  Wednesday  and  Thursday,  the 
Idthand  20th  of  Januaxy,  A.  D.  1876,  M.  W.  Grand  Master  William  A. 
Pembroke  presiding. 

The  annual  address  of  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master  is  an  able  review 
of  the  events  of  the  year,  giving  us  a  pleasant  insight  into  the  condition 
and  progress  of  the  Graft  in  that  jurisdiction. 

His  style  and  matter  are  both  excellent,  and  we  quote  his  concluding 
remarks,  which  claim  our  attention  also  as  his  fairewU  words  to  the 
Grand  Lodge,  an  illustration  of  the  views,  impressed  by  a  noble  example 
and  eloquent  words  upon  the  brethren  of  that  jurisdiction.  May  they 
spread  far  and  wide,  commending  the  law  of  Une  to  all  hearts ! 

<<In  fulfilling  the  doctrine  of  love  to  each  other,  it  would  be  well  to 
remember,  that  in  the  great  light  of  Masonry  it  is  writt^  ''Love  is  the 
fulfilling  of  the  law,'*  and  also  to  remember  that  if  any  law  of  Masonxy 
be  ffoldm  it  is  the  law  of  love.  And  seeing  a  Brother  who  is  burdened 
with  life's  cares  and  anxieties,  or  strugi^ing  to  bear  up  under  its  misfor- 
tunes and  trials  we  should  cheer  him  by  acto  of  kindness  and  witii  words 
of  symijathy  and  encouragement.  Or,  if  perchance,  while  ascendina 
with  toil  the  hill  of  life,  he  has  grown  wearv  and  disooomged,  and 
yielding  to  the  strong  influence  of  the  temi>ter  has  fidlen  in  despair,  let 
no  bxother  utter  the  sentence  of  condemnation,  but  in  accordance  with 
that  love  that  ^makes  our  brotherhood  a  unit,  promptly  render  that  aa- 
sistance  upon  which  perhaps  his  vexy  existence  depends.  For  by  so 
doing  we  may  not  only  fan  to  a  flame  we  last  sparic  of  hope  that  lingers 
in  the  dving  embers  of  a  disheartened  soul,  but  secure  for  ourselves  the 
approval  of  Him  who  is  not  unmindful  of  even  a  cup  of  cold  water  given 
in  his  name  to  a  thirsty  souL 

«  'Ah,  the  pains  that  might  be  Hgh^wi^, 

Every  hour  and  every  aaij; 
If  we  would  but  hear  the  pleadings 

Of  the  hearts  that  go  astaj. 
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''If  we  would  bnt  help  the  erring, 

Ere  we  utter  words  of  blame; 
If  we  would,  how  many  might  we 

Tom  from  paths  of  sin  and  shame  ? 

"Let  OS  lift  our  fainting  brothers, 

Let  US  strengthen  ere  we  chide; 
Let  OS  ere  we  blame  the  fallen 

Hold  a  light  to  cheer  and  guide.' 

• 

''Brethren,  with  this  annual  Oommunication  the  relation  in  which,  for 
the  past  two  years,  I  have  stood  to  this  Grand  Lod^e  win  be  brong^t  to 
a  close.  As  the  aiZairs  of  Masonry  in  this  jnrisdiction  were,  at  the  time 
of  my  election  in  a  prosperous  condition,  it  is  gratifying  to  feel  aasnred, 
from  the  reports  of  the  District  Deputies,  as  well  as  from  personal  ob- 
servation, uat  at  the  time  of  my  retirement  from  office  the  subordxnake 
Lodges  are,  as  a  mle,  st^idily  improving  in  the  ritual  work,  and  in  peace 
and  harmony  are  zealously  laboring  to  promote  the  true  objects  of  our 
time-honored  institution." 

We  find  an  interresting  historical  reminiscence  in  the  address  of  P.  IL 
Daniel  B.  Bruen,  made  in  response  to  the  presentation  to  him  of  a  P.  O. 
Kaster's  jewel,  and  quote  his  recollections  of  the  dark  days,  as  foDows : 

"Soon  after  my  connection  with  the  Fraternity,  '*the  Hydz»^eaded 
monster,"  anti-Masonry,  had  already  begun  to  show  its  venom.  Many 
of  the  most  respectable  dtizens  were  connected  with  the  Fraternity,  aod 
many  active  members  ceased  to  attend  and  withdrew  their  membenhm. 
It  was  openlv  charged  that  Masons,  professing  religion,  renounced  the 
Order,  and  their  neglect  of  attending  their  Lodges  afforded  evidence  in  a 
great  degree,  of  the  political  position  of  anti-Masonry. 

"In  August,  5826,  the  Morgan  denouement  culminated,  which  erealed  a 
formidable  political  anti-Masonic  party,  and  a  reign  of  terror  to  Freema- 
sonry. Many  Lodges  ceased  meeting,  many  surrendered  their  warxanta 
many  Masons  who  were  politicians  renounced  the  Order  and  connectea 
themselves  with  political  anti-Masonry.  The  Grand  Lodge  continued  to 
hold  its  regular  annual  meetings,  the  number  of  Lodges  growing  Imb 
every  vear.  The  timid  became  frichtened,  and  many  within  our  own  ju- 
risdiction, in  violation  of  their  plighted  faith,  renounced  their  obliga- 
tions, uid  openly  appeared  in  the  ranks  of  political  anti-Masonry.  Many 
Lodges  dwindled  iad  died  a  natural  death.  In  the  year  6887,  at  the  an- 
nual meeting  of  the  Grand  Lod^e,  when  the  hour  of  opening  arrived, 
there  were  but  two  Bepresentatives  present.  After  a  little  delay,  a  third 
one  appeared ,  when  the  Grand  Lodge  was  opened.  In  the  aftemoon 
there  were  seven  Bepreaentatives  present.  You  must  perceive  biethreD, 
that  our  time-honored  institution,  the  noble  fabric,  the  hig^  respeela- 
ble  Grand  Lodge  of  the  State  of  Kew  Jersey,  foundeo,  nurtured  and  rmnd 
by  men  most  d&tinguished  in  public  and  private  life,  had  almost  diaolved 
into  its  orieinal  elements.  In  eleven  short  years  frcnn  the  senith  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  (as  to  numbers),  in  6826,  with  a  repreaentation  of  twwtyBlDa 
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Lodges,  we  find  that  in  5837,  barely  the  oonstitational  number  of  three 
Lodges  appeared  to  keep  in  legal  existence  this  M.  W.  Grand  Lodge.  And 
who,  Brethren,  were  '*  the  forlorn  hope  "  who  were  left  in  oharse,  to  pro- 
tect and  hand  down  the  heritage  left  to  ns  by  the  founders  of  the  M.  W. 
Grand  Lodge  ?  There  were  many  highly  respectable  names  on  the  books 
of  the  Lodges.  Brethren  who  figured  largely  in  the  Grand  Lodge  in  the 
days  of  its  prosperity,  bat  in  its  aidyersity,  where  were  they  to  be  fonnd? 
Were  they  counselling,  advising  and  aiding  in  sustaining  our  sinking  in- 
stitution? No,  BretlSren,  the^  were  not  like  the  *' Good  Samaritan'* — 
they  passed  on  the  opposite  side  of  the  way,  and  it  was  left  for  a  few  ob- 
scure brethren,  who,  m  the  days  of  the  prosperity  of  the  Grand  Lodge, 
were  considered  merely  as  appendages  to  the  Order,  to  sustain  and  hold 
together  the  M.  W.  (nand  Lodge  of  the  State  of  New  Jersey ;  who  met 
regularly  in  their  Lodges  (Newark,  Brearly  and  Trenton,  the  principal 
ones),  year  after  year,  elected  their  ofilcers  for  keeping  a  legal  existence 
of  this  M.  W.  Grand  Lodge,  and  faithfully  fulfilling  the  trust  reposed  in 
them  by  their  predecessors." 

The  reports  of  Grand  Officers,  of  committees,  and  in  fiust  the  proceed- 
ings generally  indicate  intelligence,  prosperity  and  harmony  as  pervading 
the  Grand  Lodge  and  jurisdiction  of  New  Jersey,  and  we  congratulate 
the  Brethren  there  on  this  complete  recovery  from  the  depression  of  forty 
years  ago  so  feelingly  portrayed  by  Brother  Bruen  in  the  above  extract 

FOBEZON   COBSXSFONDSNOX. 

Brother  Marshall  B.  Smith,  for  the  Committee,  presents  a  very  com- 
plete report  on  this  topic.  He  reviews  the  proceedings  of  fifty-six  Grand 
Lodges,  including  those  of  Alabama,  1874,  and  has  managed  very  skill- 
fully to  give  due  prominence  to  each  correspondent,  while  accomplishing 
his  evident  design  of  producing  a  condensed  review. 

He  speaks  of  Brother  Walthall's  report  of  1874  as  ''an  able  review," 
but  reminds  him  of  an  error  in  his  figures,  thus  :• 

''Proceedings  should  have  'sub-heads'  and  an  'index.'  Brother  Wal- 
thall makes  a  sli^t  mistake  when  he  refers  to  our  membership  as  having 
deereoMd  by  518  m  1874.  The  number  of  members  in  1878  was  10,569 ; 
in  1874,  11,842,  making  an  inoreaae  of  778." 

In  other  respects  the  two  reviewers  are  agreed. 

We  quote,  with  approval,  some  notable  sentences  from  his  "  condu^ 
sion,"  viz.: 

"A  review  of  the  condition  of  the  Graft  in  various  Jurisdictions  has 
deepened  our  conviction  of  the  oneness  and  stobili^  of  our  Institution. 
It  may  have  to  undergo  ordeals  in  the  future,  as  in  the  past,  but  if  these 
shall  serve  to  purify  and  elevate  our  Brotneriiood,  and  bind  Brother 
more  firmly  to  Brother  than  ever  before,  no  true  Oraftsman  will  regret 
thenL 
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**The  principleB  of  Maaonie  Jnrisprndence  an  better  ondaBBtood  and 
more  generally  reduced  to  praetioe ;  the  oomitj  between  Gcand  Lodgea 
ia  more  generally  maintained ;  the  benerolent  wock  of  the  Inatitiiftion  la 
oarried  on  with  a  zeal  proportioned  to  the  growth  mod  moreasing  infhi- 
enoe  of  the  Fraternity;  and  there  ia  a  manifeat  effort  to  derate  the 
standard  of  personal  character  to  oonf  ozmity  with  *  the  principal  teocla 
of  our  profeesion.' 

<*  Memorial  pages  and  mortuary  rolls,  testify  to  the  fact  that,  here  and 
there,  the  standaid  bearers  are  fidling;  but  the  standard  ia  kept  aloft  by 
other  hands,  and  brave  hearts  still  pledge  their  fidelity  to  our  ^TM*«fi^ 
oorenants,  at  the  mves  of  the  honored  dead. 

''Asylums  and  Colleges,  Chaii^  Funds  and  Endowments,  witneas  to 
the  continuance  of  the  noble  work  of  beneficence,  to  which  the  Cnft— 
by  eyery  precedent  of  histoiy — stands  committed."

NEW  YORK. 

The  M.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  the  State  of  New  York  held  ita  ninety- 
fifth  annual  communication  in  the  (atj  of  New  Yozk,  oommeDoing  June 
eth,  A.  D.,  1876. 

The  M.  W.  Grand  Master  Ehrood  E.  Thome  being  preaent  the  Grand 
Lodge  was  opened  in  ample  fdcm. 

The  address  in  which  Grand  Master  Thome  welcomed  the  Grand 
Lodge,  recounting  the  erents  of  the  past  and  suggesting  work  for  the 
present  and  future,  is  as  usual  with  hi$  delireranoea,  able  and  lypropti- 
ate.  We  have  had  occasion  heretof6re  to  ezpreas  our  •^miratinn  f6r  M. 
W.  Brother  Thome  as  a  superior  exeoutiTeoffioerand  amodel  "onslodiaa 
of  the  work."  The  prooeedinga  now  before  ua,  filling  a  Tofamie  of  mne 
than  three  hundred  pagea,  atteat  alike,  the  impoirlanoe  of  the  dntiaa 
claiming  the  attention  of  Grand  Master  and  Grand  Lodge,  and  tliair  fai- 
telligent  and  faithful  perf omanoe  of  tha  woik. 
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The  Gfand  ICaster  diflotUHes  at  iome  Itangth  and  with  eamestneas  the 
involyements  and  perplexities  resulting  from  the  enterprise  of  building 
the  MAsomo  Tkhplb.  Some  of  the  diffioulties,  now  admitted,  we  had 
snspeoted  the  existenoe  of,  when  reviewing  the  figures  presented  in  their 
annual  report  for  1875,  and  we  are  not  at  all  surprised  to  find  that  the 
troubles  interyening  between  the  dedication  of  the  TxupiiB  and  the  ad- 
justment of  the  debt  have  been  very  serious  and  embarrassing. 

The  Brethren  of  New  Tork,  we  are  persuaded,  will  yet  conquer  all  their 
difl^ulties,  whether  of  legitimate  financial  origin  or  forced  upon  them 
by  the  grumblers  and  envious  of  their  own  family.  We  quote  from  the 
Grand  Master's  address  on  other  sources  some  useful  information  as  to 
the  status  of  the  Masonic  Temple  expenditures  and  finances  : 

**And  now  brethren,  I  come  to  a  question  in  which  you  are  all  deeply 
interested  and  to  which  your  earnest  and  dispassionate  consideration  is 
invoked.  In  my  last  annual  address  I  stated  that  the  construction  ac- 
count of  this  Temple  was  dosed.  In  general  terms  this  was  literally 
true,  although  as  stated  by  the  trustees,  various  matters  of  detail  still  re- 
mained to  be  finished,  axid  necesaEurily  many  accounts  remained  to  be 
audited  before  a  correct  and  final  report  could  be  made.  Moreover,  as 
under  the  resolution  adopted  by  the  Grand  Lodge^  the  eeremonUs  of  dad- 
icatum  were  directed  to  take  place  at  our  last  annual  meeting,  the  magni- 
tude of  that  undertaking  md  the  labor  needed  to  make  it  such  a  success 
as  becomes  this  great  jurisdiction,  required  unanimous  and  unceasing 
eif ort  on  the  part  of  the  local  Grand  Officers  and  the  brethren  generally, 
and  therefore  other  matters  less  immediately  pressing  were,  as  for  as  pos- 
Bible,  laid  aside  until  after  the  event  in  question.  A^  for  this  reason  the 
report  of  your  trustees  was  rendered  to  the  first  of  May,  the  date  of  the 
ending  of  the  Grand  Lodge  fiscal  year,  instead  of  to  the  first  of  June 
(the  day  our  Grand  Lodge  met  last  year),  as  in  other  and  more  leisurely 
times.  It  is  well  known  to  you,  as  shown  in  the  last  and  previous  re- 
ports, that  the  trustees  have  been  obliged  to  effect  loans  to  a  large 
amount  from  time  to  time,  and  it  may  be  here  remarked,  that  in  the 
state  of  affairs  existing  in  the  business  and  flnifcTiP.ml  world  for  the  past 
few  years,  to  borrow  mone^  in  any  considerable  amount  has  not  been  as 
simple  a  matter  and  as  easily  accomplished  as  tiiose  imused  to  operations 
of  such  magnitude  might  suppose,  yet  it  had  to  be  done  in  order  to  push 
the  building  forward  to  completion,  to  secure  its  proper  internal  fitting 
and  furniture,  so  that  edl  its  available  space  might,  at  the  earliest  possi- 
ble moment,  be  placed  in  occupation  of  tenants  whose  rents  would  tend 
to  lighten  the  bmdens  resting  on  the  Board  of  Trustees,  acting  as  your 
agents.  The  fact  of  having  secured  the  necessary  funds  to  complete  the 
edifice  and  to  maintain  our  finuicial  credit  is  the  oest  evidence  tiiat  this 
valuable  property,  backed  by  the  reputed  good  faith  of  the  Graft  of  this 
State,  wasccmsidered  by  monied  men  to  be  ample  security.  In  a  sister 
jurisdiction,  the  debt  on  Uieir  temple  is  several  hundred  thousand  dol- 
lars more  than  ours,  with  a  membership  less  than  half  our  number,  and 
with  no  other  object  in  view  in  its  ereotioii  but  the  use  of  the  fraternity 
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for  ezolnaiye  MaBonic  purpoBes.  They  have  been  aUe  to  fund  their 
debtat  one  per  oentlen  than  legal  interest,  with  no  seoority  but  the 
food  faith  of  that  Grand  Lodge,  and  their  acts  have  not  been  criticifled 
m  public  print,  nor  their  heavy  debt  attributed  to  bad  management 
Muoh  of  the  trouble  given  your  trustees,  and  no  inconsiderable  addition 
to  the  debt  is  due  to  the  public  and  imwise  criticisms  we  have  been  sub- 
jected to,  preventing,  ia  many  notable  instenoes,  additions  to  our  mem- 
bership tiiat  would  do  honor  to  our  Institution  and  add  to  our  influence 
and  finances.  Under  the  never  ceasing  pressure  here  indicated,  it  became 
necessary  to  secure,  at  a  late  period  of  the  fiscal  year,  a  loan,  to  pay  off 
pressing  claims  for  labor  and  material  f  umiahed,  requiring  immediate 
settlement.

The  income  of  the  property  is  estimated  at  f  67,000 — a  small  inteieat 

on  the  total  investment;  but  ample  for  protection  .of  the  debt.  The  wis- 
dom of  such  lavish  expenditures  for  Grand  Lodge  Hall  purposes  is  very 
questionable,  especially,  where,  as  in  this  case,  such  outiays  absorb  the 
charity  fund.  We  hope  our  New  York  Brethren  will  not  only  get  over 
their  present  troubles,  but  also  realize  benefits  in  the  future  that  will  ena- 
ble them  to  add  the  *^  asylum  to  the  Temple,"  as  was  originally  contem- 
plated, we  believe. 

The  reports  of  oommitees  and  of  Grand  OfBoers,  especially  those  of 
the  Grand  Secretary  and  of  the  D.  D.  Grand  Masters,  are  able  and  very 
marked  characteristics  of  these  proceedings,  and  contribute  much  to  the 
value  and  interest  of  the  report  as  a  contribution  to  current  Maaonio 
literature. 

FOBUOM    COBBISPONDlIfCni 

We  are  again  indebted  to  Brother  Simons,  Chairman,  for  valuable  and 
entertaining  reading  contained  in  his  excellent  report  on  correspondence. 
It  is,  as  heretofore,  able  and  instructive,  and  contains  valuable  informa- 
tion, especially  in  reference  to  the  condition  of  Masonry  in  Enxope,  nol 
found  elsewhere. 

His  review  embraces  the  proceedings  of  fifty-six  Grand  Lodges— 
American  and  European — and  he  has  evidently  devoted  much  time  and 
study  to  its  preparation  as  its  length  and  merits  fully  attest.  The  pro- 
ceedings  of  Alabama  for  1875  receive  fraternal  and  considerate  attention. 

We  have  to  thank  Brother  Simons  for  his  kindly  reception  of  the  wri- 
ter's maiden  reportorial  effort  of  1875,  complimented  by  free  quotationf 
therefrom. 

In  the  absence  of  our  regular  reports  from  the  M.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of 
Pennsylvania  we  borrow  from  Brother  Simons'  review,  and  copy  annexed 
a  portion  of  Brother  Vaux's  (of  Pennqrlvania)  report  on  the  question  of 
17 
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Qimnd  Lodge  power  and  comity,  having  special  reference  to  the  daime  d 
the  German  Grand  Bodies  in  conflict  with  the  rights  of  Pennsyhrania  and 
other  Grand  Jurisdictions,  in  America,  where  certain  German  Lodges 
exist 


**  It  is  admitted  as  a  primary  Masonic  principle,  that  Freemasoniy  is 
limited  by  neither  latitude  nor  longitude,  but  over  the  world  it  may 
exist  as  an  institution,  subject  to  no  laws  but  those  which  it  makes 
for  itself.  The  autonomy  and  the  jurisprudence  of  Masonry  are  the  re- 
sults of  the  Masonic  power  exercised  within  the  circumference  of  the 
landmarks.  No  human  authority  outside  of  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Fra- 
ternity can  legislate  for  it,  either  as  to  the  scope  of  authority,  or  the  basis 
on  wmch  it  rests. 

"To  stop  for  a  moment  seriously  to  consider  if  profane  goverments  can 
exercise  control  over  Freemasonry  in  its  established  organizations,  recog- 
nizes a  question  that  would  imperil  the  very  foundation  of  the  Craft  It 
cannot  be  entertained  as  a  possible  question,  and  if  it  is  ever  propounded 
as  possible,  the  prompt  and  positive  negation  of  any  such  claim  ends  aO 
further  notice  of  it. 

"Whenever  it  can  be  shown  that  the  institution  of  Freemasonry  is 
subject  to  the  dominion  of  secular  power,  it  ceases  then  to  be  a  Masonic 
institution,  whatever  else  it  may  bt»  called. 

"  The  Grand  Lodge  of  Pennsylvania  has  solemnly  asserted  '  that  Free- 
masonry is  a  law  imto  itself,'  and  the  expression  of  this  principle,  formu- 
lated into  a  Masonic  axiom  is  now  incorporated  into  the  very  flTJiyfe^ifio^  of 
the  Masonic  institution,  it  is  part  of  the  organic  law,  and  excludes  the 
possibility  of  the  existence  with  it  of  another  principle,  which  permits  it 
to  be  destroyed.  The  exercise  of  any  secular  power  either  as  protective, 
adverse,  or  hostile,  is  an  assault  on  the  organic  structure  of  Freemaaoniy, 
alike  formidable  and  fatal. 

"The  establishment  of  a  Grand  Lodge  is  by  Masonic  authority  solely 
and  txdusively.  There  is  no  other  power  that  can  be  invoked  to  aanctian 
or  protect  a  Grand  Lodge  but  that  which  creates  it,  and  which,  when  iO 
created,  it  legitimately  and  Masonically  represents. 

"  A  Grand  Lodge  when  established  and  its  jurisdiction  declared  aooofd- 
ing  to  the  principles  of  Masonic  jurisprudence,  is  the  soverei^  and  sole 
Masonic  authori^  within  the  territory  over  which  it  asserts  its  anpreme 
Masonic  dominion. 

<•  If  the  territory  covered  by  a  Grand  Lodge  is  subdivided,  or  afisn- 
ated,  or  its  allegiance  dumged  for  secular  reasons,  or  by  pro&ne  govern- 
ments; or  if  the  soil  is  disposed  of  by  treaty,  cmd  it  ceases  to  be  under 
the  power  of  the  nation  or  government  to  which  it  belonged  or  owed  alle- 
giance when  the  Masonic  jurisdiction  was  attached,  that  Mawonio  Joria- 
3iction  is  not  ousted.  There  can  be  but  one  process  to  change  it  1^ 
sonic  jurisprudence  acts  on  its  own  principles,  in  its  own  way.  This  ii 
known  to  the  On^  as  beyond  objection  now,  for  any  other  pnndple 
would  destroy  the  inte^ty  of  all  Grand  Lodge  titles  to  aorereic^iiy. 
Territorial  jurisdiction  m  contemplation  of  Masonic  law  may  be  ***»w*»^ 
by  lines  eatablished  by  secular  goyemments,  but  thej  beoomt  Maaook 
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boundArieB  only  when  they  are  MaBonieally  so  ordained  by  llasonie  law. 

'*A  Grand  Lodge  is  created  by  Lodges.  When  three  or  more  lawfully 
warranted  and  diuy  constitated  Lodges  of  Free  and  Accepted  liasons 
constitate  and  establish  a  Grand  Lodge,  these  Lodges  eonfer  on  this 
Grand  Lodge  thosepowers  which  are  necessary  to  make  it  a  controlling 
Masonic  power.  The  territorial  jurisdiction  then  attaches.  The  Gcaod 
Lodge  haying  been  organized,  its  jurisdiction  declared,  and  the  Grand 
Lodge,  out  of  whose  former  jurisdiction,  recognizing  it,  then  and  there 
such  Grand  Lod^e  has  breathed  into  it  the  breath  of  sovereign  and  su- 
preme Masonic  life  and  powers. 

*^  It  is  deemed  essential  that  the  Grand  Lodge  out  of  whose  jurisdic- 
tion the  new  Chrand  Lodge  has  demarked  its  territorial  limits  should 
recognize  it.  Till  then  it  is  not  to  be  recognized  by  anj  other  Grand 
Lodge.  If  the  Grand  Lodge  from  which  the  new  Grand  Lodge  takes 
jurii^ction  fails  or  refuses  to  recognize  it,  the  grounds  for  such  refusal 
must  be  so  utterly  unmasonic  and  untenable  that  other  Grand  Lodges  are 
not  to  be  governed  thereby  in  their  action  in  that  case.  But  great  cau- 
tion is  ab«)lutely  necessary. 

**  There  is  but  one  example  of  a  creation  of  life  like  unto  it,  and  that 
was  the  creation  of  man.  The  body  was  first  made,  shaped,  formed,  en- 
dowed with  its  fimctions,  and  then  there  was  breathed  mto  it  the  vital 
principle  which  constituted  it  a  living  body,  with  an  immortal  mpirit.  So 
it  is  wiUi  the  creation  of  a  Grand  Lodge  of  Free  and  Acoeptea  Masons. 
It  is  the  recognition,  the  acknowledgment  of  its  vital  powers,  that  con- 
summates the  fullness,  completeness,  the  entirety,  of  a  Supreme  Grand 
Lodge  of  the  Graft 

**  These  are  elemental  principles,  stated  with  sufficient  precision  to 
make  them  not  only  oomprehensiDle  to  the  Masonic  mind,  but  also  the 
more  easily  to  apply  them  in  all  cases  where  innovations  or  attempts  to 
introduce  hostile  or  antagonistic  principles  are  sought  to  be  imposed  on 
the  usages,  customs  and  landmarks  of  Freemasonry. 

**It  is  not  pertinent  or  important  to  consider  when,  where  or  how  these 
primary,  orsanic,  essential,  elemental  principles  were  first  ordained  as 
the  landmam  of  Masonry.  They  are  now  reco«iized  almost  universally 
as  the  constituents  of  all  Masonic  organizations.  It  only  ooncems  us,  that 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  Pennsylvania  has  declared  them  to  be  the  goveminfl 
principles  in  her  jurisdiction.  Our  GrandLodge  has  pkuwd  on  the  reooros 
devotion  to  th^,  and  her  unalterable  determinanon  to  maintain  them. 
It  is  her  law  unto  hersdf,  and  she  wiU  not  permit  question  or  objection  or 
oontrovensy  from  anv  quarter,  She  is  supreme  and  sovereign  within  hm 
jurisdiction,  and  will  neither  permit  nor  tolerate  any  intenerenoe  from 
any  other  Masonic  authority. 

*'So  deddedly  has  our  Grand  Lodge  spoken  her  opinions  on  these  sub- 
jects, that  in  the  year  1799  the  Grand  Lodge  of  South  Oaiolina  invited 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  Penmqrlvania  to  unite  in  forming  a  Masonio  Conven- 
tion, for  the  purpose  of  instituting  and  organi^ng  a  Superintending 
Grand  Lodge  over  this  continent  This  communication  was  retered  to 
the  Oomminee  of  Correspondence,  whidi  reported  unanimously. 

*<  *JUioM^  That  the  oonstitatUDg  of  a  Fedeal  or  Supreme  GiMid 
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Lodge  to  haye  jnrifldiotion  over  the  respectiye  Ghrand  and  other  Lodges 
throughout  the  oontment,  as  proposed  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Georgia, 
is  inexpedient,  and  appears  impracticable,  &c.*  And  in  the  year  1800  the 
Grand  liOdge  of  Pennsylvania  gave  its  reasons  in  an  ad£re88  to  other 
GrandLodges. 

'*In  1802  the  Ck)mmittee  of  Correspondence  of  Pennsylvania  stated 
that  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Massachusetts,  Virginia  and  New  Hampshire 
agreed  with  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Pennsylvania  that  a  Superintending 
wand  Lodge  for  all  North  America  Vould  not  be  expedient  or  wise.' 

**In  1807  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Pennsylvania  persisted  in  the  opinion. 
To  show  how  sensitive  she  has  ever  been  on  the  question  of  juriscuction,' 
it  is  here  thought  well  to  insert  the  following: 

*i  'In  1820  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Delaware  stated  that  they  had  received 
a  petition  for  a  Warrant  for  a  Lodge  at  Kennett  Square,  Delaware  county, 
Pennsylvania,  and  asked  Pennsylvania  if  she  had  objection.  The  Grand 
Lodge  of  Pennsylvania  then  resolved  that  the  Grand  Secretary  inform  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Delaware  that  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Pennsylvania  cannot 
consent  to  any  other  Grand  Lodge,  granting  a  Warrant  within  the  State 
of  Pennsylvania,  as  it  is  apprehendied  that  consequences  injurioos  to  Ma- 
sonry in  general  would  inevitably  result  from  any  Grand  Lodge  inter- 
fering with  the  jurisdiction  of  another  Grand  Lodge.' 

**From  1780  to  1859  there  were  sixteen  efforts  to  establish  the  Federal 
idea  in  Masonry  on  this  continent,  and  the  last  was  1859.  The  Grand 
Lodge  of  Pennsylvania,  by  its  Oonmiittee  of  Correspondoioe,  ax«  plain 
and  positive  on  the  subject^  especially  the  reports  of  1860  and  1861. 

''In  all  the  foreign  relations  of  our  Grand  Lodge  the  same  opinions 
have  been  frankly,  freely,  but  most  fraternally,  oonmiunicated  to  all  the 
Grand  Lodges  with  whidi  she  has  ever  held  Masonic  interoourse.  The 
minutes  of  our  Grand  Lodge  are  replete  with  approvals,  oommendatioos 
and  indorsements  of  those  Masonic  principles.  It  is  no  new  doctrine 
that  is  here  for  the  first  time  enunciated — tai  from  it.  Nothing  herein 
contained  is  other  than  the  reassertion  of  the  delibcorate  oonvictionB  of 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  Pennsylvania,'  expressed  over  and  over  again,  when 
•nhable  occasion  required  such  declarations.  It  cannot  be  supposed  for 
a  moment  that  any  cucumstanoes  can  arise  which  could  induoe  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Pennsylvania  to  reverse  her  own  convictions  of  duty,  or  to  re- 
form her  opinions,  or  to  violate  her  principles,  or,  indeed,  to  attempt  to 
destroy  the  landmarks,  even  if  the  consequent  result  should  be  thai  other 
Grand  Lodfles  ceased  to  remain  in  fraternal  relations  with  her.  She 
might  deplore  such  disruption  of  Masonic  ties,  deeply  deplore  it;  but 
ral£er  tium  abandon  what  she  conceives  to  be  these  oreat  prinoiides  of 
Masooio  life,  which  give  vitality,  power,  and  sovereignty  to  her  in  her 
lurisdiotion,  she  will  grieve  over  these  temporary  sorrows,  but  m^t^i^M* 
her  Masonie  integrity,  that  neither  jot  nor  tittle  shall  be  destroyed. 

"There  appears,  from  the  elaborate,  mostmasteriy,  and  able  reports  of 
Brother  James  GiiMon,  Ghairman  of  the  Oommittee  on  Ooneepondence, 
of  the  M.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  New  York,  presented  to  that  GrandLodfle 
on  the  4th  of  June,  1874,  and  that  of  Brouier  Henry  L.  Deoheri,  niiw, 
man  of  the  Oommittee  of  Oorrespondenoe  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Penn- 
sj^ania,  presented  St  John's  Day,  1872,  that  a  most  unfortunate  siste 
of  aflainsadilf  imome  of  the  iO'«ifled  Gnnd  Lodgeaia  Eoiopeiad 
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elsewhere.  These  Brethren  haye  devoted  great  care  and  exhaustiye  ex- 
amination into  the  facts  th6y  developed.  From  the  evidence  they  pre- 
sent there  is  an  inherent  confirmation  of  the  conclusions  they  reached, 
from  the  facts  themselves..  It  would  be  too  tedious  to  recount  all  the 
heresies  that  are  now  exisidng  in  many  of  the  so-called  Grand  Lodges  or 
Orients,  on  the  continent  of  Ecurope.  It  would  appear  from  a  careful 
reading  of  the  proceedings  of  most  of  them,  that  the  essential  principles 
of  FreemasoniT  are  ignored,  or  so  mutilated,  or  watered  with  isms,  that 
they  can  with  difficult  be  recognized. 

* 'Eight  bodies  claiming  to  be  Masonic  Grand  Lodges  in  Europe  have 
formed  a  Masonic  Diet,  or  grand  governing  national  Masonic  authority, 
which  assumes  powers  over,  and  regulates  the  rights  and  privileges  of 
the  inferior  bodies  that  have  surrendered  these  rights  to  this  Diet.  iLmong 
the  extraordinary  powers  claimed  by  this  German  Masonic  Diet,  or 
League,  is  'tiie  right  of  jurisdiction,'  or  a  control  over  it.  This  Diet  has 
the  disposition  it  would  seem,  to  go  into  any  Grand  Lodge  jurisdiction 
of  the  States  of  the  United  States  and  set  up  Lodges,  under  the  plea  of 
nationality,  that  Masons  so  organized  into  a  Lodge  are  Germans,  or  work 
in  the  German  tongue,  and  therefore  owe  allegiance  to  this  German 
Grand  Diet.  This  appears  to  be  the  logical  deduction  from  a  claim  of 
the  *right  of  jurisdiction.' 

'*It  IS  also  claimed  by  this  Diet  that  'the  object  and  aim  of  this  League 
is  to  secure  and  promote  the  unity  and  Masonic  joint  action  of  the 
Lodffee  in  Germany,  and  to  assume  in  common  a  Masonic  attitude  to- 
ward the  Gnmd  Lodges  outside  of  Germany;'  that  *it  is  exclusively  the 
business  of  the  Grerman  Grand  Lodoe  League  to  determine  whether  new 
alliances  shall  be  formed  with  Grand  Lodges  outside  of  Gtermany,  and 
whether  those  already  formed  are  to  be  oaasolved.'  'The  Grand  iiodge 
Diet  is  the  organ  of  the  Ghrand  Lodge  Leaffue,  and  this  Grand  Lodge  Diet 
consists  of  the  eight  Grand  Masters  and  me  two  Master  Masons,  elected 
by  each  Grand  Ix^ge. 

"The  Grand  Lodges  which  are  assumed  once  to  have  been  supreme 
and  soverei^  bodies,  but  have  now  surrendered  some  of  their  inherent 
powers,  which  are  ixiseparable  from  Masonic  sovereignty,  are: 

"  'L  The  Grand  National  Mother  Lodge  of  the  Frasdan  Stales,  saden 
drei  Weltkugeln,  at  Berlin. 

'n.  The  Grand  Lodge  of  Saxony,  at  Dresden. 

'ni.  The  Grand  Lodge  of  Hambmrs,  at  Hamburg. 

'IV.  The  Grand  Lodge  of  the  lueotic  Union,  at  Frankfort-on.lh6 
Main. 

'Y.  The  Grand  Lodse  of  Freemasons  of  Germany,  at  BerUn. 

'Vl.  The  Grand  Lodge  of  Freemasons  tat  sonne  at  Bayrenth. 

'YIL  The  Grand  Lodge  of  Prussia,  called  Boyal  York,  jeut  Fmmdp 
Bohaft,  at  Berlin. 

'Vm.  The  Grand  Lodge  cur  Eintraoht,  at  Darmstadt' 

f 'Whatever  may  be  the  future  relations  of  this  Diet  with  lawfully  or- 
Miized  Grand  Lodges,  it  is  very  evident  to  every  member  of  our  Grand 
Lodge,  that  there  can  be  no  longer  any  Masonic  intereourse  with,  or 
TCoognition  by,  the  B.  W.  Grand  Lod|g^  of  Free  and  Aooepled  Masons  of 
Penn^lvania,  and  the  Masonic  jurisdiction  thsaremDito  bekmging,  of  eithar 
this  Diet,  OK  the  emasonlated  Masonie  bodi— that  age  ill  pwtent  coiiilitn» 
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ents,  during  the  existence  of  this  Diet  with  its  present  ehanetor. 

**The  Orand  Lodge  of  Pennsjlvania  is  old  enoo^^  and  wise  enoa^  to 
understand  her  own  duty,  and  no  greater  benefit  can  be  conferred  bj  her 
on  her  sister  Grand  Lodges,  both  in  the  States  of  onr  Union  and  whsr- 
ever  Masonry  is  to  be  maintained  on  the  landmarks,  than  by  dedaiing  in 
her  conservative  action  that  no  recognition  can  be  giyen  to  this  Diet  cviti 
constituents.  All  time  has  proven  that  the  abandonment  of  Mumnlfr  law 
brings  its  own  condemnation. 

**Tonr  Oommittee  have  also  to  report  that  the  so-called  Grand  Orienli 
of  Itedy,  France,  Brazil,  Portugal,  Hungary,  Egypt,  the  Aasociation  caDed 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  Polynesia,  the  so-cdled  Grand  Lodge  of  IndiiD 
Territory  (TJ.  8.),  the  several  associations,  called  Lodge  of  Memphis,  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  New  South  Wales,  and  Grand  Lodge  of  Anatnlia,  are 
not  in  such  a  Masonic  condition  as  to  justify  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Pena- 
ijylvania  recognizing  them  as  Masonic  Grand  Lodges,  and  aach  recogni- 
tion is  hereby  withheld.  Your  Oommittee  oif ers  the  following  resola- 
tionl

**  We  have  received  various  documents  from,  and  have  also  besn  fa- 
vored with  a  personal  interview  with  a  brother  commissioned  to  vepteaent 
the  Grand  Orient  of  Hungary  in  this  country,  and  if  possible  to  ■ecim  its 
acknowledgment  by  the  American  Grand  Lodges. 

'* The  state  of  the  case  is  briefly  as  foUows: 

**  First — There  is  in  Hungary  a  Grand  Lodge  (Independent)  fbrmed 
by  the  concurrence  of  a  number  of  subordinate  isymbc^  Lodges,  the 
charters  of  which  came  from  the  Grand  Orient  of  France.  Oke  the 
American  Grand  Lodges,  this  body  admits  no  superior,  and  gorenis  its  so- 
bordinates  as  we  do  ours.  It  has  however,  never  i^j>]ied  to  ns  for  leoogni- 
tion,  and  we  are  therefore  not  advised  as  to  its  special  methods  and  dahlia. 

**Sec<nidly. — There  is  a  Supreme  Oounoil,  azid  within  and  sobjeot  to  it 
a  Grand  Orient,  which  has  a  number  of  subordinate  Lodges  (some 
twenty  odd),  some  of  which  were  estaWished  l^  the  Gnund  Oiiait  of 
France,  and  some  of  its  own  creation. 

''This  body  applies  to  us  for  reoognitton  and  Jnterohange  of  lepnseD- 
tatives. 

*'  On  the  principle  which  for  some  yean  past  has  governed  the  Gmd 
Lodge,  and  which  Ib  at  the  foundation  of  our  ifystem  of  liaaonio  govefii- 
ment,  namely,  that  we  can  only  enter  into  eorrespondenee  and  oAoial  re- 
lations with  bodies  which  are  m  all  respeots  our  peen,  that  is  to  w, 
sovereign  and  supreme  in  their  respective  Jurisdiodoaa,  we  can  QB)jde- 
eline  the  proffered  interchange  of  representatives. 

"  If  there  were  any  hope  that  a  recommendatioD  on  o«ir  part  woold  be 
heeded,  we  should  adnse  the  Grand  Orient  to  torn  ofver  itaLodgsato  tte 
ezirting  Grand  Lodge;  adknowiedge  that  as  the  mmmnmrnS  aolei^ 
thority  for  the  qrmboUo  degrees ;  dtanhra  ilnlf  badk  into  Iha 
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Oonnoil,  and  make  a  regulation  that  all  candidates  for  the  advanoed  gradai 
must  preyiouBly  have  received  the  three  firgt  degrees  in  some  r3gular 
Lodge,  and  then  the  difficulty  would  be  solved. 

'*  If  the  American  Grand  Ix)dges  will  stand  together  on  this  question, 
these  divided  authorities  on  matters  pertaining  to  subordinate  Lodges  will 
soon  disappear.'* 

On  the  supposition,  suggested  by  a  semi-official  publication  in  this 
country,  that  the  German  Grand  Lodge  Leage  had  recognized  the  Prince 
Hall  and  other  colored  Grand  Lodges  of  the  United  States,  M.  W.  Grand 
Master  Thome,  of  New  York,  addressed  a  letter  of  inquiry  and  remon- 
strance to  the  President  of  the  Leagtte,  which  elicited  the  following  re- 
sponse: 

'^  The  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge  *  Zur  Einstracht,'  at  Darm- 
stadt, presiding  and  executive  officer  of  the  German  Grand  Lodge  League 
for  the  current  year,  to  the  M.  W.  Brother  Mlwood  £.   Thome,   Grand 
Master  of  Masons  in  the  State  of  New  York. 
**  Most  Wobshipful  Bbotheb  : 

*'Li  your  esteemed  letter,  dated  New  York,  November  20,  1875,  you 
expressed  the  wish  to  know  and  ascertain  from  me  what  position  the  Ger- 
man Grand  Lodges  intend  and  propose  to  occupy,  in  reference  to  the 
principles  set  forth  by  you,  viz : 

*'  That  by  the  American  Grand  Lodges  the  right  of  an  exclusive  juris- 
diction is  claimed. 

**  That  at  the  moment  this  law  is  set  aside  your  peace  is  threatened,  and 

**That  you  cannot  therefore  admit  the  slightest  compromise  on  the 
subject. 

**  Most  Worshipful  and  Beloved  Brother :  I  am  not  in  the  situation  to 
discuss  or  answer  these  questions  in  behfdf  or  in  the  name  of  the  German 
Grand  Lodge  League ;  I  can  only  express  my  individual  opinion.  It 
seems  to  me  that  the  representatives  of  the  German  Grand  Lodges  at  the 
Diet,  held  at  Berlin,  in  May,  1874,  have  determined  on  principles  and  have 
adopted  resolutions  which  give  plain  adidce  and  direotion  to  German  Ma- 
sonry, in  relation  to  the  rights  of  jurisdiction.  [See  New  York  Grand 
Lodge  Transactions  of  1875,  page  130,  sec.  9.] 

^'Furthermore,  these  resolutions  express  the  willingness  of  the  German 
Grand  Bodies  to  negotiate  and  make  treaties  with  foreign  Grand  Bodies, 
in  relation  to  the  foundation  and  the  chartering  of  foreign  Lodges  in 
Germany.  But  in  no  wise  can  and  shall  they  be  mterpreted  in  the  sense 
given  it  erroneously  by  Brother  Von  Mensch,  your  representative  near 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  Saxony. 

<*I  have  no  doubt  the  German  Grand  Lodge  Leacue  will  always  be 
ready  to  mediate  such  treaties,  especially  thev  would  be  glad  to  see  the 
difficulties  between  your  Grand  Lodges  and  tne  Grand  Lodge  of  Ham- 
burg settled  in  a  brotherly  way. 

**The  resolutions  adopted  on  the  14th  of  May,  1875,  at  Darmstadt,  by 
the  Grand  Lodge  League  can,  according  to  my  impression  and  judgment, 
mean  nothing  else  but  the  modified  recognition  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Colored  Masons  at  Boston  and  in  Ohio,    nj  personal  view  is  that  this 
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reselation  has  no  other  sense,  and,  most  deddecDy,  does  not  mean  tbat 
the  long-established  Grand  Lodges  in  the  United  States  are  of  no 
consequence,  and  that  the  Qrand  Lodges,  composing  the  German  Gnund 
Lodge  League,  do  not  desire  any  further  alliance  with  them. 

'The  resolution  in  question  seems  to  me  only  to  be  a  logical  conse- 
quence of  the  principle  adopted  as  law  by  the  German  Grand  Lodges; 
that  more  than  one  Grand  Lodge  can  exist  in  a  State,  as  we  haye,  for  in- 
stance, in  Prussia /<7t^r  Grand  Lodges  (three  existing  in  Berlin,  one  in 
Frankfort-on-the-Biaine),  with  equid  rights  and  in  a  brotherly  harmony. 

''As,  however,  the  resolution  adopt^  in  relation  to  the  foundation  of 
the  two  mentioned  Grand  Lodges  of  Colored  Masons  can  only  be  d»- 
cussed  and  interpreted  as  far  as  the  same  can  be  practically  executed,  I 
shall  not  fail  to  bring  your  brotherly  letter  of  November  3(>th,  1875,  to 
the  knowledge  of  the  German  Grand  Lodges,  and  cause  the  next  meet- 
ing of  the  Grand  Lodge  Diet  in  June,  1876,  to  adopt  resolutions  relative 
to  the  points  mentioned  and  alluded  to  by  you. 

'^Please  accept  the  expression  of  my  brotheriy  devotion  and  esteem, 
and  the  Masomo  Greeting  of  yours,  fraternally, 

''(Signed)  PFALTZ,  Grand  Master.     . 

''Darmstadt,  February  5,  1876.  GESSNEB,  Grand  Seoretazy." 

Thus,  as  far  as  our  space  will  permit,  we  give  the  American  and  Ger- 
man view  of  the  question  of  jurisdictional  rights,  so  unpleasantly  of  late 
forced  upon  us,  and  regret  that  we  cannot  reproduce  the  utterances  on 
both  sides  more  fully. 

The  position  taken  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Pennsylvania,  and  adhesed 
to  resolutely,  wiU/<?ree  a  just  settlement  of  the  controversy,  or  failing  in 
that,  will  preserve  (alt  institutions  from  injury,  in  spite  of  the  obstinacy 
or  errors  of  opponents.  ^' Magna  est  veHUu  et  prevaMif^ — "Hera  we 
rest"  ou^  hopes  of  future  peace  and  harmony.

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NEW  BRUNSWICK 

The  prooeedings  of  the  II.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  New  Bmnswiok,  at  its 
eighth  annual  oommnnioation,  convened  in  the  dty  of  8t  John,  Wed- 
nesday, September  22d,  A.  D.,  1875,  have  reached  us. 

The  Grand  Lodge  was  opened  in  ample  form  by  M.  W.  John  V.  EUia, 
Grand  Master,  from  whose  annual  address,  an  unpretentious  but  business 
like  appropriate  speeoh,  we  learn  that  kind  feeling  and  harmony  prevails 
in  that  jurisdiction,  and  that  our  brother  oraftsmen  of  New  Brunswick 
are  diligent  and  prospering  in  the  work  oommitted  to  their  care. 

He  notes  among  the  remarkable  oocurrenoes  of  the  year  in  other  juris- 
dictions ''the  installation  of  H.  R.  H.,  the  Prince  of  Wales,  as  Grand 
Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  England,"  and  alludes  as  follows  to  an 
incident  in  the  south  of  Europe,  which  had  not  previously  claimed  our 
attention,  viz : 

"Another  striking  Masonic  event  was  the  dedication  in  the  City  of 
Bome  of  a  magnificent  suite  of  apartments  for  the  uses  of  the  craf t— ^a 
ceremony  in  which  nearly  one  thouuaud  brothers  united,  and  the  public 
celebration  of  which  demonstrates  the  Masonic  unity  now  prevailmg  in 
Italy,  as  well  as  the  growth  of  liberty  in  the  Eternal  City." 

In  the  report  of  the  **  Board  of  General  Purposes"  we  find  an  instance 
of  the  prevalence  of  sound  principles  ''truly  commendable/'  and  we  re- 
produce the  narrative,  thanking  them  foi  this  example  of  "prudence  and 
justice. " 

Under  date  Saint  John,  17th  April,  A.  D.  1875,  the  Board  received  the 
following  letter,  viz : — 

"Gentlemsn  : — I  desire  to  give  three  Grand  Concerts,  or  a  short  sea- 
son of  Opera,  at  the  Academy  of  Music,  Saint  John,  in  aid  of  the  new 
Masonic  Hall,  now  in  contemplation  of  erection  in  this  city,  and  I  desire 
that  I  may  be  allowed  permission  to  advertise  the  same  whenever  and 
wherever  I  choose,  for  which  I  will  guarantee  the  Lodge  the  sum  of  Five 
Thousand  Dollars,  to  be  devoted  to  such  purposes  as  the  Lodge  may 
deem  advisable. 

"  With  every  sentiment  alive  to  the  importance  of  your  good  work, 

"  I  am,  with  respect,  • . 

"  The  Board  at  once  proceeded  to  consider  this  proposition,  and  unan- 
imously adopted  the  following,  viz  : 

"  Jiewlved^  That  the  Board  acknowledges  the  sentiments  of  good  will 
conveyed  in 's  note,  and  while  thanking  him  for  his  gener- 
ous offer,  they  do  not  feel  disposed  to  lend  the  aid  of  the  craft  to  Uic 
promotion  or  encouragement  of  lotteries,  and  therefore  respectfully  de- 
cline to  take  advantage  of  his  proposaL 

"  The  Board  considers  that  it  may  properly  refer  to  this  matter,  know- 
ing that  the  policy  adopted  in  the  above  quoted  reply  wiU  meet  with  the

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earnest   endorsement  of   every    Masonic  Body  thronghout  oar  juris- 
diotion." 

We  gladly  welcome  New  Brunswick  to  our  list  of  correspondentB,  and 
hope  for  the  annual  appearance  hereafter  of  its  acceptable  reports.

NORTH  CAROLINA. 

We  have  before  us  the  proceedings  of  the  Bf.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of 
North  Carolina  at  its  Eighty-ninth  Annual  Communication  held  in  the 
city  of  Baleigh,  on  Monday,  December  the  6th,  A.  D.  1875,  and  opened 
in  ample  form  by  M.  W.  Grand  Master  George  W.  Blount. 

The  Grand  Master's  Annual  Address  is  an  appropriate  and  earnest  de- 
liverance, and  claims  our  special  commendation  for  its  pointed  and  phi- 
lanthropic advocacy  of  the  cause  of  the  destitute  and  helpless.  We 
quote  here  a  portion  of  his  remarks  in  reference  to 

ORPHAN    ASTLUMS. 

^*No  subject  can  engage  our  attention  which  is  more  important,  more 
sacred,  more  peculiarly  the  work  of  Masons,  than  that  of  the  mainte- 
nance of  the  Orphan  Asylums.  I  regard  their  sustenance  as  the  grand 
test  of  the  sincerity  of  our  attachment  to  the  great  principles  taught  by 
Masonry.  We  are  heralded  to  the  world  by  our  published  works,  through 
our  journals,  and  our  orators  on  festive  occasions,  as  a  great  benevolent 
institution,  founded  on  the  principles  of  Brotherly  Ix)ve,  Belief  and 
Truth.  We  declare  that  Charity  is  the  chief  round  in  the  ladder  which 
extends  from  Earth  to  Heaven.  In  our  halls  these  principles  are  taught, 
and  by  the  beautiful  symbolism  of  our  ritual  are  continually  impressed 
upon  our  minds.  If,  then,  when  these  are  the  principles  we  publish  as 
being  the  ground- work  of  the  Order,  and  on  this  foundation  there  have 
been  established  homes  for  destitute  orphans,  a  clasa  peculiarly  the 
charge  of  Masons,  if,  when  we  tell  the  world  that  charity  is  the  grand 
moving  principle  on  which  we  lay  claim  to  recognition,  we  permit  these 
institutions  to  lanquish  or  to  continue  to  be  piteous,  pleading,  beggui, 
we  should  hang  our  heads  in  shame. 
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'*Let  us  not  abate  in  zeal  for  this,  the  erowning  glory  of  North  Oaro- 
Una  Masonry,  but  rather  let  us  push  it  with  the  energy  which  its  import- 
ance demands,  and  its  sacredness  and  our  honor  require.  Let  us  perse- 
yere  until  all  shall  recognize,  aid  and  encourage  the  manumission  of  the 
helpless  orphan  from  a  thraldom  which,  in  some  instances,  is  ignoble 
and  degrading. 

*'To  the  recommendations  of  the  Superintendent  I  beg  special  attention, 
as  being  far  more  worthy  of  consideration  than  anything  I  might  say. 

''I  regret  very  much  that  he  has  intimated,  more  thsm  once,  a  wish  to 
retire  from  office  at  the  close  of  this  term.  I  do  hope  such  considera- 
tions may  be  presented  as  will  induce  him  to  continue.  I  know  it 
must  be  a  position  full  of  care  and  perplexty,  one  from  which  any  one 
might  well  shrink  from  assuming,  yet  it  is  one  of  highest  importance, 
promising  higher  rewards  than  perhaps  any  other  save  tiiat  of  proolaim- 
mg  the  glad  tidings  of  salvation;  one  which  Brother  Mills  has  honored 
by  self-sacrificing  devotion,  unfaltering  faith  and  unwearied  effort  He 
has  shown  to  the  people  the  claims  of  the  orphans  upon  them;  he  has 
shown  them  that  the  'Orphans  have  rights  which  all  good  people  are 
bound  to  defend.'  He  has  so  labored  as  that  their  claims  are  being  heard 
and  we  may  confidently  hope  the  day  is  not  far  distant  when  proper  pro- 
vision shall  be  made  for  their  relief.  They  are  as  much  entitled  to  the 
fostering  care  of  the  State  as  those  who  are  bereft  of  reason,  or  the  deaf, 
dumb  and  blind,  and  the  work  set  on  foot  by  Brother  Mills,  and  fostered 
by  the  Grand  Lodge,  we  may  yet  see  amply  provided  for  by  the  govern- 
ment, as,  we  insist,  it  is  its  absolute  and  miperative  duty. 

''When  this  is  effected,  then,  and  not  until  then,  can  we  cireumscribe 
the  benefits  of  our  Asylums  to  the  Orphans  of  Masons,  and  we  should 
not  desire  it  We  can  support  them;  we  must  doit.  Not  to  do  so  will 
bea  shame. 

The  examples  of  Kentucky  and  North  Oarolina  are  shining  lights  to 
lure  Masonic  charity  into  praotioal  and  useful  combination  and  develop- 
ment We  hope  the  example  will  not.  be  unheeded  by  other  Orand 
Lodges. 

The  Grand  Master^s  decisions  are  generally  judicioos,  and  we  quote  a 
few  of  them  as  bearing  upon  questions  of  general  interest — "noting  our 
exceptions"  to  his  ruling  on  the  motion  to  "lay  on  the  table,"  which  we 
think  is  an  unmaaorUey  and  ought  to  be  an  'Hmparliamentazy"  mode  of 
procedure  in  getting  rid  of  a  troublesome  question. 

"In  answer  to  inquiries  made  bv  five  Masters  of  Lodges,  I  held  that 
no  man  so  maimed  as  to  be  unable  to  learn,  teaoh  and  exemplify  the 
work,  could  be  made  a  Mason.  Hence  the  loss  of  leg,  or  arm,  the  sense 
of  seeing,  hearing  or  feeling,  would  disqualify. 

"That  a  motion  to  'lay  on  table'  is  adanMble  in  matonitc  bodiM,  ac- 
cording to  invariable  precedent  and  general  pariiamentaiy  law. 

"That  Lodfle-rooms  should  be  xuSed  exdiulTelT  for  Masonic  pnrjjoses. 
Their  use  for  oalls,  parties,  Ac,  should  be  forbidden.  Joint  proprietor- 
ship with  other  sodetiea  is  not  favored,  thon^  this  may  be  regouited  bj 
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each  Lodge  according  to  its  circnmstBiicefl  and  BUzoiiDdiiigB. 

* 'Non-payment  of  a  debt,  from  one  brother  to  another,  nnaeoompaided 
with  any  fraudulent  intent,  is  not  sniBoieDt  ground  on  wlueh  to  base  a 
charge  of  nnmafionic  conduct. 

/^e  nnforttinate  circnmstances  of  a  brother  should  call  for  oommiae- 
ratir>n  rather  than  a  visitation  of  punishment. 

'*The  only  prohibition  as  to  investment  or  appropriation  of  the  fonda 
of  a  Lodge  is  as  to  those  derived  from  initiatirai  fees.  Therefore  a 
Lodge  may  appropriate  funds  arising  from  dues  or  subacriptioii  to  the 
purchase  of  stock  in  the  Masonic  Temj^e  Association. 

"Accused  cannot  testify  in  his  own  behalf,  the  Lodge  may  hear  his 
stati^ment,  giving  to  it  such  weight  as  it  deserves. 

**Tbat  testimony  taken  in  a  civil  suit  is  not  competent,  and  cannot  be 
read  in  evidence  against  one  accused  of  Masonic  crime  in  a  trial  bv  a 
Lodge,  nor  the  letters  of  a  non-resident  in  answer  to  questions  touchmg 
the  case,  unleRS  by  the  consent  of  the  accused  and  the  Lodge.  Convic- 
tion by  tbe  civil  courts  does  not,  of  course,  carry  conviction  by  the  ' 
Lodge.  Tbe  Mason,  under  charges,  must  be  tried  according  to  MaBtrnin 
usages. 

"That  a  unanimous  ballot  was  necessary  to  restore  an  expelled  or  sus- 
pended Mason.  He  should  not  expect  higher  privilege  than  one  t^^Ming 
m  his  hand  a  certiflcate  of  his  being  in  good  stan£ng  in  his  fonncr 
Lodge. 

"That  the  marriage  of  a  Mason's  widow  annuls  her  claims  as  sudi  to 
Masonic  charity,  but  does  not  affect  the  rights  of  the  children. 

"That  no  one  has  a  rig^t  to  question  a  brother's  vote  on  petition  for 
degrees  or  membership,  no  one  has  any  right  to  know  how  another 
voted." 

The  proceedings  are  decidedly  interesting,  and  impress  us,  by  their 
tone  of  dignity  and  zeal  in  conserving  the  true  mission  of  Masonry,  widi 
a  very  hi^  regard  for  the  Graft  in  the  "old  North  State." 

May  Heaven  prosper  these  Brethren,  and  reward  them  abundantly  for 
their  noble  response  to  the  "cry  of  the  orphan.'* 

FOBXION   00&BI8P0NDKNGS. 

The  report  on  this  topic  is  omitted  from  the  proceedings,  very  much 
to  our  regret    We  quote  the  apology  of  the  Oommittee  for  its  '  'absenos,** 

viz : 

"To  th$  M.  W.  Grand  Lodg§  of  North  OaroUna: 

**The  Committee  on  Foreign  Cofreapondenoe  reapaoiluDy  alnke  thai  a 
report  has  not  been  prepared.  The  abaenoe  of  a  report  for  the  mwenk 
years  past,  increased  tne  desire  of  the  Committee  to  submit  one  at  this 
Annual  Communication,  and  adds  to  the  regret  which  they  feel  ai  anolhar 
failure. 

"The  laborious  extra  duties  of  the  Orand  Secretary  in  oompihngthe 
Masonic  Code,  on  whom  the  Committee  prindpaOj  depended  for  the 
preparation  of  the  rraort,  precluded  his  peiibtming  the  sevrioe,  wlyls 
the  other  membtra  of  the  Committee  were  ooBpeUed  fagr  fiftiiial  dntiM^ 
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which  imperskiyely  danumded  tiieir  time  and  Afctantioii,  to  iMifV  the  ttmHk 
unperformed. 

''They  respectfully  ask  the  appointment  of  other  brethren  to  consti- 
tute the  Committee  for  the  ensuing  year,  hoping  that  a  creditable  dis- 
charge of  duty  will  atone  for  past  ftulures.

NOVA  SCOTIA. 

The  Tenth  Annual  Communication  of  the  M.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  Not» 
Seotia,  convened  in  the  city  of  Halifax  on  Wednesday,  June  2d,  A.  D., 
1875,  and  was  opened  by  R.  W.  Allen  H.  Crowe,  D.  G.  Master,  M.  W. 
G.  M.  John  Wimbum  Laurie  being  absent  (by  consent)  as  representatiye 
of  the  Grand  Lodge  at  the  dedication  ceremonies  of  the  Masonie  Temple, 
New  York.  The  volume  containing  the  proceedings  of  the  annual,  also 
reports  the  doings  of  the  M.  W.  Grand  Lodge  in  four  emergent  meetings 
previously  held — say  from  June,  1874,  to  March,  1875 — to  consider 
Grand  Lodge  building  and  property  interests.  The  result  was  the  adop- 
tion of  a  feasible  scheme  for  utilizing  a  portion  of  the  *'old  site"  and  the 
erection  of  a  new  building. 

The  Grand  Master's  annual  address,  notwithstanding  his  absence,  was 
delivered  and  is  a  very  proper  speech.  The  Deputy  Grand  Master  also 
delivered  an  address. 

From  the  two  addresses  we  gather  that  the  craft  in  Nova  Seotia  is  in 
the  main  prospering  and  woridng  in  harmony  with  each  other  and  in  con- 
formity to  universal  Bfasonio  law  and  usage. 

That  they  are  not  free  fhm  the  ilia  which  aUBot  humanity  and  wnmm 
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of  like  pansions  with  onxselves,  this  touch  of  nattire  makes  us  akin. 

The  proceedings  give  ns  asgnrance  that  the  brethren  of  Nora  SooCia  aie 
competent  workmen  and  zealous  defenders  of  the  laws,  usages  and  ethics 
of  our  ancient,  honored  and  loted  institution.  As  such  we  are  g^ad  to 
greet  them  as  correspondents  and  hope  we  shall  not  again  fail  to  reoeiTC 
(as  has  several  times  occurred)  their  annual  reports.

We 
shall,  for  convenience,  reverse  the  order  of  these  Gommunications  and

ANNUAL, 

which  was  opened  in  amp^e  form  by  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master,  Nicholas 
Vanslyck.  The  minutes  record  the  excellent  report  of  E.  W.  Edwin 
Baker,  Grand  Secretary,  with  reports  relating  to  the  Grand  Treasurer's 
accounts  and  finance,  as  preceding  the  delivery  of  the  M.  W.  Grand  Mas- 
ter's annual  address;  however  we  reach, 'in  media$  reti*  of  the  proceedings  ^ 
the  document  in  question,  and  find  it  a  sensible  and  concise  executive 
message.  We  quote  his  announcement  of  the  death  of  their  late  E.  W. 
Grand  Treasurer : 

*'B.  W.  Gardiner  Taber  Swarts  died  B£arch  19th,  A.  L.  5875,  aged  67 
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▼euv.  He  ww  a  member  of  St  John's  Lodge,  No.  1,  Proridenoe,  fasriiig 
Deen  initiated  in  said  Lodge,  November  16tli,  A.  L.  5854,  pnnocd  NoreiA- 
ber  29th,  A.  L.  5854,  and  raised  December  20th,  A.  L.  5854.  Hewtf 
elected  Treasurer  of  this  M.  W.  Grand  Lodge,  A.  L.  5860,  and  serred  to 
the  satisfaction  of  the  Craft  by  consecntiTe  elections  until  his  deafli, 
having  served  fifteen  years,  a  longer  period  than  any  other  since  the  forma- 
tion of  the  Grand  Lodge.  He  wan  buried  by  the  M.  W.  Grand  LodgB, 
March  25th,  A.  L.  5875. 

He  closes  his  well  considered  and  happily  worded  addresa,  as  f  oOowi : 

**Here  ends  the  record  of  my  second  year  of  official  duty  as  yov 
Grand  Master,  a  year  replete  with  pleasant  memories.  Nothing  has  oc- 
curred to  mar  the  harmony  and  good  fellowship  which  prevailed  at  its 
beginning,  and  it  concludes  as  it  began,  with  the  Craft  united  in  the 
glorious  purpose  of  upholding  and  perpetuating  this  noble  and  andeiit 
Institution. 

*'Let  the  success  in  the  past  inspire  within  us  an  effort  after  greater, 
higner,  better  results  in  the  future,  not  resting  satisfied  until  the  purity 
of  the  principles  of  Freemasonry  shall  be  seen  and  acknowledged  of  Jl 
men.  May  God's  blessing  rest  upon  our  sitting,  filling  us  with  wisdom 
in  council  and  with  love  toward  one  another,  and  when  this  Communica- 
tion is  dosed,  may  that  blr:«sing  go  with  us  as  we  separate,  fitting  and 
preparing  our  immortal  part  for  that  great  change  that  must  come  to  aD, 
so  &at  when  the  gavel  shall  fall  to  close  our  Hvee  here,  it  will  be  but  to 
open  to  our  disembodied  spirits  that  Supreme  Grand  Lodge,  whoae  Master 
govemeih  all  things.*'

tion  (m  it  will  that  of  many  other  craftsmen)  for  its  ''shigalar  form  and 
beanty :" 

**  The  antiquity,  not  less  than  the  nniyersality  of  the  Fraternity  of 
Freemasonry,  has  been  a  favorite  and  prolific  theme  for  the  historian 
and  the  student.  In  general,  however,  they  have  chosen  to  consider  the 
Institution  in  reference  to  its  concrete  forms,  its  organization,  its  juris- 
prudence, its  symbols  and  its  ritualism.  They  have  delighted  to  revert 
to  the  days  of  the  earliest  civilization,  and,  from  the  diverse  structures 
disclosed  in  the  progress  of  the  various  races  of  man,  have  sought  to 
educe,  with  greater  or  less  force  either  of  logical  sequence,  or  of  proba- 
bility, the  early  existence  of  our  Fraternity  in  the  substantial  and  organ- 
ic forms  which  appear  in  its  modem  histoiy.  The  society  of  the  work- 
men upon  the  Temple  of  King  Solomon,  the  Essenic  bands  of  Palestine, 
the  Collegia  Fabrorum  of  the  Boman  Empire  and  the  association  of 
architects  in  the  middle  ages  were,  however,  simply  the  external  demon- 
strations or  outgrowths,  the  objective  manifestations,  varying  with  the 
peculiarities  of  their  respective  ages,  with  the  constitutions  and  tenden- 
cies of  the  races  and  even  with  the  conditions  of  climate,  of  an  underly- 
ing prindpley  which  is  inherent  in  the  simple  humanity  of  our  nature, 
and  which,  as  it  belongs  to  a  common  maxmood,  is,  to  a  great  degree, 
independent  of  merely  external  conditions.  If  this  be  not  true,  I  need 
take  no  time  to  demonstrate  that  our  boasted  antiquity  is  but  a  delusive 
retrospection ;  ^at  it  can  give  no  assurance  against  Uie  ravages  of  the 
future,  and  make  no  title  to  the  regard  of  mankind  which  may  not  bo 
easily  defeated  by  more  showy  and  pretentious  organizations. 

**  On  this  auspicious  day  therefore,  let  us,  in  partial  forgetfulness  of 
whatever  is  imposing  and  commanding  in  merely  the  physicnJ  or  external 
force  and  beauty  of  liasonry  as  an  organized  society  and  even  in  its  au- 
thority and  dignity  as  a  philosophic  system,  pass,  with  a  wise  and 
thoughtful  regard,  during  the  necessarily  few  moments  for  which  I  may 
claim  your  attention,  to  the  theme  which  may  be  properly  designated  as 
the 

EVOLUTION  OF  THE  PBINOTPLX  OF  MASONBT.     * 

**  By  the  limits  of  this  occasion,  I  am  restricted  in  the  unfolding  of  the 
subject,  to  the  few  simple  hints  and  suggestions,  which  can,  at  best,  only 
stimulate  your  own  thoughts  in  the  direction  of  its  fuller  development. 

The  prtTidple  then,  of  Masonry,  has  been  evoioed.  It  was  not,  like 
Minerva,  springing  from  the  head  of  Jove,  brought  at  once  into  perfect 
being.  It  was  not  a  creation— nor  was  it  a  work, — it  was  never  ttum^. 
It  had  no  construction,  but  growth.  The  germ  was  found  in  the  first 
form  of  manhood,  springing  from,  and  taking  root  in,  its  nature,  as  soon 
as  there  was  another  similar  nature  toward  which  its  outgrowth  could 
proceed.  It  might  be  apparently  crush^  by  some  outward  obstruction 
— the  heat  and  cold  of  climates  might  alternately  wither  and  blast  it.  Un- 
der the  processes  of  time,  the  forms  of  the  social  life  might  sometimes 
choke  and  hinder  its  growth ;  the  tyrannies  of  government  and  the 
greater  tyrannies  of  creed  might  repress  its  exoteric  manifestations.  Its 
bloom  might  be  darkened  under  the  lurid  and  sulphurous  clouds  of  war, 
but  the  mighty  germ  was  BtiU  there,  beyond  the  possib^ty  of  decay, 
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waiting  only  for  the  passing  centuries  to  bring  soil  and  olimafte  to  unfold 
and  expand  its  growth  and  demonstrate  its  immortality. 

HoweTer  we  may  be  disposed  to  treat  the  Darwinian  doctrine  of  the 
deyelopment  of  man,  as  a  physical  being,  from  the  rader  stmctaial  forms 
of  animal  life  into  a  more  peif ect  organism,  it  is  surely  not  a  mere  fancy, 
bat  is  entirely  consistent  with  the  facts  and  demonstrations  of  scienoa, 
to  regard  his  whole  intellectual  and  moral  life,  as  a  progress  and  growth 
from  crude  and  imperfect  beginnin^^  There  was  a  time,  when  looking 
toward  others  existing  in  his  own  sunilitude,  he  found  them  possessed  of 
his  own  nature,  his  tendencies,  hopes  and  aspirations.  The  sugge6ti<Mi8 
of  a  common  palemity  arose  in  his  breast  He  and  his  fellows,  not  re- 
sponsible for  their  own  existence,  not  self-created,  must  own  a  common 
Creator  and  Father.  Thus  co-equal  and  co-ordinate  in  human  contem- 
plation were  the  germs  of  the  great  idea  of  the  fatherhood  of  Gk>d  and  the 
brotherhood  of  man.  A  nobler  product  than  that  of  the  lower  animal 
forms  by  which  he  was  surrounded  while  it  led  man's  thoughts  upward, 
to  the  creative  source,  led  them  <mtiUHxrd  also  toward  the  companions  and 
fellows  of  a  just  and  equal  creation.  If  his  reverence  and  filial  love 
should  rightfully  ascend  to  the  Author  of  his  being,  so  should  his  sym- 
pathies and  yearnings,  with  equal  right,  be  drawn  out  to  those  who  were 
the  obvious  co-partners  and  sharers  in  the  same  existence.  Even  in  the 
formative  periods  of  the  race,  while  men  were  segregated  and  unwelded 
into  even  primitive  shapes  of  social  life,  it  was  the  idea  of  the  common 
Father  wmch  drew  them  toward  each  other  and  which  constrained  them 
to  meet  as  Brethren  rather  than  as  enemies.  And  however  the  principle 
of  brotherhood  was  then  subverted  or  suppressed  as  it  has  always  been, 
even  under  the  highest  expansion  of  modem  civilization,  by  the  potent 
principle  of  selfishness^  which  was  from  the  beginning,  and  wiD  be  to  the 
end,  the  great  and  often  dominant  AnUrl&BaomQ  principle,  that  self 
interest,  in  which  as  Bochefocauld  observes,  **the  virtues  are  lost,  as 
rivers  in  the  sea,"  the  suppression  could  not  last,  nor  could  the  subver- 
sion be  complete.  In  spite  of  selfishness,  man  found  tiimoAlf  drawn 
and  bound  to  his  Brother,  by  the  ties  of  an  equal  creation,  by  a  com- 
mon hope  and  destiny,  and  under  the  processes  of  time  and  progress, 
by  common  interests  in  life.  To  associate  vrith  his  Brother  in  the  holy 
but  narrow  connections  of  the  family  and  thence  in  the  larger,  thoogh 
still  weak  association  of  others  remoter  in  blood,  was  to  assimilate  in  ue 

Sursuit  of  mutual  interests  and  the  prosecution  of  mutual  pnrpoees. 
[aturally  each  individual  would  find  others  toward  whom  some  peculiar 
regards  and  affections  would  flow,  by  means  of  which,  as  between  them, 
fraternity  and  friendship  would  become  correlative.  Thenoe  came  mutaai 
protection  and  action  for  each  other's  welfare  in  war  and  peace.    Thenoe 
came  the  sign  of  recognition,  which,  unknown  to  all  outside  the  sacrod 
circle,  carried  its  mystery  of  fellowship,  alike  in  the  brightness  of  noon- 
day and  in  the  darkest  shades  of  night    Associated  thus  through  the  tri- 
umph of  the  higher  sense  of  brotherhood  over  the  lower  sense  of  aelfish- 
ness,  men,  by  a  logical  progression,  as  well  as  throug^h  the  neoeasities  of 
practical  life,  were  induced  to  regard,  not  simply  their  lower  interests  but 
their  education,  culture,  aU  mental  and  moral  growths  and  expansiona, 
the  uplifting  of  individoal  life  as  objects  and  ends  to  be  fostered  by  sooh 
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asBOoiatioii.  As  to  the  members  of  the  brotherhood  so  formed,  there 
must  be  imioii,  a  depreciation  of  self,  aid  and  protection  for  others.  The 
time  must  oome  when  those  not  yet  united  by  the  bond,  should  know 
that  a  band  of  their  fellow  men  had  been  formed,  peculiar  and  exclusive ; 
that  it  was  held  together  by  certain  ties  of  connection  not  explicable  to 
the  common  intelhgence — ^that  it  was  governed  by  law  and  inspired  by 
high  and  holy  purposes.  In  the  earlier  days  of  the  race,  while  men  led  a 
nomadic  or'pastoial  life,  and  all  association  assumed  the  simple  forms 
and  characteristics  of  the  patriarchal  system,  a  system  of  autocracy, 
under  which  the  governing  head  ruled  with  a  nearly  absolute  sway,  the 
principle  found  little  nurture  or  encoura^ment.  Then  followed  the  long 
periodis  of  barbaric  night  and  darkness,  m  which  the  jealousies  of  neig^- 
Doring  races  and  tribes  evoked  and  maintained  a  constant  or  chronic  con- 
dition of  war,  under  which  human  ener^es  were  bent  only  to  waste  and 
destruction.  Emerging  from  the  simphcities  of  the  merely  pastoral  or 
patriarchal  life  and  satiated  with  the  bitter  draughts  of  war,  the  dormant 
sense  of  brotherhood  awoke  to  some  realization  of  human  needs.  The 
bud  began  to  unfold  and  to  expand  its  long  hidden  charms  into  blossom 
and  perfume.  See  now,  how  the  great  sentiment  or  idM  of  fratemii^, 
was  the  beginning,  knit  to  that  of  the  patemitp,  and  how  co-ordinate 
these  ideas  were  in  their  earliest  external  manifestations.  The  imaginative 
Hebrew  race,  basking  in  the  sunlight  of  the  Divine  favor,  recognized  the 
fotemUy  of  the  great  Jehovah,  the  special  Father  of  a  chosen  people,  in 
imposing  forms,  of  worship  and  reverence,  and  these  were  inseparably 
connect^  with  the  rites  and  ceremonies  which  were  the  mere  outward 
signs  of  their  inward  society  or  association  as  Brethren.  To  the  Jew, 
the  thunders  of  Sinai,  the  awful  voice  of  Gk>d  speaking  to  his  peculiar 
servants,  the  utterance  of  the  sacred  prophets,  the  glories  of  Lebanon, 
the  excellency  of  Garmel  and  the  wonders  of  Jerusalem,  blending;  in  con- 
cordant melodies  the  human  and  the  divine,  were  voices  which  pro- 
claimed with  equal  emphasis,  the  yearning  of  ihe  Hebrew  soul  alike  to- 
ward its  Brother  and  its  Father.  The  subtle  and  philosopic  Greek,  turn- 
ing perhaps  with  quicker  impulse  from  the  merely  destructive  barbarites 
of  the  early  epochs,  to  the  consideration  of  the  problems  of  human  life 
and  to  all  metaphysical  investigations,  exhibited  the  same  blending  of  the 
8]^irit  of  brotherhood  with  the  spirit  of  reverence  for  the  tutelary  gods  of 
his  mythological  system  and  the  one  higher  Gk>d  which  alone  could  satify 
the  demands  of  his  philosophy;  and  the  imposing  rites  of  Eleusis, 
guarded  with  the  most  jealous  care  from  the  si^^t  of  the  profane,  dis- 
dosed  to  their  devotees  probably  the  grandest  and  most  awe-inspiring 
ceremonial  upon  which  the  eye  of  antiquity  ever  rested.  But  neither  the 
poetic  Hebrew,  nor  the  philosophic  Ghreek  could  long  be  content  with  those 
exoteric  forms  of  the  manifestation  of  brotherhood,  which  were  confined 
to  mere  worship  of  contemplation. 

'*  Under  the  expansions  of  the  human  mind  and  of  the  social  life,  men 
began  acUioe  pursuits.  It  was  not  enough,  simply  to  rewre^  to  tMnk,  to 
60.  There  was  something  to  be  done.  The  arts  of  construction  arose 
from  the  necessities  of  the  social  pro^press,  no  lees  than  from  the  wants 
of  the  individual  souL  Men  must  build  temples  for  their  Gods,  statues 
fbr  their  heroes  and  houses  for  themselves,    llie  brotherhood  must  And 
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its  most  emphatio  forms  of  manifestation  and  organization  among  the 
doer»  and  the  knateersj  who  alone  could  constmot  the  lofty  temple  as  a 
symbol  of  worship  and  beauty,  and  the  humble  dwelling  for  its  daily 
comfort  and  convenience.  So  far  as  mere  organization  was  concerned,  H 
might  wisely  enough  for  a  time,  be  restricted  to  the  skilled  dftwws  of 
workmen.  The  disposition  by  King  Solomon,  of  the  artists  and  builderB 
employed  in  the  erection  of  the  first  temple  at  Jerusalem,  into  a  harmo- 
nious band  of  Brethren,  moved  alike  by  religious  aud  fraternal  impulses, 
toward  the  prosecution  of  their  lofty  design,  with  peculiar  signs  of  recog- 
nition and  under  the  control  of  equal  laws  and  regulations,  would  be  an 
arrangement  in  itself  so  wise,  philosophic  and  practical,  as  to  need  no 
special  evidence  for  its  demonstration.  Though  no  cabilistic  scrolls  have 
descended  to  later  days,  though  no  charters  or  constitutions  of  organiza- 
tion have  been  deciphered  from  musty  plates  in  the  excavations  of  the 
modem  Jerusalem,  and  the  historian  may  not  place  his  finger  upon  a 
scrap  of  accredited  evidence  of  an  organic  union  of  the  Brethren  of  the 
Temple,  it  is  yet  far  more  difficult  to  dotibt^  than  to  believe  in  it.  That 
the  chosen  men  of  him  whom  we  hail  as  our  first  tutelary  Grand  Master 
and  Patron,  oould,  for  the  long  period  of  their  mutual  plans  and  labors 
in  the  erection  of  the  most  stupendous  edifice  upon  which  the  eye  of  man 
had  looked,  have  prosecuted  the  work,  with  all  its  undeveloped  hopes  and 
possibilities  of  beauty  and  grandeur,  and  amid  all  its  trials  and  anxieties, 
could  have  isolated  themselves,  working  alone,  pursuing  only  the  ends  of 
selfishness,  with  individual  purposes  and  aims  even  m  tlie  absence  of 
documentary  proof,  is  a  far  stronger  test  of  credulity,  than  tlie  assump- 
tion for  these  workmen,  of  the  most  complete  forms  of  organization. 
How  nearly  such  organization  corresponded  with  the  Masonic  outgrowths 
of  a  later' time,  is,  of  course,  a  fait  speculative  question  for  the  philo- 
sophic student  and  inquirer. 

*'  In  the  lapse  of  time,  under  the  development  of  the  Roman  Empire, 
and  looking  to  the  peculiar  tendencies  of  the  race  which  governed  it, 
which  were,  first,  the  mastery  of  mankind  and  the  spread  of  the  imperiil 
domination  by  war  and  conquest,  and  second,  the  practical  and  oonstnic- 
tive  tendencies  which  pointed  to  architecture  and  its  kindred  arts,  we 
find  that  the  great  sentiment  of  fraternity  among  the  Romans,  less  rdi- 
gious  indeed  I  than  the  Jews  or  Oreeks  and  other  races  which  they  were 
destined  to  supplant,  was  exhibited  in  those  forms  of  organization  which 
were  allied  to  the  constructive  arts.  The  Colleges  of  Workmen,  for 
whose  existence  Histoxr  affords  us  the  special  sanction  of  her  unquee- 
tioned  evidence,  and  who  had  adopted  for  their  own  ritualistic  observance 
the  profound  Egyptian  mysteries  and  ceremonies  first  brought  by  Moses 
to  the  Jews,  then  passing  to  Rome  throuoh  the  Greek,  were  bound  tnd 
associated  by  the  strongest  ties  of  mutual  love  and  regard,  and  together 
sympathetiadly  worked  in  the  production  of  those  ample  and  beauiafal 
triumphs  of  architecture,  which  even  in  their  ruin  and  decay  have  chal- 
lenged the  admiration  of  all  modem  beholders. 

'  'Passing  rapidly  down  to  the  medbeval  period,  after  the  power  of  Rome 
had  compassed  the  ooncniest  and  re-organization  of  its  Western  Empire, 
and  its  arts  and  laws  had  entered  into  Sie  civilization  of  Europe,  we  find 
tlie  sentiment  of  fraternity  seeking  its  external  ezprenioQ  in  the  bands 
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of  builderB,  in  whom  the  sentiment  of  the  paUmUi/,  or  religion,  was 
more  closely  intertwined  with  the  former,  than  in  their  Roman  predeces- 
sors. Yet  with  them,  the  idea  of  building,  or  of  doing— the  arts  of  con- 
struction, the  theoxy  of  working  for  the  general  prosperity,  the  adyance- 
ment  of  society  in  its  material  mterests  was  still  inseparably  connected 
with,  as  it  was  outwardly  manifested  in,  the  worship  of  the  Divinity  and 
the  yearnings  of  Brotherhood.  They  laid  their  skillful  hands  upon  the 
lofty  turret  and  spacious  dome,  fit  shrines  for  God's  glory  and  worship, 
but  they  withheld  not  the  hand  of  melting  charity  in  a  Brother's  need. 

'*We  may  not  pause  to  consider,  at  length,  how  the  Brotherhood  of 
English  medifiBYfd  builders  organized  itself  at  York,  into  that  special 
society  from  which  the  distinctive  system  of  modem  Masonry  has  been 
resolved,  or  how,  from  the  morning  twilight  of  the  race,  that  which  was 
at  first  an  intiinct,  then  a  serUimenty  ascended  at  last,  in  the  expansion  of 
human  nature,  to  the  unimagined  heights  of  an  Institution  limited  only 
by  the  necessities  of  mankind.  Yet,  at  every  point  of  history,  and  under 
every  sky  and  climate,  we  shall  discover  that  the  work  has  been  a  pro- 
gressive one. 

**The  first  and  simplest  notions  of  mutual  recognition  and  protection 
answered  the  needs  of  the  rude  forms  of  society  and  the  primitive  habits 
of  life.  They  were  soon  extended  to  meet  the  larger  needs  of  men 
gradually  enlightened  by  education  and  experience.  As  the  light  of 
science  began  to  dawn  and  the  arts  of  life  to  be  unfolded  into  shapes  of 
beauty  and  symmetry,  the  builders  of  the  world  would  add  to  their  pre- 
existing bonds  of  association,  the  revelatioip  of  scientific  truth,  the 
speculations  of  philosophy  and  the  cultivation  of  the  spirit  as  well  as  the 
forms  of  art.  Upon  the  reverential  and  protective  foundation  of  Ma- 
soniy,  would  be  raised  a  structure  of  art,  of  philosophy,  of  history, 
literature  and  poetry,  which  would  vindicate  its  claim  to  be  ever  linked 
with  the  progress  of  its  kind,  and  with  every  advance  of  human  condi- 
tion. 

**The  boast  of  Masoni^,  in  theory,  at  least,  (and  God  grant  that  the 
practice  may  never  fail)  is,  that  it  asserts  its  love  and  its  cmarity  to  man 
as  man,  in  spite  of  all  differences  of  political,  religious  or  sodal  opinions. 
So  long  as  a  Brother  loves  and  serves  his  country  and  owns  the  common 
Father,  he  cannot  differ  so  vndely  as  to  policies,  dogmas  or  creeds,  thai 
the  all-embraoinff  garment  of  fraternal  love  will  not  emf old  him.  It  is  no 
disparagement,  therefore,  to  churches,  parties  or  creeds,  which  have  their 
peccdiar  titles  to  human  regard  and  utilities  which  subserve  human  in- 
terests, to  say  that  they,  upon  a  narrower  basis  than  that  grand  and  com- 
prehensive foundation  which  is  laid  for  all  races  and  enfolds  all  diversi- 
ties, so  that  man,  in  his  relation  to  his  church,  or  creed,  must  live  a  closer 
and  more  restricted  life  than  in  that  wide  relation  which  seeks  and  finds 
fraternity  in  the  more  sweeping  circle  of  a  common  manhood. 

**Ithasbeen  well  observed  by  a  modem  writer,  that  *the  differences 
which  deeplv  divide  good  people  from  each  other's  fellowship  will  never 
be  got  over  by  mere  toleration.  They  must  advance  toward  each  other 
so  as  to  see  more  clearly  wherein  they  agree;  must  advance  not  merely  along 
the  road  of  intellect,   but  by  the  path  of  the  heart;  not  merely  to

oompare  notes  about  dootrineB,  to  look  horns  of  oontnrreny  and  to  porii 
for  the  Tictory;  but  that  they  may  see  eaeh  other's  moral  featnrBS,  dis- 
oover  each  other's  principlofl^  and  thus  reoognize  the  deep-seated  fam^y 
likeness,  the  unity  of  the  spirit.' 

**The  growth  and  progress  of  the  Masonic  principle  and  its  domina- 
tion  in  the  affairs  of  men,  may  thus,  perhaps  lead  the  philosophio  mind 
to  the  anticipation  of  that  day's  dawning,  when  in  the  fuUneas  of  time, 
and  in  the  ripeness  of  man's  perfection  through  a  complete  education 
and  development,  it  shall  enfold  within  its  arms  of  Iots,  the  whole  family 
of  the  Father's  household — a  universal  Lodge — *one  fold  and  one  diep- 
herd.' 

*'It  may  thus  be  seen  to  what  extent  Masonry  is  independent  of  iti 
mere  surroundings,  and  how,  at  various  periods  of  its  history,  it  may 
have  assumed  d&erent  modes  of  expression  or  organisation,  without 
detriment  to  its  essential  idea.  Instituted  for  the  sustenance  of  the  tool 
in  its  immortal  longings,  not  less  than  for  lower  human  needs,  and  **Thsl 
in  every  part,"  it  ^nll  adapt  itself  from  time  to  time  to  any  formiHiibh 
may  best  demonstrate  its  ever  living  principle. 

*'Most  Wor^pful  Grand  Master :  Our  Temple,  built  upon  the  old  md 
imperishable  foundations,  and  rich  with  the  garnered  treasures  of  aD 
generations,  stands  proudly  to-day,  alike  in  the  strength  of  its  base  md 
the  beauty  of  its  superstructure. 

**Nowhere  more  than  in  your  own  favored  community  have  the  prinoi- 
ples  of  the  poUcies  of  our  Fraternity  received  a  brighter  or  truer  iUos- 
tration.  It  is  for  you  to  guard  with  vigilance  what  the  past  has  secured; 
to  administer  wisely  and  well  the  solemn  trust  which  has  descended  to 
you  from  your  Masonic  predecessors.  The  State  which  holds  the  sacred 
dust  of  Webb,  Carlysle  and  Salisbury,  of  the  Wilkinsons,  the  AtweDs, 
and  their  compeers  of  an  earUer  day,  and  before  whose  eyes  have  paned 
and  are  now  passing  the  enlightened  and  unwearied  labors  of  Brethren 
like  Doyle,  your  presiding  &rand  Master,  and  his  ofiSoial  afwnriatfs, 
surely  cannot  Udl  m  its  mtet  constant  endeavors  to  guard,  preserve  and 
transmit  to  the  future  what  Brethren  like  these  have  so  nobly  won.  And 
thus,  through  you  and  your  trusty  allies  of  all  jurisdiotiona,  may  this 
nnand  Fraternity  continue  its  beneficent  work  for  mankind,  with  a  purer 
Faith,  a  loftier  h<^  and  a  sweeter  Oharity,  till  the  last  flash  of  the  «i-

TENNESSEE. 

We  haye  the  proceedings  of  the  M.  W.  Grand  Lodge  'of  Tenneasee  at 
its  Sixty-second  Annual  Commonication,  convened  in  the  city  of  Nash- 
Tille,  on  the  8th  day  of  November,  A.  D.  1875,  and  opened  in  ample 
form  by  M.  W.  A.  J.  Wheeler,  Grand  Master. 

The  session  continued  through  three  days,  and  dosed  on  the  evening 
of  the  10th  of  November,  the  business  transacted  relating  ahnost  entirelj 
to  matters  of  local  interest. 

Grand  Master  Wheeler's  address  va  a  short,  but  well  arranged  buainea 
document,  referring  to  four  topics  of  interest  outside  of  that  jurisdic- 
tion, one  of  which,  the  obituary,  we  quote  as  an  eloquent  tribute  to  the 
memory  of  worthy  Brethren,  whose  fame  is  a  legacy  of  honor  to  the 
Fraternity  at  large. 

**I  have  now  come  to  the  saddest  portion  of  my  duty.  Death  has  been 
busy  since  our  last  annual  gathering,  and  visited  foreign  as  well  as  JQftive 
shores.  Canada  has  been  (»dled  upon  to  mourn  the  loss  of  her  Cnmnd 
Master  and  her  Grand  Secretary  ;  Kentucky  mourns  for  her  venerable 
and  faithful  Grand  Secretary,  and  for  one  of  her  most  brilliant  sons  : 
but  Tennessee  feels  a  nearer,  sharper,  keener  pang  than  in  contempla- 
ting the  many  worthy  and  noble  Masons  who  have  fallen  in  other  States, 
in  looking  at  the  vacancies  that  have  occurred  at  her  own  fireside.  We 
mourn,  as  citizens  more  than  as  Masons,  at  the  death  of  the  most  gifted 
and  remarkable  man  of  the  age — ex-President  Andrew  Johnson ;  but  we 
mourn,  as  relatives,  as  Masons,  and  as  friends  should  mourn,  over  the 
death  of  our  beloved  companions  and  brothers — those  who  for  so  many 
years  have  met  with  us  in  counsel — who  have  labored  with  ua,  and  have 
done  much  to  elevate  and  commend  our  noble  Order.  For  honesty, 
faithfulness,  and  deeds  of  charity,  none  excelled  Brother  W.  R.  Bon. 
His  life  was  an  echo  of  what  the  good  and  true  can  do  in  the  discharge 
of  life's  duties.  Our  Grand  Lodge  Proceedings  show  much  of  the  work 
of  his  hands,  and  how  faithfully  and  well  it  was  performed.  But  still 
nearer  and  deeper  is  the  grief  felt  by  those  who  kn^w  Past  Grand  Master 
John  W.  Paxton.  That  stolid,  manly  face  hanging  upon  our  wall  was  not 
an  index  to  the  warm,  generous,  noble  soul  witibin.  Many  may  have  met 
him  in  this  Grand  Lodge  for  years,  and  yet  have  been  ignorant  as  to  the 
most  glorious  part  of  his  nature.  He  was  cold,  yet  he  was  loving;  be 
was  social,  yet  distant;  he  was  intelligent,  yet  avoided  all  opportunities 
for  display  or  attempt  to  show  knowledge.  His  character.wasa  study; 
and  to  him  who  could  approach  him  with  honest,  earnest  thoughts  and 
heart  he  responded  in  full  measure.     He  sought,  no  honors,  but  rather 
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shiank  from  them.  His  intelligenoe  and  great  merit ,  after  several  jrears, 
were  leoognized  by  this  Grand  Lodge,  and  it  elevated  him  to  the  highest 
position  in  its  power.  His  records  show  and  his  friends  know  how  fidth- 
fvJlj  he  discharged  his  every  duty.  But  it  is  not  for  me  to  say  more.  A 
Lodge  of  Sorrow  has  been  arranged  to  be  held  at  our  present  session,  in 
respect  to  his  memory,  at  such  time  as  yon  may  determine;  and  oar 
worthy  Brother  H.  M.  Aiken,  the  Master  of  his  Lodge,  has  kindly  con- 
sented to  deliver  the  Eulogy  on  the  occasion. 

We  gather  from  the  proceedings  that  the  Graft  in  Tennessee  is  pros- 
pering, and  that  peace  and  harmony  prevail  in  that  jurisdiction,  though 
we  regret  that  occasion  should  have  arisen  necessitating  the  offering  or 
passing  of  the  following  resolutions :

^WsEREAS,  A  feeling  of  uneasy  disquiet  prevails  among  the  members 
of  this  Grand  Body  in  regard  to  Uie  subject  of  electing  Grand  Officers, 
it  being  thought  by  some  that  brethren  have  used  improper  means  to 
have  their  names  put  forward  for  positions : 

**  *1.  It  is,  therefore,  declared  to  be  the  feeling  of  this  Grand  Lodge 
that  the  offices  of  this  Grand  Lodge  should  be  the  free,  voluntary  gift  of 
members,  uninfluenced  by  ulterior  considerations. 

'*  *2.  It  is  declared  to  be  unmasonic  for  any  Brother  to  declare  himself  a 
candidate,  or  to  use,  or  cause  to  be  used,  any  influences  to  advance  his 
own  election.*  " 

Elections  even  in  Grand  Lodges  are  great  developers  of  strife  and  **log- 
rolling."  Masons  bmoare  of  the  day  when  the  Grand  Master  from  what- 
ever cause,  becomes  so  after  seeking,  either  by  himself  or  his  friends, 
the  office  which  should  seek  him.

As- 
sured that  we  cannot  do  full  justice  to  Texas,  we  will,  neTertheleas,  m- 
deavor  to  bring  our  Brethren  in  Alabama  partially  *'  en  rappont"  with 
Ifasoniy  in  Texas  and  shall  reproduce,  from  M.  W.  Grand  Master  flayeii^ 
able  Annual  Address,  some  eloquent  sentences  desoriptiYe  of  the  past  and 
present  of  the  institution  in  that  Empire  State. 

**Mt  Bbbthken  :  It  is  under  circumstances  of  peculiar  felicity  tiiat  we 
are  again  assembled  in  Annual  Communication.  Gathering  tocether  at  a 
time  when  the  American  people,  from  the  Ganadas  to  Uie  Bh>  Gxande^ 
and  from  the  Atlantic  to  the  Pacific,  are,  almost  with  one  accord,  jc^fuOy 
oelebiating[  the  one  hundredth  anniTersary  of  their  jwlitiad  independenee, 
the  Masomo  Brotherhood  of  Texas  may  well  feel  the  inspiration  of  tiie 
hour,  and  justly  rejoice  in  the  prosperity  of  the  order  througout  the 
length  and  breadth  of  this  jurisdiotion. 

*' Truly  may  be  it  said,  with  small  exception,  that  peace  dwells  witiiin 
our  walls,  and  plenty  within  our  palaces. 

"  At  no  period  of  her  history  has  this  Grand  Lodge  had  so  little  occa- 
sion for  regret  or  dissatisfaction,  and  neyer  before  ^tc  there  bean  mani- 
fested so  many,  and  such  condusiTe  evidences  of  present  happiness  and 
future  glory. 

**  And  it  is  well,  my  Brethren,  while  we  are  so  gladly  rejoicing  ofsr 
what  we  now  are,  and  indulging  in  such  pleasing  and  brilliant  antieipa- 
tdons  for  the  future  that  we  should,  for  a  few  brief  moments,  torn  oar 
thoughts  to  the  past,  and  consider  the  great  and  rapid  progress  Freema- 
sonry has  made  in  Texas. 

**Near  forty  years  ago,  in  the  Texy  infancy  of  our  Cammonwealth, 
almost  within  stone  throw  of  the  splendid  building  in  which  we  have  met, 
the  representatiyes  of  three  Lodges  assembled  in  oonTcntion  fbr  the  par- 
pose  of  forming  the  Gh»nd  Lodge  of  Texas.  Though  few  in  number, 
they  were  men  of  giant  mind,  commanding  character,  and  exidted  repor 
tation. 

**  Houston,  Busk,  Jones  and  others,  alike  distinguished  f6r  wisdtmi  in 
council  and  prowess  on  field,  were  among  Aose  who  were  there,  that  they 
might,  in  the  business  whidi  brought  them  together,  perform  further 
service  for  their  country,  service  that  would  rival,  in  influence  and  resolt, 
their  more  brilliant  acMevements  in  other  departments  of  life. 

**  All  honor  to  the  original  members  of  this  Grand  Lodge ! 

**  Even  then^  standing  on  the  very  verge  of  civilization,  and  akms 
among  the  nations  of  the  earth,  with  few  friends  and  many  fbee,  in  the 
midst  of  troubles  and  dangers,  as  many  and  as  great  as  those  that  were 
dispelled  on  San  Jacinto's  glorious  ficid,  these  men  of  iron  nerve,  an- 
flinnhing  couragc  and  prophetic  vision,  foresaw  this  vecy  hour,  and  their 
work  of  in^  ijooraUty  began. 
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"gcoogniiigg  tfaggf^dpriiidple  thrt  gionteiwiMidycftieWiWii^ 
anbly  allied,  and  thai  trae  and  permanent  prosperity,  material  and  inteSU 
leotaal,  is  always  proportionate  to  the  moral  dcnrelopment  of  the  people, 
theee  heroes  in  Texan  history  then  planted  the  germ,  whioh  vna  so  soon 
to  spring  up,  putting  forth  branches  that  would  hi  time  extend  from  the 
mountains  to  the  sea,  and  from  the  Bed  Biyer  to  the  Mexiean  Border, 
bearing  fruit  rich  in  abundance,  and  of  cAimoeet  fragranoe.  The  Qrand 
Lodge  of  Texas  was  indeed  laid  by  master  workmen,  and  well  do  they 
deseiTe  that  their  names  should  be  put  on  perpetual  reoord,  and  their 
deeds  kept  in  constant  remembrance.  * 

*'  But  solidly  and  surely  as  was  the  comer  stone  thus  established,  no 
less  grand  and  imposing  was  the  further  structure  of  the  building  com- 
mitted to  such  skillful  and  accompliriied  arehiteetsas  Taylor,  Gray, 
Nichols,  Buthven  and  their  well  deserving  associates. 

'*But  many  of  them — almost  all  haTC  passed  away  in  the  fullness  of 
yean  and  honors,  and  upon  us  of  to-day  has  the  rich  heritage  fallen  with 
all  its  blessings. 

**  As  heirs  to  those  who  haTC  so  builded  and  reared,  so  finished  and 
adorned  this  Grand  Lodge,  may  we  proTC  faithful  to  the  sacred  trust,  and 
transmit  it  to  our  successors,  not  on^  wiUi  lustre  undimmed  and  strength 
unshorn,  but  if  possible,  more  beautiful  soul  secure  than  when  it  came 
into  our  hands." 

The  Grand  Iffaster  discusses,  in  his  long  and  interesting  address  many 
topics  of  interest  to  the  Graft 

He  denounces  lottery  schemes  in  all  guises ;  reviews  the  work  of  the 
District  Deputy  Orand  Masters,  and  gives  a  condensed  statement  of  the 
purport  of  each  of  the  reports  furnished  from  as  many  districts — giving 
the  Grand  Lodge,  in  this  way,  an  admirable  epitome  of  the  condition  of 
the  Graft  in  the  widely  extended  territory  of  the  jurisdiction — and  doses 
thus  : 

'*  Gur  Institution  is  the  most  venerable  in  years,  the  purest  in  reputa- 
tion, and  the  most  potent  in  influence  of  any  sytem  of  morality  ever  de- 
vised by  man. 

**  It  has  proudly  weathered  the  storms  and  adversities  of  many  centu- 
ries ;  it  has  survived  manifold  changes  in  the  physical  and  intellectual,  as 
wen  as  in  the  moral  world ;  it  has  endured  with  an  uncomplaining  jet 
unconquered  spirit,  every  character  of  persecution ;  and  it  stands  to-day 
upon  an  eminence  so  lof^  and  so  secure,  that  the  angry  waves  of  oppo- 
sition and  malevolence  dash  harmleesW  at  its  base. 

*'  When  we  fall,  if  f^  we  must,  it  will  be  in  consequence  of  our  own  foU 
Ues.  Dissensions  may  scatter  and  divide  us,  and  internal  troubles  may 
torn  one  brother  against  another,  but  these  evUs  are  not  inherent  in  the 
Gonstitution  of  the  Grder. 

"  In  truth,  our  landmarks  hava  been  so  oarefuQy  and  so  wisely  estab- 
lished that  there  can  be  no  decline  and  faU,  so  long  as  th^  are  ftiithfully 
observed. 

<<  Unlike  aU  other  qrstams  ocmslraoted  b¥  man,  Fx«aiBasoDry  is  BoitaUa 
to  every  age  and  dime,  and  needs  no  ny^dnWtifffi  to  satisQf  tas  innomiir- 
able  peonliarities  of  tha  mind  nd  heart 
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'^The  cause  of  its  oonftiniied  prosperity  is  well  known,  eren  to  those 
who  are  ignorant  of  our  mysteries,  and  profime  writers  bays  cited  it  as 
an  anoma^  in  the  history  of  mankind. 

**  The  thorough  oryeAalization  and  development  of  and  tlie  strict  ad- 
herence to  these  single  ideas,  contained  in  as  many  words,  AnfniHg  Uie 
Tery  germ  of  our  success — unity,  purity,  and  seoresy ;  one  in  mind,  guilt- 
less in  purpose  and  action,  and  apart  from  all  others. 

**  These  are  the  hi^  principles — heaTen-bom  and  eternal — ^which  hare 
enabled  the  brotherhood  to  withstand  the  hostile  strenffth  of  republics 
and  cftnpires ;  to  encounter  the  opposition  of  Church  and  State ;  to  defy 
the  enmity  as  well  of  ignorance  as  of  letters ;  and  to  endure  the  peneco- 
tion  of  b^ch  and  swoxd. 

"  Their  strict  and  faithful  observance  at  all  times  and  under  all  contiii- 
gencies,  will  alone  insure  continued  life  and  prosperity  to  the  institntiaii. 
And  now  in  all  sincerity  and  earnestness,  my  brethren,  I  beseech  you  to 
keep  these  high  principles  constantly  in  view.  Apply  them  as  true  and 
unerring  tests  to  eveipr  character  of  legislation  that  you  may  have  to  coo- 
sider,  and  allow  nothmg  to  receive  your  sanction  with  which  they  will  not 
accord.  It  has  been  found,  by  sad  experience,  that  liasonry  cannot  f onn 
a  profitable  alliance  with  any  other  association,  nor  will  it  receive,  with 
b^efit,  the  suggestions  of  foreisn  or  kindred  institutions. 

*'  Whenever  such  alliance  has  been  attempted,  or  such  suggestions  re- 
ceived, difficulties  and  disasters  have  inevitably  followed,  ending  on^ 
with  the  complete  severance  of  the  unnatural  connection,  or  the  utter  le- 
pudiation  of  such  ideas  and  principles  of  foreign  growth  as  had  been  in- 
troduced. 

*'  Stand  firmly  by  your  Ancient  Land  Harks,  and  depart  not  from  the 

golicy  of  the  Fathers.  They  made  Freemasonry  what  she  is ;  crowned 
er  with  glory  ;  caused  her  strength  to  grow  ymh  her  years,  and,  though 
tiie  wei^t  of  centuries  is  upon  her,  she  walks  the  earth  wi^  all  the  vigor 
and  freiumess  of  youth." 

We  note  a  very  able  report  from  the  Committee  on  Juri^nrudenoe, 
also  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution,  recommended  by  the  Com- 
mittee on  Correspondence,  viz.: 

''Beioked,  First,  That  the  Grand  Lodges  of  Dakota,  Manitoba,  Prince 
Edwards  Island,  Indian  Territory  and  Wyoming,  be  recognised  and  in- 
vited to  exchange  courtesies  as  is  customary. 

'^Second,  That  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Texas  fraternally  invites  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Ohio  to  consider  well,  whether  the  substance  it  now  has  of  Ha- 
sonic  intercourse  is  not  better  than  the  shadow  it  proposes  to  reach  after. 

**  Third,  That  this  Grand  Lodge  adheres  firmly  to  tJie  doctrine  of  ex- 
clusive jurisdiction.  Twq  Grand  Lodges  cannot  occupy  the  same  field  in 
the  Amwican  fraternity  with  its  consent"

We  are  glad  to  welcome  again  to  our  table  the  Utah  report  The  toI^ 
ume  before  ue^  like  its  predecessors  of  1874,  is  a  Tery  presentable  and 
creditable  report  It  relates  the  proceedings  of  the  M.  W.  Grand  Lodge 
of  Utah  at  its  Fourth  Annual  Grand  Gonmiunication,  held  in  the  city  of 
Salt  Lake,  commencing  Tuesday,  NoTcmber  the  9th,  A.  D.  1876,  M.  W. 
(}rand  Master  Oharles  W.  Bennett  presiding. 

The  proceedings  are  full  of  interest,  and  we  regret  that  we  cannot,  for 
want  of  space,  do  more  than  glance  at  the  work  by  selecting  from  the 
addresses  the  parts  which  relate  to  the  general  condition  of  the  Graft  in 
that  Territory. 

We  quote  from  the  address  of  Grand  Master  Bennett,  as  f oUows : 

'^MKMBEBSHZP. 

**The  increase  in  membership  in  our  Lodges  has  not  been  as  great  da- 
ring the  last  as  in  previous  years,  which  ffot  I  deem  rather  a  matter  of 
congratulation  than  otherwise,  as  it  eyinces  greater  care  in  the  selection 
of  material  for  our  mystic  Temple.  It  riiouM  be  a  can^inal  principle  in 
all  Lodges,  to  thoroughly  well  examine  and  test  all  material  before  ap- 
proTing  it  Better  slow,  sound  growth  than  rapid  development,  which 
may,  by  and  by,  be  marred  by  d^ective  material,  too  hastily  selected. 

"OOygnTUJBHT  LODOXS. 

"It  aiffordfl  me  much  pleasure  to  be  aUe  to  state  that  oor  Lodges  are,  fai 
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tli6  miiiii,  in  &  flonriBhiii^  oooditkHi,  snd  #8ll  d9#6lopai^  vi6  tfos  KiMMW 
▼iriaes. 

'*£aohof  my  predeoeesors  has  been  called  ai)on  to  azeicifle  the  dis- 
pensing power  for  the  erection  of  new  Lodges,  and  each  enjoys  the  satv- 
niotion  of  seeing  the  *'work  of  his  hand"  prospering.  I  hare  not  been 
called  upon  to  exercise  this  power.  Under  the  peculiar  ciroamstanoea  by 
which  we  are  sorroanded,  the  multiplication  of  Lodges,  as  well  as  the 
accession  of  members,  must  proceed  slowly  and  with  great  caution,  and 
ihoujg^  it  would  haye  been  a  pleasure  to  me  to  have  inaogaiated  the 
fdnnation  of  an  additional  Lodge,  under  proper  auspices,  I  deriTe  greater 
ntisfiiction  from  seeing  those  abready  established  prosper  than  I  could 
from  the  establishment  of  others,  unless  dictated  by  undoubted  wisdom. 

'Temperance,  fortitude,  prudence  and  justice,  are  the  four  principal 
mtues  which  we  inculcate,  and  upon  the  practice  and  obeerrmDoe  o# 
which  we  lay  greatest  stress;  but.  Brethren,  do  we  adequately,  practieep 
and  enjoin  on  others  to  practice  those  virtues  ?  Do  we  exercise  that  **diie 
restraint  upon  the  passions  and  affections  which  renders  the  body  tame 
and  governable,  and  frees  the  mind  from  the  allurement  of  yioe."  Sadly, 
I  must  say,  we  do  not  Intemperance  and  its  kindred  Tioes  axe  far  too 
oommon  amongst  us;  in  many  cases  our  precepts  are  belied  by  our  pno- 
tioes  to  the  disgrace  of  Masonry,  and  it  becomes  the  duty,  as  n  should  Ks 
the  pleasure  of  every  good  Mason  to  enforce  our  teachings  by  mild  ad- 
vice and  entreaty,  if  he  can,  by  the  harsher  means  provided  mm  by  oar 
laws,  if  he  must. 

'*While  I  have  particularized  intemperance  as  a  vice  to  be  fought  val^ 
iantly  by  all  good  Masons,  I  cannot  admit  that  our  fraternity  is  exempt 
from  other  delinquencies.  Do  all  possess  ^h2lt,  foriiJbtdi  which  wHI  maos 
them  strictly  adhere  to  the  right,  and  as  steadily  wage  war  against  the 
wrong;  or  that  frudenee  whidi  keeps  them  constantly  subject  and  obe^ 
dient  to  the  States  of  reason;  or  that  jugUee  whi^  enables  them  to 
render  to  every  man  his  just  due  witiiout  distinction?  Do  aJl  exercise 
that  brotherly  lof>e  which  regards  the  whole  human  species  as  one  funHy, 
whether  they  be  high  or  low,  rich  or  poor;  or  that  reUtfYrYxkSki  sootiies 
the  unhappy,  sympathizes  with  their  misfortunes,  compasaioiiatea  their 
miseries,  uid  tends  to  restore  peace  to  their  troubled  minds;  or  tluit  CmtA 
which  is  of  divine  origin,  and  the  foundation  of  every  virtue,  and  whidi 
causes  the  heart  and  tongue  to  join  in  promoting  each  other's  wdtee^ 
and  rejoicing  in  each  other's  prosperity  ? 

'*A11  of  these  things  we  do  not  do  as  we  mig^t,  and  yet  it  is  my  pride 
and  my  trust  to  say,  that  Masons  more  conscientiously,  more  religiou4jf 
than  most  people  or  organizations  practice  all  the  virtues.  It  is  Monse 
of  this  piide,  this  trust,  that  I  would  urge  a  more  full  and  complete  oobi- 
pliance  with  and  adherence  to  these,  and  all  our  teachings." 

Brother  Diehl  is  still  the  master  workman  of  this  ffive,  and  his  •Mf 

reports,  as  R.  W.  Grand  Secretary  and  Grand  Libnriaii  give  token  ^»^ 

of  his  zeal  and  efficiency. 

FOBSION  OOBBEBPOllDXirGB 

is  aUj  reprssentad,  and  adoniad,  by  the  graoefol  pen  of  Bidhsr  DiAl, 
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who  iioit  the  thixd  time  thns  appeftn  to  lead  the  thought  and  suggest  the 
action  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

He  reviews  with  careful  and  fraternal  consideration  the  proceedings  of 
fifty  American  Grand  Lodges. 

Those  of  Alabama  for  1874  reoeiye  due  notice,  and  Brother  Walthall's 
report  on  Correspondence  for  that  year  is  referred  to  in  complimentary 
terms.  We  regret,  however,  that  Brother  Walthall's  very  reasonable 
apology,  for  the  delayed  action  of  our  Grand  Lodge  on  the  recognition 
of  Utah,  is  not  accepted  in  full  of  the  grievance.  Brother  Diehl  will 
.find  when  he  reaches  the  proceedii^  of  1876  that  the  case  is  ^^healed."

memories  of  those  true  and  noble  Masons,  siioh  as  Haswell,  Tobker,  Ool- 
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lAiner,  Nason,  Oampbell,  Hollenbeek  and  others,  who,  in  the  daA  daji 
of  liasonio  peraeoatiozi,  helped  to  bear  the  crosB  and  insure  the  triumph 
of  the  Institation. 

Ahothbb  OEEEMomr,  that  of  the  presentation  of  a  gold  watoh  and  chain 
to  P.  G.  M.  Park  Davis,  in  testimony  of  '*  his  distingnishedaenrieeQas  an 
officer  of  the  Ghrand  Lodge,*'  was  interesting  and  notable. 

r  The  M.  W.  Grand  Master's  address  is  an  able  and  quite  lengthy  review 
of  the  field  of  his  operations  for  the  year,  and  is  an  excellent  ezeoatiTe 
message.    We  quote  his  remarks  on  the

**ooin>inoN  OF  masombt. 

'*  My  Brethren,  we  have  assembled  at  the  close  of  another  Masonie 
year  not  only  to  irenew  our  labors,  but  to  adopt  such  measures  and  pio- 
yide  suck  legislation  as  will  best  advance  the  interests  and  usefulness  of 
our  beloved  mstitution  throughout  this  jurisdiction.  In  accordance  witii 
custom,  I  now  render  an  account  of  my  stewardship  as  Grand  Master. 

**  During  the  past  year  no  new  Lodges  have  been  constituted.  Num- 
bering now  one  hundred,  and  so  located  throughout  the  State  as  to  well 
accommodale  the  brethren,  it  is  hoped  that,  for  some  time  at  least,  the 
number  will  not  be  increased.  It  is  no  indication  that  Masonry  is  not 
flourishing  because  of  no  further  increase  of  Lodges,  but,  on  the  othar 
hand,  that  it  is  growing  stronger  by  concentration  and  strengthening  the 
old  Lodges  inst^td  of  dividing  tiiem  into  many  weak  Lodges."

Brother  Henry  Glark,  Chairman  and  Grand  Secretary,  presents  the  r»- 
I)ort  on  this  topic,  his  eleventh  consecutive  annual  report.  Whether 
Brother  dark  inherited  the  capacity  to  solve  the  **  crux  eritioonmi "  or 
acquired  mastery  of  it  by  diligent  labor,  he  has  certainly  tittainfrd  to 
admirable  proficiency  in  reportorial  criticisms.  We  have  read,  appce- 
oiatively,  this  well  digested  report,  and  thank  him  for  the  pleasure  it 
has  afforded  us. 

His  review  embraces  the  proceedings  of  forty  (hand  Lodges,  m^Hwiwtg 
those  of  Alabama,  for  1874,  of  which  he  speaks  in  complimentary  termi 
and  extracts  from  them  freely.  Brother  Titcomb's  report  for  1874  is  thus 
endorsed  (and  its  concluding  paragraphs  quoted  in  full) :

VIRGINIA. 

The  proceedings  of  the  Tenerable  and  M.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  Vir- 
ginia come  to  us  with  their  usual  amplitude  of  page  and  of  digestible 
matter.  We  copy  the  plain  **Dote"  like  announcement  of  its  assem- 
bling, Tiz: 

PROCEEDINGS,  ETC.,  1875. 

'*At  a  Grand  Annual  Communication  of  the  Most  Worshipful  Grand 
Lodge  of  Ancient  York  Masons  of  Virginia,  held  at  SL  Alban*s  Hall, 
on  Monday,  being  the  13th  day  of  December,  1875." 

We  note,  further  along  in  the  record,  that  the  Grand  Lodge  was  opened 
in  AMPLE  voBM  by  M.  W.  Brother  Wm.  B.  Taliaferro,  from  whose  annual 
address  we  shall  extract  such  portions  as  illustrate  the  spirit  and  work  of 
Masonry  in  the  Old  Dominion,  viz  : 

**We  represent  the  Craft  in  Virginia — a  land  the  most  ancient  in  the 
ciyilization  of  this  continent— the  first  to  receive  the  rays  of  Masonic 
light  from  the  Eastern  sun,  and  to  r«uliate  and  diffuse  them  Westward 
with  the  star  of  Empire. 

**We  are  the  constituents  of  a  grand  assembly  now  Terging  upon  its 
centennial  period;  which  is  hallowed  by  the  purest  and  proudest  recollec- 
tions and  associations  of  the  past  history  of  our  institution  in  America; 
of  a  grand  body  over  which  George  Washington,  the  pater  patricB^  was 
called  to  preside,  and  over  which  the  gavel  of  authority  was  held  by  the 
hand  of  that  pure  and  illustrious  patriot  and  jurist,  the  great  Chief  Jus- 
tice John  Marshall. 

*'We^sit  in  places  once  occupied  by  the  conscript  fathers  of  Masonry, 
our  honored  ancestors,  the  types  of  Masonic  fidehty  and  of  the  chivalrio 
manhood  of  the  Old  Dominion.  And  we  have  now  among  us  some  of 
the  Nestors  of  our  Order — one,  our  venerable  and  venerated  Brother,  the 
oldest  Grand  Seoretary  in  the  world.

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*  These  reoolleotions  of  our  past  afford  us  another  Viz^jaia  text-bo(& 
of  Maeonzy — to  inspire  tus  bj  it8  teachings  with  the  determinatioa  to 
discharge  the  trust  committed  to  us  with  a  fidelity  worthy  of  oor  fonner 
history;  to  preserve  our  institution  inviolate;  to  magnify  and  exalt  its  dig- 
nity and  its  influence;  and  to  impress  upon  the  world,  by  our  own  can- 
duct,  the  truth  of  its  pious  and  noble  precepts. 

''Freemasonry  is  the  reprdsentotiye  of  the  truest  and  most  oatholio 
conservatism  the  world  has  ever  seen — knowing  no  nationality — free 
from  all  political  afl&nity;  the  evangelist  of  religion,  bat  untrameUed  by 
the  bonds  of  sect  or  seism — througn  the  long  ages  of  its  peaoefol  coom, 
its  mission  has  been  to  harmonize  and  humanize  mankind.  Beoogniziiig 
the  distinctions  of  rank  and  social  standing;  yielding  unquestioned  obe- 
dience to  the  civil  laws;  always  respecting  place  and  power;  and  ever  ren- 
dering homage  to  greatness  and  to  worth,  our  institution  has  embnujed 
and  brought  together  men  of  every  rank  and  class  and  clime  and  oountzy 
and  religion,  and  so  mingled  and  united  them,  from  Sovereign  down,  to 
subject  up,  upon  the  broad  level  of  the  tessellated  pavements  of  her  tem- 
ples, that  the  rough  comers  of  prejudice  and  intolerance  have  been 
broken  off  and  rounded,  and  the  rough  ashlers  made  perfect  ashlers  of 
toleration,  forbearance  and  brotherly  love. 

*'But  a  few  days  ago  a  Brother,  the  prospective  Sovereign  of  an  Em- 
pire on  which  the  sun  never  sets,  performed  certain  Masonic  rites  in  tba 
distant  land  of  India.  Parsee,  Hindoo,  Mahomedan,  Jew  and  Chnstiaii, 
Eiiropeaa  and  Asiatic,  thronged  in  full  clothing  of  the  Craft  to  par- 
ticipate in  the  ceremonies  of  the  occasion — and  whilst  the  native  princes 
had  been  slow  to  honor  the  heir  expectant  to  a  throne,  the  native  Aiasoni 
were  emulous  and  eager  to  pay  respect  and  homage  to  the  Ghrand  Master 
and  Prince  of  England.  What  an  illustration  of  the  conservatism  of 
Masonry.'* 

He  believes  that  noiv^fflUalet  have  rights,  and  thus  very  aooepUM^  U 
uSf  discusses  the  question,  viz: 

'*The  subject  of  the  status  of  non-affiliates,  and  the  relation  which  they 
bear  to  the  Craft,  is  one  everywhere,  more  or  less,  exercising  the  Mfff*^*^ 
mind,  and  is  well  worthy  of  your  serious  consideration. 

* 'It  is  a  very  delicate  question — that  of  the  power  of  a  Grand  Lodge, 
limited  as  it  is  by  the  constitutions  and  great  landmarks  of  Masonry,  to 
enact  laws  to  punish  without  trial  any  citizen  .  of  the  great  republic  of 
Freemasonry.  A  Mason  once  a  Biason,  always  until  death  or  Uaamiirt 
extinction  or  suspension  puts  a  period  to  existence,  has  been  the  dogma 
long  espoused  by  many;  and  it  would  seem  to  be  repugnant  to  the  great 
principles  of  our  faith,  that  one  who  had  retired  from  the  active  duties 
of  the  Craft,  after  having  worked  in  the  quarries  with  fidelity,  and  drawn  de- 
signs upon  the  trestle-boards  with  distinction — honored  flmd  respected  by 
the  profane  world,  and  held  free  from  reproach  by  his  Masonic  friends- 
should  be  placed  upon  the  same  plane  with  one  who  has  been  suspended 
or  Expelled;  to  the  extent  that  he  is  denied  the  rights  and  benefits  of  Ma- 
sonry. 

"A  non-affiliate  relinquishes  many  privileges  by  volontarily  Himitiing 
from  his  Lodge.  He  ceases  to  exercise  the  right  to  choose  the  ofBoen, 
as  well  as  of  being  himself  promoted  to  the  hooiora  of  his  Lodg»— lit 
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has  no  right  to  partioipate  with  thsm  in  the  sooial  hoars  of  refreshment 
and  recreation — but  that  he  should  be  denied  the  general  right  of  Ma- 
sonic association,  and  the  privilege  of  Maaonio  burial,  without  any  viola- 
iion  of  Masonic  obligation,  seems  a  departure  from  the  original  design  of 
our  institution. 

*'I  know  Uiat  these  views  are  not  generally  received  now-a-days.  We 
are  told  that  the  drones  who  do  not  work  should  not  be  fed;  that  he  is  no 
true  Mason  who  does  not  connect  himself  with  a  Lodge,  and  he  cannot 
expect  to  enjoy  any  of  the  rights  or  benefits  unless  he  contributes  to  the 
common  fund.  I  confess  that,  in  my  opinion,  unless  attended  with  great 
inconvenience,  all  Masons  should  feel  it  to  be  a  duty  to  connect  them- 
selves with  some  Lodge,  but  I  would  make  the  Lodges  attractive  enough 
by  the  material  which  constitutes  them  to  induce  the  desire  in  the  minds 
of  non-affiliates  to  unite  with  them. 

**Ma8onry  is  governed  by  universal  benevolence  and  charity;  it  has  no 
foundation  upon  pecuniary  obligation  or  reward;  it  is  no  'Trades  Union' 
or  co-operative  community — it  existed  before  the  days  of  the  Bounder- 
bys  and  the  Gradgrinds,  and  the  iron  age  of  fact — and  to  retain  and 
transmit  it,  in  its  old  time  purity,  we  must  discard|the  compensation,  gtiid 
pro  quOf  money,  and  co-operation  features  from  its  constitution. 

**I  should  be  pleased  to  see  the  fee  for  membership  abolished,  and  in- 
ducements offei^d  to  affiliation." 

We  have  searched  in  vain  through  these  proceedings  for  some  intima-' 
Uon  of  the  Masonic  age  of  our  venerable  sister  of  Virginia  (we  presume 
Brother  Dove  does  not  count  age  any  longer.)  We  know,  however,  that 
Virginia  is  a  mother  in  this  Israel,  for  she  has  published  her  histofyflram 
1777,  and  either  did,  is  about  to,  or  ought  to,  celebrate  her  centenniaL 

We  find  no  report  on  Foreign  Oorrespondence.

The  M.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  West  Virginia  held  its  Eleventh  Giand 
Annual  Oommunioation  in  the  oiij  of  Wheeling,  beginning  on  Tueadaj, 
the  9ih  day  of  November,  A.  D.  1875,  and  opened  in  ample  fbrm  bj  M. 
W.  Gxaad  Master  Bobert  White. 
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The  Grand  Master's  address  is  good  in  matter  and  style,  and  we  quote, 
for  the  benefit  of  our  readers,  his  allusions  to  the  beginning  of  thdr 
career  as  a  Grand  Lodge,  yiz. : 

**  Looking  back  over  the  year  just  passed  away,  have  we  not  full  cause 
to  congratulate  ourselves  upon  the  condition  of  the  Craft  in  this  jnrisdio- 
tion  ?  V^hen  I  remember  that  just  eight  years  ago  this  night  I  entered 
this  Lodge-room  as  the  first  representative  of  a  Subordinate  Lodge  east 
of  the  Aileganies,  and  call  to  mind  the  warm  reception  given  me,  a  stran- 
ger then — when  I  remember  how  you  sent  me  greeting,  as  your  repre- 
sentative, to  our  loved  mother  Grand  Lodge  of  Virginia,  and  the  kind 
welcome  she  gave  as  I  asked  her  to  recognize  and  cherish  this,  her  young 
daughter,  and  how  she  sent  me  back  the  bearer  of  glad  tidings  of  great 
joy  to  you — when  I  remember  that  there  were  then  but  twenty-one 
Lodges  reporting  to  this  Grand  Body,  and  now  see  before  me  the  repre- 
sentatives of  nearly  seventy — when  I  call  to  mind  the  kindly  greetings 
vear  by  year  extended  to  me  by  my  brethren  here,  and  how  you  have 
nonored  and  trusted  me  in  the  past,  brethren, 

"I  feel 
That  on  the  fountain  of  my  heart  a  seal 
Is  set  to  keep  its  waters  pure  and  bright." 

This  Gassarian  daughter  of  old  Virginia,  untimely  torn  from  her  womb 
by  the  throes  of  revolution,  has  illustrated  in  her  history  and  progress  the 
inherent  and  self-sustaining  principles  of  Masonry — guided  and  controlled 
by  its  rules  of  order  and  symetry,  this  new  Temple  has  attained  its  just 
proportions,  and  the  building  thus  completed  attracts  the  wonder  and  re- 
spect of  the  Graft 

We  would  gladly  linger  awhile  with  these  Brethren,*  bat  time  forbids 
and  we  content  ourselves  with  this  brief  but  fraternally  saggested  notice 
of  their  proccAdings.

THE  **  NEW  DAY  NEW  DUTY"  OVERTUBE.

We  reproduce  an  exhaustive  deliverance  from  B.  W.  Brother  JosuH 
H.  DBumfOND,  of  Maine,  on  this  topic,  and  commend  it  to  the  attffntwn 
of  our  readers  as  the  most  concise  and  intelligent  treatise,  (within  rea- 
sonable compass,)  on  the  question  that  we  have  found.  Brother  Dram- 
mond  is  famed  for  accuracy,  and  diligence  in  research,  and  is  one  of  the 
acknowledged  authorities  on  questions  of  masonic  histozy,  as  well  as  a 
great  light  in  its  literature  and  ethics : 

'^COLOBED  MABONBT. 

'*  The  Grand  Masters  of  Ohio  and  Minnesota  have  raised  the  qneetioB 
as  to  the  duty  of  Masons  towards  those  organizations  of  the  colond 
people  of  this  country,  existing  in  abnost  every  State  of  oar  Union, 
which  claim  to  be  duly  constituted  Lodges  and  Grand  Lodges  of  regular 
Masons.  We  say  these  Grand  Masters  have  raised  the  question ;  peniapt 
we  should  say  that  the  parties  interested  have  raised  it  through  those 
Grand  Masters ;  at  any  rate  these  parties  have  endeavored  to  bring  their 
claims  to  the  notice  of  Grand  Lodges,  and  we  cannot  refuse  to  emnajAti^ 
claims  when  made  in  the  name  of  Masonry.  It  would  be  contrary  to  our 
earUest  teachings  to  shrink  from  the  examination  of  any  demand  made 
upon  us  in  the  name  of  our  institution.  There  should  be,  therefore,  no 
is^rinking  from  meeting  this  matter  squarely  and  settling  it  an  prin^e^pk. 
If  it  has  already  been  settled,  let  the  fact  be  declared.  But  above  aU,  we 
should  bring  to  its  discussion,  the  same  calm,  deliberate  judgment  that 
marks  the  true  Mason ;  passion  and  prejudice,  enthusiasm  and  undue 
sympathv,  should  equally  be  laid  aside.  While  we  should  be  ready  to  do 
jofltioe,  uuragh  the  heavens  ftdl,  we  must  do  justice  to  Maaonxy  and  Ma* 
Mns,  as  well  as  to  others.  We  make  these  remarks  prehminaxy  to  our 
^p*"H<^,  beoanae  we  have  obaerved  a  tendanojin  some  qnarten  todsal 
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in  denunoiation  and  threats  rather  than  argument.  No  threats  of  what 
may  fall  thereon  will  deter  any  real  Mason  from  doing  what  he  regards 
to  be  his  duty ;  and  they  should  avul  nothing  in  the  settlement  of  this 
question. 

**  As  there  are  no  organizations  in  Maine  (or  New  Hampshire  or  Ver- 
mont) of  the  character  in  question,  we  might  seem  to  have  no  interest  in 
this  matter ;  but  our  relations  are  so  intimate  with  all  the  other  Graod 
Lodges,  that  our  interest  is  really  scarcely  less  than  in  the  States  in  which 
these  organizations  exist 

**  These  organizations  have  been  recognized  by  some  foreign  Grand 
Bodies ;  we  perceive  that  in  some  quarters  stress  is  placed  upon  that  fact ; 
but  it  is  now  too  well  settled  to  be  disputed,  that  the  Grand  Lodges  of 
this  country  will  settle  such  questions  for  themselves,  and  they  will  recog- 
nize no  Grand  Body  unless  they  deem  it  entitled  to  recognition,  whatever 
may  be  the  action  of  the  Masonic  Authorities  in  Europe  or  South  America. 

**  In  1775,  probably  on  the  6th  day  of  March,  Prince  Hall  and  thirteen 
other  colored  men  received  the  degrees  of  Masonry  in  a  travelling  Lodge, 
attached  to  one  of  the  regiments  of  the  British  Army,  then  stationed  in 
Boston.  Whether  this  was  done  to  enable  these  men  to  form  a  Lodge  or 
not,  or  why  it  was  done,  does  not  appear.  But  they  at  once  commenced 
meeting  as  a  Lodge,  without  any  authority.  It  has  been  claimed  that 
they  had  a  dispensation,  under  which  they  worked ;  but  no  evidence  of 
this  has  been  produced ;  there  is  no  record  of  such  a  dispensation  in 
London,  and  it  is  very  certain  that  the  Provincial  Grand  Master  did  not 
grant  any  to  them  ;  and,  moreover,  dispemaUons  for  the  organization  of 
new  Lodges  were  not  then  known  in  this  country.  The  charter  of  Port- 
land Lodge  was  granted  directly  by  the  Provincial  Grand  Master  in  1769. 
The  terms  **  warrant,"  *'  charter  "  and  *'  deputation  "  were  then  used  in 
this  connection,  but  the  term  **  dispensation  "  was  then  applied  only  to 
dispensing  with  the  law  by  the  Grand  Master  in  a  particular  case.  In 
1784,  an  application  was  sent  to  England  for  a  charter ;  in  the  letter  of 
transmittal,  dated  March  1,  1784,  Prince  Hall  says  that  the  Lodge  had 
been  founded  almost  eight  years,  but  that  there  had  been,  until  then,  no 
opportunity  to  apply  for  a  warrant  The  Grand  Lodge  of  Engkmd 
(Modem)  granted  a  charter  for  African  Lodge  in  the  usual  form, 
September  29,  1784 ;  but  it  was  not  received,  or  the  Lodge  organized 
under  it,  until  1787.  Official  documents  show  that  it  continued  to 
work  and  make  returns  to  the  Grand  Lodge  until  1798,  and  there  is  little 
doubt  that  it  continued  to  work  until  the  death  of  Prince  Hall,  in 
1807.  In  1797,Prince  Hall  granted  a  dispensation  for  a  Lodge  in 
Philadelphia,  to  which  a  charter  was  afterwareds  issued,  but  whether 
by  African  Lodge  or  Prince  Hall,  we  have  not  ascertained.  It 
has  been  clcdmed  that  Prince  HaU  was  a  **  Deputy  Grand 
Master,  with  all  the  powers  and  authority  pertaining  to  that  office  "  when 
be  issued  that  dispensation,  and  that  he  issued  it  as  such ;  but  not  only  is 
there  no  evidence  that  he  was  a  Deputy,  but  the  evidence  is  plenary 
that  he  was  not;  indeed,  one  writer  bases  the  legality  of  this  Pennsylva- 
nia Lodge  upon  the  right  of  a  Lodge  to  charter  other  Lodges.  Accord- 
ing to  a  contemporaneous  document,  a  portion  of  the  petitioners  (at 
least)  for  this  dispensation  were  made  Masons  in  England,  and  one  or 
note  in  Irelaiid.    One  authority  (Woodlin)  sapposes  that  Afrioan  Lodge

was  then  assuming  to  act  as  a  Grand  Lodge,  but  no  other,  so  far  as  we 
can  disooyer,  makes  any  such  claim.  Soon  after,  Prinoe  Hall  established 
another  Lodge  in  Providence,  Bhode  Island.  Li  1808,  African  Lodge 
and  these  two  Lodges,  established  by  itself,  or  by  Prince  Hall,  organized 
a  Grand  Lodge  at  Boston.  After  1808,  there  is  a  blank  in  the  published 
history  of  African  Lodge,  and  there  is  no  doubt  that  it  became  dormant, 
if  not  actually  extinct.  In  January,  1824,  a  petition  was  sent  to  Eng- 
land, reciting  the  issuiug  of  the  old  charter,  and  stating  that  it  author- 
ized the  conferring  of  only  three  degrees,  and  soliciting  the  ^irenewal  of 
our  charter,"  to  authorize  them  to  confer  the  seven  degrees.  This  peti- 
tion purports  to  be  signed  by  the  Master  and  Wardens,  and  attested  by 
the  Secretary.  They  say,  *It  is  with  regret  we  communicate  to  you 
that,  from  the  decease  of  our  well-beloved  Brethren  who  obtained  the 
warrant,  we  have  not  been  able  for  several  years  to  transmit  moneys  and 
hold  a  regular  communication;  but  as  we  are  now  permanently  established 
to  work  conformable  to  our  warrant  and  Book  of  Constitutions,  we  will 
send  the  moneys  as  circumstances  will  admit,  together  with  the  money 
for  a  new  warrant,  should  your  Honorable  Body  think  us  worthy  to  re- 
ceive the  same.'  To  this  petition  no  answer  was  returned,  as  the  Gnmd 
Lodge  of  England,  at  the  time  of  the  union  in  1813,  had  dropped  Afri- 
can Lodge  from  its  registry,  and  it  never  afterwards  restored  it.  In 
1827,  getting  no  answer  to  their  petition,  African  Lodge  published  a  De- 
claration of  Independence.  In  this  document  it  is  stated  that  the  origi- 
nal charter  '^appears  to  have  been  confined  exclusively  to  the  Africans 
and  to  certain  conditions.  Whether  these  conditions  have  been  complied 
with  by  our  ancestors,  we  are  unable  to  say;  but  we  can  add  that  in  con- 
sequence of  the  decease  of  the  above  named  Brother  (Prinoe  Hall)  tkt 
instUiUion  wmfor  years  unable  to  proceed^  for  want  of  one  to  conduct  its 
affairs  agreeably  to  what  is  required  in  every  regular  and  well-educated 
Lodge  of  Masons.'  Not  haying  heard  from  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Eng- 
land, it  declared  itself  *f ree  and  independent  of  any  Lodge  from  this  day, 
and  that  we  will  not  be  tributary,  or  be  governed  by  any  lodge  than  tlutt 
of  our  own.'  How  many  years  after  Hall's  death  the  Lodge  was  im- 
able  to  proceed,'  we  cannot  ascertain;  it  was  probably  till  about  1824;  and 
whether  the  Lodge  was  resuscitated  by  its  old  members,  or  by  others, 
does  not  appear.  Woodlin  says,  Nero  Prince  succeeded  Prince  Hall,  but 
presided  only  one  year;  that  the  third  Master  was  George  Middleton;  the 
next,  Peter  Lewis;  and  the  next,  Samuel  H.  Moody;  the  latter  signed  the 
petition  in  1824,  above  mentioned;  he,  also,  according  to  Woodlin,  es- 
tablished Harmony  Lodge,  No.  5,  in  Providence,  in  1825,  and  Bayer 
Lodge,  in  New  York,  in  1826.  John  T.  Hilton,  a  man  of  much  abihty, 
succeeded  Moody,  and  after  him  five  others  presided  before  1836,  when 
Hilton  was  re-elected  and  held  the  office  of  Master  until  1847,  when, 
under  his  lead,  a  National  Graud  Lodge  was  formed.  Before  1847,  he  is 
sometimes  styled  'Master,'  and  sometimes  'Grand  Master;'  in  18^7,  in  the 
'Declaration  of  Independence,'  he  styled  himself  Master.  From  these 
acts  of  African  Lodge,  in  1827,  it  seems  that  the  Grand  Lodge  formed  in 
1808  was  extinct,  or  had  been  forgotten,  or  that  its  authority  was  denied, 
and  we  have  not  ascertained  when  the  idea  of  the  independenoe  of  Afri- 
can Lodge  was  given  up,  or  whether  the  'African  Grand  Lodge,'  ol  which, 
in  1847,  Hilton  appears  as  Grand  Master,  ia  the  Gcand  Lo^e  formed  ia

1808,  or  African  Lodge  itself,  or  a  new  Grand  Lodp[e.  Before  }>rOoeed- 
ing  with  the  history  of  the  National  Grand  Lodge,  it  is  neceasazy  to  ad- 
yert  briefly  to  the  other  organizations  in  Massaohosetts. 

'*Li  1783,  a  ProTinoial  Grand  Lodf<e  was  formed  in  Boston,  which  con- 
tinued under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  England  ('Modem*), 
until  the  ^volution.  In  1756,  the  schisms  among  the  English  Masons 
reached  America,  and  a  Lodge  of  'Ancient'  Masons  was  formed  under  the 
Grand  Lod^e  of  Scotland.  An  attempt  was  made  to  harmonize  the  two 
fttctions  in  Boston;  but  it  failed,  the  two  never  having  united,  save  once, 
when  on  the  occasion  of  the  funeral  of  Provincial  Grand  Master  Jeremy 
Gridley,  they  forgot  their  animosities  in  their  common  grief.  While  par- 
tially recognizing  each  other  as  Masons,  they  prohibited  mutual  visita- 
tion, as  such.  Tliis  state  of  things  led,  in  1769,  to  the  formation  of  an 
'Ancient'  Grand  Lodge  under  the  authority  of  the  Grand  I^ge  of  Scot- 
land,  with  Joseph  Warren  as  Grand  Master.  Warren  was  killed  at  the 
battle  of  Banker  Hill,  in  1775;  and  political  independence  was  declared 
July  4,  1776.  The  idea  of  Afascmic  independence  soon  followed;  and, 
upon  formal  call,  the  delegates  of  three  of  the  four  'Ancient'  Lodges 
met  March  8,  1777,  and  formed  an  independent  Grand  Lodge,  and  the 
fourth  Lodge  soon  gave  in  its  adhesion.  It  has  been  doubted  whether 
theee  delegates  were  the  autharued  representatives  of  the  Lodges.  The 
Lodges  were  ordered  to  send  delegates  for  that  special  purpose;  the  record 
so  states  it;  this  is  sufficient  evidence,  but  it  is  not  all;  it  was  re-stated  and 
re-affirmed,  by  way  of  recital,  both  in  1782  and  1785.  In  1782,  this 
Grand  Lodge  formally  promulgated  the  doctrine  of  exclusive  Grand 
Lodge  jurisdiction.  But  it  has  been  argued  that,  although  the  Grand 
Lodge  formally  announced  this  doctrine,  it  was  without  effect,  because 
there  then  were,  and  continued  to  be,  another  Grand  Lodge  and  other 
Lodges  in  Massachusetts.  But  a  decisive  and  complete  answer  to  this  is, 
that  one  was  'Modem'  and  the  other  'Ancient,'  and  neither  recognized 
the  other  as  ^regukM^  Masons.  They  maintained  toward  each  other  very 
much  the  bearing  that  the  'Compact'  Colored  Grand  Lodges  and  the  'In- 
dependenf  Colored  Grand  Lodges,  in  several  of  the  States,  now  bear 
toward  each  other — each  denouncing  the  other  as  irregular  and  clandes- 
tine. But  in  1787  measures  began  to  be  taken  for  a  union,  which  was 
effected  in  1792,  as  it  was  in  South  Carolina  in  1808  and  again  in  1817, 
and  in  England  in  1813.  The  union  in  1792  was  no  more  a  recognition 
of  ccmeurrent  jurisdiction,  than  was  the  union  of  the  two  Ghrand  Lodges 
in  New  York,  in  1858.  It  was  a  oonsequerice  of  the  doctrine  of  exchuioe 
jurisdiction,  recognized  by  all  concerned. 

'*  The  doctrine  of  exclusive  jurisdiction  was  substantially  declared  by 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  Virginia,  June  24,  1779,  and  re-affirmed  Octobnr 
28,  1785. 

"On  May  26,  1785,  a  convention  of  delegates  of  twelve  of  the  Ancient 
Lodges  in  Massachusetts  met,  and  after  consideration  and  discussion, 
adopted  a  declaration  consisting  of  thirteen  Articles.  This  meeting  es- 
caped the  notice  of  all  who  have  discussed  the  question  until  1874,  when 
its  proceedings  were  published  in  the  New  England  Freemason  (VoL  I, 
pp.  465  to  473).  The  regularity  and  legality  of  the  formation  of  the 
Massachusetts  Grand  Lodge  were  affirmed. 

"  To  return  to  the  oolorod  arganizations.    After  the  formation  of  the 
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lodge  in  Philadelphia,  in  1797,  by  Prince  Hall,  two  olhen  wen  Idmed 
tfaaire,  (we  preaome  bj  Afrioan  Grand  Lodge  at  Boston),  and  on  Deeeat- 
her  27,  1815,  these  tiuee  formed  a  Qtand  Lodge  for  PennsTirmniA,  under 
ttie  title  of  **The  Fint  Independent  Afrioan  Ckand  Lodge  o#  North 
Ameriea.**  Thia  title  indicates  that  the  Grand  Lodge  at  Boston  was  then 
undentood  to  be  extinct  In  1818,  one  of  the  sabordmates  of  .the  Penn- 
^flTania  Grand  Lodge,  and  in  1828  another,  were  deohoed  rebels  and 
were  expelled.  Bat  thej  seem  to  haye  continued  their  work,  for  in  1833 
one  of  tiiem  claimed  to  haTe  obtained  a  charter  from  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  Ohio,  with  authority  to  form  enough  more  Lodges  to  organize  a  Grand 
Lodge.  It  was  claimed  that  $125  was  paid  for  this  authorization,  one- 
half  by  each  Lod^e.  Of  course  it  was  a  forgery,  but  it  is  probable  that 
the  recipients  of  it  were  imposed  upon,  as  they  proceeded  under  it  with 
apparently  perfect  confidence.  Other  Lodges  were  formed,  and  on  July 
17,  1837,  they  organized  the  GGram  Grand  Lodfl^e  of  Pennsylyania.  Be- 
tween Uiese  two  Ghrand  Bodies  there  was  a  bitter  fend  until  1847,  when 
John  T.  Hilton  conceiyed  the  idea  of  uniting  all  the  organizations  under 
a  National  Grand  Lodge. 

"On  June  24,  1847,  the  delegates  of  the  three  Grand  Lodges  (one  in 
liassachusetts  and  two  in  Pennsylyania)  and  from  Boyer  Lodge,  in  New 
Tork,  met  in  Boston  and  formed  The  M.  W.  National  Grand  Lodge  of 
Free  and  Accepted  Ancient  Tork  Masons  of  Color,  for  the  United  States 
of  North  America  and  the  Masonic  Jurisdiction  thereunto  bdonging.* 
This  Body  was  to  meet  once  a  year,  but  elect  officers  once  in  three  jmn. 
It  had  power  to  grant  warrants  to  State  Grand  Lodges,  and  no  Gxand 
Lodge  could  be  recognized  that  did  not  hold  a  warrant  from  it. 

''Thereupon  the  two  Grand  Lodges  in  Pennsylvania  oonaolidated;  a 
Grand  Lodge  was  formed  in  New  Jersey,  June  12,  1848^  by  four  Lodges, 
two  holding  under  each  of  the  lately  rival  Bodies  in  Philadelphia:  also  in 
1848,  Prince  Hall  Grand  Lodge  was  formed  in  Massachusetts  by  four 
Lodges;  the  United  Grand  Lodge  in  New  Tork  by  six  Lodges  and  the  Union 
Grand  Lodge  of  the  District  of  Gcdumbia.  There  were  also  one  Lodge  in 
Rhode  Idand,  one  in  Connecticut,  one  in  Indiana,  one  in  Louisiatta,  one 
in  Virginia,  one  in  California  and  two  in  Delaware;  tlraae  were  all  the 
Lodge  organizations  then  existing,  and  all  under  the  jurisdictioii  of  the 
National  Ghrand  Lodge. 

**But  trouble  soon  came.  In  1849,  at  its  Annual  Sessioik,  it  'ezpeDed' 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  Tork,  withthreeof  its  subordinates,  and  anew 
Grand  Lodge  was  formed  October  18,  1849,  with  six  Lodges;  hot  ttie  oU 
Grand  Lodge  continued  as  Independent;  this  was  followed  by  a  soldaa  in 
Pennsylva^a,  and  an  Independent  Grand  Lodge  was  fbnned  tiMirsu  In- 
diriduals  and  one  Lodge  in  New  Jersey  were  aloo  exiMlled. 

'"The  National  Grand  Lodge,  after  1850,  met  triennially.  We  have 
Men  its  Procee^ngi  for  1856;  1862,  1865  and  1874.  Those  fdr  1856  give 
the  organization  oi  three  Grand  Chapters,  a  Grand  Encampment  and  a 
Snpieme  Councfl  of  the  Thirty-third  Degree.  Its  Constitotion  (1865) 
denounces  all  Colored  Grand  Lodges,  and  Lodges  not  boldti^ 
nnder  it,  as  spurious  and  clandestine.  Since  1849  there  has  been  a 
fierce  contest  between  the  'Nationals'  and  the  *Independent».*  lbs 
fdrmerhave  been  gradually  losing  ground,  and  although  the  Matioiial 
Grand  Lodge  baa  quite  a  number  of  sobordinateB,  its  daja  aro  bub- 
bered,  unless  some  reaotioQ  shall  set  in  to  give  it  new  strangtli.

**AT.ABAiffA.— 1,  Natiozuil,  Hay  14,  1874;  2,  Ind^Mndenft,  September  27, 
1870. 

'*Abxaksab. — Independent,  lifarch  28,  1878. 

''GiiiiFOBHiA— There  was  a  'National'  Qrand  Lodge  fdnned  some  yeea 
ago,  an  'Independent*  in  1871.  Bat  recently  they  have  been  oonmidik 
ted;  and  now  there  is  but  one  Grand  Lodge,  Independent. 

"OoNNEonoxTT. — Independent,  November  8, 1878. 

''Delaware. —1,  Hiram  Grand  Lodge,  Independent,  1849;  2,  Harmony 
Grand  Lodge,  National,  1855. 

"DisTBioT  OF  Columbia. — Organized  as  National  in  1848;  in  1874  se- 
ceded, and  now  is  Independent. 

'^Flobida.— 1,  Independent,  organized  in  1870;  2,  we  hear  that  a  'Na- 
tional' has  also  been  formed,  but  have  no  definite  information. 

"Geobgia.— 1,  National,  June  24,  1870;  2,  Independent  June  28,  1874. 

"Illinois. — National,  February  15,  1867. 

"Indiana. — There  have  been,  and  at  last  advices  continued  to  be,  two 
Grand  Lodges  in  Indiana,  one  originally  National,  but  within  a  ftm  yean 
has  withdrawn;  the  other,  Independent,  but  not  uniting  with  the  former. 

"Kansas. — Independent,  June  24,  1867.  • 

"Kentugky.— National,  August  16,  1866.  But  in  1875  it  withdrew  from 
the  'National  OompaoV  and  is  now  'Independent.'  " 

"  Louisiana. — Eureka  Grand  Lodge,  1863,  Independent.  Other  Grand 
Ix>dges  also  have  subordinates,  and  tiie  "  Supreme  Council "  has  one. 

"Mabtland. — 1,  Union  Grand  Lodge,  National,  1848 ;  2,  First  Colored 
Grand  Lodge,  Independent. 

"Massachusetts.— Prince  Hall  Grand  Lodge  originally  National;  it  has 
recentiy  withdrawn  from  the  National  Compact 

"MicmoAN. — 1,  National,  April  25,  1865;  2,  Independent,  September 
28,  1872. 

"Mississippi. — ^National,  1874. 

"MissouBL-^June  24,1866;  originally  "National,"  but  has  recently 
withdrawn,  and  joined  the  Independents. 

"New  Jebset. — A  "National"  Gnmd  Lodge  was  organized  in  1849 ; 
and  afterwards  an  Independent  was  also  formed ;  but  in  1875,  they  con- 
solidated as  an  Independent  Grand  Lodge. 

"New  Yobk. — ^As  before  stated,  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  Tork  was 
expelled,  the  account  says,  for  "nine  thousand  nine  hundred  and  ninety- 
nine  years,  nine  months  and  nine  days."  A  new  Grand  Lodge  was  formed 
October  13,  1849.  Whether  the  old  Grand  Lodge  continued  its  existence, 
we  are  unable  to  say.  There  is  now  an  Indepe^ent  Grand  Lodge,  which 
is  said  to  have  been  formed  in  1851.  There  is  also  a  "Compact"  Grand 
Lodge,  but  we  have  never  seen  any  documents  issued  by  it,  and  cannot 
give  its  history. 

"NoBTH  Cabouna.— National,  March  1,  1870. 

"Ohio.— Woodlin  says  it  was  organized  in  1848 ;  but  the  better  anthov- 
ity  puts  it  in  1851 ;  it  was  originafiy  under  the  "National  Oompaot,"  bat 
in  1868  it  withdrew,  and  has  been  very  earnest  ainoe  in  iftB  effbrls  to  pio- 
ene  the  diasnhition  of  the  National  Grand  Lodge. 
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'TxNNSTLYAHiA. — Soon  after  the  formation  of  the  Nattonal  Grand 
Lodge,  and  immediately  after  the  union  of  the  two  State  Gkand  Lodges, 
there  was  a  schism,  resiUting  in  two  Grand  Lodges,  as  above  stated,  wUeh 
are  still  in  existence. 

'*  Rhode  IsLA!n>. — There  were  until  recently  a  **Compact"  Grand 
Lodge,  and  an  Independent  Grand  Lodge;  formed  June  24,  1874  ;  but 
the  two  consolidated  and  formed  a  ''Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,"  October 
27,  1876. 

''South  CkoousJL. — Compact,  June,  1869. 

"Tennbsseb.— 1,  Independent,  August  31,  1870;  2,  Ckmipaet,  1872. 

"Texas.— Independent,  August  19,  1875. 

"ViBoiNiA.— 1,  Compact,  "Union  Grand  Lodge,"  Febmazy  16,  1866; 
2,  Independent,  in  1867. 

"In  Colorado,  Idaho,  Iowa,  Maine,  Minnesota,  Montana,  Nebraska, 
Nevada,  New  Hampshire,  Oregon,  Utah,  Vermont,  Washington  and  Wis- 
consin there  is  no  Grand  Lodge ;  the  same  is  true  of  Canada,  exoept  the 
Province  of  Ontario. 

"From  this  history  of  these  organizations,  it  will  be  seen  at  onoe  that  on 
no  groimd  whatever  can  the  Ohio  proposition  be  sustained. 

"To  recognize  them  as  Independent  Grand  Lodges  is  the  death  of  Hnb 
doctri^  of  exclusive  jurisdiction.  If  Ohio  recognizes  the  African  Grand 
Lodge,  she  must  repeal  the  ban  of  non-intercourse  with  Hamburg  and 
the  Grand  Orient  of  France,  and  recognize  those  Bodies  in  New  Toik, 
New  Jersey  and  Louisiana  which  she  has  for  so  many  years  declared  to  be 
clandestine,  and  the  planting  of  which  was  a  Masonic  offense  of  so  grave 
a  character  that  it  put  the  perpetrators  outside  the  pale  of  Masonry,  in 
her  judgment,  as  well  as  that  of  all  her  sisters. 

"Again,  it  introduces  into  Masonry  a  distinction  founded  npon  race  and 
color,  which  is  contrary  to  its  fundamental  principles.  But  it  is  said  that 
a  distinction  founded  upon  nationality  has  already  been  introduced,  and 
that  it  is  no  more  an  innovation  upon  Bfasonic  usage  and  law  to  grant  a 
charter  to  men  of  color,  than  to  grant  one  to  Germans  or  Frenchmen. 
We  have  never  believed  it  right  to  issue  a  charter  with  any  stipulation  ts 
to  the  language  in  wtiich  the  work  is  to  be  done ;  still,  the  granting  of  a 
charter  to  men  of  color,  leaving  them  free  to  admit  whom  the^  ^ease, 
and  placing  them  under  the  same  government  as  other  Lodges,  is  a  veiy 
different  thing  from  recognizing  an  African  Grand  Lod^,  and  thus  say- 
ing, "the  whites  will  come  with  us,  the  blacks  will  go  with  you." 

"  No,  the  only  terms  upon  which  recognition  can  be  granted  is  the  con- 
solidation of  the  two  Grand  Organizations  into  one  as  the  supreme  aiu 
thority  over  all  the  subordinates.  If  these  organizations  are  regular,  or 
merely  technically  illegal,  they  should  be  invited  to  unite  and  fuse  with 
the  white  organizations,  as  Masonic  histozy  affords  many  preoedente  for 
doing. 

"But  are  th^  regular  ?  Or  are  th^  merely  iMfunioaOy  irregular?  Or 
are  they  essentially  clandestine?  If,  m  1872,  the  doctrine  cS  ezdlusive 
jurisdiction  was  law,  as  now  held,  the  sooroe  of  all  the  rest,  was  daodes- 
tine.  Bat  admitting  that  African  Lodge  was  a  regular  Lodge,  was  ttae 
a  single  other  rtguHofr  Lodge  established  ?  The  first  was  fbrmed  hi  1797 
by  raooeHall,  who  had  no  other  or  greater  anthodty  than  thai  oCMistar 
ofaLodga.    It  is  troe  tha^  aod«nl&  Lodgit  wwa  taBMd  wilted  any 
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warrant  or  oh«rt6r;  but  in  1797,  it  had  been  the  hiw  of  the  Grand  Lodge, 
under  which  African  Lodge  then  held  its  charter  and  worked,  for  three- 
quarters  of  a  century,  that  **if  any  set  or  namber  of  Masons  shall  take 
npon  themselves  to  form  a  Lodge,  withovt  the  Grand  Mcuttef's  warranty 
the  regular  Lodges  are  not  to  countenance  them,  nor  own  them  as  fair 
brethren  duly  formed,  nor  approre  of  their  acts  or  deeds  "  (Eighth  Old 
Begulation.)  The  Lodge  in  Proyidence  was  formed  in  the  same  manner. 
These  two,  with  African  Lodge,  formed  a  Grand  Lodge  in  1808.  Under 
the  Old  Regulation,  to  which  we  have  referred,  these  Lodges  and  their 
Grand  Lodge  were  clandestine  ;  they  were  clandestine  not  merely  under 
the  Masonic  law  as  it  now  exists,  but  under  the  law  as  it  then  existed, 
and  had  existed  nearly  a  century.  Upon  a  most  thorough  and  careful 
examination,  with  an  anxiety  to  arrive  at  the  truth,  but  with  an  earnest 
wish,  which  we  do  not  hesitate  to  avow,  that  the  irregularities  in  these 
organizations  might  be  found  to  be  of  so  purely  technical  a  character 
that  they  might  be  healed  by  legislation,  and  the  universality  of  Masonry 
demonstrated  in  a  signal  manner,  we  can  come  to  no  other  condusion 
than  that  they  are  irregular  and  must  be  held  to  be  clandestine. 

'*But  it  is  said  that  tibey  piaintain  the  same  principles,  have  the  same 
forms  and  ceremonies,  and  practice  the  same  Masonry  that  we  practice, 
and  in  the  same  manner  in  which  we  practice  it;  and  why  not  then  heal 
them,  as  has  been  done  in  other  cases,  in  which  the  parties  healed  were 
held  to  be  equally  clandestine  ?  To  this  (if  it  is  true)  one  answer  is,  that 
they  are  not  ready.  8hould  we  heal  the  'Nationals*  or  the  'Independents  V 
Altiiough  there  may  be  some  States  in  which  this  question  does  not  arise, 
yet  no  policy  must  be  adopted  in  this  matter  which  is  not  a  general  one, 
and  while  there  are  two  rival  organizations  they  are  not  ready  to  present 
this  question. 

**But  beyond  this  there  is  another  difficulty,  which  another  generation 
will  remove:  many  of  the  members  of  the  Colored  Lodges  are  not  free 
horn.  It  is  true  Uiat  in  1813  the  Grand  Lodge  of  England  struck  out 
*free  oorrC  and  inserted  free  man,''  But  in  America  it  is  a  landmark, 
that  no  one  can  be  made  a  Mason  unless  he  SAfreehom  ;*  there  may  be  no 
Teaaon  whatever  why  a  free  man,  though  not  free  Iwm,  may  not  be  made 
^k  Mason;  but  that  does  not  signify,  as  long  as  the  law  is  otherwise,  and 
we  cannot  see  how  this  difficulty  can  be  removed  save  by  time. 

'*We  cannot  see,  therefore,  that  the  Masons  of  to-day  can  do  anythinc  of 
the  character  proposed  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ohio,  or  that  they  are  cidled 
upon  to  recognize,  or  that  they  can  recognize,  wiUiout  a  violation  of  the 
landmarks  of  Masonry,  the  organizations  to  which  the  resolutions  of  that 
Grand  Lodge  relate.  But  one  thing  can  be  done:  the  question  can  be 
discussed  maeanicaUy,  if  it  is  discussed  at  all.  We  regret  very  much  to 
have  seen  already  the  words  ^falsehood'  and  ^fanatics'  umd  in  a  discussion 
of  this  matter.  The  time  has  gone  by  when  an  argument  can  be 
answered  by  denunciation,  or  men  can  be  scared  by  the  fear  of  being 
called  ftoaticB:'  recourse  to  such  terms  impliee  a  want  of  materials  for 
.  argoment,  or  a  want  of  ability  to  use  materials. 

CONCLUSION.

Wen,  khid,  but  tired,  reader,  if  indeed  there  be  anj  who  hsre  petieBtl^ 
tarried  with  as,  or  rather  rambled  with  as,  thos  long,  be  awared  tiiat  vt 
hare  concluded  to  oondode,  and  with  a  Tery  brief —wonld  that  it  were  is 
eloquent  as  brief —appeal  to  Masons,  in  behalf  of  liasonxy,  we  will  re- 
lease yoor  attention,  with  many  thanks  for  yoor  (snppoaed  ?)  indvlgvit 
eztennation  of  oar  faalts,  both  of  matter  and  style. 

MABONBT. 

We  lore  it,  and  '"whoshaU  chide,"  the  lore  that  attaehea  ns  to  this  old 
and  honored  norsery  of  order,  oonserritor  of  peaee,  promoter  of  frt^* 
nUy  and  of  unity.  This  art  preserrative  of  art,  of  knowledge,  of  sys- 
tem and  of  goTemment ! 

It  is  the  link  binding  man  of  to-day  to  his  brother  man  of  the  long 
boried,  and  otherwise  forgotten,  past  by  tokenc  of  nniiy  and  9iffn$  of 
identity  whererer  his  footprints  are  traced.  *  Masonry  may  not  possib^ 
be  traced  trnfatha  the  beginning  of  human  ezistAnee,  but  can  daim  sb 
origin  so  remote  as  to  hare  lost  its  exoteric  identity  in  the  dim  Tiita  of 
pre-historic  ages;  yet,  its  indestructible  exoteric  indiyiduality  prodaims 
it,  alike  with  man,  an  '^inspiration  of  Divinity" — a  spark  of  light  from 
the  great  source  and  fountain  of  knowledge. 

Our  aim  and  endeavor,  through  a  kmg,  though  we  regret  to  say  not 
very  active,  Masonic  life,  has  been  to  conserve  the  true  interests  of  the 
Fraternity.  We  respect  its  anctent,  as  well  as  its  modem  characteristioa 
We  cherish,  in  their  purity,  the  ceremonials  of  the  inner  sanotuaiy,  and 
endeavor,  by  promoting  acts  of  charity  and  beneficence,  to  illustrate  to 
the  outer- world  its  benign  and  humanitarian  attributes. 

The  Masonic  claim  to  a  remote  antiquity  of  origin  may  appear  to  thft 
modem  practicalist  of  small  import;  but  what  innovating  Iconodast  dsze 
attempt  to  displace  the  three  ancient  pillars  of  Wisdom,  Steinoth  and 
Beautt  on  which  alone  the  modem  Temple  can  support  its  architrave 
and  dome ! 

What  is  modem  Masonry  without  the  ancient  traditions  and  dioooveiies 
which  suggested  and  inspired  it  ? 

Let  us  not  neglect  the  past,  but  consult  it  as  a  means  of  preparatian 
for  the  active  duties  of  the  preeent  which  being  well  done  shall  make  cm 
era  contribute  another  bri^t  page  to  the  history  illasliatiiig  Masooxy, 
as  none  the  less  vigorous  because  hoary  with  age.  Let  its  altar  fires  gknr 
with  renewed  heat  and  lustre,  and  long  may  devoted  hearts  surround  and 
tBH  its  sacred  fiame;  then  age  will  but  add  to  the  proofs  of  its  xecupera- 
tag  sncKgies  and  pefpiteitgr.    As  the  lemotsit  antiqiiily  iaasiiakiiiB 
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▼ain  for  its  beginning,  bo  may  its  end  be  oommensiixate  with  time,  while 
its  blessings  shall  live  in  *i|nmortal  green.'* 

Preserre  its  Ancient  traditions  and  *  landmarks/'  Blnstrate  the  purity 
of  its  esoteric  life,  by  external  demonstration  of  its  devotion  to  the 
rights  and  happiness  of  man.  Guard  its  sacred  altars  from  the  contami- 
nating tOQch  of  the  Tandal  and  the  bigot  Say  to  the,  well-meaning  per- 
haps, but  nevertheless  destructive,  Icomoox«a8t,  touch  not  ihiBold,  M 
Temple,  Murred  from  portal  to  inner  tancttuxry  !  Be  true  to  the  princi- 
ples of  the  Craft,  as  handed  down  from  '^sire  to  son,"  and  our  duty  is 
done:  Our  contribution  made  to  the  growth  and  perennial  vigor  of  Ma- 
■onry.    Then  may  we  hopefully  look  ^ ^beyond"  and 

'^Behold  I  when  the  Past  Grand  Master  shall  call, 
He  shall  open  Life's  gateway,  and  you,  one  and  all, 
Shall  enter  the  path  of  Eternity, 
And  a  Boyal  Arch  Mason  each  spirit  shall  be."
